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TO  THE  HONOURABLE  THE   KNIGHTS,  CITIZENS,  AND  BURGESSES, 
IN  PARLIAMENT  ASSEMBLED. 

THIRTY-NINTH  REPORT  of  THE  COMMISSIONERS  appointed  for 
carrying  into  execution  the  purposes  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  Forty-third 
year  of  the  Reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  intituled, 
**  An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  Pounds 
towards  defraying  the  Expense  of  making  an  Inland  Narigation  from  the 
Eastern  to  the  Western  Sea,  by  Inverness  and  Fort  William,  and  for  taking 
the  necessary  Steps  towards  executing  the  same ;" — and  also  for  the  purposes 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Forty-fourth  Year  of  his  said  late  Majesty,  .inti- 
tuled, "  An  Act  for  making  further  Provision  for  making  and  maintaining  an 
Inland  Navigation,  commonly  called  T%e  Caiedonian  Canai,  by  Inverness  and 
Fort  William  in  Scotland:' 


THE  sanction  of  Parliament  having  been  given  in  August  last  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  three  successive  Committees  of  the  House  of  Commons  for 
the  thorough  repair  and  completion  of  the  Canal,  the  Commissioners  on  the  24th 
August  entered  into  a  Contract  with  Messrs.  Jackson  &  Bean,  cff  Birmingham, 
for  the  performance  of  the  Works  described  in  the  Specificat;ion  of  Messrs.  Walker 
&  Burges.  The  amount  of  the  contract  price  is  £.136,089,  and  the  stipulated 
time  three  years. 

Operations  were  commenced  on  the  25th  September,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
season  was  occupied  in  the  preparation  of  materials ;  the  Canal  having  been 
opened  on  the  1st  November,  after  the  repair  of  the  breach  of  its  banks  at  Ban- 
navie,  to  enable  the  contractors  to  pass  and  deposit  their  stores,  coals  and  mate- 
rials. Mr.  Bean,  who  had  taken  up  his  residence  on  the  line  of  the  Canal  for 
the  purpose  of  superintendence,  most  unfortunately  lost  his  life  on  the  4th  April, 
by  falling  with  his  horse  fix)m  an  insecure  bridge.  The  Worics  have,  however, 
been  prosecuted  with  great  activity  by  Mr.  Jackson,  of  whose  progress  a  short 
accoimt  by  Messrs.  Walker  &  Burges  is  annexed  in  the  Appendix  (No.  I.) 

The  repair  of  the  Banavie  Culvert  was  not  completed  till  the  end  of  October  : 
it  was  executed  by  workmen  in  the  pay  of  the  Commissioners,  not  being  included 
in  the  general  contract  for  repair.  The  Commissioners  have  endeavoured  to 
consult  economy  and  security,  by  dispensing  with  the  passage  under  the  Canal, 
having  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  Lochiel  to  this  effect.  The  operation 
has  been  tedious  and  expensive ;  but  a  considerable  portion  may  be  deemed  to  he 
substituted  in  lieu  of  the  otherwise  unavoidable  restoration  of  the  Culvert  at 
this  place,  which  may  be  roughly  estimated  at  £.2,000.  The  -work  has  hitherto 
fully  answered  expectation,  not  the  smallest  flaw  having  been  detected.  The 
mode  of  dealing  with  the  remaining  Culverts  at  MuirshearUch  Loy  and  Shaugan, 
at  the  last  of  which  symptoms  of  ftirther  dilapidations  have  shown  themselves, 
is  still  under  consideration. 

The  survey  of  the  Canal  by  Mr.  Morrison  is  in  satisfactory  progress. 

The  claim  of  Lady  Saltoun  has  been  finally  liquidated  by  the  payment  of  the 
principal  sum  of  £.500,  with  an  arrear  of  interest  thereon  amounting  to 
£.84.  18.  7. 

An  arrangemait  has  been  made  with  Glengarry,  by  which  the  amount  of  his 
claims  is  to  bear  interest  from  the  11th  May  1844,  at  such  rate  only  as  shall  be 
allowed  upon  deposits  by  the  Bank  of  Scotland. 

.  The  Commissioners  hope  immediately  to  eflfect  a  similar  arrangement  with 
the  three  remaining  claimants,  the  amount  of  whose  cl^dms  must  else  be  con- 
signed into  Court. 
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The  closing  of  the  Canal  up  to  the  Ist  November,  and  the  subsequent 
interruption  of  the  Navigation  by  the  Works  in  progress,  have,  as  was  to  be 
expected,  almost  suspended  the  revenue:  the  dues  received  have  amounted 
to  £.740.  16.  6.;  the  rents  to  £.184,  17.  7- 

The  total  Expenditure,  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  Com- 
missioners, inclu^g  the  repair  at  Bannavie,  has  b^n  £.8,723.  2.  8.  Besides 
this  sum,  the  payments  to  the  Contractors  up  to  the  1st  May  amounted  to 
£.6,900,  and  the  Commission  thereon  to  the  principal  Engineers  to  £.345. 
The  Balance  to  the  Credit  of  the  Commissioners  in  the  books  of  the  Bank  of 
Scotland  at  the  same  date,  was  £.6,919.  9.  4.  Two  Instalments  have  since 
become  due  to  the  Contractors,  and  the  payment  to  Lady  Saltoun  above 
mentioned.

CRINAN  CANAL. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  1843  the  Commissioners  have  been  enabled  to  add 
^atly  to  the  accommodation  for  the  Passenger  Steam  Boats  calling  at  Crinan, 
by  the  erection  of  a  convenient  Wharf  and  Slip.  A  necessary  addition  has  been 
also  made  to  the  Second  Lock-keeper's  House  at  the  same  place,  and  in  the 
months  of  November  and  December  the  Coping  and  Pitching  of  the  Steam- 
boat Pier  at  Ardrishaig,  being  much  dilapidated,  were  renewed  with  Granite.

REPORT  of  Mews.  Walker  &  Burpes. 

'     Sir,  23,  Great  George  street,  1 8  June  1 844. 

The  contract  with  Messrs.  Jackson  &  Bean  having  been  signed  on  the  24th  August, 
notice  was  given  to  the  contractors  to  commence  the  works  on  the  25th  September,  and 
they  lost  no  time  in  preparations  for  doing^  so,  by  the  conveyance  of  materials,  hiring 
stone  quarries  and  otherwise. 

The  West  end  of  the  Canal  had  been  closed  for  a  considerable  time  to  repair  the  breach 
made  on  the  Canal,  by  the  failure  of  the  Upper  Bannavie  Culvert,  a  work  ofgnett  trouble 
and  cost,  which  was  executed  by  the  Commissioners'  workmen,  this  not  being  part  of 
Messrs.  Jackson  &  Bean's  contract.  The  repair  of  the  breach  being  completed,  the 
water  was  admitted,  and  the  thorough  navi^tion  opened  and  kept  open  until  the  end  of 
the  year,  to  enable  the  contractors  to  pass  their  coats  and  materials  tnrough  the  West  end 
of  the  Canal  into  the  Middle  District,  and  East  end. 

Since  the  above  time  the  works  between  Corpach  (the  Western  entrance)  and  Loch 
Lochy  have  been  in  active  progress. 

Considerable  excavation  has  been  done  for  the  stone  facing  of  the  Canal  Banks,  for  the 
repairs  of  the  Corpach  and  Bannavie  Locks,  for  the  new  Lock  at  Gairlochy,  for  deepening 
Loch  Oich,  for  the  new  track  path  to  Laggan  Reach,  for  the  Aberchalder  Burn,  for  the 
facing  in  Fort  Augustus  Reach,  f(»r  widening  the  entrance  at  Bona,  also  for  Loch  Dochfour, 
and  for  raising  the  puddles  and  the  facing  of  the  slopes  in  the  Eastern  Reaches  of  the 
Canal. 

The  masonry  at  the  Corpach  and  Bannavie  Locks  is  in  progress,  also  the  stone  facing 
in  the  various  places  where  the  preparatory  excavation  has  been  done  for  it. 

A  lai^e  quantity  of  building  material  is  deposited  preparatory  to  the  construction  of 
the  new  Gairlochy  Lock,  and  the  repair  of  tne  other  works,  from  Redcastle,  Tarradale 
and  other  quarries,  with  the  owners  of  which  the  contractors  have  agreed  for  a  supply 
of  stone. 

A  Steam-tug  and  ei^ht  vesseb  are  employed  in  the  conveyance  of  stone  from  the 
quarries.  A  Steam-engme  has  been  provided  for  clearing  the  works  of  Gairlochy  Loch 
of  water. 

A  new  Dredging  vessel,  with  new  Steam-engine,  is  making  at  Aberdeen. 

The  sloop,  barges  and  other  materials  belonging  to  the  Commissioners  have  been 
transferred  to  the  contractors,  according  to  agreement,  after  a  valuation. 

Superintendents  and  foremen  of  the  works  have  been  selected  from  the  establishment  of 
the  Commissioners,  excepting  Mr.  Wilson,  who  is  appointed,  on  Mr.  May's  recommendation, 
to  superintend  the  new  uairlochy  Loch,  and  other  masonry,  for  which,  from  his  experience 
and  otherwise,  he  is  well  qualined. 

The  number  of  men  upon  the  works,  or  providing  materials  for  them,  is  about  1,500. 

We  lament  to  state,  that  Mr.  Bean,  one  of  the  contractors,  was  killed  upon  the  works 
by  a  fall  from  his  horse;  since  then,  Mr.  Jackson  has  given  the  works  his  almost 
undivided  attention,  so  that  the  loss  of  Mr.  Bean  has  not  been  an  impediment  to  their 
progress. 

A  correct  Survey  and  Plan  of  the  Canal,  and  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, the  importance  of  which  we  strongly  pressed,  is  in  progress  by  Mr.  Morrison^  of 
Inverness;  jucfging  from  the  portion  we  have  seen,  he  appears  to  be  doing  it  in  a  very 
superior  manner.

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The  Works  most  requiring  attention  in  the  present  season  are  stated  to  be, 
a  pair  of  new  Upper  Gates  to  Lock  No.  7  ;  a  new  Tunnel  for  the  Camloch  and 
Duloch  Reservoir  ;  the  repair  of  the  Second  Lock-keeper's  House  at  Dunardry ; 
a  Landing-place  at  Caimboan,  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  a  considerable  country 
traffic  there  carried  on,  for  which  no  acconmiodation  exists,  and  by  which  the 
navigation  is  consequently  much  interrupted ;  the  renewal  of  the  now  dilapi- 
dated Light-house  at  the  rier-head,  Ardrishaig. 

The  sum  of  £•  100.  was  paid  in  April  last  in  part  liquidation  of  the  Literest 
and  principal  Debt  due  to  the  Baidc  of  Scotland.  The  total  sum  due  from 
tlie  Commissioners  to  that  Establishment  amounted  at  1st  May  1844  to 
£.1,477.  5.  6.

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GENERAL  REPORT  of  thi  COLONIAL  LAND  ahd  EMIGRATION 

COMMISSIONERS. 


CoLonial  Laod  and  Emigration  Office, 
My  Lord,  3  AprU  1844* 

In  pursuance  of  the  arrangement  settled  by  your  Lordship  as  most  convenieut 
for  the  future,  we  have  the  honour  to  present  our  Annual  Report  at  Easter.  On 
the  first  occasion  of  adopting  this  course,  the  comparatively  short  perk>d  which 
has  elapsed  since  the  former  Report  necessarily  curtails  somewhat  the  quantity 
of  new  matter  which  we  shall  have  to  notice.  We  propose,  however,  to  bring 
under  review  the  latest  intelligence  upon  the  Australian  and  North  American 
Colonies,  upon  the  important  subject  of  Immigration  into  the  West  Indies  and 
Mauritius,  and  upon  the  British  Settlement  which  has  been  formed  at  Hong  Kong. 
We  shall  have  occasion  to  suggest  that  the  Annual  Report  from  the  Chief  Agent  for 
Immigrants  in  Canada  be  laid  before  Parliament  at  the  same  time  witii  the  present 
Paper.  The  Report  from  New  South  Wales  of  the  Annual  Committee  on  Immi- 
gration has  not  yet  been  received,  but  whenever  it  may  arrive  we  feel  little  doubt 
that  it  will  be  thought  proper  also  to  present  that  document.  As  respects  the 
Colonies  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  Ceylon,  we  have  been  led  by  the  cir- 
cumstance that  the  rules  for  the  disposal  of  land  in  them  have  lately  undergone 
a  general  revision,  to  enter  more  fully  into  some  of  the  earlier  matters  connected 
with  this  subject  tiian  we  should  otherwise  have  thought  necessary.  With  these  * 
prefatory  remarks,  we  propose  now  to  notice  the  sevmd  groups  of  colonies  in  the 
same  order  as  in  our  Report  of  last  year. 

NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

In  our  last  Report  we  noticed,  in  connexion  with  the  general  d^ession  of  die  Decline  of  the  land 
colony,  the  extraordinary  falling  off  in  the  sales  of  land,  and  gave  a  comparative  sales, 
statement  of  the  receipts,  and  number  of  acres  sold,  in  tiiree  successive  years, 
ending  with  1842,  showing  that  in  that  year,  compared  with  1840,  there  had  been 
a  decrease  in  the  sales  to  the  extent  of  179,114  acres;  the  number  of  acres  sold 
in  1842  having  amounted  only  to  10,673,  ^^r  which  the  sum  of  19,444/.  was 
received;  whilst  in  1840  no  fewer  than  189,787  acres  had  been  sold,  realizing  the 
sum  of  317,251  /•  Under  the  prevalent  depression,  the  great  amount  of  private 
property  forced  into  the  market  at  the  lowest  prices,  necessarily  precluded  any 
sale  of  public  lands. 

By  despatches  from  Sir  George  Gipps  to  your  Lordship,  dated  in  August  and 
September  last,  we  perceive  that  the  revenue,  which  had  sustained  itself  up  to  a  very 
recent  period  in  a  manner  that  surpassed  his  expectation,  had  then  fallen  off,  and 
that  a  further  decline  was  apprehended.     He  stated  that  in  consequence  of  the 
depression  which  had  become  so  general,  considerable  numbers  of  workmen,  and 
especially  artisans,  had  been  thrown  out  of  employment  at  Sydney;  and  that 
he  had  found  himself  obliged  to  give  employment  to  some  artisans,  in  number  Number  of  labour- 
about  332.     He  was  therefore  compelled  to  express  an  opinion,  however  reluc-  erswithoutemploy- 
tantly,  that  the  arrival  of  any  considerable  number  of  fresh  emigrants,  under  the  °*®'*** 
circumstances,  would  probably  be  a  burden  to  the  Government ;  adding,  notwith- 
standing, that  there  was  still  a  prevailing  opinion  in  the  colony,  that  emigrants 
would  shortly  again  be  wanted. 

By  farther  despatches  from  Sir  George  Gipps,  dated  October  and  November 
last,  which  your  Lordship  has  communicated  to  us,  it  is  reported  that  the  pecu- 
niary distress  continued  unabated  ;  but  that  the  season  was  favourable,  and  that 
harvest  havii^  eommenced,  the  number  of  persons  employed  by  Government  at 
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DecKease  in  tbeir    Sydney,  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  them  (being  chiefly  mechanics),  had  been 
number.  reduced  to  137,  a  decrease  of  130.     They  are  stated  to  be  all  married  men  with 

families.     In  Melbourne,  about  60  persons  were  supplied  with  work  by  Govern- 
ment, in  consequence  of  the  corporation  having  ceased  to  employ  them. 

Paiturc  licences.  We  would  beg  leave  to  refer  to  a  Parliamentary  Paper*,  for  a  collection  of  all 
the  correspondence  during  the  last  two  years  on  the  important  subject  of  pasture 
licences,  and  the  system  of  squatting  on  parts  beyond  the  boundaries  of  location, 
which  of  late  years  has  been  very  much  on  the  increase.

Progress  of  bounty      We  mentioned  in  our  former  Report  that  Her  Majesty's  Government,  in  July  last, 
anigration.  jjgj  sanctioned  a  fresh  emigration  then  about  to  commence,  and  annexed  a  copy 

of  the  notice  calling  for  tenders,  and  explanatory  of  the  terms  upon  which  it  was 
to  be  undertaken.     The  number  to  be  sent  out  was  about  5,000  persons,  the  limit 
being  4,000  statute  adults  (two  children  between  one  and  14  years  of  age  count- 
ing only  as  one  statute  adult).     By  tlie  agreement  with  the  contractors,  one-half 
of  the  emigrants  were  to  be  despatched  by  the  31st  December  1843,  ^^^  the 
remainder  by  the  1st  of  June  1844.    The  numbers  sent  out  by  the  first  of  these 
periods,  were  about  2,038  adults,  and  there  then  remained  about  the  same  number 
to  be  despatched  by  the  1st  of  June  next.     Of  this  number,  Messrs.  Carter  & 
Bonus,  of  London,  had  to  send  1,038 ;  Messrs.  Smith  &  Sons,  of  Liverpool,  750; 
Measures  for  post-  ^^^  Mr.  Anderson,  of  Glasgow,  250.    On  the  receipt  of  Sir  George  Gipps' 
poning  part  of  that  despatches,  before  adverted  to,  referring  to  the  want  of  employment  among 
emigrauoD.  labourers,  we  took  immediate  steps  to  postpone  to  a  later  period  of  the  year  the 

departure  of  some  of  the  emigrants  who  were  to  have  proceeded  in  the  spring. 
Messrs.  Carter  &  Bonus  had  already  made  arrangements  for  the  despatch  of  vessels 
at  stated  periods,  of  which  public  notice  had  been  extensively  circulated,  and  there- 
fore, anticipating  injurious  results  to  emigration  by  any  interference  with  plans 
which  had  been  very  generally  announced,  we  did  not  think  it  prudent  to  call  upon 
them  to  defer  to  a  later  period  of  the  year  tlie  execution  of  the  remainder  of  their 
contract.  The  same  difficulty,  however,  did  not  occur  in  the  arrangements  of  the 
Liverpool  and  Glasgow  contractors,  except  as  regarded  one  vessel,  which  the  Liver- 
pool contractors  were  then  fitting  out,  and  which  was  capable  of  carrying  236 
adults.  The  practical  result  of  these  proceedings  has  been,  the  postponement  of 
sending  out  764  emigrants  for  six  months,  whereby  the  colonial  government  will 
be  relieved  from  an  early  claim  for  15,000/.  for  emigration  services,  and  the  arrival 
of  the  emigrants  in  the  colony  will  be  deferred  until  a  period  when  it  is  hoped  the 
demand  for  labour  will  have  revived. 

We  also  intimated  to  the  London  contractors  that  it  might  be  desirable,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  apparent  want  of  employment  for  mechanics,  that  the  selection  of 
emigrants,  as  much  as  possible,  should  be  made  from  agricultural  labourers ;  and 
from  the  returns  we  receive  of  those  who  are  now  going  out  we  observe  our  recom- 
mendation has  been  attended  to. 

Before  dismissing  the  subject  of  the  bounty  emigration  to  New  South  Wales,  it 
may  be  proper  to  notice  the  wreck  of  the  "  Burhampooter,"  having  on  board  90 
bounty  emigrants.  This  event  took  place  at  Kingsgate,  near  Margate,  at  six 
o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  1 8th  of  October,  and  was  occasioned  by  the  vessel's 
dragging  her  anchor,  and  being  driven  on  the  rocks  during  a  heavy  gale.  The 
people  were  all  landed  in  safety,  and  a  steam-boat  was  immediately  despatched  to 
bring  them  back  to  the  dep6t  at  Deptford,  provided  for  the  accommodation  of 
bounty  emigrants  previous  to  their  embarkation.  They  subsequently  proceeded 
from  the  river  on  the  28th  day  of  October,  in  the  "  Royal  Cougprt,*'  to  Port 
Phillip.  The  outfit  and  effects  belonging  to  the  emigrants  were  lost  by  the 
wreck ;  but  a  subscription  was  raised  for  them,  and  the  contractors  liberally  made 
good,  from  their  own  funds,  the  quantity  of  substantial  clothing  which,  by  regula- 
tion, emigrants  in  ordinary  cases  are  required  to  provide  themselves:  a  bige 
quantity  of  clothing  was  also  collected  for  them  at  Deptford.     Of  the  pecuniary 
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subscription  above  mentioned  upwards  of  100  /.  was  ^ven  to  the  emigrants  in  this 
country,  and  76  /.  was  remitted  to  the  colony,  with  directions  for  its  appropriation 
towards  the  purchase  of  tools  for  the  different  parties,  according  to  the  wants  of 
their  respective  trades.

Before  we  close  these  observations  on  the  emigration  to  New  South  Wales,  we  Emigration  from 
must  not  fail  to  bring  under  your  Lordship's  notice  llie  remarkable  fact  which  has   ^^^  f^"*  ^*'^* 
lately  been  communicated  by  Sir  George  Gipps,  that  a  desire  had  manifested  itself  *^      P«™»o* 
among  the  unemployed  mechanics  and  labourers  to  proceed  to  Valparaiso,  and 
that  no  fewer  than  211   souls  had  actually  sailed  from  Sydney  for  that  place  in 
four  vessels,  at  intervals  during  the  months  of  September  and  October  last.     We 
confess  we  feel  great  fears  for  their  prospects ;  and  we  much  regret  that  they 
had  not  preferred  waiting  for  a  short  time  longer  the  chance  of  suitable  employ- 
ment amongst  a  community  of  their  own  countrymen. 

PORT  ESSINGTON. 

The  principal  information  which  has  been  received  respecting  this  place,  since  Nature  of  the  latest

settlement,  but  that  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  Port  Essington  is  2,000  miles 
from  Sydney,  and  that  opportunities  of  communicating  with  it  occur  but  rarely. 
**  The  passage,"  he  states,  "  from  Sydney  to  Port  Essington  through  Torres 
Straits  (which,  however,  is  impracticable  from  October  to  March)  may  be  con- 
sidered, on  an  average,  to  occupy  from  three  to  four  weeks  j  but  the  return  from 
Port  Essington  to  Sydney  will  rarely  take  less  than  six  weeks.  The  *  North  Star' 
was  three  months  on  her  passage."  Sir  George  Gipps  expressed  an  opinion  that 
Captain  M'Arthur's  garrison  should  be  changed,  and  that  it  would  be  desirable,  if 
consistent  with  the  Imperial  Land  Sales  Act>  to  enable  Captain  M' Arthur  to  sell 
small  quantities  of  land. 

The  enclosures  to  Sir  George  Gipps'  despatch  consist  of  two  letters  from  Cap- 
tain M*Arthur,  by  which  we  regret  to  perceive  that  some  sickness  had  prevailed  at 
Port  Essington,  and  of  a  Report  from  Sir  Everard  Home  to  the  naval  commander- 
in-chief.  This  Report  is  an  able  summary  of  the  state  of  the  settlement,  and  of 
the  grounds  upon  which  those  who  have  taken  the  chief  interest  in  it  look  for  its 
success ;  but  it  does  not  materially  add  to  the  facts  previously  known,  excepting 
that  it  conveys  a  more  favourable  account  than  had  been  expected  of  the  live 
stock ;  and  that,  besides  the  shipwrecked  vessel  which  was  noticed  in  our  former 
annual  report,  it  mentions  aid  to  have  been  afforded  to  the  crew  saved  from  one 
other  ship,  as  well  as  to  that  of  a  small  schooner.  Sir  E.  Home  alludes  to  the 
possibility  of  establishing  a  pearl  fishery. 

Both  on  the  subject  of  relieving  the  garrison,  and  also  of  giving  a  sanction  to  InBtructions 
the  occupation  of  land,  as  far  as  the  law  will  admit,  your  Lordship  has  adopted  f^'^n^'^^  ®"  *«"• 
Six  George  Gipps'  recommendations ;  and  we  have  only  to  suggest,  in  conclusion, 
that  it  would  be  convenient  to  include  the  foregoing  papers  among  the  other  docu- 
ments printed  for  Parliament  with  the  present  Report.

Id  compliance  with  your  Lordship's  instructions,  we  published,  through  the 
agency  of  Lloyd's,  the  information  which  Sir  John  Franklin  sent  home  relating 
to  the  survey  of  Bass's  Straits,  consisting  of  extracts  from  the  repwt  of  Captain 
Stokes,  of  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Beagle."  This  Paper  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix.  Captain  Stokes's  observations  with  regard  to  the  navigation  of  the 
sea  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Flinder's  Island,  would  appear  to  deserve  especial 
notice,  and  we  may  here  remark  that  the  result  of  his  survey  of  Corner  Inlet, 
proves  that  it  is  navigable  for  vessels  drawing  14  feet  of  water.

WESTERN  AUSTRALIA. 

Extent  of  land  SoME  general  statistics  of  the  extent  of  land  sales  in  Western  Australia  not 

of  ^veys.^"*'^  previously  possessed,  having  been  received,  we  beg  leave  to  oflTer  the  fiallowing 

summary  of  the  information  they  contain : 

The  total  number  of  acres  which  had  been  alienated  by  sale  in  this  colony  up 

to  the  close  of  1842,  was  91,340  ;  the  total  number  grantad  was  1,506,102  j|« 

The  extent  of  land  surveyed  during  the  year  ended  31st  March  1843,  exdu- 
sive  of  town  sites  and  other  work  not  reducible  to  acres,  was  222,342  },  at  a  cost 
of  2  J  rf.  per  acre.  In  the  same  period  the  total  extent  of  country  lands  sold  was 
5,539  acres,  at  1/.  per  acre;  19  town  and  suburban  allotments  were  sold  at 
average  prices,  varying  from  25/.  to  45?.  per  acre.  The  amount  of  remissions  on 
account  of  land  surrendered  was  5,462/.  The  actual  amount  of  purchaser-money 
realized  was,  for  country  lands,  2/.;  for  town  lots,  464/.;  besides  100/.  deposited 
in  England. 

We  place  in  the  Appendix  some  information  which  has  been  received  relative  to 
the  progress  of  geographical  discovery  in  this  colony. 

Some  new  land  regulations  have  been  issued  which  were  rendered  necessary  by 
the  terms  of  the  Imperial  Land  Sales  Act,  5  &  6  Vict.  c.  ^6.  They  agree  in 
substance  with  those  which  we  shall  have  to  notice  under  the  head  of  Sontli 
Australia,  and  have  been  approved  with  the  same  modifications.  It  has  been 
very  properly  established  by  these  regulations,  that  the  documents  known  as 
remission  tickets  should  be  taken  for  country  lands  only,  and  not  for  smaller  lots 
than  the  number  of  acres  they  represent;  so  that  they  may  not  be  made  use  of 
to  pick  out  a  variety  of  choice  spot$,  but  only  single  blocks.  The  Governor's 
explanation  on  this  subject  is  placed  in  the  Appendix^ 

The  report  of  a  committee  of  the  Legislative  Council  on  the  best  mode  of  obtain* 
ing  a  supply  of  labour,  has  recently  been  received  from  this  colony.  This  report 
points  out,  that  while  a  supply  of  as  many  as  400  labourers  would  be  desinble 
in  the  course  of  1844,  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  sales  of  Crown  lands 
would  afford  the  necessary  means,  and  the  committee  therefore  recommend 
that  application  be  made  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  grant  a  loan  for  the 
purpose.  But  in  conformity  with  the  decision  on  other  occasions  not  to  grant 
such  loans  to  any  of  the  Australian  settlements,  the  application  could  not  be 
granted*

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The  committee  of  Council  adverted,  in  the  event  of  such  a  decision,  to  some 
system  of  bounties  as  an  alternative^  This,  however,  has  been  deemed  inadmis* 
sible  on  the  two  grounds,  first,  that  it  would  obviously  be  improper  to  hold  out  the 
expectation  of  bounties  to  private  merchants  in  a  colony  where  the  request  for  a 
loan  has  been  founded  on  the  admitted  improbability  of  a  sufficient  revenue ;  and, 
secondly,  that  the  system  of  granting  orders  on  the  spot  for  bounty  had  been 
productive  of  great  inconvenience  in  the  colonies  where  it  had  been  chiefly  tried, 
viz.  New  South  Wales  and  Van  Diemen's  Land,  and  had  been  abolished. 

Before  concluding  our  Report  on  this  colony,   we  may  mention   that  the  Purchase  by  the 
association,  styled  the  Western  Australian  Company,  have  recently  completed  Ua^ComDimv*" 
the  proof  of  an  expenditure  on  emigration,  which,  together   with  a   previous 
deposit  of  money  in  this  country,  has  entitled  them  to  land  to  the  value  of 
6,352/.  Ss.  2d. 

SOUTH  AUSTRALIA. 

In  our  last  Report  the  land  sdes  were  stated  up  to  the  end  of  1842;  they  Land  sold  and 
amounted  to  17,081 1.     Subsequent  Returns  show,  that  during  the  same  year  1,610  leased  in  1842. 
acres  of  land  were  leased  for  seven  years,  at  a  rent  of  225/.  16*.,  being  about

We  place  in  the  Appendix  the  Land  Regulations  which  have  been  issued  in  this  j^^ew  land  recu- 
colony  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  tfa^  Imperial  Land  Sales  Act.    The  rules  lations,  founded  on 
generally  appeared  to  us  very  judicious  and  proper ;  and  the  only  one  calling  for  th^hofeaalAcu 
any  remark  was  the  one  numbered  19.    By  this  rule,  should  two  or  more  parties      See  a 
holding  any  description  of  land-order  claim  the  same  lot  of  land  at  the  same  time,  ^.^^  f**^*^, 
the  priority  of  claim  is  to  be  settled  by  priority  in  the  date  of  the  instrument.  ^«£:.5o^ 

Experience  has  proved,  that  to  admit  the  date  of  such  documents  as  material  leads 
to  practical  inconvenience ;  and  that  it  is  better  to  view  their  presentation  abso- 
lutely and  in  all  respects  as  the  tender  of  an  equal  amount  of  money,  and  no 
more.  It  has  been  decided,  therefore,  that  in  the  very  rare  case  in  which  two 
parties  should  at  the  same  moment  tender  any  of  these  instruments  for  the  same 
land,  the  rule  should  be,  that  neither  should  have  it  at  a  fixed  price,  but  that  the 
land  should  again  be  put  up  to  auction  at  the  next  ensuing  public  sale. 

We  alluded  before  to  the  Pasture  Licence  Act,  by  which  it  was  provided  that  PaBture  Licence 
the  annual  fee  on  the  licences  should  be  10  J.  6d^  with  an  assessment  of  id.  per  ^^ 
bead  on  sheep,  is.  on  cattle,  and  2^.  6d.  on  horses.  If  parties  should  build  and 
reside  on  the  lands,  they  were  to  take  out  a  further  yearly  licence,  called  an  occu- 
pation licence,  for  5/.  The  leading  principles  of  this  Act  have  now  been  sanc- 
tioned, but  it  has  not  been  thought  expedient  to  agree  to  one  of  the  provisions,  by 
which  it  was  proposed  that  parties  who  held  any  purchased  lands  should  be 
exempt  from  paying  for  occupation  licences  on  pasture  lands,  and  that  in  respect 
of  every  80  acres  which  they  might  possess  of  purchased  land  in  an  uncultivated 
state,  they  might  claim  a  deduction  of  4^.  from  whatever  sum  they  would  odier- 
wise  have  to  pay  as  assessment  on  stock.  This  arrangement  seemed  complicated ; 
the  reasons  for  the  distinction  were  not  obvious,  and  it  would  have  been  very  dif- 
ficult to  carry  it  out  in  practice.  It  has  therefore  been  suggested  that  the  law 
should  be  amended  by  making  the  payments  under  it  applicable  equally,  and 
without  distinction,  to  all  classes  of  the  community. 

On  the  slate  of  the  colony  generally,  it  cannot  but  be  a  source  of  much  satis-  General  state  of 
fjM^tioin  to  perceive  the  favourable  reports  which  the  Governor  is  enabled  to  give,  the  colony. 
In  the  three  quarters  ending  the  30th  of  September  1 843,  as  compared  with  the 
same  period  in  the  previous  year,  the  revenue  had  increased  from  rather  less  than 
17,500/.  to  19,270/.,  and  the  expenditure  had  been  diminished  from  about 
42,914/.  to  about  23,184/.  The  revenue  therefore  had  increased  1,770/.,  and 
the  expenditure  had  decreased  19,730/.;  and  in  the  last  of  the  above-mentioned 
quarters  the  local  revenue  was  within  igoL  of  the  expenditure.  Captain  Grey 
mentions  also,  that  the  settlers  had  increased  the  quantity  of  land  under  cultivation. 
He  expected  that  from  18,000  to  20,000  acres  would  be  under  wheat  last  year,  and 
he  drew  attention  to  the  circumstance,  that  a  settlement  so  recently  formed  should 
have  been  able  to  export  grain  to  Western  Australia,  to  Port  rhillip  and  New 
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Zealand,  and  to  the  Mauritius.  He  remarks,  in  transmitting  a  return  of  imports 
and  exports  for  the  half  year  ending  31st  of  March  1843,  heing  the  latest  yet 
received,  that  the  value  of  exports  which  were  the  produce  of  the  colony  itself^ 
amounted  to  38,296/. 

We  do  not  find  that  anything  particular  has  taken  place  in  the  nature  of 
geographical  discovery,  excepting  that  Captain  Frome,  the  surveyor-general,  has 
ascertained  that  the  spot  which  was  described  some  time  since  as  Lake  Torrens  is 
not  a  lake,  but  a  vast  desert,  -of  which  the  Umits  could  not  be  descried  with  the 
aid  of  a  powerful  telescope,  and  which  appears  to  have  received  its  former  name 
under  the  effects  of  mirage. 

NEW  ZEALAND. 

At  the  date  of  our  last  Report  no  complete  accounts  had  been  received  of  the 
Amounts  realized  by  sales  of  the  public  lands  in  each  year.  We  are  now  enabled 
by  later  returns  from  the  colony  to  supply  fuller  information  on  this  head.  In 
1841  the  receipts  were  shown  in  our  former  Report  to  amount  to  28,777  '•  The 
subsequent  sales  have  been  as  follows :

it  is  stated,  that  there  was  no  prospect  of  realizing  any  considerable  sum  from 
this  source,  as  the  influx  of  land  purchasers  from  England  had  fallen  short  of  what 
was  anticipated ;  and,  whilst  the  present  residents  were  all  provided  with  lands  for 
occupation,  speculation  in  land  had  almost  entirely  ceased. 

A  sale,  however,  of  land,  to  be  not  less  than  20,000  acres  in  extent,  is  reported 
in  a  despatch  of  June  last  to  have  been  made  to  Mr.  Charles  Terry  and  another, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  dressing  of  flax.  The  conditions  were,  that  the 
price  was  to  be  1  /.  per  acre  ;  but  that  instead  of  immediate  payment  there  was 
to  be  a  lease  for  one  year,  after  which,  an  instalment  of  8,000  /.  at  least  was  to  be 
paid  down^  and  the  remainder  of  the  purchase-money  by  tbe  end  of  1845. 

Sutistical  Returns.  We  insert  in  the  Appendix  some  statistical  information  of  a  useful  character, 
which  has  been  for  the  first  time  received  from  this  colony,  since  the  date  of  our 
last  annual  Report,  and  which  we  took  an  opportunity  of  publbhing  in  the 
Colonization  Circular. 

Settlement  of  ^^  ^^^  important  subject  of  completing  the  settlement  of  the  land  claims,  we 

land  claims.  ^^^  g^^^  ^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^^  Commissioners  of  Claims  looked  to  being  able  to  reach  an 

early  termination.  By  a  Report  from  them,  forwarded  by  the  Governor  in  June 
last,  it  appeared  that,  of  1,037  claims  referred  to  the  Commissioners,  554  had 
been  reported  on  up  to  the  31st  of  May  1843  5  3^4  were  in  course  of  investigation, 
and  expected  to  be  decided  by  the  end  of  November,  and  the  remaining  179  the 
Commissioners  expected  would  be  easily  examined  and  reported  on  by  the 
ensuing  summer. 

Tbe  New  Zealand  Company  have  finally  proved  the  expenditure  on  emigration, 

entitling 
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entitling  tbem  to  select  a  block  of  50,000  acres,  pursuant  to  the  arrangement 

made  between   Lord  John  Russell  and  the  Company,  in  May  and  June  1841,  Pari.  Paper, 

With  regard  to  the  recent  application  of  the  Company  for  pecuniary  assistance  ^^^5^9*  ^  ^^h 

from  the  Government,  we  find  that  it  is  still  a  subject  of  direct  correspondence  ^^'    *  ^ 

between  your  Lordship  and  the  Company,  and  that  the  result  cannot  be  known 

before  we  close  the  present  Report. 

Immigration. 

In  our  last   Report  we  had  occasion  to   notice  the   arrival   of  two  out  of  Extent  and  par- 
ttiree  ships  despatched  by  us  with  emigrants  in   1842,  being  those  which  sailed  ticulars  of  immi- 
from  Scotland.     We  are  now  able  to  state  that  the  third  of  them   also,   the  ^*^*^"- 
**  Westminster,"  which  sailed  from  England,  has  been  reported ;  and  ^e  are  happy 
to  find  that  of  218  persons  on  board  only  one  adult  and  two  children  died,  and 
that  the  emigrants  were  described   by  the  immigration  agent  as  extremely  well- 
suited  to  the  wants  of  the  colony.

SALE  OF  COLONIAL  LANDS  IN  ENGLAND. 

The  sales  of  colonial  lands  in  England  have  been  inconsiderable.  In  1842 
they  amounted  in  the  whole  to  2,340 1. ;  in  the  past  year  they  fell  off  to  600  /. ; 
and  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  present  year  only  two  payments  have  been 
made  in  this  country,  one  of  1 00  /.,  for  lai^d  in  South  Australia ;  the  other,  of 
207/.  11^.  6  J.,  in  completion  of  a  purchase  of  land  in  Western  Australia. 

NORTH  AMERICAN  COLONIES. 

We  regret  that  we  are  able  to  offer  very  little  information  relating  to  the  sale 
of  land  in  these  colonies.  The  returns  continue  to  be  sent  home  at  irregular 
periods,  and  in  form  are  still  very  defective.  We  wiQ  proceed  to  notice  each  colony 
in  the  same  order  we  observed  last  year,  concluding  this  division  of  our  Report 
with  some  general  observations  on  the  working  of  the  New  Passengers'  Act. 

CANADA. 

Immigration. 

The  number  of  immigrants  who  arrived  in  Canada  in  the  course  of  last  year  Diminished  immi- 
is  less  than  half  of  the  number  which  arrived  in  the  preceding  year.     The  num-  gration. 
bers  in  the  two  years  were  as  follows : —

Showing  a  decrease  of  22,647  in  the  latter  year  as  compared  with  the  former. 

This  great  decrease  was  chiefly  in  the  emigration  from  Ireland  and  England,  the  Principa]  decrease 
former  being  less  by  nearly  62,  and  the  latter  by  nearly  47  per  cent,  than  that  of  from  England  and 
the  previous  season;  while  in  Scotland  the  reduction  has  been  only  about  18  per  '"^^^ 
cent.     It  may  here  be  proper  to  mention  that  the  emigration  from  the  United 
Kingdom  to  New  York  has  fallen  off  as  much  in  proportion  as  that  to  Quebec. 
To' return  to  Canada,  the  whole  addition  to  the  population  from  the  immigration 
of  last  year,  mcluding  that  from  the  United  States,  and  deducting  about  2,000 
who  are  supposed  to  have  left  the  colony  for  that  country,  is  estimated  by  Mr. 
Buchanan  to  be  fully  22,000  souls,  of  whom  six-sevenths  appear  to  have  settled  in    - 
Canada  West.     These  calculations  have  been  made  upon  the  returns  received 
from  the  agent-general  in  Canada.     They  do  not  quite  agree  with  the  custom- 
bouse  returns,  but  rather  exceed  than,  a  discrepancy  which  we  can  only  account 
few  by  the  bfaths  that  occur  on  the  voyage,  and  by  the  circumstance  that  more 
passengers  occasionally  make  their  way  into  the  ships  tlian  are  known  of  at  the 
time  of  departure. 
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One  circumstance  to  which  we  must  not  omit  to  draw  attention  in  the  last  year's 
immigration  into  Canada,  and  which  we  hope  may  be  indicative  of  a  material  im* 
provement  in  its  composition,  is  the  large  proportion  of  cabin  passengers.  While 
the  total  immigration  had  fallen  off  from  44,374  (the  number  of  emigrants  in  1842) 
to  21,727,  the  number  of  cabin  passengers  increased  from  614  to  803,  so  that  in 
the  same  year  in  which  the  one  decreased  51  per  cent.,  the  other  increased  30  per 
cent.  Although,  therefore,  we  are  quite  aware  that  the  number  of  cabin  passen- 
gers cannot  afford  a  certain  guide  to  the  number  who  proceed  to  a  country  in 
order  to  remain  in  it,  we  think  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  so  large  an  increase  as 
above  pointed  out,  must  show  that  there  has  been  a  great  addition  to  the  propor- 
tion of  persons  possessed  of  capital  who  intend  to  settle  in  Canada. 

We  would  suggest,  that  it  will  be  desirable  to  lay  before  Parliament  at  the  same 
time  with  this  Report  the  annual  reports  that  have  been  received  from  the  chief 
agent  for  immigrants  and  the  superintendent  of  the  quarantine  station  in  Canada, 
together  with  the  despatch  in  which  they  arrived.  But  we  propose  to  continue 
here  our  abstract  of  their  principal  results. 

There  appears  to  have  been  a  marked  diminution  in  the  mortality  among  the 
emigrants  of  the  past  season.  The  per-centage  of  deaths  during  the  passage,  on 
the  number  embarked  from  the  United  Kingdom,  was  only  0.29  per  cent.,  or 
rather  more  than  4  per  100  souls;  and  in  quarantine  it  was  .09  percent.  This 
improved  state  of  health  among  the  emigrants  is  attributed  in  the  reports  from  the 
colony  to  two  causes,  first,  to  the  less  crowded  state  of  the  great  majority  of  the 
vessels,  as  out  of  279  which  arrived  with  passengers,  only  16  had  their  full  com- 
plement,  and  secondly,  to  the  beneficial  restrictions  and  regulations  of  the  New 
Passengers'  Act. 

The  number  of  emigrants  who  were  aided  in  their  emigration  by  their  landlord, 
or  parish  authorities,  was  greater  last  year  in  proportion  to  the  emigration  than 
that  of  the  preceding  year.  From  England  the  numbers  assisted  were  914,  of 
whom  659  were  sent  out  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Poor  Law  Commis- 
sioners, and  were  well  and  amply  provided  for ;  from  Ireland  360,  all  of  whom 
landed  very  poor;  and  from  Scotland  1,051,  who,  with  the  exception  of  36  sent 
out  by  the  Duke  of  Sutherland,  were  all  members  of  emigration  societies,  and  also 
landed  very  poor.  The  sum  of  6,71 7  L  1 7  J.  10  rf.  was  spent  in  the  Province  for 
the  benefit  of  the  immigrants  who  arrived  during  the  past  year,  in  providing  trans- 
port, provisions  and  medical  relief. 

The  means  of  employment  in  all  sections  of  the  Province  have  been  very 
limited  during  the  past  year,  the  resident  labour  being  fully  equal  to  the  wants  of 
the  farmers,  and  the  influx  of  labourers  from  the  United  States  more  than  suflScient 
to  supply  those  required  for  the  public  works.  The  immigrants  in  general  ace 
stated  to  have  shown  an  improved  disposition  to  work,  and  more  willingness  to 
accept  the  current  wages  of  the  colony,  which  on  an  average  have  fallen  about  14 
per  cent.,  and  provisions  about  1 2  i  per  cent,  compared  with  what  they  were  in 
1842.  Had  the  number  of  families  depending  on  early  employment,  compared 
with  the  aggregate  immigration  of  the  year,  not  been  very  much  less  than  in  former 
seasons,  there  must  have  arisen  great  difficulty  in  their  distribution  and  mainten- 
ance ;  but  it  was  as  fortunate  as  remarkable  a  feature  in  the  immigration  of  last 
year,  that  a  very  large  proportion,  about  three-fourths  of  the  whole,  came  out  10 
their  relations,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  perceive  from  Mr.  Buchanan's  Annual 
Report,  that  there  was  no  extensive  distress  among  the  immigrants.

Since  the  Land  Sales  Regulations  of  May  1843  have  been  in  force,  up  to  1st 
January  last,  22,093  acres  of  waste  land  had  been  sold  to  187  purchasers  for 
3»350*.  10^.,  of  which  1,282/.  2  j.  only  had  been  received,  and  the  sum  of 
160/.  55.  had  been  remitted  as  discount  for  prompt  payment.  The  plan  of 
assigning  land  on  credit,  to  which  we  referred  last  year,  has  again  been  the  subject 
of  correspondence  between  your  Lordship  and  the  Local  Government,  and  by  a 
despatch  from  the  Governor,  dated  27th  February  last,  we  perceive  that  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  lias  been  appointed  specially  to  inquire  into  this  question.

By  the  despatch  above  mentioned,  the  Governor  states  that  it  was  fortunate 
there  bad  been  very  few  arrivals  during  the  last  year,  as  there  was  little  employ- 
ment for  labourers,  and  the  winter  had  been  very  severe,  with  the  prevalence  of 
epidemic  sickness.

on  the  20th  December  last,  and  that  the  sum  received  by  the  surveyor-general  on 
account  of  sales  for  six  months  ending  at  the  date  just  mentioned  amounted 
to  600  l.

A  BILL  is  now  under  the  consideration  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  this  Bill  for  re^ilaiing 
colony  for  regulating  the  disposal  of  the  Crown  lands  on  the  principle  of  sale  by  <li*P<»a*  o*  l«nd- 
auction.     We  bad  the  honour  to  suggest  to  your  Lordship,  in  October  last,  that  the 
upset  price  should  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  at  bis  discretion, 
and  that  a  clause  should  be  added,  to  the  effect  that  if  lands  bad  once  been  exposed 
to  auction  and  not  purchased,  the  Governor  might  afterwards  be  at  liberty  to  dis- 
pose of  them  without  competition,  at  the  upset  price  for  which  they  had  been 
offered.

PASSENGERS'  ACT. 

The  season  of  1 843  was  the  first  in  which  the  new  Passengers'  Act  has  been  Beneficial  opera- 
in  operation.     It  is  gratifying  to  observe,  that  to  the  beneficial  effects  of  this  law  ^®°  ®^*«  ^^^* 
have  been  ascribed,  by  those  officers  who  witness  the  arrival  of  emigrants,  the 
diminished  proportion  of  disease  and  mortality,  as  well  as  the  total  absence  of 
cases  of  privation,  which  form  so  remarkable  a  feature  in  the  emigration  of  last 
year.     No  record  of  deaths  during  the  voyage  was  kept  in  the  colony  previously  Diminithed  mor- 
to  1840 ;  but  the  following  Return  will  show  the  number  of  deaths,  as  compared  ^^^°  *^ 
with  the  number  of  passengers  embarked,  for  each  year  since  that  period  :— *  P^r*^

Respecting  the  influence  of  the  Passengers'  Act  on  this  favourable  change  in 
the  health  of  the  immigrants,  the  following  passage  appears  in  the  Report  of  Dr. 
Douglass,  the  medical  superintendent  of  the  quarantine  station  at  Grosse  Island^ 
to  Sir  C.  Metcalfe,  dated  the  30th  December  last : — 

"  The  regulations  of  the  amended  Passengers'  Law  making  it  imperative  upon 
the  owners  of  passenger  vessels  to  furnish  to  every  emigrant  during  70  days  an 
allowance  of  bread,  oatmeal,  or  potatoes,  has  been  found  of  the  greatest  practical 
benefit ;  none  of  those  distressing  cases  of  starvation  mentioned  by  me  in  former 
Reports,  and  which  proved  so  fertile  a  cause  of  disease  and  death,  have  this  season 
come  under  my  observation." 

The  testimony  which  Mr.  Buchanan  bears  to  the  improved  state  of  the  law  is 
no  less  satisfactory.  In  his  annual  Report  to  the  Governor-general  be  says» 
"  The  care  with  which  the  Act  has  been  framed  seems  to  have  secured  a  pro- 
vision against  all  attempts  to  impose  on  the  emigrants,  and  there  can  arise  few 
cases  in  which  the  recourse  afforded  by  it  will  prove  insufficient'' 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  cases  of  infringement  have  been  few.  The 
prosecutions,  both  in  this  country  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  water,  have,  with 
only  one  or  two  exceptions,  been  successful ;  and  as  it  is  now  so  generally  known 
among  the  owners  and  masters  of  ships  in  this  trade  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
will  be  enforced  in  every  instance,  it  may  reasonably  be  hoped  that  the  effect  will 
be  salutary. 

The  number  of  prosecutions  instituted  at  Quebec  during  the  last  year  were 
seven.  In  six  of  these  cases  penalties  to  the  extent  of  125/.  were  awarded.  These 
were  as  follows,  viz. : — Bark  **  John  Francis,"  from  Cork ;  for  issuing  unwhole- 
some provisions,  master  fined  20 1,  sterling.  Brig  ''  Mary  Ann,"  from  Bideford  ; 
for  evasion  of  the  third  section  of  the  Imperial  Act,  master  fined  15/.  sterling. 
Brig  "  Coxon,'*  from  Cork ;  for  evasion  of  the  25th  clause,  master  fined  20  L 
sterling.  Bark  "  Florence,"  from  Plymouth ;  for  neglecting  to  issue  the  proper 
allowance  of  water  according  to  law,  master  fined  5/.  Bark  "  Constitution,"  from 
Belfast ;  for  issuing  unwholesome  bread,  and  not  serving  out  the  proper  allowance 
of  water,  master  fined  in  two  penalties  of  25/.  each,  50  i.  Bark  "  Jane  Duffies,"^ 
from  Glasgow ;  master  fined  40/.  for  having  an  excess  of  eight  passengers  over  his 
complement; 

The  number  of  prosecutions  instituted  in  the  United  Kingdom  were  only  four. 
Firstly,  in  the  case  of  the  ship  "  Sarah,"  from  Liverpool,  William  Rafierty  was 
convicted,  under  the  19th  and  20th  clauses,  for  acting  as  passage-broker  without 
a  licence,  and  receiving  passage-money  without  giving  a  proper  receipt,  and  was 
fined  5/.  and  costs  for  each  offence.  Secondly,  ship  '*  Liverpool,"  from  Belfast ;  John 
Shaw  was  fined  i/.  for  the  breach  of  the  21st  section.  Thirdly,  Matthew  Somer- 
ville,  a  licensed  broker  at  Glasgow,  was  convicted,  under  the  same  section  of  the 
Act,  for.  acting  without  written  authority  from  principals,  and  for  obtaining  passage- 
money  fraudulently  from  some:  poor  persons,  who  found,  cm  arrival  at  Liverpool, 
that  the  ship  had  sailed  in  which  th^  had  been  pomised  a  passage,  and  were 
obliged  to  parti  with  their  outfit  to  enable  them  to  return. home.  He  was  fined  in 
two  separate  penalties  of  10  L  each  and  costs,  and  his  licence  to  act  as  passage- 
broker  was  forfeited^  From  this  decision  he  appealed  to  the  sessions,  when  the 
sentence  of  the  magistrates  was  confirmed,  and  in  addition  to  the  penalties,  abottt 
17/.  costs  were  awarded  against  him,  for  which  sums  a  distress-warrant  was  issued ; 
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but  as  no  effects  were  found,  a  warrant  of  itnprisonment  has  been  granted.  Fourthly; 
Charles  Rayner,  who  had  an  office  near  the  London  Docks,  engaged  to  secure 
passages  to  New  York  by  the  ship  "  Brothers/'  which  was  Co  sail  the  beginning 
of  January,  for  two  labourers  hving  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Norwich.  They  bad 
advanced  for  this  purpose  part  of  their  passage-money  by  a  Post-office  order,  and 
after  their  arrival  in  London,  paid  Rayner  the  remainder,  the  srum  he  received 
from  the  men  for  their  passage  and  provisions  amounting  altc^ether  to  ii/.  17^. 
They  were  put  off  by  evasive  answers  to  their  inquiries  as  to  the  lime  of  the 
vessel's  departure,  until  she  had  sailed  whl)oat  them.  The  men  theo»  applied  to 
Lieutenant  Lean,  the  agent  al  the  port  of  London,  and  throilgli  his  interference, 
a  summons  was  issucfd  against  Rayner,  who  has-  absconded. 

Besides  the  penalties  incurred  under  the  Act,   differences  betvi^een  passage-  Sums  recovered 
brokers  and  passengers  have  in  several  instances  been  settfod  by  the  Government  ^®™  brokerg. 
emigration  agents  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  parties,  and  many  smaU  suma  have 
been  recovered  for  the  passengers  on  account  of  detention  and  other  circum- 
stances.

By  a  reference  to  the  Table  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  it  will  be  seen 
that  m  1841  the  number  of  emigrants  was  118,592.  The  emigration  of  1842 
reached  128,344;  an  amount  which  it  had  not  attained  in  any  former  year. 

In  10  years,  from  the  year  1830  up  to  the  year  1840,  inclusive,  (omitting  the 
year  1832,  in  which  the  emigration  was  103,140,)  the  average  amount  of  emigra- 
tion was  65,692.  The  emigration  therefore  in  1841  and  1842  was  considerably 
above  the  ordinary  average,  whilst  the  emigration  of  last  year  was  rather  below  it. 
By  the  most  recent  information,  the  emigration  of  the  present  year  appears  to  be 
on  the  increase. 

We  have  endeavoured  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  falling  oflf  in  the 
emigration  of  the  last  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  and  for  this 
purpose  we  issued  a  circular  to  the  naval  agents  at  the  principal  ports,  calling* 
for  any  information  they  might  possess  on  this  subject.  They  attribute  it 
mainly  to  the  unfavourable  reports  which  had  been  received  of  the  deroand 
for  labour  in  the  United  States  and  in  the  North  American  Colonies,  and  to 
political  excitement  in  Ireland.  In  addition  to  these,  which  are  the  principal 
causes  assigned,  some  others  are  alluded  to  by  a  few  of  the  officers  as  having 
contributed  in  a  minor  degree  to  the  same  result.  That  there  has  been  a 
temporary  cessation  of  the  demand  for  labour  in  the  United  States  and  North 
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Salt  Ponds  in  the 
Bahamas.

American  Provinces  is  a  fact  which  must  be  considered  undisputed  :  all  the  reports 
from  the  governors  to  which  we  have  had  access  agree  on  this  point ;  and  the 
agent  at  Liverpool  states  that  numbers  of  emigrants  who  embarked  in  the  spring 
of  1 842  returned  to  England  in  the  autumn  in  a  worse  condition  than  they  went 
out,  owing  to  the  want  of  employment;  and  he  remarks  that  the  reports  which 
they  circulated  would  naturally  deter  others  from  running  a  similar  risk.  The 
other  causes  which  are  assigned  as  having  more  or  less  contributed  to  produce  the 
reduction  in  the  emigration  of  last  year  would  appear  to  be  the  result  of  local 
circumstances  operating  upon  the  condition  of  the  labouring  population;  and 
although  it  would  not  be  convenient  to  examine  each  statement  in  detail,  we  may 
mention  some  of  them,  viz.  the  improved  demand  for  labour  in  the  north  of 
England,  the  prospects  of  railroads  being  formed  in  Ireland,  and  the  circumstance 
that  in  parts  of  Scotland  and  Ireland  the  labouring  population  are  stated  to  have 
been  so  much  distressed  at  the  end  of  1 842,  that  they  could  not  obtain  the  necessary 
funds  to  defray  the  expense  of  their  passage.  In  Scotland  several  associations  of 
the  working  classes  had  been  formed  with  a  view  to  emigration,  but  they  had  not 
succeeded  in  raising  funds  to  any  extent.  We  may  further  notice  a  statement  of 
the  agent  at  Londonderry,  that  those  who  emigrated  in  1 843  were  either  persons 
whose  passages  had  been  paid  in  America,  or  who  had  been  advised  to  emigrate 
by  friends  that  had  preceded  them,  or  else  farmers  who  went  out  to  take  lands ; 
a  remark  which  is  corroborative  of  the  observations  we  have  already  made  on  the 
improved  character  of  last  year's  emigration  to  Canada. 

WEST  INDIES  AND  THE  MAURITIUS. 

Before  entering  into  the  immigration  into  these  colonies  it  may  be  convenient 
to  dispose  of  the  subjects  which  we  have  to  notice  in  them  of  a  general  nature. 

The  salt  ponds  in  the  Turks'  Islands  are  one  of  the  most  important  kinds  of  public 
property  within  the  government  of  the  Bahamas,  and  ought  to  constitute  a  prin- 
cipal source  of  prosperity  to  the  inhabitants.  But  this  has  not  by  any  means  been 
hitherto  the  case.  The  ponds  having  been  divided  annually  amongst  all  persons, 
without  distinction,  who  happened  to  be  resident  on  the  spot,  me  shares  had 
borne  no  real  value ;  they  are  said  to  have  frequently  been  sold  for  trifling  sums 
of  money,  or  even  for  liquor.  It  has  therefore  been  determined,  whenever  the 
Act  for  regulating  the  present  management  of  the  property  shall  ex|)ire,  to  substitute 
for  it  a  plan  of  granting  leases,  which  shall  give  persons  a  substantial  and  durable 
interest  in  the  ponds,  and  encourage  them  to  make  the  outlay  requisite  for  their 
improvement.  We  regret  that  owing  to  an  error  as  to  the  period  when  the  Act 
in  question  would  expire,  it  has  been  necessary  to  postpone  the  commencement  of 
these  leases  from  the  1st  of  January  1844  ^^^^^  ^^^  early  part  of  1845.  In  the 
meanwhile  we  think  it  desirable  to  append  a  very  able  Report  which  has 
been  made  on  this  subject  by  a  Committee  of  Council  in  the  Bahauias,  both  vindi- 
.  eating  the  propriety  of  the  intended  change  and  also  affording  a  useful  review  of 
the  progress  and  present  state  of  the  Turks'  Islands. 

From  St.  Christopher's  great  complaints  were  received  towards  the  end  of  last 
year  respecting  the  departure  of  emigrants  from  that  island  to  other  West  India 
colonies.  They  were  said  to  be  attracted  by  misrepresentations,  and  to  be  induced 
to  quit  the  island  at  night,  from  unsheltered  parts  of  the  coast,  in  open  boats,  and 
unduly  crowded.  On  this  subject,  however,  the  Governor  of  the  Leeward  Islands 
remarked,  that  if  persons  could  be  led  to  leave  their  homes  in  such  a  manner, 
it  would  seem  to  indicate  something  unsatisfactory  in  the  condition  of  the  people 
which  would  need  some  better  remedy  than  merely  a  restrictive  Passengers'  Act* 
He  observed,  that  one  material  cause  of  the  unsettled  state  of  the  labourers 
might  probably  be  found  in  the  continued  repugnance  of  employers  to  let  them 
acquire  a  fixed  interest  in  the  soil ;  a  point  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Lieu- 
tenant-governor, residing  on  the  spot,  was  drawn.  With  a  view  to  the  safety 
of  the  people,  it  has  been  decided  that  no  objection  will  be  made  to  a  law  for 
compelling  all  vessels  that  take  passengers  to  enter  and  clear  at  the  custom- 
house ;  and  it  has  been  settled,  on  general  grounds,  that  there  will  be  no  objection 
to  enactments,  analogous  to  some  that  already  exist  in  other  parts  of  the  West 
Indies,  for  preventing  the  desertion  of  families  and  the  evasion  of  debtors,  but 
that  such  enactments  apply  equally  to  all  classes  of  the  community,  and  must 
involve  no  unnecessary  interference  with  the  liberty  of  the  subject. 

In 
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In  consequence  of  an  Ordinance  which  was  passed  at  Mauritius,  for  forming  Questionof  settling 
a  judicial  and  police  establishment  at  the  island  of  Rodriguez,  it  occurred  to  the  island  of  Ro- 
your  Lordship  that  the  result  might  be  to  induce  persons  to  settle  there,  and  ^^itius^" 
you  therefore  called  upon  us  for  such  remarks  as  might  occur  to  us  on  that 
question.     We  append  the  extract  which  was  communicated  to  us  of  the  Go-      *<?  App^  ,. 
vernor*8  despatch,  and  having  traced  out  in  the  records  of  the  Colonial  Depart-     ^^-^^^i^^p.  ,^' 
ment  such  particulars  as  we  could  find  on  the  history  and  circumstances  of 
Rodriguez,  we  also  annex  the  principal  parts  of  the  Report  which  we  made  ontiie 
subject.     It  will  be  seen  that  we  found  Rodriguez  to  be  at  a  distance  of  300 
miles  from  Mauritius,  of  small  extent,  not  well  adapted  for  raising  food  for  man, 
but  perhaps  capable  of  supporting  large  herds  of  cattle,  if  attempted  by  persons 
of  previous  skill  and  possessed  of  capital ;  and  that  adverting  to  this  description, 
the  island  is  one  of  which,  if  still  unoccupied,  it  would  prol)ably  not  be  deemed 
expedient  to  encourage  the  colonization.     But  in  case  circumstances  should  render 
that  course  necessary,  we  added  a  statement  of  the  general  principles  by  which 
vie  supposed  it  would  be  thought  expedient  that  the  Governor  should   guide 
himself.     We  find  that  these  views  were  adopted  by  your  Lordship,  and  that  the 
Governor  has  been  instructed  accordingly. 

IMMIGRATION  INTO  MAURITIUS  AND  WEST  INDIES. 

On  this  subject  we  propose  to  commence,  as  before,  with  the  progress  of  the 
experiment  of  introducing  Coolies  into  the  Mauritius. 

From  India  to  Mauritius. 

We  mentioned  in  our  last  Report  that  in  the  first  two  months  after  opening  the  Continued

Kingdom  to  Australia.     Detailed  returns  have  now  been  received  up  to  the  30th  /jj^y^'^tioi,  ^^

curing  emigrants  to  an  official  agent  to  be  appointed  by  the  government  of  the  ®  ^'    *^"  ' 
Mauritius.     An  Ordinance  has  been  passed  for  these  purposes  in  India.     It  may 
be  collected  from  the  papers  that  in  case  of  any  considerable  increase  in  the  de- 
mand for  emigrants,  the  ports  of  Madras  and  Bombay  would  readily  be  opened 
again  ;  but  that  while  the  number  required  was  so  small,  and  the  expense  there- 
fore of  separate  establishments  unnecessary,  it  was  thought  better  to  limit  the 
emigration  to  Calcutta,  which  has  the  greatest  direct  intercourse  with  Mauritius^ 
and  where  (he  business  would  be  more  immediately  under  the  notice  and  control 
of  the  Supreme  Authority. 

The  supply  of  labour  required  by  the  Mauritius  being  now  so  nearly  complete, 
it  appears  by  a  recent  despatch  that  the  Governor  has  for  the  present  reduced  the 
bounty  from  7  ?.  to  4  /.  on  all  except  the  wives  and  families  of  male  emigrants 
already  settled  in  the  island. 

Fbom  Africa  to  the  West  Indies. 

On  this  subject  we  propose  to  notice  the  voyages  which  have  been  made  by  the 
transports,  with  the  numbers  they  obtained,  the  expectations  entertained  as  to 
their  future  success,  and  the  measures  that  have  been  adopted  or  are  contemplated 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  procuring  of  emigrants.

It  is  gratifying  to  state,  that  throughout  the  first  seven  of  the  voyages  of  which 
the  statistics  are  above  given,  not  a  single  death  occurred  among  the  emigrants, 
and  that  on  the  eighth  voyage,  being  that  of  the  ^*  Arabian"  to  British  Guiana, 
although  small-pox  broke  out,  only  one  emigrant  died,  and  the  remainder  were 
landed  in  good  condition. 

Vaccination,  as  your  Lordship  is  aware,  has  continued  to  be  tried  on  board  all 
these  ships,  and  although  at  first  with  very  little  effect,  we  are  happy  to  observe 
by  a  Report  from  the  "  Arabian"  that  in  several  recent  cases  in  which  the  vaccine 
matter  made  use  of  was  recently  obtained  in  the  colony,  and  not  sent  out  from  this 
country,  the  operation  has  been  successful 

Small  as  have  been  the  numbers  of  emigrants  in  the  transports,  it  will  be  observed 
that  they  have  been  regularly  increasing  on  each  successive  voyage.     On  this 

Joint  also  it  is  well  remarked  in  the  annual  Report  of  the  immigration  agent  at 
amaica,  that  while  the  number  of  immigrants  from  Sierra  Leone,  up  to  Oc- 
tober 1843,  w^s  only  301,  having  in  the  previous  year  amounted  to  292,  one 
material  distinction  existed :  at  the  end  of  the  earlier  period  the  immigration 
had  entirely  ceased,  and  one  ship  had  remained  at  Sierra  Leone  three  months 
without  obtaining  more  than  eight  passengers,  whereas  during  the  latter  period 
the  emi^ation  had  been  revived  and  was  increasing.  This  Report  from  Jamaica 
will  be  found  at  page  34  of  the  recent  Parliamentary  Paper  on  Emigration  to  the 
West  Indies,  and  it  contains  some  satisfactory  details  on  the  qualifications  of  the 
boys  landed  from  the  *'  Glen  Huntley,"  as  well  as  on  the  measures  takeu  for 
their  guardianship  and  proper  instruction. 

With  regard  to  the  prospect  of  continuing  to  procure  larger  numbers  of  emi- 
grants for  the  transports,  we  observe  that  the  Jamaica  agent  at  Sierra  Leone>  in  a 
letter  dated  in  September  last,  expressed  favourable  anticipations.  The  officer  to 
whom  he  wrote  in  Jamaica  stated  that  these  opinions  were  confirmed  by  tlie 
immigrants  themselves,  whom  he  described  as  saying,  ''  that  plenty  of  people  will 
^ome  at  Christmas."  And  similar  views  appear  in  the  more  recent  communica- 
tions from  the  Governor  of  Sierra  Leone,  and  from  Mr.  Terry,  the  Government 
agent  there,  dated  in  January  last,  from  which  we  select  tl)e  following  extract  oi 
Mr.  Terry's  Report  to  the  Governor :  **  That  the  liberated  Africans  are  at  length 
apparently  roused  from  their  indifference  to  tbe  advantages  lo  be  gained  by  emi- 
gration, is  evident  from  the  eagerness  with  which  those  who  are  known  to,  or 
connected  with  the  delegates,  listen  to  their  description^,  And  their  marked  envy 
to  acquire  wealth  in  the  like  manner,  promising  to  prepare  to  return  with  the  next 
transports  if  they  continue  to  bring  back  delegates  whose  accounts  shall  corre- 
spond i\ith  what  they  have  already  heard.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  taken  into 
consideration  by  the  different  colonies,  and  points  out  the  advantages  they  must 
derive  by  sending  continually  proper  persons  as  delegates,  whom  the  people  here 
can  rely  on." 

In  the  unavoidable  uncertainty,  however,  which  must  prevail  as  to  the  future, 
we  have  made  an  arrangement  with  the  contractors  by  which  it  will  be  discre- 
tionary with  the  governors  of  the  respective  colonies  to  terminate  the  contracts  for 
the  transports  at  the  end  of  each  successive  voyage.  This  course  appears  the 
best  for  all  parties,  as  it  will  admit  of  a  decision  on  much  later  and  more  com- 
plete data  than  could  be  had  in  this  country. 
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We  have  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Terry's  former  experience  in  the  liberated  African  Collector  of  Ctfi- 
department  would  have  rendered  bis  services  as  Government  agent  valuable,  if  ^J^^  ^  set  at 
they  could  have  been  retained ;  but  the  number  of  emigrants  being  so  limited,  o^"^  ^^"f  **- 
it  did  not  seem  justifiable  to  keep  up  the  expense  of  a  separate  officer  in  the  grant'i^em.  ^"*^ 
department,  at  a  considerable  salary,  and  the  duties  therefore  have  been  entrusted 
to  the  collector  of  customs,  with  an  extra  salary  of  150/.,  to  be  divided  equally 
between  the  West  India  colonies  to  which  the  emigrants  are  proceeding. 

•   For  the  small  amount  of  the  emigration  from  Sierra  Leone,  various  causes  have  Measures  for  pto- 
been  assigned,  to  each  of  which  we  shall  have  occasion  to  show  that  attention  °^^ng  emigratMft. 
has  been  paid  by  the  Government.    The  want  of  delegates  which  was   sup-  I^elegates. 
posed  to  operate  much  against  this  emigration,  is  a  defect  that  has  been  largely 
supplied  on  the  return  voyages  of  the  transports.     Undue  influence  against  the  Local  influence  at 
measure  having  been  alleged  to  be  exercised  by  some  of  the  subordinate  officers  in  ^^^"^  Leone, 
the  colony,  your  Lordship  addressed  very  explicit  instructions  to  the  Governor, 
prohibiting  any  such  course,  and  expressing  your  desire  that  every  legitimate 
&cility  should  be  afforded  to  the  emigration  of  Africans,  and  that  the  advantages  Re-consideratiM 
they  were  likely  to  derive  from  it  should  be  fairly  set  before  them.     Three  of  the  of  restrictions- 
restrictions  which  are  imposed  by  the  original  regulations  have  been  chiefly  com- 
plained of;  first,  the  prohibition  of  small  payments  to  or  on  behalf  of  emigrants 
before  they  embark ;  secondly,  the  condition  that  there  must  be  a  fixed  proportion 
of  females ;  and  thirdly,  the  rule  requiring  six  weeks  residence  in  the  colony 
before  an  African  can  emigrate. 

Of  these  restrictions  the  first  has  been  abolished.  It  was  considered  that,  whether 
for  the  discharge  of  small  debts,  or  for  providing  outfit,  no  poor  persons  can  embark 
from  any  country  for  a  long  voyage  without  some  pecuniary  assistance ;  and  the 
colonial  agents  have,  therefore,  been  empowered  to  make  any  payments  not 
exceeding  2  /.  or  3  /.  per  adult,  provided  they  be  wholly  gratuitous,  and  not  the 
subji^ct  of  any  future  claim  on  the  emigrant. 

The  removal  of  the  second  restriction  has  also  been  taken  into  coqsideration. 
The  Governors  of  the  respective  West  India  Colonies,  and  of  Sierra  lieone,  have 
been  consulted  on  the  subject,  and  reports  have  been  received  from  all  except  the  last. 

On  the  propriety  of  abolishing  the  third  restriction,  wholly  or  in  part,  a  report 
has  been  called  for  from  the  Governor  of  Sierra  Leone,  who  alone  qould  supply 
the  local  information  which  seemed  requisite  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  sound 
conclusion. 

Thus  a  variety  of  steps  have  been  taken,   in  different  directions,  to  remove 
obstacles  and  contribute  generally  to  facilitate  the  desired  emigration.     At  the 
same  time  it  is  remarked,  m  a  letter  from  one  of  the  officers  in  the  transports,  Other  causes 
that,  independently  of  all  other  reasons,  one  circumstance  which  must  operate  which  majaccouat 
against  any  rapid  emigration  from  Sierra  Leone  is  the  absence  of  anything  like  *^  *®  absence  of 
pressing  want  in  the  colony.    This  is  an  obstacle  which  it  is  needless  to  say  that  Uc^  fr^  SiemT* 
no  one  could  wish  to  be  removed.  Leone. 

The  employment  of  steam-vessels  having  been  strongly  urged  by  some  of  the  Question  of  em« 
gentlemen  who  have  taken  an  interest  in  emigration  to  the  West  Indies,  it  may  not  ployiag  an  experi- 
be  misplaced  to  insert  a  few  words  on  the  subject  here.  The  original  objection  "^  j  ''^^ran*- 
to  this  measure,  we  believe,  was  its  expense.  It  was  not  unnatural^  therefore,  that  port, 
on  hearing  that  a  steam-vessel  might  be  procured  at  the  comparatively  moderate 
hire  of  8,500/.  a  year,  a  great  desire  should  have  been  engendered  to  procure  her 
engagement.  The  vessel  was  one  constructed  on  a  new  principle,  and  it  was  pro- 
posed that  she  should  be  substituted  for  the  two  sailing  transports  to  Guiana  and 
Trinidad,  and  make  an  alternate  voyage  to  each  colony.  But  the  data  on  which 
her  employment  was  advocated  were  ascertained  to  be  altogether  erroneous. 
Instead  of  being  able  to  carry  200  passengers  which  was  assumed,  it  has  been  found 
that  on  deducting  her  engine-room  from  her  tonnage,  she  can  only  carry  by  law 
113  passengers,  or  deducting  the  space  assigned  in  the  custom-house  register  to 
her  engines  from  the  size  of  the  deck,  only  105  passengers.  It  was  also  assumed 
that  her  speed  in  her  progress  across  the  ocean  would  never  fall  below  the  rate  of 
eight  miles  an  hour  ;  but  in  a  recent  trial  on  the  River  Thames,  she  did  not 
accomplish  more  than  five  nules  an  hour,  or  making  an  allowance  for  the  boats 
which  were  towing  astern,  5 1  miles.  Such  are  the  facts  as  at  present  ascertained. 
We  are  aware  that  the  engines  are  small,  and  that  the  owner  offers  to  put  in 
others  of  greater  power ;  but  the  result  must  be  uncertain,  and  we  must  add  that, 
in  case  of  any  material  disappointment  in  the  rate  of  progress  made  at  sea,  the 
consequences  might  be  most  serious^  where  great  speed  was  one  necessary  element 
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w  eonputiDg'  that  tUs  pecdiiBr  rtasri  could  carry  sufficient  provisioiia  for  her  pas- 
aenMrs.  Even  concediog^  however^  for  a  moment  that  the  full  nate  of  speed  hoped, 
fof  by  the  owner  could  be  attained,  we  ha^e  dKiwn  in  a  more  detailed  rqxurt  that 
wiila  widi  fall  complements  of  passengecs  the  present  trsosports*  ar*  equal  to  aap» 
j^iyiog  Bdtish'  Guiana  and  Trinidad  with  1,431  emigrants  in  the  year,  at  a  east  of 
^t  16^.  94.  per  head,  the  present  resseL  would  furnish  tbem  with  only  735,  at  a 
cost  of  12/.  16  J.  %d.  In  other  words,  she  would  supply  them  with  not  more  thaa 
half  the  quanltty  of  labour,  at  sometUng  approaching  to  double  the  cost  per  bead* 
We  should  not  have  dwelt  so  much  on  this  subjiect,  if  it  were  not  for  the  great, 
anxiety  with  which  the  engagement  of  (his  experimental  vessel  was  pressed  oa  the 
GovernmenH.  But  after  tbe  conclusive  result  just  stated,  we  feel  it  unnecessary  tx> 
add  mocethaa  diat  we  httve  personally  inspected  her,  and  are  satisfied  that,  what- 
ever may  be  her  other  merits,  si^  is^  by  her  siae  and  peculiar  construction,  not 
well  suited  for  the  conveyance  of  lai^  bodies  of  passengers^ 

Thequestion,  however,  of  the  expediency  of  using  steam-power  in  the  conveyance 
of  African  emigrants,  appeared  to  us  one  which  ought  hardly  to  depend  on  the 
eligibility  of  a  single  vessel,  and  we  were  anxious  to  consider  it  on  more  general 
grounds.  We  made,  therefore,  some  inquiry  on  the  expense,  but  not  having  a 
specific  demand  for  a  vessel,  we  could  not  procure  any  exact  statement  of  the  sunt 
i^r  which  one  might  be  hired.  We  understand,  however,  that  at  the  time  when 
the  question  was  under  your  Lordship's  notice  before,  it  was  supposed  by  compe* 
tent  persons  that  the  expense  would,  at  the  very  least,  be  more  than  30,000  /;  per 
ammm.  Now  attention  having  been  drawn  to  the  confusion  and  disputes  which 
must  arise  by  attempting  \^  land  part  of  the  passengers  at  one  colony  and  part  at 
another,  it  is,  we  believe,  admitted  that  it  would  be  necessary  that  the  steam 
transport  should  take  the  whole  of  her  passengers  alternately  ta  each  colony.  And 
by  the  most  sanguine  calculation  we  have  seen,  it  has  never  been  estimated  that 
she  could  make  more  than  two  passages  for  one  made  by  the  sailing  vessels.  What 
therefore  would  be  the  result?  The  steamer  would  not  bring  emigrants  into  each 
colony  more  frequendy,  or  one  day  sooner,  than  the  sailing  ships ;  she  would  not 
be  aWe  to  bring  a  greater  number,  for  on  the  contrary  steam-vessels,  by  their  con- 
struction as  well  as  by  the  mode  in  which  they  are  fitted,  could  accommodate 
fewer  ordinary  emfgrants  in  proportion  to  their  total  tonnage.  The  whole 
benefit  would  be  that  letters  would  be  conveyed  quicker,  and  also  delegates  back 
to  Africa,  for  on  the  return  voyage  the  steamer  might  touch  each  time  at  both 
colonies.  But  whatever  may  be  the  extent  of  these  advantages,  we  can  hardly 
suppose  they  would  be  considered  to  justify  the  substitution  of  one  vessel,  hired  at 
from  20,000  /.  to  30,000  /•  per  annum,  for  two  ships  of  which  the  hire  jointly 
scarcely  exceeds  7,000  /. 

From  St.  H£L£Ka  to  the  West  Iir^mEs. 

In  our  last  Report  we  mentioned  that  a  considerable  number  of  liberated 
Africans  still  remained  at  St..  Helena,  and  that  the  '^  Salsette,''  of  422  tons,  was 
about  to  sail  for  the  purpose  of  endeavouring  to  procure  a  party  of  them  as  emi* 
grants  to  Jamaica.  By  a  recent  despatch  from  the  Governor  it  appears  that  she 
has  been  very  successful,  having  obtained  no  less  than  210  emigrants  (88  males 
and  122  females),  and  having  landed  the  whole  without  a  single  death  on  the  pas- 
sage, and  in  good  health.  The  master  reported  that  very  few  liberated  Africans 
remained  at  St.  Helena  when  he  sailed. 

Separate  agents  having  been  proposed  to  reside  at  this  island  for  Jcunaica, 
British  Guiana,  and  Trinidad,  it  was  thought  that  this  might  entail  needless 
expense,  and  probably  inconvenient  competition ;  one  agent,  therefore,  has  been 
named  to  serve  for  all  those  colonies  ;  his  duties  are  to  be  as  follows : 

1  •  To  keep  in  communication  with  the  Liberated  Africans,  and  endeavour  to 
make  himself  acquainted  with  them,  and  see  that  no  improper  alarm  or  prejudice 
against  emigradon  is  instilled  into  their  minds,  and  prepare  such  of  them  as  seem 
qualified  for  that  purpose  to  take  advantage  of  the  first  suitable  opportunity  which 
may  present  itself. 

2«  To  report  to  the  Governor,  on  all  practical  questions  on  which  his  opinion 
may  be  required,  respecting  the  detail  of  arrangements  for  the  Africans  on  the 
voyage,  such  as  those  relative  to  clothing,  dietary,  medicines,  &c. 

3.  To  assist  in  filling  and  despatching  all  such  ships  as  may  occasioaally  arrive 
from  England  expressly  for  the  removal  of  Liberated  Africans,  and  to  furnish  the 
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persons  in  authority  in  those  ships  with  all  useful  information  and  suggestions 
respecting  the  character  and  management  of  these  people. 

4*  When  there  may  be  a  sufficient  namber  ready  for  emigration,  and  no  vessel 
be  present,  or  shortly  expected  from  England,  for  their  conveyance,  to  engage 
any  casual  vessel  that  may  happen  to  be  at  St.  Helena,  if  entirely  suitable  to  the 
object,  and  procurable  at  the  fixed  rate  of  bounty  presently  to  be  mentioned. 

5,  To  despatch  any  such  casual  vessels  to  the  three  colonies  in  the  same  rotation 
as  was  settled  for  the  three  Sierra  Leone  transports,  viz.  Jamaica,  British  Guiana^ 
and  Trinidad;  understanding,  however,  that  any  vessel  coming  under  express 
engagement  from  England  is  to  proceed  to  the  particular  colony  for  which  she  is 
destined,  and  in  that  case  the  turn  of  the  same  colony  in  the  rotation  of  casual 
vessels  to  be  omitted. 

The  bounty  is  to  be  7 /.  steriing  per  adult,  and  half  for  children,  to  British  Amount  of  bounty* 
Guiana  or  Trinidad,  and  j  I.  7  s.  to  Jamaica.    The  ships  must  conform  to  the 
Passengeis'  Act.     Whatever  may  be  the  number  of  emigrants,  the  presence  of  a 
surgeon   will  be  indi^ensable.    The   computed   length  of  voyage  will  be,  to  Length  of  the 
Guiana  and  Trinidad,  seven  weeks;  to  Jamaica  eight  weeks.  voyage. 

.  From  Rio,  Loando,  and  Boa  Vista  to  the  West  Indies. 

A  plan  similar  in  detail  to  that  which  we  have  just  mentioned,  is  about  to  be  Similar  plan  to  be 
established  for  the  removal  of  Africans  liberated  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Loando  and  app^ed  ^o  ^^ 
Boa  Vista,  at  which  places  it  is  intended  that  the  resident  British  functionaries  viata.^'*" 
AoulA  be  authorized  to  despatch  such  Africans  to  the  three  colonies  above-men- 
tioned in  rotation.    At  Rio  a  practice  of  such  emigration  already  exists.     The 
subjoined  Table  shows  the  rates  of  bounties  for  which  officers  will  be  authorized 
to  engage  at  the  other  two  places,  and  for  what  periods  it  will  be  their  duty  to 
require  the  vessels  to  be  provisioned.

The  scale  of  victualling  is  to  agree  in  substance  with  that  which  was  settled 
for  the  ^^  Salsette"  and  of  which  for  convenience  of  reference  we  reprint  a  copy 
in  the  Appendix.  Some  of  the  articles,  such  as  the  chloride  of  lime  and  marine 
soap^  cannot  be  expected  to  be  procured  at  a  distance  from  England,  but  we  un- 
derstand that  the  British  officers  at  Loando  and  BSa  Vista  will  be  instructed,  in 
stipulating  for  the  victualling  of  the  emigrants,  to  be  guided  by  this  scale  as  nearly 
as  circomstaxices  will  admit 


Of  Chinese  into  the  West  Indies. 

We  alluded,  in  our  former  Report,  to  the  plan  which  was  then  in  agitation  for 
endeavouring  to  obtain  a  supply  of  Chinese  labourers ;  and  we  produced  some 
information  that  had  been  collected  on  the  habits  of  this  people,  and  the  prospects 
of  success.  The  grounds  on  which  that  plan  was  assented  to,  and  your  Lordship's 
views  on  the  subject  generally  of  the  supply  of  labour  to  the  West  Indies,  are  very 
fully  explained  in  Mr.  Hope's  letter  of  the  4th  September  last,  which  has  since 
been  printed  in  the  recent  Parliamentary  Paper  on  African  and  Indian  emigration. 
We  merely  propose,  therefore,  to  append  a  copy  of  the  rules  which  were  issued  in 
October  last  for  regulating  the  Chinese  emigration,  and  which  were  then  made 
public  to  those  who  took  an  interest  in  the  subject.  Applications  have  been  made 
under  these  rules  for  the  introduction  of  400  Chinese  labourers  into  Jamaica, 
300  into  Trinidad,  and  1,150  into  British  Guiana. 

In  quitting  this  subject  we  must  not  omit  to  refer  to  your  Lordship*s  despatch, 
which  has  just  been  published,  requesting  the  opinion  of  the  Governor-general  of 
India  whether  the  emigration  of  Coolies  to  the  West  Indies  might  not  be  per- 
mitted under  regulations  similar  to  those  ia  force  for  the  emigration  to  the 
Mauritius.

CAPE  OF  GOOD  HOPE. 

In  respect  to  this  colony,  it  is  necessary  to  refer  to  some  distinct  subjects^  which 
we  propose  to  notice  in  the  following  order : — 

ist.  The  present  mode  of  disposing  of  the  Crown  lands. 

2dly.  The  extent  of  former  alienationSi  and  of  land  still  disposable. 

3dly.  The  state  of  the  land  revenue ;  and 

Lastly.  Certain  measures  which  have  been  adopted  for  the  redemption  of  the 
quit-rents ;  and  the  steps  Sir  George  Napier  has  taken  to  expedite  the  issue  of 
title-deeds  to  all  the  holders  of  Crown  property. 

1.  The  mode  of  disposing  of  the  waste  lands  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  has 
been  the  subject  of  much  correspondence  between  the  Government  and  the  local 
authorities,  commencing  in  the  year  1841.  It  is  unnecessary  here  to  enter  into 
the  details  of  a  discussion  as  to  the  system  which  would  be  most  suitable  to  the 
circumstances  of  this  colony,  but  a  short  outline  of  the  subject  will  be  found  in 
our  Report  to  your  Lordship,  dated  the  22d  of  January  last,  from  which  we  have 
made  some  extracts  that  we  think  it  may  be  convenient  to  insert  in  the  Appendix. 
In  the  last  Annual  Report  allusion  was  made  to  the  papers  which  had  been  laid 
before  Parliament,"*^  relating  to  the  sale  of  land  in  this  colony ;  and  in  the  Appen- 
dix to  it  a  memorandum  was  inserted  containing  the  terms  upon  which  Crown 
lands  would  be  purchaseable,  and  constituting  the  first  public  announcement  of 
any  regulan^stem  of  sale  for  this  colony.  These  terms  may  be  briefly  stated  as 
follows : 

All  applications  are  to  be  made  through  the  surveyor-general  and  the  Land 
Board,  to  the  Governor,  if  the  lands  be  situated  in  the  western  division ;  and  to 
the  Lieutenant-governor,  if  in  the  eastern  division.  The  applicant  is  to  make  a 
deposit  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  of  survey,  and  the  land  is  to  be  exposed  to 
auction,  when,  if  die  applicant  should  hot  become  the  purchaser,  the  preliminary 
expenses  must  be  paid  by  the  actual  purchaser,  and  will  then  be  refunded  to  the 
depositor  or  should  the  land  not  be  purchased  at  that  time,  the  deposit  will 
be  kept  until  the  lands  are  actually  sold.  The  upset  price  is  never  to  be  less  than 
2s.  per  acre;  and  it  will  be  discretionary  with  the  Governor  to  name  a  higher 
upset  price  in  any  case  where  it  may  seem  proper. 

It  was  not  anticipated  diat  a  larm  quantity  of  land  could  be  sold,  but  the  new 
regulations  were  framed  in  order  that  there  might  be  some  definite  and  known 
mode  of  proceeding  for  the  guidance  of  the  public;  and  that  the  Government 
might  not  be  answerable  for  the  land  not  being  sold  for  want  of  an  established 
system  of  sale,  if  there  really  wei*e  parties  anxious  to  become  purchasers. 

2.  The  extent  of  the  alienation  of  the  Crown  lands  may  be  seen  from  a  paper 
in  the  Appendix,  which  contains  some  calculations  from  retarns  transmitted  by  the 
Governor  in  his  despatch  of  the  2d  September  1841.  It  is  impossible  that  any 
data  can  show  more  forcibly  the  improvident  system  which  formerly  prevailed  in 
the  disposal  of  Crown  lands  in  the  colonies.  Upwards  of  thirty-one  millions  of 
acres  would  appear  to  have  been  disposed  of  for  less  than  46, 000/.,  paid  at  the 
time  of  alienation,  in  addition  to  the  quit-rents  payable  annually,  amounting  to 
about  14,000/.  a  year,  which  give  an  average  of  about  lojrf.  rent  for  every  100 
acres. 

In  the  Blue  Book  of  1842  the  amount  of  land  still  available  for  the  purposes  of 
settlement,  is  stated  to  be  2,160,000  acres,  which,  as  is  stated  in  a  return  from  the 
surveyor-generars  ofiice,  dated  July  1842,  will  be  found  principally  in  the  Beau- 
fort and  Clanwilliam  Divisions  in  large  tracts,  scantily  supplied  with  water;  and 
also  in  George  Division,  principally  covered  with  forest. 

3.  From  the  information  to  which  we  have  had  access,  we  are  unable  to  give 
a  very  accurate  account  of  Uie  exact  state  of  the  land  revenue,  for  the  various 
returns    are  not  made  up  for  the  same  period,  and  do   not  comprise  all  the 
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items  of  receipts.    From  those  wtuch  have  been  sent  to  this  office  since  the  date 
of  the  last  general  Report  the  sales  of  land  would  appear  to  be  as  follows :

It  also  appears  from  the  same  returns  that  although  the  title-deeds  for  such  of 
the  above  lands  as  were  sold  at  a  valuation  were  issued  in  1841  and  1842,  several 
of  the  lots  had  been  disposed  of  many  years  before.  Most  of  the  lands  are  situate 
in  towns  and  villages,  and  on  some  of  them  there  are  houses  and  buildings.  Thus 
in  the  lands  sold  by  auction  in  1841  are  included  two  lots  in  Graham's  Town  (size 
not  stated)  on  which  substantial  buildings  were  erected,  and  which  sold  at  a  rate 
of  785  /.  per  acre.

These  lands  also  were  alienated  several  years  wj^  although  the  title-dee^,  have 
only  now  been  issued*  Without  800(ie  previous  knowledge  of  the  nature. of  the 
land  tenures  at  the  Cape,  it.  is  difficult  to  understapd  the  various  sources  of  tb$ 
revenue,  or  how  the  delay  has  occurred  in  issuing  the  title-deiods  .above  referred* 
to.  We  trust,  therefore,  that  your  Lordship  will  not  consider  it  out  of  place  if  we 
here  insert  a  sketch  made  by  Major  Michel],  tiie  surveyor-general,  of  the  circum- 
stances in  which  the  system  had  its  origin. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  settlement  of  the  colony  by  the  Dutch,  it  was  the  prac-  origin  and  parti- 
tice  to  allow  the  settlers  to  select  their  own  locations,  but  no  titie-deecl  was  issued  culars  of  q^ttem 
to  them,  or  anything  but  a  mere  written  permission  to  use  the  land.  The  extent  of  q^it-rentt. 
allowed  to  each  was  3,000  morgen  (about  6,000  acres),  and  from  its  being  merely 
held  on  loan  or  sufferance,  these  locations  obtained  the  name  of  loan  places.  A 
central  mark  or  beacon  was  assumed,  and  called  the  *'  Ordonnantie,'*  and  a  man's 
walk  of  half  an  hour  (or  750  roods)  diverging  in  every  direction  from  the  "  Ordon- 
nantie''  was  thought  sufficient  at  that  time  to  define,  without  the  expense  of  survey, 
the  limits  of  each  of  these  circulair  places.  The  inconvenience  of  so  insecure  a 
tenure  as  a  mere  permission  to  occupy,  soon  became  manifest,  in  the  want  of  interest 
in  the  soil  naturally  felt  by  the  settlers,  froln  whom  the  land  could  be  wrested  ait  a 
moment's  notice^  and  either  resumed  by  Government  or  transferred  to  more 
favoured  parties.  To  obviate  this  evil  and  encourage  the  people  to  improve  the 
land,  the  measure  was  resorted  to  of  granting  to  them  in  freehold  60  morgen 
(about  120  acres),  selected  by  themselves,  of  the  best  ground  within  the  loan  places. 
This  had  the  desired  effect*    Good  substantial  houses  were  built,  the  arable  land

the  multiplic^txoii  of  the  loan  places,  consequent  upon  the  increase  of  the  popula* 
tigni  the  former  began  to  press  upon  one  another  so  as^  to  produce  encroachment 
and  litigation. 

The  British  Government  issued  a  proclamation  in  August  1813,  inviting  all 
holders  of  loan  places  to  apply  for  the  conversion  of  their  tenures  into  quit-rents, 
as  a  more  secure  tenure,  being  held  by  a  regular  title-deed  under  the  signature  of 
Governor,  and  the  land,  moreover,  defined  by  a  diagram  or  plan.  Almost  all  the 
landholders  applied  for  the  proposed  conversion,  and  surveyors  were  employed  in 
all  the  districts  to  make  the  necessary  surveys  and  frame  diagrams,  which,  with  the 
landdrosf  8  reports  of  the  capabilities  of  the  soil,  were  transmitted  to  the  Colonial 
OflBce  in  Cape  Town.  No  surveyor-generaPs  office  then  existed ;  and  the  work  of 
preparing  tiilcKleeds  for  the  whole  colony  was  delegated  (and  so  continued  for 
many  years)  to  one  sole  clei k  in  the  Colonial  Office  at  the  Cape.  It  of  necessity 
advanced  so  slowly,  that  Major  Michell  states  that,  when  he  was  appointed 
surveyor-general  and  civil  engineer  in  1828,  he  found  reports  and  diagrams  accu- 
mulated to  the  amount  of  many  thousands,  besides  other  arrears  of  work  con- 
nected with  lands.  The  titles,  however,  to  most  of  the  loan  places  and  lands  held 
on  quit-rent,  applied  for  many  years  ago,  have  now  been  nearly  completed,  and 
title<-deeds  issued  to  the  several  grantees  or  tbeii^  representatives.  Having  intro** 
duced  this  explanation,  for  which  we  are  indebted  to  Major  Michell,  we  return  to 
the  subject  of  the  present  state  of  the  land  revenue. 

By  a  return  which  has  lately  been  received  in  a  despatch  from  the  Governor^ 
dated  the  92d  of  November  1843,  the  amount  of  rent  payable  annually  to  the 
Crown,  which  may  be  classified  under  three  heads,  would  appear  to  be,  for

And  we  are  informed,  by  the  same  despatch,  that  the  Governor  was  about  to 
raise  40,000  /.  by  the  redemption  of  quit-rents,  and  that  he  was  of  opinion  that  it 
would  be  desirable  to  allow  the  whole  of  them  to  be  redeemed,  and  the  proceeds 
to  be  applied,  in  certain  proportiQBS,  annually  to  public  works,  and  the  intro- 
duction of  European  emigrants. 

Estimating  the  annual  land-rents  at  somewhat  more  than  14,000/.  (according 
to  the  return  just  mentionedX  the  sum  which  would  be  realized  by  a  redemption  of 
the  whole  at  15  years'  purchase,  would  be  about  210,000/. 

We  have  annexed  some  extracts  of  those  parts  of  the  Governor's  communica- 
tion which  explain  his  views  on  this  meaaare ;  and  we  understand  that  his  recoM*^ 
mendation,  as  to  raising  40,000  /.  by  the  redemption  of  the  quit-rents,  has  received 
your  Lordship's  sanction. 

4.  This  subject  would  be  incomplete,  if  we  did  not  state  the  steps  which  had 
_  .      _  been  taken  to  put  an  end  to  the  system  of  granting  lands  on  quk-rents.     In  Mmf 

Jn"force^°^^^°^^^  ^^32,  a  Government  notice  was  issued  in  the  colony  that  no  memorials  for  grants 
of  new  lands  on  quit-rent  received  after  the  9th  January  in  that  year  coold  be 
entertained,  but  that  all  applications  received  before  that  date  would  be  acted  upon 
according  to  their  respective  merits,  in  the  manner  previously  customary.  In  a 
recent  despatch  from  the  Governor,  he  stated,  a  variety  of  causes  had  delayed  the 
completion  of  these  grants,  but  that  he  considered  the  Government  must  be 
deemed  pledged  to  perform  its  share  of  the  agreement,  and  issue  titles  to  all  who 
applied  for  them  previous  to  9th  January  1 832*  In  order,  however,  to  bring  this 
matter  to  a  terminaticm,  be  issued  a  public  notice  on  the  gth  September  last, 
calling  upon  all  persons,  or  their  represeaatatives,  who  had,  previous  to  the  9th 
January  1832,  applied  for  grants  in  question,  to  transmit  the  particulars  of  their 
claims  to  the  proper  office  before  the  15th  of  Marofa  1844,  ^^ter  which  no  daia^ 
would  be  attended  to. 

We  therefore  look  forward  to  a  period,  which  we  trust  is  not  fer  distant,  when 
all  persons  in  the  colony  entitled  to  bold  land  by  conveyance  from  the  Crown  will 
be  in  possession  of  their  title-deeds,  and  henceforth  the  Governmeat  will  be 
relieved  from  the  embarrassment  to  which  defective  laM  titles  inevitably  lead.

In  our  last  General  Report  we  mentioned  thai  an  improvement  in  the  disposal  proposed  improve- 
of  public  lands  being  then  under  consideration,  we  were*  not  in  a  position  to  enter  ment  in  the  system 
into  particulars.    The  question,  however,  having  now  been  decided,  it  may  be  of  Reposing  of 
convenient  to  describe  the  origin  and  history  of  tl^  subject.  ^ 

The  public  lands  were  originally  disposed  of  in  Ceylon  as  in  other  colonies,  by  Former  systems, 
free  grant  In  1833  the  system  of  disposing  of  them  only  by  sale  was  introdaeed, 
5^.  per  acre  being  fixed  as  the  upset  price,  but  for  some  years  afterwards  no  sales 
of  any  consequence  took  place.  A  considerable  change,  however,  occurred  altor- 
wards  in  this  respect ;  new  resources  opened  themselves  in  Ceylon,  and  a  very 
great  demand  for  land  was  understood  to  have  arisen.  By  a  Return  ibr  the  year 
ending  30th  September  1841,  it  appeared  that  upwards  of  78^)00  acres  had  been 
sold  in  that  twelvemonth.  The  Governor  therefore  was  applied  to  for  information, 
and  requested  to  give  his  opinion  upon  the  expediency  of  raising  the  minimon 
price  from  55.  to  1  /.  per  acre,  and  of  introducing,  in  other  respects,  the  general 
principles  of  the  Australian  Land  Sales  Act,  as  to  the  si»rvey  and  sale  of  the  public 
lands. 

By  his  Report  it  appeared  that  the  demand  for  land  arose  suddenly  in  1839,  Hesultsofthe 
owing  to  the  success  <rf  some  coffee  estates,  and  that  it  found  the  Government  sudden  demwid 
unprepared,  no  land  having  been  surveyed,  and  a  very  few  surveyors  being  then  in  /^^^  *"  "°  ^  ^** 
the  island.     Rather,  however,  than  lose  the  advantage  of  the  applicants  settling 
in  the  colony,  the  Government  sold  some  lands,  leaving  the  surveys  to  be  made 
afterwards.     The  parties  were  allowed  to  select  whatever  lots  they  pleased,  and 
with  such  boundaries  as  they  chose,  on  condition  that  they  were  to  pay  all  expenses 
of  cutting  boundaries  and  surveying,  in  addition  to  the  5^.  an  acre.    From  this 
arrangement  two  inconveniences  resulted;  first,  estates  became  dotted  all  over  the 
island  without  order  or  method ;  and  secondly,  as  each  lot  put  up  for  sale  had 
been  selected  and  surveyed  at  great  expense,  and  after  much  time  and  trouble,  it 
was  looked  upon  as  almost  an  act  of  fraud  to  bid  against  an  applicant  at  public 
sales,  so  that  large  tracts  of  land  were  almost  invariably  sold  at  the  upset  price* 

The  Governor  stated^  that  it  was  the  uoiveraal  opinion  in  the  colony,  thut  if  a  Remarks  on  the 
pwrty  coming  to  Ceylon  could  get  land  hnmedisteiy,  it  would  be  cheaply  purdhased  present  price  of 
at  i/«  per  acre.     Persons  had  generally  purchased  more  land  than  they  could  pos«-  ^°^* 
aibly  make  use  of,  and  had  a  hi^er  price  been  fixed  they  would  probably  haPe  been 
MBtented  with  much  smaller  tracts ;  but  the  lowaess  of  the  price  induced*  them  to 
buy  largely  on  speculation.    Merchatnts  charged  fix>m  12S4  to  20s.  per  acre  ft>r 
wnat  the  Government  had  sold  for  5^^    SKr  C.  Campbell  was  therefore  in  favour 
of  pladng  the  lands  in  this  colony,  as  far  as  possible,  upon  the  same  footing  as  in 
others.     But  he  observed  that  the  mode  of  survey  would  require  to  be  modified,  Modeofsurvej. 
so  as  to  suit  the  peculiar  features  of  the  country ;  aad-  he  proposed  to  begin  by 
lining*  out  a  few  select  portions  ofcountry  into  lots,  and  experience  would  determine 
afterwards  at  what  rates  of  progress  there  was  a  demand  for  extending  the  operatlon.r 

Such  are  the  circumstances  under  which   your  Lordship  hms  adopted  oar  Price  proposed  t<»} 
recommendation  that  he  should  be  instructed  to  raise  the  price  to  1  h  per  acre,  be  rsMd  to  W. 
miless  circumstances  should  in  the  meantime  have  given  him  cause  to  alter  bis  P^'^  ^^^ 
opinion  on  this  point,  and  to  try  the  more  systematic  mode  of  survey  and- sale 
which  he  contemplated,  taking  care  in  this  general  survey  to  provide  for  an 
inquiry  which  shall  determine  the  claims  of  the  nadvw  to  the  lands  immediately  ^^^  ^^^^^ 
surrounding  their  villages,  and  define  the  land  which  ought  to  be  tempted  from  nati^^tobe  at- 
aale,  tended  to. 

Passing  fit>m  this  more  general  subject,  we  may  mention  that  in  some  recent  ordinance  for  fa- 
imtances  the  surveyors  have  been  compiled  to  suspend  their  operations  in  oon^  diluting  the  sur* 
sequence  of  the  intemmlions  which  they  have  met  with  from*  persoM  elaimiag  veys,  and  the  mak« 
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lands  without  any  good  title.  An  Ordinance  has^  however,  heen  passed  by  the 
Legislative  Council  which  will  aflPord  facilities  to  the  Government  surveyors  and 
the  assistants  in  executing  surveys  connected  with  their  department,  and  to  private 
parties  in  making  roads  to  inaccessible  properties  without  the  necessity  of  having 
recourse  to  private  enactments. 

Between  the  years  1827  and  1834,  but  chiefly  in  the  three  years  from  1829  to 
1831  inclusive,  no  less  than  396  building  leases  were  granted  in  the  town  of 
Kandy,  the  terms  of  which  varied  from  21  to  100  years.  They  were  all  for 
small  lots,  of  which  only  one  amounted  to  an  acre  and  a  half,  all  the  rest  being  less 
than  an  acre  in  extent,  and  the  greatest  number  less  than  one*twentieth  of  an  acre, 
and  the  whole  seem  to  have  covered  about  22  acres.  Very  soon  after  the  system  of 
letting  land  on  leases  was  introduced,  it  was  found  not  to  answer  it's  object ;  ia 
1 833,  therefore,  Sir  R.  W.  Horton  approved  of  converting  the  leases  into  per- 
petual grants  in  favour  of  such  occupants  as  might  erect  suitable  houses,  and  ia 
1837,  on  a  further  representation  of  the  injurious  effects  of  a  temporary  tenuret 
he  sanctioned  the  conversion,  without  distinction,  of  all  the  leases  into  permanent 
grants.  Several  parties  at  once  received  their  grants.  But  when  others  applied 
for  the  same  purpose,  they  were  told  that  they  were  quite  secure,  and  were  asked 
to  wait  until  the  necessary  surveys  could  be  made  with  more  convenience  to  the 
public.  In  1841,  the  successor  to  the  Government  agent  at  Kandy  renewed  the 
notification  to  the  leaseholders  to  bring  in  their  claims  for  permanent  grants ;  but 
on  this  announcement's  reaching  Colombo,  it  was  perceived  to  be  inconsistent  with 
the  42d  clause  of  the  Governor's  instructions  under  the  sign  manual,  which  pro- 
hibited the  Governor  from  making  any  free  grants.  Under  these  circumstances 
we  submitted  to  your  Lordship  the  recommendation,  which  we  understand  has 
been  adopted,  that  the  Governor  be  authorized  to  grant  these  lands  in  perpetui^^, 
provided  the  parties  make  good  their  claim  within  a  twelvemonth  from  public 
notice  to  that  effect,  and  defray  all  the  expenses  of  the  survey  and  grant,  care 
being  taken  that  it  be  publicly  announced  that  this  decision  be  strictly  confined  to 
the  lands  affected  by  Sir  R.  W.  Horton's  proclamation,  and  that  it  is  not  to  be 
viewed  as  a  precedent  for  other  cases. 


THE  FALKLAND  ISLANDS. 


Pari.  Paper,  1843, 
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Ix  our  last  Report  we  alluded  to  the  papers  which  had  then  recently  been 
printed  for  Parliament,  and  which  contained  the  latest  information  relating  to 
this  colony.  We  have  since  received  returns  which  enable  us  in  some  measure  to 
state  the  progress  the  settlement  had  made  up  to  the  commencement  of  August 
last. 

It  would  appear  that  10  town  allotments  of  half  an  acre  each  had  been  sold  at 
Port  Louis.  Between  the  15th  January  1842  and  the  29th  July  1843,  28  vessels 
visited  the  port,  of  which  1 1  appear  to  have  gone  there  for  refreshment,  1 1  took 
settlers  and  stores,  three  were  sealers  and  whalers,  one  was  a  vessel  of  war  for  the 
protection  of  the  Islands,  and  two  surveying  vessels.  The  population  on  the 
31st  March  last  consisted  of  111  souls,  of  which  number  there  were,  adults, 
77  males  and  20  females,  and  the  remainder  14  children  of  both  sexes.  Deducting 
from  this  number  the  Government  officers,  the  military,  together  with  seamen 
and  others  not  likely  to  remain  in  the  colony,  the  number  of  settlers  was  56,  of 
whom  31  appear  to  have  gone  from  the  United  Kingdom. 

We  insert  in  the  Appendix  a  short  statement  of  their  stock. 

We  mentioned  last  year  the  decision  to  remove  the  seat  of  Government  from 
Port  Louis  to  Port  William,  at  the  entrance  of  Berkeley  Sound.  All  the  naval 
authorities  were  understood  to  be  unanimous  in  favour  of  the  superiority  of  the 
latter  place.  The  Lieutenant-governor  also,  while  not  wishing  an  immediate 
removal,  yet  believed  that  it  would  be  necessary  eventually  to  proceed  to  Port 
William.  Under  these  circumstances,  seeing  the  objections  to  a  temporary  site  for 
a  capital,  and  considering  that  its  convenience  for  maritime  purposes  was  the  very 
end  for  which  the  settlement  was  formed,  it  appeared  indispensable  at  once  to 
remove  the  seat  of  Government  to  Port  William. 

We  regret  to  learn  by  recent  intelligence  that  this  change  is  viewed  with  much 
concern  by  the  settlers,  and  that  the  inferiority  of  Port  William  for  other  than 
maritime  purposes  is  strongly  felt.  It  is  also  right  to  remark,  that  although  all  iJie 
other  naval  authorities  were  in  favour  of  preferring  this  port,  it  appears  to  have 
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been  inadverteDtly  that  Commander  Sullivan  was  enumerated  amongst  those  who 
entertained  that  opinion.  We  understand  the  result  will  be,  that  your  Lordship 
will  give  the  Lieutenant-governor  discretionary  power  to  determine  at  which  of 
the  ports  to  fix  his  residence. 

HONG  KONG. 

Some  interesting  information  respecting  the  progress  of  the  settlement  at  Hong  Progress  of  the 
Kong  has  been  received  since  our  last  Report.     The  town  of  Victoria  has  been  Bettlement. 
formed^  on  the  north  shore  of  the  island.     Very  full  accounts  have  been  supplied 
of  the  lands  hitherto  disposed  of,  subject  to  Her  Majesty's  pleasure,  and  we  place      ^ee  4 
in  the  Appendix  a  short  tabular  view  of  tlie  results,  compiled  from  the  local  ^-^^^Si^!^V^^''''> 
returns.  ^^^^^^vi^^ 

The  whole  of  the  alienations  were  made  under  circumstances  which  rendered  Conditions  on 
them  subject  to  approval  from  home,  but  with  a  few  necessary  qualifications  they  which  the  Iwad^^ 
have  all  been  confirmed,  the  duration  of  the  leases  being  limited  to  seventy-five  *"^^®  ^^^^  dispoedl 
years.     The  lands  were  not  disposed  of  for  a  sum  paid  down,  but  at  an  annual 
rent,  which  seems  much  preferable  in  an  island  where  there  are  many  reasons 
against  levying  any  considerable  customs  duties  ;  and  where,  therefore,  the  land 
affords  the  most  desirable  source  of  yearly  revenue.     Such  being  the  nature  of 
the  property,  we  would  draw  attention  to  the  remarkable  fact  that  marine  or 
water-side  lots,  to  the  extent  of  123  acres,  have  been  disposed  of  at  an  average 
rate  of  no  less  than  about  330/.  a-year  per  acre;  being  a  rent  which  we  under-  High  prices  oW 
stand  would  be  considered  very  high  even  in  many  parts  of  the  metropolis.     These  tained. 
prices  would  seem  to  afford  striking  evidence  of  the  importance  attached  by 
merchants  to  the  only  spot  in  China  where  the  trade  of  that  country  can  be 
conducted  upon  British  territory. 

Respecting  the  plan  of  the  town,  a  Report  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Gordon,  P'an  of  the  ton^ 
the  land  officer,  which  we  place  in  the  Appendix,  containing  some  clear  and  able  s^e  a 
statements  on  this  subject.  It  is  needless  to  remark  of  how  much  consequence  ^'  ^ 
it  is  that  the  first  steps  in  such  an  undertaking  should  be  adopted  with  judgment 
and  foresight.  One  obvious  point  to  attend  to  is  a  certain  degree  of  uniformity, 
and  to  keep  together,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  different  classes  of  buildings,  so  that 
those  required  for  commerce  should  not  interfere  with  those  intended  for  private 
dwelling  places,  or  for  the  site  of  the  Government  offices.  These  objects  were 
duly  adverted  to  in  Mr.  Gordon's  Report,  as  well  as  the  advantage  of  assigning 
distinct  and  appropriate  sites  to  European  and  Chinese  residents.  Not  finding, 
therefore,  any  matter  of  a  general  nature  which  called  for  notice,  we  learn  that 
on  all  the  details  of  laying  out  the  town  Her  Majesty's  Government  have  consi- 
dered it  the  best  course  to  confide  ample  discretionary  powers  to  Sir  Henry 
t^ottingen 

fiut  independently  of  the  mere  disposition  of  the  town,  Mr.  Gordon's  plan  con-  General  quesiM^ 
templates  various  public  works.     These  form  a  subject  of  much  more  difficulty,  of  making  pubtic 
It  is  impossible  to  form  any  new  settlement  without  perceiving  numerous  under-  ^ork«. 
takings  which  would  increase  its  convenience,  and  afford  more  or  less  promise  of 
accelerating  its  prosperity.     But  the  question  in  all  such  cases  must  be  whether 
tbere  are  sources  from  which  the  necessary  funds  can  with  propriety  be  drawn.    It 
is  absolutely  essential  that  undertakings  should  be  judged  of,  not  merely  according 
to  their  own  desirableness  but  according  to  the  means  for  their  execution  ;  ana 
that  in  the  natural  desire  for  rapid  improvements,  new  colonies  are  not  on  the  con- 
trary plunged  into  premature  difficulties. 

The  works  adverted  to  in  the  land  officer's  report  are,  a  continuation  of  the  Nature  of  the 
Queen's  Road  (which  at  present  runs  in  front  of  the  town)  round  the  whole  works  that  liave 
island,  a  circuit  of  about  nine  miles;  the  construction  of  a  praya  or  quay  along  ^"  su^gestedafc 
the  sea  front  of  the  town  ;  the  reclamation  of  some  ground  at  its  western  extre-.      "^       ** 
mity  by  means  of  a  sea  wall;  and  the  admission  of  a  canal  from  the  sea  with 
branches  into  different  parts  of  the  Chinese  town.     As  regards  the  quay,  it  may 
perhaps  be  found  that  by  rendering  its  progress  commensurate  with  the  disposal 
of  marine  lots,  an  arrangement  may  be  made  for  its   execution  at  very  little 
cost  to  the  pubhc ;  for  all  lots  of  this  kind,  as  Mr.  Gordon  suggests,  might 
in  future  be  disposed  of  on  condition  of  performing  the  projected  work  in  front 
of  them  on  a  certain  fixed  plan,  while  Mr.  Gordon  gives  reason  to  suppose 
that  the  holders  of  such  marine  lots  as  are  already  appropriated  would  be  willing 
to  enter  into  reasonable  terms  with  the   Government  on  this  point.     On  the 
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whole  subject,  however,  of  pvUic  works  the  estiUisbed  rule  of  the  Government 
heing  that  no  expendnune  is  to  be  iDonred,  except  in  cases  of  actual  neces* 
sity,  until  fdaos  and  eBtitnates  have  been  sent  home  and  approved,  and  none  of 
the  works  above  noticed  appearing  to  be  of  this  immediate  wrgency^  we  observe 
that  your  Lordship  has  abstained  from  expressing  any  final  opinion  until  it  shall 
appear  whether  the  Governor  considers  it  necessary  to  bring  the  proposals  forward 
again,  in  a  fuller  and  more  formal  manner. 

Some  question  having  arisen  on  the  site  and  extent  of  the  reserves  to  be  made 
for  aailttary  and  naval  objects,  we  find  that  while  sufficient  provision  has  been 
aifttboriaed  to  be  made  for  the  defence  of  the  settlement,  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment have  determined  that  it  will  not  be  proper  to  sacrifice  to  that  object  the 
prospects  of  Hong  Kong  as  a  mart  and  a  colony. 

With  regard  to  the  rules  under  which  lands  should  hereafter  be  disposed  of,  it 
is  intended,  as  your  Lordship  is  aware,  that  they  should  agree  very  much  with 
those  which  have  already  been  observed.  No  lands  are  to  be  parted  with  unless 
they  have  once  at  least  been  exposed  to  auction.  They  are  not  to  be  finally  sold» 
but  to  be  granted  on  leases  of  which  the  duration  will,  for  build'mg  purposes,  extend 
to  75  years,  not  renewable  of  right,  but  open  to  renewal  by  the  Govertunent  if  the 
holders  should  wish  to  procure  an  extension  of  period,  upon  paying  an  increased 
rent  Powers  will  be  reserved,  when  necessary,  of  regulating  the  character  of  the 
buildings  to  be  erected  in  particular  situations.  The  term  for  country  lands  will 
not  exceed  21  years;  lands  designated  as  marine,  town  or  suburban  lots  are  to  be 
disposed  of  by  auction  exclusively ;  bat  country  lots,  if  once  they  have  beea 
offered  to  competition  and  not  bou^t,  may  be  disposed  of  afterwards  by  private 
agreement  at  the  upset  price.  It  has  been  left  to  the  governor  to  deckle  whether 
there  is  sufficient  demand  to  call  for  poblic  sales  at  fixed  periods,  or  whether  lands 
should  only  be  advertized  and  brought  into  the  market  as  they  may  be  applied 
for. 


PUBLICATION  OF  OFFICUL  INFORMATION. 

Since  the  date  of  our  last  Report,  another  number  of  the  ^^  Colonization  Circular'' 
has  been  issued,  containing  the  details  of  the  African  and  Chinese  emigration  to 
the  West  Indies,  together  with  some  statistical  returns  relating  to  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  the  Australian  Colonies,  and  New  Zealand. 

We  have  also  made  public,  by  means  of  the  naval  agents,  extracts  from  the 
weekly  reports  as  they  have  been  from  time  to  time  received  from  the  Govern* 
ment  emigration  agent  at  Quebec,  showing  the  arrival  of  the  various  emigrmit 
ships,  and  the  distribution  and  prospects  of  the  emigrants  themselves ;  and  we 
have,  through  the  same  channels,  notified  that  in  consequence  ot*  the  diminished 
demand  for  unskilled  labour  in  Canada,  the  remuneration  for  that  description  oC 
emigrants  had  much  decreased,  and  that  for  the  present  there  was  but  little 
prospect  of  improvement. 

In  deference  to  an  opinion  which  we  had  seen  expressed  tliat  it  would  be 
desirable  to  offer  more  frequent  official  intelligence  connected  with  emigration,  we 
made  the  experiment  of  producing  the  small  publication  styled  the  Colonization 
Circular;  but  although  three  numbers  have  been  brought  out,  and  have  been 
extensively  advertised,  we  have  to  state  that  the  demand  has  been  exceedingly 
trifling.  Our  belief  from  experience,  is,  that  it  will  be  preferable  for  the  future^ 
to  bring  out  a  sheet  annually  at  the  commencement  of  the  emigration  season,  and 
to  Embody  in  it,  for  the  use  of  the  humbler  classes,  or  those  by  whom  they  are 
assisted,  the  most  recent  information  as  to  wages  and  prices  in  the  different 
colonies,  the  rates  of  passage,  and  also  as  to  the  demand  for  labour,  if  on  that 
point  there  should  be  any  late  and  definite  Reports  from  the  respective  Governors*

Appendix,  No.  4.  EXTRACT  from  a  Report  of  Captain  Sto*cs,  H.  M.  sloop  "  Beagle,"  addressed  to  the^ 
___.-.  LiEUTENANT-GovBBNOB,  Vctfi  DtemeiCs  Land. 

Hobart  Town,  14  March,  1843. 

The  portions  of  Bass's  Straits  surveyed  by  Her  Majesty's  sloop  "  Beagle,"  and  the 
Government  cutter  "  Vansittart,"  during  the  last  year,  are  as  follows :  From  16  miles  east- 
ward, of  Comer  Inlet,  to  Western  Port,  on  its  northern  shore;  and  from  Cape  Portland  to 
Circular  Head,  on  the  south,  with  the  Islands  occupying  the  greater  part  of  the  eastern 
entrance  between  Wilson's  Promontory  and  Cape  Pomand. 

Corner  Inlet  was  found  to  be  navigable  for  vessels  drawing  14  feet,  and  the  eastern  side 
of  Wilson's  Promontory  to  abound  with  good  anchorages  in  westerly  winds ;  but  the  most 
important  part  of  the  survey  has  been  U^at  of  making  known  the  numerous  anchorages 
among  the  islets  fronting  the  western  shore  of  Flinder's  Island,  and  that  the  eastern  en- 
trance of  the  strait  between  Craggy  and  FHnder's  Islands  is  free,  from  danger.  The  only  dan- 
gers in  that  part  of  the  strait  are  Endeavour  Reef  and  Beagle  Rock.  The  knowledge  of  a  clear 
passage  between  Craggy  and  Flinder's  Islands  and  of  the  anchorages  on  the  western  side  of  the 
latter,  is  of  great  importance  to  the  commercial  interests  of  the  two  colonies ;  for  many  vessels 
have  been  driven  past  Port  Dalrymple  in  westerly  gales,  and  wrecked  on  the  western  shores 
of  Flinder's  Island,  in  consequence  of  not  knowing  where  to  run  for  an  anchorage.  A  very 
useful  anchorage  will  be  found  on  the  east  side  of  Ilunmiock  Island  in  four  and  five  fathoms ; 
and  that  island  may  be  known  by  its  three  remarkable  Hummocks  on  the  extremes  and 
centre ;  which,  when  first  seen,  give  it  the  appearance  of  three  separate  islands.  Vessels 
may  reach  the  anchorage  by  either  passing  round  the  northern  or  southern  end ;  the  latter 
18  most  convenient,  as  the  anchorage  is  close  to  it.  The  tides  are  strong  among  the  islands 
fronting  Flinder's  Island.  Vessels  approaching  Hummock  Island  from  the  northward 
should  keep  a  good  look  out  foi*  a  rocky  patch  about  a  mile  off  the  north-west  point  of 
Flinder's  Island.  On  the  south  shore  of  the  strait  from  Cape  Portland  to  Circular  Head, 
a  distance  of  130  miles,  there  are  only  three  anchorages,  Waterhouse  Island,  Port  Dd- 
rymple,  and  Emu  Bay ;  the  latter  and  former  are  safe  only  in  westerly  winds.  A  good 
look  out  should  be  kept  in  passing  inside  Ninth  Island,  as  the  shore  fronting  it  has  several 
ovtlaying  rocks  off  it.

EXTRACT  of  a  Return  of  the  Progress  of  the  Colony  of  Western  Australia  in  Geogra-    Appendix,  No.  5. 
phical  and  Topographical  Knowledge,  during  the  year  ending  Slst  December  1842. 

In  January,  a  party  from  Albany  crossed  the  country  to  the  Vasse,  and  discovered  some 
very  good  land  not  before  seen,  about  a  river,  supposed  to  be  the  Blackwood.  A  journal 
of  the  route,  by  Mr.  Bland,  is  herewith  forwarded,  together  with  one  by  Messrs.  Sholl  and 
Bussell,  who  proceeded  immediately  afterwards  from  Sie  Vasse  to  mark  an  available  line  of 
road  to  Albany ;  but  a  serious  impediment  to  such  a  line  was  found  to  exist  amongst  very 
hilly  land  on  the  Blackwood.  A  plan  of  this  route  was  made  by  acting  assistant-surveyor 
Warburton,  but  the  want  of  a  draftsman  in  the  survey-office  has  prevented  a  copy  of  it  being 
forwarded  also. 

In  February,  Mr.  Singleton,  resident  in  the  Murray  District,  proceeded  south-eastward 
from  his  farm  on  the  Dandalup  River,  to  explore  a  practicable  line  of  road  thence  to 
Williamsburg,  on  the  Williams  River,  with  a  view  of  shortening  the  road  between  the  Swan 
and  King  George's  Sound.  By  his  journal,  herewith  sent,  it  will  be  seen  that  he  considers 
the  line  eligible,  and  that  it  would  pass  through  a  good  country^  well  adapted  in  many 
places  for  good  farm  stations. 

In  June,  the  Colonial  schooner  "  Champion,"  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Helpman, 
R.  N.,  having  been  driven  by  stress  of  weather  to  take  shelter  at  Womalup,  in  lat.  36«  3  s, 
km.  116**  43  e.,  that  officer  reported,  by  the  accompanying  letter,  on  the  nature  of  the 
anchorage  and  of  the  inlet,  which  he  ascended  in  his  boat.  Mr.  W.  R.  Brown,  commander 
of  the  American  whaler  "  Peruvian,"  has  also  reported  on  the  same  place,  and  on  the  nature 
of  the  adjoining  country,  which  he  considered  excellent,  and  abounding  in  large  naval 
timber.  A  copy  of  his  notes  accompanies  this  Report.  The  same  spot  has  also  been 
visited  during  the  present  year  by  a  Mr.  Clark,  who  reports  very  finvourably  of  ihe  sur- 
rounding country. 

In  September,  parties  in- search  of  more  extensive  stock  runs  to  the  northward,  discovered 
a  considerable  tract  of  excellent  grassy  country  northward  of  Moore  River,  descriptions  of 
which  are  given  in  the  accompanying  Keports  of  Messrs.  Selilly  and  Drummond.  To  the 
same  cause  we  are  indebted  for  tne  discovery  of  some  excellent  grazii^  country  to 
south-eastward  of  Beverly,  on  the  Avon,  described  in  the  accompanying  &port  of  Mr. 

H.  Landor.

A  work  of  great  public  utility  is  in  progress  for  connecting  both  banks  of  the  Swan  at 
upper  end  of  Ferth,  by  a  causeway  and  bridges,  in  construction  of  which  considerable 
progress  has  been  made.  A  public  and  a  private  jetty,  on  the  water  frontage  of  Perth, 
were  completed  and  opened  for  use  in  November.  Several  bridges  have  been  erected  on 
existing  Imes  of  road  ;  and  the  latter  have  been  improved  and  extended.  The  small  annual 
amount  (850  /.)  which  is  available  for  these  useful  purposes  out  of  the  general  revenues  of 
the  colony,  does  not  admit  of  any  extended  operations. 


EXTRACT  of  a  ItSTtTRN  of  the  Progress  of  the  Colony  of  Western  Australia  in  Geogra- 
phical and  Topographical  Knowledge,  during  the  Year  ending  31st  December  1843. 

In  January,  Messrs.  Landor  and  Lefroy,  accompanied  by  three  natives,  made  an  interesting 
excursicm  south-eastward  from  Beverly,  on  the  Avon,  in  search  of  a  large  inland  water, 
long  talked  of  by  the  natives,  which  they  found  to  consist  of  a  shallow  salt-lake,  called 
*'  I^mbeling,"  15  miles  long  and  seven  or  eight  wide,  about  100  S.S.E.  from  Beverly.  A 
small  river,  which  they  called  "  Landor,"  fell  into  its  eastern  side,  coming  from  the  north ; 
and  another  of  larger  size  (probably  the  same),  which  they  called  the  **  Lefroy,"  was  found 
a  few  miles  further  to  the  eastward,  coming  from  the  east,  through  a  very  sterile  country. 
Particulars  of  the  journey  are  contained  in  their  letter,  which  accompanies  this  Return. 
****#♦* 

The  Landor  and  Lefroy  Rivers  above  mentioned,  would  appear  to  be  upper  branches  of 
the  Beaufort,  which  is  crossed  by  the  Albany  Road  nearly  on  the  same  parallel,  about  60 
miles  to  the  westward,  draining  the  intermediate  lakes  from  Dambeling  to  Norring;  the 
latter  being  the  westernmost  and  largest  of  the  lakes  discovered  and  crossed  by  the  sur- 
veyor-general in  December  1836.  The  country  which  the  Lefroy  seemed  to  flow  from,  the 
eastward,  was  apparently  of  the  worst  description,  and  probably  continues  so  to  an  exten- 
sive tract  of  similar  character,  seen  by  the  surveyor-general  in  1836,  about  100  miles  to  the 
north  eastward. 

The  Collie  and  other  rivers  which  fall  into  Leschenault  Inlet  have  been  traced  above  the 
limits  hitherto  known,  but  not  to  any  considerable  distance  inland ;  and  additional  informa- 
tion has  also  been  gamed  connected  with  other  rivers  within  the  located  districts.

EXTRACT  of  a  Despatch  from  the  Governor  of  Wesiem  Australia,  dated  Perth, 
18th  October  1843,  enclosing  new  Land  Regulations. 

It  was  necessary  to  provide  for  the  unsatisfied  remission  certificates ;  and  the  21st  clause 
accordingly  declares  that,  so  long  as  any  of  these  tickets  shall  continue  in  circulation,  they 
will  be  received  in  payment  only  for  country  lands  ;  and  the  quantitjr  of  such  land  applied 
for  must  in  no  instance  be  less  than  the  number  of  acres  each  respective  ticket  represents. 

It  has  hitherto  been  customary  to  regard  and  treat  remission  tickets  as  letters  of  credit 
upon  the  Government :  thus,  if  one  of  them  was  tendered  in  payment,  and  the  sum  of  money 
which  it  represented  exceeded  in  amount  the  purchase-money  of  a  piece  of  land,  the  ticket 
was  endorsed  by  the  collector  of  revenue,  stating  how  much  had  been  deducted  from  it  on 
account  of  the  purchase,  or,  it  might  be,  purchases  made,  and  how  much  remained  as 
a  balance  to  be  appropriated  on  some  other  occasion  by  the  holder. 

I  found  this  practice  existing  when  I  arrived  in  the  colony,  and  was  unwilling,  therefore, 
to  disturb  it;  but  I  have,  for  some  considerable  time  past,  been  convinced  of  the  necessity 
of  putting  a  restraint  upon  the  uses  to  be  made  of  the  remission  certificates.  I  conceive 
that,  in  allowing  persons  to  surrender  bad  and  useless  land,  in  order  to  receive  back 
in  exchange  a  certain  quantity  of  better  soil  and  quality  in  some  other  part  of  the  country, 
it  was  never  the  intention  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  allow  of  the  re-selection  being 
made  in  several  small  blocks ;  and  yet  this  was  really  done  under  the  old  system  of 
dividing  the  larger  remission  tickets  into  many  lesser  portions. 

Another  strong  objection  which  presented  itself  was,  that  under  the  7th  clause  of  these 
Regulations,  so  small  a  quantity  as  160  acres  of  country  lands  may  be  purchased  from  the 
Crown ;  and  had  the  holders  of  the  tickets  been  allowed  to  break  them  down,  they  would 
have  been  enabled  to  possess  themselves  of  some  of  the  choicest  spots  throughout  the 
country,  without  any  proportionate  equivalent  being  received  by  the  public :  so  much  of 
what  might  be  called  floating  debt  would  have  been  redeemed,  but  no  money  would  have 
been  paid  into  the  treasury,  either  for  the  particular  object  of  a  labour  fund,  or  the  more 
general  purposes  of  the  colony. 

By  the  rules  which  are  now  established,  any  land  obtained  through  means  of  a  remission 
ticket  must  be  of  a  prescribed  form,  and  of  a  size  proportionate  to  the  full  value  of  the 
ticket,  without  reference  to  the  good  or  bad  qualities  of  the  soil,  which,  in  a  large  block, 
must  be  taken  together. 
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SOUTH  AUSTRALIAN  LAND  REGULATIONS. 

Colonial  Secretary's  Office,  Adelaide 
15  afay  1843. 
His  Excellency  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  Government,  is  pleased 
to  declare  that  the  following  Regulations  for  the  sale  of  Crown  lands,  in  the  province  of 
South  Australia,  shall  hencefoith  be  observed ;  the  same  being  in  conformity  with  the  terms 
of  the  Act  of  Parliament  regulating  the  sale  of  waste  lands  in  the  Australian  colonies,  5th 
&  0th  Vict.  c.  36  :— 

Periodical  Sales  to  be  held  by  Auction. 

1.  There  must  be  held,  once  at  least  in  each  of  the  four  usual  quarters  of  the  year,  one^ 
public  sale  by  auction ;  but  sales  will  be  held  oftener  if  there  be  a  demand  for  land ;  and 
all  sales,  except  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  must  be  by  auction. 

Lands  to  be  sold  by  Lots,  of  Classes, 

2.  Lands  will  be  brought  forward  for  sale  by  auction  in  three  different  classe.*,. 
namely : — 

1.  Town  Lots. 

2.  Suburban  Lots. 

3.  Country  Lots.    (Clause  7th,  5  &  6  Vict.  c.  30.) 

Town  Lots. — ^These  will  comprehend  all  lands  within  the  limits  of  any  existing  town,  to 
be  in  that  behalf  named  and  described  by  the  Governor,  or  within  any  locality  to  be 
designated  by  the  Governor  as  the  site  of  any  town. 

Suburban  Lots. — ^These  will  comprehend  all  lands  lying  within  five  miles  of  such  towns  ; 
the  five  miles  being  determined  by  section  lines  north  and  south,  east  and  west,  not  less 
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than  five  miles  from  the  outer  limits  of  the  towns  in  each  direction.  But  it  will  be  compe- 
tent for  the  Governor  to  exclude  any  such  last-mentioned  lands  from  the  class  of  suburban 
lots,  if  he  shall  conceive  that  they  will  not  derive  any  increased  value  from  their  vicinity  to 
any  such  town. 

Country  Lots. — These  will  comprehend  all  lands  not  comprised  within  the  two  before- 
mentioned  classes. 

Intended  Sales  to  be  notified. 

3.  The  intention  of  holding  sales  of  land  will  in  future  be  notified  to  the  public  by  a 
proclamation,  specifying  the  number  of  lots  to  be  sold,  the  extent  of  eacn,  and  the 
mtended  day  of  sale.  A  general  description  of  each  lot  will  at  the  same  time  be  given. 
(Clause  6.) 

Sales  to  be  notified  not  earlier  than  Three  Months,  nor  later  than  One  Months  before  Day 

of  Sale. 

4.  A  proclamation  will  never  be  issued  earlier  than  three  months,  and,  except  on  parti- 
cular occasions,  never  later  than  one  month  before  the  day  of  sale;  (Clause  6.)  and  though 
the  right  will  be  reserved  by  the  Government  of  withdrawing  any  lot  or  number  of  lots 
from  sale,  even  up  to  the  moment  of  the  fall  of  the  hammer ;  this  right  will,  after  the 
intended  sale  of  such  lots  shall  have  been  proclaimed,  only  be  exercised  in  cases  of  necessity, 
and  not  for  the  sole  purpose  of  bringing  forward  the  lots  for  sale  at  some  friture  period,  at 
a  higher  upset  price. 

Lands  and  Allotments  to  be  brought  forward  for  Sale  as  may  be  arranged  by  the 

Government, 

6.  The  time  and  manner  of  bringing  forward  lands  for  sale,  as  well  as  the  determination 
of  the  size  of  the  allotments  in  which  they  are  to  be  sold,  are  matters  for  the  arrangement 
of  the  Government,  on  the  reports  of  the  surveyor-general;  subject,  however,  to  the  restric- 
tions imposed  by  the  Act,  which  are,  first,  that  no  land  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
put  up  at  less  than  20s.  per  acre  (Clause  8) ;  and,  secondly,  that  of  country  lots  brought 
forward  for  the  first  time,  not  more  than  one-tenth  shall  be  put  up  at  a  higher  price  than 
20  s.  per  acre.    (Clause  11,) 

Application  may  be  made  for  Land  in  particular  Localities. 

6.  Persons  desirous  of  obtaining  land  in  particular  localities,  may  make  application  to 
have  such  land  surveyed  and  brought  forward  for  sale,  and  their  wishes  will  be  complied 
with  as  far  as  circumstances  may  permit.  It  is  to  be  imderstood,  however,  that  the  Govern- 
ment does  not  bind  itself  to  bring  forward  such  lands  for  sale  within  any  specified  period. 
The  applications  in  such  cases  must  be  made  in  the  form  (A.)  annexed,  and  are  to  be 
addressed  to  the  Surveyor-general. 

General  Rules  to  be  observed  bringing  forward  Lands  for  Sale. 

7.  But  though  the  Government  reserves  to  itself  the  right  of  bringing  forward  land  for 
sale,  whether  in  the  country  or  in  towns,  in  allotments  of  such  size  and  extent  as  may  apnea 
from  time  to  time  to  be  best  suited  to  the  public  demand,  the  following  general  rules  wiU  be 
departed  fix)m  as  little  as  possible : — 

Grazing  Lands. — ^These  will  be  sold  by  auction  in  sections  never  exceeding  640  acres. 
(Clause  4.) 

Special  Country  Loto.-r-Lands  suited  for  cultivation,  or  likely  to  be  purchased  for  small 
farms,  and  which  will  be  designated  *'  Special  Country  Lots,"  will  be  sold  in  portions  of 
not  less  than  10  acres. 

Town  Lots. — Building-ground  in  minor  towns  or  villages  will  be  sold  generally  in  half- 
acre  allotments ;  but  in  large  towns,  or  in  places  likely  to  become  the  chief  towns  of  exten- 
sive districts,  building  lots  will  not  exceed  a  quarter  of  an  acre  each. 

Suburban  Lots.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  towns  of  either  description,  suburban  allotments 
will  be  laid  out,  and  sold  in  portions  of  not  less  than  two  acres. 

Land  to  be  sold  only  in  proclaimed  Counties. — Except  under  special  circumstances,  no 
lands  will  be  sold  which  are  not  comprehended  within  counties  the  boundaries  of  which 
have  been  (at  least  provisionally)  proclaimed. 

Deposit. 

8.  A  deposit  of  10  per  cent,  is,  in  all  cases  of  sales  by  auction,  to  be  paid  on  the  fail  of 
the  hammer,  and  the  remainder  within  one  calendar  month,  or  the  land  and  the  deposit  will 
be  forfeited.    (Clause  13.) 
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Conditions  of  Sale  to  be  announced. 

9.  In  minor  particulars,  the  sales  of  Crown  lands  will  be  conducted  according  to  conditions 
whick  wUI  be  announced  immediately  before  the  commencement  of  the  sale* 

Country  and  Special  Country  Lots,  put  up  and  not  bid  for^  may  be  claimed  without 

competition. 

10.  Land  of  the  third  class,  namely,  country  lots^  including  such  as  are  designated  special 
country  lots,  which  may  have  been. exposed  to  public  competition  at  auction  subsequently  to 
the  date  hereof,  but  not  sold,  may  at  any  time  be  had  at  their  upset  price,  by  the  person  or 
persons  who  may  first  apply  and  pay  for  them  at  the  colonial  treasury.  (Clause  13.)  ITiis 
Kegulation  does  not,  however,  extend  to  town  or  suburban  allotments,  nor  to  any  land  that 
may  be  held  under  lease  from  the  Crown,  untfl  the  expiration  of  such  lease. 

Country  and  Special  Country  Lois  may  be  obtained  without  competition^  after  Deposit 

forfeited. 

11.  Lands  also  will  be  open  to  selection  in  the  same  mmnner,  which,  after  having  been 
BcUi  at  auction,  may  have  reverted  to  the  Crown  in  consequence  of  the  forfeiture  of  the 
deport  paid  on  them  at  the  time  of  sale ;  and  the  prioe  at  which  such  lands  may  be 
obtained  will  be  that  at  which  they  were  sold  at  auction,  less  the  amount  of  depo«t  paid  and 
forfeited  on  them.    (Clause  12.) 

The  full  Price  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  claiming  Country  Lots  not  bid  for,  or  which  have 

reverted  to  the  Crown. 

12.  The  full  price  of  each  lot  claimed  or  obtainable  as  in  the  last  two  Regulations,  must 
be  paid  at  the  treasury,  by  the  party,  at  the  time  of  claiming  it ;  and  no  claim  on  the  part 
of  any  individual  will  be  established  or  officially  noticed  until  the  whole  of  the  purchase- 
money  shall  have  been  paid. 

Form  of  Application  for  Land  without  competition. 

13.  Every  such  selection  without  competition  must  be  made  in  writing,  in  the  annexed 
form  (B.),  and  delivered  personally  at  the  treasury  by  the  partjr  himself,  or  an  asent  on  his 
behalf,  and  must  contain  the  christian  and  surnames  legibly  written  at  full  lengm,  and  the 
residence  of  the  party  in  whose  favour  the  deed  of  grant  for  the  land  is  to  be  made  out,  and 
in  which  no  alteration  will  be  subsequently  allowed.  It  is  also  to  be  distinctly  understood^ 
that  no  land  once  selected  and  approved  as  in  conformity  to  these  Regulations,  will,  under 
any  pretence,  be  allowed  to  be  afterwards  changed. 

Money  intended  for  the  Payment  of  Land  will  at  any  Time  he  received. 

14.  Money  intended  to  be  invested  in  land,  may  be,  at  any  time,  paid  into  the  colonial 
treasury  at  Adelaide,  or  into  the  sub-treasury  of  any  district ;  and  for  money  so  paid,  receipts 
wDl  be  given,  which  will  be  available  as  cash  at  any  land  sale,  or  in  payment  for  any  land 
purchased  under  Regulations  Nos.  10  and  11 ;  but  no  money  so  paid  will,  under  any 
circumstances,  be  returned. 

Certificates  of  Payments  given  in  London. 

15.  Certificates  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Act,  from  Her  Majesty's  Land  and  Emi- 
gration Commissioners  in  London,  of  the  payment  of  any  sums  for  the  purchase  of  Crown 
fimds  in  this  colony,  will  also  be  received  as  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  money  for  which 
the  same  may  be  respectively  given,  in  the  purchase  of  lands  under  these  Regulations,  either 
by  pubUc  auction  or  by  private  contract.     (Clause  16). 

If  the  Purchase  be  less  than  the  Amount  paid,  the  Balance  to  remain  as  a  Credit  with  the 

Treasurer. 

16.  If  the  amount  stated  in  the  receipt  be  more  than  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  any  quan* 
tity  of  land  purchased  at  auction  or  selected,  the  difference  or  balance  will  remain  as  a 
credit  at  the  treasury  in  Adelaide,  or  sub-treasury  of  a  district,  for  the  purchase  of  land  in 
favour  of  the  holder  of  the  receipt ;  and  in  such  case  the  receipt  will  be  returned  to  the 
holder,  with  an  indorsement,  specifying  the  extent  to  which  it  has  been  used. 
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Land  Receipts  transferable. 

17.  Land  receipts,  whether  granted  by  Her  Majesty's  Land  and  Emigration  Cosunis- 
sioners,  or  for  money  paid  into  the  colonial  treasury,  will  be  transferable  ;  but  they  must 
be  transferred  by  indorsement,  m  the  same  manner  as  bills  of  exchange.  The  last  person 
to  whom  any  receipt  may  be  indorsed,  will  be  considered  the  holder  of  it^  and  it  will  be 
received  at  the  colonial  treasury  at  Adelaide,  or  sub-treasury  of  a  district,  from  him  or  his 
agent  only. 

Remissions  to  Retired  Military  and  Naval  Officers, 

18.  Her  Majesty's  pleasure  re^rding  the  operation  in  this  colony,  of  the  latter  part  of 
the  third  clause  of  the  Act,  which  has  reference  to  remissions  in  the  purchase-money  for 
lands,  to  military  and  naval  officers,  not  having  yet  been  made  known,  no  regulations  on 
this  subject  will  be  issued  until  further  instructions  are  received. 

When  Two  or  mcme  Parties  claim  Lamis  put  up  to  Auethn,  but  not  Bought^ 

19.  Should  two  or  more  parties  holding  land  receipts,  land  orders,  or  remisaioa  orders, 
claim  the  same  lot  of  land,  at  the  same  time,  under  Regulation  No.  10  or  No.  11,  and  the 
priority  of  their  respective  claims  not  admit  of  settlement  in  any  other  way,  such  priority 
shall  be  determined  by  the  priority  in  date  of  the  document  under  ^hich  they  respectively 
claim,  whether  it  be  a  land  receipt,  land  order,  or  remission  order ;  but  as  already  stated,  no 
claim  win  be  admitted,  founded  on  a  money  payment,  until  the  payment  sull  be  com- 
pleted. 

Reservation  in  Deeds  of  Grant. 

20.  Deeds  of  grant  from  the  Crown  will  be  issued  to  the  purchasers  of  Crown  land8>  con- 
veying to  them  ^1  tiiat  is  above  and  all  that  is  beneath  the  surface,  and  without  any  reser- 
vations, except  in  particular  cases,  when  such  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  peculiar 
circumstances,  and  when  the  reservations  which  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  introduce 
into  the  grant  will  be  notified  at  the  time  of  sale. 

Reservation  on  Sea  Coast. 

21.  It  is  to  be  understood  that^  on  the  sea-coast,  and  on  every  navigable  river,  harbour, 
or  inlet  of  the  s^  the  Government  will  cause  lots  to  be  measured  only  to  within  100  feet  of 
high-water  mark,  whenever  it  may  be  thought  necessary  to  reserve  the  sea  or  river  coast. 

No  Quit-rent  or  Building  Condition. 

22.  No  rent  or  quit-rent  whatever  will  be  reserved,  and  m>  conditions  respecting  the  nature 
of  the  building  to  be  erected,  or  improvements  to  be  made,  will  be  inserted  in  Ae  deeds  of 
grant,  except  m  particuhtr  cases,  wlwn  such  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  peculiar  circum-* 
stances,  ana  when  such  conditions  may  have  been  notified  at  the  time  of  sale. 

Fees  Payable  on  Delivery  of  Deeds. 

23.  Lands  will  be  sold,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  following  fees  on  the  delivery  of 
the  grant  deeds : —

These  fees  will  be  payable  at  the  Registrar-general's  Office,  where  the  grants  will  be  issued 
to  the  grantees  afler  registration,  and  will  include  the  fees  of  registration. 

Purchasers  ofunsurveyed  Lands  in  Blocks  o/*  20,000  Acres. 

24.  Persons  desiring  to  purchase  tracts  ofunsurveyed  lands  in  quantities  or  blocks  of  not 
less  than  20,000  acres  must  make  special  application  to  the  Government  for  such  purchases. 
AH  such  lands  must  be  measured,  as  nearly  as  the  natural  features  of  the  country  will 
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admit,  in  the  form  of  a  parallelogram^  of  which  no  one  side  shall  be  more  than  twice  the 
length  of  any  other,  and  the  price  will  in  no  case  be  less  than  20  s.  per  acre,  nor  will  the 
purchaser  be  entitled  to  any  survey  of  the  land,  except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  ascer- 
tain the  external  boundaries  of  the  same.    (Clause  15.)

— Agricultural 
labour. 

6.  Would  the  rate  of  immigration  of  the  last  quarter  satisfy  the  exbting  demand  for 
labour  ?

7.  Could  it  be  safely  increased  with  reference  to  the  supplies  of  food  in  the  colony  ? — 
Yes. 

8.  State  any  particulars  relative  to  immigration  and  the  denuuMl  for  labour  which  you 
think  may  be  useful? — At  present  there  appears  to  be  a  sufficient  supply  of  labour  to 
meet  the  demand  of  this  part  of  the  colony  ;  but  with  the  extension  of  cultivation,  there 
will  be  a  proportionate  demand  for  agricultural  labour.  Several  blacksmiths  are  at  present 
employed  as  labourers.  Men  of  sooer  habits,  and  female  domestic  servants  of  good 
character,  are  much  wanted. 
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Bahama  Islands. 

REPORT  of  a  Committee  of  the  Executive  Council,  on  Mr.  Arthur'^  Letter,  transmitted 
with  Lord  Stanley'u  Despatch,  No.  111,  of  the  12th  September  1843. 

The  grievance  of  which  Mr.  Arthur  complains  seems  to  be  comprised  in  the  2d  para- 
graph of  bis  representation  to  Lord  Stanley ;  viz.  **  By  a  late  decision  of  his  Excellency 
the  present  Governor,  relative  to  a  sale  of  the  salt  ponds  at  the  Turks'  Islands  for  the  term 
of  20  years,  hundreds  of  the  lately-emancipated  coloured,  and  a  large  majority  of  the 
poorer  white  inhabitants  of  those  islands,  have  been  deprived  of  their  principal  means  of 
subsistence,  namely,  their  respective  proportions  in  the  salt  ponds,  to  which,  as  residents, 
they  are  and  have  been  for  time  immemorial  entitled,  and  an  established  custom,  as  ancient 
as  the  settlement  of  those  islands,  and  which  originally  led  to  that  settlement,  has  been 
suddenly,  and  unjustifiably,  and  injudiciously  abolished." 

It  may  be  well,  before  going  into  the  objections  raised  by  Mr.  Arthur,  to  observe,  that 
in  the  foregoing  statement  Mr.  Arthur  seems  to  have  overlooked  the  circumstance  that  the 
late  arrangement  for  the  disposal  of  salt  ponds  was  not  the  decision  of  the  present 
Governor,  who  has  only  carried  into  effect  the  directions  which  he  has  received  from  the 
Secretary  of  State* 

Mr.  Arthur  conceives  that  the  inhabitants  of  Turks'  Islands  will  be  injured  by  the  mode 
of  leasing  the  salt  ponds  for  21  years,  instead  of  dividing  them  annually  according  to 
ancient  usage. 

Mr.  Arihur,  who  is  very  young,  differs  in  every  respect  from  a  highly  respectable  gen- 
tleman, resident  at  the  Turks'  Islands,  of  great  expeiience  and  a  very  successful  salt-raker, 
who  wrote,  in  1838,  respecting  the  system  of  division  then  in  force,  in  the  following 
terms  :  "  The  present  system,  which  was  only  adapted  to  a  state  of  slavery,  is  a  waste  of 
capital  and  labour,  a  prcstration  of  industry,  a  fruitful  source  of  oppression  and  fraud  in 
the  distribution  of  the  ponds,  and  a  barrier  to  every  thing  like  improvement." 

Wide  difference  of  opinion  undoubtedly  exists  at  the  Turks'  Islands  as  to  the  system 
best  adapted  to  the  profitable  working  of  salt  ponds  ^  but  the  best  proof  that  the  new 
arrangement  has  been  generally  well  thought  of  and  approved,  is  manifested  by  the  fact 
of  every  share  in  the  ponds  having  been  tendered  for  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  place,  and 
amongst  the  names  of  whom  that  of  Mr.  Arthur,  the  father  of  the  gentleman  who  writes 
to  Lord  Stanley,  is  put  down  for  the  greatest  number ;  to  which  may  be  added  the  recorded 
opinion  of  the  inhabitants  of  Salt  Cay,  approving  of  the  arrangement,  as  already  trana^ 
mitted  for  the  information  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  altered  state  in  the  relations  of  society  consequent  on  the  abolition  of  slavery,  has 
forced  the  subject  from  time  to  time  under  the  consideration  of  the  local  government, 
owing  to  the  reiterated  complaints  of  capitalists  that  they  were  no  longer  adequately  pro- 
tected, and  that  they  should  necessarily  nave  to  withdraw  from  an  unprofitable  business 
As  slave-owners,  they  not  only  obtained  their  own  individual  shares  in  the  ponds,  but  the 
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shares  of  their  slaves  also ;  by  the  general  emaocipation  the  proportion  of  the  pond  allotted    Appendix,  No«  9. 

to  the  former  proprietor  was  limited  to  his  individual  share,  and  to  obtain  a  sufficient  - 

space  in  the  pond  adequate  to  the  employment  of  capital,  he  had  to  purchase  the  shares 

of  those  labourers  and  others  who  bad  no  capital  to  embark  in  salt-raking ;  thus  a 

large  proportion  of  the  population  received  money,  in  the  nature  of  sinecure  pensions,  for 

property  belonging  to  the  Crown. 

It  is  evident,  on  the  one  hand,  that  the  witlidrawal  of  the  chief  capitalists  of  the  Turks* 
Islands  would  have  been  ruinously  injurious  to  the  labouring  population,  while,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  emigration  of  the  greater  proportion  of  the  labouring  population^  would 
have  been  highly  injurious  to  the  capitalists  ;  to  reconcile  the  interests  of  the  parties  and 
that  of  the  cdony  at  large,  has  been  the  ojyect  of  Her  Slajesty's  Government, 

The  allegation  of  the  capitalist  was,  that  he  had,  under  an  annual  tenure,  no  sufficient 
inducement  to  expend  capital  in  the  erection  of  machinery,  making  proper  aqueducts  and 
approaches  to  his  pans,  and  other  efficient  improvements,  to  ensure  increased  crops  of  salt, 
and  afford  economical  facilities  in  gathering  and  transporting  it  to  a  depot  for  embarkation ; 
and  that  a  much  longer  tenure  alone  would  aflford  the  necessary  time  and  means  to  obtain 
a  proportionate  reproductive  remuneration  for  capital  so  ei^pended;  that  in  the  improve* 
ment  of  his  pond,  and  gathering  in  his  increased  crops  of  salt,  and  in  shipping  the  same, 
a  large  item  of  Jiis  expenditure  would  necessarily  consist  of  wages  to  labourers  hired 
to  take  his  salt  and  carry  it  out  of  the  salt-pond,  and  boatmen  to  transport  it  on  ship- 
board ;  and  in  this  view  of  the  case  a  system  which  was  calculated  to  ensure  increased 
crops,  was  also  calculated  to  ensure  constant  remunerative  employment  to  the  labouring 
population. 

That  prejudice  existed  in  favour  of  the  dividing  instead  of  the  l^tsing  system  was  not 
unknown. 

To  soften  down  the  prejudice,  the  proposed  new  system  of  leasing  was  liniited  to  two- 
thirds  of  the  pond«  leaving  the  other  third  to  be  divided,  gratuitously^  according  to  the 
old  system,  and  with  every  prospect  that  that  third,  under  the  new  arrangement,  will 
realize  to  each  individual  (disposed  to  sell)  a  sum  equivaleQt  to  what  could  heretofore  have 
been  obtained  for  an  unreduced  share. 

It  should,  however,  he  observed,  that  objections  have  been  raised  to  this  gratuitous  dis- 
posal, even  of  the  one-third  of  the  pond,  inasmuch  as  Lord  Stanley,  in  his  despatch. 
No.  74,  ol'  7th  December  1842,  remarks  thereon,  that  "  it  is  impossible  not  to  foresee  the 
abuse  which  must  attend  such  a  distribution,  which  many  would  be  quite  unable  to  turn  to 
proper  account,  and  which  would  probably  often  be  disposed  of  for  trifling  considera- 
tions ;"  and  adds, ''  this  system  ought  not  to  be  perpetuated,  and  that  at  the  expiration  of 
three  or  five  years  must  be  abolished." 

Mr.  Arthur  goes  on  to  state. 

First,  That  the  ^'  Turks'  islanders  were  once  wealthy  and  flourishiog,  but  now  ruined 
and  depopulated." 

The  population  and  imports  for  two  given  periods  will  best  illustrate  the  correctness  of 
the  above  assertion.

The  third  paragraph,  states  "  that  the  discovery  and  original  settlement  of  the  Turks' 
Islands  are  lost  in  obscurity ;  but  in  the  rei^n  of  (Seoree  the  First  they  were  found  in  the 
possession  of  a  few  Bermudians.''  Tliis  claim  of  settferaent  exclusively  by  Bermudians 
does  not  seem  to  be  borne  out  by  a  memorial  of  the  former  agent  for  Turks'  Islands,  the 
Honourable  A. Murray,  who  states,  in  1804,  "that  the  Turks'  Islands  have  for  a  series  of 
years  been  the  resort  of  a  number  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  from  the  Bermudas  and 
other  places."  Emancipated  Creole  negroes  and  liberated  Africans  now  form  a  large 
majority  of  the  population  of  the  Turks'  Islands,  and  the  remainder  are  descendants,  more 
or  less  remote,  of  Englishmen. 

Neither  of  the  parents  of  Mr.  Arthur,  junior,  are  natives  of  Bermuda  or  the  Turks' 
Islands.  A  claim  on  behalf  of  Bermuda  to  the  Turks'  Islands  was  formerly  ur^ed  and 
denied,  and  the  Turks'  Islands  solemnly  determined  by  his  late  Majesty's  royal  decisimi 
(as  communicated  by  l>is  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State,  in  a  despatch  bearing  date  the  2gth 
April  1804)  to  be /'a  part  of  the  Bahama  Islands,  and  the  legislative  authority  of  the 
Bahama  Islands  extends  over  the  said  islands  called  Turks'  Islands." 

As  respects  Mr.  Arthur's  remark,  that  "  no  otlier  benefit  has  been  assigned  to  us  (the 
Turks'  Islands)  than  the  credit  of  having  satisfied  from  our  own  seemingly  inexhaustible 
resources  the  wants  of  a  Government  incapable  of  supporting  itself,  it  wUl  be  only  neces- 
sary to  submit  the  following  statement. 

In  1804  the  sum  of  1,740/.  was  required  for  the  use  of  the  Turks'  Islands  from  the 
Bahama  Treasury  by  the  agent  of  the  TurksMslands,  on  which  a  committee  of  the  Assembly 
in  the  same  year  remark,  *'  that  the  net  revenue  received  from  them  (the  Turks'  Islands) 
for  tiie  ten  years  past,  would  be  insufficient  to  defray  the  charges  contained  in  the  said 
estimate  for  one  year," 

By  whosoever  s  intelligence  the  salt  pond  was  improved,  the  laborious  part  must  neces 
sarily  have  been  performed,  as  at  present,  chiefly   by  negroes.

In  addition  to  which,  the  incidental  expenses  in  late  years  have  consisted  of  building  a 
church,  gaols,  canals^  for  marine  lights  at  Grand  Cay,  and  for  erecting  a  chapel  at  Salt 
Cay,  &c. 

At  New  Providence  the  inhabitants  pay  taxes  on  horses  and  carriages,  from  which  the 
Turks'  Islands  are  exempt.  The  taxes  m  no  case  at  Turks'  Islands  are  higher  than  those 
leviable  at  Nassau,  and  vessels  taking  away  salt,  the  staple  of  Turks'  Islands,  are  exempted 
from  a  moiety  of  the  tonnage  duty,  which  is  imposed  on  vessels  taking  away  any  other 
description  of  cargo,  an  important  point,  which,  like  the  reservation  for  gratuitous  distri- 
bution of  one-third  of  the  pond,  seems  to  have  escaped  the  notice  of  Mr.  Arthur. 

With  respect  to  the  alleged  decrease  of  two-thirds  of  the  trade  at  Turks' Islands,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  imposition  of  a  duty  of  6d.  on  each  ton,  on  vessels  carrying  away  salt  from 
the  Turks'  Islands,  it  may  be  observed  that  the  tonnage  duty  came  into  operation  in  the 
Bahamas  in  October  1842. 

The  returns  of  salt  exported  from  Turks'  Islands,  for  the  quarters  ending  25th  September 
1842  and  25th  September  1843,  exhibit  the  following  result:

As  regards  the  alleged  emigration  to  the  foreign  island  of  St.  Domingo,  it  would  appear 
that  Mr.  Arthur  must  have  been  under  some  misapprehension,  as,  although  such  an  idea 
was  partially  encouraged,  it  has,  according  to  the  latest  accounts,  in  no  way  been  acted 
upon ;  on  the  contrary,  some  of  those  persons  who  had  formerly  removed  from  the  Turks* 
Islands  to  St.  Domingo,  have  returned  with  such  unfavourable  accounts  of  that  place,  as  in 
all  probability  will  deter  any  others  from  the  like  proceeding. 

The  correctness  of  the  view  taken  by  Lord  Stanley  in  his  despatch  of  the  7th  December 
1842,  is  supported  by  the  experience  of  the  few  last  years;  for  although  the  Governor  and 
Council  have  deemed  it  prudent  for  the  present  to  adhere  to  the  original  proposition  for 
a  gratuitous  division  of  one-third  of  the  pond,  yet  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  shares 
which,  under  the  old  system,  have  been  annually  allotted  to  the  labouring  and  poorer 
classes  of  the  community,  have  been,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  as  regularly  obtained 
by  speculators  for  trifling  considerations,  payable  not  in  money  but  in  truck,  by  which 
the  nominal  value  of  four  dollars  per  share  is  reduced  in  reality  to  one  half  of  that  sum, 
and  it  is  well  known  that  in  this  way  many  of  the  more  wealthy  persons  have  carried  on  a 
most  profitable  trade,  trafficking  with  the  necessities  of  their  poorer  neighbours,  who, 
unable  profitably  to  work  their  shares  themselves,  are,  with  respect  to  the  sale  of  them, 
wholly  at  their  mercy. 

To  restrict  this  baneful  system  (if  not  at  present  entirely  to  eradicate  it),  to  open  a  field 
for  enterprize  and  for  the  beneficial  expenditure  of  capital,  and  thus  at  one  and  the  same 
time  to  afibrd    to   thc^  capitalist  an  opportunity  of  increasing  his  gains,  and   to    the 
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labourer  a  prospect  of  steady  employment^  is,  together  witii  the  consequent  iocrease  of    ApDendix  No 
revenue,  the  effect  which  the  arraogement  pow  about  to  commence,  will,  it  is  confidently  *        ^' 

believed,  have. 

It  may  be  well  to  remark,  in  conclusion,  that  should  the  expectations  be  disappointed, 
that  one*third  of  the  ponds,  now  to  be  gratuitously  disposed  of,  will  yield  as  mucn  as  the 
unreduced  share  formerly  did,  aod  should  some  few  of  the  aged,  infirm  and  helpless  be 
consequently  sufferers,  it  has  always  been  contemplated  to  afford  them  effectual  relief 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  salt  ponds.

EXTRACT  of  a  Despatch  from  the  Governor  of  Mauritius  to  Lord  Stanley^ 
dated  26  July  1843,  No.  119. 

**  The  Government  land  at  Rodriguez  has  hitherto  been  reserved  under  instnictions 
from  the  Secretary  of  State,  it  having  been  intended  to  allow  the  Government  slaves  to 
occupy  it;  but  none  of  them  having  evinced  a  disposition  to  proceed  thither,  the 
expediency  of  encouraging  others  to  settle  there  is  submitted  for  your  Lordship's  con- 
sideration, and  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  that  the  Government  property  in  that 
island  should  either  be  sold  or  leased,  as  to  your  I/ordship  may  appear  most  expedient;  for, 
without  some  such  measure,  there  will  be  little  room  for  any  people  to  settle  there^  as  the 
land  chiefly  belongs  to  the  Crown.'' 
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EXTRACT  of  a  Report  from  the  Colonial  Land  and  Emigration  Commissioners  to 
Lord  Stanley,  dated  the  30th  December  1843. 

It  appears  that  this  island  is  situated  about  300  miles  to  the  eastward  of  Mauritius,  and 
is  about  26  miles  long  by  12  broad;  it  seems  to  consist  of  steep  hills  and  narrow  valleys^ 
and  of  a  soil  which,  for  the  most  part^  is  not  fertile.  The  principal  reports  that  we  have 
found  upon  it  consist  of  one  thai  was  made  in  1826  by  Mr.  Hoart,  who  was  employed 
expressly  for  the  purpose  by  the  Governor;  and  of  another,  made  in  1838,  by  Mr.  Ander- 
son, who  was  sent  on  a  tour  through  all  the  dependencies  of  Mauritius,  to  inquire  into  the 
condition  at  that  time  of  the  apprenticed  labourers. 

When  Mr.  Hoart  made  his  visit,  the  island  was  inhabited  by. only  three  families:  his 
report  showed  that  the  eastern  side  of  Rodriguez  was  not  well  adapted  for  cultivation,  and 
the  water  bad;  but  that  he  considered  the  western  side  as  more  fertile. 

Mr.  Anderson's  remarks  on  Rodriguez  are  very  intelligent  and  comprehensive.  The 
parts  bearing  on  the  present  subject  occur  at  page  67  of  his  General  Report  on  the  Depen- 
dencies of  Mauritius,  in  Sir  W.  Nicolay's  Despatch,  No.  105,  of  the  23d  of  October  1838. 

The  following  is  the  substance  of  what  appear  to  us  Mr.  Anderson's  principal  state- 
ments :  He  said  that  the  island  contained  an  abundance  of  pasturage,  but  that  whenever 
the.  grass  was  removed  by  turning  up  the  earth  for  cultivation,  the  soil  was  liable  to  be 
carried  away  by  the  heavy  rains  to  which  it  was  exposed.  The  population  consisted  of 
127  apprentices  and  42  children.  Grain  was  not  abundant,  and  the  people  chiefly  sub- 
sisted on  Indian  corn  and  salt  fish.  The  exports  consisted  of  a  quantity  of  salt  fish,  not 
exceeding  80,000  lbs.,  with  200  or  300  pigs,  and  some  poultry.  Of  cattle  there  were  about 
130  in  Uie  island,  left  to  run  wild,  and  never  exported.  There  were  also  considerable  herds 
of  goats,  and  some  sheep;  but  the  latter  did  not  thrive,  and  the  goats  seemed  to  be  as 
useless  as  the  cattle,  although  both  of  them  were  in  fine  condition. 
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Mr.  Anderson's  conclusion  was,  that  the  attempt  to  cultivate  Rodriguez  ought]  to  be 
entirelj  relinquished,  and  the  whole  of  it,  excepting  its  shores,  be  devoted  Jto  rearing 
cattle.  Sir  W .  Nicolay  thought  that  this  scheme  might  be  a  great  benefit  to  Mauritius, 
in  so  far  as  it  might  render  it  independent  of  Madagascar  for  its  supplies  of  cattle ;  but  he 
lielt  that  it  *^  could  not  be  undertaken  with  a  prospect  of  success,  except  by  some  enter- 
prisHxg  person,  or  perhaps  by  a  few  individuals  fully  acquainted  with  the  European  method 
of  rearing  cattle,  and  wno  could  also  comaaand  a  considerable  sum  of  money  in  the  first 
instance/' 

The  result  of  the  foregoing  reports  appears  to  be,  that  Rodriguez  is  at  a  distance  of 
300  miles  firom  Mauritius,  of  small  extent,  not  well  adapted  for  raising  food  for  man,  but 
perhaps  capable  of  supporting  large  herds  of  cattle,  if  attempted  by  persons  of  previous 
skill,  and  possessed  of  considerable  capital ;  if,  therefore,  the  island  were  still  unoccupied, 
it  would  probably  be  deemed  very  doubtful  whether  its  colonization  should  be  encouraged. 
But  should  circumstances  now  render  that  course  expedient  or  necessary,  we  apprehend 
that  the  best  mode  of  proceeding  would  be,  to  provide  for  disposing  by  sale  of  such 
localities  as  would  be  required  for  the  residence,  and  for  growing  the  subsistence  of  the 
setUers,  and  to  establish  some  system  of  letting  out  all  the  rest  of  the  land  on  rents  for 
purposes  of  pasture. 

"  The  Governor  might  have  authority  to  divide  all  such  lands  as  aie  likely  to  be  wanted 
for  the  former  purposes,  into  lots  of  moderate  extent,  and  should  be  instructed  to 
dispose  of  them  by  sale,  not  allowing  them  to  be  acquired  for  less  than  a  suitable  upset 
price,  making  a  distinction  in  this  respect  between  what  ought  to  be  considered  town  lots 
and  country  lots.  All,  without  exception,  should  have  been  offered  once  at  least  to  sale  by 
pubhc  suctiuii  bcnjrc  disposed  of  j  but  if  not  then  sord,  the  covtntry  lots  nnglH  afterwafdift 
be  purchaseable  without  auction,  at  the  price  at  which  they  had  before  been  offered  to  com- 
petition. It  is  not  possible,  without  more  knowledge  of  local  detail  than  is  possessed  here, 
to  suggest  what  the  minimum  price  should  be,  but  the  Governor  should  fix  it  according  to 
the  probabilities  of  an  effective  demand,  bearing  in  mind  the  reasons  for  endeavouring  to 
cause  the  purchases  to  be  made  by  persons  possessed  of  some  capital.  If  any  consi- 
derable demand  should  happen  to  arise  for  land  to  be  purchased,,  the  cases  of  any  parties 
who  may  already  be  in  occupation  without  titles,  and  have  made  substantial  improvements, 
would  require  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Governor  equitably,  according  to  the  circumstances 
of  such  case. 

**  With  regard  to  pasturage  lands,  it  seems  to  us  that  they  should  either  be  disposed  of  at 
a  moderate  rent  per  1 00  acres  or  per  square  mile ;  or  as  the  circumstances  of  Rodriguez 
would  probably  m)t  admit  of  defining  the  limits  of  separate  tracts  with  sufficient  correct- 
ness for  this  mode  of  proceeding,  that  each  person  aepasturing  stock  might  be  required, 
as  in  Australia,  to  take  out  an  annual  licence  on  a  certain  fixed  payment  to  the  public, 
and  to  pay,  besides,  an  assessment  on  his  stock.  In  South  Australia  the  annual  payment 
for  the  licence  varies  from  los.  6d.  to  10/.,  according  to  circumstances,  and  the  ass  ess- 
men  t  is  2s,6d.  per  head  for  horses,  is.  for  cattle,  and  1^.  for  sheep. 

''In  the  absence  of  information  as  to  the  number  or  class  of  persons  at  Mauritius^  who 
might  be  likely  to  wish  to  occupy  the  island  of  Rodriguez,  we  apprehend  that  a  wide 
discretion  must  be  left  to  the  Governor,  and  we  merely  oner  the  foregoing  remarks,  as  the 
substance  of  the  general  principles  which  it  has  occurred  to  us  might  be  cqmmunicated  to 
hi[p  for  his  guidance  on  this  subject."

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Chinese  Emigration  to  the  West  Indies. 
Bounty  Rules. 

9,  Park-street,  Westminster,  27  October  1843. 

1.  Parties  desirous  of  introducing  Chinese  emigrants  must  previously  apply  for  per- 
mission to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies. 

2.  The  emigrants  are  only  to  be  taken  from  some  one  of  the  three  principal  British  set- 
tlements in  the  Straits  of  Malacca. 

3.  They  are  to  be  conveyed  in  strict  conformity  with  the  terms  of  the  Imperial  Passen- 
gers' Act,  as  applicable  to  colonial  voyages. 

4.  Whatever  may  be  the  number  of  the  passengers,  there  must  be  on  board  the  vessel 
a  surgeon,  and  a  proper  supply  of  medicines,  instruments,  and  other  requisites  for  the  sur- 
geon's use. 

6-  The  between-decks  and  the  under  part  of  the  upper  deck  and  beams  must  be  either 
whitewashed  or  painted  white. 

6.  No  gunpowder  is  to  be  on  board  on  freight. 

7*  The  emigrants  must  be  possessed  of  a  reasonable  supply  of  warm  clothing  to  protect 
them  from  the  cold  in  doubling  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

8.  The  length  of  the  voyage  to  any  of  the  West  India  colonies  is  to  be  assumed  at 
18  weeks. 

9.  The  allowance  of  provisions  under  the  Passengers*  Act  will  be  declared  by  the 
governor  at  the  place  of  departure. 

10.  The  proper  officer  of  his  government  will  be  named  by  the  sapie  authority  to  see 
that  the  several  requirements  of  tne  Act,  and  of  these  rules,  so  far  as  regards  the  prepara- 
tions for  the  voyage,  are  complied  with. 

11.  This  officer  will  on  departure  grant  a  certificate  in  the  form  hereto  annexed,  showing 
the  numbers  embarked,  and  recording  an  approval,  without  which  bounty  will  not  be 
claimable. 

12.  The  amount  of  bounty  is  fixed  for  each  colony  at  65  dollars  for  every  adult,  male 
or  female,  and  half  for  children  between  1  and  14  years  of  age.  No  bounty  will  be  payable 
on  adults  above  40  years  of  age,  nor  on  infants  under  one,  at  the  time  of  embarkation. 

13.  No  advances  of  money  can  be  sanctioned  subject  to  a  repayment  in  the  colony; 
but  considering  that  emigrants  commonly  have  small  debts  to  aischarge,  or  require  aid 
in  providing  an  outfit,  there  will  not  be  an  objection  to  any  moderate  gratuities  which  it 
may  be  thought  proper  to  give  them,  not  exceeding  15  dollars  for  each  adult. 

14.  If  the  emigrants  be  introduced  without  any  contract  at  all,  and  free  to  engage 
themselves  to  whomsoever  they  please,  the  whole  amount  of  bounty  will  at  once  be 
claimable. 

15.  If  contracts  are  employed,  they  must  be  executed  before  such  magistrate  as  the 
governor  may  name  for  the  purpose,  and  be  attested  by  his  seal  and  signature. 

16.  They  must  not  be  for  any  longer  time  of  service  in  the  colony  than  five  years,  and 
must  contain  a  proviso  that  it  shall  be  competent  to  the  labourer,  upon  making  one 
month's  previous  declaration  to  that  effect  before  a  stipendiary  magistrate,  to  terminate  the 
contract  at  the  end  of  the  first  six  months  in  the  colony,  and  of  every  succeeding  period 
of  six  months.  The  magistrates  will  have  suitable  instructions  to  apprize  employers  of 
any  such  declarations. 

17.  In  these  cases  bounty  will  be  paid,  minus  one-fifth  for  each  six  months  the  labourer 
remained. 

18.  In  pursuance  of  the  iitii  regulation,  the  contracts  must  also  contain  a  stipulation 
that  no  claim  is  to  be  made  out  on  the  emigrant  for  repayment  of  any  money  given  to 
him  before  his  importation. 

19.  The  terms  of  the  contracts  will  in  other  respects  be  left  a  matter  of  private  agree- 
ment between  the  employer  and  his  labourers ;  but  if  reason  shall  appear  to  consider  that 
any  fraud  is  practised  on  the  latter,  or  that  they  are  wilfully  deceived  as  to  the  distance 
and  circumstances  of  the  countries  they  are  going  to,  or  not  truly  informed  of  the  purport 
and  effect  of  their  contracts,  the  magistrate  will  withhold  his  attestation  to  the  contracts , 
and  the  departure  of  the  people  will  not  be  approved. 
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Explanatory  Remarks. 

Soch  being  the  conditions  on  which  the  Government  is  willing  that  parties  who  may 
desire  it  should  enter  on  the  undertaking  of  procuring  a  supply  of  Chinese  emigrants^  it  is 
necessary  to  remark  that  the  complete  fulfilment  of  the  scheme  is  subject  to  two  contin- 
gencies which  cannot  be  determined  by  executive  authority: 

First,  by  the  existing  law  of  British  Guiana  and  Trinidad^  and  probably  by  the  next 
Immigration  Act  in  Jamaica,  contracts  with  labourers  made  beyond  the  limits  of  each 
colony  will  not  be  binding.  The  Government  undertakes  to  recommend  such  a  modifi- 
cation of  this  law  as  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  present  plan^  but  the  result,  of 
course,  must  rest  entirely  with  the  respective  legislatures. 

Secondly  ;  the  payment  of  bounty  must  depend  on  the  existence  of  sufiicient  funds 
lawfully  appropriated  to  the  purpose.  On  this  subject  the  present  state  of  the  facts  is  as 
follows :  In  Trinidad  a  permanent  grant  of  14,000  /.  per  annum  has  been  made  for  general 
purposes  of  immigration.  In  Jamaica  a  sum  of  30,000/.  has  been  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  Government  for  such  purposes  for  the  present  year ;  the  provision  to  be  made  next  year 
will  depend  on  the  legislature.  In  Britisn  Guiana  no  more  than  30,000  dollars  has  been 
appropriated  to  general  purposes  of  immigration  for  the  year  ending  1st  July  1844;  but 
there  has  been  transmitted  to  trustees  in  England  a  separate  sum  of  100,000  dollars, 
applicable  to  African  emigration,  of  which  a  comparatively  small  proportion  will  be  found 
to  be  wanted  for  that  object. 

Without  impljring  any  doubt  of  the  liberality  of  the  respective  legislatures,  or  of  their 
favourable  disposition  towards  immigration,  the  object  of  these  remarks  is  merely  to  dis- 
tinguish that  which  the  Government  can  positively  undertake  from  that  on  which  it  is 
not  competent  to  offer  a  pledge,  but  can  only  leave  parties  to  exercise  their  own  judg- 
ment.

Heads  of  proposed  Instructions  to  the  Officer  to  be  charged  with  Superintending  the 

Preparations  for  the  Passage. 

1.  The  officer  charged  with  this  duty  should  beat*  in  mind  that  the  number  of  passengers 
admissible  is  limited  by  the  size  of  the  deck  on  which  they  live  as  well  as  by  the  ton- 
nage ;  and  that  on  a  voyage  of  the  computed  length  of  that  to  the  West  Indies,  the  whole 
number  of  passengers  is  not  to  exceed  the  proportion  of  one  adult  for  every  15  superficial 
feet  of  the  deck. 

2.  There  should  be  a  proper  cooking  apparatus,  and  a  reasonably  supply  of  mess 
utensils,  whether  belonging  to  the  passengers  or  provided  for  them,  suitable  to  the  habits 
of  the  people. 

3.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  one  of  the  most  important  circumstances  to  the  health  of 
the  passengers.  It  should  be  laid  in  of  the  purest  description  that  can  be  obtained, 
and  great  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  sweetness  and  sufficient  strength  of  the  casks 
in  which  it  is  carried.  If  new,  they  should  be  charred.  The  casks  should  be  constructed 
of  staves  of  at  least  one  inch  in  thickness  for  the  ground  tier,  and  of  not  less  than  three 
quarters  of  an  inch  for  the  remainder. 

4.  The  due  quantity  and  quality  of  the  provisions  should  be  carefully  ascertained,  as 
well  as  the  supply  of  the  medicines,  and  any  medical  comforts  that  may  be  required  by 
the  orders  of  the  local  authorities. 

5.  The  presence  of  a  duly  qualified  surgeon  is  of  course  one  of  the  most  important  cir- 
cumstances to  be  attended  to  ;  and  it  would  seem  desirable  that  he  should  examine  the 
emigrants  on  embarkation  to  see  that  they  have  no  infectious  disorder  of  a  dangerous 
character. 

6.  The  officer  will  not  overlook  the  particulars  provided  for  in  ihe  5ih,  6th  and  7ih  of 
the  rules  published  on  the  present  subject  by  the  Commissioners  of  Colonial  Lands  and 
Emigration. 

7.  The  ship  should  be  seen  to  be  properly  manned. 

8.  The  condition  of  the  boats  required  under  the  13th  clause  of  the  ''Passengers'  Act," 
should  be  particularly  looked  to. 

9.  The  decks  should  not  allowed  to  be  lumbered,  but  required  to  be  kept  duly  clear,  for 
the  working  of  the  ship,  and  the  exercise  of  the  people.  All  provisions  are  to  be  stowed 
under  hatches,  and  only  sufficient  water  for  immediate  use  to  be  allowed  on  deck. 

10.  The 
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10.  The  superintending  officer  will  require  to  be  satisfied  on  these  several  points,  toge-  Appendix,  No. 

ther  with  all  other  requirements  of  the  Passengers*  Act,  applicable  to  the  subject,  before 

he  grants  his  final  certificate  of  approval.

The  Secretary  of  State,  having  seen  reason  to  consider  that  additional  expense  and  risk 
must  be  thrown  upon  parties  who  may  find  it  necessary  to  procure  Chinese  labourers  with 
(instead  of  without)  contracts,  and  therefore  that  the  same  bounty  which  may  be  a  proper 
indemnity  for  one  proceeding  would  not  compensate  the  other,  has  thought  it  advisable  to 
modify,  in  the  following  particulars,  the  rules  announced  on  this  subject  in  a  notice  from 
the  Commissioners  of  Land  and  Emigration,  dated  the  27th  of  October  last. 

1st.  Instead  of  an  abatement  of  one-fifth  of  bounty  for  every  six  months  the  labourer 
may  remain  with  his  employer,  no  abatement  will  be  made  for  the  first  six  months;  and 
the  whole  bountv  will  be  paid  on  such  labourers  under  contract  as  may  rescind  their  con- 
tracts at  the  end  of  that  period. 

2d.  The  successive  abatements  afterwards  will  reckon  from  the  end  of  the  first  six 
months,  instead  of  from  the  date  of  landing. 

3d.  Considering  the  inconvenience  that  may  attend  too  frequent  liabilities  to  a  termina- 
tion of  engagements,  the  following  rule  is  substituted  for  the  sixteenth  of  the  former  rules 
on  bounty  : 

The  contracts  must  not  be  for  any  longer  period  of  service  in  the  colony  than  five  years, 
and  must  contain  a  proviso  that  it  shall  be  competent  to  the  labourer,  upon  making  one 
month*s  previous  declaration  to  that  effect  before  a  stipendiary  magistrate,  to  terminate 
the  contract  at  the  end  of  the  first  six  months  in  the  colony,  and  of  every  succeeding 
period  of  either  six  or  12  months,  as  the  contracting  parties  may  insert  in  the  agreement. 
The  magistrates  will  have  suitable  instructions  to  apprize  employers  of  any  such  declara- 
tions, 

4th.  Bounty  will  continue,  as  before,  to  be  payable  only  on  labourers  who  rescind  their 
contracts  at  the  respective  periods,  and  not  upon  any  who  may  die  pending  the  contracts.

ExTEACTs  of  a  LETTER  from  the  Colonial  Land  and  Emigration.  Commissioners  to 
James  Stephen,  Esq.,  dated  22  January  1844. 

At  the  end  of  1841,  certain  merchants  interested  in  the  Cape  applied  at  this  ofiice  to  buy 
some  lands  there,  and  when  informed  that  there  were  no  means  of  selling  in  England,  and 
that  they  should  apply  to  the  government  on  the  spot,  they  replied  by  positively  asserting 
that  there  were  no  authorities  Known  at  the  Cape  to  whom  they  could  apply,  nor  any 
known  system  of  sale  under  which  Crown  lands  could  be  obtained  by  individuals.  This 
was  a  statement  that  demanded  inquiry,  and  the  result  was  to  show  that  so  far,  at  any  rate, 
as  regarded  the  want  of  any  public  or  known  rule  of  sale,  it  was  perfectly  accurate. 
However  desirous  any  parties  might  be  to  purchase  unappropriated  land  at  the  Cape,  and 
however  large  a  sum  they  might  be  willing  to  invest,  they  could  have  no  assurance  before* 
hand  that  the  colonial  government  would  allow  them  to  purchase  at  all,  or  that  it  would 
not,  when  they  asked  fur  any  particular  lands,  grant  the  same  to  other  parties  upon  a 
much  lower  valuation  than  they  were  willing  to  pay.  This  last  feature  is  the  one  which 
peculiarly  the  surveyor-general  is  still  anxious  to  maintain,  and  of  which  more  than  any 
other  he  deplores  the  removal. 

As  soon  as  his  attention  was  drawn  to  the  case,  the  surveyor  general,  who  was  then  in 
Europe  on  leave,  replied  that  there  were  no  lands  worth  acquiring  at  the  Cape,  and  that 
nobody  would  buy ;  and  the  Governor  afterwards  reported  a  similar  opinion.    But  the 
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Appendix,  No.  14,  merchants,  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  colony,  insisted  that  private  parties  would  buy, 
— ^— —  and  indeed  declared  that  they  would  do  so  themselves.  For  our  own  parts  we  thought  it 
very  probable  that  the  local  authorities  were  right  in  not  believing  the  lands  would  sell; 
and  we  so  expressed  ourselves  in  our  report  of  the  27th  of  January  1842.  But  we  must 
say,  that  in  a  colony  where  the  local  government  had  to  that  moment  been  annually  giving 
away  vast  tracts  of  land  as  free  grants,  or  disposing  of  them  at  an  insignificant  valuation  ; 
ill  a  colony,  moreover,  situated  in  a  temperate  climate,  and  in  which  large  numbers  of  Bri- 
tish settlers  had  already  been  willing  to  embark  their  fortunes,  it  seemed  to  us  impossible 
that,  after  once  attention  had  been  drawn  to  the  snbject,  the  same  government  should 
have  declined  naming  any  definite  terms  on  which  it  would  sell  lands  to  parties  who  might 
ofifcr  fairly  to  purchase  and  pay  for  them. 

The  rules  which  we  suggested  for  the  purpose  were  designedly  rendered  as  freo  as  pos- 
sible from  every  risk.  We  did  not  advise  the  survey  of  one  additional  acre  at  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope;  we  did  not  recommend  that  any  lands  whatever  should  be  thrown  into  the 
market;  for,  as  already  said,  we  believed  in  the  improbability  of  their  sale;  all  we  pro- 
posed was,  that  if  any  party  should  come  forward  and  actually  apply  for  some  particular 
lands,  and  guarantee  the  Government  against  the  possibility  of  expense  by  the  survev, 
they  should  be  surveyed  accordingly,  and  put  up  to  auction  and  sold  to  the  highest  bidder. 
When  these  suggestions,  having  met  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
reached  the  colony,  the  Governor  mentioned  his  fear  that  the  lands  would  never  sell ;  the 
surveyor-general  expressed  deep  concern  and  anxiety  at  the  evils -which,  he  feared,  might 
accrue  from  the  proposed  course,  and  described  that  which  he  would  suggest.  Upon 
examining  this  scheme,  we  were  gratified  to  find  that  it  was  exactly  the  same  as  ours,  with 
the  single  exception,  that  the  surveyor-general  would  have  retained  the  power  of  disposing 
of  lands  by  valuation.  To  this  we  pointed  out  the  objections,  which  are  so  obvious  that 
they  need  not  be  repeated ;  but  in  all  other  respects  we  readily  recommended  an  assent  to 
the  proposal  which  the  surveyor-general  had  offered  in  his  own  name,  and  this,  we  find, 
was  approved  and  acted  on  accordingly.

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Extract  of  a  DESPATCH  from  Sir  Geo.  Napier  to  Lord  Stanley,  No.  219,  of 

22(1  November  1843. 

In  regard  to  the  proposed  redemption  of  the  quit-rents,  I  beg  to  state  that  I  have  for 
the  present  authorized  the  sale  of  such  rents  to  the  extent  of  40,000 /L  only,  as  being 
probably  safiicient,  with  the  other  funds  at  the  disposal  of  Government,  to  meet  the 
deniands  for  the  extinction  of  the  colonial  debts  ;  but  that  object  being  attained,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  highly  beneficial  to  allow  the  whole  of  the  quit-rents  to  be 
redeemed  on  the  same  terms,  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  in  certain  portions  annually  to 
public  works,  for  the  development  of  the  resources  of  the  colony,  and  the  encouragement 
of  European  immigration,  by  which  the  consumption  of  dutiable  articles  would  be  greatly 
augmented,  and  the  loss  of  the  land  revenue  be  in  a  few  years  more  than  compensated,  and 
by  which  the  moral  as  well  as  the  physical  strength  of  the  population  would  be  increased; 
neither  of  which  advantages  can  be  expected  from  the  importation,  upon  however  large 
a  scale,  of  blacks,  who,  although  desirable  and  even  valuable  as  labourers,  do  not  feel  the 
wants,  or  possess  the  acquirements  of  civilized  life;  nor  in  their  necessary  distribution 
among  the  comparatively  thinly  scattered  inhabitants  is  there  any  probability  that  they 
will,  generally  speaking,  for  many  years  to  come,  be  more  than  mere  machines,  unable  to 
compete  with  the  European  in  anytiiing  but  mere  labour,  and  adding  little  to  the  advance- 
ment of  the  real  interests  of  the  colony. 


ExTKACT  of  Mr.  Montagues  Report  to  Sir  G.  Napier. 

In  the  month  of  August  last  I  brought  the  means  of  redeeming  the  land  rents  under 
notice,  with  a  view  to  raise  funds  for  liquidating  this  debt  (see  Enclosure,  No.  3).  Yoiur 
Excellency  then  expressed  your  concurrence  in  the  scheme,  and  your  readiness  to  carry 
it  out.  The  annual  land  rents  on  the  books  amount  to  something  above  14,000  /.,  which 
at  15  years'  purchase  is  210,000  /•  But  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  present  object  that  they 
should  be  redeetaed.  The  redemption  of  about  40,000  /.  would  be  sufficient.  It  must  at 
the  same  time  be  borne  in  mind,  that  although  the  revenue  would  be  reduced  by  the 
measure  to  the  extent  of  the  annual  value  of  the  redemptions  effected,  the  interest  of  the 
debentures  would  be  reduced  in  the  same  ratio.  If  it  should  be  considered  advisable  to 
allow  all  the  land-rents  to  be  redeemed,  and  apply  the  residue,  after  discharging  the  debt, 
to  public  works,  to  immigration,  or  to  any  other  system  of  productive  investment  which 
would  tend  to  decrease  the  Government  expenditure  (which  is  tantamount  to  an  increased 
revenue),  or  which  would  have  the  effect  of  decreasing  expenditure  in  commerce,  trade, 
manufactures,  or  labour,  or  of  increasing  the  consumption  of  colonial  produce,  or  dutiable 
imported  articles,  an  increase  of  revenue  must,  I  doubt  not,  be  very  soon  experienced, 
equivalent  to  the  loss  of  redeemed  land-rent. 

On  the  28th  August  I  submitted  to  your  Excellency  the  accompanying  memorandum 
and  abstract  respecting  the  land-rents  which  were  in  arrear  at  that  date.  They  then 
amounted  to  20,233/.  is.  6 id.;  of  that  sum  1,935/.  is.  o|{/.  were,  it  will  be  seen,  not 
available,  and  about  3,025/.  6s.  g^d.  have  since  been  collected.  There  remains  therefore 
15,272/.  135.  Sd.  to  be  collected. 

Memobandom. 

I  SUBMIT  for  your  Excellency's  information  a  statement  which  I  have  prepared  from 
the  returns  furnished  by  the  respective  Civil  Commissioners,  in  their  answers  to  mv  cir- 
cular letter  of  the  7th  July  last  (copy  of  which  I  enclosed),  of  the  arrears  of  land-rent 
due  in  the  several  divisions  of  the  colony  up  to  the  31st  December  1842,  amounting  to 
^0,^33/-  is.  6Jrf. 

By  the  enclosed  returns  it  appears  that  the  amount  of  arrears  in  1839  was,  21,839/.  7**  3^- J 
in  1840,  24,272/.  3s.  gd.;  and  in  1841,  25,176/.  6s.  5d. 

With  a  view  to  a  speedy  collection  of  the  recoverable  part  of  these  arrears,  and  of 
enabling  the  Civil  Commissioners  to  write  off  from  their  books  the  bad  debts  under  this  head, 
I  propose,  with  your  Excellency's  permission,  to  address  a  circular  letter  to  those  officers, 
of  which  the  enclosed  copy  is  submitted  for  your  consideration.  I  hope  also  by  this  let- 
ter to  elicit  information  upon  certain  points  which  may  serve  as  data  on  which  to  found 
the  draft  of  an  ordinance  that  I  would  suggest  should  be  introduced  to  facilitate  the 
resumption  of  lands  under  circumstances  where  it  would  seem  to  be  at  present  question- 
able whether  the  Government  has  the  power  to  exercise  that  right  Your  Excellency  will 
perceive  by  the  accompanying  copy  of  a  correspondence  with  the  Attorney-general  and 
this  office,  that  such  an  ordinance  has  already  been  contemplated.  There  is  little  doubt 
that  from  laxity  in  collection,  the  prevention  of  which  the  proposed  circular  contemplates, 
the  Government  has  suffered  losses  which  it  ought  not  to  have  sustained ;  but  it  is  equally 
certain,  that  in  the  present  state  of  the  law,  and  from  the  difficulty  and  expense  of  reco- 
vering by  legal  process,  arrears  have  of  necessity  accumulated  which  it  was  not  in  the 
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Appendix,  No.  16.  power  of  the  collectors  always  to  prevent,  and  I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the 
'  .M  announcement,  by  an  ordinance  such  as  that  which  I  contemplate,  of  the  power  and  deter- 
mination of  the  Government  to  resume  lands  in  certain  cases,  would  operate  as  a  preven- 
tive, and  if  it  should  not,  the  Government  would  be  in  a  position,  where  recovery  of  rent 
is  doubtful,  to  dispose  of  resumed  lands  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  revenue^  without 
resorting  to  legal  proceedings,  the  issue  of  which  might  be  the  payment  of  costs  exceeding 
the  amount  recovered. 

As  your  Excellency  has  received  peremptory  instructions  for  the  extinction,  as  early  as 
practicable,  of  the  paper  money  debt  of  this  colony,  it  would  seem  desirable  that  all  prac- 
tically available  means  for  that  purpose  should  be  speedily  realized.  I  would,  therefore, 
with  your  Excellency's  sanction,  propose  that  a  scheme  for  the  general  redemption  of  these 
quit-rents,  such  as  holders  of  lana  on  that  tenure  are  likely  to  avail  themselves  of,  shall  be 
offered  for  their  acceptance. 

With  this  view  I  would  suggest,  as  an  inducement  to  persons  who  might  not  otherwise 
be  able  or  disposed  to  buy  on  the  servitude  upon  their  property,  that  the  terms  of  redemp- 
tion should  be  made  as  favourable  to  the  proprietors  of  quit-rent  lands  as  a  proper  con- 
sideration of  their  circumstances,  and  a  just  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  Government,  will 
allow. 

The  legal  rate  of  interest  in  this  colony  has  been  for  many  years  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
and  at  that  rate  the  colonisu  have  always  had  the  opportunity  afforded  them  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  redeeming  their  quit-rents,  which  is  equal  to  16  years  and  eight  months  of  the 
annual  rent.  There  is  no  instance  that  I  can  learn  of  its  having  been  redeemed  at  that 
rate.  On  the  21st  October  1841  the  Government  authorized  the  Civil  Commissioner  of 
the  Cape  Division  to  offer  to  holders  of  lands  in  that  division,  whose  annual  quit-rent  did 
not  exceed  20«.,  to  redeem  them  by  15  years*  purchase,  but  no  persons  have  availed  them- 
selves of  it. 

I  think,  notwithstanding  that  circumstance,  that  if  made  a  general  measure,  it  would  be 
sufficiently  accommodating  to  the  colonists,  and  productive  to  the  Government,  if  the  redemp- 
tion of  all  quit-rents  were  to  be  fixed  at  15  years'  purchase  of  the  annual  rent,  and  I  would 
therefore  propose  that  as  the  rate,  and  that  the  purchase-money  should  be  paid  by  instal- 
ments, the  amount  of  which,  and  the  time  of  payment,  to  be  hereafter  graduated  in  propor- 
tion to  the  sum  to  be  paid  for  the  redemption ;  the  time  in  no  case,  however,  to  exceed  five 
years,  and,  as  a  security,  the  land  in  the  meantime  to  be  rendered  (bv  an  Ordinance,  if 
necessary)  liable  for  the  unpaid  instalments,  until  the  whole  shall  have  been  liquidated. 

I  am  of  opinion,  from  the  information  1  have  obtained,  that  upon  these  terms  the  quit- 
rents  wrll  be  redeemed,  if  not  wholly,  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  I  anticipate  that  by 
these  means  the  Government  will  be  enabled  within  a  comparatively  short  period  to 
liquidate  the  whole  of  its  debt. 

I  beg  to  enclose  a  letter  I  have  verv  recently  received  from  the  Civil  Commissioner 
of  the  Cape  Division,  recommending  the  redemption  of  a  quit-rent  of  1  /.  171.  6d.  per 
annum  by  15  years'  purchase.

Land  Office,  Victoria,  Hong  Kong, 
Sir,  6  Julj'  1 843.    ' 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  lay  before  you,  for  the  information  of  his  Excellency  the 
Governor,  the  following  report  of  the  present  state  of  the  roads  and  buildings  in 
this  colony,  with  some  remarks  upon  the  plans  I  would  propose  to  be  adopted  in 
future.  It  is  now  not  probable  that  the  survey  of  the  northern  part  of  the  island, 
at  present  in  progress,  will  be  completed  in  time  for  me  to  lay  down  upon  it  any  of 
the  improvements  I  suggest;  but  I  shall  be  able  to  refer  to  it  by  the  number  of 
lots  and  otherwise ;  so  that  I  believe  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  understanding 
all  I  wish  to  express. 

A  glance  at  the  town,  as  it  at  present  stands  upon  the  survey,  will  show  that 
more  regularity  might  have  been  preserved  in  the  buildings  upon  either  side  of 
the  "  Queen's  Road ;"  but  though  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  has  not  been 
attended  to,  still  the  most  material  point,  a  good  and  sufficient  width  of  street, 
has  been  secured,  for  in  no  place  is  this  road  less  than  fifty  (50)  feet  wide,  and  in 
general  it  much  exceeds  that.  Of  all  the  various  contracts  which  have  been  entered 
into  for  the  completion  of  different  portions  of  it,  one  remark  may  be  made,  that, 
without  exception,  they  were  undertaken  at  prices  for  which  it  was  utterly  impos- 
sibie  they  could  be  done,  and  therefore  much  delay  was  caused ;  for  when  the  con- 
tractors were  unable  to  complete  their  work,  they  either  were  imprisoned  for  non- 
fulfilment  of  their  contracts,  or  absconded  to  save  themselves  from  the  conse- 
quences of  having  broken  them ;  and  even  now,  with  the  experience  they  have 
h^d,  the  Chinese  can  only  form  a  tolerably  accurate  estimate  when  the  matter  is 
put  before  them  in  the  simplest  possible  manner,  and  giving  length  and  breadth, 
with  an  uniform  depth  of  cutting  throughout. 

On  looking  at  the  survey,  the  present  length  of  the  Queen's  Road  will  be  seen, 
and  it  is  being  extended  both  to  the  eastward  and  westward.  The  former,  how- 
ever, is  the  direction  in  which  it  is  more  immediately  required,  as  several  dwelling 
houses  have  been  already  built  in  that  neighbourhood,  and  also  the  extensive 
warehouses  and  bazaars  of  Messrs.  Jardine,  Matheson,  &  Co.,  to  which  there  Is, 
as  yet,  no  approach  for  carriages.  I  would  propose  that  the  Queen's  Road  be 
continued  entirely  round  the  island ;  and  I  am  satisfied,  from  personal  inspection, 
that  though  in  some  places  there  will  be  heavy  work,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
the  plan  being  carried  out ;  and  it  appears  to  me,  that  such  a  road  would  be 
highly  desirable,  not  merely  as  a  matter  of  convenience  to  the  inhabitants,  but 
as  a  means  of  moving  troops  with  speed  and  facility  to  any  part  of  the  island 
where  they  may  happen  to  be  required  for  the  protection  of  the  different 
villages. 

It  is  a  matter  of  necessity,  from  the  hilly  and  uneven  nature  of  the  ground  in 
this  island,  that  any  plan  of  a  town  must  be  of  a  somewhat  irregular  or  straggling 
nature.  I  would  propose,  that  along  the  southern  side  of  tlie  Queen's  Road  east- 
wards from  Government  Hill,  as  far  as  town  lot  marked  No.  14  on  the  survey, 
there  should  be  lots  for  European  shops  and  dwelling-houses,  and  along  a  part  of 
this  distance  (to  the  eastward  of  the  burial  ground)  there  might  be  a  terrace  more 
to  the  southward,  or  further  up  the  hill,  where  I  think  houses  will  be  much  in 
request  for  various  persons  in  the  employment  of  the  merchants,  who  have 
already  purchased,  or  may  purchase  marine  lots  opposite.  Upon  the  northern 
side  of  tlie  Queen's  Road,  for  the  same  distance,  there  are  a  number  of  valuable 
lots  with  sea  frontage,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  survey ;  some  of  these  have 
already  been  built  upon,  having  been  sold  by  Captain  Elliot,  or  granted  by  Mr. 
Johnston. 

As  a  situation  for  the  town  now  to  be  founded,  I  would  strongly  recommend 
the  Wong-nei-chung  Valley ;  but  as  I  have  not  yet  seen  a  survey  of  it,  I  am 
unable  to  specify  the  precise  quantity  of  land  available,  but  with  what  would  be 
reclaimed  by  the  plan  I  shall  propose,  there  would  be  ample  room  for  a  town. 

I  propose 
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I  propose  to  build  a  sea  wall  from  a  point  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  marked  No. 
84  on  the  survey,  known  as  the  ^*  Morrison  Education  Society  Hill,"  to  one  at 
that  marked  suburban  lot,  No.  2,  the  property  of  Messrs.  Jardine,  Matheson 
&  Co.  Up  the  centre  of  the  valley  I  would  have  a  canal,  with  gates  to  the  sea, 
suflSciently  deep  to  admit  of  loxge  junks  (cargo  boats)  coming  up. 

Alonjj  the  front  wall,  leaving  of  course  ample  width  for  roadway,  there  would 
be  an  extensive  range  of  warehouses ;  and  for  a  certain  distance,  up  the  valley,, 
say  to  the  present  line  of  the  Queen's  Road,  I  would  allow  only  European 
bouses  and  shops.  Across  the  road,  to  the  southward,  a  Chinese  town  might  be 
built.  I  further  propose  to  have  a  road  of  sufficient  width  entirely  round  the 
town,  at  the  foot  of  the  surrounding  hills,  and  all  the  streets  to  be  parallel  to  the 
sea  wall  in  the  front,  passing  from  a  broad  road  on  each  side  of  the  canal  into  this 
circular  road.  I  am  aware  it  may  be  thought  advisable,  for  the  sake  of  air  at 
particular  seasons,  to  have  the  streets  at  right  angles  to  the  direction  I  have 
described ;  but  I  think  it  very  probable  that  it  will  be  found  advisable  to  have 
various  small  branches  from  the  canal  into  different  streets  in  the  Chinese  part  of 
the  town,  so  as  to  enable  the  merchants  to  have  the  cargoes  landed  from  their 
junks  at  their  own  shops ;  and  this  could  only  be  done  by  having  the  streets  in  the 
direction  I  have  pointed  out.  However,  if  they  are  made  wide,  I  believe  there  is 
no  reason  to  fear  Xlie  want  of  good  air,  and  in  the  European  part  of  the  town  there 
might  be  streets  at  right  angles  to  those  already  mentioned. 

This  plan  might  be  carried  into  execution  either  by  a  grant  from  Her  Majesty's 
Government  for  the  whole  expense  of  the  sea  wall  and  canal,  and  then  letting  out 
the  various  lots,  binding  the  tenants  to  build  according  to  a  given  plan ;  or  it 
might  be  done  by  letting  the  land,  as  it  at  present  stands,  to  a  company  which 
could  probably  be  formed  for  the  purpose,  upon  condition  of  their  carrying  out 
the  plan  as  laid  down  for  them. 

The  circular  road  would  open  up  and  render  available  a  great  number  of  sitea 
for  villas  round  the  foot  of  the  hills  by  which  the  Wong-nei-chung  Valley  is  sur- 
rounded. 

To  the  westward  of  the  Government  Hill  the  Queen's  Road  has  not  been  com- 
pleted quite  so  far  the  West  Point  Barracks,  up  to  which  point  it  is  in  progress, 
and  it  will  then  be  continued  round  Navy  Bay. 

Along  the  northern  side  of  the  road,  from  the  lower  bazaar  to  the  west  bar- 
racks, there  will  be  a  number  of  lots  with  sea  frontage ;  and  upon  the  opposite; 
side  a  row  of  shops  or  dwelling-houses,  with  some  good  situations  for  villas  further 
up  the  hill. 

In  what  constitutes  now  the  bulk  of  the  town  (between  Government  Hill  and 
the  lower  bazaar)  it  appears  to  me  that  the  present  disposition  of  streets  must 
be  followed  out ;  but  more  regard  will  be  paid  to  uniformity  and  regularity  in 
building  than  has  hitherto  been  done.  In  this  locality  there  are  still  some  valuable 
lots  of  land  not  disposed  of,  and  along  the  northern  side  of  the  road  a  few  marine 
lots  have  been  retained  by  the  Government. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  has,  I  believe,  already  decided  that  the  church 
is  to  be  built  on  the  flat  space  at  the  front  of  Government  Hill.  On  the  face  of 
this  hill,  a  little  more  to  the  southward,  I  propose  to  erect  the  buildings  which  will 
be  required  for  courts  of  law,  and  various  other  offices.  There  is  ample  space  for 
two  ranges  or  terraces  without  going  further  up  the  hill  than  the  situation  known 
as  the  '^  Acclimatizing  Barracks ;"  and  thus  the  present  Government  house,  with 
whatever  additions  may  be  required  there,  for  the  secretaries  and  personal  staff  of 
His  Excellency  the  Governor,  will  remain  as  at  present,  isolated  from  all  other 
buildings  ;  nor  will  any  of  those  proposed  interfere  with  the  views  from  it.  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  has  already  spoken  of  having  a  space  of  land  reclaimed 
from  the  sea  in  front  of  this  hill,  in  order  to  form  a  public  landing  place,  with  an 
esplanade  or  public  walk.  I  propose  that  a  praya  should  be  carried  out  in  front 
of  all  the  buildings,  both  eastward  and  westward  from  Government  Hill.  East- 
wards I  would  have  it  extend  at  least  as  far  as  the  rocks,  at  the  foot  of  lot  marked 
No.  86,  in  the  survey,  (the  Heeijeebhoy  Hospital  Hill) ;  but  if  my  plan  for  reclaimr 
ing  the  land  in  front  of  the  Wong-nei-chung  Valley  were  to  be  carried  out,  then 
I  would  have  the  praya  to  go  round  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  join  the  sea  wall 
enclosing  the  reclaimed  land  ;  and  I  would  also  continue  it  eastwards  of  the  valley 
to  the  "  Point,*'  the  property  of  Messrs.  Jardine,  Matheson  &  Co.  Westwards 
from  Government  Hill  the  praya  might  be  extended  as  far  as  Navy  Bay,  and  the 
land  thus  reclaimed  would  form  a  number  of  very  valuable  marine  lots.     The  part 
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of  die  kfwer  bazaar  ivhich  is  on  die  sea  beadi,  vvill,  I  am  conTiiiced,  be  destroyed 
by  th€  first  typhoon,  or  by  a  heavy  gale  of  wind  j  but  even  were  it  substantially 
buUt,  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  it  should  be  removed,  and  the  sites  let  fw 
European  warehouses.  That  line  of  sea  frontage  is  far  too  valuable  to  be  used  for 
paltry  Chinese  shops. 

I  propose  that  a  public  road-way,  close  to  the  sea,  of  fifty  (50)  feet  in  width, 
should  be  left  on  the  praya,  the  space  between  that  and  the  houses  to  be  the  private 
property  of  the  owners  of  the  lots ;  and  that  they  should  have  permission  to  erect 
piers  for  the  convenience  of  landing  their  goods ;  with,  of  course,  the  right  of 
charging  wharfage  for  other  parties  using  them.  All  the  persons  who  have  already 
become  possessors  of  marine  lots  are  willing  to  assist  in  carrying  out  this  plan,  and 
to  pay  a  portion  of  the  expense.  In  some  cases  the  quantity  of  land  which  they 
would  gain,  after  deducting  the  fifty  feet  of  road-way,  would  be  considerable ;  in 
others,  but  small :  but,  I  believe,  in  no  one  case  would  the  road  encroach  on  lots 
already  granted  ;  and  for  whatever  land  they  did  gain,  they  would,  of  course,  be 
charged  at  the  same  rate  as  for  the  rest  of  their  lots.  In  front  of  those  marine 
lots  not  yet  disposed  of  there  can  be  no  difficulty,  for  they  may  be  put  up  to  sale, 
with  a  clause  binding  the  purchaser  to  build  his  portion  of  the  seawall.  The  dis- 
tance between  the  points  I  have  mentioned  as  the  extremities  of  the  praya  is  as  the 
crow  flies,  about  2  |  miles ;  round  the  coast  it  is,  of  course,  much  more,  being 
4  miles,  which  would  be  a  magnificent  promenade,  and  would  afford  ample  room 
for  troops,  guns,  &c.,  in  the  event  of  a  defence  of  the  island  being  necessary.  I 
hope  to  have  the  survey  put  into  my  hands  in  sufficient  time  to  mark  by  a  single 
line  the  distance  seaward  to  which  I  propose  to  carry  out  the  wall,  and  to  that  dis- 
tance I  know  from  personal  examination,  it  can  be  done,  without  any  more 
apparatus  or  means  than  we  shall  have  at  our  command  in  a  few  weeks.  The 
expense,  I  believe,  would  be  colored  by  #35,  thirty-five  dollars  per  lineal  yard, 
exclusive  of  the  filling  in,  which  would  be  done  vvith  the  earth  excavated  from  the 
lots  at  the  opposite  side  of  the  road,  for  nearly  the  whole  distance.  And  also 
that  procured  by  cutting  down  one  or  two  of  the  high  hills  by  the  sea  side,  where 
the  land  gained  would  well  repay  the  expense  of  cutting.  It  will  probably  be 
found  necessary  very  soon  to  make  some  public  landing  places ;  and  the  Govern- 
ment market,  Wo.  1 ,  will  require  to  be  enlarged  ;  for  the  former  several  pieces  of 
land  have  been  selected  at  intervals,  and  for  the  latter  the  adjacent  lot  has  been 
reserved. 

It  appears  to  me  to  be  desirable  that  in  disposing  of  land  for  building,  there 
should  be  a  classification  of  lots.  Buildings  of  a  particular  class  only  to  be  allowed 
in  certain  localities ;  for  instance,  Chinese  bazaars  only  to  be  permitted  at  intervals 
where  they  may  be  found  necessary  ;  and  a  proper  degree  of  uniformity  to  be 
insisted  on  in  building  streets. 

In  some  of  the  lots  already  built  upon,  the  proprietors  have  slightly  exceeded 
their  limits  ;  and  in  a  few  instances  they  have  taken  possession  of  less  than  the 
quantity  for  which  they  were  registered.  Much  confusion  has  arisen  from  the  land 
never  having  been  properly  set  out,  and  even  now  scarcely  any  one  knows  his 
limits.  As  soon  as  the  survey  is  finished  this  will  be  rectified,  and  the  precise 
quantity  and  shape  in  the  occupation  of  each  person  will  be  laid  down. 

There  is  only  a  single  instance  of  a  person  claiming  a  large  quantity  of  land  for 
which  he  is  not  registered. 

I  believe  I  have  referred  to  all  the  points  connected  with  the  survey  of  this  side 
of  the  island  ;  and  I  now  wish  to  notice  the  line  of  road  to  *'  Chek-Chti  "  (only  a 
small  part  of  which  will  appear  on  that  survey).  The  trace  which  has  been  made 
for  that  road,  from  the  Queen's  Road  up  to  the  top  of  the  hill  above  the  Wong- 
nei-chung  Valley,  has  been  kept  quite  too  low.  It  should  be  taken  up  the  hill 
at  the  rear  of  lot  marked  No.  79  on  the  survey  (known  as  Mr.  Mercer's),  passing 
with  a  gradual  rise  along  the  face  of  that  ridge  of  hills  under  the  bungalow  built 
by  Mr.  Matheson  ;  and  thus  it  will  gain  by  one  continuous  ascent  almost  the 
behest  point  to  be  surmounted.  I  have  not  yet  levelled  over  this  line  ;  therefore 
I  cannot  give  the  precise  gradient ;  but  I  have  gone  over  it  often  enough  to  satisfy 
myself  that  it  is  the  only  line  of  road  to  tiie  top  of  those  hills  which  will  be  avail- 
able for  carriages.  This  road  to  **  Chek-Chti  "  will  be  the  only  main  road  across 
the  island.  The  nature  of  the  ground  quite  precludes  any  other  for  carriages ;  and 
the  Queen's  Road,  if  continued  (as  I  have  suggested)  round  the  island,  will  meet 
and  unite  with  this  one  at  ^'  Tytam/'  and  from  it  there  will  be  branches  to 
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^^Saiwan"  and  other  places;  while  the  way  to  "  Shek-pae-wao/'  Hoog  Kong,  &c. 
will  be  by  the  Queen's  Road,  westward  froin  **  Victoria.'* 

The  present  path  or  tracing  of  the  "  Chek-Chd  "  road  will  form  part  of  the 
circular  road  I  have  already  spoken  of,  and  the  new  line  which  I  have  proposed 
will  open  up  some  of  the  most  beautiful  situations  on  the  island. 

I  may  remark  that  tb^e  is  everywhere  a  boundless  supply  of  stone  for  bridges, 
and  all  the  works  connected  with  the  roads  and  buildings.  In  many  instances^  I 
believe,  wood  will  be  found  to  be  the  most  suitable  material  for  bridges,  and  it  can 
be  procured  at  a  moderate  rate. 

I  endose  with  this  Re^rt  a  list  of  all  the  lots  that  have  in  any  way  been  disposed 
of  in  the  island  up  to  this  date,  specifying  by  whom  granted,  on  what  terms,  and 
«ny  other  particulars ;  and  also  dividing  them  into  the  four  classes  by  which 
they  have  hitherto  been  known,  viz.^  town,  marine,  suburban,  and  bazaar  lots ; 
sjmA  I  would  observe  that,  in  my  opinion,  there  is  only  a  single  lot  that  should  be 
placed  in  the  class  of  *^  suburban ;"  I  allude  to  the  bungalow  which  Mr.  Matheson 
has  built  on  what  is  known  as  the  ^*  Black  Mount.'*  All  the  others  are  near  the 
sea,  and  some  actually  in  the  town ;  whilst  to  the  most  remote  (not  more  than  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  distant)  good  approaches  may  be  made.  A  few  more  bazaar 
lots  have  been  built  on  than  appear  in  the  registry  ;  the  particulars  of  them  will  be 
known  when  the  survey  is  finished.

My  Lord,  Government  House,  Sydney,  13  April  1843.       to  Lord  Stanley, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  forward  herewith  copies  of  the  following  documents,    13  April  1843. 
lately  received  from  Captain  Macarthur,  at  Port  Essington  :  ■ 

1.  A  Report,  dated  the  20th  September  1842. 
On  the  subject  of  this  Report,  I  would  beg  leave  to  refer  to  Lord  J.  Russell's 

despatch  to  myself  of  the  27th  June  1841,  No.  296,  and  to  my  replies  to  the  same 
of  the  5th  May  and  3d  September  1842,  Nos.  80  and  155.* 

2.  A  further  Report,  dated  the  1st  October  1842,  with  a  Return  of  the  mean 
temperature  of  each  month^  in  the  four  years  that  Captain  Macarthur  has  passed 
at  Port  Essington. 

These  accounts  are,  I  consider,  on  the  whole  satisfactory ;  and  I  consequently 
venture  to  repeat  the  expression  of  my  hope  that  the  settlement  may  not  be 
abandoned.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  his  Excellency 
Sir  George  Gipps,  that  your  letters  of  1 9th  August  1842,  by  ''  Lynher/'  schooner, 
together  with  supplies  for  this  port,  arrived  on  17th  instant. 

Much  indeed  do  I  regret  the  delay  which  so  unaccountably  attended  my  despatch 
of

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of  the  19th  September  1841,  and  more  especially  as  it  appears  that  Commander 
Stanley's  communication  had  intervened. 

I  hope  the  present  supplies  will  render  us  independent  until  next  year,  but  the 
shipping  will  break  in  upon  them  in  some  degree ;  I  did  not  anticipate  their 
presence.  ^^* . 

I  am  sorry  to  say  we  have  had  a  trying  season  lately,  as  regards  our  health,  the 
weather  proving  hot  and  dry :  not  a  drop  of  rain  has  fallen  since  the  end  of  April ; 
we  usually  have  experienced  showers  in  July  and  August ;  however,  as  the  low 
grounds  were  well  saturated  during  the  wet  season,  by  cultivating,  as  it  were,  over 
the  receding  water,  we  have  maintained  a  continuous  supply  of  vegetable  produc- 
tions, and  are  generally  progressing  much  as  usual,  and  as  well  as  so  limited  a 
number  can  be  expected  to  do.  # 

My  anxiety  respecting  the  provisions,  which  are  of  course  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  inexperienced  parties,  is  unceasing.  I  have  stated  the  case  strongly 
to  the  Admiral,  and  hope  an  officer  will  be  especially  appointed  by  him  to  take 
charge  of  that  department. . 

Were  I  to  enter  into  a  detailed  statement  of  occurrences  for  the  past  1 2  months^ 
it  would  only  produce,  a  species  of  recapitulation  of  my  former  letter.  We  had  a 
similar  wet  season,  commencing  in  December  and  terminating  in  April,  with 
rather  less  rain.  The  Malays  came  and  departed  much  in  their  usual  manner, 
excepting  that  they  have  experienced  a  new  sort  of  monsoon,  and  had  so  much 
easterly  winds  in  the  north-west  season,  that  only  those  who  arrived  early  on  the 
coast  could  reach  their  proper  ground  in  the  Gulf  of  Carpentaria  ;  and  I  fear,  they 
returned  home  much  discouraged  and  dispirited. 

Mr.  Earl  arrived  from  Sincapore  with  a  stock  of  buffalo.  I  am  happy  to  say 
that  we  succeeded  tolerably  well  with  them,  keeping  them  in  better  health,  and 
subsisting  them  on  hay,  then  cautiously  returning  to  grass.  We  had  also  a  large 
stock  of  hogs,  which  furnished  excellent  meat ;  these,  together  with  the  vegetables 
and  fruit,  proved  highly  beneficial. 

On  26th  May,  a  fine  ship,  "  Lord  Auckland,"  of  600  tons,  carrying  900,  called 
in  on  her  way  from  New  Zealand ;  she  sailed  again  on  the  29tb ;  and,  by  some 
mismanagement  of  the  captain,  in  avoiding  one  danger,  '*  Orontes  Shoal,"  ran 
upon  another,  the  reef  off  Vasheen  Head.  After  six  days'  unceasing  exertion  with 
a  party  of  our  men  under  Mr.  Earl,  she  was  got  oflF,  and  reached.**  Victoria  Aachor- 
age.'*  There  was  evident  necessity  to  '*  heave  her  out,"  and  examine  the  damages 
sustained.  We  had  not  the  ordinary  means,  and  therefore  no  one  would  under- 
take it.  Presuming  it  was  my  duty  to  do  all  I.  could  to  save  her,  I  conducted  the 
necessary  operations  after  certain  methods  of  my  own,  and  it  was  happily  effiscted 
without  any  accident  whatever.  On  July  31st,  she  finally  departed  for  Sincapore 
or  Bombay. 

A  young  merchant  named  Almeeda,  from  Sincapore,  has  established  a  connexion 
with  various  parties  at  the  different  islands,  and  is  now  likely  to  visit  us  with  some 
regularity.  I  hope  thus  to  procure,  at  stated  periods,  moderate  supplies  of  live 
stock  ;  and  it  appears  to  me,  that  many  species  of  stores  may  be  procured  through 
this  channel  at  a  considerable  saving  to  the  public  :  it  may  possibly  be  necessary 
sometimes  to  do  so.  This  gentleman  purposes  availing  himself  of  the  regulations 
jproposed  by  Sir  Gordon  Bremer,  for  the  rental  of  land,  and  I  have  actually  prepared 
the  necessary  documents.  He  is  to  bring  from  Sincapore  a  suitable  building,  as  a 
store  and  dwelling-house,  and,  as  I  cannot  allow  the  employment  of  my  men  in 
their  private  hours,  he  will  also  engage  mechanics  at  Sincapore,  and  when  this  work 
is  completed  convey  them  back. 

I  beg  to  remark  here,  that  the  engagement  of  a  suitable  person  to  be  employed 
as  gardener,  I  mean  a  labouring  man  from  one  of  the  islands,  would  well  compen- 
sate. I  now  clearly  perceive  that  no  man,  ignorant  of  the  treatment  of  soil  in 
tropical  regions,  can  succeed  without  considerable  experience,  and  possessing  the 
good  sense  to  abandon  preconceived  notions  and  prejudices.  I  am  speaking  from 
actual  observation  and  experience. 

The  man  who  came  here  with  us  was  a  notable  instance  of  the  mischief  accruing 
from  such  species  of  ignorance,  and  certainly  retarded  rather  than  advanced  our 
progress  in  cultivation.  He  was  sent  by  me  to  the  islands  purposely  to  inform 
himself  on  these  points,  and  returned,  declaring  that  the  islanders  were  ignorant  of 
all  science,  and  that  he  had  gained  '^  no  information  whatever,  the  people  being 
centuries  behind  us;"  he  could  see  no  further.  Had  I  sent  one  of  our  practical 
laboiirers,  he  would,  perhaps,  have  acquired  the  very  information  we  were  seeking 
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lifter.  Without  noticiag  wbetber  the  plans  pursued  were  scientific  or  not,  and  he 
would  have  proved  useful. 

The  enclosures  which  his  Excellency  has  directed  should  be  forwarded  to  me, 
namely^  copy  of  a  despatch,  No.  296,  of  the  year  1841,  reeeived  from  the  Right     Printed  Papers, 
honourable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  respecting  the  settlement  at  P*  ^9- 

Fort  Essington,  together  with  a  copy  of  his  Excelleiicy's  reply,  No.  80,  &c.  &c.  I 
have  peru^  with  intense  interest.  This  subject,  Sir,  has  necessarily  occupied  ray 
unremitted  attention.  Mr«  Earl  has  been  constantly  urged  to  collect  and  embody 
information  that  might  tend  to  dispel  the  doubts  which  seem  to  influence  the  pubUf 
mind  respecting  the  internal  capabilities  and  external  coonexions  of  this  portion  of 
North  Australia.  Our  numbers  have  been  much  too  limited  to  admit  of  distant 
»  research.  I  considered  Lieutenant  Stewart's  Report  very  decidedly  in  favour  of 
the  soil.  He  was  also  accompanied  by  the  botaoioal  collector,  who  spoke  in  high 
terms  of  the  country  east  of  Victoria,  and  of  its  productions ;  deolaring  it  and 
them  to  be  in  every  respect  superior.  They  discovered  herds  of  fine  bufialo,  and 
the  natives  tell  us  of  horses  too*  It  appears  to  me  satisfu^torily  conclusive,  that 
generally  the  soil  is  not  such  as  it  is  characterized  to  be,  by  Dr.  Wilson  especially^ 
and  some  others,  who  have,  after  a  mere  footing  upon  its  shores,  pronounced  it  to 
be  unfit  for  agricultural  purposes.  Brery  visitor  heie  from  those  quarters  whence 
we  sdiould  expect  men  to  acquire  some  practieal  knowledge,  unhesitatingly  declare 
they  would  succeed  with  any  of  the  tmpical  productions^  at  this  plhce,  £vecy  bay 
in  this  port  has  its  savannah  or  savannahs,  and  these  run  bagk  into  the  hollows  to 
a  considerable  extent.  Here,  I  suppose,  rice  of  tiie  description  *^  orixa  satioa,''  and 
*^  oriza  pnecox,"  might  easily  be  cultivated ;  and  the  ^^  oriza  muteea,"  might  pro^r 
bably  be  grown  on  the  rising  ground,  or,  more  certainly,  that  mixed  species  '^  oriza 
|;lutinosa/'  which  succeeds  either  in  wet  or  dry  culture. 

The  extensive  sea  frontage  of  this  port  appears  to  me  peculiarly  adapted  to  the 
settlement  of  such  people  as  our  neighbouring  islanders;  but  the  present  object 
of  our  Government  to  realise  a  certain  value  for  lands,  as  done  elsewhere,  is  on 
such  a  scale  as  will  surely  prove  fotal  to  the  hopes  of  this  class  of  people  on 
coming  here  ;  and  it  will  be  difficult  for  large  speculators  to  approach  the  territory, 
before  a  considerable  number  of  them  is  established,  so  that  labourers  may  be  pro* 
cured.  They  look  for  a  place  of  habitation,  no  matter  how  circumscribed,  along 
the  shores ;  and  if  encouraged,  it  is  evident  to  me,  from  all  that  I  bear,  they  would 
fly  to  the  protection  and  fostering  care  of  the  British  Government,  of  which  they 
enteitain  most  enthusiastic  notions ;  and  I  am  confident  they  would,  under  a  judi- 
cious and  kind  treatment,  become  most  loyal  subjects.  They  are  by  no  means 
deficient  in  energy,  frugal  in  their  habits,  and  generally  intelligent. 

I  do  not  perceive  how  it  can  be  demonstrated,  that  speculators  may  hope  to  be 
certainly  indemnified  when  at  once  creating  an  establishment  here  for  agricultural 
pursuits,  with  servants  and  labourers  of  whose  language  and  habits  of  life  they 
know  nothing,  whilst  they  must  pay  the  same  price  for  land  which  \i'Ould  obtain 
it  in  a  temperate  dimate,  where  all  the  pursuits,  objects,  and  agfents  are  alike 
familiar  to  them.  It  appears  to  tne  that  they  will  need  peculiar  encouragmetit  at 
first ;  that,  if  possible,  to  complete  such  a  compact,  something  should  depend  on 
success  hereafter,  instead  of  paying  itnmediately  on  occupation. 

I  have  noticed  before,  that  the  Malay  fishermen  would  emigrate  in  numbers, 
but  for  this,  to  them,  insurmountable  obstacle. 

Could  such  a  population  be  first  introduced,  then  the  land  would  be  greatly 
enhanced  in  value.  It  is  only  known  to  a  comparatively  few  in  England  how 
quickly  returns  may  be  made  in  cottons,  tobacco,  rice^  &c.  I  fKiflessly  pronounce 
that  European  labourers  will  never  be  successfully  employed  here,  whilst  among 
that  class  of  people  the  love  of  ardent  spirits  is  so  prevalent.  It  should  also  be 
considered  that  the  moment  they  land  here,  they  literally  commence  life  de  novo : 
strange  climate,  strange  soil,  strange  productions,  strange  pursuits,  all  demanding 
change  of  habits,  and  at  last  effJecting  a  change  even  in  the  constitution. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  trade  it  is  supposed  the  Macassar  people  would 
induce.  I  think  there  is  some  error  here.  All  these  people  are  hired,  apparently, 
•by  the  Chinese  established  at  Macassar,  and  only  a  few  solitary  instances  of 
iixdependent  men  amongst  them  occur ;  but  if  this  port  be  opened  under  liberal 
^regulations,  it  is  not  easy  to  foretel  the  consequences  on  these  densely  populated 
places^.  Doubtless  a  great  revolution  would  soon  take  place  throughout  the  whole 
Archipelago,  and  British  influence  would  universally  prevail  throughout. 

178.  I  In 
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In  some  bne  of  my  previbtis  despatches  I  have  adverted  to  the  information 
gained  from  natives  respecting  the  superior  character  of  the  country  east  of  us; 
Under  our  recent  circumstances,  and  paucity  of  numbers,  it  has  not  been  practi- 
cable to  extend  our  researches  thither ;  but  now,  as  the  "  Camelion"  will  have  no 
better  object,  her  commander  has,  in  a  most  spirited  manner,  undertaken  to 
examine  the  coast,  and  Mr.  Earl  will  receive  instructions  from  me  to  push  occa- 
sionally into  the  interior,  and  examine  the  country,  its  productions,  &c.,  and 
ascertain  if  the  natives  are  such  as  they  are  described  to  be.  We  have  had  visitors 
from  some  of  these  tribes,  and  sent  them  away  well  satisfied  of  our  kind  feeling 
towards  them ;  and  also  some  others,  who  came  in  a  strong  body  from  Alligator 
River,  who  gave  us  some  interesting  accounts  of  their  country ;  describing  it  as 
mountainous  and  cold.  They  must,  also,  have  a  species  of  fawn  or  deer  there, 
since,  whilst  they  gave  it  the  same  name  which  they  use  for  goat,  yet  they  seemed 
anxious  to  make  us  understand  there  was  some  difference.  I  endeavoured  to 
conciliate  these  people  by  every  means ;  induced  them  to  exhibit  their  skill  in 
throwing  the  spear,  their  swiftness  of  foot,  and  finally,  to  their  great  delight,  their 
voracity  in  devouring  boiled  rice.  In  the  two  former  they  are  miserably  deficient, 
in  the  latter  their  prowess  is  quite  alarming. 

These  poor  creatures  evinced  many  little  traits  of  character ;  such  as  simplicity, 
mutual  affection.  Those  of  our  tribe,  as  we  call  them,  would  not  at  first  partake 
of  the  rice,  considering  that  I  had  intended  it  only  for  their  guests;  but  when  I 
desired  them  to  eat,  as  there  would  be  sufficient  provided,  afler  considerable 
hesitation,  they  complied.  I  think  there  were  about  70.  They  formed  into  groups ; 
some  sat  down  and  sang,  whilst  others  made  a  grand  **  corobberee,"  with  panto* 
mimic  exhibitions  imitative  of  their  mode  of  hunting  and  killing  the  wild  fowl.  A 
happier  number  of  faces  I  never  beheld. 

Mr.  Earl  has  this  moment  presented  to  me  his  Report.  It  is  rather  voluminous ; 
nevertheless,  concise  and  perspicuous  in  style,  much  more  interesting  than  the 
last,  and  opening  out  sources  of  trade,  in  a  manner,  to  my  apprehension,  so 
decided,  that  I  shall  wonder  indeed  if  it  has  not  some  effect. 

I  can  only  take  time  to  assure  his  Excellency  that  I  deeply  regret  my  inability 
to  procure  a  duplicate ;  and  I  have,  on  consideration,  I  hope  not  erroneously,  come 
to  the  conclusion  that,  as  the  ship  is  proceeding  to  the  Mauritius,  the  preferable 
mode  would  be  to  transmit  this  document  at  once  to  the  Colonial  Office,  with  such 
other  remarks  relative  to  Port  Essington  as  occur  to  me. 

The  ^*  Camelion,"  Lieutenant  Hunter,  commander,  arrived  here  on   the  2(1 
instant.     T  received  by  her  a  letter  from  the  naval  commander-in-chief,  informing 
me  that  the  detachment  here  was  turned  over  from  the  "  Alligator"  to  the  "  Corn 
wallis.'^ 

Lieutenant  Hunter  has  evinced  every  readiness  to  comply  with  my  wishes  on 
every  subject^  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  he  is  not  instructed  to  take  the  victualling 
department. 

As  he  will  proceed  to  Sourabaya  for  some  supplies  about  the  1st  of  next  month 
(the  ^*  Pylades  '*  being  expected  to  relieve  him,  we  have  deemed  it  prudent  to  be 
prepared  for  her),  I  shall  by  her  forward  to  you  Mr.  EarPs  Report  (duplicat^)^ 
with  some  other  documents  respecting  our  position  here.

^   I  HAVE  the  honour  again  to  address  you   (having  done  so  on  20th  ultimo  by 
<*  Lynher"),  and  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  25th  August  1841.

I  am  happy  to  add,  for  his  Excellency's  information,  that  our  sick-list  has 

happily 
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happily  diminished  to  one  man.  The  weather,  which  was  rather  sultry  and  op- 
pressive, has  improved. 

I  now  have  the  honour  to  transmit  a  copy  of  Mr.  Earl's  memoir,  which,  I  con- 
x:eive,  will  deeply  interest  his  Excellency,  and  repeat  my  regret  that  it  was  not  in 
my  power  to  forward  it  before.  I  have  already  said  that  a  copy  was  transmitted 
direct  to  the  Colonial  OflSice,  Downing-street.  I  also  enclose,  for  the  same  object, 
a  paper  of  Mr.  EarFs,  containing  information  he  has  collected  from  the  Malays 
during  their  visits  here :  this  is  not  so  important,  and  appears  to  me  to  contain 
Jittle  more  than  may  be  collected  from  my  various  communications.  I  cannot 
exactly  agree  with  him  as  to  the  amount  resulting  from  the  Trepang  Fishery ;  it  is 
but  a  secondary  consideration,  and  his  estimate  is,  I  fear,  too  flattering.  Neither 
do  I  understand  that  the  fishermen  live,  in  the  intervening  times  of  their  voyages* 
here  on  their  profits  ;  on  the  contrary,  they  embark  in  various  adventures.  Not  a 
few  go  to  Sincapore,  returning  to  Macassar  in  time  to  come  on  this  coast. 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  mercantile  interests  of  this  place  will,  after  all,  be  but 
limited  until  the  capabilities  of  the  land  be  fairly  tested,  and  it  be  proved  that  the 
ordinary  productions  of  tropical  regions  can  be  raised  ;  this  I  hold  to  be  a  para- 
mount object  of  speculation  in  landed  interests.  To  ascertain  the  truth,  we  ought 
to  have  a  few  practical  men  from  the  places  most  noted  for  certain  products.  Java 
would  furnish  men  of  the  most  general  information  on  rice,  cotton,  coffee,  sugar, 
and  Amboyna,  others  for  the  various  spices. 

It  is  true  what  we  have  tried  of  cottons  has  been  in  our  gardens.  Some  few 
specimens  brought  by  Mr.  Earl  I  planted,  by  way  of  experiment,  in  April,  after 
the  rains ;  they  are  now  in  full  bloom,  and  1  had  an  opportunity  of  submitting  a 
sample  to  the  judgment  of  two  French  gentlemen,  passengers  by  "  Lynher"  to  the 
Isle  of  France  ;  they  declared  it  was  excellent  in  quality,  and  appeared  surprised 
on  learning  the  period  at  which  it  had  been  planted  and  the  time  of  its  reaching 
maturity.  I  suppose  a  finer  climate  and  seasons  cannot  be  found  in  all  the  world 
for  the  cultivation  of  this  article.  During  the  four  years  of  our  experience  the 
season  for  collecting  would  have  been  most  perfect,  not  a  drop  of  rain  falling  to 
injure  the  cotton  :  its  purity  of  colour  is  unrivalled. 

I  think  Mr.  Almeida  will  eventually  induce  others  to  speculate ;  I  have  done 
everything  consistent  with  the  prohibitions  contained  in  Her  Majesty's  commis- 
sipn,  and  the  terms  adopted  in  Sir  Gordon  Bremer's  proposals,  to  encourage  his 
attempts ;  he  will  not  be  at  all  deceived,  happen  what  may. 

I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  also^  for  his  Excellency's  information,  a  partial 
digest  of  a  meteorological  journal,  not  (I  beg  to  say)  without  some  hesitation,  as 
it  must  be  understood  to  have  no  pretensions  whatever  to  scientific  perfection  ;  it 
will  however,  I  can  vouch,  afford  a  tolerably  accurate  notion  of  our  temperature, 
and  the  general  character  of  our  seasons.  Having  no  instruments  is  rather  unfor- 
tunate, as  w  itb  them  I  should  have  been  gratified  in  the  pursuit  of  more  satisfac- 
tory information,  and  I  believe  I  could  have  offered  some  interesting  results ;  I 
have  not  sent  a  copy  of  this  document  home. 

The  "  Camelion  "  is  proceeding  to  Coupang  and  Sourabaya.  I  have  directed 
Mr.  Earl  to  avail  himself  of  this  opportunity,  and  Lieutenant  Hunter  will  call  in  at 
Macassar  and  Sandlewood  Island,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  pursue  his  inquiries 
at  those  places,  especially  the  former,  about  which  we  naturally  feel  so  much 
interest,  from  our  intercourse  with  the  Malays. 

I  have  requested  Mr.  Earl  to  forward  immediately  to  his  Excellenicy  the 
Governor  any  information  he  may  collect. 

On  the  '*  Camelion's "  return  Lieutenant  Hunter  promises  to  pursue  our  re- 
searches east  of  us,  which  I  am  really  anxious  to  have  done.

Copy  of  a  DESPATCH  from  Governor  Sir  George  Gipps  to  Lord  Stanley.

Parker,  dated  the  19th  April  last. 

I  have  at  the  same  time  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  despatch 
(No.  226)  of  the  26th  December  1842,  on  the  subject  of  Port  Essington,  where- 
vitb  was  enclosed  to  me  a  copy  of  a  note  which  had  been  addressed  by  Sir  John 
Barrow  to  Mr.  Hope  on  the  2d  of  that  month,  representing  the  state  of  banishment 
in  which  the  small  garrison  under  Captain  Macarthur  is  livmg  at  that  place. 

I  beg  to  assure  your  Lordship  that  I  have  been  in  no  way  unmindful  of  the 
settlement  at  Port  Essington ;  and  the  private  letters  which  I  have  received  from 
Captain  Macarthur  abound  in  expressions  of  thankfulness  for  my  attention  to  his 
wants;  but  it  is  perhaps  necessary  I  should  remind  your  Lordship  that  Port 
Essington  is  2,000  miles  from  Sydney,  and  that  opportunities  of  communicating 
with  it  occur  but  rarely.  The  passage  from  Sydney  to  Port  Essington  through 
Torres*  Straits  (which,  however,  is  impracticable  from  October  to  March)  may  be 
considered,  on  an  average,  to  occupy  from  three  to  four  weeks ;  but  the  return 
from  Port  Essii^ton  to  Sydney  will  rarely  take  less  tlian  six  weeks.  (The 
**  North  Star"  was  three  months  on  her  passage.) 

I  think  it  extremely  desirable  that  Captain  Macarthur's  garrison  should  be 
changed,  and  this  might  be  done  with  great  ease  by  the  Admiral  on  the  Indian 
station ;  but  it  would,  I  apprehend,  in  no  way  accord  with  the  views  of  Her 
Majesty *s  Government  were  I  to  send  troops  from  this  colony  to  Port  Essington. 

In  respect  to  the  disposal  of  land  at  the  settlement  I  have  never  felt  myself  at 
liberty  to  give  any  directions  since  those  which  were  reported  in  my  despatch 
(No.  155)  of  the  20th  November  1839;  ^^^  ^  certainly  think  it  desirable  that 
Captain  Macarthur  shoukl  be  authorized  to  sell  land  in  small  quantities^  provided 
it  can  be  done  consistently  with  the  provisions  of  the  5th  &  6th  Vict.  c.  36. 

Mr.  Earl,  who  arrived  in  Sydney  by  the  "  North  Star,"  will  return  to  Port 
Essington  by  the  first  opportunity,  after  having  been  made  a  magistrate  and  acorn* 
aiissioner  of  Crown  lands.  I  shall  avail  mysdJf  of  the  opportunity  of  his  return  to 
send  two  or  three  cows  to  the  settlement. 

Your  Lordship  will  perceive  by  the  documents,  of  which  I  enclose  copies,  that 
in  other  respects  the  settlement  is  well  supplied.

(Extracts.) 

Sir,  Victoria,  22  April  1843. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  address  you,  for  the  information  of  his  Excellency  Sir 
George  Oipps,  and  to  request  you  will  be  so  obliging  as  to  present  my  apologies 
for  what  I  feel  must  and  will  be  a  very  defective  communication.  I  shall  hope 
that  Captain  Sir  Everard  Home  will  do  me  the  justice  to  bear  testimony  that 
there  has  been  no  deficiency  of  application.  Our  circumstances  here  have  under- 
gone a  great  change  by  the  arrival  of  Her  Majesty's  ship  *'  North  Star,"  attended 
by  the  "  Alligator"  troop  ship,  with  a  considerable  supply  of  provisions,  and  I 
could  wish  that  my  requisitions  on  the  Commissariat  at  Sydney  could  be  counter- 
manded ;  that  upon  the  Ordnance  department  is  still  desirable,  the  slop  clothing 
excepted.  Sir  Everard  Home  having  furnished  himself  with  every  information 
purposely  to  arrange  for  future  supplies,  I  can  add  nothing. 

We  now  hold  a  large  supply  of  all  descriptions  of  stores  for  the  **  Fly'*  and 
''  Bramble.** 

I  will  concisely  transcribe  a  few  remarks  respecting  the, settlement. 

Early  in  October  the  rains  commenced ;  it  has  heretofore  been  usual  to  do  so 
early  in  December  only.  December  and  January  proved  very  wet,  with  severe 
gales  of  wind,  and  heavy  squalls ;  indeed  nothing  (for  such  continuance)  can  be 
conceived  worse.  The  pier  so  damaged  that  it  will  require  to  be  rebuilt^  A  few 
fine  days  in  January  gave  me  an  opportunity  of  erecting  a  framed  beacon  on  the 
Spear  roint  Shoal,  as  it  was  unsafe  to  strangers  running  in.  It  is  a  triangle, 
standing  on  a  heavy  horizontal  frame,  the  whole  so  contrived  as  to  require  but 
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very  little  railing.  At  high  water  it  shows  a  pyramid  of  seven  feet  high ;  and 
the  whole  is  22  feet  high*  It  appears  to  be  well  fixed,  having  been  severely 
tried. 

The  **  Camelion/'  returned  in  January,  and  after  her  came  in  a  small  cutter  and  a 
Macassar  praha.  The  former  blown  off  from  the  Island  of  Wetta,  after  losing  her 
boat  with  one  man ;  they  must  have  perished  also  but  for  this  refuge.  On  1st 
February,  a  very  fine  ship  arrived  during  most  severe  weather,  the  **  Manlius," 
from  Bombay,  bound  to  China.  She  had  reached  the  Fiores  Straits  in  light 
winds  and  fine  weather;  there  they  met  the  gales  from  north-west,  which  reached 
us.  They  found  their  vessel  unable  to  stand  up  on  a  wind,  from  the  ignorance  of 
the  master,  apparently.  She  is  of  1,073  ^^^s,  filled  up  with  cotton,  and  only  110 
tons  ballast,  with  a  counterpoise  on  her  decks  of  at  least  60  tons.  They  had  off 
Fiores  three  feet  water  in  her  hold,  and  were  obliged  to  bear  up  in  order  to  pump 
out ;  of  course  the  lower  tier  of  the  cargo  was  nearly  all  destroyed  ;  and  we  have 
had  much  labour  putting  her  in  a  seaworthy  state,  and  had  not  the  "  North  Star'* 
arrived,  the  necessity  of  provisioning  her  crew  would  have  incommoded  us  in 
«ome  degree.  They  suffered  much  from  scurvy.  The  blowing  weather  continued 
with  short  intervals,  and  even  this  month  has  been  as  inclement  as  any  of  the 
season.  Although  the  south-east  monsoon  is  now  in,  and  it  has  hitherto  produced 
-settled  dry  weather,  I  think  the  appearances  to-day  are  in  favour  of  amendment. 
This  long  winter  has  retarded  the  progress  of  our  gardens,  but  they  have  a  pro- 
mising appearance. 

Mr.  Earl  proceeds  to  Sydney  by  this  opportunity.  I  beg  to  submit  to  his  Ex- 
cellency, that  he  is  a  gentleman  eligible  to  the  appointment  of  magistrate,  and 
commissioner  of  Crown  lands*  should  it  meet  his  Excellency's  approbation.  I  regret 
to  add  that  his  health  has  suffered  severely,  but,  I  trust,  only  temporarily,  and  that 
the  voyage  may  restore  him  to  his  usual  activity  and  strength.  I  shall  request 
him  to  prepare  copies  of  his  memoranda  for  the  Governor's  information,  whilst 
on  his  passage ;  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  me  that  by  his  personal  communications 
the  deficiency  I  must  be  guilty  of,  under  existing  circumstances,  will  be  amply 
compensated. 

I  am  concerned  to  state  that  we  have  an  unprecedented  number  of  sick,  and 
have  lost  three  of  the  most  robust  of  our  men  by  congestive  fever.  Our  medical 
officer  is  included  in  the  sick  list,  and  is  not  this  day  out  of  danger;  but  there  are 
some  favourable  symptoms.  There  are  five  now  in  fever,  and  one  in  ague,  and 
five  others  who  are  under  other  diseases. 

We  have  also  invalided  one  serjeant  and  five  privates. 

I  have  received  by  ^'  Heroine"  a  supply  of  49  buffalos  and  38  pigs,  and  have 
made  another  contract  with  the  same  party  to  bring  us  more  by  the  end  of  Janu* 
ary  next. 

I  yet  hope  to  see  a  Sydney  cow  or  two ;  a  stock  would  ultimately  arise  even 
vfrom  so  small  a  beginning.  I  am  the  more  anxious  for  this,  as  experience  con- 
vinces me  the  buffalo  meat  is  not  only  inferior,  but  that  it  is  absolutely  injurious 
to  some,  and  I  am  aware  that  we  have  a  few  men  who  never  can  eat  it.

(No.  2.) 

Sir,  Victoria,  24  May  1843. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  the  barque  "  William"  arrived  here  on  the 
20th  instant,  bringing  the  supplies  from  the  Commissariat  and  Ordnance  depart- 
ments in  good  condition.  I  consider  the  two  cows  a  valuable  acquisition,  and  I 
hope  they  will  speedily  improve,  at  present  being  but  miserable  objects.  The 
Kev.  M.  White,  a  passenger  in  the  vessel,  assures  me  they  are  not  worse  than 
when  put  on  board  ;  indeed  he  thinks  them  rather  improved. 

The  provisions  appear  to  be  in  excellent  order. 

By  the  "  North  Star'*  you  will  have  heard  of  the  painful  position  which  the 
state  of  the  men's  health  has  produced  to  me.     You  will  do  me  the  favour  to 
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represent  to  his  Excellency,  that  by  no  means  do  I  consider  these  things  militate 
against  the  general  opinions  my  experience  led  me  to  embrace  and  to  advance., 
I  believe  that  we  have  had  a  very  unusual  season,  and  this  is  confirmed  by  the 
natives,  whose  communications  we  now  sufficiently  understand.  They  them- 
selves have  suffered  severely  from  fever ;  but  with  them  the  consequences  are  not 
so  often  fatal,  whilst  Europeans  living,  be  it  remembered,  on  rather  hard  fare  the 
major  part  of  the  year,  cannot  resist  the  effects  so  successfully.  There  can  be  no 
question  that  this  season  has  introduced  malaria  from  the  swamps.  I  have  already 
noticed  how  protracted  were  the  rains,  which  suflSciently  accounts  for  it. 

I  do  not  conceive  that  the  men  in  garrison  suffered  so  much  as  might  have 
been  anticipated,  under  a  supposition  that  they  were  **  worn  out"  in  constitution, 
and  which  supposition  seems  to  have  obtained  with  some  of  our  recent  visitors. 
The  facts  are,  that  three  of  the  strongest  of  them  were  carried  off,  whilst  all  of 
those  whom  we  deemed  to  be  really  suffering  from  the  effects  of  long  residence 
have  survived  ;  a  rather  curious  result  if  the  proposition  be  true,  that  generally, 
the  men  have  the  cause  in  themselves  of- these  instances  of  mortality,  they  "  being, 
worn  out." 

Again,  it  is  worthy  of  notice  that  we  have  landed  from  the  **  Alligator,'*  in 
March  last,  six  men,  of  whom  only  two  have  escaped.  Now,  all  these  are  fresh 
men.  Had  the  old  hands  suffered  in  like  proportion,  instead  of  one-third  we 
should  have  had  three-fourths  of  them  in  hospital.  This  will  not  support  the 
argument  that  the  old  residents  are  more  susceptible  even ;  but  when  they  are 
seriously  attacked  possibly  their  strength  of  constitution  is  not  equal  to  that  of 
the  other  party,  yet  the  result  has  been  unfavourable  to  the  strongest  of  them. 
Upon  these  views  I  found  an  opinion,  that  malaria  is  generated  on  this  coast 
occasionally.  Heretofore  it  has  been  supposed  or  beHeved  that  no  such  thing 
existed  here.  This  opinion,  indeed,  was  published  from  the  former  settlement 
of  Raffles  Bay,  Dr.  Davis  directly  asserting,  ^'  There  is  no  endemic  disease 
here." 

If,  on  our  first  landing,  the  detachment  had  suffered  in  anv  proportion  to  that 
of  the  six  men  recently  joining  us,  the  conclusion  must  have  been  inevitable ; 
we  should  have  pronounced  the  climate  to  be  very  unfit  to  encounter,  and  have 
rejoiced  in  making  our  immediate  escape. 

In  1841,  after  the  rains,  we  had  two  or  three  instances  of  intermittent  fever,  in 
the  usual  form  of  ague ;  and  there  was  one  instance  of  a  boy  belonging  to  Her 
Majesty's  ship  "Pelorus,"  the  year  before,  who  had  remittent  fever,  but  in  a  mild 
form.  However,  I  see  no  reason  to  shake  my  adherence  to  former  convictions.  Let 
parties  resident  here  enjoy  some  of  those  moderate  and  substantial  comforts  of 
life  in  regard  to  food  which  they  are  accustomed  to  receive  in  more  genial 
climates,  and  this  will  be  the  most  salubrious  of  all  known  tropical  regions^ 
The  intemperate  use  of  ardent  spirits  is  a  bane  to  health  everywhere ;  in  climates 
of  high  temperature,  of  course,  its  evils  are  aggravated.  This  will  be,  I  fear,  the 
insatiable,  the  unconquerable  enemy. 

The  few  men  under  my  command  have  laboured  hard,  and  to  maintain  any 
order  at  all  in  the  settlement,  must  continue  to  work.  I  endeavour  to  regulate 
the  hours  according  to  the  state  of  the  weather.  On  a  scrutiny  I  do  not  find  in 
any  one  instance  that  the  kind  of  vocation  followed  has  any  perceptible  difference 
in  relation  to  sickness  produced :  the  carpenter  constantly  working  under  cover, 
the  mason  more  generally  exposed,  the  smith,  the  tradesmen  always  within 
doors,  the  herdsman  out  in  all  weathers,  each  and  all  seem  to  be  equally  assailable ; 
even  the  clerks  and  domestic  servants  have  no  exemption. 

These,  I  presume,  are  strong  arguments  for  the  existence  of  endemic  influence  j 
but  I  feel  so  sensibly  my  ignorance  of  this  occult  subject  that  I  am  only  impelled 
by  a  powerful  persuasive  of  duty  to  offer  my  opinions.  It  is  from  the  opposition 
of  very  unpromising  and  very  different  materials  that  light  is  often  procured ;  and 
if  my  opinions  run  counter  to  just  reasoning,^  still,  by  being  opposed,  they  may 
even  aid  in  establishing  truth.  But  for  this  view  of  it,  I  should  be  little  disposed 
indeed  to  tread  upon  such  ground.     . 

After  what  has  been  said,  I  think  it  will  be  doing  justice  to  the  little  band  of 
men  here  to  offer  to  his  Excellency's  kind  notice  the  following  statement : — 
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Out  of  a  total  of  51,  comprising  officers,  non-connnisBioned  officers,  privates, 
women  and  children,  we  have

There  are  33  privates;  that  is  the  whole  we  have:  of  these  14  are  at  this 
moment  in  the  sick  list.  I  should  have  before  noticed  that  one  of  the  women 
and  her  three  children  have  all  had  fever. 

May  26th. — I  lament  to  add  that  another  of  the  men  departed  this  life  during 
the  night.  His  general  constitution  was  good,  hot  he  has  long  suflfered  from  aa 
obstinate  disease  in  the  ears,  and  was  ^onseqoently  rather  deaf  when  he  6rst 
embarked.'  This  complaint  having  frequently  recurred,  for  the  last  12  mouthy 
be  appeared  to  have  lost  all  hearkig.  During  the  severe  changes  we  have  expe- 
rienced this  season,  he  caught  cold,  and  finally  it  terminated  in  fever,  and  seems 
to  have  attacked  the  liver  chiefly.  I  have  this  day  a  sick  list  including  seven,  of 
whom  four  are  men  that  have  been  convalescent,  but  caught  colds  and  partially 
relapsed ;  I  rejoice  to  say  that  all  are  improving.  I  should  have  observed  before 
that  two  days  since  a  man  was  attacked  who  has  enjoyed  uniform  good  health 
from  the  first,  and  had  no  appearance  of  debility  in  any  way;  but  the  fever 
(remittent)  is  fast  yielding.     I  hope  my  next  accounts  will  be  more  agreeable.

Her  Majesty's  Ship  "  North  Star,**  at 
Sir,  Port  Essin^on,  19  April  1843. 

With  reference  to  that  portion  of  the  orders  with  which  your  Eicdlency  has 
been  pleased  to  honour  me,  wherein  I  am  directed  during  my  stay  at  Port  Essiog^ 
ton  to  give  a  close  attention  to  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the  ^  cnltivatioa 
of  the  land,"  the  **  breed  of  stock  '*  and  ^  amount  of  the  produce,-  with  the  general 
results  of  the  communication  with  British  and  foreign  ships  since  the  foundation 
of  the  settlement,  and  the  probable  advantages  that  may  hereafter  be  derived  from 
such  sources,  together  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Lord  John  Russell  late  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies/'  I  beg  to  state  that  having  put  the  above  questions 
upon  paper,  together  with  some  others  which  from  my  own  observation  I  thoughC 
worthy  of  consideration,  I  placed  them  in  the  hands  of  Captam  M^Arthur,  re* 
questing  him  to  give  me  in  writing  his  opinion  thereon,  a  copy  of  which  I  enclose, 
together  with  a  copy  of  Mr.  Earl's  report  of  bis  visit  to  Surabaya ;  and  I  shall 
now  proceed  to  state  to  your  Excellency  what  I  found  tlie  settlement  at  Port 
Essington  to  be.  ' 

It  stands  upon  a  rising  ground  on  the  west  side  of  the  harbour,  elevated  about 
50  feet  in  the  highest  part  above  high-water  mark,  the  soil  being  a  conglomerate 
of  red  stone  and  sand,  which,  from  its  dryness,  evidently  conduces  to  the  healthi- 
ness for  which  it  is  remarkable.  The  extent  between  the  uorthwardmost  building, 
which  is  the  hospital,  and  the  government  house,  which  stands  south  of  it,  is  590 
paces ;  and  from  the  water^s  edge  to  the  western  extent  is  370  paces. 

The  settlement  called  Victoria  stands  upon  partially  cleared  ground,  and  con-' 
sists  of  the  government  house,  which  is  built  of  wood,  and  has  a  shingle  roof,  the 
hospital,  which  is  a  building  of  the  same  descriptfon,  which  has  a  kitchen  behind 
it,  built  of  stone,  but  unfinished  ;  there  is  a  mess-room,  to  which  is  attached  the 
quarters  of  the  second  officer  in  command  of  the  garrison ;  the  space  under  it  is 
used  as  the  storeroom  of  the  ofiicers ;  there  is  another  building  also  of  a  similar 
description,  the  upper  part  of  which  forms  the  quarters  of  the  storekeeper  and 
linguist,  the  lower  part  of  which  is  the  spirit-room ;  there  are  three  good  store- 
houses, one  of  which  is  the  ordnance  store,  the  foundation  being  of  brickwork,  the 
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sides  of  wood  ;  the  roofs  of  all  these  buildings  are  of  shingles :  there  is  another 
storehouse,  or  building  used  as  such,  having  a  thatched  roof,  which  is  supported 
by  wooden  posts,  the  sides  formed  oif  the  same  material  as  the  roof;  there  is  a 
house  also  made  of  wood,  and  thatched  with  reeds,  formerly  occupied  by  Captain 
Stanley,  and  used  by  him  as  an  observatory ;  there  is  also  the  ruins  of  a  church, 
built  of  wood,  it  was  blown  down  by  the  hurricane,  and  has  never  since  been 
repaired  ;  the  rest  of  the  buildings  are  small  huts,  formed  for  the  most  part  of 
reeds,  29  in  number ;  the  greater  number  of  them  are  occupied  each  by  two 
marines,  gardens  are  attached  to  each  of  them,  which  are  productive,  and  very  well 
kept ;  these  huts  form  a  square^  in  the  centre  of  which  is  a  well.  At  the  distance 
of  about  half  a  mile  southward  of  the  square  there  are  two  gardens,  one  near  the 
beach,  the  soil  of  which  is  sandy,  and  in  the  wet  season  saturated  with  moisture  ^ 
the  other  stands  upon  higher  ground,  more  to  the  west,  and  is  a  better  soil;  they 
are  about  an  acre  and  a  half  each  in  extent,  and  are  extremely  well  kept  by  three 
of  the  marines ;  the  contents  of  the  two  gardens,  as  taken  by  myself,  are  in  the 
annexed  list :  of  the  plants  now  growing  in  the  gardens,  the  pine  apple,  part  of 
one  I  have  tasted,  are  esteemed  to  be  the  best,  and  are  improved,  as  is  the  cotton, 
by  being  transplanted  hither;  the  lemons  are  of  a  thick  rind,  and  without  juice; 
the  orange  trees  are  evidently  from  a  state  of  nature,  and  the  guavas  are  not  of  a 
good  kind,  but  all  appear  to  grow  in  the  most  luxuriant  manner,  and  appear  in  the 
highest  health.  Bamboo  for  every  purpose,  sago  for  feeding  pigs,  Guinea  grass 
for  cattle,  should  be  procured  and  cultivated ;  but  I  think  it  highly  advisable  that 
another  piece  of  ground  should  be  cleared,  to  be  cultivated  as  an  arboratum  or 
orchard,  so  that  the  trees  may  be  by  themselves,  and  the  herbaceous  plants  in  a 
garden  by  themselves;  for  as  they  stand  at  present,  they  will  be  very  shortly 
crowded. 

Of  the  breed  of  stock,  cultivation  of  the  land,  and  amount  of  produce,  nothing 
can  be  said,  for  no  land  is  cultivated  excepting  the  public  and  private  gardens,  the 
produce  from  which,  it  appears,  is  sufficient  to  keep  the  men  in  health,  with  the 
fish  they  procure,  during  the  time  that  fresh  beef  is  not  served  out,  and  they  have 
none  to  spare. 

Of  stock,  they  have  one  English  cow  and  a  bull,  two  Indian  heifers  and  two 
cows,  about  50  goats,  and  a  few  fowls,  of  which  one  cow  and  several  of  the  goats 
are  the  property  of  Sir  Gordon  Bremer ;  another  cow,  and  the  bull,  with  the 
heifers,  are  the  property  of  Government ;  there  are  besides,  six  working  oxen, 
30  buffaloes,  and  six  pigs,  the  properly  of  Government ;  five  ponies,  and  30  grey- 
bounds  for  catching  kangaroos,  complete  the  amount  of  the  live  stock ;  these  last 
are  private  property. 

Although  the  present  state  of  Fort  Essington  is  by  no  means  inviting  to  a  casual 
visitor,  it  holds  out,  in  my  opinion,  great  hopes  of  success  to  a  permanent  settler ; 
its  geographical  position  is  admirable,  more  particularly  since  the  fortunate  results 
of  the  war  with  China,  which  will  in  all  probability  bring  the  subjects  of  that 
empire  and  the  British  colonists  in  this  part  of  the  world  into  close  contact,  par- 
ticularly in  the  exportation  of  wool  from  South  Australia  to  the  North  of  China. 
The  soil  of  the  peninsula  is  of  various  qualities ;  there  are  spots  of  rich  earth  upon 
which  the  natural  productions  of  India  grow  in  the  midst  of  the  New  Holland 
vegetation :  the  town  at  present  may  be  said  to  stand  in  and  is  surrounded  by  the 
bush.  Mr.  Earl  informs  me  (and  a  more  zealous,  acute,  or  intelligent  gentleman 
I  have  scarcely  ever  met,  and  to  whom  1  am  indebted  for  a  great  deal  of  useful 
information,)  that  the  land  which  is  flooded  and  swampy  on  the  peninsula  is  as  one 
acre  to  twenty  acres  of  the  dry  land  ;  the  swamp  land  can  easily  be  cultivated  with 
rice,  and  the  land  not  fitted  to  receive  that  grain  produces  the  finest  cotton ;  the 
valleys  which  are  not  sufficiently  extensive  for  the  cultivation  of  rice,  are  admirably 
adapted  for  the  growth  of  sugar  ;  cocoa  should  also  be  tried,  and  paper  mulberry 
for  the  production  of  silk  worms.  Indigo  grows  wild,  and  is  of  the  best  quality ; 
the  dry  stony  land  is,  in  my  opinion,  well  qualified  fur  the  cultivation  of  cactus 
opuntia,  on  which  the  cochineal  insects  might  be  produced  to  a  good  effect ;  with 
many  other  useful  commodities  which  would  soon  suggest  themselves  to  intelligent 
settlers.  There  is  plenty  of  very  good  soil  here  to  be  cultivated ;  the  first  con-^ 
sideration  is,  who  the  cultivators  should  be ;  the  natives,  of  whom  there  is  great 
numbers  of  them  here,  appear  to  be  of  a  mild  and  obliging  disposition ;  they  will 
carry  water,  and  do  small  offices  of  service  for  a  small  reward  of  bread  or  rice,  but 
they  will  not  remain  permanently  fixed  at  any  one  spot.  The  climate  is  far  too 
hot  for  Europeans  to  labour  in.     In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Earl,  settlers  from  Timor, 
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and  the  islands  northward,  would  be  best ;  but  from  what  I  have  seen  of  the 
Chinese,  from  their  activity  and  intelligence,  and  other  qualities  fitting  them  for 
such  work,  I  should  recommend  that  they  also  should  be  encouraged  to  settle 
here. 

In  the  woods  neighbouring  there  are  wild  ponies,  pigs,  buffaloes,  and  red  cattle, 
the  greater  part  of  which  is  the  offspring  of  the  slock  left  at  Port  Raffles  when 
that  settlement  was  broken  up.  On  the  main  land,  opposite  to  Golbom  Island, 
two  herds  of  wild  buffaloes,  consifting  of  about  50  each,  have  been  seen  feeding 
by  the  water  side.     Kangaroos  are  very  numerous. 

There  are  five  never-lailing  wells  of  excellent  water.  One  by  the  Eastern 
Garden,  near  the  sea  side,  is  high  enough,  with  the  addition  of  a  little  work,  to 
enable  the  water  it  contains  to  be  conveyed,  by  hose  or  trough,  into  the  boat  upon 
the  shore.  The  timber  here  is  extremely  well  adapted  for  building;  it  is  hard 
and  durable,  and  is  never  attacked  by  the  white  ant,  which  is  the  greatest  enemy 
to  be  contended  with  in  this  place. 

Of  the  general  results  which  your  Excellency  has  directed  me  to  inquire  into, 
of  the  communications  with  British  and  foreign  ships  since  the  foundation  of  the 
settlement,  and  the  probable  advantages  which  may  be  derived  from  such  sources, 
I  have  consulted  Mr.  Earl,  and  his  opinion  is,  that  one  of  the  objects  in  forming 
this  settlement  was,  that  it  might  become  a  port  of  refuge  for  vessels  that  had 
received  damage  in  the  adjacent  seas,  and  for  the  crews  of  such  as  might  be  lost: 
it  has  certainly  proved  beneficial. 

In  1841  the  crew  of  the  ^^  Montreal,"  a  ship  which  had  been  lost  on  Alert 
Reef,  to  the  westward  of  Torres  Straits,  came  to  this  port  in  their  boats,  and  as 
the  monsoon  blew  that  year  with  great  strength,  it  is  doubtful  if  they  could  have 
reached  any  port  in  Timor.  The  "  Lord  Auckland**  was  hove-down  here,  and 
repaired  by  Captain  M*Arthur.  The  two  strongest  cases  were  those  of  the  ship 
"  Manlius ''  and  the  little  cutter  "  Young  Harriet/*  from  Timor ;  had  not  this 
settlement  existed,  the  crew  of  the  former  must  have  perished,  their  provisions 
being  nearly  expended,  and  they  would  have  been  unable  to  leave  this  coast  for 
nearly  three  months,  owing  to  the  monsoon,  if  she  had  not,  indeed,  caught  fire 
from  her  damaged  cotton  long  before  this  period  elapsed. 

The  merchant  ships  which  have  visited  this  port  may  be  classed  as  follows : — 

1st*  Vessels  bringing  supplies  from  Sydney,  of  which  there  have  been  about  10 
since  the  settlement  was  formed. 

2d.  Small  Dutch  and  English  traders  from  the  eastern  islands,  bringing  stocky 
such  as  buffaloes,  pigs,  &c.  and  sometimes  with  stores  likely  to  meet  the  wants  of 
the  garrison.  Fifteen  visits,  from  six  different  vessels  of  this  description,  have 
been  made  bei^  since  that  period ;  one  came  in  five  times,  two  came  thrice,  one 
came  twice,  and  the  other  two  once  each. 

3d.  Vessels  passing  the  port  on  their  way  to  and  from  Sydney  and  new  Zealand, 
who  have  had  no  particular  object  here,  but  came  in  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining^ 
information  regarding  the  rates  of  freight  in  India,  or  to  dispose  of  surplus  stores, 
as  has  several  times  occurred,  from  a  curiosity  on  the  part  of  the  captain  or 
owners  to  gain  some  information  concerning  a  port  in  which  merchants  and  mer- 
chant captains  certainly  appear,  for  some  reason  or  other,  to  take  a  very  consider- 
able interest. 

Among  the  probable  advantages  to  be  derived,  were  this  place  permanently 
established,  would  be  the  increase  of  coasting  vessels,  commanded  by  Europeans 
and  manned  by  natives,  which  would  be  likely  to  engross  the  trade  of  the  ishinds 
northwards,  as  far  west  as  Celebes,  which  is  at  present  carried  on  by  means  of 
prohus,  an  inferior  description  of  vessels  which  can  only  make  one  voyage  to  and 
from  in  the  course  of  a  year.  As  the  coasting  vessels  above  alluded  would  make 
several  voyages  in  the  same  period,  they  would  supply  European  goods,  almost 
the  sole  article  of  /rade  at  these  islands,  and  whtch  are  now  only  attamable  at 
Sincapore  at  a  much  cheaper  rate.

I  HAVE  received  and  had  under  my  consideration  your  despatches  noted  in  the 
margin,' together  with  the  enclosures  it  contains  from  Captain  M* Arthur  and  Sir      j«  ^^-si 
E.  Home.  "^"^^ 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  result  of  the  perusal  of  this  correspondence  is  not  such  ii  ^^  12^^ 
as  to  show  the  settlement  of  Victoria  at  Port  Essington  to  have  advanced  so  rapidly  ""^"""""^^^^^l^^o 
towards  becoming  a  commercial  entrep6t,  as  from  its  locality  and  the  reports 
which  I  had  received  on  the  neighbouring  islands,  I  was  led  to  hope  might  have 
been  the  case  ;  while  I  think  it  is  sufficiently  established  that  in  an  agricultural 
point  of  view,  it  cannot  be  considered  a  field  open  for  the  employment  of  European 
labourers. 

Under  these  circumstances  Her  Majesty's  Government  have  felt  that  they  would 
not  be  warranted  at  present  in  incurring  any  larger  expense  than  is  already 
allowed  for  the  miaintenance  of  the  settlement,  nor  in  placing  it  upon  any  more 
permanent  or  regular  footing  than  that  upon  which  it  has  hitherto  been  conducted. 
Her  Majesty's  Government,  however,  are  prepared,  in  the  hope  that  its  progress 
hereafter  may  be  more  rapid,  to  continue  it  on  the  same  footing  upon  which  it 
has  up  to  this  period  been  maintained,  adding  at  the  same  time  an  increased 
allowance  to  the  officer  in  command  of  die  detachment  of  marines. 

No  change  being  made  in  the  present  constitution  and  internal  arrangements  of 
the  settlement,  it  is  unnecessary  that  I  should  further  advert  to  them,  except  upon 
the  one  point  referred  to  by  yourself  and  Captain  M 'Arthur,  namely,  the  rules  to 
be  observed  in  regard  to  the  disposal  of  land. 

On  this  head,  undoubtedly,  under  the  great  dissimilarity  which  exists  bet\\een 
the  character  and  capabilities  of  Port  Essington  and  those  of  the  remainder  of  the 
Australian  colonies,  a  diffisrent  rule  of  proceeding  might  very  probably  be  adopted 
with  advantage  in  the  former  from  that  which  obtains  in  the  latter.  This  difference 
it  will  be  in  tnc  power  of  Her  Majesty,  under  the  51st  section  of  the  New  South 
Wales  Government  Bill  (5  &  6  Vict.  c.  76)  to  provide  for  at  any  moment  at  which 
the  circumstances  of  the  settlement  appear  to  Her  to  require  or  justify  its  being 
constituted  a  separate  colony.  Such  however  not  being  as  yet  the  case,  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Australian  Lan^  Sales  Act  (5  &  6  Vict.  c.  36)  must  be  considered  as 
in  force  there^  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  rest  of  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales, 
of  which  it  is  considered  to  form  a  part. 

As  regards  the  sale  of  land  for  the  purposes  of  building,  on  the  assuniption  that 
any  persons  possessed  of  capital  will  be  disposed  to  establish  themselves  at  Port 
Essington  for  mercantile  purposes,  I  cannot  anticipate  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  will  be  found  to  create  any  impediment ;  and  for  agricultural  purposes,  should 
the  price  of  1  /.  an  acre  be  considered  excessive,  I  apprehend  that  the  provision* 
contained  in  the  17th  section  of  the  Act  would  probably  enable  Captain  M^Arthur 
to  grant  such  an  occupation  as  would  be  deemed  sufficient. 

It  being,  however,  as  before  observed,  clear  that  the  climate  of  Port  Essington 
will  not  admit  of  reliance  being  placed  on  European  labour  for  general  agricultural 
purposes,  and  that,  consequently,  it  becomes  inevitable  to  look  for  a  supply  from 
other  sources ;  the  more  difficult  question  would  appear  to  be,  in  what  manner 
encouragement  can  be  given  to  the  settlement  of  Malays,  as  suggested  by  Captain 
M'Arthur,  or  even  Chinese,  who,  it  is  supposed,  might  be  not  unlikely  to  establish 
themselves  there.  It  will,  I  am  afraid,  be  impossible  to  give  to  these  persons  a  cer- 
tain or  permanent  tenure,  except  by  sale,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Land  Sales  Act,  5  &  6  Vict.,  c.  30.  It  seems,  however,  not  improbable  that  the 
nature  of  their  habits  and  the  climate  requiring  but  slight  buildings,  as  a  sufficient 
protection  from  the  weather,  may  make  a  permissive  occupation  sufficient  to  enable 
these  classes  of  persons  to  provide  for  their  necessary  wants  or  comforts.  Such 
an  occupation  may  undoubtedly  be  granted  under  the  17th  section  of  the  Act, 
and  you  will  accordingly  instruct  Captain  M^Arthur,  that  he  may  consider  himself 
at  liberty,  by  this  means,  to  encourage  the  settlement  of  such  labourers  as  those 
I  have  above  adverted  to ;  and  for  his  assistance  and  guidance  in  so  doing  I 
enclose  to  you  suggestions  which  have  been  received  on  this  subject  from  the  ^ 
Colonial  Land  and  Emigration  Commissioners.  "^^^^5£^'  t^  ^ 
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It  only  remains  for  me  to  advert  to  your  explanation  on  the  subject  of  the 
supply  of  necessaries  to  the  settlement,  which,  1  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say,  is 
quite  satisfactory  I  though  at  the  same  time  I  need  scarcely  add,  that  I  trust  no 
opportunities  will  be  omitted  by  you  for  the  future  of  maintaining  the  communica- 
tion between  Sydney  and  it,  and  of  placing  the  supplies  to  the  settler  on  as  regular 
a  fooling  as  its  circumstances  will  admit  of.

Extract  .of  a  LETTER  from  the  Colonial  and  Land  Emigration  Commissioners 
to  J.  Stephen^  Esq. ;  dated  Port  Essington,  14  November  1843. 

The  following  rules  might  perhaps  be  laid  down  :  the  commandant  not  to  sell 
any  lands,  but  only  grant  leases  for  periods  not  exceeding  one  year  at  a  time ;  for 
town  allotments,  the  annual  rent  to  be  at  any  rate  not  less  than  at  the  rate  of  1  /• 
per  acre,  or  los.  per  half  acre,  and  to  commence  immediately;  for  country  lots, 
the  commandant  may  follow  his  own  judgment,  altogether  omitting  rent,  if  he 
deems  it  necessary,  for  the  first  year,  and  naming  such  rate,  or  successive  rates  of 
rent,  for  subsequent  years,  if  the  license  to  occupy  is  renewed,  as  he  may  think 
best.  In  order  to  carry  out  these  provisions,  the  commandant  should  declare  a 
moderate  distance  from  some  central  point,  in  order  that  all  lands  within  that 
radius  should  be  treated  as  town  allotments ;  and  beyond  that  distance  he  might, 
at  his  option,  make  a  distinction  between  suburban  and  country  lots,  or  treat  all 
equally  as  of  the  latter  description. 

We  apprehend  that  if  the  settlement  of  Malays  or  Chinese  is  to  be  encouraged, 
the  commandant  must  be  left  full  powers  as  to  the  amount  of  the  rents  he  will  fix. 
But  we  may  suggest,  by  way  of  iUustration,  that  a  rent  of  1  s.  per  acre  might  be 
named  for  the  second  and  third  years  of  oa:upation,  and  of  2s.  for  the  ensuing 
years. 

Should  the  commandant  Imve  permission  to  act  on  these  rules,  we  still  think 
that  it  should  be  left  a  question  ior  his  prudence  how  far  it  would  be  necessary  to 
regulate  the  number  or  the  description  of  the  settlers,  in  order  not  to  compromise 
the  safety  of  bis  post.  And  it  would  also  be  for  him  to  estimate  the  risks  of  scarcity 
at  a  station  which  has  hitherto  receiyed  many  of  its  supplies  from  without,  and 
where  no  capitalist  has  yet  settled,  nor  any  profitable  traffic  commenced.

THE  TWENTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  of  Her  Majesty's 
Commissioners  for  Building  New  Churches. 


TO  THE  HONOURABLE  THE  COMMONS  OF  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM  OF 
GREAT  BRITAIN  AND  IRELAND,  IN  PARLIAMENT  ASSEMBLED. 

IN  their  last  Report,  Her  Majesty's  Commissioners  stated,  that  316  churches 
had  been  completed,  in  which  accommodation  had  been  provided  for 
379,662  persons,  including  209,323  free  seats,  appropriated  to  the  u§e  of  the 
poor. 

.  Her  Majesty's  Commissioners  have  now  to  state,  that  10  churches  have,  by 
the  aid  of  grants  from  the  funds  placed  at  their  disposal,  been  since  completed 
at  the  following  places :  namely,  in  the  Broadway,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Margaret, 
in  the  City  of  Westminster ;  at  Barton  Hill,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Philip  and 
Jacob,  in  the  city  of  Bristol ;  at  Farsley,  in  the  parish  of  Calverley,  in  the 
county  of  York ;  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Cardiff,  in  the  county  of  Glamor- 
gan ;  in  Turk's  Row,  in  the  parish  of  Upper  Chelsea;  St.  Bartholomew's  Chapel, 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Matthew,  Bethnal  Green ;  and  on  Tumham  Green,  in  the 
parish  of  Chiswick,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex ;  at  Yeadon,  in  the  parish  of 
Guiseley ;  in  the  parish  of  Kingston-upon-Hull,  in  the  county  of  York ;  and 
at  Ison  Green,  in  the  parish  of  Lenton,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham. 

In  these  10  churches,  accommodation  has  been  provided  for  9,979  persons, 
induding  7,273  free  seats  for  the  use  of  the  poor.  Thus  in  the  whole  326 
tJhurches  have  now  been  completed,  and  provision  has  therein  been  made 
for  389,641  persons,  including  216,596  free  seats,  appropriated  to  the  use  of 
the  poor. 

Her  Majesty's  Commissioners  beg  further  to  report,  that  28  churches  are 
now  in  the  course  of  building  at  the  following  places,  to  the  erection  of  which 
Her  Majesty's  Commissioners  have  contributed  pecuniary  aid  from  the  funds 
placed  at  their  disposal:  namely,  at  Dodworth,  in  the  parish  of  SUkstone;  at

From  the  annual  Reports  for  several  years  past,  as  well  as  from  this  Report, 
as  to  the  progress  made  in  the  formation  of  new  parishes  or  districts  by  thia 
Board,  it  wiU  appear  that  this  important  branch  of  their  duty,  viz.  that  of 
carrying  into  effect  Church  Extension  on  the  parochial  system,  has  greatly 
increased.  Numerous  other  divisions  and  districts  are  in  progress  towards 
completion.

Copyhold  CommUsion,  June  22, 1844. 
Sir, 

We  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  our  Third  Report.  There  has 
been  an  increase  both  in  the  number  of  enfranchisements  effected  during  the  past 
year,  and  in  the  value  of  the  lands  enfranchised.  This  appears  partly  to  have  arisen 
from  the  powers  of  the  Copyhold  Act  becoming  more  known,  but  chiefly  from  the 
further  facilities  given  to  enfranchisement  by  the  amended  Act  of  the  last 
Session. 

As  we  anticipated,  various  Ecclesiastical  Bodies  have  availed  themselves  of  those 
facilities,  and  enfranchisement  of  Church  property  is  now  proceeding  to  a  con- 
siderable extent,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  suppose  that  in  manors  held  by 
ecclesiastical  persons  the  disposition  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Act  will  become 
general. 

In  other  manors  enfranchisements  have  also  increased,  but  not  in  the  same  pro- 
portion. 

We  are  also  able  to  state  that  facilities  have  been  already  given  by  the  Act  to 
building,  more  especially  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  metropolis. 

There  is  a  point  in  which  the  Copyhold  Act  might  perhaps  be  extended  with 
advantage. 

In  enfranchisements,  (which  might  remain  in  no  way  compulsory  on  the  Lord,) 
power  might  be  given  to  two-thirds  of  the  tenants  in  number  and  value  to  bind  the 
remaining  third.  The  Copyhold  Bill  passed  the  House  of  Commons  in  1838  with 
this  clause,  but  the  clause  of  the  present  Act  is  only  applicable  to  commutations, 
and  not  to  enfranchisements,  and  even  in  the  case  of  commutations  three-fourths 
must  concur  to  bind  the  remaining  fourth.  The  wish  to  extend  some  such  power 
to  enfranchisements  has  been  already  much  felt. ' 

In  several  cases  under  tlie  existing  Act,  the  Lord  is  willing  to  enfranchise,  an 
finds  that  he  can  make  arrangements  with  the  principal  tenants,  but  that  there  is 
much  difficulty  in  dealing  with  some  few  of  the  smaller  tenants ;  and  if  he  effects 
an  enfranchisement  with  the  more  considerable  tenants,  he  might  be  left  with  the 
dregs  of  the  manor.     This  has  already  happened  in  one  or  two  cases. 

The  extending  to  enfmnchisements  in  this  respect,  a  power  similar  to  that  which 
already  exists  as  to  commutations,  would  obviate  these  difficulties. 

We  beg  to  add  a  list  of  the  enfranchisements,  which  have  either  been  com- 
pleted (since  our  last  Report),  or  which  are  now  nearly  ripe  for  completion.  Some 
progress  has  also  been  made  towards  enfranchisement  in  many  other  manors.

CENTRAL  SCHOOL,  SOMERSET  HOUSE. 

The  number  of  applications  for  admission  to  this  School,  much  exceeds  that  to  2.  School  at  Somer- 
which  the  present  accommodation  is  limited,  although  by  new  arrangements,  which  '^^  House. 
are  explained  hereafter,  and  more  convenient  furniture,  the  capacity  of  the  rooms, 
in  this  reppect,  has  been  considerably  extended. 

The  great  body  of  the  students  engaged  in  acquiring  skill  in  Drawing  and  3.  General  disposi- 
Ornamental  Art,  appear  to  appreciate  highly  the  advantages  which  the  School  {'^-Jn^pr^*^*^^^"** 
offers  to  them ;  and  many  are  actuated  by  an  earnest  desire  of  improvement,  with 
intention  ito  apply  their  acquirements  practically  to  Decorative  Wotk,  and  Orna- 
mental Manufactures,  in  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  for  which  this  Institution 
was  projected. 

The  prevalence  of  this  disposition  is  indicated  not  only  l^  numerous  instances 
of  engagements  made  by  our  more  advanced  Students  with  manu&cturing  and 
other  |)arties,  for  the  execution  of  various  kinds  of  Ornamental  Work,  but  by 
increased  earnestness,  diligence,  and  constancy  of  application  to  the  exercises  of  the 
prescribed  course  of  instruction,  and  by  a  greater  ol^rvance  of  order,  regularity  of 
attendance,  and  attenticMi  to  the  discipline  of  the  School. 

The  hours  of  attendance,  namely,  ibr  the  Morning  School  from  half-past  nine  to  4.  Hours  of  Attend- 
three,  for  the  Evening  School  from  half-past  six  to  nine,  and  for  the  Female  School  *"^®- 
from  eleven  to  two,  continue  as  before ;  except  that,  in  order  to  allow  sufficient 
time  for  properly  cleansing  the  rooms,  it  has  been  found  requisite  not  to  open  the 
Schools  on  Saturday  morning. 

The  daily  attendanee,  morning  and  evening,  is  registered  in  the  Secretary's  5.  Re^sfry  of  At- 
Office;  and  by  the  noouthly  Reports  of  the  Director,  the  CounciLis  kept  informed  tendance. 
of  the  total  number  of  Students  on  the  books,  in  the  Morning,  Evening,  and 
Female  Schools  ;  of  the  largest  and  smallest  number  in  attendance  on  any  one  day ; 
and  of  tiie  average  daily  attendance  in  each  School  throughout  the  month. 

Each  Student  on  admission  to  the  School,  enters,  in  a  register,  his  name,  address, 
age,  occupation,  and  intended  pursuit;  also,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  the 
signature  of  every  Student  is  required,  and  to  each  a  number  is  assigned  which 
designates  his  place  in  the  School,  and  the  class  to  which  he  belongs,  during  that 
month:  the  constant  registry  of  such  numerical  facts  being  found  to  be  not  only 
conducive  to  the  maintenance  of  the  enjoined  system  of  instruction  and  discipline^ 
but  usefol  in  furnishing  means  of  appreciating  the  progress  of  the  School,  and  the  .

the  books  presents  an  increase  of  7  in  the  Morning ;  43  in  the  Evening;  18  in  the 
Female  School,  and  a  total  average  monthly  increase  of  68. 

That  a  comparison  of  the  largest  numbers  in  attendance  in  each  school,  on  any 
one  day  in  each  month  6f  the  two  years,  exhibits,  in  every  instance,  an  excess  in 
favour  of  the  latter  year ;  that,  in  last  October,  the  largest  number  in  attendance 
in  the  Evening  School  exceeded  by  80  the  largest  number  present  in  the  same 
month  of  the  antecedent  year ;  and  that,  in  the  aggregate  of  the  three  Schools,  the 
monthly  average  of  the  largest  attendance  presents  an  increase  of  61. 

That,  on  comparing  an  average  of  the  smallest  numbers  in  attendance  in  ^ach 
month  of  the  two  years,  a  general  increase  still  appears,  to  the  amount  of  8. 

That,  during  November,  July,  and  October,  the  daily  average  amount  of  attend- 
ance in  the  Evening  School  exceeded  by  41,  44,  and  46,  that  of  the  same  months 
of  the  antecedent  year ;  and  that,  throughout  the  last,  compared  with  the  preceding 
year,  the  average  monthly  attendance  exhibits  an  increase  of  4  in  the  Morning ;  27 
in  the  Evening ;  and  17  in  the  Female  School ;  being  a  total  average  monthly 
increase  of  48. 

The  greater  regularity  of  attendance  is  shown  by  the  fact,  that  although,  in 
March  1843,  the  total  number  on  the  books  in  the  Evening  School,  exceeded,  by 
4,  the  number  during  March  1844,  yet,  in  the  latter  month,  the  average  attendance 
exceeded,  by  17  every  evening,  that  of  the  same  month  in  the  preceding  year. 

To  the  evidence  of  progress  supplied  by  these  results,  may  be  added  'the  fact  of  ^^'  Increase  of 
an  increase  in  the  total  receipt  of  fees,  amounting  to  £88,  namely,  for  1 842-43,  J^iied°     ^^' 
£238. 9*.  6d ;  and  for  1843-44,  £326.  9*.  6rf. ;  the  particulars  of  which  tre  reported 
under  the  head  of  Financial  Accounts,  page  46. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  occupations  of  the  Students,  will  be  found  in  the  ii-  Change  of  Di- 
Appendix  to  the  present  Report,  page  55,  from  which  it  appears  that  those  who  '^^^^"^'P* 
attend  the  central  School  are  devoted  to  a  great  variety  of  miscellaneous  pursuits. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  attendance,  that  of  the  Course  of  Instruction, 
and  re-arrangement  of  the  Rooms,  would  next  demand  attention ;  but,  in  order  that 
the  occasion  of  these  re-arrangements  may  be  understood,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
notice  first  some  anterior  proceedings  of  the  Council  with  regard  to  a  change  in  the 
Directorship,  which  occurred  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  financial  year.

6  THIRD  REPORT  of  the  COUNCIL 

In  the  last  Report  submitted  to  your  Lordships  (page  18)  we  stated  it  to  have 
been  considered  indispensable  to  the  well-being  of  the  School,  that  the  Council 
should  have  the  exclusive  disposal  of  the  whole  time  of  the  Director;  and,  in  th« 
anticipation  that  Mr.  Dyce  would  assent  to  that  condition,  an  increase  of  £100  to 
his  annual  salary  was  inserted  in  the  Estimate  for  the  present  financial  year.  That 
gentleman,  however,  having  intimated  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  under^ 
take  to  give  his  whole  tim^  and  attention  exclusively  to  the  duties  of  the  Sdiool,  the 
Council,  at  a  meeting  on  the  4th  of  April,  1843,  deemed  it  expedient,  with  your 
Lordships'  sanction,  that  the  duties  which  had  hitherto  been  performed  by  the 
Director  should  in  future  be  distributed  between  two  OflScers,  a  Director  of  all  the 
Schools,  and  an  Inspector  of  the  Provincial  Schools ;  and  that,  in  regard  to  the 
relative  amount  of  duties  and  time  demanded  of  each,  the  sum  of  £500,  appropriated, 
in  the  last  estimate,  to  the  salary  of  the  Director,  should  be  accordingly  divided ; 
namely,  £400  to  the  Director,  and  £100  to  the  Inspector;  the  respective  duties 
of  each  officer  being  separately  specified  and  agreed  upon,  as  follows : — 

Duties  of  the  Director. 

1.  To  suggest,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  a  systematic  course  of  instruction  for 
each  of  the  classes  in  the  Sdiools,  including  the  Female  School. 

2.  To  take  due  care  that  the  instruction,  according  to  the  course  laid  down,  be  regularly  given. 

3.  To  prepare,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  Rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  Students 
whilst  in  the  School :  to  see  that  such  Rules  are  duly  observed,  and  to  cause  printed  copies  of 
them,  and  of  the  directions  as  to  the  course  of  study,  to  be  exhibited  in  the  Schools. 

4.  To  admit  the  students,  provisionally;  and  to  report  'admissionB  to  the  Council  for 
confirmation. 

5.  To  suspend  the  attendance  of  Students  who  transgress  the  Rules,  and  to  report  such 
cases  to  the  Council  for  their  final  decision. 

6.  Personally  to  give  instruction  to  all  the  classes,  in  the  Central  School. 

7.  To  exercise  a  general  superintendence  and  control  in  every  matter  relating  to  the  duties 
of  ^11  who  are  engaged  in  giving  instruction  in  the  Schools. 

8.  To  superintend  the  preparation  of  the  Elementary  Drawing  Book  publi^ed  by  the  Council 

9.  To  inspect  periodically  the  Spitalfields  School,  and  when  requnred  by  the  Council,  the 
Provincial  SchiK)ls,  and  to  report  thereon. 

10.  To  take  charge  of  all  property  of  the  Council  immediately  connected  with  his  duties  as 
Instructor. 

1 1.  To  attend  all  Meetings  of  the  Coundl  and  Committees. 

12.  To  report  to  the  Monthly  Meetings  of  the  Council;  and  at  other  times  when  directed 
by  the  Council ;  and  to  keep  the  Council  informed  upon  all  points  relating  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Schools. 

13.  To  give  lectures  to  the  Students  upon  the  History,  Principles,  and  Stvles  of  Orna- 
mental Art,  and  to  prepare  a  syllabus  of  such  lectures,  for  the  instruction  of  the  Mastera  in 
the  Provincial  Schools. 

14.  To  make  original  sketches  of  designs  in  each  department  of  instruction  in  the  School, 
including  the  Femab  School. 

15.  To  place  himself  in  communication  with  the  most  eminent  manufacturers,  in  different 
branches  of  trade,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  their  peculiar  wants,  and  of  aflbrding  them 
advice  and  assistance. 

16.  To  be  in  attendance  fi-om  11  to  3  6*clodc  on  every  day  in  the  week,  exeq^t  Saturday, 
and  to  be  in  attendance  atieast  three  times  a  week^t  the  Evening  School. 

17.  To  devote  his  whole  time,  except  vacations,  to  the  busioess,  and  interests,  of  the  School. 

18.  To  superintend  arrangements  respecting  moulds  and  casts  to  be  provided  by  the 
Council  for  the  Provincial  Schools. 

19.  Generally  to  carry  into  effect  such  arrangements  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
management,  and  successfiil  progress  of  the  ScIkkHs. 

20.  The  Director  to  report  all  his  official  proceedings  to  the  Council 

Duties  of  the  Inspector  o/ Provincial  iSchooh. 
>1.  The  Jnspector-s  duty  shall  be  to  visit  and  inspect  the  Provincial  ^hook-onri?  every  three 
wionths,  and  at  other  times  when  required  to  do  so  by  the  Council ;  but,  neverthekss^  so  that 
the  demand  upon  his  time  is  not  to  exceed  thirty-three  days  in  any  one  year. 

2.  Amongst  such  visits  are  to  be  included  those  which  the  first  formation  or  setting  on  foot 
of  new  Schools  may  require. 

3.  Order  of  Inspection, — ^The  times  of  the  Inspector's  visits  bein^  determined  by  the 
Council,  tbe%ccretary  shall  give  notice  to  the  Secretari^  of  the  Provincial  Committees,  and 
request  them  to  summon  Meetings  of  their  respective  Comniittees  on  the  days  fixed  upon. 

4.  For  the  manner'of  his  proceeding,  the  Inspector  will  take  as  hie  guide,  the  particulars 
contained  in  the  last  Quarterly  Report  of  Attenduiee,  &c.  made  by  each  Provincial  Committee 
to  the  Council. 

A.  The  Schwd. — He  is  to  verify  generally  the  statements  in  such^Reports* 

a.  To  enquire  into  the  progress  of  the  Students  in  all  the  classes  and  branches  of  study 
enumerated. 

b.  To  explain  any  opinion  he  may  have  formed  on  this  point,  by  submitting  to  the  Council 
specimens  of  the  pupils' work;  and  to  ascertain,  as  far  as  practicable,  whether  any  of  die 
Students  have  obtained  employment  as  designers,  and  in  what  branches,  and  to  vthat  extent 
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.    e.  To  ascertain  whether,  each  department  of  study  is  duly  provided  with  the  requisite 
examples^  or  models. 

d.  To  observe  and  report  upon,  the  eflBciency,  fitness,  and  proper  arrangement  of  the 
furniture  of  the  SchooL 

e.  To  enquire  whether  the  instruction,  in  reference  to  the  application  of  Design  to  nranu- 
feoture  is  properly  conducted  ;  to  state  what  branches  of  manufacture  are  specially  kept  in 
view ;  whether  any  other  might,  with  advantage,  be  included  in  the  list ;  and  what  additional 
models  or  designs  might  be  necessary  for  instruction  in  reference  to  such  branches  as  are  either 
already  included,  ot  might  be  so^  aavantageously. 

B.  The  Master. — ^To  report  upon  the  Master's  continued  fitness  for  the  duties  required  of  him. 

a.  To  suggest  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  whether  the  Master  should  not  be 
required  to  engage,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Director,  in  any,  and  what,  new  branch  of 
study,  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  himself  more  fully  for  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

6.  To  report  any  case  in  which  it  might  appear  advisable  to  transfer  the  Master  to  another 
School. 

c.  To  report  the  Master's  general  conduct,  and  attention  to  bis  duties,  and  to  aacCTtaia  how 
far  they  are  satisfactory  to  the  Provincial  Committee. 

of.  1  o  enquire  whether  he  be  employed  as  a  designer  for  any  branch  of  industry ;  and  to 
procure,  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council,  any  specimens  of  his  work,  as  well  aa  specimens  of 
designs  which  he  may  have  executed  for  the  use  of  his  pupils. 

«.  To  enquire  what  pains  he  may  have  already  taken  towards  the  more  complete  qualifica- 
tiop  of  himself  for  his  office ;  and  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Council,  any  particulars 
that  may  have  tran^ired  in  relation  to  this  point. 

5.  The  Committees. — ^The  Inspector  is  generally  to  communicate  with  the  Provincial 
Committees  on  every  point  of  his  enquiries,  but  more  particularly  in  reference  to  those  matters 
which  may  seem  to  demand  animadversion,  in  order  to  procure  any  explanation  they  have  to  offer. 
He  is  to  ascertain  their  wishes  on  the  affairs  of  the  School  generally  and  specially;  and  to 
enter  on  any  questions,  either  of  a  financial  or  other  nature,  on  which  it  may  be  desii*able  that 
a  verbal  explanation,  pro  re  nata,  should  be  given,  with  the  view  to  a  fornral  communication 
between  the  Council  and  the  Provincial  Committees,  through  their  respective  Secretaries. 

6.  Adoiee  of  the  Inspector  on  points  of  Managements — ^Though  it  may  be  convenient  that 
the  Inspector  should  give  his  advice,  and  that  the  Provmcial  Committees  should  act  upon  such 
advice  without  waiting  for  the  sanction  of  the  Council,  it  is  to  be  understood  that  no  advice  or 
recommendation  he  may  offer  is  to  be  considered  as  sanctioned  by  the  Council,  unless  it  be 
communicated  to  those  Committees  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Council ;  and,  in  all  cases,  the 
Inspector  is  to  comnmnicate  to  the  Council  in  writing  whatever  advice  he  may  have  given. 

7.  Inspector's  Reports  may  contain  Observations  of  a  general  nature. — In  case  the 
Inspector  should  have  to  refer  to  matters  not  included  in  the  particulars  before  specified,  the 
observations  he  may  wish  to- make  are  to  be  given  in  the  form  oif  a  postscript  or  appendix  to  his 
Report ;  the  Report  itself  being  made  in  the  ofder,  and  under  the  heads^  abo\*e  set  forth. 

Conformably  with  tliis  arrangement,  Mr.  Dyce  having  accepted,  on  the  2nd  of  14.  Appointment  of 
May,  tie  oflBice  of  Inspector,  was  placed  by  your  Lord^ips  upon  the  list  of  the  offic^oTlMpwtor 
CcHuicil;   and  the  Directorship  was  conferred  on  Mr.  Charles   HeiUli  Wilson^  15.  Aopointmentof 
Superintendent  of  tihe  department  of  Ornamental  Art  in  t^e  Academy  of  the  Mr  Wilson  to  the 
Honorable  Bbard  of  Trustees  for  Manufactures  in  Edinburgh,  it  being  especially  l^irectorship. 
stipulated  with  this  gentleman  that  his  whole  time  and  attention  should  be  devoted 
to  the  service  of  the  Schools.    Accordingly,  since  the  9th  of  May,  1843*  the  opera* 
tions  of  all  the  Schools  have  been  conducted  under  the  direction  dP  Mr.  WiUon; 

With  respect  to  other  Officers,  liie  only  alterations  which  have  takra.  place*  are 
u  follows :

the  duties  of  Secretary,  under  the  name  of  Assistant  Secretary,  and,  as  the  principal 
executive  agent  of  the  Council,  is  required  to  prepare  the  business^  t»  atiead  the 
Meetings,  and  to  record,  £^d  carry  into  efiect>  the  resolutions  of  the  Gouneil,  and 
Committees ;  to  compose,  and  superintend  the  printing  of,  the  Minutes,  Reports,  and 
Circulars;  to  register  the  daily  attendance  of  the  ^i^ents;  to  keep  the  Finance 
accounts,  to  receive  the  monthly  Fees,  and  make  all  the  Payments  ;  to  look  to  the 
safe  custody  and  preservation  of  the  property  of  the  Council ;  to  prepare,  and  keep 
complete,  catalogues  of  the  Libraries  for  reference  and  lending,  and  of  the  Casts^ 
Paintings,  and  other  Examples  of  Ai-t ;  to  take  charge  of  all  Official  Documents ; 
and  to  carry  on  the  Correspondence,  pursuant  to  a  rule  that  "all  communications 
from,  or  to,  the  Council,  must  be  made  through  the  medium  of  the  Secretary : 
except  such  matters  as  the  Council  may  especially  delegate  to  the  Director.*'   These 
duties  the  Council  with  your  Lordships'  sanction,  committed  to  the  speciid  care  of 
Mr.  Walter  Ruding  Deverell,  a  gentleman  \i4k)  had  acted,  during  several  years,  in  a  17.

of  book-keeping,  registration,  and  transcription,  still  require  the  services  of  a  pre- 
viously appointed  clerk — Mr.  Henry  Lipsham — who  acts  under  the  direction  of  the 
Assistant  Secretary. 

2.  The  office  of  Modelling  Master  in  the  School  was  vacated  by  Mr.  James  Leigh 
in  September ;  and  Mr.  John  Womell  has  since  been  appointed,  with  the  same 
amount  of  salary. 

3.  In  consequence  of  the  details  of  general  instruction  having  been  committed  to 
the  Class  of  Students  denominated  Exhibitioners,  Mr.  Henry  Spratt,  formerly  Master 
of  the  Morning  School,  has  been  employed  during  the  last  six  months  in  executing 
outline  drawings  for  future  numbers  of  the  Elementary  Work  on  Ornament ;  and 
at  present,  as  an  cLd  interim  arrangement,  the  Council  has  deemed  it  expedient 
to  transfer  his  services  to  the  School  at  Sheffield,  where  his  knowledge  and 
experience  in  designing  for  the  peculiar  manufactures  of  that  town,  are  found  to 
render  his  instructions  especially  useful 

4.  Instead  of  one  of  the  two  persons  formerly  engaged  as  attendants,  a  useful 
assistant  to  the  Classes  for  Modelling  and  Coloming,  has  been  appointed,  at  the 
same  rate  of  wages. 

5.  In  the  Female  School,  during  the  last  eight  months,  a  teacher  of  Wood  En- 
graving has  been  engaged,  at  a  guinea  a  week,  to  give  instruction  to  a  Small  Class 
of  the  Female  Pupils,  who  are  desirous  to  receive  instruction  in  the  art  of 
ornamental  designing  for  wood  engraving,  for  which  purpose  it  has  been  deemed 
expedient,  not  only  to  require  them  to  draw  upon  the  blocks^  but  to  undergo  some 
initiatory  exercises  in  cutting  them. 

In  our  last  Report  to  your  Lordships,  in  March  1843,  (p.  17,)  we  stated  that  the 
whole  of  the  six  Exhibitionerships  were,  at  that  period,  vacated ;  five  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  Students,  who  had  held  them,  to  Masterships  of  the  Provincial  Schools, 
and  one  by  resignation,  on  obtaining  a  situation  in  the  Mechanics*  In^^titution  in 
Liverpool. 

These  vacancies  the  Council  soon  afterwards  filled,  by  appointing  the  following 
Students,  who,  by  open  competition  in  art,  and  the  production  of  testimonials  to 
character^  were  ascertained  to  possess  the  reauisite  qualifications. 

Mr.  John  Kidd,  Mr.  Adam  Edward  Findon, 

—  William  Denby,  — -  Silas  Rice, 

—  Thomas  John  Lingford,  —  John  Brown. 

These  Students,  since  their  appointment  as  Exhibitioners,  have  been  employed  as 
Teachers  in  the  Morning  and  Evening  Schools  of  Somerset  House  and  Spital- 
fields ;  the  Council  and  the  Director  believing  it  to  be  of  the  highest  importance 
that,  in  order  to  render  them  eligible  to  take  charge,  as  Masters,  of  Provincial 
Schools,  they  should,  by  actual  experience  in  teaching,  be  made  practically 
conversant  with  the  duties  of  the  teacher's  office:  it  being  evident  that  the  possession 
even  of  finished  excellence  as  a  Student  does  not  necessarily  imply  ability  to  teach. 
The  Exhibitioners  are  therefore  required  to  carry .  on  the  elementary  process  of 
instruction,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Director,  which,  while  it  affords  them 
every  advantage  for  the  acquirement  of  practical  knowledge  of  teaching,  does  not 
preclude  them  from  devoting  a  portion  of  the  day  to  various  exercises  in  drawing 
and  painting  for  their  own  further  improvement. 

The  particular  duties  assigned  to  them  are,  to  teach  Elementary  Drawing, 
Modelling,  and  Shading,  from  the  flat  and  round ;  to  give  out  examples  to  be 
copied ;  to  attend  to  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  Classes;  to  report  to  the  Director 
any  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  Students ;  and  to  examine  the  work  of  each 
Student  several  times  during  the  hours  of  attendance. 

The  Council,  in  consideration  of  the  services  thus  rendered,  has  for  some  time 
paid  to  each  of  these  young  men,  in  addition  to  the  annual  Exhibition-stipend  of 
£30,  a  fiirther  remuneration,  amounting  to  £12.  10^.  per  annum. 

The  Exhibitionei-s  are  required  by  the  conditions  of  their  appointment  to  observe 
the  following  general  Rules : — 

1.  To  attend  regularly  during  the  whole  period  considered  necessary  by  the  Council  for  their 
complete  education,  whether  the  term  shall  extend  to  three,  or  be  limited  to  two  years,  and  to 
engage  in  all  the  studies  that  may  be  prescribed  ;  and  to  prove,  by  a  contbuance  of  tfie  good 
conduct  which  entitled  them  to  admission  to  the  Class,  that  they  are  worthy  of  being  employed 
in  the  responsible  office  of  Teacher. 

2.  To  give  such  assistance  in  the  tuition  of  the  Schools  of  Design  in  Somerset  House,  or 
elsewhere,  as  the  Council  or  the  Director  may  think  expedient. 

3.  Hie  Council  is  not  pledged  to  continue  the  Exhibition  payment  unless  the  conduct  and 
progress  of  the  Exhibitioners  are  perfectly  satisfactory. 

4.  The  amount  of  each  exhibition  is  paid  in  quarterly  instalments^  at  the  expiration  of  the 
quarter  for  which  it  is  due. 
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5,  The  whole  of  the  drawings  executed  during  the  years  of  study  by  the  Exhibitioners  will 
be  retained^  and  are  to  be  considered  the  property  of  the  School ;  the  Council  haying  it  in  their 
power  to  return  any  or  all  of  them,  if  they  think  fit,  to  these  Students  at  the  end  of  we  course. 

6,  Drawing  materials  will  be  provided  for  the  ExhibitionerB  at  the  expense  of  the  School. 

In  a  subsequent  portion  of  the  present  Report  (p.  30),  we  have  taken  occasion  to  26.  Qoallficatioiis 
recur  to  the  subject  of  training  Teachers,  with  reference  to  the  expediency  of  adopting  J?^****  ^ 
some  modification  of  our  existing  means  and  arrangements  tor  this  purpose,  the 
inefficiency  and  disadvantages  of  which  have  become  evident  by  experience.  This 
subject  has  received  the  especial  consideration  of  the  Council,  and  it  is  felt  to  be 
highly  important  to  the  success  of  the  Provincial  Schools,  to  obviate  as  much  as 
possible  tne  difficulties  by  which  the  Council  has  hitherto  been  retarded  in  pro- 
viding efficient  Masters ;  that  is,  persons  who  not  only  possess,  in  all  respects,  the 
requisite  qualifications — artistical,  moral,  and  social — for  performing  in  a  satis- 
factory manner  the  important  duties  of  Instructors  to  large  numbers  of  chiefly  young 
persons,  who,  with  very  various,  and  often  erroneous  views,  are  preparing  to  enter 
upon  the  business  of  life,  but  who,  by  education,  knowledge,  and  manners,  are  ren- 
dered competent  to  carry  on  such  an  intelligent,  prudent,  and  beneficial  intercourse 
with  the  principal  commercial  and  manufacturing  parties  of  the  several  localities 
in  which  tney  may  be  placed,  as  shall  serve  to  promote  the  interests  of  those  parties, 
and  the  advantage  of  tne  community  at  large,  by  the  general  diffusion  of  good  taste 
in  ornamental  design,  as  a  means  of  improving  our  national  manufactures. 

On  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Wilson,  the  present  Director  of  the  Schools,  the  27.  Sysfematie 
Council  took  occasion  to  deliberate  upon  the  then  existent  mode  of  conducting  the  tLonlnjolnS!"'^ 
business  of  instruction,  and  the  means  of  securing  the  requisite  observance  of 
discipline,  with  a  view  to  adopt  any  practical  improvement  which  might  appear 
desirable,  as  suggested  by  their  past  experience  in  the  operations  of  the  School,  or 
as  recommended  Dy  Mr.  Wilson  ;  who  was  consequently  called  upon  to  lay  before 
the  Council  a  statement  of  his  views  and  suggestions.  The  foDowing  plan  was 
accordingly  approved  and  adopted,  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  a  systematic  and 
uniform  mode  of  procedure  in  all  the  Schools. 

1.  The  Students  to  be  divided  into  elementary  drawing,  and  other  classes;  each  class  to  28.  Plan  of  con- 
occupy  a  distinct  and  permanent  position  in  the  room,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  Students  ducting:  the  busi- 
to  be  classified  with  reference  to  the  particular  objects  of  their  studies.  Tn  the  Cen^^^^^ 

2.  Each  Student,  on  first  entering  the  School,  to  have  a  position  assigned  to  him,  whence  School  in  Somerset 
he  will  move  onwards,  from  place  to  place,  as  his  studies  advance.     This  arrangement  will,  at  House,  and  in  the 
all  times,  enable  the  Visitors  and  Masters  to  ascertain  at  once  the  progress  made  by  each  of  Branch  Schools  con- 
the  Students,  however  numerous  they  may  be.  nected  therewith. 

3.  £ach  Student  to  commence  with  the  class  for  Elementary  Drawing  in  Outline^  which 
he  is  not  to  leave  until  he  can  draw  with  correctness.  The  examples  set  before  this  class  to  be  of 
such  a  nature  that,  even  in  this  early  stage  of  study,  they  may  be  conducive,  as  far  as  possible^ 
to  the  advancement  of  the  views  with  which  each  Student  joins  the  School ;  and,  as  a  general 
principle,  each  should  be  taught  with  reference  to  the  promotion  of  those  views.  The  outline 
examples  must,  if  proi)erly  copied,  cause  him  to  draw  with  accuracy,  and,  by  their  graceful 
forms,  will  improve  his  taste  without  giving  him  any  bias  in  the  formation  of  a  pecuUar  style. 
He  will  thus  be  taught  to  draw,  but  will  not  be  made  a  mannerist 

4.  When  the  Student  can  draw  in  outline  correctly,  he  will  pass  to  the  class  for  Shading,  at 
first  from  the  flat,  when  he  will  be  taught  how  to  use  the  Chalk.  The  examples  placed 
before  the  Student  when  he  commences  the  study  of  shading,  should  be  distinguished  not  by 
any  marked  style  or  manner,  but  rather  by  truthful  imitation  and  correct  design.  By  placing 
such  examples  before  him,  any  danger  of  producing  a  bias  will  be  avoided.  This  is  a  point  of 
the  utmost  importance.  Of  course  the  Student  will  not  draw  for  such  a  length  of  time  from 
these  examples  as  to  incur  any  danger  of  his  becoming  too  mechanical ;  an  evil  which  needs 
little  to  be  apprehended. 

5.  The  Student  will  next  commence  drawing  from  the  Cast,  no  bias  having  yet  been  given 
to  his  mind;  and  having  been  taught  to  be  correct,  and  to  observe  accurately,  the  probability  is, 
he  will  form  a  style  of  his  own, — an  effect  which  has  been  found  to  be  verified  by  experience. 

6.  The  Student  will  then  proceed  to  the  study  of  Colour.  He  will  at  first  paint  in  chiaro- 
oscuro,  until  he  can  master  his  materials.  He  will  then  paint  in  water-colours,  or  in  tempera, 
from  proper  examples,  and  lastly  from  nature. 

7.  Those  Students  who  require  it,  will  now  commence  drawing  the  Figure.  The  classes 
for  the  Figure  to  be  divided  into,  first,  an  elementary  class,  and  secondly,  an  advanced  class ; 
and  as  this  class  is  especially  intended  for  persons  to  be  employed  in  making  ornamental 
designs,  it  is  requisite  that  casts  from  objects  in  which  figures  are  combined  with  ornament 
should  be  placed  in  the  figure  room,  as  well  as  casts  from  ancient  statues.  The  practical 
application  of  all  that  is  taught  in  these  classes  should  be  shown,  as  much  as  possible,  by  the 
examples  on  the  walls,  whicn  should  not  present  merely  the  appearance  of  a  class  room  for 
the  Figure  attached  to  au  academy  of  Pine  Arts.  The  tendency  to  become  artists,  so 
observable  in  classes  where  the  Figure  is  taught,  is  partly  to  be  attributed  to  example ;  for 
this  reason,  no  persons  studying  to  become  artists,  as  distinguished  from  omamentists,  will  be 
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admitted  ^  the  -ScfaDol  of  Design.  This'  tenlraey  is  ai^o  Bttribntable,  iar  jl  great  tseasare^  to 
tbe^iact  thai  Students,  for  the  most  part,  hanre  not  soffieiBiitly  just  ideas  of  die  mpor^oiMe  of 
the  Omaraental  Arts,  and  of  the  iwupmwement  of  whid&  they  are  susoeptiUe.  It  is  dirthar't^^ 
be  observed;  timt  for  maay^-such  as  designers  of  pattM*ns  for  alk,  cottoo,  and  wooUea 
manufactures,  paper  hanging.  &c.' — the  study  of  the  Figure  is  not  required. 

8.  TTiose  Students  whose  pursuits  require  a  knowledge  of  Perspective,  will 'be  taught  at 
this  period  of  their  studies  with  especial  i^erenoe  to  those*  purtuito. 

9.  From  these  daases  the  Sltidbat^ll  proceed  to^  the  highest  class,  jo  which  he  wtU  stfity- 
the  history,  principles,  and  practice  of  Omaauntal  Design.  By  copying  the  best  eocampW 
that  can  be  obtained,  he  will  be  exereb^  in  ccHoposition,  that  is»  in  fornnng  new  coDabiaationa, 
and  will  be  carefully  taught  to  apply  the  knowledge  he  has  acquired  to  various  practical 
purposes.  This  important  object  will  be  much  promoted  by  a  Museum,,  to  consist  exclusively 
of  the  best  examples  of  Ornamental  Art — for  instance,  of  stained  glass,  carving,  modelling,  fine 
specimens  of  metal  work,  choice  patterns  of  mamifectures  in  silk,  wool,  cotton,  porcelain,  paper 
hanging,  &c;  &ei 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  and  Masters  to  see  that  only  the  beet  examples  ate 
fallowed;  to  give  occasional  explaafatkms ;  and  to  enable  the  Students  to  form  just  ideas  of 
the  art  they  are  studying^  by  maJcing. observations  on  style,  taste,  coaapoeition,  odour,  and  th» 
practieal  application  of  Design  to  particular  manuGau:tures. 

29.  Rules  enjoined  At  the  same  time  the  Council  approred  and  adopted  the  following  form  of 
ConduS^^d*'  Rnles  for  Attendance,  Condnct,  and  Studies ;  and  eBJoiDedauntforni  oterFanceof 
studies. '  them  in  each  of  the  Metropotitan  and  ProTindal  Scbcwls  ;  witii  oiily  sueh  deiriation 

in  specified  points  of  detail  as  the  peeQliar<dreiinista]ioe8<>raoy  Stsheoliniay  reqiuire. 

1.  Mcming  School — ^Time  of  daily  attendance^  from  Half^ast  Nine  to  Thvee. 

2.  Evening  School. — ^Time  of  daily  attendanoe,  from  Hal5*past  Six  to  Nine^ 

Excepting  Saturdays,  Sundays,  Grood  Friday,  three  days  at  Elaster,  Her  Majesty's  Bkthdajf» 
and  the  appointed  V  acations  of  six,  weeks  in  the  Autunm,  comnoencing  on  the  1 5th.  of  August,  and. 
ending  on  the  30th  of  September ;  and  two  weeks  at  Christmas,  commencing  on  Christmas  Day» 

3.  Each  Student,  on  admission,  to  enter  his  Name  and  Address  in  a  Register  for  the 
purpose.

15.  The  Students  will  be  permitted  to  borrow,  from  the  Lending  Library,  Books,  one  volume 
at  a  time,  to  be  retained  one  week*  For  every  day  that  a  Book  is  kept  beyond  that  time,  the 
Student  will  be  fined  one  penny ;  aud  if  the  Book  is  in  any  way  iiyiu'ed,  he  must  replace  it 

16.  The  Students  are  required  to  conduct  themselves  with  order,  quietness,  and  regularity ; 
and  to  sit  down  immediately  in  their  proper  places  on  coming  into  the  School. 

17.  No  talking  to  be  permitted,  nor  unnecessary  moving  about 

18.  All  cases  whatever  of  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  Students  to  be  reported  to  the 
Director,  who  is  responsible  to  the  Council  for  the  maintenance  of  proper  discipline,  and. 
attention  to  study,  in  the  Schools. 

19.  Any  iufractbn  of  the  Rules,  or  any  irregularity  of  conduct  committed  in  the  School, 
may  be  punished  at  once  by  suspension  of  attendance.  The  offenders  to  be  brought  before 
the  next  Meeting  of  the  Council,  for  further  proceedings,  as  to  dismissal  or  otherwise. 

20.  Fees  of  admiaaion  to  be  paid  to  the  Secretary,  in  advance,  on.  the  day  of  admission. 
Students  who  enter  between  the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  the  month  to  pay  the  whole  monthly 
fee,  and  those  who  enter  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month  to  pay  half  the  amount  of  the 
monthly  fee. 

21.  The  Director  to  exereise  a  generarsuperintendence  and  control  in  every  matter  relating 
to  the  duties  of  all  who  are  engag^  in  giving  instruction  in  the  Schools. 

30.  Additional  In  consocpence^af  the  grentincrease  of  applieationsfiM'  admission  to  the  Bvenhjg 
S^WwSaSSS!^  School  at  Somerset  Hl>use,  the  Council  has  found  it*  necessary  to  enjoin  the  fol- 
lowing additional  Rules. . 
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1.  The  door  to  be  dee«d  «ter]r  Evening  at  ten  nnurtei  to  Seien*  No.fltndcttt  to  be 
admitted  after  that  time;  and  every  Student  who  has  not  entered  before  that  tiwe  to  be 
■nriLed  abaeat. 

2.  The  name  of  any  Student  who  abseil  hionelf  for  at  week  will  be  strode  off  the  Books^ 
and  he  must  p^  the  half-monthly  fee  before  he  can  be  re-<admitted.  If  he  stay  away  until 
the  oommenoanent  of  the  latter  half  of  the  montb^  he  must  pay  one-half  month*8  fee>  in  addition 
to  the  usual  fee.  No  excuse  can  be  admitted^  exoept  aickness^  or  special  buainess ;  written 
certificates  of  which,  from  the  parent,. or  employer  of  the  Student,  must.be  submitted  to 
the  Director. 

3^  Students  who  are  visy  irregular  in  their  attendance  will  be  dismissed. 

4.  No  Applicant  under  Fifteen  Years  of  A^e  will  be  admitted  to  the  Evening  Class ;

progress  be  satisfactory,  be  also  admitted  to  the  Evening  SchooL 

5.  Students  who  attend  the  Morning  School  have  not,  as  formerly,  permission  to  attend  the 
Evening  School  free  of  payment.

Letter  to  the  Lords  of  the  Commttee  of  Her  Majesty's  'Privy  Council  for  Trade,  ^., 
explaining  tie  want  of  more  statable  Furniture,  and  ^f  various  otner  Inqnwements 
in  the  Roomsifthe  School, at  Somerset  House. 

Government' School  of  Design,  Somerset  House, 
November  7th,  1843. 

Sib, 

I  am  directed  l^  the  Ginneil  of  the  Goveniment  Sehool  of  Design  to  request  that 
you  will  be  pleased  to  move  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Her  Majesty's  Privy  Council  for 
Trade  to  make  application  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  the  sanction  of  the  Treasury  to  the  expense  stated  in  the  estimate  herewith 
transmitted,  amounting  to  £387.  10*.,  for  alterations,  furniture,  and  refittings,  in  the  School- 
rooms at  Somerset  House,  wfaidi  the  Council  find  it  necessary  to  incur,  in  order  to  remedy  many 
important  disadvantages  to  whidi  the  business  of  the  School  is  subjected  by  the  existing 
anrangemenbs. 

Frcon  time,  to  time,,  statements  of  the  bad  efifects  ef  these  arrangements  have  been  urged  upon 
the  att^tion  of  the  Council  in  the  Reports  of  the  Director  of  the  School;  and  the  Council,  ailer 
carefully  examining,  and  deliberating  upon,  all  the  particulars,  have  authorised  the  .present 
application,  under  a  strong  impression  of  the  necessity  for.  the  proposed  improvem^ts,  which 
comprise— 

1.  The  providing  new  and  more  conveniently  constructed  desks,  tables,  and  seats;  several 
screens  and  pedestals;  and  about  100  glazed  frames  fibr  exhibitiog,  and, preserving,  while  in  use> 
the  valuable  exampl^  of  drawings. 

2.  The  introduction  of  a  more  efficient,  and,  at  the  same  time,  more  economical  mode  of 
lighting  the  rooms  for  the  Evening  Classes,  which  are  now  very  numerously  attended.  This 
essentially  requisite  hnpTDvement  consists  in  adoptiog,  to  some  exttnt,  the3u(fe  light,. and  ma 
more  advantageous  di8tr3)utioaof  the  gas  light  in  the  large  room,  by  meaai  of  new  btatket^ 
burners,  and  shades^  especially  designed  for  the.puqpose. 
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3.  The  obtaining  of  eflScient  veiltilatioiii,  by  means  of  an  aperture  to  be  made  in  the  centre 
of  the  ceiling. 

4.  The  painting  of  the  walls  of  the  Cast  Room  and  Ante  Room  a  dark  colour^  as  a  back 
ground,  to  exhibit  to  the  Students  a  clearly  defined  outline  of  the  plaster  figures. 

The  numerous  defects  in  the  actual  state  of  the  rooms^  with  regard  to  furniture,  fitting  up, 
lighting,  and  ventilation,  are  such  as  seriously  dimuiish  the  eiSciency  of  the  operations  of  the 
School,  restrict  its  usefulness,  and  present  discouraging  difliculties  in  attaining  the  impoitant 
object  for  which  it  was  instituted.  It  is  to  little  purpose  that  a  systematic  course  of  instruction 
is  adopted,  that  rules  are  enjoined  for  the  maintenance  of  discipline,  for  methodical  classification^ 
and  for  ensuring  regularity  in  prosecuting  the  various  duties  of  teaching,  whilst,  with 
the  present  ill-adapted  arrangements,  a  satisfactory  execution  of  the  plans  approved  by  the 
Council  is  rendered  impracticable. 

By  the  proposed  improvements — 

1.  The  capability  of  accomodation  will  be  extended  to  a  much  larger  number :  there  being, 
at  present,  not  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  number  of  Students  who  attend  the  Evening 
Classes. 

2.  The  general  business  of  the  School  will  be  greatly  facilitated,  and  rendered  much  more 
efficient. 

At  present,  the  classes  cannot  be  properly  instructed  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  system 
and  enjoined  rules,  more  space  being  required  in  the  large  room  for  drawing  from  the  casts  of 
ornament,  as  the  proportion  of  Students  who  are  applying  their  abilities  to  practical  objects 
has  become  considerably  larger  than  heretofore. 

3.  The  valuable  property  of  the  School,  in  drawings,  will  be  preserved.  At  present,  these 
costly  examples  cannot  be  used  without  continual  injury,  and  occasionally  entire  destruction. 

4.  The  light  will  be  rendered  efficient,  and  be  properly  directed  and  distributed.  At 
present,  double  lights  and  cross-shadows  create  much  difficulty  and  confusion 

5.  A  proper  ventilation,  which  is  greatly  facilitated  by  the  Bude  light,  will*  remove  the 
oppressive  air  produced  by  the  gas,  and  respiration — a  consideration  of  the  utmost  consequence 
to  the  health  of  the  numerous  individuals  who  attend  the  Evening  Classes. 

The  change  which,  m  a  great  degree,  has  taken  place  in  the  nature  and  objects  of  the 
instruction,  by  the  formation  of  advanced  classes  for  practical  purposes,  renders  it  necessary  to 
introduce  many  alterations  in  the  arrangements,  which,  at  the  first  establishment  of  the 
Institution,  were  made  with  a  view  chiefly  to  elementary  drawing. 

For  these,  and  other  reasons,  which  within  the  limits  of  the  present  communication,  cannot 
be  enumerated,  the  Council  anxiously  hope  that,  the  sanction  for  which  I  am  directed  to 
apply,  will  be  fully  granted  by  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  and 
that,  as  speedily  as  possible,  the  execution  of  these  improvements  may  be  ordered  to  proceed.

34.  Improvemenu  During  the  vacation  in  August  and  September  the  internal  arrangements  of  the 
SSS!  ^  ^*'*'  School  were  completed  ;  that  is,  the  improvements  for  which  application  had  been 
made,  and  which  comprised  only  the  more  urgently  requisite  alterations,  and  such 
articles  of  new  furniture  and  fittings  as  were  indispensably  necessary,  in  order  to 
render  it  possible  to  carry  on  the  business  and  discipline  of  the  School,  upon  a 
systematic  and  uniform  principle. 

In  the  Ante  Room  the  valuable  copies  of  the  arabesque  pilasters  by  Raphael, 
from  the  second  Loggia  of  the  Vatican,  which  were  previously  laid  tofi[ether 
against  the  wall,  and  consequently  were  comparatively  useless^  have  been  placed 
upon  revolving  quadrangular  pillars,  executed  under  the  instructions  of  Mr.  Poynter, 
so  as  to  afford  to  the  Students  every  convenience  for  copying  which  the  dimensions 
and  construction  of  the  apartment  would  permit.  They  have  also,  on  each  side,  been 
protected  from  accidental  injury  by  a  commodious  and  substantial  hand-rail ;  and 
the  same  room  has  been  fitted  with  small  glazed  cases,  for  the  preservation 
of  various  examples  of  ornamental  manufactures,  and  specimens  of  natural  materials 
of  ornament.  The  wall  of  this  room,  and  those  of  the  room  which  is  chiefly 
appropriated  to  casts  of  the  Figure,  have  been  painted  a  deep  red  brown,  to  form 
an  advantageous  background  for  exhibiting  the  examples  of  casts,  drawings,  and 
coloured  designs ;  but  the  much  more  extensive  surface  of  the  walls  of  the  principal 
room  remain  still  destitute  of  this  important  advantage. 

In  the  evening,  the  Ante  Room  has  hitherto  not  been  used,  as  the  class  for 
colouring,  to  which  it  is  appropriated,  has  been  assembled  only  in  the  morning;  but 
the  practicability  of  carrying  on  the  exercises  of  this  class  by  artificial  light,  and  the 
great  importance  of  enabling  many  intelhgent  artizans  and  others  to  benefit  by 
these  exercises  during  the  only  hours  at  v^ich  their  occupations  permit  them  to 
attend,  have  induced  the  Council  to  direct  that  the  Ante  Room  be  immediately 
fitted  up  with  a  Bude  light  for  this  purpose. 
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The  improvements  which  have  been  executed  in  the  large  room,  consist  chiefly 
of  a  systematic  distribution  of  new  and  conveniently  adapted  desks,  which  by  their 
construction  and  relative  position,  greatly  economize  the  space,  and  enable 
every  Student  to  receive  the  light  on  his  left  hand,  from  jets  of  gas  partially  covered 
by  lanterns  of  painted  tin  and  paper,  by  which  the  light  is  at  once  directed,  shaded, 
and  reflected  as  required.  All  the  prints  and  lithographic  drawings  from  which 
the  Students  copy,  are  enclosed  in  glazed  frames,  opening  at  the  back,  which  are 
placed  vertically  along  the  desks  by  means  of  a  light  rail  of  iron  rods,  and  are  thus 
completely  preserved  from  the  dust  and  damage  to  which  they  were  formerlyexposed. 

In  the  Figure  Room  the  process  of  drawing  from  numerous  casts  placed  upon  the 
walls,  and  upon  moveable  screens,  has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  introduction 
of  small  tables,  having  shaded  candle-stands  affixed  ;  and  the  casts  from  the 
Antique  Statues  are  lighted  by  a  powerful  Bude  burner  in  the  centre,  which  also 
very  efficiently  serves  to  ventilate  the  room  by  the  constant  motion  of  the  air  from 
below,  which  the  supply  of  its  flame  requires.  The  deficiency  of  ventilation  of  the 
large  room,  which  formerly  was  almost  insufferable,  has  been,  to  a  great  degree, 
remedied,  by  making  an  aperture  in  the  centre  of  the  ceiling,  and  placing  within 
it  a  circular  jet  of  gas.  ^ 

In  all  the  rooms  the  numerous  casts  of  architectural  ornament,  and  of  the  figure, 
have  been  methodically  classified  and  arranged  upon  i;he  w<Uls  according  to  the 
different  styles  they  exnibit,  and  the  eras  to  which  they  belong  ;  commencing  with 
those  of  the  Greek  sculptures.  Pedestals  have  been  provided  for  some  of  the 
busts,  candelabra,  and  vases  ;  the  whole  collection  of  casts  have  been  cleansed  and 
repaired,  and  those  of  the  figure  have  been  painted. 

In  short,  the  general  advantages  attained  by  the  various  re-arrangements  effected  35.  General  ad- 
-i-ii^'i^Ai  Tantafiret  obtained 

durmg  the  last  eight  months,  are —  by  the  new  arrange- 

1.  An  increase  of  the  capability  of  accommodation  in  the  large  room,  amounting  «»«»♦«• 
to  75 ;  that  is,  175  in  the  place  of  100 ;  with  the  accompanying  fact,  that  the 
larger  number  is  now  much  more  conveniently  accommodated  than  the  smaller  one 
previous  to  the  alterations. 

In  the  Figure  Room  about  50  can  be  conveniently  placed.  The  total  number 
now  admissible  to  the  classes  of  the  Male  School  is,  therefore,  at  least  220. 

2.  An  improvement  in  the  ventilation,  which  is  found  to  be  very  conducive  to 
the  health  and  comfort  of  all  who  attend. 

3.  An  efficient  and  properly  adapted  mode  of  lighting  the  examples,  and  work  of 
the  Students. 

4.  A  systematic,  and  appropriate,  distribution  of  the  contents  of  the  rooms. 

5.  A  greatly  increased  facility  in  conducting  the  business  of  instruction. 

6.  A  distinct  classification  of  all  the  Students;  particular  desks  being  exclusively 
appropriated  to  each  gradation  of  the  course. 

7.  A  precise  general  supervision,  or  particular  inspection,  of  the  Students,  made 
easily  practicable. 

8.  The  maintenance  of  discipline  perfectly  effected. 

9.  A  methodical  distribution,  and  complete  preservation,  of  all  the  examples  of  art. 

10.  Unity  of  purpose  and  action  insured  in  all  the  proceedings  and  operations 
of  the  Central  and  Branch  Schools, 

In  connection  with  the  refurnishing  of  the  rooms  of  the  School,  it  may  here  be  36.  Refi«ing  up  of 
stated  to  your  Lordships  that,  in  the  course  of  last  summer,  the  Director's  room  ^^"^  ^^°*»- 
and  the  Committee  room,  were  supplied  with  several  requisite  articles  of  furniture 
from  Her  Majesty's  Office  of  Woods,  with  the  understanding  that  the  expense  was 
to  be  defrayed  from  an  unexpended  balance  of  about  £200,  remaining  from  a  former 
grant  from  Parliament  for  erecting  a  gallery  round  the  rooms  of  the  School. 

The  general  progress  of  the  studies,  durmg  the  present  session,  has  been  very  3;.  Studies  pro- 
satisfactory,  and  a  large  number  of  excellent  drawings,  and  various  other  works,  ^3*g^j^^^^ 
have  been  produced.

To  these  it  is  proposed  to  add,  as  soon  as  practicable,  classes  for  Porcelain  and 
Glass  Painting,  and  Carving  in  Wood. 

As  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  all  who  join  the  School  should,  in  the 
first  place,  learn  to  dmw  correctly,  proficiency  in  Outline  Drawing  is  required  of 
every  Student  be£3ne  he  is  permitted  to  enter  upon  more  advanced  studies.  In  this 
preliminary  course,  youths  of  average  ability  are  usually  occupied  during  six 
or  eight  months,  and,  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  they  should  be  able  to  draw 
the  most  difficult  and  complicated  piece  of  ornament  which  can  be  placed  before 
them.  They  naxt  proceed  to  the  study  of  shading,  either  with  chalk,  or  with  jt 
tint,  in  transparent  or  body  colours.  Many  of  the  shaded  drawings  produced  in 
this  stage  of  the  course,  supply  evidence  of  the  possession  of  talent,  and  of  the 
exertion  of  praiseworthy  attention  and  diligence.  The  morning  class  for  colouring 
from  artistical  examples,  and  from  nature,  nas  been  less  numerously  attended  than 
might  have  been  wished;  the  majority  of  those  who  attend  the  School  being 
occupied  throughout  the  day  in  various  industrial  pursuits,  and  ther^re  able  to 
come  only  to  the  Evening  School,  in  which  colouring  has  hitherto  not  been  studied. 
It  is,  however,  satisfactory  to  observe  that  the  Morning  School  is  gmdually 
increasing,  and  that,  several  youths  are  known  to  have  made  considerable 
pecuniary  sacrifices,  in  order  to  be  enabled  to  attend.  The  Students  who  fi-equent 
the  colouring  classes  in  the  morning,  are  employed  in  painting  original  oompositioos, 
or  irom  copies,  in  tempera,  and  in  oil,  and  nmny  are  ntiaking  very  ecedittble 
progress. 

The  proposed  commencement  oi  an  evening*  class  for  colouring  has  been  already 
mentioned  (vide  page  12),  and  this  arrangement  is  especially  intended  to  benefit  a 
numerous  class  of  practical  students  of  ornamental  art  who,  at  present,  are  debarred 
from  the  advantage  of  these  exercises  in  the  School,  by  the  extreme  difficuUy 
they  experience  in  leaving  their  emplo3rment8  in  the  day-time. 

The  exercises  of  the  class  for  nnodelling  have  been  prosecuted  with  very  satis- 
factory success;  nnd  since  the  appointment  of  the  prasent  Master,  Mr.  Womell, 
the  numbers  in  this  class  have  considerably  increased.  A  variety,  of  omanients  have 
been  modelled,  including  several  ori^nal  compositions;  but,  for  the  naest,part^  the 
Students  have  been  confined  to  working  from  other  models^  or  from  sh^led 
drawings. 

Very  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  by  the  classes  for  doawing  fix>m  caists 
of  ornament,  and  from  statues  of  the  hunan  figure.  The  Eveninr  Clasaes  for 
the  study  of  the  figure  continue  to  have  the  advantage  of  the  eapeciau  attention  o( 
Mr.  John  Rogers  Herbert,  A.RJl.,  and  the  whole  School  is  superintended  by  that 
gentleman  on  those  evenings  of  the  week  when  the  Director  is  not  in  attendance. 

During  the  last  eight  months  the  more  advanced  Students  have  studied,  and 
made  considerable  progress  in.  Fresco  painting — a  very  important  and  interesting 
branch  of  Art  Various  specimens  of  Frescos  executed  in  the  School,  botE 
Copies  from  other  works  of  art,  and  creditable  Original  Designs  by  the  Students, 
have  attracted  considerable  attention  from  Artists  and  Decorative  Painters ;  and 
it  is  a  gratifying  fact,  that  the  Students  have  already  succeeded  in  overcoming  the 
mechanical  difficulties  of  an  art  hitherto  but  little  practised,  and  comparatively- 
unknown,  in  this  country. 

Fresco  Secco,  which  has  been  much  used  for  decorative  purposes  in  Italy,  and 

in  Munich,  has  also  been  recently  introduced  into  the  School  with  considerable 

success.     In  reference  to  this  departinent  of  the  course  of  instructbn,  we  have 

much  pleasure  in  adverting  to  the  following  communication  from  Mr.  Eastlake,  to 

whom  the  Director  has  been  much  indebtea»  from  time  to  time^  fox  very  useful  and 

valuable  suggestions.

*     *     *  ^  Fresco-secco  is  decidedly  fit  for  ornament,  and  it  is  necessary  to  get  the  ^udll^ofthe^R^^^ 
hands  of  th©  artist  in  by  painting  first  in  Bnon-fresco.     It  is  also  quite  necessary,  even  for  an 
Oiteatista,  to  be  acquainted  with  the  (human)   figure.     On  this  subject^  I  submit  to  ywi 
the  foUowing  thoughts. 

The  ^'  knowledge  of  the  figure,"  winch  is  commonly  reqwed,  is  €m  anatonical  knowledge^ 
which,  in  its  perfection,  may  only  make  a  good  drau^tsman  of  muscles  and  bones.  I  know^ 
from  having  watched  the  progress  of  many  Students^  that  a  very  good  knowledge  of  anatomy 
may  exist  without  the  slightest  power  of  putting  a  figure  together,  and  without  the  least  feelii^ 
for  grace.  I  would,  therefore,  suggest  the  expediency  of  making  the  artist  familiar  Ji'om  the 
first  with  the  effect  of  entire  figures,  and  the  art  of  their  composition  in  limrbs,  drapery,  &c. 
If  this  is  advisable  in  any  department  of  art,  it  is  more  especially  so  in  ornamental  painting. 
The  figures  with  which  an  artist  in  this  styie  has  to  do  require  to  be  intelligible  even  in  their 
ovtline.  The  mere  mass  or  shape  (as  it  is  in  a  great  measure  independent  oi  light  and  shade) 
should  be  pleasing  and  easily  comprehended. 

There  are  many  excellent"  figures  in  pictures,  which  if  deprived  of  backgrotmd,  &c.  &c., 
and  stuck  on  a  wmte  wall,  would  be  deformities.  There  is,  therefore,  a  principle  of  adaptaltioB 
here  lequired ;  and  when  we  know  what  is  requisite  we  know  what  the  artist  should  ofaiefljf 
stoiy. 

I  would,  therefore,  submit  for  your  consideration  that,  in  the  study  of  figures  (a  departmeni 
only,  I  am  aware,  of  the  School  of  Design),  the  artists  should  tie  taught  to  compose  them 
gracefully,  and  should  be  made  acquainted  with  the  grammar  of  drapery,  as  to  its  arrangement, 
parts,  &c. 

As  to  the  means  by  which  this  is  to  be  accomplished^— get  the  best  examples>  and  make  the 
eye  and  hand  of  the  artists  familiar  with  them ;  and  with  regard  to  examples — ^first,  tha 
aatique  bas-relie&  (I  mean  engravings)  exhibit  figures  in  which  nearly  the  same  ends  were  to 
be  attained  as  in  ornamental  painting,  viz.,  a  graceful  arrangement  of  the  whole  mass»  In 
dancing  and  flying  figures  this  is  particularly  observable ;  and  the  arrangement  of  drapery  haa 
never  been  improved.  Many  of  Flaxman's  figures  are  calculated  to  educate  the  eye  of  a 
young  artist  to  the  feeling  of  grace.     His  Hesiod  I  recommend  particularly. 

But  the  work,  of  all  others,  which  is  fittest  for  you  is  Landon*s  "  Vies  et  CEuvres  des 
Peintres,**  containhrg  outlines fix)m  the  best  Masters.  Tne  outlmes  after  Corregrio,  Dominichino, 
&c.  are  not  all  adapted  for  your  purpose,  nor  indeed  are  cUl  of  Raphad's;  but  there  is 
abundance  in  this  work  to  educate  an  artist  iu  the  comprehension  of  a  graceful  whole  in  figures. 
You  have,  also,  in  Landon,  the  Herculaneum  figures,  and  all  Poussin's  works.  The  plan  would 
be,  to  enlarge  these  figures  to  about  two  feet  high,  or  more.  The  most  successful  should  then 
be  placed  about  the  School,  as  examples  of  the  graceful  mfigvre9. 

The  study  of  the  figure  required  for  an  Omadsta  is  limited,  and  the  object  should  be  to 
make  him  familiar  wi3i  such  examples  as  will  assist  him  in  invetfting  f^^male  figures,  drapery, 
flying  drapery,  amorini,  finely  formed  male  figures,  and  a  few  animals.  These  are  wanted; 
but  picturesque  old  heads,  rags,  and  ugliness,  however  fit  for  some  departments  of  art,  aided 
by  all  the  resources  of  chiaro-scuro,  are  unfii  for  your  purposes.  Yomr  School  is  essentially 
a  School  of  beauty  and  elegance.  So  wilii  regard  to  colour:  variety  to  a  great  extent  may 
be  admissible  in  the  nmltiplicity  of  ornaments,  but  a  figure  (flesh)  should  be  simple  and 
Giorgionesque. 

The  somewhat  confined  study  of  the  figure  which  I- have  recommended^  in  order  to  make  the 
artists  familiar  witli  examples  of  elegance  in  lines,  masses,  and  adjustments,  is  tvith  a  view  only 
to  decorative  art,  which  has  a  peculiar  range,  and  in  which  absolute  originahty  is  not,  at  first, 
of  importance. 

In  the  education  of  artists  or  artizans  for  the  objects  proposed  by  the  School,  T  venture  to 
thnik  that  you  need  not  at  first  be  afraid  of  imitation.  New  combinations,  revivals,  and 
intpiryvements,  aided  by  individual  feehng,  and  by  accidental  suggestions,  will  be  near  enough 
to  absohite  originalTty  for  all  d^orative  pui^pposes,  and  must,  in  the  ^xA,  tead  to  originality. 

TlieoiHlines  iuLandonaie  small,  but  the^work  ia  valuable  firom  its  coaftaining  nearly  all 
the  works  of  some  of  the  best  masters.  Lax^r  engravings  might  be  referred  to  where  the 
size  is  unsatisfactory ;  but  as  hints  they  will  be  found  sufficient. 

For  the  skilfiil  filling  of  allotted  spaces  (even  of  an  unpromising  shape),  I  know  no  finer 
examples  than  Raphael's  Amor  and  Psyche  in  the  Pamesina. 

I  need  not  have  particularised  Flaxman's  Hesiod,  for  most  of  hSs  works  are  satisfactory  in 
composition ;  but  it  is  the  lighter  and  more  elegant  subjects  which  afford  the  best  materials 
fer  decorative  figures.  Antique  and  modem  arabesques  show  that  uodiing  is  to  be  done 
without  female  figures,  and  genii  (amorini),  the  former  being  generally  draped.  Stronger 
forms  are  also  frequent,  but  always  beautiful,  both  in  mass  and  detail. 

All  I  mean,  therefore,  is,  that  the  decorator  should  make  himself  familiar  with  such  figin^ 
as  are  fit  for  decoration.

The  Schoolis  open  to  tie  inspection  of  the  public  every  Monday,  between  the  homrs  47.  I^e  School 
of  One  and  Three;  and,  at  all  times>  is  visited^  not  oaly  by  t^ioee  wbo  take  a  Section  of  tiiie 
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zealous  interest  in  the  improvement  of  ornamental  aii;  in  this  country,  but  by 
a  numerous  class  of  persons  whose  practical  pursuits  and  employments  as  manu- 
facturers of  articles  of  ornament,  or  decorative  artists,  induce  them  to  apply  to  the 
Director  for  information  and  useful  suggestions.  To  all  such  applicants  the 
examples  of  designs  possessed  by  the  School  are  freely  shown,  and  the  permission 
to  examine  and  copy  them  is  accompanied  by  every  endeavour  on  the  part  of  the 
Director  to  render  them  practically  serviceable,  by  explanatory  observations. 
Numerous  ornamental  designs  have  been  drawn,  painted,  or  modelled,  for  different 
applicants  ;  and  it  may  be  worthy  of  remark  that  several  of  the  parties,  for  whom 
designs  have  been  executed  in  the  School,  have  very  liberally  remunerated  the 
Students  for  these  services. 

48.  Distribution  of       With  the  view  of  developing  talent,  and  exciting  emulation,  and  as  a  means 
^txitt,  of  indicating  to  what  extent  the  Students  have  advanced  in  improvement,   the 

Council  have  always  deemed  it  beneficial  to  the  School  to  appropriate  a  small 
portion  of  the  funds  at  their  disposal  to  the  distriubtion  of  Prizes.  From  time  to 
time,  various  sums  have  also  been  contributed  to  this  purpose  by  members  of  the 
Council,  amounting  to  65Z.  18*.  Orf.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  Prizes  awarded 
last  Midsummer,  on  which  occasion  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  forego  the  advantage 
of  a  public  exhibition  of  the  prize  productions  of  the  Students  ;  as,  although  some 
displayed  satisfactory  excellence,  the  character  and  number  of  the  whole  were  not 
considered  to  be  sufficiently  important  for  this  purpose ;  but  it  is  due  to  the  com- 
petitors to  state  that  this  defective  result  was,  in  a  great  degree,  consequent  to 
the  circumstances  of  delay  and  uncertainty  under  which  the  preparation  of  the 
drawings  had  necessarily  proceeded  at  the  time  of  the  change  of  the  Directorship, 
and  during  the  still  unsettled  state  of  the  School  before  the  adoption  of  the 
new  arrangements  which  have  already  been  described.

In  order  to  furnish  your  Lordships  with  the  means  of  forming  a  judgment  of  ^^niple**  Casts, 
Ae  present  extent  of  the  collection  of  casts  and  other  materials  of  ornament      '     .      .     . 
which  have  been  provided  for  the  use  of  the  Schools,  we  have  subjoined  to  the  pe^ixl*^  *"     ^ 
present  Report  an  inventory  of  the  whole  stock ;  and  have  added,  separately,  a 
list  of  the  present  collection  possessed  hy  the  Branch  School  in  Spitalfields,  and  by 
each  of  the  Provincial  Schools.    By  means  of  this  enumeration  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  collection  in  the  Central  School  contains  casts  of  several  of  the  most 
important  Greek  Sculptures,  consisting  of  tlie  Apollo  Belvedere,  Apollo  of  the 
Tribune,  Venus  of  Melos,  the  Fighting  Gladiator,  Theseus,  llissus,  &c.  with  a 
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variety  of  busts,  masks,  and  portions  of  statues ;  examples  of  alto  and  basso  relievo 
from  Greek,  Roman,  and  Middle  Age  Monuments,  including  portions  of  the 
Panathenaic  Frieze  of  the  Parthenon,  and  numerous  other  specimens  of  this  division  of 
art :  Architectural  Ornament  of  every  style  and  era,  including  a  rich  collection  of 
casts  from  Greek  and  Roman  fragments  of  the  most  distinguished  monuments — 
specimens  of  Byzantine  decoration,  Moresque  ornaments  from  the  Albambra, 
Gothic  enrichments  from  Lincoln  Cathedral,  Stone  Church  in  Kent,  and  other 
edifices  in  England  and  on  the  Continent ;  with  numerous  valuable  and  interesting 
casts  from  examples  of  the  style  of  the  Revival. 

All  these,  amounting  to  upwards  of  800,  are  systeniatically  and  chronologically 
arranged,  so  as  to  enable  the  Students  to  study,  separately,  the  various  styles 
which,  at  diflferent  times,  have  prevailed  in  different  countries. 

Still  the  collection  of  Casts  is  partially  defective.  Some  additions  might  ad- 
vantageously be  made  to  those  of  the  Greek  Sculptures,  and  architectural  monu- 
ments, and  to  those  of  the  Revival  style,  which  is  exemplified  principally  by 
specimens  from  France,  should  be  added  some  valuable  illustrations  from  Italy. 
The  collection  of  Gothic  examples  is  also  very  incomplete. 

The  Council  has  commenced  the  formation  of  a  collection  of  Moulds  of  Orna- 
ment, and  several  very  perfect  moulds  have  already  been  made  from  the  interesting 
early  English  enrichments  of  Lincoln  Cathedral,  and  Stone  Church  in  Kent. 

The  collection  of  engraved  and  lithographed  drawings  of  outline  and  shaded 
examples  of  ornament  is  very  extensive,  comprising  many  of  the  costly  works  which 
have  appeared  on  the  Continent,  and  which  are  now  in  the  course  of  periodical 
publication  in  Germany  and  France.  However,  several  celebrated  works  on 
Ornamental  Art  are  still  needed,  and  especially  a  further  supply  of  coloured 
drawings. 

But  examples  of  ornament  in  Casts  and  Prints  are  not  all  that  is  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  Schools  of  Design.  Real  specimens  of  various  kinds  of 
ornamental  manufactures,  and  decorative  work,  are  found  to  be  indispensably 
requisite  both  for  teachers  and  learners,  in  the  education  of  practical  ornamentists. 
With  this  conviction,  the  Council  have  already  procured,  as  the  commencement 
of  a  more  hnportant  collection,  some  very  useful  and  valuable  specimens  of  this 
nature,  chiefly  from  Germany,  France,  and  Italy,  consisting  of  patterns  of  stained- 
paper  hangings,  rich  embroidered  silks,  and  tissues  of  silk  and  glass,  printed  calicos, 
wood  carving,  ornaments  of  lacquered  embossed  metal,  models  in  papier-mach6, 
imitations  of  antique  stained  glass  from  Nuremburg,  iron  castings  in  panel  worl^ 
fancy  earthenware,  enameled  tiles,  and  several  examples  of  decorative  painting,  in 
tempera,  enamel,  fresco,  encaustic,  &c.,  including  some  valuable  cok)ured  tracings 
from  fresco  ornaments  in  Mantua. 

50.  ^*|^.  ^.Z*^™"      In  the  Course  of  Instruction  enjoined  by  the  Council  (page  10,  §  9)  it  is  stated 

ll^mples  of  Orna-  *^**  ^^  important  object  of  applying  knowledge  of  ornamental  art  to  practical 

mental  Manufac-      purposes  would  be  much  promoted  by  the  formation  of  a  museum,  to  consist  - 

n^e  WoSr^       exclusively  of  the  best  examples  of  this  art.      This  proposition  has  been  deemed 

worthy  to  enga^,  for  some  time  past,  the  especial  attention  of  the  Council,  and  the 

desirableness  ot  adopting  it  is  believed  to  be  rendered  evident  by  the  following 

considerations : — 

That,  on  surveying  the  progress  of  ornamental  manufactures,  and  decorative  ar^ 
it  is  observable  that  many  important  advances  have  been  the  effisct  of  discovering 
superior  examples  of  beauty,  and  skill  in  execution ;  and  that  whenever  efforts 
have  been  made  for  the  reformation  of  these  arts,  collections  of  examples  have  been 
fornied,  as  necessary  means  to  that  end :  since,  in  educating  the  eye  to  the  purpose  of 
attaining  excellence  in  Ornamental  Art,  it  is  highly  advantageous  that  the  Student 
should  be  surrounded  by,  and  consequently  be  continually  accustomed  to  contemplate, 
such  objects  as  may  conduce  to  the  formation  of  a  habit  of  appreciating  symmetrical 
relations,  beautiful  proporticws,  and  elegant  combinations,  of  forms,  and  especially  the 
relative  effect,  consistency,  and  contrast,  of  colours,  in  order  to  be  readily  able  to 
conceive  and  execute  new  combinations  of  forms  i^d  colours,  so  happily  adapted  to 
the  given  circumstances,  and  conditions  of  the  required  design,  as  to  impress  the 
beholder  with  a  sentiment  of  satisfaction  and  pleasure :  hence,  the  generally  acknow- 
ledged inferiority  of  our  country  in  ornamental  art,  and  the  consequent  humble 
estimation  of  the  profession  of  the  omamentist,  would  appear  to  be,  in  a  great  degree^ 
attributable  to  the  absence  of  collections  of  materials^  and  eaamples^  cf  ornameBtal 
beauty,  the  exhibition  of  which  would  serve  to  elevate  conception  <^  the  capabilities 
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of  the  art,  and  produce  a  Gonvietion  that  not  only  pecuniary  gain  may  be  derived 
from  the  study  of  it,  but  honourable  distinction,  and  the  satisfaction  of  benefit* 
ing  the  great  maas  of  our  manufacturing  population  by  a  general  improvement 
in  skill  and  taste  in  Design ;  it  being  very  generally  asserted  among  the  most 
itttelli^nt  classes  of  the  commercial  community,  that,  in  England,  ornamental 
manufactures  are,  in  a  great  degree,  dependent  on  the  taste  and  invention  of 
neighbouring  countries,  in  consequence  of  the  systematic  and  special  education 
which  in  those  countries  is  provided  for  all  who,  by  natural  taste,  or  the  influence 
ot  circumstances,  are  induced  to  seek  employment  in  these  branches  of  manufacture* 
There  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  drawing,  design,  and  colour,  is  more 
systematically  and  extensively  taught  and  applied  to  ornamental  manufactures  and 
decorative  work  of  every  description.  The  commercial  importance  of  taste  is  very 
Ughly  apfH-eciated.  The  professional  ornamentist,  in  the  exercise  of  his  judgment^ 
neceives  the  same  deference  as  the  professor  of  Fine  Art ;  the  same  degree  of 
respcmsibility  is  assigned  to  him  and  the  same  respectability  of  aocial  position. 
Our  manufacturers  have  consequently  become  disadvantageously  dependent  upon 
their  continental  conipetitors  in  many  departments  requiring  the  exercise  of  cultivated 
taste,  fancy,  and  d[>ility«  to  invent  new  combinations  of  the  best  materials  of  orna- 
■lent.  It  must  therefore  be  desirable  to  consider  whether  the  large  and  beneficial 
branches  of  nmnufacture  and  trade  which,  in  otber  countries,  are  established  and 
oommanded,  by  the  superior  instruction  and  systematic  training  which  are  afforded 
to  their  manufacturers  and  artizans,  may  not,  at  least,  be  shared  by  the  same  classes 
in  our  own  country,  by  judiciously  adopting  and  diligently  pursuing,  the  same 
means  for  the  attainment  of  this  important  object.*  The  establishment  of  Schools 
of  Design,  and  the  formation  of  Public  Collections  of  the  numerous  objects  of  ni^ure 
and  art,  which  are  subservient  to  the  purposes  of  ornamental  manufacture,  must 
therefore  be  regarded  as  a  means  of  creating  new  and  important  branches  of 
industry :  but,  as  a  proper  selection  of  the  most  useful  objects  for  this  purpose 
demands  not  only  the  exercise  of  superior  knowledge  and  judgment,  but,  with 
v^rd  to  particular  examples,  a  careful  consideration  of  various  circumstances 
rewting  to  the  practicability,  and  commercial  desirableness  oi  re-producing  them, 
It  would  be  advisable  to  commence  the  undertaking  on  a  limited  scale,  and  at  a 
small  expense*  With  reference  to  the  question  of  economy  it  may  be  observed 
that,  the  foreign  possesions  of  Great  Britain  are  so  extensive,  and  her  ministers 
and  agents  are  stationed  in  so  many  covntries  whence  the  most  interesting  materials 
and  examples  of  ornamental  art  may  be  derived,  that,  were  Government  to  take 
tibe  view  of  this  sulj^ect  which  is  here  suggested,  in  all  probability,  at  a  small 
expense,  many  very  valuable  additions  might  be  made  to  our  present  stock  of 
kaowledge  in  this  branch  of  art,  by  obtaining  specimens  of  the  invention^  taste^ 
and  skill  of  foreign  countries. 

Asia,  for  instance,  generally,  and  particularly  Japan,  might  furnish  examples  of 
manufactures  in  porcelain  and  metal.  Indeed,  from  the  various  regions  of  Asia 
with  which  the  British  government  has  official  intercourse,  we  might  procure 
exMoples  in  several  departments  of  ornamental  art  and  manufacture  which,  with 
r^ard  to  perfect  novelty  of  design,  beautiful  combinations  of  colour,  and  delicacy  of 
execution,  might  probably  be  found  to  be  as  usefully  suggestive  of  improvenaent  in 
onr  own  manufactures,  as  those  obtainable  from  countries  nearer  home. 

It  has  been  intimated  to  the  Council  that,  specimens  should  be  obtained  of 
embroidered  and  woven  fabrics  of  Persian  manufacture,  some  of  which,  in  point  of 
design,  possess  peculiar  beauty.  Of  these  manufactures  only  a  few  specimens  are 
occasionally  imported  to  this  country.  Were  means  therefore  adopted  for  pro- 
curing and  exhibiting  well  selected  assortments  of  them,  our  shawl  manufacturers 
might  thence  derive  much  improvement  that  would  serve  to  renovate  the  trade : 
for  since  much  has  evidently  been  done  by  means  of  the  few  patterns  which  have 
indiscriminately  become  known  to  our  manufacturers,  much  more  assistance  might 
reasonably  be  anticipated  from  the  introduction  of  a  comprehensive  and  judicious 
collection.  In  Shawl-making  which  has  always  constituted  an  important  branch  of 
manu&cture  ;  the  designs  employed  are,  for  the  most  part,  imitations  of  examples 
imported  from  the  east;  and  though  some  occasional  variation  is  observable  in  the 
forms  and  arrangment  of  the  colours,  the  primary  theme  remains  commonly  the 
same. 

^  At  the  prnent  time,M.  Texier,  who  has  lately  returned  from  his  Antiquarian  Mmion  into  Aaia  Minoi^ 
ii  employed  in  establishing  Schools  of  Design  in  every  mainufacturing  district  throughout  Franco^ 
ncording  to  Rules  prescribed  by  the  Government,  under  whoee  authority  and  direction  the  whole  under- 
tddng  is  carried  on. 
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It  is  not  necessary  to  adduce  facts  in  proof  that  designs  for  a  great  portion  of  our 
ornamental  manufactures  come  from  the  continent,  and  more  distant  parts  of  the 
world,  but  it  may  be  mentioned  that  a  student  in  the  Central  School,  who  is  con- 
nected with  the  Ayrshire  trade  in  embroidery,  visits  Paris  every  year  to  procure 
patterns,  for  the  supply  of  which  those  manufacturers  depend  principally  on 
France. 

As  we  manufacture  for  every  part  of  the  world,  commercial  speculation  has  led 
to  much  enterprise  in  imitating  foreign  manufactures.  In  Glasgow,  may  be  seen 
printed  cotton  dresses  for  Ceylon,  and  other  Indian  possessions,  exhibiting,  in  some 
instances^  very  beautiful  designs,  to  suit  the  peculiar  tastes  of  the  people  of  those 
countries*  This  species  of  enterprise  is  so  extended,  that  even  religious  idols  have 
been  manufactured  and  exported  to  some  of  our  foreign  possessions ;  and  the 
ornamental  buttons  which  distinguish  the  costume  of  the  Chinese  mandarins,  have 
been  supplied  from  the  workshops  of  England,  But,  as  the  agents  employed  by 
commercial  parties  to  procure  patterns  for  imitation,  and  re-production,  are  not 
always  persons  of  correct  taste,  the  best  specimens  of  foreign  manufactures  are 
rarely  introduced.  Accidental  circumstances,  and  considerations  relating  wholly 
to  mercantile  interests,  must  of  course,  in  a  great  measure,  influence  the  manu- 
facturers, and  induce  them  to  adapt  their  productions  to  the  peculiar  taste  observed 
in  particular  markets,  without  reference  to  any  established  principles  of  design. 
This  recourse  to  foreign  sources  for  imitation  is  not  peculiar  to  ourselves.  Out 
neighbours  are  found  to  be  industriously  imitating  many  of  the  manufactures  in 
which  we  excel ;  indeed  the  general  practice  of  this  expedient  appears  to  be  pecu- 
liarly characteristic  of  the  present  age,  as  the  result  and  advantage  of  a  com- 
paratively unrestricted  national  intercourse. 

Adverting  to  past  ages,  we  find  that,  in  each  different  state  of  society,  at  sue* 
cessive  periods,  ornamental  work,  in  manufactures  of  every  description,  displayed  a 
peculiar  and  relative  character— derived  from,  and  dependent  on,  the  habits  and 
modes  of  thinking  of  the  people  amongst  whom  they  were  carried  on.  Instances 
of  this  might  be  adduced  from  what  we  know  of  the  state  of  the  manufacturing  arts 
among  the  ancient  Egyptians  and  Greeks,  and  of  those  of  all  the  subsequent  nations 
of  the  world  down  to  the  present  American  Indians.  However,  among  the 
civilised  communities  of  our  days,  there  is  now  little  of  such  peculiarity  remaining, 
unless,  perhaps,  in  Italy  and  Spain :  neither  are  the  productions  of  any  manu- 
facturing country  distinguished  now,  as  formerly,  by  any  peculiar  character  in 
design — the  consequence  of  the  existence  of  a  School  of  Fine  Art,  exhibiting  in 
its  productions  the.  popular  spirit,  faith,  and  customs.  On  the  contrary,  it  may 
constantly  be  observed  that  designs  in  manufactures  are  mere  imitations  of  some-« 
thing  which  elsewhere  has  alreaoy  been  done ;  and  that,  the  merit  of  the  production 
consists  chiefly  in  the  taste  and  skill  displayed  in  imitating,  adapting,  and  appro- 
priating. Hence  the  importance  of  a  comprehensive  and  liberal  study  of  the  arts 
of  other  times,  and  other  countries. 

On  the  continent  it  will  be  found  tliat,  the  various  styles  of  art  in  different 
times  and  countries,  are  not  only  more  carefully  studied  by  artists,  but  are  more 
generally  known  to  the  people,  than  among  us ;  and,  certainly,  with  regard  both 
to  Fine  Art  and  Ornamental  Manufactures,  this  superior  knowledge  constitutes  an 
advantage  of  great  value,  in  improving  judgment  by  extended  comparison,  in 
indicating  a  variety  of  objects  for  imitation,  and  in  suggesting  new  combinations  of 
the  materials  of  design,  and  novelties  in  application.  The  foreign  manufacturer  is 
required  to  satisfy  not  merely  the  taste  of  his  countrymen,  but  their  critical 
judgment.  He  must  not  only  gratify  the  eye  by  means  of  harmonious  colouring 
and  beautiful  forms,  but  must  be  careful  not  to  violate  consistency  and  propriety  of 
style ;  since,  in  a  manner  which  has  probably  never  been  suggested  to  manufac* 
turers  in  this  country,  he  appeals  to  interesting  associations  which  imply  accurate 
historical  knowledge  of  art  and  its  monuments. 

In  England  the  more  highly  educated  classes  have  acquired  a  refined  taste, 
which  in  many  instances,  cannot  be  satisfied  by  the  present  knowledge,  taste,  and 
skill  of  our  own  manufacturers  and  artizans,  who  are  merely  beginning  to  receive 
some  of  the  advantages  which  have  long  been  possessed  by  many  of  their  foreign 
competitors  in  ornamental  work ;  and  the  costly  and  extensive  pubUc  museums, 
and  excellent  schools  of  art,  to  which  all  classes  in  the  more  advanced  nations  of 
the  continent  have  gratuitous  and  ready  access,  are  doubtless  the  primary  means  by 
which  our  neighbours  have  been  enabled  to  excel  us  in  the  various  ornamental 
departments  ofindustry,  which  demand  superior  knowledge,  taste,  intelligence,  and 
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training.  In  the  Louvre  are  galleries  not  only  of  pictures  and  statues,  but  of 
choice  specimens  of  ancient  manufactures,  carved  work,  brass,  steel»  and  iron 
work,  and  numerous  examples  of  the  productions  of  industrial  art  in  general. 

The  obvious  inference  from  the  facts  here  adverted  to  is  that,  the  outfit  of  such 
an  Institution  in  London  as  the  School  of  Design,  founded  by  the  Government  as  a 
means  of  improving  the  ornamental  manufactures  of  this  country,  should  comprehend 
collections  not  only  of  architectural  casts,  specimens  of  antique  sculptures,  and  prints 
of  ornament,  all  of  which  are  essentially  requisite,  but  collections  more  especially  of 
examples  of  ornamental  manufactures,  ana  eveiy  species  of  decorative  work,  in 
order  to  exhibit  to  the  Students  of  the  School,  to  enquiring  manufacturers,  artizans, 
and  the  public  in  general,  the  practical  application  of  the  principles  of  design 
in  the  graceful  arrangement  of  forms,  and  harmonious  combination  of  colours.  Spe*- 
cimens  should  also  be  provided  of  such  natural  objects,  animal,  vegetable,  and 
mineral,  as  furnish  proper  materials  for  ornament ;  for  example,  the  smaller  birds 
of  beautiful  plumage,  and  other  small  graceful  animals,  marine  productions,  shells, 
plants,  foliage,  fruits,  flowers,  &c.  The  principle  of  exhibiting  examples  of  applied 
ornament  has  already,  in  a  limited  degree,  been  acted  upon ;  but  the  success  of  the 
School  evidently  requires  it  to  be  carried  out  to  a  much  greater  extent.  The 
copies  of  the  Vatican  arabesques,  for  instance,  as  examples  of  decorative  painting, 
are  much  more  serviceable  to  the  practical  ornamentist  than  all  the  other  posses- 
'Sions  of  the  School  in  casts,  and  uncoloured  and  outline  prints.  • 

For  the  use  of  house  decorators,  the  School  should  exhibit  examples  of  the 
decorative  painting  of  every  good  period  of  the  art,  and  a  collection  should  be  made 
of  full-sized  coloured  copies  of  the  best  ancient  specimens  of  decoration :  for  our 
glass  painters,  are  required  specimens  of  ancient  painted  glass,  and  excellent  copies. 
In  short,  normal  examples  in  all  departments  of  ornament,  should  be  collected  and 
exhibited  ;  especially  in  carving,  modelling,  moulding,  and  every  species  of  metal 
work ;  in  silk  embroidery,  ribbons,  fabrics  for  shawls  and  dresses,  and  so  forth, 
throughout  the  entire  range  of  manufacturing  art,  as  far  as  it  relates  to  ornament: 
the  great  object  in  forming  such  a  collection  of  examples,  being  not  merely  to 
exhibit  them  as  specimens  of  manufacture ;  but  to  exercise  the  students  in  carefully 
copying  them.  With  a  view  to  the  attainment  of  this  desirable  and  very  im- 
poilant  end,  it  would  be  necessary  to  procure  examples  wherever  they  are  to  be 
found  throughout  the  world,  but  more  especially  in  our  foreign  possessions,  in 
consideration  of  the  greater  facility  with  which  they  could  be  commanded  by 
means  of  Government  agency.  As  a  commencement,  however,  it  may  be  ex- 
pedient to  begin  at  once  in  France. 

It  is  difficult  to  specify  precisely  what  articles  should,  in  the  first  place,  be 

Jmrchased  ;  but  it  may  be  advisable  to  determine  on  specimens  in  porcelain,  silk 
abrics,  metal  castings,  models  in  plaster,  figured  velvets,  and  decorative  painting. 
The  latter  might  include  copies  from  such  works  as  those  in  the  chamber  of  Mary  de 
Medicis,  in  the  Luxembourg  ;  for  the  copying  of  which  it  might  be  advantageous 
to  commission  an  artist  especially  selected  by  the  Council. 

At  the  date  of  our  last  Report  to  your  Lordships,  five  numbers  of  the  Drawing  5i.  The  Drawing 
Book  had  been  published,  containing  numerous  examples  for  elementary  in-  ^^^* 
struction  in  outline  drawing  of  ornament.  These  were  printed  from  coppered 
blocks,  which  having  been  exceedingly  well  executed,  produced  impressions  that 
exhibit  a  very  pleasing  appearance,  and  are  found  to  be  highly  useful  in  the 
elementary  classes  of  the  Schools.  Subsequently,  two  additional  numbers  have 
been  published,  containing  shaded  examples  of  ornament ;  but,  in  the  pre- 
paration of  the  ensuing  number,  so  much  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  a 
satisfactory  execution  of  the  lithographic  copies  of  the  drawings  which  had  been 
made,  that,  after  repeated  failures  in  this  department  of  the  undertaking,  it  was 
deemed  expedient  to  defer  proceeding  with  the  division  of  the  book  appropriated  to 
shaded  examples,  until  arrangements  could  be  made  for  ensuring  a  perfect,  and 
more  punctual,  performance  of  the  lithographic  work.  In  the  mean  time,  it  became 
evident,  that  a  greater  extent  of  the  examples  of  outline  drawings  was  required  in 
order  to  furnish  a  complete  series  of  exercises  for  the  prescribed  course  of  ele- 
mentary instruction  ;  but  the  Council,  previous  to  incurring  further  responsibilities, 
deemed  it  adviseable  to  come  to  a  settlement  with  the  publishers  in  reference  to  an 
engagement  to  which  allusion  was  made  in  our  last  Report  (page  4),  namely,  that, 
in  the  event  of  less  than  1000  copies  having  been  sold  of  the  first  five  numbers, 
within  one  year  after  publication,  1000  copies  of  each  should  be  taken  by  the

Council,  at  2^.  per  copy ;  25  being  counted  as  24 :  an  arrangement  which,  on  tbs 
part  of  the  Council,  was  agreed  to.  with  a  view  to  extend  the  circulation  of  the 
work  by  the  lowness  of  the  price  (d^.  Gof.  per  number),  aud  on  the  part  of  the  pub* 
Ushers  to  provide  against  contingent  loss  which  that  price  might  occasion. 
Aooordingly  as  the  sale  of  eacji  of  the  five  first  numbers  had  not  amounted  to  1000 
copies,  that  number  of  each  has  been  received  by  the  Council,  and  a  plan  is  at 
present  un<ikr  consideration  for  rendering  the  greater  portion  of  this  surplus 
slock  available  for  meeting  the  entire  expense  of  completing,  in  the  most  satisfactory 
ityle^  seven  additional  numbers  of  outline  examples,  to  consist  of  Greek  and  Romaa 
architectural  orders,  enriched  mouldings,  foliage,  vases,  arabesques,  and  cande* 
labra;  the  requisite  drawings  l)eing,  K>r  the  most  part,  already  prepared.  The 
publication  of  a  series  of  examples  of  shaded  drawings  of  ornament  will  next 
demand  consideration ;  and  further,  it  would  doubtless  be  greatly  advantageous  to 
the  progress  of  Schools  of  Design  in  this  country,  were  the  Council  enabled  to 
undertake  the  pubi. cation  of  a  Cyclopcedia  of  Ornament,  classified  for  the  use  of 
artists  and  manufacturers  of  every  descriptiou,  and  which*  in  order  to  be  really 
conducive  to  the  highest  improvement  of  taste  and  design,  should  surpass,  in  the 
choice  of  its  contents,  and  the  excellence  of  their  execution,  all  that  has  hitherto 
been  published  by  private  enterprise. 

A  statement  of  the  whole  amount  of  payments  made  by  the  Council  on  account 
of  the  preparation  and  pubUcation  of  the  Drawing  Book  is  given  under  the  head  of 
Finance  (page  48). 

Considerable  additions  of  elementary  and  appropriate  books  have  been  made  to 
the  Lending  Library,  the  formation  of  which  was  mentioned  in  our  last  Report, 
and  a  numerous  dass  of  meritorious  Students,  to  whom  exclusively  the  books  are 
allowed  to  be  lent,  appear  to  appreciate  highly  and  gratefully  the  advantage  of  this 
means  of  artistical  and  intellectual  improvement. 

The  utility  of  small  Lending  Libraries,  in  educating  ornamentists,  is  also 
found  to  be  highly  appreciated  in  all  the  Branch  Schools  of  Design  established  by  the 
Council;  and  this  appreciation  appears  to  proceed  from  considering  that  such 
education  implies  considerable  development,  cultivation,  and  tndning,  of  the 
mental  powers,  as  well  as  mechanical  exercise  of  the  hand  and  eye :  for,  although 
the  ornamentist  is  to  be  educated  not  to  write,  but  to  work,  he  is  required  to  work 
intelligently;  the  degree  of  excellence  of  that  which  his  hand  executes  being 
dependent  on  a  correspondent  superiority  of  his  suggestive  and  thinking  faculties. 
Hence  the  production  of  novelties  in  taste  requires  not  only  the  possession  of  a 
sense  of  beauty,  as  a  creative  principle,  but  an  extensive  range  of  information  as  to 
what  has,  in  different  times  and  countries,  already  been  done :  and  as  imagination  is 
greatly  dependent  on  memory,  and  its  operations  in  associating  and  combining,  can 
be  varied  and  extended  only  in  proportion  to  the  number  and  variety  of  the  images 
with  which  the  memory  is  stored  by  observation  and  study,  it  is  felt  to  be  important 
that  those  to  whom  refined  cultivation  and  enrichment  of  imagination  are  primary 
objects,  should  have  recourse,  not  only  to  collections  of  the  best  materials  and 
examples  of  ornamental  art,  but  to  appropriate  and  judiciously-selected  books,  as 
an  evident  means  of  aiding  their  progress  in  attaining  a  knowledge  of  art,  and  in 
acquiring  habits  of  mental  discipline^  and  moral  elevation,  so  essentially  advan- 
tageous to  every  one  who  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  arts  that  relate  especially  to 
objects  of  beauty,  grace,  and  elegance.  From  the  studious  perusal  of  descriptive, 
find  illustrated  books,  is  to  be  derived  historical  and  critical  knowledge  of  existing 
monuments  of  ancient  and  modern  ornamental  art  and  manufactures,  and  of  such 
objects  of  nature  as  may  serve  for  materials  of  original  compositions,  as  animals, 
plants,  foliage,  fruits,  flowei-s,  shells,  &c.  Books  must  also  furnish  many  useful 
principles  and  rules  of  the  ornamentist*s  art,  including  practical  geometry,  and 
isometrical  drawing ;  and  doubtless,  for  the  excitement  of  emulation,  and  develop- 
ment of  talent,  it  must  be  advantageous  to  read  the  biography  of  those  who, 
by  productions  of  genius,  and  of  persevering  application,  have  merited  honourable 
distinction  and  admiration. 
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FEMALE  SCHOOL. 

The  School  at  Somerset  House  for  Females  continues  under  the  satis&etory  super-  VW«  PwMpeclM  » 
intendence  of  Mrs.  M'lan ;  and,  at  the  present  time,  the  applications  for  admissbn  ^^^'^  *^  ^^^ 
exceed,  by  about  30^  the  number  which  it  is  possible  to  accommodate ;  although, 
for  the  purpose  of  gaining  the  utmost  advantage  from  the  given  space,  every  prae* 
ticable  modification  of  the  arrangement  of  tlie  furniture  in  the  room  has  been 
adopted ;  and  with  a  view  at  once  to  limit  the  number  admissible,  and  to  render 
this  School  as  efficient  as  possible  in  promoting  the  special  object  of  its  establish- 
ment, namely,  the  appUcation  of  drawing  and  painting  to  the  practical  purposes  of 
ornamental  manufactures  and  decorative  art,  tne  following  restrictive  Rules  have 
been  enjoined : — 

Rules  for  Attendanee,  Conduct  and  Studies. 

1.  The  School  of  Design  for  Females  having  been  established  strictly  with  a  view  to  the  53.  Rules  for  At- 
benefit  of  those  who  desire  to  study  Ornamental  Art  with  reference  to  its  use  in  some  industrial  tendance,  Condoet, 
oocupation,  no  one  who  wishes  to  study  drawing  merely  as  an  accomplishment  can  be  admitted.  *"^  Studies. 

2.  Time  of  Daily  Attendance,  from  eleven  until  two,  excepting  Saturdays,  Sundays^  Good 
Friday,  three  days  at  Easter,  Her  Majesty's  Birthday,  and  the  appointed  Vacations  of  six 
weeks  in  the  Autumn,  commencing  on  the  15th  of  August  and  ending  on  the  30th  of 
September,  and  two  weeks  at  Christmas,  commencing  on  Christmas  Day. 

3.  Every  Applicant  for  admission  must  state  her  object  for  wishing  to  study  in  the  School 

4.  No  Student  can  be  permitted  to  select  her  ovun  course  of  study.  The  object  for  which 
the  attends  being  mentioned  to  the  Director,  the  proper  course  of  study  will  be  prescribed  to  her. 

5.  The  first  three  months  after  admission  to  be  considered  probationary ;  and  the  attendance 
of  those  Students  who  do  not  make  satisfactory  progress  not  to  be  permitted  beyond  that  period. 

6.  No  Student  can  be  admitted  under  twelve  years  of  age. 

7.  All  Students,  on  joining  the  School,  to  enter  the  Elementary  Class. 

8.  Every  Student  must  provide  such  Drawing  Boards  and  other  requisite  materials  as'are 
required  to  be  used  in  the  School. 

9.  All  instances  of  irregular  attendance  are  to  be  reported  to  the  Director,  who  will  comma* 
nicate  with  the  Council  as  to  permitting  the  names  of  such  Students  to  remain  on  the  Books. 

10.  All  applications  for  admission  are  \f>  be  made  to  the  Director^  and  the  answer  to  them 
must  be  called  for. 

1 1.  The  Fees  to  be  paid  in  advance,  on  the  day  of  admission.  Students  who  enter  between 
the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  the  month  to  pay  the  whole  monthly  fee,  and  those  who  enter 
after  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month  to  pay  half  the  amount  of  the  monthly  fee. 

The  attendance  in  the  Female  School  will  be  found  reported,  with  that  of  the  54.  Attendance. 
Male  School,  in  the  tabular  statements  on  pages  4  and  5 ;  where  it  will  be  seea 
that,  the  numbers  on  the  books,  and  the  average  amount  of  daily  attendance,  have 
constantly  been  much  larger  during  each  of  the  last  six  months  than  in  the  corres* 
ponding  months  of  the  preceding  year.  An  inspection  of  the  table  of  Fees,  page 
46,  will  also  show  that,  in  the  same  period,  the  monthly  amount  of  Fees  received 
has  greatly  increased.  The  number  of  Students  at  present  on  the  books  is  M, 
and  the  daily  average  attendance  44,  They  have  hitnerto  been  almost  wholly  fng  in"thr^lwd!^' 
engaged  in  outline  drawing  in  pencil,  and  in  shaded  drawings  in  chalk,  from 
lithograph  examples  of  ornament^  or  from  casts  ;  and  the  progress  of  their  improve- 
ment has  been  very  satisfactory.  A  few  are  employed  in  painting  flowers  from 
nature,  and  in  ornamental  drawing  for  wood-engraving,  for  the  better  understanding 
of  which  the  process  of  cutting  the  blocks  is  taught  to  a  small  class  on  two  days 
in  the  week ;  it  being  considered  that  a  certain  degree  of  knowledge  of  the  processes 
by  which  ornamental  designs  are  to  be  re-produced  is  generally  necessary  to 
complete  the  studies  which  are  prosecuted  in  the  School.  Patterns  for  lace  and 
embroidery  have  been  designed,  and  the  Council  is  desirous  that  every  application 
of  design  to  practical  purposes  should  be  introduced,  which  is  suitable,  and  likely 
to  be  beneficial,  to  the  class  of  females  for  whom  this  School  is  established.

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67.  Spitiiaeldi  Since  the  date  of  our  last  Report  to  your  Lordships,  in  which  we  stated  (page  7) 

SchooL  ^^  circumstantial  facts  under  which  this  important  School  was  established,  the 

amount  of  attendance  has  increased  to  an  extent  which  has  rendered  it  necessary 
to  provide  accommodation  much  moi-e  ample  and  convenient.  For  this  purpose  a 
commodious  house  has  been  taken  on  lease,  and  adjoining  it,  a  new  and  capacious 
School-room  has  been  erected  on  a  site  in  the  heart  of  the  district^  and  adjacent  to 
the  premises  hitherto  occupied  by  the  School.  This  building  is  now  sufficiently 
finished  for  reception  of  the  Students,  the  number  of  whom  at  present  is  238 ; 
which  exceeds  by  122  that  reported  to  your  Lordships  in  March  1843.  The  fact, 
therefore,  that,  at  this  inconsiderable  distance  from  the  chief  School  at  Somerset 
House,  so  large  a  number  of  youths  are  found  to  be  anxious  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  instruction  which  is  oflFered,  may  assuredly  be  regarded  as  conclusive  evidence 
of  the  value  of  the  institution,  'and  of  its  adaptation  to  the  wants  of  the  population 
among  whom  it  is  placed.  Should,  however,  any  further  evidence  be  required  to 
warrant  this  opinion,  it  is  supplied  by  the  additional  fact  that  the  silk  manufac- 
turers and  operatives  who  jointly,  and  in  eoual  proportions,  constitute  the  local 
Committee  of  Management,  are  decidedly  impressed  with  a  conviction  of  the 
advantage  and  utility  of  the  School  to  the  district  in  general,  and  particularly  to  the 
community  of  weavers.  It  is  also  observable  that,  a  large  number  of  the  most 
active  and  best  informed  of  the  several  classes  of  artizans  manifest  much  interest 
in  its  prosperity.  The  Council  are  therefore  desirous  that  the  zealous  disposition 
which  is  evinced  by  the  Committee  to  render  the  operations  of  the  School  as 
efficient  and  beneficial  as  possible,  should  be  encouraged  by  every  assistance,  which, 
with  your  Lordships'  sanction,  they  may  be  enabled  to  affi>rd.  Accordingly,  as,  in 
the  first  place,  it  is  indispensably  requisite  to  provide  additional  aid  in  teaching, 
the  Council  has  proposed,  in  the  Estimate  for  the  ensuing  year,  that  £250,  instead 
of  £150,  as  hitherto,  be  granted  for  this  purpose:  the  amount  of  means  which  the 
local  Committee  are  enabled  to  obtain,  independent  of  assistance  from  the  Council, 
by  annual  subscriptions,  being  under  £60,  which,  with  the  fees  received  from  the 
Students,  and  the  interest  of  a  building  fund,  is  together  barely  adequate  to  meet 
the  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  establishment.  Those  to  be  incurred  by 
erecting  the  new  School-room  are  provided  for  by  a  fund  obtained  from  the 
proceeds  of  a  ball,  which,  on  the  26th  of  May,  1842,  was  given  at  the  Opera 
House  for  this  purpose,  under  the  special  patronage  of  Her  Majesty.  The  Council 
have  also  the  satisfaction  to  observe  that,  through  the  lil>eral  exertions  of  Richard 
Durrant,  Esq.,  and  a  numerous  body  of  silk  merchants  and  brokers,  a  fund  has 
been  created  amounting  already  to  £450,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  appropriated 
annually  to  the  distribution  of  prizes  to  meritorious  Students. 

The  re-opening  of  the  School  in  more  convenient  rooms,  occurs  under  circum- 
stances particularly  favourable  to  the  staple  manufacture  of  this  district,  for 
having  been,  by  the  caprice  of  fashion,  confined,  during  several  years,  to  stuffs  of 
plain  silk,  it  has  recently  experienced  an  advantageous  change,  which  has  been 
effected  by  increased  intercourse  with  the  French,  by  consequent  superior  knowledge 
of  their  silk  manufactures,  and  by  a  continually  augmenting  amount  of  importation 
of  the  more  costly  and  tasteful  figured  productions  of  their  looms.  ITiis  has 
stimulated  the  demand  upon  our  own  manufactures  for  articles  of  a  similar  de- 
scription ;  and  it  appears  to  be  a  fact  well  understood  by  those  who  have  the  best 
opportunities,  and  are  most  competent,  to  judge,  that  the  exertions  made  by  the 
silk  manufacturers  in  Spitalfields,  and  in  Lancashire,  to  vie  with  those  of  France,  in 
-  productions  of  the  most  beautiful  description,  have  been  very  successful.     The 

attendance  at  the  Spitaltields  School  of  numerous  artizans  of  various  other  professions, 
appears  also  to  justify  the  inference  that,  if  similar  branch  establishments  of  the 
Central  School  were  opened  in  other  districts  of  the  Metropolis,  an  important 
advantage  would  be  conferred  upon  the  industrious  classes,  not  only  directly  for  the 
benefit  of  their  respective  manual  arts,  but  indirectly  for  their  intellectual  and 
moral  improvement,  inasmuch  as  the  due  prosecution  of  the  enjoined  course  of 
study  required  for  the  education  of  the  hand  and  the  eye,  necessarily  implies  the 
formation  of  habits  of  careful  attention,  and  intelligent  observation,  with  the  ac- 
quisition of  much  useful  knowledge,  and  the  observance  of  method  and  discipline.

In  the  last  year,  the  amount  of  Fees  received  has  been  £86.  12*.  9d. ;  the  ei.  Fees, 
monthly  sum  required  of  each  Student  being,  for  the  Evening  School,  one  shilling, 
and  for  the  Morning  School,  two  shillings.

inadequacy  of  the  means  of  accemmocktion,  the  total  numher  of  Students  are 
formed  into  two  divisions,  each  of  which  is  received  on  alternate  evenings. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  preceding  classification  of  the  occupation*  of  the  Students, 
that  the  various  objects  for  whidi  instruction  is  sought  in  the  Spitalfields  School 
are  by  no  means  confined  to  those  of  the  silk  mana&cture;  An  elementary 
knowledge  of  outline  drawing  is  of  great  service  to  numerous  manufacturers  and 
artizans  whose  employments  require  exactness  and  precision  in  the  operations  of  the 
hand  and  the  eye  ;  and  the  habit  of  observing  and  producing  symnaetrieally  pro- 

gortioned  forms  is  found  to  be  much  facilitated  by  the  artistical  exercises  of  the 
chool,  although  their  application  to  the  production  of  original  deagns  be  not  the 
object  of  study.  Besides  the  manufacture  of  silk,  the  carving  of  wood  for  cabinet 
work,  furniture,  and  upholstery,  constitutes  an  important  branch  of  industry  in  this 
locality,  and  to  this  class  of  artizans,  who  especially  need  instruction  in  drawing, 
and  ornamental  design,  the  School  affords  advantages  which  will  enable  them  to 
execute  superior,  and  more  profitable,  work. 

The  business  of  instruction  is  ably  conducted  by  the  master,  Mr.  Octavius  Hudson,  a 
former  student  of  the  Central  School,  to  whom  a  salary  of  £100  is  paid  out  of  the 
amount  of  annual  aid  of  £150  from  the  Council,  which,  as  already  intimated,  is  pro- 
posed to  be  augmented  to  £250,  to  provide  an  assistant  Master,  and  a  more  efficient 
supply  of  examples  of  ornamental  art,  especially  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  the  prin- 
cipal manufactures  of  the  district.  It  has  also  been  mentioned,  in  a  preceding  por- 
tion of  the  present  Report,  that  assistance  is  rendered  to  the  Master  at  Spitalfields 
by  the  class  of  Exhibitioners  of  the  Central  School,  who  alternately  teach  the  ele- 
mentary classes  ;  but  the  present  very  numerous  attendance  undoubtedly  demands 
the  services  of  a  second  Master ;  especially  with  regard  to  an  expected  extension  of 
the  classes  for  applying  the  principles  of  ornamental  design  to  practical  purposes. 

Hitherto  the  exercises  of  the  School  have  necessarily  been  chiefly  elementary. 
Considering,  however,  the  circumstances  of  recent  commencement,  and  the  limited 
means  of  prosecuting  the  course  of  instruction,  the  general  progress  of  the  Students 
has  been  satisfactory,  and  the  more  advanced  classes  have  exhibited  instances  of 
very  creditable  proficiency :  it  is  indeed  due  to  the  local  management  of  the  School 
to  notice  that  one  of  the  last  elected  Exhibitioners  at  Somerset  House,  Mr.  John 
Brown,  was  a  Student  from  Spitalfields,  and  that  the  productions  of  many  other 
members  of  the  School  were  deemed  worthy  of  conunendaticm  by  an  assemblage  of 
distinguished  persons  on  the  occasion  of  a  distribution  of  prizes,  last  Midsummer, 
at  Crosby  Hall,  by  Lord  Robert  Grosvenor. 

In  compliance  with  a  special  request  from  the  local  Committee,  the  Ouincil  has 
supplied,  for  the  use  of  the  teachers,  and  a  select  class  of  meritorious  students,  a 
small  collection  of  useful  and  interesting  books  to  form  the  commencement  of  a 
lending  library,  on  the  utility  and  advantage  of  which,  in  Schools  of  Design,  some 
observations  have  been  submitted  in  a  preceding  page  (22),  and  a  liaboflhe  books 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  of  the  present  Report,  with  an  mventory  of  the 
examples  of  ornament  at  present  possessed  by  the*  Spitalfields  School. 

The  Rnles  of  the  Central  School  for  instruction  and  discipline,  are  uniformly 
observed^  and  the  School  is  superintended  and  visited  by  the  Director.

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PROVINCIAL  SCHOOLS. 

Since  the  date  of  our  last  Annual  Report,  in  March  1843,  five  Provincial  65.  Provincial 
Schools,  the  circumstances  of  which  were,  at  that  time,  still  under  consideration,  Schools  at  present 
and  the  preparatory  arrangements  incomplete,  have  been  opened,  and  are  making  *"  ^^'*  *^"' 
satisfactory   progress — at  Nottingham,    Coventry,    Sheffield,   Birmingham,   and 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  in  addition  to  the  two  which  commenced  operations  in  the 
preceding  year,  1842,  at  York,  and  Manchester* 

The  conditions  enjoined  by  Ae  Council  in  the  formation  of  each  Provincial 
Schocd  were  fully  explained  in  our  last  Report  (page  13).  To  that  exposition  it 
will  therefore  suffice  to  advert  for  particulars,  repeating,  in  the  present  place,  only 
the  following  general  points. 

L  That  each  School  shall  be  a  separate  institutioD,  managed  by  a  local  Committee,  in  66.  Conditions 
direct  relation  with  the  Council.  enjoined  by  the 

2.  That,  in  order  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  the  inhabitants  in  each  dbtrict  m  promoting  ?v"i?.^*^l"^'*?' 
the  objects  of  its  School,  an  amount  of  annual  load  subscription  to  its  funds,  equivalent,  at  *^"*"'"?  Schools, 
least,  to  Ae  sum  granted  by  the  Council  for  annual  aid,  be  guaranteed  by  each  local  Com- 
mittee for  three  years. 

3.  That  furniture,  and  examples  of  ornament,  provided  by  Outfit  Grants  from  the  Council^ 
varying^  from  £1 50  to  £500,  according  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  peculiar  wants,  are  understood 
to  be  the  property  of  the  Council,  entrusted  to  the  local  Committees  for  the  use  of  the  Schools. 

4.  That  the  oontinnance  of  grants  of  annual  aid  from  the  Council,  to  the  amount  of  £  1 50  or 
£250,  as  the  extent  of  the  School  may  require,  for  the  salary  of  the  Master  appointed  by  the 
Council,  and  other  specific  payments,  is  contingent  on  the  satisfactory  progress  and  management 
of  the  School  by  the  local  Committee. 

5.  That  the  suljecte,  course,  and  method  of  instructioD,  are  to  be  preseribed  by  the  Council, 
and  superintended  by  the  Director. 

In  accordance  with  these  primary  oonditions,  the  seven  Schools  at  present  in  opera- 
tion, are  conducted  by  the  Committees  enumerated  on  the  following  page  (28). 

Norwich. — The  intention,  expressed  in  our  last  Report,  to  open  a  School  of  67.  Additional 
Design  at  Norwich,  has  not  yet  been  carried  into  effect :  and  llie  delay  has  been  fo^be^i^n^l.^*^^ 
occasioned,  partly,  by  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the  Council  in  obtaining  properly  Norwich. 
qualified  masters  for  the  Provincial  Schools. 

Glasgow. — ^A  proposition  to  form  a  School  of  Design  in  Glasgow  has  joccu-  68.  Glasgow. 
pied,  from  time  to  time,  the  attention  of  the  Council ;  and  recently  a  memorial  has 
been  received  from  the  principal  mumcipal  authorities,  merchants,  and  manufac- 
turers, of  that  city,  applying  for  a  portion  of  the  Grovornment  fiinds  for  this  pur- 
pose, pursuant  to  the  resolutions  of  a  large  public  meeting  on  the  4th  of  March, 
which  was  "  unanimouly  of  opinion  that  Schools  of  Design  are  well  calculated  to 
advance  the  interests  of  our  manufactures  connected  with  the  art  of  Design,  and 
to  inopfove  the  general  taste  of  the  people;  and  which  stated  that,  the  establishment 
of  a  School  of  Design  had  long  been  felt  to  be  a  desideratum  in  Glasgow ;  and  that 
annual  subscriptions  for  its  maintenance,  during  three  years,  had  already  been 
obtained,  to  the  extent  of  £300."  Under  these  circumstances  Glasgow  appeared  to 
have  peculiar  claims  on  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  as  forming,  in  conjunction 
with  Paisley,. a  centre  of  various  important  manufactures;  and  the  body  of  sub- 
scribers to  the  proposed  School  being  prepared  to  comply  with  all  the  conditions 
required,  the  Council  deemed  it  expedient  to  appropriate  to  this  undertaking  a 
grant  of  £500,  for  outfit  furniture,  and  examples  of  ornamental  art ;  the  anti- 
cipated extent  of  attendance,  and  correspondent  means  of  instruction  to  be  provided, 
requiring  the  maximum  amount  of  aid  at  their  disposal.  The  usnal  grant  of 
annual  aid,  namely,  £150^  has  also  been  promised  for  three  years;  and  the  same 
conditions  are  agreed  upon,  which  have  been  enjoined  to  all  the  other  Provincial 
Schools.    A  local  committee  is  actively  proceeding  with  further  arrangements. 

MACCLESFiELD.-^Last  Blidsunomer  a  memorial  was  presented  to  the  Council  69.  Applications 
from  the  Useful  Knwvledge  Society,  and  municipal  authorities  of  Macclesfield,  not  complied  with. 
applying  for  aid  in  the  establishment  of  a  School  of  Design  in  .conaection  with  j^acclesfield. 
that  Society ;  but  after  due  consideration  it  was  deemed  expedient^  at  that  time, 
to  decline  compliance  with  the  application,  for  the  same  reasons,  which  had  been 
alleged  in  declining  a  similar  application  from  the  Mechanics'  Institute  of  Xdver- 
pool,  as  explained  in  our  last  Report  to  your  Lordships,  page  16. 

HuDDERSFiELD. — Repeated  applications  have  been  received  from  the  Me-  70.  Huddcrsfield. 
chanioB*  Institute  at  Huddcrsfield,  for  assistance,  to  a  dass  for  ornamental  drawing; 
but  the  reasons  assigned  for  non-compliance  with  ihe  requ^t  from  the  Maccles- 
field Society  were  equally  applicable  to  the  Huddersfield  Institute ;  however,  the 
Coundl  has  so  far  complied  with  the  request  as  to  take  measures  for  supplying  a 
collection  of  casts,  and  other  appropriate  examples  for  this  class,  on  condition  that 
the  course  of  instruction  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Director  and  Inspector.

From  the  preceding  statements  it  appears  that  the  total  number  of  Students  on  the 
books  of  the  Provincial  Schools,  in  March,  including  the  female  class  at  Birmingham 
was  727.  In  the  present  month  (April)  the  total  considerably  exceeds  that 
number,  owing  principally  to  an  increase  in  the  attendance  at  Birmingham  and 
Manchester. 

The  addition,  therefore,  of  the  amount  of  attendance  in  the.  Provincial  Schools  to  75.  i;ofal  Number 
that  in  the  Metropolitan  Schools,  gives  a  total  of  1313  persons  to  whom  drawing,  in  j"  ^o|fhc^?"^®  ^  ^^ 
its  application  to  ornamental  design,  is  taught,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  theSupedAendnice 
Central  School  at  Somerset  House.  of  the  Council.

The  Provincial  Schools,  generally,  as  shown  by  the  foregoing  table  of  their  classes,  7*6.  General  Re- 
are  yet,  for  the  most  part,  occupied  in  the  elementary  stages  of  drawing.     This,  "J^'^M  g^jj***!^"^ 
it  may  be  stated,  is  owing,  first,  to  their  recent  commencement — five  of  the  seven 
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schools  baring  been  opened  in  tbe  course  of  the  last  twelve  months ;  and  secondly^  to 
a  strict  enforcement  of  the  rule  that,  no  one  shall  be  permitted  to  advance  from  the 
elementary  class  until  he  can  execute  outline  drawing  with  satisfactory  correctness. 
The  Council,  however,  anticipates,  with  confidence,  that  the  means  which  have 
been  adopted  for  systematising  the  operations  of  these  Schools,  and  eliciting  the  zeal 
of  the  Masters,  and  the  universally  favourable  disposition  of  the  local  Conunittees 
and  principal  inhabitants  towards  them,  will  soon  result  in  numerous  instances 
of  practicsd  benefit  to  the  classes  for  whose  advantage  they  have  been  under- 
taken. 

In  all  the  Schools  the  same  course  of  instruction  and  rules  of  study  are  adopted, 
as  at  Somerset  House ;  and  with  a  view  to  promote,  as  much  as  possible,  a 
uniform  mode  of  proceeding,  and  to  afford  the  Al  asters  opportunity  for  observation 
and  improvement,  it  has.been  required  that,  during  their  vacations,  which  are 
purposely  appointed  at  times  different  from  those  at  Somerset  House,  they  shall 
visit  L(Hidon,  and  study  in  tbe  Central  School,  the  expense  of  such  visits  being 
defrayed  by  tte  Council. 

78.  Training  of  Pro-      With  reference  to  the  feet  expressed  in  a  preceding  portion  of  fhe  present 
bationaiy  Masters.    Report  (p.  9),  respecting  the  difficulty  which  the  Council  has  experienced  in  obtaining 

Masters  for  the  Provincial  Schools,  who,  besides  artistical  ability,  are  possessed  of 
the  various  other  essentially  requisite  qualifications  of  character,  it  may  here  be 
stated  that  the  Council,  impressed  with  the  importance  of  determining  upon  some 
immediate  arrangement  likely  to  obviate  this  difficulty,  have  empowered  the 
Director  to  select  several  young  men,  already  sufficiently  educated  as  artists, 
who  may  be  willing  to  attend  the  School  at  Somerset  House,  with  the  under- 
standing that,  should  they,  within  the  space  of  a  year,  make  such  progress  in  the 
study  of  ornamental  art  as  may  be  deemed  requisite,  they  shall,  if  the  Council  think 
fit,  be  sent  on  the  continent,  at  the  expense  of  the  Council,  for  the  further 
prosecution  of  their  studies,  during  a  limited  tune,  with  the  view  of  their  after- 
wards receiving  appointments  as  Masters  in  the  Provincial  Schools  of  Design,  at 
salaries  of  £150  a  year. 

79.  Inspection  of  the       In  the  course  of  last  summer,  the  Schools  of  Sheffield,  York,  Coventry,  and  Not- 
Provincial  Schools,   tingham,  were  visited  and  reported  upon  to  the  Council,  by  Mr.  Dyt»,  in  his  capacity 

of  Inspector  ;*  and,  early  in  the  present  year,  an  arrangement  was  made  which 
enabled  the  Director,  Mr.  Wilson,  to  visit  the  whole  of  the  Provincial  Schools,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  himself  acquainted  with  the  manufiEictuFes  (rf*  the  different 
towns  in  which  they  are  established,  with  the  wishes  and  wants  of  the  manu- 
facturers in  point  of  design,  with  their  views  as  to  the  operations  and  agency  of  the 
Schools  which  have  been  some  time  established,  and  with  their  opinions  of  the 
utility  of  these  institutions. 

The  facts  supplied  by  the  Reports  of  the  Director  and  Inspector,  and  by  the 
course  of  correspondence  with  the  local  Committees,  including  'die  (|Qarteriy 
returas  from  the  Schools,  have  furnished  the  data  on  which  the  wllowing  obser- 
vations are  submitted  to  your  Lordships. 

80.  General  appre-       In  the  first  place,  the  Council  have  great  satisfaction  in  being  enabled  to  state 
ciationofthe  tjist,  not  only  the  municipal  authorities  and  professional   and    manufacturing 

,  gentlemen  who  constitute  the  local  Committees,  but  the  principal  inhabitants 
generally,  in  the  towns  in  which  the  Schools  have  been  established,  expnss 
themselves  strongly  in  &vour  of  these  institutions,  and  earnestly  desire  to  see  them 
prosper,  as  serving  at  once  to  improve  taste  in  design,  and  to  confer  important 
benefit  on  the  industrious  classes.  In  every  instance  the  Masters  appoiiited  ]hy 
the  Council  have  been  very  courteously  received  ;  and,  on  the  part  of  the  local 
Conmiittees,  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  promote  their  success.  It  appeais, 
indeed,  to  be  a  general  conviction  that,  as  good  taste  and  skilful  execution  in 
design  serve  to  increase  commercial  resources,  the  agency  of  these  Schools 
must  eventually  become  of  great  utility  to  those  branches  of  our  manufactures 
which,  in  productions  of  fancy  and  taste,  exhibit  at  present  a  comparative 
inferiority. 

81.  Importance  and       The    advantage  and  desirableness  of  good  designs  ure  shown  in  the  very  high 
value  of  Good        appreciation  of  them  by   the   principal  manufactm-ers,    many  of  whom  find  it 

esigns.  expedient  to  devote  very  large  sums  to  the  purchase  of  foreign  designs,  and  the 

payment  of  professional  designers.  The  sum  expended  by  the  manufacturers  of 
MaDcfaester  alone,  in  French  designs,  is  stated  to  amount  to,  at  least,  j620,000 

*  Per  the  appaiiitiDe&ttWiddittm  of  the  Inspector,  tee  pages  6  and  7* 
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per  annnm;    and    instances    may  be    addueed  of   single  firms  whose  annual 
expenditure  for  English  and  foreign  designs,  and  for  toe  services  of  designers 
and  draughtsmen,  amounts  to  thousands  of  pounds.     Still,  it  is  felt  tlmt  bodi 
designs  and  designers  are  susceptible  of  great  improyement ;  and  manufacturers 
complain  that,  while  they  pay  so  amply  for  the  possession  and  ]H«paration  of 
new   patterns,  reliance  cannot  be  placed  on  their   draughtsmen  in  producing 
original  designs,  or  in  adapting  such  as  are  purchased  on  the  continent,  which 
are  committed  to  the  English  draughtsmen  for  adaptation  befwc  they  are   re- 
produced by  our  manufacturers.     Such  failure  of  satisfection  is  known  to  be  82.  Necessity  for 
attributable  to  deficiency  in  knowledge  of  the  right  principles  of  ornamental  ^t^er  education  of 
drawing  and  colouring;  and  the  comparative  educational  inferiority  of  English     °^  *     esigners. 
draughtsmen  and  ornamentists  induces  some  master  manufacturers  and  decorators 
to  import  and  employ  foreign  artists.     French,  and  especially  German,  painters  arc 
employed  by  the  principal  House  Decorators  in  London,  and  foreign  draughtsmen 
are  found  in  the  warehouses  of  Manchester. 

Since  the  Act  was  passed  for  the  protection  of  Original  Designs  the  number  of  83.  Increase  of  De- 
designers  employed  by  manufacturers  of  every  description  appears  to  have  increased ;  *'fi^"«"- 
and  a  good  draughtsman,  modeller,  or  colourist,  commonly  obtains  high  remunera- 
tion.    It  is  also  worthy  of  remark,  that,  in  general,  those  branches  of  manufacture  84.  Improvement 
in  which  there  is  most  competition  with  foreigners,  are,  in  point  of  design,  the  most  J^-^on^^  Compe- 
advanced ;  while  others,  in  which  there  has  been  little  or  no  competition  to  fear, 
are,  in  this  respect,  extremely  deficient ;  so  that,  while,  in  some  of  our  principal 
manufactures,  very  defective  taste  and  knowledge  of  ornamental  design,  are  obser- 
vable: in  others,  successful  and  beneficial  exertions  have  been  made  to  rival  some 
of  the  best  contmental  productions. 

For  the  improvement  of  some  branches  of  manufacture  it  appears  to  be  necessary  as.  utility  of  a 
to  educate  the  workmen  in  drawing  and  modelling ;  indeed,  the  classes  of  operatives  Knowledge  of 
to  whom  such  ability  is  beneficially  useful,  are  very  numerous,  and  many  are  found     '*^*"^' 
whose  conviction  of  the  utility  of  drawing  has  induced  them  to  endeavour  to  learn 
it  without  assistance. 

Under  such  circumstances,  a  general  acquirement  of  ability  in  correct  drawing, 
and  the  diffusion  of  a  knowledge  of  ornamental  art  by  means  of  Schools  of  Design, 
may  assuredly  be  expected  to  effect  a  gradual  improvement  in  the  public  taste, 
and  to  create  a  demand  for  all  that  is  beautiful,  consistent,  and  elegant,  in  preference 
to  that  which  is  ugly,  distorted,  and  preposterous ;  and,  though,  at  present,  in  some 
manufitcturing  communities  prejudices  against  alterations  which  excellence  in  art 
suggests,  are  entertained  with  unfortunate  pertinacity,  it  is  evident  that,  in  general, 
a  great  improvement  in  design  applied  to  manufactures  is  felt  to  be  requisite  for 
the  due  maintenance  and  progress  of  our  commercial  interests. 

The  preparation  and  furnisning  of  the  rooms  of  the  Provincial  Schools  having  86.  Refurnishing 
been,  at  first,  ^nendly  subject  to  temporary  arrangements  made  by  the  local  Com-  g^j,ooh  ^"  ^^^ 
mittees,  and,  m  some  instances,  furniture  having  been  impropriated,  which  had 
previously  been  provided  for,  and  adapted  to,  the  purposes  of  other  institutions,  it 
is  found  that  much  inconvenience  and  disadvantage  will  be  removed  by  requiring, 
in  the  arrangement  of  the  rooms,  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  system,  and  the  utmost 
practicable  conformity  with  the  plans  adopted  in  the  Central  School.  In  order 
to  carry  into  effect  this  desirable  object,  the  Council  has  had  under  consideration 
a  specification  of  the  alterations  and  re^-fumishing  required  in  eaieh  of  the  Schools ; 
and  with  rej^ard  to  those  at  Birmingham  and  Manidiesterx  directions  have  dimmif 
been  given  lor  executing  the  requisite  work.  In  sraoie  of  the  Sehook,  the  present 
inefficiency  of  furniture  is  occasioned  by  an  increased  amount  of  attendance^  fev 
which,  at  the  commencement  of  their  operaticms,  provision  was  not  made ;  and  in 
all  these  establishments  more  or  less  additional  flumiture  is  found  to  be  sequiced; 

The  Council  is  impressed  with  the  importance  of  providing  a  more  efficient  supply  87.  iMore  efficient 
rf  materials  for  illustrating  the  instruction  given  in  the  Schools,  and  for  affi>rdiBg  J^^^^^^^^**"^^ 
lo  the  draughtsmen  and  desiffners  employed  by  the  manufiseturers,  aaadvaotagsous 
Bieans  of  improvement,  by  the  inspection  and  use  of  such  examples.  Collections, 
consisting  chiefly  of  casts,  and  books  of  prints*  have  been  supplied  to  a  eoosidcrabls 
extent ;  but,  in  every  School,  further  supplies  are  found  to  be  indispensably  requisite; 
and  it  is  more  especially  desirable  to  provide  actual  specimens  of  ^  most  hcaotifid 
productions  of  the  principal  manufactures  of  each  kNoatity,  with  BumeimB  copies, 
md  designs  of  ornament  in  colours.  The  necessity  for  coUectsons  of  normal 
examples  in  Schools  of  Design  has  already  been  dwelt  upcn  in  a  pseoeding 
sectKHi,  page  18 ;  and  in  con^deration  of  the  present  spcwd  wants  of  tlM  Pvo- 
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vincial  Schools,  the  Council  hits  instructed  the  Director  to  attend  the  Exposition  of 
Arts  and  Manufactures  in  Paris,  next  month,  to  select  and  purchase,  out  of  the 
fund  of  £10,000,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Council  for  providing  casts,  models, 
&c.,  some  of  the  best  speciftiens  of  the  Ornamental  Manufisu^tures,  and  decorative 
work  of  France ;  comprising,  examples  of  ornamental  sculptures,  casting,  and 
carving;  in  wood,  iron,  plaster,  papier  mach6,  bronze,  and  other  materials. 
Copies  of  ambesques,  middle-age  ornamental  work,  and  specimens  of  various  styles 
of  modem  decorative  painting  in  colors ;  books  of  plates ;  specimens  of  em- 
broidered silk  fabrics;  paper  hangings;  stained  glass;  porcelain;  pottery,  and 
other  remarkable  examples  of  ornamental  manufactures. 

Besides  the  numerical  facts  respecting  the  Provincial  Schools,  whi6h  are  stated 
in  a  tabular  form,  and  have  already  been  referred  to,  it  is  only  necessary  to  submit 
to  your  Lordships  the  following  additional  remarks  upon  the  present  position  and 
prospects  of  each. 

88.  Manchester.  MANCHESTER. — In  the  course  of  the  last  three  months  the  School  in  this 

important  town  has  been  completely  re-arranged  ;  and  having  undergone  various 
improvements,  it  exhibits,  at  present,  very  satisfactory  evidence  of  ^ood  and  eflScient 
management.  The  local  Committee  express  much  confidence  m  the  beneficial 
agency  of  its  operations,  and  zealously  desire  to  promote  its  success. 

At  the  termination  of  the  past  year,  the  office  of  Master  having  been  resigned  by 
Mr.  Zephaniah  Bell,  it  was  conferred  by  the  Council,  on  Mr.  George  Wallis,  a 
Student  at  Somerset  House,  who  had  held  for  some  time  the  Mastership  of 
Spitalfields  School,  and  whose  qualifications  as  teacher  of  Ornamental  Art,  were 
considered  likely  to  be  more  practically  serviceable  in  the  Manchester  School  of 
Design,  than  his  predecessor's  higher  attainments  in  the  Fine  Arts.  The  annual 
amount  granted  by  the  Council  towards  the  salary  of  the  Master  is  £\20,  which 
is  augmented  by  the  Local  Committee  to  £150.  A  proof  of  the  high  appreciation 
of  the  utility  of  this  School  by  many  of  the  principal  inhabitants  is  furnished  by 
the  fiict  that,  the  animal  subscriptions  for  its  maintenance  exceed  £280 ;  and 
that,  in  the  list  of  donations,  amounting  to  £1,185,  eight  of  the  donors  have  each 
contributed  £100.  The  School  is  established  in  a  very  handsome  building;  and 
additional  apartments  in  it,  which  are  about  to  be  obtained  by  the  Committee, 
will  render  the  accommodation  adequate  to  the  amount  of  attendance.  Besides 
the  examples  of  art,  and  books  of  plates,  supplied  by  the  Council,  the  School  has 
also  the  advantage  of  a  valuable  collection  of  casts  and  books  belonging  to  the 
Institution.  The  present  limited  number  of  students  in  the  higher  classes  has 
been  occasioned  by  the  necessity  for  insisting  upon  the  attainment  of  competent 
ability  in  the  exercises  of  the  elementary  class,  as  an  indispensable  prerequisite 
for  entering  upon  the  higher  studies ;  and  the  new  Master  being  strictly  enjoined 
to  act  upon  this  rule,  nas  been  obliged  to  require  many  of  the  Students  to 
recommence  the  course,  in  order  to  facilitate  their  further  progress,  and  render  it 
ultimately  successful.  The  Council  has  recently  granted  £150  for  more  conveniently 
furnishing  the  rooms,  conformably  with  the  arrangements  in  the  Central  School : 
and  a  Morning  Class  for  Females  is  about  to  be  commenced,  for  the  superintend- 
ence of  which  the  local  Committee  have  guaranteed  to  the  Master  an  additional 
£50  per  annum. 

89.  Birmingham.         BIRMINGHAM. — In  our  last  Report  to  your  Lordships,  some  observations  were 

offered  upon  a  difficulty  involved  in  the  circumstances  under  which  the  establishment 
of  a  School  of  Design  at  Birmingham  was  proposed,  with  regard  to  an  already 
existent  society  of  Fine  Arts :  but  this  difficulty  having  been  entirely  obviated  by 
subse(}uent  correspondence,  and  by  personal  communications  with  the  Rev. 
J.  Prince  Lee,  who  was  deputed  by  the  JBirmingham  Committee  to  confer  with  the 
Council,  the  School  was  very  auspiciously  commenced  in  last  September,  on  the 
same  terms,  and  with  the  same  relations  to  the  Council,  as  the  other  Provincial 
Schools ;  and  it  has  since  continued  to  make  the  most  satisfactory  progress,  under 
Mr.  Dobson,  whom  the  Council  appointed  to  the  office  of  Master,  as  having  be^i 
A  distinguished  Student  in  the  Central  School,  and  highly  recommended  by  an 
eminent  Professor  of  Art  in  London,  under  whom  he  had  subsequently  been  pro* 
secutmg  his  studies- 

The  rooms  previously  occupied  by  the  Society  of  Arts  have  been  appropriated  to 
the  School,  and  are  admirably  adapted  to  its  purposes ;  but,  as  much  advantage 
derivable  from  their  form  and  dimensions,  has  been  lost  by  the  mode  in  which  they 
were  furnished,  the  Council  has  granted,  as  in  the  case  of  Manchester,  £150  foi: 
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new  furniture^  to  be  made  and  arranged  in  conformity  with  that  of  the  Central 
School. 

The  local  Committee  of  Management  is  composed  of  very  intelligent  gentlemen^ 
who  express  themselves  fully  satisfied  with  the  competency  and  conduct  of  the 
Master,  and  appear  to  be  actuated  by  an  earnest  desire  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
the  School,  as  being  an  important  means  of  benefiting  the  manufacturing  com« 
munity  of  Birmingham. 

The  attendance  is^  at  present,  very  numerous,  considerably  exceeding  200 ;  and 
a  Morning  Class  for  Females,  which  is  conducted  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  Master,  is  attended  by  nearly  50.  In  consideration  of  the  extent  already 
attained  by  the  School,  and  the  consequent  necessity  for  additional  assistance  in 
teaching)  the  Coundl  has  granted  £70  per  annum  for  a  second  Master,  on  the 
condition  that,  by  means  of  fees  or  otherwise,  the  local  Committee  shall  augment 
his  salary  to  £100.    This  condition  the  Committee  has  engaged  to  fulfil. 

A  considerable  collection  of  casts,  prints,  and  books,  belonging  to  the  Society 
of  Arts,  is  open  to  the  School,  in  addition  to  those  provided  by  the  Council. 

With  regard  to  the  amount  of  annual  aid  which  the  Council  has  deemed  it 
necessary  to  grant,  the  sum  of  £150  for  the  Master's  salary,  and  other  specific 
expenses,  has  oeen  allowed  for  the  current  year,  terminating  on  the  30th  of  April ; 
and,  as  hereafter  stated  in  explanation  of  the  estimate,  £250,  as  at  Manchester 
School,  is  proposed,  with  your  Lordships'  sanction,  to  be  assigned  to  the  Birmingham 
School,  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Council  would  here  observe  that,  while  they 
feel  that  the  importance  of  the  Schools  in  these  two  great  centres  of  our  national 
manufactures  justifies  the  annual  approbation  of  these  considerable  sums  for  their 
support,  they  also  with  great  pleasure  feel  that  the  present  successful  progress  of  their 
operations  warrants  an  expression  of  unqualified  satisfaction. 

Coventry. — Since  the  beneficial  objects  of  this  School  have  become  more  90.  Coventiy. 
generally  understood,  and  have  been  rightly  appreciated,  an  increase  of  interest  in 
3ts  welfare  has  been  observable  among  all  classes  of  the  population. 

The  local  Committee  are  impressed  with  a  conviction  of  its  usefiilness  to  the 
manufacturers  and  artisans  of  the  town,  and  confidently  anticipate  a  profitable 
improvement  in  taste  by  the  diffusion  of  such  knowledge  as  the  course  of  instruction 
in  the  School  is  designed  to  promote :  but  the  short  period  which  has  transpired 
since  the  commencement  of  this  course  cannot  be  expected  to  present  results  beyond 
those  of  elementary  exercises  in  drawing. 

As  soon  as  a  portion  of  the  Students  shall  have  become  sufficiently  advanced  to 
form  a  class  for  colouring,  and  producing  original  designs,  practical  results  must  be 
expected.  In  the  mean  time  the  Master  has  been  exhorted  to  exert  his  best 
energies  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  o£Bice — to  excite  emulation — ^to 
commend  exertion — to  facilitate  progress  in  the  studies  of  the  coiurse,  and  to  use 
every  available  opportunity  for  his  own  improvement,  as  a  means  of  advancing  that 
of  his  pupils. 

The  rooms  occupied  by  the  School  form  part  of  an  old  manufactory;  and 
although  they  present  an  humble  appearance,  they  are  su£Biciently  capacious  for  the 
accommodation  required.  Cleanliness,  and  neatness,  are  carefully  observed ;  which 
is  the  more  creditable,  as  50  of  the  Students  are  young  boys  from  the  Bablake 
School,  one  of  the  many  large  charitable  institutions  for  which  Coventry  is 
remarkable.  The  large  number  of  young  boys  who  attend  this  School,  as  shown « 
in  the  table  of  ages,  page  29,  is  an  objectionable  fact,  the  recurrence  of  which 
will,  in  future,  be  prevented,  as,  at  this  age,  very  little  practicable  benefit  can  be 
derived  from  attending  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  School,  to  compensate  the 
additional  difficulty  which  is  thus  occasioned  in  maintaining  the  requisite  discipline. 

The  attendance,  as  exhibited  in  the  table,  page  29,  is  very  considerable.  The 
local  Committee  is  satisfied  with  the  character  of  the  Master,  and  he  is  allowed  to 
receive,  in  addition  to  his  salary,  a  portion  of  the  fees,  amounting  to  £30. 

Several  new  articles  of  fm-niture,  and  a  better  mode  of  artificially  lighting  the 
rooms,  are  found  to  be  necessary.  The  question  of  providing  these  and 
other  requisites  for  the  advantage  of  the  School  is  at  present  under  con- 
sideration. 

SHEFFiELD.-^The  establishment  of  this  School  was  undertaken  in  compliance  ^i*  ShefBdd 
with  an  especial  requisition  from  the  principal  municipal  authorities  of  the  town, 
and  a  numerous  body  of  the  most  respectable  and  wealthy  of  its  manufacturing 
classes.    Accordingly,  after  considerable  delay,  occasioned  by  various  circumstances 
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ootmected  with  ^  preparatory  airan^nmits,  it  wes  Derated  lattt  Midsusmier ; 
but  though  at  the  commencement,  the  local  parties  to  whom  the  immediate 
arrangement  was  cormmitted,  mamfiestod  nuich  seal  £br  the  sneceis  ^f  tiK  under- 
taking, and  expressed  a  high  eeiMe  of  the  advantages  to  be  expected  to  aceme 
from  stt^  a  mesAB  of  promoting  imoroFement  in  wit  manttfaetoreB  of  liie  town^ 
the  operatkms  of  the  School  have  not  hitherto  exhibited  those  efficient  and  esctenshre 
results  which  were  anticipated ;  and  as  one  cause  of  this  appearad  to  be  mififc. 
ness  in  the  qualifications  oftheAIaster,  and  coosequent  unsatisfactory  performance 
of  the  dvties  coi^ded  to  hnn,  the  Council  deemed  it  expedieot  to  replace  liim 
by  a  mone  experienced  T«a(^r  from  the  Central  School;  and  the  beneficial 
changes  ei^t^  in  the  proceedrnga  of  the  Sdiool  by  his  exertioiro,  are  mt\k 
as  to  promise  an  nearly  awi  aatis&ctory  impnyrement  in  the  ornamental  imio-- 
fiteturee  (^the  town. 

The  desbableness  of  much  impnyremeflt  in  tlie  styles  and  taste  at  present 
adopted,  are  generally  aoknowled^^ed;  but  the  extent  to  which  the  principles 
of  Omai3aental  Drawing  and  Design  are  capable  of  being  applied  to  aucli  improve- 
ment is  apparently  not  yet  sufficiently  understood,  and  appreciated.  The  School- 
room is  judiciously  fitted  up  for  a  small  amount  of  attendance,  about  60 ;  but 
farther  arrangements  are  under  oonsiderstian ;  and  additioaal  aoppHes  of  appio^ 
priate  examples,  with  the  expected  xeatoae  oo-operatien  of  the  maaufiirturers,  for 
whose  especial  advantage  the  Scfao<d  was  established,  will  doubtlesB  serre  to 
produce  beucfi(5al  results,  which,  nnder  the  cnreamstanees  here  advened  to,  fasve 
been  unattainable. 

92.  Newcastle.  NEWCASTLE. — The  circumstancos  of  the  formation  of  a  School  of  Design  at 

Newcastle,  as  an  ofF-shoot  from  the  North  of  England  Society  for  tbe  promotion  of 
the  Fine  Arts,  were  explained  in  our  last  Annual  Report  to  your  LordsTiips^ 
page  12. 

The  recent  date  id  dbe  opeoioi:  of  ihis  School  Tenders  it  inpmsiUe  to  9pedc 
of  results ;  but  it  16  doe  to  die  Master,  to  state  that  the  intelliseiit  and  ^Bcieaft 
manner  in  which  he  has  oommenecd  the  duties  of  his  office,  afforas  every  ittaaon  ta 
anticipate  results  of  a  most  satis&ctory  character;  and  a  recent  emnoranicstian 
from  the  local  Committee  sttites,  that  the  .School  is. rapkily  increasing  in  numbem 
and  importance. 

The  apartments  aj^propriated  to  the  Scbool  by  the  Society  «fFnie  Arts  are  very 
handsome  and  commodious ;  and  the  Students  enjoy  an  important  advantage  in^ 
being  pemnitbed  to  nee  an  extensive  and  exeeUent  collection  of  works  of  art  which 
the  rooms  contain.  The  dasses  alreadyiermed  are  well  attendied ;  andone,  in  the 
morning,  iias  been  opened  for  Females.  The  iooal  Commitlce,  and  many  <si  iiat 
priacipsd  inha)j^»nts  ai  the  town,  appear  tompprectate  hi^y  Ibe  benefits  dermtble- 
irom  the  ganend  ext^nsieii  xd  instruction  in  omamentaf  drawing  with  relation  ta 
Design,  and  decoantive  work  of  ^veiy  deeeription;  and  it  is  thooefat  that  Ibr 
general  acquisition  of  ability  to  draw  correctly,  and  the  extensive  cuStsion  of  :a 
knowledge  df  tke  principles  of  beautiful  eonri>inati(ins  of  fismts  asid  nohiurs,  must 
be  found  to  produce,  trvnntualfy,  nmck  important  impnnranieBt  in  <fae  dmraeter  oT 
our  omanental  nanaCsotures,  and  in  Ife  aBumal  arall,  and  mMtal  wfinemcirt,  dt 
oar  industrial  dbssea. 

The  <{ueBtion  of  a  considerable  ^supply  of  i»w^  and  nam  convenient  f urnitara^ 
.  ifx  tiK  SchoolMPOoaie  is  at  peeseqt,  under  oonnideration. 


93.  York.  York. — -The  operations  of  this  School  are  steadily  proceeding  in  a  satis&ctory 

manner.  The  Students  who  attend  the  morning  and  evening  classe^s  are  making 
creditable  progress  In  drawing  and  modelling ;  and  though,  m  the  city  of  Yoav 
Itself,  the  demand  for  Ornamental  De^ners  is  oraiparatively  limited,  it  is  found 
ihtft,  in  several  aieighboonng  towns,  the  necessity  for  their  services  lias  induced 
manufacturing  proprietors  to  obtain  draughtsmen  from  the  Academy  of  Edinburgh. 
However,  in  York  the  arts  of  wood-carving,  plaster-figure  work;,  stone  sculpture, 
and  paper  staining,  have  attained  considerable  extent  and  reputation;  and  to 
these  classes  the  course  of  instruction  given  in  the  School  of  Design  is  especialh^ 
beneficiid.  The  numerous  resident  gentry  in  the  vicinity  appear  to  evince  mum 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Institution,  not  only  by  attending  its  public 
naeetsngs  for  the  nadnbition  of  ipn^i^  productions,  boat  l^  donations  to  its  cc^ection 
of  examples  of  mnianiiJtal  art  The  local  Committee  ham  xealonsly  sought  to 
promote  the  -success  df  die  School,  and  have  endeavoured  to  excite  the  emulation 
of  the  Students  by  prises  of  appropriate  l)oeks.    To  the  Ma^er,  also,  every  possilde 
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service  has  been  rendered  by  the  Committee,  with  the  view  of  stimulating  his 
exertions  by  adding  incentives  of  gratitude  to  bis  sense  of  duty.  He  is  allowed  a 
moiety  of  the  School  fees,  which  adds  about  £30  per  annum  to  his  salary.  Consid- 
erable improvements  in  the  lighting,  arrangements,  and  furniture,  are  required:  but 
as  the  rooms  at  present  occupied  do  not  afford  sufficient  accommodation  for  the 
School,  any  further  outlay  on  them  will  be  made  with  prudent  reserve.  In  this,  as 
well  as  in  several  of  the  other  Provincial  Schools,  it  has  been  found  difficult 
to  convince  the  friends  of  the  Students  of  the  great  necessity  and  advantage 
of  requiring,  in  every  instance,  the  exercises  of  the  elementary  course  of  outline 
drawing  to  lie  thoroughly  performed ;  and  that  an  ability  to  draw  in  outline  with 
accuracy  and  precision  must  be  possessed  before  the  Student  proceeds  to  any  suc- 
ceeding stage  of  the  art.  The  acquirement  of  partial  knowledge,  and  mere 
initiatory  abflity,  are  commonly  considered  to  be  sufficient  qualification  for  at  once 
entering  upon  the  more  advanced  studies,  and  not  unfrequently  aversion  to  undergo 
the  diligent  labour  required  to  complete  the  elementary  course,  induces  those  who 
are  inert,  and  not  well  advised,  to  rest  satisfied  witn  a  commencement,  and  to 
withdraw  from  the  Sehool ;  but  as  no  real  advantage  can  possibly  accrue  to  any 
class  of  Students  from  the  acquisition  of  a  little  knowledge,  and  a  little  skill, 
the  due  prosecution  of  the  whole  course  of  elementary  exercises  has  recently 
been  strictly  enforced,  and  the  beneficial  operation  of  this  rule  has,  in  several 
instances,  been  acknowledged  by  the  Students  themselves.  A  remark  already  made 
under  the  head  of  Coventry.  School,  I'especting  the  attendance  of  very  young 
boys,  is  applicable  to  the  School  at  York,  and  the  fact  is  equally  objectionable. 

Nottingham. — ^The  establishment  of  this  School  was  undertaken  by  the  Council  94.  Nottingham." 
on  the  special  requisition  of  a  memorial  from  the  clergy,  magistracy^  and  mercantile  * 
and  manufacturing  classes,  of  Nottingham,  representing  that  such  a  School  would  be 
cf  much  use  in  promoting  the  development,  and  application,  of  the  principles  of  ex- 
cellence, and  taste,  with  regard  partictdarly  to  patterns  for  the  fabrication  of  lace 
and  hosiery.  The  resolta  already  produced  are  less  extensive  than  desirable;  but, 
hitherto,  much  disadvantage  has  beee  experienced  from  the  inefficiency  and 
unfitness  of  the  accommodation.  However,  the  measures  which  are  in  progress 
for  procuring  more  capacious  and  suitable  rooms,  and  the  recent  formation 
of  a  more  numerous  and  active  local  Committee  of  Management,  are  expected  to 
give  a  new  impetus  to  the  proceedings  of  the  School,  the  utility  and  importance 
ef  which,  to  uie  manufacturing  interests  which  it  was  designed  to  promote,  are 
deservedly  appreciated  by  the  most  competent  judges. 

The  exercises  of  the  Sehool,  including  the  application  of  desi^  to  patterns 
for  lace,  hare  been  carried  on  vrith  diligence  and  regularity ;  aira  the  Master, 
as  far  as  manual  competency,  blameless  conduct,  and  assiduity,  are  considered, 
is  undoubtedly  praiseworthy;  but  in  this,  and  every  other  School  of  Design 
under  the  superintendenoe  of  the  Council,  in  which  imagination  is  to  be  developed, 
and  taste  to  be  oultivated  and  r^ned,  it  is  felt  to  be  essential  that,  in  addition  to 
such  qualifications,  the  Masters  should  be  distinguished  by  a  high  degree  of  in* 
telligence,  by  mental  energy,  and  by  much  appropriate  and  useful  information. 
In  order,  therefore  to  give  to  these  important  experimental  institutions  every 
possible  means  of  success,,  the  Council  has  deemed  it  right  to  provide  that  no 
cause  of  failure  be  justly  attributable  to  the  Qualifications  of  the  Masters. 

The  remarks  wlueh  are  offered,  under  the  nead  of  York  Sehool,  on  the  difficulty 
of  inducing  the  Students  to  continue  steadily  in  the  prosecution  of  the  entire 
elementary  course,  are  equally  applicable  to  the  Nottmgham  School:  but  the 
advantage  of  adhering  to  the  rule  which  requires  this  sufficiency  of  ground-work 
to  proceed  upcm,  is  becoming  generally  more  evident*

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS. 

Since  the  date  of  our  last  Annual  Report  to  your  Lordsliips,  tlie  various  matters 
appertaining  to  the  Office  of  Secretary,  no  less  than  those  of  tne  Director's  province. 
Have  been  carefully  systematised,  and  subjected  to  such  a  methodical  arrangement 
as  to  present  constantly  a  clear  and  precise  view  of  the  operations  of  the  Council 
relative  to  each  of  the  two  Metropolitan,  and  seven  Provincial  Schools,  and  more 
particularly  with  regard  to  the  financial  affairs,  which  necessarily  involve  accounts 
of  considerable  extent  and  complexitv.  These,  as  will  be  seen  bv  an  inspection 
of  the  following  documents,  have  received  an  especial  attention,  which,  to  the  same 
degree,  was  not  practicable  before  the  appointment  of  a  stipendiary  Secretary 
to  perform  the  duties  which  previously  had  been  added  to  those  of  the  Director.* 
At  the  conunencement  of  the  present  financial  year^  the  Council  enjoined  the 
following 

Rules  for  the  Management  of  the  Finance  Affidrs,  and  mode  of  keeping  the  Aocounte. 

1.  Tliat  the  funds  supplied  by  Government  be  paid  to  the  account  of  the  Council,  at  the  Bank 
of  England. 

2.  Hiat  the  fees  which  are  paid  by  the  students  be  received  monthly  by  the  Assistant 
Secretary  on  such  days  as  will  admit  of  their  being  paid  by  him  into  the  Bank  of  England, 
and  of  the  account  being  made  up,  in  time  to  be  brought  before  each  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

3.  That  the  following  Finance  Books  be  kept  by  that  Officer,  with  the  assistance  of  a 
Clerk,  to  act  under  his  direction  :— 

a.  A  Day  Book,  or  Petty  Cash  Journal,  for  recording  receipts  of  sums  for  petty  cash,  and 
all  payments  made  therefrom. 

b.  A  Cash  Book,  for  the  record  of  all  sums  received  and  paid  by  the  Council ;  to  exhiUt 
separately  the  receipts  and  paynaents  belonging  to  each  fund  named  in  Rule  4* 

c.  A  Led^r,  for  the  distmet  classification  of  all  the  items  of  expenditure. 

d.  An  Order  Book,  containing  a  methodical  registry  of  every  requisite  particular. 

€.  Registers  of  Fees  recaved  in  the  Schools,  exhibiting  correspondent  agreement  with  the 
Registers  of  Attendance. 

Jl  Books  of  Bills,  Estimates,  and  Receipts,  arranged  in  chronological  order,  with  an  Index 
Otreference  to  each. 

4.  That  all  entries  in  the  Cash  Book  and  Petty  Cash  Journal  be  kept  regularlv  posted  up  in 
{he  Ledger,  with  a  complete  index  constantly  made  up ;  that  these  account  books  be  laid 
before  the  Coundl  at  each  monthly  meeting,  together  with  the  Bank  Book,  which  diall  be 
balanced,  and  be  shown  to  agree  with  the  Cash  Book ;  the  amount  of  the  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  Assistant  Secretary,  on  account  of  cash  pajrments,  being  shown  fix>m  the  account 
in  the  Petty  Cash  Journal.  That  at  the  same  time,  the  receipts  and  pavments  on  account 
of  each  of  the  three  Parliamentary  funds  be  separatelv  stated:  namely,  those,  1st,  of 
the  annual  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the  two  Metropolitan  Schools,  namely,  the  Central 
School  at  Somerset  House,  and  the  School  at  Spitalfielsd ;  2nd  of  the  gross  fund  for  the 
outfit  of  Provincial  Schools ;  3rd,  of  the  annual  fund  for  the  aid  and  support  of  Provincial 
Schools. 

*  The  reasons  which  rendered  it  necessary  to  provide  this  additiona]  assistance  having  been  Inriefl  j 
stated  in  a  former  part  of  the  present  Report,  page  7,  are  more  fully  explained  in  the  following  extract 
from  the  official  communication  on  the  subject  made  by  the  Council  to  your  Lordships,  in  March  1843. 

*<In  every  institution  which  if  superintended  by  a  numerous  body  of  persons,  it  is  impossible  to  con- 
dact  satisfactorily  the  business  connected  with  it  without  the  aid  of  an  intelligent  executive  officer,  who, 
making  himself  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  business,  can  place  it  before  the  superintending  body 
in  a  clear  and  succinct  form,  so  as  to  obtain  their  decision  ;  who  can  readily  apprehend,  and  reduce  into 
iibe  form  of  Minutes,  the  expressed  will  of  that  body,  and  who  can,  during  the  intervals  of  the  meetings, 
carry  its  decisions  promptly  and  accurately  into  execution,  and  conduct  toe  necessary  ccnrespondence  in 
an  intelligent  and  satbfactory  manner. 

**  Such  assistance  is  the  more  necessary  where  the  superintending  body,  as  is  the  case  with  the  Council  of 
the  School  of  Design,  consists  of  persons  who  have  otner  avocations  requiring  their  primarv,  and  almost 
constant  attention,  and  where  the  management  of  the  Institution  involves  pecuniary  aSiedra  oi  considerable 
magnitude,  and  of  much  detail. 

*'The  necessity  of  this  assistance  was  felt  by  the  Council  immediately  upon  their  constitution,  and  it  was, 
in  the  first  instance,  in  contemplation  to  confide  these  functions,  as  well  as  the  management  of  the  tuition 
of  ^e  School,  to  the  Director,  and  thus  to  constitute  him  the  principle  executive  Officer  of  the  CoimdL 

**The  Council,  however,  soon  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  sucn  an  arrangement  was  inexpedient,  as 
placing  the  Director  in  the  anomalous  position  of  supervising,  in  hb  character  of  Secretary,  hia  own  pro- 
ceedings as  Director.  The  Council,  felt  moreover,  that  the  qualifications  necessary  for  the  due  performance 
of  the  business  of  the  Council  are  rarely  met  with  in  any  one  who  has  devoted  himself  to  tbe  arts  to  such 
$n  extent  as  to  fit  him  for  the  office  of  Director. 

**A  further  and  cogent  reason  for  the  separation  of  the  offices  is  the  fact  that  the  proper  duties  of 
Director  are  now  undoubtedly  sufficient  to  occupy  his  whole  time. 

**  Under  these  circumstances,  and  finding  that,  with  the  establishment  of  the  Provincial  Schools,  the 
correspondence  and  financial  business  of  Uie  Council  were  rapidly  becoming  more  onerous ;  that  the 
property  belon^g  to  the  School,  in  Casts,  Books,  and  Works  of  Ornament,  was  increasing  in  value  and 
importance,  and  requiring  for  its  safe  custody,  and  preservation,  an  especial  attention,  and  orderly  super* 
vision ;  the  Council  did  not  feel  satisfied  in  continuing  any  longer  the  perfect  and  provisional  arrangement 
which  had  hitherto  existed." 
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5.  That  a  Pas  Book  be  kept  with  eadi  tradesmai^  having  a  current  account  with  tho 
Coundly  and  that  the  eotr^  of  all  articles  therein  be  examinea  and  signed  by  the  Assistant 
Secretary  at  the  time  of  deuvery. 

6.  That  every  account^  bill,  or  charge,  shall  be  examined  hf  the  Assistant  Secretary,  and  be 
shown,  by  his  signature  upon  it,  to  be  correct,  and  in  conformity  with  the  estimates  or  contracts 
rdating  thereto^  oefore  it  is  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  Council  or  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee for  payment;  and  that,  if  possible,  all  bills  and  accounts  be  examined  by  the  Unanoe 
Committee  before  they  are  submitted  to  the  CounciL 

7*  That,  exc^t  the  wages  of  the  School  attendants  and  house  servants,  and  cash  payments, 
as  hereaft^  named  in  Rule  8,  all  payments  shall  be  made  by  cheques  drawn  on  the  Bank  of 
England  by  the  authority  of  a  Resolution  of  the  Council ;  and  each  cheque  shall  be  rendered 
valid  by  the  signatures  of  two  members  of  the  Council,  and  by  the  counter  signature  of  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  pursuant  to  instructions  from  Her  Majesty *s  Treasury. 

8.  That  the  following  items  of  expense  be  paid  by  the  Assistant  Secretary  out  of  sums  advanced 
to  him  by  the  Council  for  cash  disbursements :  namely^  the  Weekly  Wages  of  the  school 
attendants  and  house  servants,  and  cash  expenses,  consisting  of— 

a.  Miscellaneous  housekeeping  expenses. 

b.  Incidental  expenses  for  the  sdiools  and  offices. 

c.  Expenses  for  coach  and  cab  hire^  postage,  freightage^  carriage,  porterage,  &c. 

9.  That  the  cheques,  when  fully  authorised  and  signed,  be  transmitted  to  the  respective  parties 
by  the  Assistant  Secretary,  who  shall  take  and  preserve  a  proper  voucher  for  each  payment, 
both  for  those  which  are  made  by  cheque>  and  for  such  of  those  made  from  the  petty  cash 
fund  as  admit  of  written  acknowled^ent* 

10.  That  nothing  be  purchased  or  ordered  but  by  the  authority  of  the  Council,  except 
articles  properly  coming  within  the  petty  cash  account,  and  such  as  may  be  required  for  the 
necessary  proceedings  of  the  school  or  offices  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  in  which 
ease  the  Assistant  So^retary  shall  sign  an  order  for  what  is  required,  and  enter  every  such  order, 
with  his  signature,  in  an  Order  Book,  to  be  kept  by  him  for  the  record  of  these  orders, 
and  of  all  which  are  made  by  the  Council ;  and  all  supplies  which  can  be  obtdned  from  the 
Government  Contractors,  shall  be  procured  from  them. 

.  11.  Ihat  all  accounts,  letters,  and  communications,  relating  to  financial  matters,  be  required  to 
be  addressed  to  the  Assistant  Secretary*  in  order  that,  by  t^ing  put  in  possession  of  complete 
knowledge  of  all  monejr  transactions  for  which  the  Council  are  responsible,  he  may  be  enabled 
without  delay,  to  explain  every  point  of  expense;,  charge,  or  liabihty  submitted  to  their  con- 
sideration* 

Accordingly,  the  foregoing  Rules  have  been  carefully  observed  during  the  last 
tvrelve  months.  At  each  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Council,  all  current  expenses 
are  paid  up ;  a  statement  of  the  Cash  Account  with  the  Bank  of  England  is  reported 
hy  the  Assistant  Secretary,  in  the  following  form ;  and  the  correctness  of  the 
recorded  receipts  and  payments  is  verified  by  examination  of  the  Gash  Book,  Bank 
Book,  Vouchers,  and  Registers  of  Fees  and  Attendance :— -

In  prepariDff  the  preceding  Estimate  for  the  ensuing  year,  every  item  of  expenditure  loi^i^aanation  of 
has  been  carefully  considered  with  reference  to  the  circumstances  imder  which  its  J^J^^^.****** 
amount  for  the  past  year  has  been  incurred,  and  such  modifications  of  that  amount 
have  been  adopted  as  appear  to  be  required  by  recent,  or  anticipated,  alteration  of 
those  circumstances.  Tnis,  it  has  been  satisfactory  to  the  Council  to  effect,  so  as  to 
provide  efficiently  for  every  probable  expense  in  the  forthcoming  year  which  the 
successful  prosecution  and  continued  progress  of  the  Schools,  Metropolitan  and 
Provincial,  may  require,  without  increasing  the  total  amount  of  expenditure 
beyond  that  of  tbe  last  Estimate.  It  will  therefore  be  seen  that,  while  in  several 
particulars  some  considerable  difference  has  been  found  to  be  requisite,  the 
aggregate  sum  remains  precisely  the  same.  With  regard  to  the  items  in  which 
a  difierence  of  amount  appears,  the  Council  submit  to  your  Lordships  the  following 
explanations.

Assistant  Seeteiary.'^n  ooosidecatioQ  of  the  extent  and  natore  c^  die  e^rvices  required 
of  the  Assistant  Secretary,  as  stated  on  pages  7  and  86,  it  is  reoommended,  as  an  expression  of 
the  general  feelioff  of  the  Council,  that,  subject  to  the  sanction  of  your  Lordships,  the  salary 
of  tWs  officer  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  £50.

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THIRD  BEPORT 

OF  THE   COMMISSIONERS  ON   THE  FINE   ARTS. 


TO  THF  QUEEN'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY. 

We,  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  Your  Majesty  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  ' 
whether  advantage  might  not. be  taken  of  the  rebuilding  of  Your  Majesty *8  Palace 
^t  Westminster,  wherein  Your  Majesty's  Parliament  is  wont  to  assemble,  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  and  encouraging  the  Fine  Arts  in  Your  Majesty's  United- 
Kingdom,  and  in  what  manner  an  object  of  so  much  importance  might  be  most 
effectually  promoted,  humbly  report  to  Your  Majesty  that  having,  in  furtherance  of 
the  objects  proposed  by  us  in  our  last  Report,  invited  artists  to  send  specimens  of 
Fresco-painting  on  portable  frames,  to  be  exhibited  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  us 
in  the  selection  of  persons  to  be  employed  in  the  decoration  of  portions  of  the 
Palace  at  Westminster,  we  have  now  humbly  to  state  to  Your  Majesty  that  the 
exhibition  referred  to  has  taken  place,  and  that,  considering  the  inexperience  even 
of  the  best  artists  in  the  practice  of  Fresco-painting,  we  are  satisfied  with  the  pro- 
mise of  superior  skilLwhich  has  been  afforded ;  and  we  are  of  opinion  that  several 
of  the  specimens  of  Freseo-painting  which  have  been  so  submitted  to  us,  taken 
together  with  the  Cartoons  •  before  exlubited  by  the  artists,  or  with  other  existing 
evidences  of  their  talents,  justify  us  in  suggesting  further  measures,  with  a  view  to 
the  execution  of  Fresoo^aintings  in  portions  of  the  Palace  at  Westminster. 

With  this  view  we  propose  to  commission  six  artists,  selected  by  us  from 
among  the  present  exhibitors  in  Westminster  Hall,  to  furnish  designs,  coloured 
sketches,  and  specimens  of  Fresoo-painting,  for  certain  subjects  proposed  by  us  to 
be  executed  in  the  House  of  Lowis  $  at  the  same  time,  not  binding  ourselves  to 
employ  such  artist*  fiaally.  And  being  desirous  to  give  a  further  opportunity  to 
artists,  other  than  the  above^rtists^  to  offer  specimens  of  their  ability  in  Cartoon- 
drawing  and  Fresco^paintiii^y  we  propose  to  advertise  the  subjects  already  referred 
to  for  general  oon^fition;  and.  we  have  prepared  the  draft  of  an  announcement^ 
explaining  the  conditions  of.  siieh  competition,  and  assigning  remunerations  and 
offering  premiums  of  puUie  moa^y,  to  which  we  request  the  sanction  of  Your 
Majesty. 

We  have  also  humbly  t6  state  io  Your  Majesty,  that  having  invited  an  exhi- 
bition of  Models  for  Sculpture,  in  order  to  assist  utm  the  «dbction. of  sculptors  to 
be  employed  in  the  Palace  at  Westminster,  and  having  been  satisfied  with  the 
evidence  of  ability  displayed  by  many  of  the  exhibitors,  we  are  prepared  to  recom- 
mend the  artists,  whose  names  are  contained  in  a  isubjoined  Report,  as  worthy  to 
be  employed  on  such  works,  to  be  placed  in  the  Palace  at  Westminster,  and  for 
such  remuneration  as  may  hereafter  be  determined.  At  the  same  time,  we  wish  it 
to  be  understood  that  the  selection  now  made  does  not  imply  the  exclusion  of  other 
sculptors,  whether  they  may  or  may  not  as  yet  have  submitted  to  us  specimens  of 
their  ability. 
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We  have  also  humbly  to  state  to  Your  Majesty  that  having,  in  furtherance  of 
the  objects  proposed  by  us  in  our  last  Report,  invited  artists  to  submit  for  our 
inspection  and  for  exhibition  specimens  of  Arabesque-painting,  and  likewise 
specimens  of  Glass-staining,  Wood-carving,  ornamental  Metal-work  and  ornamental 
Pavement,  accompanied  by  designs  ;  we  have  now  humbly  to  state  to  Your 
Majesty  that  the  exhibition '  of  such  specimens  and  designs  has  taken  place,  and 
that  we  are  prepared  to  recommend  the  artists  whose  names  are  contained  in  sub- 
joined Reports,  as  worthy  to  be  employed  on  such  works  in  the  Palace  at'  West- 
minster, and  for  such  remuneration  as  may  hereafter  be  determined;  but  we  again 
wish  it  to  be  understood  that  such  selection  does  not  imply  the  exclusion  of  other 
artists,  whether  they  may  or  may  not  as  yet  have  submitted  to  us  specimens  of  their 
ability. 

We  have  further  humbly  to  state  to  Your  Majesty,  that  having  in  former 
Reports  announced  our  intention  <^  considering  the  claims  of  candidates  for. em- 
ployment in  Oil-painting,  we  now  propose  that  artists  should  be  invited  to  enter 
into  a  competition  in  that  branch  of  art,  and  we  have  prepared  the  draft  of  an 
announcement  on  this  subject,  offering  premiums  of  public  money,  to  which  we 
request  the  sanction  of  Your  Majesty.  . 

We  humbly  subjoin,  as  an  Appendix  to  this  Report,  some  papers  relating  to 
and  explanatory  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Commission.

ROYAL  COMMISSION  OF  FINE  ARTS. 

Her  Majesty^fl  Commissioiiers  have  resolved,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  that  six  arched  compartments  in  the  House.  ' 
of  Lords  shall  be  decoratbd  with  Fresco  Paintings  ;  that  the  subjects  of  such 
Fresco-paintings  shall  be  illustrative  of  the  functions  of  the  House  of  Lords  and  of 
die  relation  in  which  it  stands  to  the  Sovereign;  that  the  subject  of  three  of  the 
said  Fresco-paintings  shall  be  personifications  or  abstract  representations  of  Religion, 
Justice,  and  the  Spirit  of  Chivalry,  and  that  the  three  remaining  subjects  corres- 
ponding with  such  representations  and  expressing  the  relation  of  the  Sovereign  to 
the  Church,  to  the  Law,  and,  as  the  fountain  of  honour,  to  the  State,  shall  be.  The 
Baptism  of  Ethelbert ;  Prince  Henry,  afterwards  Henry  V.,  acknowledging  the 
authority  of  Chief  Justice  Gascoigne ;  and  Edward  the  Black  Prince  receiving  the 
Order  of  the  Garter  from  Edward  III. 

They  have  commissioned  six  artists,  viz.,  Richard  Redgrave,  A JI.A.,  William 
Cave  Thomas,  Charles  West  Cope,  A.R. A.,  John  Callcott  Horsley,  William  Dyce, 
and  Daniel  Maclise,  R.A.,  selected  by  the  Commissioners  from  among  the  present 
exhibitors  in  Westminster  Hall,  to  prepare  cartoons,  coloured  sketches,  and  speci- 
mens of  Fresco-painting  for  the  subjects  above  mentioned.  But  the  Commissioners, 
not  binding  themselves  to  employ  such  artists  on  the  Fresco-paintings  in  the  House 
of  Lords,  and  being  desirous  of  giving  a  further  opportunity  to  artists,  other  than 
the  above  artists,  to  exhibit  specimens  of  their  ability  in  Cartoon-dravring  and 
Fresco-painting,  hereby  give  notice : — 

1.  That  tne  six  subjects  above  mentioned  are  offered  for  general  competition.' 

2.  That  three  premiums  of  200/.  each  will  be  given  to  the  artists  who  shall 
furnish  specimens  which  shall  respectively  be  deemed  worthy  of  one  of  the  said 
premiums  by  judges  to  be  appointed  to  decide  on  the  relative  merit  of  the  works. 

3.  Each  artist  is  required  to  prepare  a  Cartoon,  being  a  design  for  one  of  the 
aforesaid  subjects.  The  size  of  the  Cartoon  is  to  be  9  feet  3  inches  wide  by  16 
feet  high  to  the  point  of  the  arch  (outlines  in  lithography,  showing  the  form  of  the 
arch  in  the  compartments  referred  to,  may.  be  obtained  at  the  architect's  office  in 
New  Palace  Yard).  Each  artist  is  further  required  to  prepare  a  coloured  sketch, 
not  less  than  18  inches  in  its  shortest  dimension,  of  the  entire  design  represented  in 
his  Cartoon,  and  a  specimen  of  Fresco-painting,  not  less  than  3  feet  in  its  shortest 
dimension,  representing  a  part  of  the  design  in  the  full  proportion. 

4.  The  works  are  to  be  sent,  in  the  course  of  the  first  week  in  June,  1845,  for 
exhibition,  to  Westminster  Hall. 

5.  The  Commissioners  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  of  excluding  from  public 
exhibition  works  which  may  be  deemed  by  them  not  to  possess  sufficient  merit  to 
entitle  them  to  such  a  privilege. 

6.  The  judges  appointed  to  decide  on  the  relative  merit  of  the  works  may,  if 
they  shall  think  fit,  require  any  artist^^  to  whom  a  premium  shall  have  been 
awarded,  to  execute,  under  such  conditions  as  they  may  think  necessary,  a  second 
design  or  specimen  as  a  proof  of  his  ability,  and  in  such  case  the  premium  awarded 
to  such  artist  will  not  be  paid,  unless  his  second  design  or  specimen  shall  be 
approved  by  the  judges. 

7.  The  judges  will  consist  partly  of  artists. 

8.  The  works,  with  the  exception  of  those  to  be  prepared  by  the  six  exhibitors 
above-mentioned,  will  be  returned  to  the  respective  artists. 

9.  The  names  of  the  artists  are  not  required  to  be  concealed. 

10.  The  competition  hereby  invited  is  confined  to  British  subjects,  including 
foreigners  who  may  have  resided  10  years  or  upwards  in  the  United  Kingdom.

5.  The  subjects  are  required  to  come  under  the  general  classes  of  religion, 
history,  or  poetry. 

6.  The  dimensions  are  left  to  die  choice  of  the  artists,  under  the  following 
conditions : — The  figures  are  not  to  be  less  than  two  in  number ;  the  size  of  the 
nearest  figure  or  figures,  in  at  least  one  of  the  specimens  by  each  artist,  is  to  be  not 
less  than  that  of  life ;  but  the  size  of  the  figures  is  altogether  left  to  the  choice  of 
painters  of  marine  subjects,  battle  pieces,  and  landscape. 

7.  The  judges  appointed  to  decide  on  the  relative  merit  of  the  works  may,  if 
they  shall  think  fit,  require  any  artist,  to  whom  a  premium  shall  have  been 
awarded,  to  execute,  under  such  conditions  as  they  may  think  necessary,  an  addi- 
tional painting  as  a  specimen  of  his  ability,  and  in  such  case  the  premium  awarded 
to  such  artist  will  not  be  paid,  unless  his  second  painting  shall  be  approved  by  the 
judges. 

8.  The  names  of  the  artists  are  not  required  to  be  concealed. 

9.  The  paintings  will  remain  the  property  of  the  respective  artists. 

10.  Paintings  which  may  combine  appropriate  subjects,  with  a  high  degree  of 
merit,  shall  be  considered  eligible  to  be  purchased  by  the  nation,  in  order  to  be 
placed  in  one  of  the  apartments  of  the  Palace  at  Westminster. 

11.  Religious,  poetical,  or  allegorical  subjects,  which  by  judicious  adaptation 
or  treatment  may  have  reference  to  the  history  or  constitution  of  the  kingdom  may, 
as  well  as  strictly  historical  subjects,  be  eligible  to  be  so  purchased. 

12.  The  judges  to  be  hereafter  appointed  to  decide  on  the  relative  merit  of 
the  works,  with  a  view  to  the  award  of  premiums^  will  consist  partly  of  artists. 

13.  The  competition  hereby  invited  is  confined  to  British  subjects,  including 
foreigners  who  may  have  resided  10  years  or  upwards  in  the  United  Kingdom.

A  PROPOSAL  was  recently  made  in  the  House  of  Commons  that  the  G)m'* 
missioners  should  be  empowered  by  Her  Majesty  to  inquire  into  the  best  mean^  of 
doing  honour  by  Public  Monuments,  in  Sculpture  or  Painting,  to  be  erected  at  the 
public  charge  to  the  memory  of  men  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  their  country  by 
eminent  civil,  literary,  or  scientific  services. 

I  was  unwilling  to  devolve  on  the  Commissioners  a  general  inquiiy  of  this 
nature,  not  immediately  connected  with  the  original  object  tor  which  the  Commis-' 
sion  was  appointed ;  but  I  willingly  undertook  to  recommend  to  Ha*  Majesty  to 
give  to  the  Commissioners  fiiU  authority  to  consider  whether  there  is  any  portion 
of  tlie  edifice  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Houses  of  Parliament^  or  of 
the  buildings  connected  with  that  edifice,  which  could  with  advantage  and  pro- 
priety  be  allotted  to  the  reception  of  monuments  sfuch  as  those  to  which  I  hare 
above  adverted,  and  to  report  tneir  opinion  to  Her  ]Vf  ^j^sty,  not  only  with  regard 
to  the  particular  site  of  such  monuments,  but,  in  the  event  of  an  approi>riate  site  in 
connexion  with  the  New  Houses  of  Parliament  being  recommended  by  the  Com* 
missioners,  with  regard  to  the  prmciples  generally  which  should  govern  the 
selection  of  the  names  to  be  honoured  by  so  distinguished  a  record  of  national 
gratitude,  and  to  the  best  mode  of  combining  the  public  acknowledgment  of  eminent 
service  with  encouragement  to  the  arts  in  this  country. 

I  am  empowers  by  Her  Majesty  to  recommend  the  subject  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Commissioners,  and  to  give  them  Her  Majesty's  full  authority  for 
entering  upon  it.

I  HAVE  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  24th  ultimo, 
enclosing  a  copy  of  a  Resolution  of  Her  Majesty's  Commissioners  on  the  Fine 
Arts,  relative  to  the  applicability  of  the  New  Palace  of  Westminster  to  the 
reception  of  Monumental  Sculpture  and  Painting;  and  also  a  copy  of  a  letter^ 
accompanying  it,  from  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  Robert  Peel  to  the  Commissioners, 
of  the  14th  of  August  last,  authorizing  them,  on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty,  to  con- 
sider whether  there  is  any  portion  of  that  edifice,  or  of  the  buildings  connected 
with  it,  which  could,  with  advantage  and  propriety,  be  allotted  to  the  reception  of 
monuments  to  the  memory  of  men  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  their  country,  by 
eminent  civil,  literary,  or  scientific  services. 

In  the  Report  which  I  made  to  the  Commission  in  February  1843,  I  made 
mention  of  aU  those  portions  of  the  interior  of  the  New  Palace  where,  in  my  judg- 
ment|  painting  and  sculpture  could,  with  propriety  and  effect,  be  united  with  the 
architecture  of  the  building ;  and,  having  reconsidered  the  subject,  I  am  still  of 
opinion  that  the  union  of  the  three  sist(er  arts  could  not  be  satisfactorily  carried 
to  a  greater  extent  within  the  building  than  I  then  expressed.  I  may,  however, 
mention  that,  in  addition  to  the  statues  of  royal  and  military  personages,  which  I 
recommended  to  be  placed  in  the  niches  forming  part  of  the  architectural  decora- 
tion of  the  several  halls,  those  of  eminent  men  of  this  country  who  have  at  various 
periods  distinguished  themselves  in  the  advancement  of  art,  science,  and  literature, 
out  whose  services  have  not  hitherto  been  specially  recorded  by  any  public  acknow- 
ledgment, might  form  part  of  the  series. 

The  following  is  an  enumeration  of  the  niches  provided  for  such  purposes  in 
the  several  parts  of  the  building : — 

In  Westminster  Hall,  12;  in  the  Victoria  Gallery,  106;  in  the  Queen^s 
Porch,  4 ;  in  the  House  of  Lords,  18  ;  in  St.  Stephen's  Hall,  12 ;  in  the  Central 
Hall,  68 ;  making  altogether  220  niches,  averaging  seven  feet  in  height. 

Those  in  the  Victoria  Gallery,  Queen's  Porch,  and  House  of  Lords,  might  be 
of  bronze  gilt,  but  in  order  to  avoid  false  lights  and  effects,  the  gilding  should  Be 
matted  or  unbumished. 

In  the  other  parts  of  the  building  above  adverted  to,  the  statues  might  be  of 
coloured  marbles,  in  harmony  with  the  prevailing  tone  and  colour  of  the  architectural 
decorations. 

With  respect  to  monuments  which  may  hereafter  be  decreed  by  Parliament  to 
be  erected  at  tne  public  expense,  to  the  memory  of  not  only  those  eminent  men 
who  have  distinguished  themselves  in  the  civil  and  nfilitary  services  of  their 
country,  but  also  of  those  who  have  promoted  its  honour  and  advantage  in  the 
cultivation  and  advancement  of  art,  science,  and  literature,  no  building  can,  in 
my  opinion,  with  greater  propriety  or  effect,  be  appropriated  for  their  reception 
than  the  Palace  of  the  Legislature,  whose  site  is  hallowed  by  the  most  interesting 
historical  recollections  connected  with  it  from  the  most  remote  periods.  Sucn 
monuments  might  be  arranged  with  considerable  effect,  both  within  the  building,  as 
well  as  in  the  New  Quadrangle,  which  I  have  already  suggested  as  an  addition  to 
it,  on  the  site  of  the  New  Palace  Yard ;  and  in  order  that  due  importance  and 
effect  may  be  given  to  them,  they  should  not,  in  my  opinion,  be  confined  by,  or 
form  part  of,  the  architectural  arrangement  of  the  design  of  the  interior ;  but  should 
be  wholly  detached  from  the  walls,  and  be  restricted  either  to  the  statues  of  the  ^ 

men  they  are  designed  to  commemorate,  or  simply  to  mural  monuments  and 
tablets,  with  likenesses  of  the  deceased  in  the  form  of  busts  or  medallions,  with 
suitable  inscriptions;  but  all  allegory,  and  its  absurdities,  should  be  carefully 
avoided.

Mr.  Btny's  Report  of  eminence  of  the  men  they  are  designed  to  commemorate ;  the  Central  or  Octagon 
retpectingtheloca-  Hall  being  reserved  for  the  most  eminent 

la^w  dl*tt5ia-  ^^  ^^  Quadrangle,  statues  might  be  placed  in  front  of  the  buttresses  of  the 

mentwhiehiDaybe  building  on  each  of  its  four  sides,  and  mural  monuments  and  tablets  placed  under 
*^  r^  ^of^^  itm  ^^  ^^'^^de  to  be  formed  on  two  of  its  aides.  Monuments  thus  placed,  although  in 
iTSiJptwer^'^  the  open  air  and  constantly  open  to  the  public,  might,  from  being  within  the 
precincts  of  the  palace,  be  placed  under  such  a  constant  and  efficient  supervision,  as 
would  preserve  them  from  defacement  or  injury.  In  order  to  avoid  discordancy,  and 
a  want  of  a  proper  degree  of  symmetry  in  the  statues  generally,  I  would  propose^ 
that  they  should  all  be  of  the  heroic  size;  that  their  pedestals  shoidd  b^  of  the 
sanoe  heis^ht  and  nearly  of  the  same  bulk ;  that  monumental  simplicitly  and  breadlii 
of  treatment  should  be  prescribed  for  the  statue ;  and  that  all  the  pedestals  should 
be  designed  upon  the  same  general  principles,  as  to  composition  and  style :  but 
with  a  view  of  avoiding  a  monotonous  repetition,  they  should  be  varied  in  desim 
according  to  the  taste  of  the  artist,  and  be  enriched  with  historical  bas-reliefs, 
illustrating  any  important  events  that  it  might  be  deemed  expedient  to  record  in 
the  life  ot  the  individual  in  whose  honour  the  monument  is  erected.  The  statues 
should  invariably  be  of  bronze,  on  account  of  the  imperishnble  nature  of  that 
naaterial ;  those  on  the  exterior  of  the  building  might  be  left  of  the  natural  oelour 
of  the  metal,  but  in  the  interior,  where  the  light  will  be  much  subdued,  I  would 
recommend  that  they  should  be  coated  with  matted  or  unburnished  goM,  as  being 
bast  calculated  to  render  the  statue  most  effective,  and  allow  of  its  being  seen  to 
the  greatest  advantage,  llie  pedestals  might  be  of  Purbeck  marble,  or  of  some 
other  limestone  of  eaual  hardness  and  deptn  of  colour ;  and  those  in  the  interior 
of  the  building  shoula  be  polished.  The  sculpture  upon  the  pedestals  might  be 
executed  either  in  the  stone  of  which  they  are  made,  or  in  tablets  of  bronz^e  securely 
fixed  to  the  stone-work,  which  should  be  gilt  or  left  of  its  natural  colour  as  sug- 
gested for  the  statues,  according  to  the  situation  of  the  monun^nt,  whether  plac^ 
inlernally  or  externally. 

The  principle  which  I  would  adopt  for  the  location  of  the  monuments  gene* 
rally,  is  that  of  confining  them  to  such  portions  of  the  building  only  as  mi^^t  at 
all  times^  without  inconvenience,  be  open  to  the  public,  under  Proper  and  efficient 
control,  and  such  regulations  as  might  be  deemed  expedient.  This  principle,  and 
the  amount  of  accommodation  that  could  be  provided  for  public  monuments,  as 
well  as  their  arrangement,  is  illustrated  in  the  accompanying  plan ;  by  which 
it  appears. that  Westminster  Hall  might  contain  58  statues;  St  Stephen's  Hall, 
16;  the  Central  or  Octagon  Hall,  24;  the  Corridors  leading  to  the  Houses  of 
Lords  and  Commons,  20 ;  and  the  Public  Corridors  and  Waiting  Rooms  con- 
nected with  the  Committee  Rooms,  69 ;  making  in  all>  accommodation  for  187 
statues. 

The  Crypt  of  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  which  is  proposed  to  be  restored,  and  to 
which  convenient  access  will  be  made  from  Westminster  Hall,  would  alao  afford 
accommodation  for  about  14  monuments. 

The  Cloister  of  the  Chapel,  which  is  also  to  be  restored,  and  will  be  connected 
with  the  Hall  and  the  Crypt,  might  afford  accommodation  for  13  statues,  placed 
externally ;  and  a  surface  of  wail  for  mural  monuments  and  tablets,  under  cover, 
330  feet  in  length,  and  20  feet  in  height.  The  accommodation  in  the  proposed 
Quadrangle  on  the  site  of  New  Palace  Yard,  would  be  for  56  statues ;  and  for 
mural  monuments  and  tablets,  under  cover,  a  surface  of  wall  369  feet  in  length, 
and  16  feet  in  height. 

Thus  the  entire  number  of  public  monuments  that  the  Building  and  its 
Quadrangles  could  acconmnodate  would  be,  in  isolated  monuments  or  statues,  270 ; 
and  in  mural  monuments  and  tablets,  about  400 ;  or  in  the  whole,  670  monuments 
of  all  kinds.  In  Westminster  Abbey,  the  number  of  monuments  of  all  kinds, 
forming  a  collection  commenced  (with  a  few  exceptions)  from  the  end  of  the 
thirteenth  century,  amounts  to  357 ;  of  which  63  are  table  and  other  monuments, 
with  figures  in  a  recumbent  or  devotional  attitude;  15  are  isolated  statues  in  an 
erect  position ;  98  are  mural  monuments,  with  sculpture  for  the  u*ost  part  alle- 
gorical; 122  are  tablets  with  inscriptions  only;  20  are  busts;  8  are  bnsses 
let  into  the  pavement;  and  31  consist  of  table  monuments,  slabs,  and  stones, 
with  sculpture  either  decomposed  or  defaced  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  nearly 
obliterated.     A  very  few  of  these  monuments  have  been  erected  at  the  public  expense. 
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In  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  the  number  of  nK)numents,  being  a  collection  of  the        ApraifDnc 
last  fifty,  years,  amounts  to  43 ;  of  which,  14  are  isolated  statues  of  the  men  they  ^^^ 

are  designed  to  commemorate;  5  are  historical  reliefs;  3  are  partly  historical  Mr. Bany't Report 
and  pardy  allegorical;  and  21  consist  wholly  of  allegory.     Of  this  number,  those  respecting  th« loea- 
whicn  hare  been  erected  at  the  public  expense  amount  to  36.     From  the  above  j^^^ofParfJ- 
Btatemait  of  the  existing  monuments  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  and  in  Westminster  ment  which  may  be 
Abbey,  it  may  safely  be  inferred,  that  the  accommodation  afforded  by  the  New  adapted  fi>r  ***• 
Palace  of  Westminster,  for  public  monuments  alone,  would  suffice  for  ages  to-come ;  [^^upSureT^ 
and  if  the  feeling  which  now  very  generally  prevails  in  favour  of  the  exclusion  of  all 
monuments  fix)m  places  set  apart  for  divine  worship,  which,  from  their  character,  are 
not  calculated  to  excite  in  the  mind  of  the  beholder  emotions  of  piety  and  devotion, 
(m  which  number  would  be  included,  above  200  in  Westminster  Abbey,  and  with 
%wo  exceptions,  the  entire  collection  at  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,)  should  ultimately 
lead  to  their  removal,  the  New  Palace  of  Westminster  might  afford  accommodation 
for  those  of  a  public  character,  either  in  the  open  arcades,  or  in  galleries  to  be 

frovided  above  tibem  in  the  proposed  additional  Quadrangle,  on  the  site  of  the  New 
^fiJace  Yard.  But  whether  this  removal  and  transfer  of  monuments  should  or 
should  not  ultimately  take  place,  it  might  perhaps  be  worthy  the  consideration  of 
Parliament^  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable^  both  for  tlie  sake  of  encouraging 
Art,  and  evincing  a  renewed  and  grateful  remembrance  of  services  rendered  to  their 
country,  to  order  statues  to  be  erected  in  the  New  Palace  of  Westminster,  at  the 
pubEc  expense,  to  the  memory  of  a  certain  number  of  the  most  eminent  of  its 
public  characters  and  benefactors  of  bygone  times,  in  order  that  a  collection  of 
monuments,  to  the  memory  of  all  whom  the  country  delights  to  honour,  may  be  at 
once  commenced,  and  be  ever  after  maintained  and  increased  within  the  walls  of 
one  and  the  same  public  edifice.

ScSpttrre^^  Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  duty  of  conferring  with  the 

architect,  and  examining  the  plans  of  the  approaches  and  halls  connect^  with  the 
New  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  of  reporting  to  the  Commission  their  opinion  as 
to  those  localities  which  might  be  most  advantageously  selected  with  reference  to 
position,  space,  and  means  of  lighting,  for  the  reception  of  works  of  art  in  painting 
and  sculpture  respectively;  and,  further,  of  reporting,  as  the  progress  of  decora- 
tion must  necessarily  be  gradual,  in  what  order  of  succession  the  localities  above 
referred  to  should  be  selected  for  the  purpose,  and  what  particular  mode  of  deco* 
ration  would  be  best  suited  to  each : 

Have  the  honour  to  report  that  they  have  conferred  with  the  architect,  and 
have  examined  the  plans  and  actual  state  of  the  edifice  intended  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  with  a  view  to  the  objects  of  the  inquiry 
committed  to  them,  and  thereupon  have  to  submit  the  following  statement : — 

The  Landing  Hall  of  the  Royal  Staircase  ^vill  be  32|^  feet  by  30  feet,  and 
the  height  to  the  point  of  the  groining  23  feet  6  inches.  It  will  be  lighted  by 
two  windows  on  the  north  side  of  the  haU,  11  feet  6  in.  high,  by  6  feet  4  in.  wide, 
and  8  feet  6  in.  from  the  floor.  There  will  be  three  panels  for  painting  (ending  in 
pointed  arches)  on  the  east,  west,  and  north  sides,  4  feet  from  the  floor,  1 1  ifeet 
wide,  and  18  feet  3  in.  high  to  the  point  of  the  arch. 

The  Guard-room  will  be  38  feet  square,  and  30  feet  high.  It  will  be  lighted 
by  four  windows  on  the  south  side,  15  feet  6  in.  high  and  4  feet  wide,  and  o  feet 
3  in.  from  the  floor.  There  will  be  panels  oi:,  margins  round  doors  on  the  north» 
east,  and  west  sides.  The  height  of  the  margin  (on  each  side  to  the  top  of  the 
door)  will  be  12  feet  hy  2  feet  10  in.,  and  the  upper  horizontal  portion  will  be 
15  feet  long  by  2  feet  10  inches.  There  will  be  six  doors  so  surrounded  with 
panels  and  six  sets  of  margins.  There  will  be  also  eight  lunettes  (above  the  hori« 
zontal  margins,  and  above  the  windows),  vrith  pointed  heads,  14  feet  8  in.  wide  by 
8  feet  high  to  the  point  of  the  arch. 

The  Robing-room  will  be  38  feet  by  33,  and  23  feet  high,  the  ceiling  being 
flat.  It  will  be  lighted  by  four  windows  on  the  south  side,  the  same  size  and 
height  from  the  floor  as  in  the  Guard-room.  The  throne,  to  be  placed  opposite 
two  doors  from  the  Guard-room,  will  be  7  feet  wide.  There  will  be  seven  panels 
8  feet  from  the  floor ;  the  height  of  all  will  be  10  feet  6  inches ;  the  several  widths 
will  be  as  follows : — Of  three  on  the  west  side,  one  will  be  9  feet  wide,  and  two 
will  be  4  feet  wide.  Two  on  the  east  side  will  be  1 4  feet  wide.  Two  on  the 
north  side  will  be  10  feet  wide.  If  a  cove,  first  proposed,  where  die  walls  and 
""  ceiling  meet,  were  done  away  with,  a  frieze  3  feet  nigh,  extending  round  the  whole 

circuit  of  the  room,  might  be  painted  or  adorned  with  bas-reliefs. 

The  Victoria  Gallery  will  be  130  feet  long,  45  feet  wide,  and  48  feet  high. 
It  will  be  lighted  by  windows  on  the  east  and  west  sides,  eight  on  each  side. 
They  will  be  19  feet  high  and  10  feet  wide,  and  23  feet  from  the  floor.  There 
will  be  seventeen  panels  for  pictures,  all  10  feet  high.  Thirteen  will  be  12  feet 
wide,  and  four  at  the  ends  ^vill  be  9  feet  6  in.  wide.  They  will  be  8  feet  from  the 
floor. 

The  buttresses,  or  piers,  in  the  Victoria  Gallery  are  angular,  presenting  two 
faces,  with  niches  in  each,  so  that  statues  placed  in  them  would  be  almost  turned 
back  to  back.  Before  the  angles  of  the  piers  insulated  statues  might  be  placed. 
The  base  of  the  statues  in  the  niches  would  be  8  feet  from  the  ground.  The 
utmost  width  of  the  niches  in  the  Victoria  Gallery  will  be  22  inches,  consequently, 
statues  placed  in  them  should  be  strictly  architectonic.  If  insulated  statues  should 
be  introduced  in  front  of  the  piers  they  might  be  more  freely  treated,  and  might,  if 
required,  be  about  8  feet  high  ;  the  architect  thinks  that  they  should  be  at  a  height 
of  not  less  than  5  feet  from  the  floor. 
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At  the  north  end  of  the  Victoria  Gallery,  on  the  east  and  west  sides,  will  be       Appbnoix. 
two  lobbies.     There  will  be  one  panel  in  each  7  feet  6  in.  wide  by  12  feet  liigh  n^.

The  width  of  the  niches  (about  2  feet  only)  being  inconsiderable  in  proportion  reception  of  Works 
to  their  height,  as  usual  in  gothic  buildings,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  sculptoe.^  ^^ 
statues  placed  in  them  should  he  strictly  architectonic  in  their  style  and  treatment. 
There  will  be  three  panels  at  each  end,  with  pointed, heads,  9  feet  wide,  and 
15  feet  high  to  the  point ;  they  will  be  26  feet  from  the  floor.    These  panels  the 
architect  now  thinks  might  be  tilled  with  paintings,  and  as  the  windows  are  pro- 
posed to  be  ornamented  with  stained  glass,  he  is  ot  opinion,  that  the  luminous  and 
unshiuing  surface  of  fresco  would  be  best  adapted. 

In  the  Central  Hall  there  will  be  68  niches  for  statues,  and,  if  required,  24 

•  insulated  statues  on  pedestals. 

The  Corridor,  leading  from  the  Central  Hall  to  the  House  of  Lords,  will  be 
15  feet  9  in.  wide,  and  21  feet  high.  It  will  be  lighted  by  windows,  east  and 
west,  12  feet  6  in.  from  the  floor.    There  will  be  eight  panels  for  painting  9  feet 

4  in.  wide  by  7  feet  high,  they  will  be  4  feet  3  in.  from  the  floor.    There  may  be 

*  ten  insulated  statues  on  pedestals. 

The  Corridor,  leading  from  the  Central  Hall  to  the  House  of  Commons,  is 
similar  in  all  respects. 

Of  the  Waiting  Halls  (one  on  the  same  floor  as  the  Central  Hall,  &c.,  the 
other  on  the  floor  above),  the  upper  will  be  33  feet  square,  and  22  feet  high.  It 
%vill  be  lighted  by  four  windows,  on  the  north  and  west  sides,  14  feet  6  in.  from  the 
floor.    There  will  be  eight  panels  for  pictures  (two  on  each  side)  8  feet  high,  and 

5  feet  7  in.  wide*    They  will  be  4  feet  from  the  floor. 

The  dimensions  of  the  lower  Waiting  Hall  are  33  feet  square,  and  22  feet 
high.  It  will  not  contain  any  panels  for  pictures.  Beyond  the  lower  Waiting 
Hall  a  aurfa^e>  at  present  occupied  by  decorative  sculpture^  might  afibrd  a  good 
panel  for  painting. 

N.B.  The  Waiting  Halls  and  Corridors  above  mentioned  will  be  always 
open  to  the  public. 

St.  Stephen's  Hall  will  be  92  feet  long,  and  55  feet  high.  It  will  be  lighted 
by  10  windows,  on  the  north  and  south  sides,  25  feet  high,  11  feet  wide,  and  22 
feet  from  the  floor.  There  will  be  five  spaces  for  pictures,  on  each  side,  15  feet 
wide,  12  feet  high,  and  8  feet  9  in.  from  the  floor.  There  will  be  one  panel,  with 
pointed  head,  at  each  end  of  the  Hall,  for  painting,  16  feet  high,  10  feet  wide,  and 
29  feet  from  the  floor. 

The  Conference  Hall,  in  the  centre  of  the  river  front,  on  the  principal  floor, 
will  be  53  feet  long,  27  feet  6  in.  wide,  and  20  feet  high.  It  will  be  lighted  on 
the  east  side  by  three  windows  16  feet  high,  6  feet  4  in.  wide,  and  3  feet  from  the 
floor.  There  will  be  a  space  for  painting  on  the  west  side  53  feet  long  by  10  feet 
high,  and  7  feet  6  in.  from  the  floor;  and  space  for  painting,  on  the  north  and 
south  sides,  27  feet  6  in.  long,  10  feet  high,  and  7  feet  6  in.  from  the  floor.  There 
will  be  four  spaces  for  pictures  on  the  east  side  10  feet  high,  two  being  10  feet 
wide,  and  two  4  feet  wide,  and  7  feet  6  in.  from  the  floor. 

The  smaller  Corridors  generally  will  be  10  feet  wide.  The  panels  for  painting 
will  be  4  feet  6  in.  from  the  ground.  The  height  of  the  panels  will  be  6  feet;  the 
length  may  be  of  considerable  extent.  At  the  ends  of  such  Corridors,  above 
doors,  there  will  be  several  panels  for  painting  or  sculpture  7  feet  6  in.  wide  by 
5  feet  6  in.  high.    They  will  be  lighted  from  the  side  windows. 

From  the  limited  distance  from  which  the  spectator  can  see  paintings  in  the 
smaller  Corridors,  your  Committee,  are  of  opinion,  that  the  spaces  are  not  adapted 
for  important  decorations. 

The  architect  has  stated,  that  considerable  extent  of  surface  may  be  appro- 
priated for  pmntings  in  the  Committee-rooms  on  the  river  front,  which  are  very 
numerous,  and  when  unoccupied,  might  be  open  for  the  admission  of  the  public 
daily.  They  are  of  various,  but  all  of  large,  dimensions ;  they  are  not  less  than 
20  feet  high,  and  are  lighted  from  the  east  by  either  two  or  three  windows  of  ample 
dimensions.

Your  Committee  also  observed,  that  in  order  to  protect  the 

back  of  paintings  from  damp,  the  architect  has  sunk  the  panels,  intended  for  the 

reception  of  paintings,  several  inches  in  the  wall,  so  as  to  allow  of  the  introduction 

of  a  nydrofuge  cement,  as  a  ground-work  for  the  preparation  on  which  the  pictures 

are  to  be  executed. 

Your  Committee  cannot  but  acknowledge  that  they  have  experienced  some 
disappointment  at  finding  the  extent  of  surface  available  for  painting  in  fit  situa- 
tions not  so  great  as  they  could  have  hoped.  In  the  best  situation,  the  Victoria 
Gallery,  the  panels  are  only  12  feet  by  10,  the  width  of  the  Gallery  being  45  feet. 
As  figures  would  require  to  be  larger  than  nature  to  produce  a  due  enect,  even 
from  a  lesser  distance,  it  follows  mat  a  space  of  12  feet  is  not  adapted  for  any 
extensive  composition. 

In  St.  Stephen's  Hall  the  spaces  for  paintmg  being  15  feet  long,  and  the 
width  of  the  Gallery  30  feet,  the  objection  is  less  strong ;  but  it  may  be  remarked, 
that  at  a  distance  of  30  feet,  the  eye  can  conveniently  embrace  a  painting  20  feet 
long. 

The  design  of  St.  Stephen's  Porch,  and  the  adjacent  portions  of  the  building, 
are  not  sufficiently  matured  to  enable  Mr.  Barry  to  say  whether  any  spaces  will  1^ 
available  for  paintings  in  those  situations.

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  specimens  of  Carved  Wood  and  Painted  *^^  ^*y»  ^^^** 
Glass,  and  the  Designs  relating  to  such  specimens,  which  have  been  sent  in  by 
artists  desirous  of  being  employed  in  the  decoration  of  the  Houses  of  Parliament. 

Your  Committee  have  recorded  their  judgment  respecting  the  comparative 
merit  of  many  of  the  works  in  question,  and  respecting  the  nature  of  the  employ- 
ment for  which  the  various  artists  whose  works  they  have  so  noticed  appear  to  be 
fitted.  But  not  being  at  present  in  possession  of  sufficient  information  as  to  the 
extent  to  which  Wood-carving  and  Painted  Glass  may  be  considered  desirable  in 
the  Palace  at  Westminster,  or  as  to  the  precise  character  of  the  works  which  may 
be  required,  they  have  thought  it  expedient  in  general  to  enumerate  the  names  only, 
without  further  distinction,  of  the  artists  whose  works  have  received  the  commenda- 
tion of  the  Committee. 

In  the  department  of  Wood-carving  the  artists  so  noticed  in  the  detailed 
Report  of  the  Committee  are  Mr.  Cummings,  Mr.  OUett,  Mr.  Ringham,  Mr. 
Freeman,  Mr.  Browne,  and  Mr.  J.  Thomas. 

In  the  department  of  Painted  Glass  the  artists  so  noticed  in  the  detailed 
Report  of  the  Committee  are  Messrs.  BaUantine  and  Allan,  Mr.  Wilmshurst, 
Messrs.  Warrington,  Messrs.  Ward  and  Nixon,  and  Mr.  Hoadley. 

Among  the  artists  in  Wood,  Mr.  Rogers  did  not  comply  with  the  terms 
announced  in  the  notice  put  forth  by  the  Commission,  and  his  name  has,  therefore, 
not  been  inserted  in  the  foregoing  list.  It  is,  however,  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee, that  among  the  carvers  whose  works  have  been  exhibited  he  holds  the  first 
place ;  and  they  consider  him  as  the  person  best  qualified  to  be  entrusted  with 
those  parts  of  the  wood-work  of  the  House  of  Lords  in  which  great  richness  of 
effect  and  delicacy  of  execution  are  required.

THE  PALACE  AT  WESTMINSTER,  BY  Mr.  HALLAM.  Vor'p^ni^nzV^e 

Palace  at  West- 
minster*  by  Mr. 

The  determination  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  and  of  Parliament  to  Haliam, 
restore  the  building  appropriated  to  the  estates  of  the  realm,  in  a  manner  befitting 
the  national  grandeur  and  the  dignity  of  their  functions,  has  not  unnaturally 
su^ested  a  wish,  that  with  architectural  splendour  the  excellences  of  other  arts, 
especially  those  of  painting  and  sculpture,  might  be  combined.  The  Commission 
to  which  I  have  the  honour  to  belong,  was  expressly  appointed  to  consider  how  far 
this  might  be  carried  into  effect,  for  the  encouragement  of  the  fine  arts  in  England. 
But  these  words  seem  to  intimate  a  still  farther,  and  it  may  be  said,  a  still  more 
important  object  than  the  immediate  one  of  giving  additional  magnificence  to  the 
New  Houses  of  Parliament — ^the  object  of  promoting  the  fine  arts  in  this  country, 
and  raising  its  general  estimation,  as  a  school  of  painting  and  sculpture,  among 
mankind. 

It  has  long  been  a  common  remark,  that  our  English  painters,  and  it  is  chiefly 
to  Painting  that  I  would  now  confine  myself,  with  extraordinary  merits  in  many 
departments  of  their  art,  have  not  very  greatly  cultivated,  at  least  in  large 
pictures,  that  higher  style  which  we  commonly  call  historical,  though  com- 
prehending more  than  actual  history.  Few  who  know  what  some  have  done,  will 
ascribe  this  to  natural  deficiency  of  genius  adapted  to  such  work ;  but  it  would 
not  be  difficult  to  assign  several  real  causes  adequate  to  explain  the  fact.  It  i^  only 
with  one  that  we  can  here  have  to  do,  and  that  is  abundantly  sufficient.  The 
general  size  of  private  houses  excludes  pictures  of  large  dimensions,  while  our 
public  buildings,  though  frequently  containing  apartments  capable  of  receiving 
them,  have  either  not  been  applied  to  such  a  purpose,  or,  as  has  too  frequently  been 
the  case,  have  been  occupied  by  works  of  such  inferior  merit,  or  upon  such  unin- 
teresting subjects,  as  to  check  any  desire  that  might  have  arisen  to  see  the  art  of 
Painting  more  extensively  put  in  requisition.  With  respect  to  our  churches,  it  is 
evident  that,  partly  on  account  of  expense,  and  partly  from  other  impediments 
unlikely  to  be  removed,  they  have  in  few  instances  become  the  depositories  of 
valuable  works  of  art.  It  is  therefore  an  important  circumstance  that,  in  the  plan 
of  the  new  edifice  which  is  rising  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Barry,  several 
apartments  will  exist  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  receive  larger  pictures  than  can 
easily  find  admittance  into  private  houses,  and  of  as  great  excellence  as  the  artists 
of  this  kingdom  can  produce.  The  competition  invited  last  year  for  Cartoons,  and 
which  is  generally  supposed  to  have  drawn  forth  no  inconsiderable  degree  of 
ability  in  the  highest  line  of  art,  that  of  historical  invention  and  composition,  was 
founded  on  no  other  principle. 

If,  therefore,  the  development  of  native  genius  in  historical  painting,  and  the 
production  of  what  is  absolutely  best,  ought  to  be  principally  encouraged  as  well 
for  the  sake  of  the  splendour  of  the  new  palace,  as  of  placing  our  successful  artists 
on  a  proper  footing,  it  seems  that  we  should  be  cautious  of  restraining  too  much 
their  talents  by  any  limitation  incompatible  with  their  fullest  exercise.  And  here, 
as  it  appears  to  me,  a  certain  difficulty  may  arise.  No  one,  probably,  would  wish 
to  treat  the  buildings  connected  with  the  assembly  of  the  Legislature,  and  to  be  con-' 
secrated,  we  hope,  hereafter  by  so  many  improving  associations,  as  mere  galleries, 
where  nothing  in  the  works  of  the  painter  or  sculptor  is  to  be  in  harmony  with  the 
general  design.  Such  would,  I  conceive,  be  the  worst  of  two  extremes,  did  it 
appear  necessary  to  choose  any  extreme  at  all.  In  our  halls  of  Parliament,  or  as 
we  approach  them,  let  us  behold  the  images  of  famous  men ;  of  Sovereigns,  by  whom 
the  two  Houses  of  Peers  and  Commons  have  been  in  successive  ages  called 
together  ;  of  statesmen  and  orators  to  whom  they  owed  the  greatest  part  of  their 
lustre,  and  whose  memory,  now  hallowed  by  time,  we  cherisn  with  a  more  unani- 
mous respect  than  contemporary  passions  always  afford.     It  is  for  this  reason,  that  I

Palace  «t  w«t-  |^  jg  impossible  for  me  not  to  feel  my  own  incompetency  to  oflFer  any  opinion  on 
Hallain!  an  art  wiiich,  as  such,  I  so  little  understand.    Still  there  are  truths  as  to  historic 

painting  which  lie  almost  on  the  surface.  It  requires  no  skill  to  have  observed, 
that,  in  the  selection  and  management  of  subjects,  a  painter  will  prefer,  wherever 
his  choice  is  truly  free,  those  which  give  most  scope  for  the  beauties-  of  his  art. 
Among  these  we  may  of  course  reckon  such  as  exhibit  the  human  form  to  a  con- 
siderable degree  uncovered;  such  as  throw  it  into  action,  and  excite  the  sympathy 
of  the  spectator  by  the  ideas  of  energy  or  of  grace ;  such  as  intermingle  female 
beauty,  without  which  pictures,  at  least  a  series  of  them,  will  generally  be  unat- 
tractive ;  such  as  fiirnish  the  eye  with  the  repose  of  massy  and  broad  draperies, 
which  is  strictly  a  physical  pleasure,  and  for  want  of  which  we  soon  turn  from  many 
representations  of  modern  events,  however  creditable  to  the  artist;  such  as  are 
consistent  with  landscape  and  other  accessories. 

Now,  if  we  turn  our  attention  to  British  history,  do  we  find  any  very  great 
number  of  subjects  which  supply  the  painter  with  these  elements  of  his  composi- 
tion ?  I  must,  however,  observe  here,  that  by  subjects  from  British  history,  I  mean 
events  sufficiently  important  to  have  been  recorded,  and  not  such  as  may  be 
suggested  by  the  pages  of  the  historian,  to  an  artist's  imagination.  As  the  sole 
argument  for  limited  selection  appears  to  be  grounded  on  the  advantage  of  associa- 
tion with  our  historical  reminiscences,  it  can  hardly  extend  to  the  creations  of  a 
painter,  even  though  he  may  attach  real  names  to  the  figures  on  his  canvas.  And 
I  would  here  remark,  by  the  way,  that  the  subject  of  one  of  the  prize  cartoons,  a 
work  inmost  respects  of  great  merit,  appears  objectionable  upon  this  theory  of 
historical  illustration  ;  since  the  first  trial  by  jury  is  not  only  an  event  nowhere 
recorded,  but  one  which  no  antiquary  will  deem  possible  as  there  exhibited.  Nor 
should  any  event,  as  I  presume,  be  deemed  historical  in  this  point  of  view  which 
was  as  it  were  episodical,  and  which  forms  no  link  in  the  sequence  of  causation, 
affecting  only  a  few  persons,  great  as  they  might  be  by  fame  or  rank,  without  influ- 
encing the  main  stream  of  public  affairs.  Even  some  stories  not  without  relation 
to  the  course  of  general  history,  and  which  no  writer  would  omit,  might  not  appear 
prominent  enough  for  selection,  where  the  illustration  of  ancestral  times  should  be 
the  leading  aim.  Yet  these  might  be  among  the  fittest  themes  for  a  painter's 
composition.  To  take  a  single  example,  I  should  think  the  rencontre  between 
Margaret  of  Anjou  and  the  Robber,  after  the  Battle  of  Hexham,  upon  the  verge  of 
what  should  be  admissible  as  English  history  in  this  particular  application  to  the 
Houses  of  Parliament.  This  well-known  stor)',  perhaps,  I  would  not  reject,  not  as 
being  well  known,  which  does  not  seem  sufficient,  but  as  having  somewhat  of  a 
public  importance,  according  to  the  common,  possibly  fabulous,  report  of  those 
times.  I  should,  however,  did  it  rest  on  my  judgment,  very  much  hesitate  to  admit 
the  penance  of  Jane  Shore,  because  no  public  consequences  ensued  from  it ;  though 
I  can  easily  conceive  that  it  might  furnish  a  beautiful  picture.  In  these  two  cases 
it  may  be  remarked  in  passing,  a  female  form  would  be  predominant ;  but  for  the 
most  part  our  history,  as  might  be  supposed,  does  not  afford  any  plentiful  harvest 
of  what  is  so  essential  in  historic  painting.  In  fact,  the  most  beautiful  and  inter- 
esting women  in  English  history  must  be  painted,  if  at  all,  on  the  scaffold. 

In  this  part  of  my  observations,  I  do  not  anticipate  much  difference  of  opinion. 
Some  indeed  have,  perhaps,  a  notion  that  nothing  but  parliamentary,  or  at  least 
civil  history,  should  be  commemorated  on  these  walls.  But  the  majority  would 
probably  be  willing  to  let  Trafalgar  or  Waterloo  find  a  place;  and  in  general 
whatever  we  read  and  recollect  from  Csesar  to  the  present  day.  Yet  with  this 
extension,  it  may  be  much  suspected  that  really  good  subjects  would  not  be  found 
over  numerous.  Battles  we  have  of  course,  but  I  cannot  reckon  battle  pieces  the 
greatest  style  of  historic  art ;  and,  since  the  introduction  of  field  artillery  and  scarlet 
uniforms,  they  are  much  less  adapted  to  it  than  they  were.  Versailles  may  show 
us  what  this  is  good  for.  And  as  to  coronations,  processions,  meetings  of  princes 
or  generals,  and  all  overcrowded  pictures,  they  will  hardly  answer  the  end  which 
we  have  in  view  of  displaying  the  genius  of  a  truly  great  painter,  should  we  be 
fortunate  enough  to  possess  one. 
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There  were  doubtless  subjects  in  the  long  course  of  our  annals  of  a  different       Apmmmx. 
kind  from  these,  and  it  is  by  no  means  my  opinion  that  English  history  k  to  ^^^ 

supply  nothing.     We  cannot  but  recollect  that  a  living  foreign  painter  of  hi^h  obsemttionsonthe 
reputation  has,  with  a  sort  of  preference,  resorted  to  this  source  for  his  most  cele-  principles  which 
brated  pictures.     It  is  impossible  that  the  large  proportion  of  those  which  may  "f^  \\o^^^  wt  ts 
hereafter  adorn  the  walls  of  the  new  building,  should  not  be  of  this  description,  for  Paintimr  hi^Ae 
The  bias  of  jmblic  taste  in  England,  tends  so  strongly  towards  what  is  called  Pal*<«  '*  ^■^" 
nature,  and  so  little  towards  ideality  in  painting,  or  even  in  sculpture,  and  has  evi-  Hallam!  ^    '* 
dently  exercised  so  ^eat  an  influence  over  our  artists  themselves,  the  motives  for 
selecting  our  own  history  are  so  obvious,  and  to  a  considerable  degree,  as  I  would 
again  repeat,  so  well  grounded,  that  we  can  have  no  reason  to  apprehend  a  super- 
abundant influx  of  more  universal  subjects. 

It  may  deserve  peculiar  consideration  that  we  have  looked  to  the  new  building 
as  affording  sufficient  space  for  fresco  paintings,  and  consequently  such  an  oppor- 
tunity as  has  not  often  occurred  for  encouraging  what  many  deem  the  noblest  style 
of  the  art.  The  prizes  awarded  to  the  cartoons  last  year  were  understood  to  have 
this  object,  if  not  exclusively,  yet  at  least  witli  a  marked  preference.  The  artists 
who  entered  into  that  competition,  and  the  public  in  general,  have  been  led  to 
expect  that  a  portion  of  the  building  was  destined  for  that  species  of  decoration. 
Now,  I  conceive,  that  every  difficulty  which  a  first-rate  painter  in  oil  would  find  as 
to  displaying  his  powers  upon  subjects  of  modern  English  history,  must  exist  in  a 
far  greater  degree,  when  he  has  to  deal  with  fresco.  Probably  there  are  few,  if 
any,  instances  of  modern  draperies  in  that  material;  meaning  by  modern,  the  usual 
dresses  of  this  part  of  Europe  during  the  last  two  centuries.  The  fresco  style  is 
associated  in  our  memories  with  grand  and  beautiful  forms;  with  learned  anatomy; 
with  noble  expressions ;  with  all  the  poetry  of  art ;  but  not  with  portraits,  or  such 
individuality  of  character  as  resembles  portrait ;  not  with  anything  debased,  in  this 
sense  by  familiarity,  as  modem  dress  must  be,  even  if  less  destitute  of  beauty  than 
it  is.  Some  of  the  pictures  of  the  foreign  artist  to  whom  I  have  alluded,  could 
not,  I  presume,  have  been  successfully  executed  in  fresco.  What  is  admired  in 
oil  painting  might  be  ignoble  to  the  last  degree  in  the  more  ideal  world  which  the 
school  of  Michael  Angelo  and  Raphael  create.  Let  us  remember  what  took  place 
as  to  the  cartoons.  The  whole  range  of  our  history  was  open  to  the  competitors. 
Yet  among  eleven  prize  designs,  and  I  do  not  know  that  the  proportion  differed 
much  as  to  the  rest,  several  represented  the  early  Britons^  several  more  the  Anglo- 
Saxons,  and  no  one  came  down  below  the  Plantagenet  dynasty.  We  cannot  doubt 
that  the  selection  was  made  in  order  to  exhibit  more  of  the  naked  figure,  and  more 
breadth  and  flow  of  draperies,  than  any  strictly  historical  event  under  the  families 
of  Stuart  or  Brunswick  could  supply.  But  would  there  not  be  something  ridicu- 
lous in  covering  the  walls  of  our  Houses  of  Parliament  with  Cttsar  or  Caractacus  ? 
that  is,  if  we  determine  to  exclude  all  that  religion,  or  mythology,  or  poetry,  or 
classical  history  would  offer,  and  at  the  same  time  are  compelled  to  exclude,  by  the 
infelicity  of  recent  times,  which  prefer  utility  to  picturesqueness,  and  choose  what 
is  convenient  to  themselves,  rather  than  what  would  look  well  on  a  wall,  the  most 
important  events,  and  the  most  distinguished  personages  of  our  annals.  In  a 
larger  viewy  that  is,  if  we  give  full  scope  to  the  artist's  genius,  neither  Caesar  nor 
Caractacus  need  be  set  aside. 

The  arrangement  adopted  for  the  New  Palace  at  Westminster,  may  lead, 
perhaps,  to  a  reasonable  distribution  of  the  paintings  which  may  be  chosen  for  its 
decoration.  In  those  apartments  which  are  naturally  associated  with  the  business 
of  the  Legislature,  such  as  St.  Stephen^s  Hall,  the  Central  Hall,  and  the  various 
rooms  belonging  to  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament,  our  English  history,  or,  possibly, 
also,  such  aUegory  or  mythic  representation  as  bears  upon  legislation  and  policy, 
ought  exclusively  to  find  a  place.  There  would  be  in  this  at  once  a  commemoration 
of  past  times  becoming  the  national  sympathy,  and  a  iust  observance  of  that  pro- 
priety in  all  its  accessory  parts,  which  a  splendid  monument  of  architecture 
requires.  But  while  the  wnole  building  is  strictly  denominated  Her  Majesty's 
Palace,  there  is  one  part  more  peculiarly  reserved  to  the  Sovereign.  Of  this,  the 
principal  apartment  is  the  Victoria  Gallery,  of  great  length  and  magnificence,  and 
in  which,  more  than  any  other  room,  the  most  excellent  works  of  art  ought  to  be 
placed.  It  is  probably  here  that  fresco  painting  will  be  employed ;  though  I  must 
say  I  have  not  so  clear  a  recollection  of  the  plan  of  the  interior,  as  to  know  whether 
it  would  be  adapted  to  that  style.  But  if  it  be  so,  or  even  in  the  case  of  pictures  in 
oils  being  alone  applicable,  I  would  with  deference  submit,  that  in  a  gallery  set

It  seems,  on  the  contrary, 

essential  that  the  selection  of  subjects  should  be  entirely  reserved  for  the  para-> 

mount  authority ;  but  it  is  this  selection  for  which,  with  a  view  to  the  greatest 

possible  development  of  British  genius,  I  would  recommend  a  wider  field,  in  some 

parts  of  the  building,  than  those  who  regard  only  its  peculiar  character  as  the  seat 

of  the  Legislature  are  inclined  to  contemplate.

RESOLUTIONS,  RELATING  TO  THE  SAME  SUBJECT,  PROPOSED  K'SSJlSSSu 

BY  Mr.  GALLY  KNIGHT.  SI^&iS,?'' 

That,  in  the  decorations  of  a  great  national  building  rsised  at  the  public 
expense,  and  which  is  to  be  thrown  open  at  proper  times  to  public  inspection,  it 
shbuld  be  sought  not  only  to  encourage  the  arts,  but  also  to  instruct  the  people,  by 
inspiring  them  with  veneration  for  the  higher  qualities  of  the  head  and  the  heart. 

That  this  object  will  best  be  effected  by  decorating  the  approaches  and  halh  of 
the  New  Houses  of  Parliament  with  statues  of  the  illustrious  men  by  whose  rirtuM 
and  talents  Great  Britain  has,  at  different  times,  been  adorned,  so  disposed  tati 
classified  as  to  produce  the  strongest  impression ;  and  with  pictures  representing 
the  most  remarkable  events  in  British  history. 

Hiat,  although  de<x>rations  of  so  coatly  a  nature,  and  so  great  a  number,  can  only 
be  graduidly  accomplished,  yet  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Commission  at  once  to  consider 
the  whole  area  which  is  entrusted  to  their  care,  that  the  statues  and  pictures  may 
ultimately  be  disposed  in  the  most  judicious  manner. 

That,  of  the  whole  above-mentioned  area,  the  parts  which  appear  to  lend  them- 
selves the  most  to  such  decorations  are  the  House  of  Lords,  the  Victoria  Gallery^ 
St  Stephen's  Hall,  and  the  Central  Hall. 

That,  as  the  House  of  Lords  is  that  part  of  the  building  which  is  to  be  finished 
the  first,  the  decorations  of  that  chamber,  and  of  the  approaches,  through  which 
Her  Majesty  will  pass  on  her  way  to  the  House  of  Lords,  should  be  the  first 
undertaken. 

That  the  niches  in  the  House  of  Lords  should  be  exclusively  filled  with  statues 
of  the  Sovereigns  of  England. 

That,  as  the  Victoria  Gallery  will  not  only  remind  all  living  Englishmen,  but 
all  future  generations,  of  a  Sovereign,  a  lady,  and  a  Queen,  the  decorations  of  that 
gallery  should  be  illustrative  of  chivalry,*  poetry,  and  the  arts. 

That,  if  allegorical  figures  should  be  excluded  from  the  halls  and  galleries  of 
the  Houses  of  Parliament,  yet  it  might  not  be  improper  that  in  the  Queen's  Porch, 
the  eyes  of  the  Sovereign  should  first  be  met  by  statues  emblematic  of  Religion, 
Justice,  Mercy,  and  Fortitude. 

That  the  twelve  niches  in  St.  Stephen's  Hall,  should  contain  statues  of  eminent 
legislators,  commencing  with  Alfred  and  Edward  the  First. 

That  the  niches  in  the  Central  Hall  should  be  occupied  by  orators,  naval  and 
military  heroes,  eminent  judges,  and  other  great  men.

My  dear  Sir  RoberTi  Grosvenor  Place,  Jipril  25,  1844. 

I  BEG  leaye  to  return  yov  my  best  tbanka  for  the  two  interesting  papers* 
which  yon  have  l»een  pleased  tx>  afford  xne  an  opportuni^  of  reading.  The  same 
kindness  which  prompted  their  communication,  will,  I  hope,  excuse  some  com- 
mentary of  my  own  upon  them. 

Towards  Mr.  Haliam  I  entertain  the  highest  respect  and  regard,  and  I 
sincerely  distrust,  as  I  ought,  my  own  judgment  on  any  nistorical  sul^ect  which 
he  sees  in  a  different  view.  But  when  I  find  even  so  eminent  an  authority 
dedare,  in  reference  to  our  New  Houses  of  Parliament,  that  '^  it  does  appear  to 
him  more  than  doubtful  whether  the  artist  should,  in  all  instances,  imd  in  all 
parts  of  the  building,  be  confined  to  our  own  British  history,'*  I  must  own  how 
entirely  uid  how  strongly  I  venture  to  dissent  from  that  opiuioo. 

First,  let  us  consider  for  a  moment  what  "  our  own  British  history"  really 
is.  It  is  the  narrative  of  a  race  who,  from  a  low  and  humble  origin,  roaming,  ae 
painted  savages  over  their  barren  hills,  or  exposed  to  sale  lor  slaves  in  the  market- 
place of  Rome,  have  gradually,  in  the  course  of  ages,  attained  perha^  the  very 
^rst  place  anuMig  the  nations ;  who  at  home  have  known  how  to  combine,  beyon4 
any  other  people,  the  greatest  security  to  property  with  the  greatest  freedom  of 
action ;  who  iiave  given  tokens  such  as  no  lapse  of  time  and  no  violence  of  revolu- 
tion could  efface,  of  valour,  of  virtue,  and  of  eloquence,  of  scientific  discovery,  and 
artistic  skill ;  who  abroad  have  tried  their  strength  against  every  other  power,  and 
have  never  been  found  inferior,  who  have  proved  as  successful  in  the  as  glorious 
rivalry  of  knowledge  and  benevolence.  In  the  Indian  empire  which  we  have 
founded,  we  now  rule  over  120,000,000  of  subjects  or  dependents,  the  largest 
population  except  in  China,  which  the  world  has,  I  believe  yet  seen  combined 
beneath  a  single  sway.  In  the  colonies  which  we  have  conquered,  as  in  Canada^ 
we  have  seen  rapidly  increased  wealth  and  welfare,  the  results  to  them  of  their  owu 
stthg^Vigation.  It  is  not  long  since  I  had  occasion  to  investigate  what  might  be  the 
population  of  Canada  at  the  time  of  its  conquest  by  Wo]jk ;  I  found  it  stated  at 
less  than  60,000;  and  I  observed  that  this  was  almost  exactly  the  number  which 
Mr.  Buchanan  in  his  report  to  Sir  Charles  Bagot,  of  December  31,  1842^  states 
as  the  total  of  the  emigrants  into  the  province  during  the  last  12  montlis ;  so 
that  after  80  years  of  Lnglish  possession,  the  accession  to  its  population  in  one 
year  is  actually  equivalent  to  the  whole  of  its  population  previous  to  that  period ! 
it  would  require  a  volume,  instead  of  a  letter,  were  I  to  go  through,  however 
rapidly,  the  whole  series  of  facts  such  as  these ;  but  I  ask,  is  it  now  contended  that 
a  course  of  eighteen  centuries  tending  to  such  results,  can  be  really  so  barren  to  the 
artist  ?  Can  it  be,  that  after  exploits  whose  fame  has  filled  the  globe,  and  which 
have  conquered  or  colonised  no  small  portion  of  it,  our  history  afiords  no  sufficient 
materials  for  the  adornment  even  of  a  single  edifice  amongst  us  ? 

I  cannot  but  observe  that  the  two  instances,  Canada  and  India,  which,  from 
amongst  others,  I  have  quoted  as  tokens  of  our  greatness,  might  also  perhaps  afford 
practical  answers  to  the  artistic  objections  urged  by  Mr.  Haliam.  He  deprecates  the 
painting  of  battle  since  **the  introduction  of  field  artillery  and  scarlet  uniforms;" 
but  surely  in  Canada  the  death-scene  of  Wolfe,  when  withdrawn  from  the  field  and 
mortally  wounded,  with,  I  think,  only  one  officer  by  his  side,  the  young  general  (he 
was  but  thirty-three),  surveyed  the  distant  conflict  with  a  dying  yet  a  steadtast

artist  than  West.    Thus,  also,  when  Mr.  Hallam  justly  ])omts  out  the  scope  to  a         No*  lO. 
painter,  aflForded  by  *'  such  subjects  as  exhibit  the  human  form  to  a  considerable  Lsttw  oa  Um  smt 
degi«e  uncovered/'  he  wiU,  I  am  siire,  acknowledge  (for  no  roan  could  more  ably  Rj^|[J;^,^nt 
describe)  that  the  long  train  of  our  Indian  successes  in  the  arts  of  war  and  peace,  Mahw  to  tht  RU 
would  supply  the  advantage  he  desires  by  the  dehneation  of  the  graceful  and  well-  H^-SkRoUrt 
formed  but  scarcely  clad  Hindoos* 

Mr.  Hallam  goes  on  to  observe  with  great  truth,  that  for  any  attractive  series  of 
historical  pictures,  it  is  essential  to  *'  intermingle  female  beauty,"  and  this,  in  his 
opinion,  a  strict  adherence  to  our  authentic  records  will  not  adequately  supply. 
**  In  fact,"  he  adds,  **  the  most  beautiful  and  interesting  women  in  English 
history  must  be  painted,  if  at  all,  upon  the  scaflFold.**  Here,  again,  I  canbot  have 
the  honour  and  pleasure  (for  I  feel  it  as  both)  to  concur  with  him. — Are  we  to 
have  any  State  Trials?  If  we  have,  could  there  be  a  nobler  female  figure  for  an 
artist  than  in  the  scene  which  another  member  of  your  Commission  has  well 
described : — 

**  There  on  that  awful  day 

Counsel  of  friends,  all  buman  help  denied, 

AU  but  from  her,  who  sito  the  pen  to  guide. 

Like  that  swe^  saint  who  sat  by  Rosseirs  side 

Under  the  judgment  seat." 

Thus,  also,  why  need  any  bygone  differences  on  a  Royal  line,  now  extinct, 
prevent  us  from  delineating  the  young  Countess  of  Nithisdale  Uberating  her 
husband  from  the  Tower  in  1716  (as  her  own  most  beautiful  letter  describes  it),  or 
the  young  Flora  MacDonald  saving  Charles  Stuart  from  his  pursuers  in  1746? 
Again,  how  rich  is  Scottish  history  before  the  Union  in  deeds  of  female  heroism ! 
Remember,  for  example,  the  scene  previous  to  the  assassination  of  James  the  First, 
when  Catherine  Douglas  thrust  her  arm,  instead  of  bolt,  into  the  staple  of  the  door, 
and  bid  the  conspirators  without  burst  it  open  if  they  would  after  this  announce- 
ment !  But  supposing  that  Mr.  Hallam  desires  to  confine  us,  in  our  argument, 
strictly  to  England,  and  to  actions  in  which  Royal  blood  bears  some  part ;  although 
I  see  no  reason  for  either  limitation,  yet  even  then  I  would  venture  to  allege, 
amongst  others,  Boadicea ;  Queen  Eleanor  of  Guyenne  saving  her  husband's  life 
by  sucking  the  poison  from  his  wound  ;  Queen  Margaret  of  Aiijou  holding  forth 
her  children,  and  confronting  the  robber  in  the  forest  (an  instance  allowed  by  Mr. 
Hallam  as  the  exception  to  his  rule) ;  Anne  Boleyn  in  her  bridal  array ;  Lady 
Jane  Grey  at  her  youthful  studies ;  Mary  Queen  of  Scotland,  and  heiress  presump- 
tive of  England,  on  her  landing  from  France;  Queen  Elizleibeth  at  Tilbury  Fort; 
Henrietta  Maria  in  the  Civil  Wars ;  Miss  Lane  assisting  Charles  the  Second  in  his 
concealments  and  disguises  after  the  battle  of  Worcester;  the  flight  of  Queen  Mary 
of  Este  and  her  infant  son  in  1688;  Queen  Mary  the  Second  receiving  the  ne^vs  of 
the  battle  of  the  Boyne ;  Queen  Anne  giving  her  assent  to  the  Act  of  Union  with 
Scotland ;  and  last,  not  least,  the  first  Council  of  Queen  Victoria  1  It  may  be 
objected  that^  in  some  of  these  instances,  as  with  Queen  Elizabeth  and  Queen 
Anne,  the  "  female  beauty  "  required  by  Mr.  Hallam  may  not  be  found.  But  where 
a  Queen  is  introduced,  there  need  be  no  lack  in  paintings  any  more  than  in  reality 
of  blooming  Ladies  of  the  Bedchamber  and  Maids  of  Honour  to  attend  her. 

I  admit,  indeed,  to  Mr.  Hallam,  that  there  would  be  a  sameness  and  monotony 
in  a  long  series  of  mere  Parliamentary  scenes,  debates,  divisions,  and  Royal  Com- 
missions ;  but  surely  it  would  be  easy  to  select  some  striking  and  obvious  events 
that  break  the  even  current;  as,  for  instance,  the  seizing  the  mace  by  OUver 
Cromwell,  or  the  dying  scene  of  Lord  Chatham. 

But  further  still ;  if  our  subjects  are  once  to  step  beyond  our  own  pale,  what 
are  those  subjects  to  be, — mythological,  allegorical,  or  drawn  from  the  history  of 
some  foreign,  and  possibly,  at  the  time  of  painting,  hostile  nation  ?  Whichever  of 
these  plans  is  proposed  will,  I  think,  be  open  to  considerable  difficulties.  I  should 
not,  indeed,  object  to  an  allegory,  if  that  allegory  were  clearly  and  distinctly 
applied  to  some  period  or  passage  in  our  history ;  thus,  for  example,  the  figure  of 
Astraea  for  the  reign  of  Edward  the  First,  "the  English  Justinian,'*  as  Blackstone 
calls  him.  But  as  to  Mr.  Hallam*s  general  idea  of  subjects  independent  of,  and 
unconnected  with,  English  history,  for  the  intended  frescoes  and  paintings  of  the 
New  Palace  at  Westminster,  I  can  only  say  that  my  judgment,  little  as  it  may  be 
worth,  is  decidedly  adverse  to  the  suggestion ;  and  that,  had  I  any  vote  to  give  or

My  Dear  Sir,  TViltan  Crescent,  May  25. 

Unwilling  as  I  am  to  occupy  the  time  of  the  Commission,  I  think  it  right 
to  offer  a  few  remarks  on  the  letter  which  Lord  Mahon  has  addressed  to  Sir  Rol^rt 
Fed  in  reference  to  my  late  cemmunication.  The  compliment  whidi  he  has  paid 
to  myjudgnoent  on  any  historical  subject  I  might  sincerely  return;  but,  on  the 
present  occasion;  it  is  not  an  historical  subject  on  whidi  we  can  be  said  to  disagree. 

r  must  observe,  in  the  first  place,  that,  though  Lord  Mahon  ^' entirely  and 
strongly  dissents"  from  my  opinion,  that  '^  it  does  appear  to  me  more  than  doubtful 
whether  the  artists  should  in  all  instances,  and  in  all  parts  of  the  building,  be  con- 
fined to  our  own  British  history ;"  he  has,  in  his  reasoning,  overlooked  my  limita- 
ticms,  and  confined  himself  to  what  I  never  disputed,  but  distinctly  admitted  as 
desirable,  that  subjects  selected  from  our  own  history  should  be  preferred  in  certain 
parts  of  the  building.  The  ends  which  it  appeared  to  me  ought  to  be  contemplated 
are  twofold :  the  first,  appropriate  decoration  of  our  greatest  national  edifice ;  the 
second,  the  exhibition  of  the  finest  works  which  our  native  artists  can  produce : 
for  I  must  confess  that  by  the  encouragement  of  the  fine  arts,  as  expressed  in  the 
terms  of  our  Commission,  I  never  understood  the  giving  employment  to  particular 
individuals,  but  tlie  elevation  of  the  national  character  by  the  development  of  powers 
which,  in  ordinary  circumstances,  could  not  be  adequately  displayed.  I  doubted, 
and  continue  to  doubt,  whether  British  history,  especially  in  its  more  modern 
periods,  would  always  be  found  favourable  to  the  highest  style  of  art ;  and  the 
resolution  of  the  Commission,  that  subjects  of  *'  universal  or  national  interest'* 
should  be  chosen,  seems,  by  the  disjunctive  preposition,  to  leave  this  still  open,  not- 
withstanding the  weight  that  must  justly  be  assigned  to  the  opinion  of  Lord  Mahon. 

I  have  heard  it  alleged,  and  by  those  to  whom,  on  every  account,  I  would 
show  deference,  that  no  subject  ought  to  present  insuperable  difficulties  to  a  good 
painter,  whose  business  it  is  to  sunnount  them.  But  mi^ht  I  not  ask,  is  not  this 
rather  applicable  to  merely  technical  difficulties?  Are  there  not  certain  requisites 
in  what  is  called  the  grand  style  of  art,  incompatible  in  many  instances  with  the 
nature  of  the  subject,  or  with  its  indispensable  accessories  ? 

"  No  man,''  said  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  ^  can  deny  that  it  seems  at  first  view  very 
reasonable,  that  a  statue  which  is  to  carry  down  to  posterity  the  resemblance  of  an 
individual,  should  be  dressed  in  the  fashion  of  the  times,  in  the  dress  which  he 
himself  wore.  This  would  certainly  be  true,  if  the  dress  were  part  of  the  man  ; 
but  after  a  time,  the  dress  is  only  an  amusement  for  an  antiquarian ;  and  if  it 
obstructs  the  general  design  of  the  piece,  it  is  to-  be  disregarded  by  the  artist. 
Common  sense  must  here  give  way  to  a  higher  sense.  In  the  naked  form,  and  in 
the  disposition  of  the  drapery,  the  difference  between  one  artist  and  another  is  prin- 
cipally seen.  But  if  he  is  compelled  to  exhibit  the  modern  dress,  the  naked  form 
is  entirely  hid,  and  the  drapery  is  already  disposed  by  the  skill  of  the  tailor.  Were 
a  Phidias  to  obey  such  absurd  commands,  he  would  please  no  more  than  an  ordinary 
sculptor ;  since,  in  the  inferior  parts  of  every  art,  the  learned  and  the  ignorant  are 
nearly  upon  a  level. 

^'  1  nese  were  probably  amons  the  reasons  that  induced  the  sculptor  of  that 
wonderful  figure  of  Laocoon  to  exhibit  him  naked,  notwitlistanding  he  was  surprised 
in  the  act  of  sacrificing  to  Apollo,  and  consequently  ought  to  have  been  shown  in 
his  sacerdotal  habits,  if  those  greater  reasons  had  not  preponderated.  Art  is  not 
yet  in  so  high  estimation  with  us  as  to  obtain  so  great  a  sacrifice  as  the  ancients 
made,  especially  the  Grecians,  who  suffered  themselves  to  be  represented  naked, 
whether  they  were  generals,  lawgivers,  or  kings." 

We  certainly  would  not  represent  our  kings  and  lawgivers  naked ;  and,  in 
painting  at  least,  it  is  almost  equally  clear,  that  they  could  not  be  represented  in 
dresses  notoriously  unlike  those  of  the  age  in  which  they  lived.  It  seems  to  follow 
that  an  artist  must  labour  under  a  considerable  disadvantage  in  exhibiting  a  style

of  apparel  which,  though  exceedingly  convenient  and  fit  for  our  climate,  is  so  des- 
titute of  beauty  and  picturesqueness,  that  it  is  always  avoided  in  a  full  length 
portrait,  where  any  pretence  can  be  found  for  a  different  costume.  If,  in  some 
instances,  scriptural,  mythological,  or  poetical  subjects  were  permitted,  a  freer  scope 
at  least  would  be  given  for  the  excellencies  of  the  highest  style. 

I  should  forbear  from  any  remark  upon  the  historical  events  which  Lord 
Mahon  has  indicated  as  fitted  to  appear  on  the  walls  of  the  New  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment, if,  having  formerly  thrown  out  some  doubts  as  to  the  fecility  of  finding 
altogether  proper  subjects,  I  might  not  appear  negligent  in  not  having  thought  oi 
these.  Some  of  them  probably  would  be  well  adapted  to  the  place ;  but  I  should 
hesitate  as  toothers.  Besides  the  condition  of  historical  importance  which  I  have 
already  mentioned,  it  seems  necessary,  in  relation  to  such  a  selection,  that  the  event 
should  be  nationally  honourable.  There  are  facts  of  great  interest  to  a  reader,  over 
which  we  ought  to  draw  a  veil.  All  state  trials,  as  far  as  I  remember,  and  certainly 
that  to  which  Lord  Mahon  particularly  alludes,  are  in  this  predicament  Nations 
have  never  celebrated  on  th^ir  public  monuments  anything  but  their  pomp  and 
pride.  There  have  been  many  unfortunate  days  of  battles  in  the  annids  of  France, 
but  we  sliall  not  find  them  on  the  walls  of  Versailles.  It  might  not  be  difficult  to 
point  out  objections  of  a  different  natui-e  to  some  of  the  events  which  Lord  Mahon 
has  mentioned;  and  it  may  be  said  generally,  that  many  subjects  may  be  extremely 
well  adapted  to  a  private  collection  which,  by  encouraging  sympathies,  in  any  direc- 
tion, counter  to  our  constitutional  policy,  as  well  as  by  numerous  other  grounds  of 
exception,  could  not  properly  be  selected  as  commemorative  of  British  history.

The  question  respecting  the  selection  of  fit  subjects  for  painting,  in  the  decoration 
of  an  iiiiporiant  building,  cannot  be  fairly  considered  without  referring  to  the  nature 
of  the  art  itself,  and  the  variety  of  its  styles.  '  ' 

The  general  nature  of  the  formative  arts  as  distinguished  from  language  o^ 
description,  from  which  their  subjects  are  often  taken,  is  too  familiar  to  require 
niuch  comment.  It  may  suffice  to  advert  to  those  principles  of  representation 
which  have  been  derived  from'siich  a  comparison,  and  which  affect  tne  question 
proposed. 

In  a  subject  taken  from  description  it  is  required  that  the  impression  conveyed 
should  be  as  nearly  as  possible  equivalent  to  that  of  the  written  narrative ;  ^nd  this 
translation  (for  such  it  is)  can  rarely  be  accomplished  without  some  deviation  from 
the  letter  of  the  original,  in  order  to  render  its  true  meaning.  It  follows  that  where 
it  is  absolutely  impossible  for  painting,  which  represents  what  passes  in  a  single 
moment,  and  in  one  view,  to  convey  an  impression  equivalent  to  a  given  descrip- 
tion, that  description  cannot  be  said  to  furnish  a  good  subject  for  representation. 

Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  gives  an  instance  of  an  ill-adapted  subject  of  this  kind 
which  was  recommended  to  a  painter.  ''  It  was  what  passed  between  James  11. 
and  the  old  Earl  of  Bedford  in  the  Council  which  was  held  just  before  the  Revo^ 
lution.*  This  is  a  very  striking  piece  of  history ;  but  so  far  from  being  a  proper 
subject,  that  it  unluckily  possesses  no  one  requisite  necessary  for  a  picture  ;  it  has 
a  retrospect  to  other  circumstances  of  history  of  a  very  complicated  nature ;  it 
marks  no  general  or  intelligible  action  or  passion/'  &c. 

The  question  here  is  not  whethet  a  good  picture  could  be  made  out  of  two 
persons  in  conversation  ;  but  whether  the  precise  story  could  be  told.  It  is  evident 
that  it  could  not ;  and  that  the  representation  could  not  be  equivalent  to  the 
description. 

"  There  are  many  subjects,"  the  same  writer  observes,  "  which,  though  very 
interesting  to  the  reader,  would  make  no  figure  in  representation  ;  such  are  those 
subjects  which  consist  in  any  loog  series  of  action,  the  parts  of  which  have  very 
much  dependency  each  on  the  other;  or  where  any  remarkable  point  or  turn  of 
verbal  expression  makes  a  part  of  the  excellence  of  the  story ;  or  where  it  has  its 
effect  from  allusion  to  circumstances  not  present.'* 

Among  the  changes  which  a  subject  may  undergo  in  being  transferred  from 
description  to  representation  may  be  mentioned  the  omission  of  circumstances 
which,  however  forcible  and  satisfactory  ^n  words,  would  be  disagreeable  when  pre- 
sented to  the  sight.  One  well-known  instance  may  suffice.  In  the  ^neid  the 
serpent  coils  itself  twice  round  the  neck  of  Laocoon.  Suppose  soine  Maecenas, 
more  conversant  in  poetry  than  art,  were  to  employ  a  sculptor  or  painter  to  copy 
this  description  literally ;  the  admirable  lines  of  Vii'gil,  thus  rendered,  would  pro- 
duce a  tasteless  work  of  art.f 

Not  only  the  forms,  but  the  colours  of  description,  might  sometimes  he 
uBpleasant  to  the  sight     Moral  associations,  or  moral  epithets,  may  render  all

ttjeArtf ;  by  the  fj^^  restriction  of  representation  to  a  single  moment,  and  a  limited  space,  has 

^^^^  suggested  various  liberties  in  Painting  and  Sculpture,  in  order  to  render  the 

impression  as  nearly  as  possible  equivalent  to  that  of  the  story  represented.  For 
example,  in  Raphael's  celebrated  painting,  representing  the  possessed  boy  brought 
to  the  apostles  while  Christ  was  transfigured  on  Mount  Tabor,  the  painter  has 
taken  the  liberty  of  bringing  the  figures  of  the  Redeemer,  and  those  who  were 
with  him  on  the  Mount  during  his  transfiguration,  near,  and  has  reduced  the 
mountain  to  a  hillock.  This  is  an  instance  of  a  great  liberty  taken  with  space, 
but  not  with  time, « since  the  two  events  represented  maybe  supposed  to  nave 
happened  together,  and  assuming  the  above  to  be  the  title  or  subject  of  the 
picture,  it  is  evident,  that  in  order  to  be  equivalent  to  the  description,  the  scene 
of  the  transfiguration  required  to  be  made  prominent  The  ultimate  object  of 
the  artist  in  proposing  such  a  subject  to  himself  it  is  not  necessary  here  to  inquire 
into. 

The  liberties  taken  with  time  are  much  more  common,  but  they  are  only 
considered  excusable  in  historic  art,  when  they  greatly  increase  the  force  of  the 
impression,  and  render  it  on  the  whole  a  more  intelligible  translation  of  the  descrip- 
tion. It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  great  artist  before  mentioned,  in  most  of  ms 
Scripture  subjects,  does  not  depart  in  this  respect  from  the  letter  of  sacred  history. 
The  liberties  taken  with  the  personal  appearance  of  historical  characters  are 
thus  defended  by  Reynolds.  "  How  much  the  great  style  exacts  from  its  pro- 
fessors to  conceive  and  represent  their  subjects  in  a  poetical  manner,  not  confined 
to  mere  matter  of  fact,  may  be  seen  in  the  Cartoons.  In  all  the  pictures  in  which 
the  painter  has  represented  the  Apostles  he  has  drawn  them  with  great  nobleness  ; 
he  has  given  them  as  much  dignity  as  the  human  figure  is  capable  of  receiving ; 
yet  we  are  expressly  told  in  Scripture  that  they  had  no  such  respectable  appear- 
ance ;  and  of  St.  Paul,  in  particular,  we  are  told  by  himself,  that  his  bodily 
presence  was  mean.  A  painter  must  compensate  the  natural  deficiencies  of  his 
art.  He  cannot,  like  the  poet  or  historiata,  expatiate,  and  impress  the  mind  with 
great  veneration  for  the  character  of  the  hero  or  saint  he  represents,  though  he  lets 
us  know,  at  the  same  time,  that  the  saint  was  deformed,  or  the  hero  lame.  The 
painter  has  no  other  means  of  giving  an  idea  of  the  dignity  of  the  mind,  but  by 
that  external  appearance  which  grandeur  of  thought  does  generally,  though  not 
always,  impress  on  the  countenance;  and  by  that  correspondence  of  figure  to 
sentiment  and  situation  which  all  men  wish  but  cannot  command.  The  painter 
ought  to  give  all  that  he  possibly  can,  since  there  are  so  many  circumstances  of 
true  greatness  that  he  cannot  give  at  all.  He  cannot  make  his  hero  talk  like  a 
great  man  ;  he  must  make  him  look  like  one." 

The  precept  here  given,  in  its  application  to  historical  painting  properly  so 
called,  may  require  to  be  received  with  caution ;  and  the  great  authority  referred 
to  by  Reynolds  may  be  quoted  on  the  other  side  as  having  attained  the  grandeur  of 
his  style,  at  least  without  losing  himself  in  vapid  generalization,  a  defect  so  frequent 
in  the  later  Italian  schools.  The  rule  is  chiefly  applicable  to  works  of  large 
dimensions  and  requiring  to  be  seen  at  some  distance;  but  in  paintings  which 
admit  of  nearer  view,  the  power  of  expression  has  oflen  triumphed  over  unpleasing 
forms. 

The  liberties  taken  with  costume  are  notorious,  and  are  frequent  among 
the  great  masters.  Their  sole  object  seems  to  have  been  to  be  true  to  the  imagi- 
nation. Even  in  the  instance  of  Nicholas  Poussin, — the  most  remarkable  of  Uie 
older  painters  for  attention  to  costume,  the  air  of  remote  antiquity,  the  classic  pro- 
bability which  he  contrives  to  give  to  his  works  are  addressed  quite  as  much  to  the 
imagination  as  to  the  erudition  of  the  spectator,  and  the  artist's  materials  are 
selected  or  modified  according  to  their  applicability  to  this  larger  purpose,  for  he 
is  frequently  incorrect  in  the  mere  scholarship  of  costume.  Ihe  rage  for  classic 
research  in  some  modern  (now  nearly  extinct)  continental  schools  often  led  to  the 
reverse  of  this  principle,  viz.,  the  habit  of  addressing  the  understanding  rather  than 
the  imagination.    Tlie  weapons  of  Homer's  warriors  were  chiefly  tempered  copper,*

The  extent  of  modern  antiquarian  researches,  in  increasing  information  in  considered  with 
archfieplogy,  has  increased  the  number  of  critics ;   and  to  be  true  even  to  the  IHuiS^nd  various 
imagination,  now,  a  painter  requires  to  be  more  attentive  to  the  details  in  question  styles  of  the  Forma- 
than  the  earlier  artists  were.     But  the  character  of  art  is  unchangeable,  and  the  ^gret^y!  ^^  *^^ 
uaaterials  of  costume  are  still  to  be  considered  subservient  to  the  end  of  representa- 
tion.    Notwithstanding  the  gross  errors  in  costume,  which  are  observable  in  the 
pictures  of  the  Venetian  and  Flemish  masters,  it  will  be  remembered  that  such 
errors  have  scarcely  weighed  in  the  balance  when  their  merit  as  artists  has  been 
considered,  and  that,  on  the  other  hand,  the  most  rigid  correctness  in  costume  * 
would  never  of  itself  be  sufficient  to  constitute  a  fine  picture. 

The  practice  of  the  great  Italian  painters  resembled  that  of  the  artists  of 
aptiquity.  Their  first  care  was  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  a  modern  appearance 
and  ordinary  associations  in  dress ;  and  this  was  frequently  extended  even  to  con- 
temporary subjects  and  portraits.  In  selecting  obsolete  costumes  they  were  at 
least  sure  that  taste  could  not  alter  respecting  them,  or  that  if  any  reaction  took 
place  it  would  be  in  favour  of  such  costumes.  The  dress  being  once  removed 
from  the  immediate  present,  they  were  not  particular  about  the  precise  period  of  a 
subject,  and  were  guided  chiefly  by  the  demands  of  the  art.  Thus  Giorgione 
appears  to  have  dressed  his  figures  in  costumes  older  than  those  of  the  period  in 
which  he  lived.*  Raphael,  who  willingly  introduced  the  flowing  robes  of  the 
clergy,  and  religious  orders  (unaltered  irom  much  earlier  times),  and  the  armour 
and  habiliments  of  Svi^iss  guards  (uncommon  from  their  foreign  appearance),  took 
great  liberties  with  the  general  costume  of  the  period  in  which  he  lived. 

The  same  freedom  is  known  to  have  been  exercised  by  the  Greek  sculptors. 
"  It  is  certain,"  observes  Visconti.f  "  that  the  costumes  of  Greek  and  Roman 
statues  are  not  in  general  those  of  the  time,  but  belong  to  an  earlier  period.*'  The 
liberty  of  representing  heroes  undressed  is  well  known.  "  No  hunter  ever  went  to 
the  chase  so  little  attired  as  the  Meleager  of  the  Vatican.  No  warrior  ever 
appeared  in  the  field  like  the  hero  miscalled  the  fighting  gladiator.  Achilles  was 
not  present  at  the  council  of  Agamemnon  as  he  is  represented  in  a  bas-relief  of  the 
capital ;  Laocoon  did  not  officiate  as  a  priest  naked.  The  care  taken  by  Ulysses 
to  appear  with  decorum  before  the  daughter  of  Alcinous,  proves  that  Jason  could 
not  have  presented  himself  naked  at  the  court  of  iEetes,  or  at  that  of  the  king  of 
Corinth^  when  he  conversed  with  Medea  or  Creusa,  although  in  various  bas-reliefs 
he  is  so  represented."  "  The  statues  of  distinguished  Grecians,  Pindar,  Euripides, 
Demosthenes,  Aristotle,  and  others,  which  are  undoubtedly  iconic,  are  dressed 
only  in  a  large  mantle,  thrown  in  a  picturesque  manner  over  the  figure.  This 
costume  was  never  that  of  the  Greeks ;  some  of  the  Cynics  only  had  adopted  it." 

Even  in  later  times,  and  when  the  actual  costume  is  somewhat  familiar,  "  the 
statues  of  Romans,  such  as  Pompey,  Agrippa,  Augustus,  &c.,  are  naked,  or  with 
drapery  only,  as  an  unimportant  accessory." 

"  The  ancient  sculptors  were  less  free  when  they  represented  events  of  their 
own  time  on  triumphal  arches  or  other  public  monuments,  but,  not  to  mention  the 
introduction  of  allegorical  figures,  they  still  took  great  liberties  with  the  costume 
of  the  period.  The  details  of  dress  which,  from  whatever  cause,  happen  to  be 
introduced  in  the  figures  in  the  Trajan  column,  prove  how  much  was  suppressed 
on  other  occasions.  Other  works  of  the  time  of  Trajan,  executed  perhaps  by  the 
same  artists,  offer  not  the  slighest  trace  of  these  details."  In  the  bas-reliefs  in 
question  the  soldiers  wear  a  sort  of  neckcloth  (Jbcale)^  and  the  upper  open  part  of 
their  tunics  is  furnished  with  a  row  of  buttons. 

As  the  art  declined  the  costume  was  represented  more  faithfully.  "  The  lana 
(later  known  by  the  name  of  loruni),  though  belonging  to  the  ancient  Roman 
costume,  first  appears  in  works  of  art  of  the  time  of  Septimius  Severus.  The 
consuls  are  rudely  represented  on  the  ivory  diptychs  of  a  later  period  in  all  the 
pomp  of  their  official  dress.  But  in  works  of  a  better  age  no  Roman  magistrate 
is  ever  represented  with  the  prcetea^ta,  no  senator  with  the  laticlave,\  no  patrician

Secretary*  ^^  *^*  fine  arts  (as  regards  their  external  form),  viz.,  the  representation  of  what  is 
beautiful,  has,  in  the  best  ages  of  art,  been  considered  paramount  to  hteral  fidelity 
of  .costume. 

Many  of  the  licences  above  adverted  to  are  regulated  by  the  style  of  the  art; 
different  subjects,  indeed,  suppose  different  modes  of  imitation,  and  even  different 
dimensions.  The  imitation  of  the  details  of  dress  is  one  of  the  points  which 
characterize  works  of  art  of  moderate  size ;  for  the  fullest  means  of  imitation  which 
painting  can  employ  are,  strictly  speaking,  most  appreciable  in  such  dimensions,  as 
coming  within  the  range  of  most  distinct  vision ;  and  hence,  the  more  complete 
those  means,  the  more  the  introduction  of  accidental  circumstances  is  compatible 
with  due  gradation.  But,  as  dimensions  and  distance  increase,  or,  as  the  scale  of 
effect  which  represents  the  differences  of  nature,  from  whatever  cause,  becomes  less 
full,  or  less  appreciable,  the  objects  represented  require  to  be  selected  with  an 
especial  regard  to  their  importance,  beauty,  and  character. 

The  extreme  principle  which  may  be  deduced  from  these  considerations  is, 
that  in  proportion  as  the  means  of  imitation  become  circumscribed,  the  representa- 
tion of  inanimate  objects  becomes  less  satisfactory;  an  exception  being  necessary 
in  the  instance  of  drapery  (in  the  sense  of  dress)  since  it  is  capable  ot  indicating 
ihe  living  form. 

An  isolated  figure  of  a  Dutch  boor,  by  Teniers,  or  Ostade, — admitted  to  be 
unobjectionable  while  accompanied  by  the  qualities  which  characterize  the  style  of 
those  masters, — if  reduced  to  a  silhouette  on  a  vase,  or  enlarged  to  a  marble  statue, 
or  magnified  to  a  colossal  painting  (supposing  it  to  undergo  the  modifications  suited 
to  such  conditions),  would  become  a  form  of  beauty. 

The  instances  where  this  necessity  of  reducing  art  to  its  essentials  may  exist 
in  painting  must  of  course  be  rare ;  but  works  wliich  combine  colossal  dimensiona, 
with  limited  means  of  imitation,  may  be  allowed  to  come  under  the  description  in 
question.  Sucli  are  the  frescos  of  Michael  Angelo,  in  the  Sistine  chapel,  in 
which,  as  Reynolds  observes,  the  great  artist  aimed  at  little  more  than  can  be 
accomplished  in  sculpture. 

The  degree  in  which  a  somewhat  restricted  mode  of  imitation,  for  example 
that  of  fresco,  can  be  safely  apphed  to  the  representation  of  inanimate  objects, 
where  the  figures  are  of  ordinary  size,  is  best  exemplified  by  Raphael's  later  works 
in  the  Vatican ;  such  as  the  Heliodorus,  the  Miracle  of  Bolsena,  the  Attila,  and 
the  Deliverance  of  Peter.  These  works  are  in  an  elevated  style  of  art,  and  are  the 
most  perfect  examples  extant  of  fresco-painting ;  yet  they  are  by  no  means  deficient, 
even  to  modem  eyes,  in  what  is  called  picturesque  effect,  and  that  this  effect  \% 
greatly  assisted  by  the  costumes,  armour,  and  accessories,  there  can  be  no  doubt. 

In  fit  dimensions,  and  with  all  the  resources  of  oil-painting,  the  latitude  with 
regard  to  the  selection  of  subjects  is  again  greatly  increased.  But  it  is  not  to  be 
supposed  that  the  essential  conditions  of  art  ever  cease,  even  in  the  lowest  and  most 
literal  styles.  The  defective  forms  and  ordinary  incidents  of  the  Flemish  and 
Dutch  painters  would  not  couunand  admiration  of  themselves ;  the  real  attraction 
in  the  works  of  those  masters  consists  in  the  excellence  of  their  colouring,  and  the 
consummate  skill  displayed  in  then*  chiaro-scuro  and  composition.  Sculpture  hae 
but  one  style,  and  beauty,  if  excluded  from  form,  is  attainable  in  that  art  by  no 
other  means ;  but,  in  painting  the  sum  of  beauty  may  be  made  up  by  colouring; 
and  by  other  qualities  strictly  constituting  the  specific  style  of  the  art.  It  may  be 
added,  that  the  united  sense  of  mankind  has  never  failed  to  award  its  approbation 
to  worJis,  whatever  may  be  their  general  defects,  which  assert  and  depend  on  the 
powers  exclusively  possessed  by  the  art  to  which  they  belong. 

But  the  end  of  all  the  fine  arts,  as  sources  of  mental  pleasure  or  moral 
culture,  offers  a  more  enlarged  criterion  hy  which  to  estimate  the  worth  of  different 
schools ;  and  beauty  and  sdection  in  form — a  recommendation  which  the  schools 
last  referred  to,  want,  is,  among  other  qualities,  a  necessary  consequence  of  ibis 
Jiigher.aim. 

Among  the  various  styles  of  painting  and  the  modifications  attending  them,  it  is 
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here  necessary  to  consider  such  as  are  fit  for  the  permanent  decoration  of  public  

boildmgs,  and  the  subjects  which  may  be  appropriate  in  the  present  case.     In  No.  ISL 

ministering  to  the  tastes  of  individuals,  the  arts  may  be  as  varied  in  their  character  The  same  siAjeot 
as  the  varieties  of  minds,  or  of  the  same  mind  at  different  moments,  may  seem  to  consideTed  y^ 
demand ;  but  in  addressing,  or  being  supposed  to  address  a  nation,  their  language  nature  wid  vamot 
requires  to  be  always  dignified.     If  mere  magnificence  and  splendour  have  been  si^leiofthcFonna- 
sometimes  confounded  with  grandeur,  from  the  reigning  taste  of  a  period,  the  s^retiOTl        ^ 
general  intention  has  been  nevertheless  the  same. 

The  evidence  of  this  homage  to  the  public  (in  its  largest  sense)  is  not  less  neces*- 
sary  in  the  imitative  ai-ts  than  in  architecture,  which,  in  all  ages,  has  marked  ita 
national  and  public  monuments  with  a  grandeur  (or  what  has  been  intended  for  it) 
not  merely  depending  on  the  purpose  of  the  edifice,  but  addressed,  m  it  were,  to 
the  ideal  spectator. 

And  here  it  may  be  allowable  to  repeat  a  remark  often  made,  yet  too  often  for- 
gotten in  practice,  viz.,  that  if  magnitude  and  height  have  generally  been  the 
characteristics,  of  important  architectural  monuments,  the  remaining  condition  of 
sufficient  space  for  the  spectator  to  receive  the  impression  is  indispensable.  In* 
Italy,  for  example  in  Florence,  Siena,  and  Venice,  the  public  buildings  have  an* 
effect  which  some  edifices  of  thrice  their  magnitude,  in  other  cities,  fail  to  produce, 
naerdy  because  the  condition  of  space  is  denied.  The  ancients,  and  the  Italians  of 
the  middle  ages,  seem  to  have  considered  that  obedience  to  laws,  respect  for 
institutions,  and  the  emotions  of  patriotism,  are  likely  to  be  kept  alive  when  poblie 
buildings  produce  the  impression  of  which  they  are  capable,  by  being  duly  dis- 
played ;  when  the  poetry  of  the  architect  can  aflect  the  imagination. 

The  imitative  arts,  applied  to  public  purposes,  require  in  like  manner  dignity 
of  style.  The  term  "  monumental "  has  been,  of  late  years,  employed  to  designate 
wor^  in  Painting  and  Sculpture,  which  are  of  universal  or  of  national  interest. 
Their  sources  are  Religion,  Patriotism,  and  Poetry.  Their  purpose  is  to  edify, 
by  the  highest  examples  and  the  hifflicst  associations,  to  stimulate  the  love  of 
national  glory,  and  to  minister  to  the  pleasures  of  the  mind. 

The  variety  of  these  general  objects  supposes  a  corresponding  latitude  in  the 
artist's  aim,  which  is  at  last  defined  by  tlie  character  of  thlit  section  of  the  public 
which  is  supposed  to  be  addressed.  The  works  of  art  which  the  refined  citizens  of 
Athens  selected  for  academies  and  places  whicli  the  learned  alone  were  supposed 
to  frequent,  often  exhibited  recondite  subjects  firom  the  poets ;  but  the  portico^ 
which  was  the  daily  resort  of  the  common  people,  was  adorned  with  a  painting  of 
the  Battle  of  Marathon. 

The  edifice  now  in  progress  at  Westminster,  is*  strictly  and  officially  called  **  Her 
Majesty's  Palace  at  Westminster,  in  which  Her  Parliament  is  wont  to  assemble.**^ 
It  is,  therefore,  a  Boyal  Palace  permanently  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  Govern- 
ment and  Legislation ;  and  the  circumstance  of  the  Parliament,  or  Lords  and 
Conmions,  meeting  within  its  precincts,  represents  the  combination  of  those  elements 
of  power  with  those  of  the  Throne,  which  is  characteristic  of  the  English  consti- 
tution. 

In  the  introduction  of  Painting  and  Sculpture  for  the  decoration  of  such  an* 
edifice,  it  might  therefore  be  presumed  that  the  subjects  should  relate  to  this  con- 
stitutional union  of  the  powers  of  the  State,  the  situation  and  office  of  the  several 
halls  proposed  to  be  decorated  suggesting  the  order  and  application  of  such  sub- 
jects. 

The  history  of  the  Fine  Arts  employed  as  in  this  case,  shows  that  it  has  always 
been  considered  desirable  to  connect  a  patriotic  or  moral  object  with  that  of  mere 
decoration.  The  condition  of  a  pleasing  effect  on  the  eye  is  to  be  considered  indis- 
pensable, but  the  artirt  has,  in  the  most  approved  examples,  combined  this  with  a 
higher  gratification;  The  het  that  on  many  occasions  a  hall  or  gallery  perma- 
nently decorated  with  works  of  art  might,  like  the  rooms  of  the  Vatican,  serve 
merely  as  a  passage,  is  not  to^  be  considered  of  weight,  for  the  same  argument 
would  excuse  incompleteness  of  execution  and  all  kinds  of  defects.  ExceUenoe  is 
supposed  to  be  required,  and  the  perfection  of  painting  consists  iw  more  than  a 
momentary  appeal  to  the  eye.  As  a  guide  at  least  to  the  artist,  it  may  be  assumed 
that  it  should  be  his  aim  to  produce  an  impression  on  the  minds  of  those  whom 
he-  is  supposed  to  address,  and  it  is  this  principle  which,  it  is  conceived^  should 
partly  regulate  the  choice  of  subjects.

'  In  St.  Stephen's  Hall  and  the  corridors  adjoining,  the  subjects  might  serve 

to  define  the  constitutional  rights  and  duties,  and  to  exhibit  the  acts  and  services 
of  churchmen,  statesmen  and  warriors,  in  their  relation  to  the  government  of  the 
country  and  as  loyal  subjects. 

In  the  Robing-room  the  artist  might  endeavour  to  define  the  power  and  privi- 
leges, the  virtues  and  duties,  with  which  the  Throne  is  invested. 

The  Victoria  Gallery  oflFers,  perhaps,  the  fullest  scope  for  a  comprehensive 
design  in  an  elevated  style  of  art.  If  so  adorned,  the  fittest  theme  seems  to  be  the 
abstract  one  of  Legislation ;  if  devoted  to  British  History,  the  most  appropriate 
subjects  might  be  the  acts  of  the  Sovereigns  of  England;  or  (in  the  event  of  West- 
minster Hall  not  being  adorned  with  paintings)  subjects  relating  to  the  extended 
dominion,  the  power  and  greatness  of  the  nation.* 

There  seems  no  reason  to  exclude  allegory  from  those  portions  of  the  edifice 
where  the  spectatore  may  be  supposed  to  be  as  much  interested  with  the  display  of 
the  art  itself  as  with  the  mere  subject.  *'  What  has  been  so  often  said,"  observes 
Reynolds,  "  to  the  disadvantage  of  allegorical  poetry, — that  it  is  tedious  and  unin- 
teresting,— cannot  with  the  same  propriety  be  applied  to  painting,  where  the 
interest  is  of  a  different  kind.  If  allegorical  painting  produces  a  greater  variety 
of  ideal  beauty,  a  richer  a  more  various  and  delightful  composition,  and  gives  to 
the  artist  a  greater  opportunity  of  exhibiting  his  skill,  all  the  interest  he  wishes  for 
is  accomplished ;  such  a  picture  not  only  attracts,  but  fixes  the  attention." 

The  various  classes  of  subjects  here  suggested,  have  reference  to  the  various 
spectators  who  may  be  supposed  to  contemplate  them.  Of  this  there  is  a  high 
example. 

The  Cartoons  of  Raphael,  which  are  so  often  justly  cited  as  examples  for  the 
grandest  style  of  historic  composition,  are  also  remarkable  for  liaving  been  especially 
calculated  to  produce  an  impression  in  the  minds  of  the  spectators  to  whom  they 
were  originally  addressed.  The  tapestries  for  which  the  Cartoons  served  as  models 
were  hung  in  the  Sistine  Chapel  round  the  Presbyterium,  or  portion  of  the  chapel 
allotted  to  the  Dignitaries  of  the  Church.  TJjere  were  assembled,  during  the  per- 
formance of  the  religious  rites  the  Pope  and  the  Cardinals,  and  the  artist  undertook 
to  place  before  the  eyes  of  the  Head  of  the  Church,  and  before  the  eyes  of  those 
who  might  succeed  him  in  his  office,  the  history  of  the  Apostles  of  Christ.  It  is 
to  be  remarked  that  other  artists,  including  Michael  Angelo,  had  already  painted 
in  this  chapel.  The  walls  at  a  certain  height  were  adorned  with  works  by 
Perugino,  Signorelli,  Ghirlandajo,  and  others,  representing  the  histories  of  Moses- 
and  Christ.  The  ceiling  was  painted  by  Michael  Angelo,  with  the  whole  scheme 
of  the  Fall  and  Promised  Redemption  of  Man.  But  it  can  hardly  be  said  that 
these  subjects,  however  sublime,  had  any  especial  reference  to  the  actual  spectators, 
or  that  they  were  more  addressed  to  them  than  to  the  rest  of  the  Christian  com- 
munity. It  was  reserved  for  Raphael  to  make  a  more  direct  appeal  to  those  whom 
he  considered  he  was  addressing,  by  subjects  which  at  the  same  time  followed 
the  histories  before  treated  in  chronological  order. 

The  precise  situation  of  each  of  the  subjects  of  the  Cartoons  round  the  walls  of 
the  Presbyterium  (before  Michael  Angelo's  Last  Judgment  was  painted)  was  first 
ascertained  by  an  enlightened  lover  of  art, — the  Chevalier  Bunsen.f  The  order  of 
the  subjects  was  as  foDows  : — On  the  end  wall,  to  the  left  of  the  altar,J  was  the 
Calling  of  Peter  (commonly  called  the  Miraculous  Draught  of  Fishes).  The  first 
subject  following;  on  the  side  wall,  was  Christ's  Charge  to  Peter.  The  next  com- 
partment was  partly  occupied  by  the  Pope's  Throne,  and  the  remaining  space  was 
filled  with  the  smaller  subject  of  the  Stoning  of  Stephen.     Next  came  the  subject

Thus  the  subject  of  the  Calling  of  Peter  (the  Miraculous  Draught  of  Fishes),  ^^^  ^^^' 
was  on  that  side  of  the  altar  nearest  to  the  throne ;  again,  the  Charge  to  Peter, 
""Feed  my  sheep,"  and  the  heroism  of  the  first  martyr,  met  the  Pontiffs  eyes 
when  he  approached  his  seat.  The  original  cartoon  of  the  Stoning  of  Stephen 
is  lost;  that  of  the  Calling  of  the  chief  of  the  Apostles  is  at  Hampton  Court. 
Whoever  recollects,  in  the  cartoon,  the  deep  humility  in  the  expression  and  attitude 
of  Peter  kneeling  in  the  boat  before  Christ,  may  now  also  reflect  that  at  the  dis- 
tance of  a  few  paces  the  **  Successor  of  the  Apostle  "  contemplated  this  scene  from 
the  highest  of  earthly  thrones.  These  associations  may  be  easily  pursued  by  con- 
sidering the  situation  and  import  of  the  various  subjects.  The  authority,  the 
miraculous  powers,  the  duties  and  the  sacrifices  of  the  church,  the  propagation  of 
the  faith,  persecution,  martyrdom, — such  were  the  warning  and  inspiring  themes 
which  Raphael  placed  around  the  papal  greatness.* 

This  example  may  suffice  to  show  that  there  cannot  be  a  safer  or  higher  principle 
in  the  selection  of  subjects  than  that  of  adapting  them  to  the  spectators  who  may 
be  supposed  to  contemplate  them.  It  is  not  necessary  to  inquire  whether  a  religious, 
a  moral,  or  a  patriotic  lesson  can  at  all  times  be  conveyed  by  a  painting ;  it  is 
enough  to  assume  such  a  possibility  as  a  consistent  ground-work  for  the  selection 
required. 

But  the  principle  of  generally  adapting  subjects  to  the  character  of  the  place 
merely,  without  reference  to  the  special  inmates,  would  be  less  likely  to  suggest 
expressive  and  touching  incidents  in  history,  and  on  the  other  hand  might  exclude, 
without  reason,  the  higher  flights  of  imagination. 

The  restrictions  imposed  on  the  selection  and  treatment  of  subjects  by  the 
nature  of  the  art  itself,  are  much  more  rigid  in  the  case  of  sculpture,  which,  strictly 
speaking,  has  but  one  style.  The  principle,  that  in  proportion  as  the  means  of 
representation  become  circumscribed  the  imitation  of  inanimate  objects  becomes 
less  satis&ctory — is  here  especially  applicable.  The  surface  of  life,  either  alone, 
or  with  drapery  that  indicates  the  form  or  adorns  it,  was  with  the  Greek  sculptors 
the  chief  object  of  imitation. 

As  in  considering  the  claims  of  painting  it  is  desirable  to  keep  the  highest 
style  in  view,  though  that  style  may  be  seldom  attainable  or  seldom  applicable,  so 
in  sculpture,  a  description  of  the  practice  of  the  ancients  in  their  best  works  may 
not  be  out  of  place  here,  although  it  is  too  certain  that  modern  habits  and  associa- 
tions may  often  render  it  impossible  to  conform  to  the  example- 
It  will  be  needless  to  dwell  on  the  more  obvious  requisites  of  sculpture ;  the 
necessity  of  beauty  in  an  art  which  can  conceal  nothing ;  the  necessity  of  balancing 
its  mere  weight,  and  the  degree  of  symmetry  in  composition  that  results  from  it ;  or 
the  general  laws,  applicable  to  all  the  arts  of  design,  of  proportion,  breadth,  grada- 
tion of  quantities,  and  contrast.  It  is  proposed  here  chiefly  to  consider  its  specific 
style,t  ^s  more  directly  affecting  the  question  of  the  selection  of  subjects  fitted  for 
it.     For  this  purpose  it  will  be  necessary  to  ascend  to  its  simplest  elements. 

The  art  of  sculpture  imitates  with  more  or  less  completeness  the  real  bulk  of 
objects,  their  substance  and  form,  but  it  does  not  imitate  their  colour.  This  limi- 
tation is  the  effect  of  good  taste ;  it  is  by  no  means  from  actual  impossibility,  but 
because  the  end  of  genuine  illusion  would  be  defeated  by  the  attempt.  A  statue 
coloured  to  the  life  might  deceive  the  spectator  for  a  moment,  but  he  would  pre- 
sently discover  that  life  and  motion  were  wanting ;  and  the  imitation  would  be 
consequently  pronounced  to  be  incomplete.     Whatever  is  attempted  by  the  arts,

styles  of  the  Forma-  it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  this  difficulty  at  once.     It  may  be  observed  tha*; 
filcr^f** '  ^^  ^^      ^^^  colours  employed  were  probably  never  intended  to  increase  the  resemblance  of 
"^'  the  object  to  nature,  but  that  they  served  only  to  ensure  distinctness  or  were 

merely  for  ornament.    The  gilding  of  the  hair,  for  instance,  however  objection-^ 
able,  would  not  be  condemned  on  the  ground  of  its  being  too  close  an  imitation 
of  real  hair.     So   also  the   colour  which   was   appropriated  to  the   statues  of 
Mercury,  Bacchus,  and  Plan  would  never  be  mistaken  for  flesh.     Sometimes  the: 
accessories  only  were  coloured.    An  epigram  ascribed  to  Virgil  alludes  to  a  statue  off^ 
Amor  with  party-coloured  wings  and  a  painted  quiver.     But  the  mixed  materials  o£ 
some  of  the  statues  even  of  Phidias,  the  gems  inserted  for  eyes,  and  the  silver  nails 
of  otlier  figures,*  all  indicate  a  practice  which  the  taste  of  modem  artists  condemns^ 
and  which  was,  perhaps,  condemned  by  the  ancient  sculptors  also.     In  many  cases 
religious  devotion  may  have  interfered  to  decorate  a  statue,  as  paintings  of  the. 
Madonna  are  sometimes  adorned  with  real  necklaces  and  crowns.    In  the  instance  tif 
the  chryselephantine  statue  of  Minerva  by  Phidias,  the  Athenians  insisted  that 
the  materials  should  be  of  the  richest  kind. 

Notwithstanding  these  facts  and  the  difficulty  of  altogether  exculpating  the 
artists,  it  is  quite  certain  that  it  was  impossible  to  (»rry  furtner  than  they  did  thasK. 
judicious  conventions  in  sculpture  which  supply  the  absence  of  colour.  It  may: 
therefore  be  presumed  that  such  supposed  absence  of  colour  was,  with  the  ancient^ 
an  essential  condition  of  the  art ;  and  it  will  appear  that  this  condition  materially 
affected  its  executive  styte. 

It  would  indeed  soon  be  apparent  that  the  differences  which  colours  in  natures 
present,  for  example,  in  the  distinction  of  the  face  from  t\ye  liair,  and  of  the  draper]r 
from  the  flesh,  require  to  be  met  in  sculpture  by  some  adequate  or  equivalent  differ- 
ences ;  hence,  the  contrasts  adopted  were  either  greatly  conventional  or  dictated 
such  a  choice  of  nature  as  was  best  calculated  to  supply  the  absent  quality. 

It  will  first  be  necessary  to  inquire  what  degree  of  resemblance  was  proposed 
in  the  imitation  of  the  living  form.  In  the  fine  examples  of  sculpture  the  sur&ce 
of  the  skin,  though  free  from  minute  accidents,  is  imitated  closely.  The  polish  ir 
however  uniform ;  first,  because  any  varieties  in  this  respect  could  not  be  distin* 
guishpd  at  a  due  distance ;  and  secondly,  because  a  rough  surfiice  on  marble  in  the 
open  air  is  sure  to  hasten  the  corroding  effect  of  time  by  affording  minute  receptacles 
for  dust  or  i-ain,  while  in  interiors  the  rough  portions  would  be  soonest  soiled.f 

In  polishing  the  marble  the  ancient  sculptors  seem  to  have  been  careful  not 
to  obliterate  or  soften  too  much  the  sharp  ridges  of  the  features,  such  as  the  ee^s 
of  the  eyelids,  lips.  Sec.  These  sharpnesses  were  preserved,  and  sometimes  exag« 
gerated,  in  order  to  command  a  pronounced  light  and  shade  on  the  features  at  a 
considerable  distance.  Such  oontiivances,  it  is  almost  needless  to  say,  were  in  a 
great  measure  dispensed  with  in  statues  intended  for  near  inspection.  Lastly,  tke 
marble  received  a  varnish,  (rather  to  protect  the  surface  than  to  give  it  gloss>)  the 
ingredients  of  which  may  be  gathered  from  a  passage  in  Vitruvius.  J 

These  modes  of  finishing  the*  surface  are  detailed  because  it  is  of  importance 
to  remark  that  this  was  the  extent  of  the  imitation.  The  varnish,  doubtless,  would 
give  mellowness  to  the  colour  of  the  marble ;  but  it  will  be  kir  to  assume  that 
a  statue  tlius  finished  was  nearly  white. 

The  flesh  is  always  the  master  object  of  imitation  in  the  antique  statues  ;  tie 
other  substances,  drapery,  armour,  hair,  or  whatever  they  may  be,  are  treated  as 
accessories,  to  give  value  and  truth  to  the  naked.     It  follows  that  the  differences  a£. 
colour  which,  as  before  observed,  are  met  by  some  equivalent  diffenences  in  tfie 
colourless  marble,  are  solely  expressed  in  the  accessories, — the  prtacipal  object

Drapery,  which  in  nature  may  be  supposed  to  be  difierent  in  colour,  and  is  styles  of  the  Form*- 
•certainly  different  in  texture,  was  accordingly  made  to  differ  from  the  appearance  sg^^etaTy!  ^^  ^ 
of  the  flesh,  especially  when  they  were  in  immediate  juxta-position.  Thus,  although 
in  marble  the  colour  of  the  drapery  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  flesh,  it  is  generally 
80  treated  that  the  eye  is  enabled,  instantly  and  at  a  considerable  distance,  to  dis- 
tinguish.the  two,  and  nature  is  thus  successfully  imitated.  The  requisite  contract 
is  generally  effected  by  means  of  folds  vailing  in  direction  and  quantity  according 
4o  the  portions  of  the  figure  with  which  they  ai-e  in  contact.  The  difference  which 
the  colours  of  nature  exhibit  is  thus  represented  by  another  kind  of  difference,  but 
which  is  still  in  nature. 

Simple  and  allowable  as  this  principle  of  imitation  seems  to  be,  it  was  rejected 
by  the  Italian  sculptors  of  the  seventeenth  century,  as  their  practice  evidently 
£hf>W8.  In  their  works  the  flesh  is  often  confounded  with  flat  drapery  (which  when 
projecting  from  the  figure  has  sometimes  the  effect  of  masses  of  rock),  from  a  mis- 
taken endeavour  to  give  the  breadth  which  is  desirable  in  painting.  It  is  to  be 
Temarked  that  the  broad  masses  of  drapery  which  occm-  in  the  antique  are  always  so 
tHmtrived  as  to  leave  no  doubt  on  the  mind  of  the  spectator  respecting  the  substance. 

JVgain,  in  nature  it  is  possible  for  hair  to  be  so  smooth  as  to  offer  scarcely  any 
.difference  in  surface  from  the  flesh.  Indiscriminate  imitation  has  also  had  its 
advocates  in  this  particular,  and  many  Italian  statues  of  the  period  referred  to  want 
•colour  to  make  the  hair  distinct  from  the  face.  The  hair  in  the  antique,  whether 
crisp  in  its  undulations,  like  that  of  the  Venus  of  Milo ;  or  soft  like  that  of  the 
.Medicean  Venus ;  or  bristled  in  unequal  masses,  like  that  of  the  dying  Gladiator ; 
or  elaborately  true,  like  that  of  the  Lucius  Verus ;  or  whether  even,  as  in  the  early 
Greek  works,  it  is  represented  by  undulating  scratches,  or  by  a  series  of  regular 
curls ;  *  it  is  always  more  or  less  rough  and  channelled  so  as  to  present  a  surface, 
fiometimes  from  its  deep  shades  almost  approaching  a  mass  of  dark,  opposed  to  the 
•face.    All  this  is,  after  all,  only  a  judicious  choice,  and  a  skilful  translation  of  nature. 

In  these,  and  similai*  modes  of  distinction,  as  the  accessories  are  treated  in  a 
.relative  and  comparative  jnanner,  they  cannot  possibly  be  so  near  to  nature  as  the 
flesh.  This  .relative  effect  is  generally  compatible  with  tiie  admission  of  some  or 
more  of  the  proper  qualities  of  the  accessories ;  but  it  sometimes  happens  that,  in 
them,  the  relative  effect  aleme  is  «tudied.  Thus,  a  detached  portion  of  the  hair  of 
the  Laocoon,  or  of  the  Dying  Gladiator,  would  hardly  be  recognised  for  what  it 
represents ;  the  same  might  be  said  of  detached  portions  of  some  draperies. 
This  large  principle  of  imitation  is  not  to  be  recognised  in  less  perfect  examples  of 
the  art.  The  sculpture  of  the  thne  of  Hadrian,  even  when  of  colossal  size,  and 
requiring  to  be  «een  at  some  distance,  is  indiscriminately  finished  throughout.  The 
.master  object  of  imitation  is  consequently  less  effective. 

The  possibihty  of  imitating  drapery  literally,  accounts  for  some  of  the  prac- 
tices of  the  ancient  sculptors  which,  judicious  as  they  were,  have  been  sometimes 
objected  to.  Difficult  as  it  may  be  supposed  to  be  to  imitate  a  flexible  substance 
in  stone,  the  surface  which  drapery  presents  in  a  quiescent  state  may  be  copied  in 
•marble  so  as  to  produce  illusion.  For,  the  surface  being  completely  rendered,  we 
iiave  only  to  suppose  the  original  drapery  to  be  white  in  colour,  and  the  imitation  in 
white  marble  is  at  once  on  a  level  with  all  absolute  facsimiles.  The  consequence 
.would  be,  that  in  a  white  marble  statue  with  drapery  thus  literally  copied  from 
nature,  we  should  immediately  discover  that  the  flesh  was  not  of  the  natural  colour,— 
.a  discovery  which  we  should  never  be  permitted  to  make.  The  flesh,  from  want- 
ing colour,  sets  out  with  a  departure  from  natui'e,  and  taste  requires  that  no  other 
substance  should  surpass  it  in  resemblance  to  its  prototype  :  as  before  observed, 
this  generally  follows  when  the  accessories  are  treated  in  a  merely  relative  mianner. 
We  shouhl  therefore  pause  before  we  condemn  the  occasional  squareness,  straight- 
iie8s,.and  parallelism  of  the  folds  in  some  antique  specimens,  since  this  not  only 
Berves  *to  distinguish  the  drapery  from  the  undulatiug  outline  and  roundness  of  the

Secretary.  ^^  ^^^     proval  of  the  system  of  the  ancients.     A  French  sculptor,  about  the  middle  of  the 

last  century,  pronounced  the  draperies  of  the  antique  to  be  "  without  taste,  without 

intelligence,  and  without  truth."     This  criticism  of  Falconet,  often  repeated  in  his 

Essays,  is  quite  consistent  with  his  defence  of  absolute  imitation,  which,  as  has 

been  seen,  is  most  possible,  or  rather  only  possible,  in  subordinate  objects. 

The  restrictions  which  the  above  considerations  impose  on  the  absolute  imitatioa 
of  drapery  cannot,  however,  extend  to  the  treatment  of  the  hair ;  not  only  because 
an  exact  imitation  of  the  substance  is  here  next  to  impossible,  but  also  because  it 
is  even  more  unlike  its  original  in  colour  than  the  face  is ;  and  hence,  provided  it 
preserve  its  relative  effect,  it  may  safely  do  its  utmost  in  imitation  without  any 
danger  of  being  truer  than  the  marble  flesh.  Its  varieties  of  execution  would  only 
depend  on  situation,  dimensions,  the  nature  of  the  material,  and  the  character  of 
the  subject. 

With  reference  to  dimensions  and  distance  it  is  to  be  observed  that  there  might 
be  cases  where,  from  the  smallness  of  figures  as  compared  with  the  distance  at 
which  they  could  be  seen,  (suppose  the  pediment  of  a  temple,)  the  conventions  referred 
to  would  be  inadequate  to  produce  the  apparent  distinction  of  substances  without 
such  exaggeration  as  would  be  altogether  inconsistent  with  the  imitation  of  nature* 
Under  such  circumstances  the  contrivances  in  question  do  not  keep  pace  witli  the 
distance,  and  it  is  probable  that  these  were  the  cases  where  the  aid  of  colour  was 
resorted  to. 

It  must  be  evident  that,  without  colour,  the  expedients,  however  violent,  which 
are  intended  to  correct  the  indistinctness  of  distance,  must,  sooner  or  later,  cease 
to  produce  any  effect ;  and  the  point  at  which  the  Greek  sculptors  stopped  seems  to 
have  been  defined  by  the  law  of  never  suffering  such  conventions  to  interfere  with 
the  apparent  imitation  of  nature  while  the  work  was  seen  at  the  distance  which  its 
size  required.  The  consequence  is,  that  works  which  for  two  thousand  years,  were 
placed  at  such  a  height  that  their  finer  merits  could  not  be  appreciated,  have  })een 
found  worthy  to  be  enshrined  as  gems  in  modern  museums, — have  been  found  to 
combine  a  perfect  intelligence  of  the  specific  style  of  sculpture  with  an  unsurpassed 
truth  of  imitation. 

The  purpose  of  the  present  remarks  requires,  however,  that  this  specific  style 
should  be  kept  chiefly  in  view. 

The  colour  of  white  marble,  which,  it  appears,  may  sometimes  increase  the 
illusion  of  drapery,  is  not  the  only  quality  by  means  of  which  some  substances  may 
resemble  nature  more  literally  than  the  marble  flesh  can.  Thequahties  of  smoott 
ness,  of  hardness,  of  polish,  of  sharpness,  of  rigidity,  may  be  perfectly  rendered  by 
marble.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  a  greater  accumulation  of  difficulties  for  a 
sculptor  aiming  at  the  specific  style  of  his  art  to  contend  with,  than  the  representa- 
tion of  a  personage  in  the  modem  military  dress.  The  smoothness  and  whiteness 
of  leather  belts,  and  other  portions  of  the  dress,  may  be  imitated  to  illusion  in  white 
and  smooth  marble.  The  polish,  the  hardness  and  sharpness  of  metal,  and  the 
rigidity  even  of  softer  materials,  are  all  qualities  easily  to  be  had  of  stone ;  yet  the 
white  marble  flesh  is  required  to  be  nearest  to  nature,  though  surrounded  by  rival 
substances  that,  in  many  cases,  may  become  absolute  facsimiles  of  their  originals. 
The  consequence  of  the  direct  and  unrestrained  imitation  of  the  details  in 
question  is,  that  the  flesh,  however  finished,  looks  petrified  and  colourless,  for 
objects  of  very  inferior  importance,  even  to  the  buttons,  are  much  nearer  to  nature* 
The  objection  to  these  details,  from  their  unpleasant  or  unmeaning  forms,  is  here 
left  out  of  the  account. 

The  material  of  bronze  is  commonly  preferred  for  such  subjects,  partly,  per* 
haps,  because  it  may  be  supposed  to  differ  more  equally  and  consistently  from  the 
colours  of  nature ;  but  even  this  may  be  questionable,  for  many  surfaces,  and  event 
hues,  will  surpass  the  resemblance  of  the  flesh  to  nature.     It  is  also  to  be  observed, 
'  that  certain  thin  materials  which  cannot  be  expressed  in  marble,  are  capable  <tf 

being  copied  to  illusion  in  bronze,  and,  as  usual,  at  the  expense  of  the  master  object 
of  imitation. 
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From  its  possessing  less  command  of  light  and  shade  than  marble,  bronze  is        Appswrni. 
generally  contrived  to  present  an  intelligible  and  characteristic  form  by  its  mere         NoTii* 
outline.     The  strength  of  tlie  material,  which  enables  the  sculptor  to  do  away  with  The  same  subject 
the  supports  that  are  necessary  in  marble,  facilitates  this  object.     A  complicated  or  considered  with 
contorted  attitude  would  thus  be  considered  unfit  for  a  bronze  figure  intended  chiefly  J^/j^tnd^vwious 
to  be  seen  at  some  distance,  since  the  mere  outline,  which  would  alone  be  visible,  stylesof  the  Forma* 
•would  be  unintelligible.     But,  on  the  other  hand,  a  statue  in  this  material  intended  Q^lf^^llit'  ^^^^ 
for  an  interior,  where  it  could  be  nearly  and  minutely  inspected,  can  require  no  such    ^"^  ""^ 
restrictions.     Thus  the  bronze  (in  the  capitol  at  Rome)  of  the  boy  pulhng  th^  thorn 
out  of  his  foot,  though  in  a  contorted  attitude,  was  evidently  intended,  from  its  size 
and  composition,  to  ornament  an  interior. 

A  colossal  statue,  of  whatever  material,  when  intended  to  be  seen  chiefly  at  a 
distance,  is  treated  on  the  larger  principle,  and  will  not  generally  be  found  to  have  its 
attitude  accommodated  for  a  near  view  also.  But  when  a  figure  of  colossal  dimen- 
sions can  only  be  seen  near,  common  sense  seems  to  demand  that  the  head  should 
be  inclined  downwards,  otherwise  the  face  must  necessarily  be  foreshortened,  and 
imperfectly  seen.  Much  has  been  said  of  the  imitation,  intended  by  Phidias,  of  the 
Homeric  nod  in  his  statue  of  Jupiter  at  Olympia ;  but  when  we  consider  the  colossal 
size  of  the  figure,  and  the  limited  distance  at  which  it  could  be  seen  in  the  interior 
of  the  temple,  we  at  once  see  a  suflBcient  reason  why  the  head  should  look  down. 

It  has  been  seen  that  the  differences  of  colour  which  nature  presents,  and  by 
which  we  are  chiefly  enabled  to  distinguish  objects,  are  met  in  sculpture  by  more 
or  less  conventional  means ;  but  the  comparison  of  these  differences  can  extend 
only  to  the  component  surfaces  of  one  and  the  same  figure.  A  figure  entirely 
draped  beside  one  that  is  not  so,  like  the  group  called  Papirius  and  his  mother  (or 
Orestes  and  his  sister,)  seems  to  extend  the  scale,  but  in  truth,  except  where  the 
different  substances  are  in  contact,  the  opposition,  as  a  representative  of  colour,  is 
scarcely  apparent.  In  general,  therefore,  it  may  be  aflBrmed  that  it  is  beyond  the 
powers  of  sculpture  to  distinguish  one  entire  figure  from  another  by  any  convention 
which  can  represent  a  contrast  of  colour.  The  difference  of  complexion  between  a 
Hercules  and  an  Omphale,  for  instance,  is  not  attempted  ;  hence  the  limitations  of 
the  art  in  grouping ;  for  notwithstanding  the  similarity  of  colour^  it  is  necessary 
that  the  eye  should  distinguish  every  figure  without  effoii;. 

Even  in  single  figures  the  distinction  between  the  drapery  and  the  flesh  is 
chiefly  expressed  where  they  meet,  and  are  immediately  opposed  to  each  other ;  in 
other  parts  remote  from  the  flesh  the  drapery  often  exhibits  very  nearly  the  same 
surface  as  the  naked.  So  where  the  drapery  clings  to  the  form  (a  contrivance  par- 
ticularly objected  to  by  Falconet),  it  is  the  limb,  rather  than  the  drapery,  which  is 
apparent.  There  are,  however,  examples  in  the  antique  where  the  entire  surface  of 
the  drapery  is  plaited  or  channelled,  so  as  to  present  a  general  difference  in  its 
whole  mass  to  the  surface  of  the  skin.  Some  figures  of  Amazons  are  thus  treated ; 
and  in  roost  female  statues  the  dmpery,  being  thm  in  texture,  with  minute  folds, 
offers  a  constantly  roughened  surface,  and  ensures  a  general  opposition  to  the 
naked.     Examples  of  this  treatment  occur  among  the  Elgin  marbles. 

But  the  powers  of  the  art  in  these  conventional  contrasts  may  be  said  to  be 
exhausted  in  one  figure.  The  means  of  distinction  that  remain  when  colour  is 
abstracted,  are,  difference  of  form,  and  difference  of  place  or  position  (sufficient 
separation).  As  regards  difference  of  form,  the  sculptors  of  the  Parthenon — ^in 
addition  to  the  varieties  of  sex  and  age,  draped  and  undraped  figures — found  a 
resource  in  the  introduction  of  the  honse,  the  most  perfect  of  quadrupeds ;  the  forms 
of  which,  particularly  in  the  pediments,  contrasted  agreeably  with  those  of  the 
human  figures,  and  prevented  the  monotony  sometimes  observable  in  the  archi- 
tectural sculpture  of  other  schools.  The  mere  separation  of  the  figures  and  groups 
is  unavoidable  in  sculpture  applied  to  the  tympana  of  porticos  or  in  alto*rilievo ; 
but  while  the  figures  remained  white,  the  ancients  thought  it  necessary  to  ensure 
the  distinctness  of  the  outlines  by  colouring  (generally  blue)  the  white  marble 
background  on  which  they  were  relieved.* 

If  such  precautions  were  deemed. advisable  in  sculpture  consisting  of  almost 
isolated  figures,  in  order  to  ensure  distinctness,  it  is  easy  to  comprehend  why  the 
ancients  avoided  extensive  groups  ''  in  the  round."  The  same  qualities  must  be 
constantly  recurring,  and  the  want  of  that  variety  which  nature  presents  would  not 
only  be  fatiguing  to  the  eye  and  attention,  but  the  identity  of  hue  would  remind  the 
spectator  of  the  material ;  a  proof  that  the  art  would  have  attempted  too  much.

The  group 
of  Dirce  tied  to  the  horns  of  the  Bull  by  Zethus  and  Ampbion  (called  the  Toro 
Farnese),  may  be  objectionable  on  the  same  grounds,  though  the  figures  are  treated 
as  much  as  possible  as  separate  wholes,  so  as  to  mve  the  utmost  distinctness ;  but 
the  necessity  of  this  very  precaution  may  be  considered  an  evil,  except  in  the  applica- 
tion of  sculpture  to  architecture* 

These  observations  are  purposely  confined  to  the  specific  style  of  sculpture. 
It  is  to  be  remembered  that  great  excellences  may  exist  where  this  style  is  not 
rigidly  attended  to ;  and  objections  to  such  examples  on  the  above  grounds  are 
not  to  be  understood  to  extend  to  high  imitative  or  inventive  merits  which  mark 
the  artist  of  genius.  With  this  explanation  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  group  of 
the  Rape  of  the  Sabines,  by  Giovanni  di  Bologna,  is  not  according  to  that  discretioa 
of  the  Greek  artists  which  is  observable  in  the  Laocoon.  In  the  Rape  of  the 
Sabines  a  very  near  inspection  is  necessary  even  to  trace  and  distinguish  the  figures. 
The  result  is  wonder  at  the  power  of  the  artist.  In  the  antique  group  the 
subject  strikes  us  forcibly ;  but  the  artist  does  not  appear.  The  group  of  the 
Laocoon  was  not  calculated  to  be  seen  on  every  side.  Compositions  which  admit 
of  this  are  rare  in  the  antique,  and  belong  to  the  decline  of  art,  for  sculpture  had 
passed  the  period  of  its  perfection  before  its  connexion  with  architecture  ceased. 
Tlie  sculptors  of  the  Bernini  school  considered  it  desirable  that  a  group  should 
have  eight  points  of  view.  The  consequence  would  be,  that  no  one  of  the  eight 
could  predominate,  or  be  forcible  in  its  impression. 

Thus  the  Greek  sculptors  seem  to  have  made  every  consideration  bend  to  the 
specific  style  of  the  art ;  and  however  narrow  the  limits,  to  those  limits  they  con* 
fined  themselves.  If  it  be  asked  what  evil  results  from  a  departure  from  such 
conditions  ?  the  answer  still  is,  the  discovery  of  a  want  which  another  art  or  which 
nature  can  supply. 

It  may  be  urged  that  as  the  force  of  the  impression  on  the  mind  is  the  great 
object^  every  circumstance  which  can  tend  to  excite  interest  may  be  unhesitatingly 
employed,  and  that  a  dereliction  of  style  for  such  an  end  involves  no  bad  resists 
which  can  be  worth  consideration. 

It  is  readily  admitted  that  the  wellrbeing  of  society  would  not  be  endangered 
by  aberrations  of  taste  in  the  formative  arts ;  nor  would  such  evil  consequences, 
perhaps,  attend  the  corruption  of  style  in  poetry,  in  oratory^  or  in  any  other  of  the 
fine  arts.  It  is  only  here  contended  that  there  are  standards  of  style  in  all  these; 
that  the  productions  which  have  most  satisfied  mankind  when  freed  from  temporary 
associations  have  most  conformed  to  those  standards ;  and  that  attempts  to  increase 
the  efieet  of  any  one  of  the  arts  by  tlie  addition  of  qualities  in  which  it  can  be  easily 
surpassed  by  its  rivals,  have  never  been,  in  the  end,  approved. 

The  ultimate  opinion  on  such  questions  is  in  involuntary  harmony  with  our 
impressions  respecting  the  woik%  of  nature.  In  the  vast  chain  of  created  things^ 
the  ambiguous  links  are  the  least  satisfactory  to  us,  because  they  are  imperfect 
approaches  to  more  characteristic  examples,  and  remind  us  of  a  completeness  which 
is  not  their  own.  There  would  be  as  little  doubt  in  art,  on  such  questions,  if  ita 
various  styles  were  sustained  by  artists  equal  to  each  other  in  ability.  In  inquiriea 
like  the  present  this  condition  is  always  supposed.  It  is  not  the  ill-advised  license 
only  which  is  to  be  allowed  to  be  recommended  by  genius ;  equal  powers  are  ta 
be  granted  to  vindicate  the  perfection  of  style. 

The  principles  of  that  general  style  which  is  common  to  all  the  fine  arts  confirm 
the  above  view.  According  to  those  principles  art,,  as  such^  can  never  be  literally 
oonfi>unded  with  nature.  The  very  existence  of  imitation  (however  successful  its 
sesult  may  be)  de^iends  on  the  condition  that  its  means  should  be  different  front

tain  its  independence  by  laying  a  stress  on  all  the  differences  in  its  power  that  are  The  same  inbiect 
consistent  with  imitation.     Accordingly,  the  form  of  the  substance  assumes  pecu-  considered  inm 
liar  beauty ;  it  is  thus  removed  at  least  from  ordinary  nature.     The  colour  (in  the  naturewid^arioni 
imitation  of  the  human  figure)  is  altogether  diflferent  from  nature.     Other  qualities  styles  of  the  Forma- 
in  the  substance  being^ven,  the  opposite  qualities  in  nature  are,  in  like  manner,  secretory!  ^*** 
selected  for  imitation.   The  lifelessnessy  harane^y  and  rigidity  of  the  material  point 
out  the  elastic  surface  of  life  and  flexible  substances^  as  the  fittest  objects  for  the 
artists'  skill.     Imitation  is  complete  when  we  forget  that  the  marUe  is  white,  life- 
less,  and  inflexible.     But  if  we  are  compelled  to  remember  this  by  the  introduction 
of  qualities  common  to  nature  and  to  the  marble  (mere  substance  being  already 
common),  the  first  principle  of  art,  as  such,  is  violated.     The  selection  of  qualities 
differing  from  the  nature  of  the  material  in  which  they  are  imitated  has,  ofS^ourse, 
its  limits.     Flying  drapery,  foliage,  water,  clouds,  smoke,  are  opposed,  but  may  be 
too  much  opposed,  to  the  artificial  substance  to  render  imitation  possible.     The 
spectator  is  in  this  case  again  reminded  of  the  material. 

The  foregoing  remarks  on  sculpture  are  chiefly  intended  to  point  out  the  diffi- 
Amities  that  must  exist  in  uniting  the  highest  efforts  of  that  art  with  the  subjects 
which  may  possibly  be  required  for  the  decoration  of  the  new  building.  In 
addition  to  the  objections  to  the  ordinary  costume  as  materially  affecting  the 
specific  conditions  of  the  art,  it  may  be  remarked  that,  in  most  cases,  the  Uteral 
imitation  of  the  dress  of  modem  ages  presents  no  difficulties  which  the  merest 
beginner  in  modelling  could  not  easuy  overcome.  Hence  it  will  be  apparent  that, 
notwithstanding  the  generous  disposition  of  the  Government,  no  real  promotion  of 
Sculpture  can  be  looked  for,  if  its  style  is  in  danger  of  being  debased  and  its  diffi- 
culties (even  against  the  inclination  of  the  artists)  evaded. 

The  introduction  of  allegorical  figures  is  a  resource ;  but  the  great  question 
respecting  the  treatment  of  iconic  commemorative  statues  still  remains  unsolved. 
Perhaps  it  may  yet  be  possible  to  reconcile  the  modern  taste  to  a  partial  display  of 
the  naked  form,  or  to  combine  a  generalized  dress  with  sufficient  resemblance. 

After  all,  the  imitation  of  the  ancients  has  been  chiefly  objected  to,  and  justly 
so,  when  Greek  or  Roman  dresses  have  been  literally  borrowed ;  in  other  words, 
when  the  worst  of  the  antique  statues  have  been  copied.  A  naked  figure,  with 
drapery  only  as  an  accessory,  is  preferable  to  such  imitations,  and  is  man^estly  best 
suited  to  the  style  of  sculpture.  It  cannot  be  admitted  that  statues  so  treated  would 
be  more  incongruous  with  Grothic  architecture  than  costumes  of  the  present  day. 
Moreover,  although  architecture  may  be  modified  by  climate,  the  style  of  sculpture 
can  hardly  be  said  to  be  dependent  on  such  conditions. 

A  statue  which  is  to  confer  inunortality  should  not  be  encumbered  with 
ignoble  trifles.  The  curiosity  of  the  antiquary  can  be  satisfied  from  other  sources, 
without  employing  so  di^ified  an  art  as  sculpture  to  chronicle  such  details.  The 
statue  is  a  monument  to  the  greatness  of  the  human  being,  not  to  the  peculiarities  of 
his  dress;  and,  provided  the  head  be  an  ennobled  portrait,  the  rest  of  the  figure 
may  be  attired,  if  attired  at  all^  for  all  ages. 

It  may  be  objected  that  the  force  of  the  example  is  weakened  when  the  usual 
dress  and  appearance  are  not  represented.  This  can  only  affect  contemporary 
spectators;  for  although  they  may  look  with  interest  on  such  a  resemblance^ 
because  the  person  of  the  indhddual  is  fresh  in  their  recollection,  after-ages  will 
have  no  such  associations,  but  will  rather  regret  to  see  the  hero  or  statesman  of 
whom  they  have  read,  in  an  undignified  costume.  The  image  should  rather  keep 
pace  with  the  veneration  of  posterity ;  and  if  the  very  name  of  the  individual  should 
at  last  be  forgotten,  the  work  of  art,  as  in  the  instance  of  many  a  Greek  statue, 
might  still  survive  to  reflect  honour  on  the  country  which  produced  it. 

The  common  mistake  that  the  habits  of  the  ancients  and  the  scantiness  of  their 
dress  warranted  the  practice  of  their  artists,  has  been  already  pointed  out  in 
reference  to  the  costumes  of  the  Greeks  and  Romans.  It  is  quite  certain  that  the 
ancient  sculptors  were  gifided  solely* by  the  demands  of  the  art  and  of  its  highest

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Ammix.       idea ;  and  it  is  no  less  certain  that  the  character  of  that  art  is  still  the  same.     It

The  time  subject  decline  of  art.  It  was  the  same  in  its  earlier  ages.  In  Eg}'pt  the  dresses  were 
considered  with  indiscriminately  copied ;  and  in  the  same  proportion  imitation  was  imperfect,  and 
natvra  and  various  ^^^^  undeveloped.  The  example  is  not  without  its  use  in  other  respects,  for  when 
styles  of  the  Forma-  the  extreme  warmth  of  the  climate  is  considered,  the  multifarious  Egyptian 
Secrdwy!  costumes  are  sufficient  to  prove  that  the  polished  inhabitants  of  Greece  and  Italy 

were  at  least  equally  clad*  The  naked  colossal  statue  of  Pompey  would  have  been 
as  strange  to  the  Romans,  had  they  not  been  accustomed  to  similar  works  of  art, 
as  Canova's  naked  colossal  Napoleon  was  to  the  Parisians.  In  the  Panathenaic 
proceiision  at  Athens,  as  in  all  processions,  the  pomp  of  dress  was  a  main  part  of 
the  show.  In  the  sculptured  representation  of  this  scene,  the  elder  functionaries 
have  one  loose  garment  becomingly  thrown  over  the  naked  figure;  and  the 
Athenian  cavaliers  wear  a  still  li<^hter  mantle,  which,  sometimes  flowing  from  their 
shoulders  in. the  breeze,  shows  their  forms  entirely  undraped.  The  women,  how* 
ever,  from  motives  which  the  Athenians  never  lost  sight  of,  are  fully  but  gracefully 
clad.  With  this  exceptiop,  the  peplon  of  Minerva  was  not  more  snorn  of  its 
embroidery,  in  the  marble,  than  the  greater  part  of  the  figures  were  of  their  real 
costumes.  It  is  necessary  to  compare,  in  imagination,  the  judicious  liberties  of  the 
sculptor,  producing  as  they  did  the  finest  work  of  its  kind  in  existence,  with  the 
ship  bearing  the  peplon,  the  veiled  women,  the  dresses  of  ceremony  worn  by  the 
official  personages,  and  the  arn^ed  cavalry  accoutred  for  a  field-day  It  is  necessary* 
to  compare  the  reality  mth  the  work  of  art  in  order  to  be  convinced  that  the  diffi- 
culties of  reconciling  the  style  of  sculpture  with  costume  are  not  peculiar  ,to  modern 
times.  We  may  be  convinced  at  the  san^  time  that  the  Greeks,  having  once 
defined  the  essential  nature  of  the  art  (in  which  was  comprehended  the  con- 
dition of  an  especial  regard  to  decency),  pursued  it  without  any  other  compromise 
whatever.*  Their  definition  was  true.  Genius  laboured  in  the  best  du'ection, 
and  perfection  was  the  result. 

The  lapse  of  ages  can  make  no  alteration  in  such  principles.  It  is  still 
unreasonable  to  look  for  all  the  details  of  history  in  the  arts  which  are  the  sisters 
of  poetry ;  it  is  still  unquestionable  that  each  must  seek  its  proper  excellence  in 
order  to  assert  its  rank  in  the  scale  of  human  attainments  ;  and  that  in  proportion 
as  the  sphere  is  circumscribed,  the  characteristic  aim  which  constitutes  style 
requires  to  be  guarded  with  especial  jealousy.  In  considering  the  question  whether 
art  should  be  sacrificed  to  mere  facts,  or  these  to  art,  it  should  be  remembered  that 
historical  details  can  be  preserved  by  other  records  than  by  representation,  and 
by  other  modes  of  representation  than  by  the  highest ;  but  that  the  essential  objects 
of  the  fine  arts  can  be  attained  by  no  other  means  except  their  own.

♦  "  The  ancient  sculptors,"  observes  Visconti,  "  employed  drapery  for  three  reasons,  and  with  three 
dillerent  views — ^frora  a  motive  of  decency,  as  a  simple  ornament,  and  as  a  symbol  or  characteristic 
indication. 

"  They  employed  draperies  from  motives  of  decency  in  the  statues  of  women  and  goddesses.  The 
sculpture  of  the  ancienu  represents  no  individuals  of  the  sex  entirely  unclothed,  except  when  the  artist 
has  supposed  the  pretext  of  the  bath,  or  in  the  case  of  the  ocean  deities ;  on  which  account  Venus  (Aphro- 
dite) and  the  Nymphs  are  represented  undraped.  Other  exceptions  arc  extremely  rare,  h  may  even 
be  affirmed  that  the  ancient  sculptors  were  more  reserved  in  this  respect  than  the  modems.'' 

The  sculpture  of  the  ancients,  in  addition  to  the  end  proposed  by  particuUr  subjects,  especially  aimed 
at  that  department  of  moral  culture  which  relates  to  outward  manners  and  decorum.  The  artists  ceeni 
to  have  considered  that  beauty  would  have  been  incomplete  without  grace  and  modesty ;  and  their 
statues  of  gods  and  heroes,  as  Winkelmann  has  shown,  never  appear  in  an  attitude  or  occupation  which 
is  not  calculated  to  inspire  respect.

DIMENSIONS  OF  FRESCOS  IN  THE  SISTINE  CHAPEL  AND 

IN  THE  VATICAN.  '— '"^ 

No.  13. 

The  dimensions  of  the  Sistine  Chapel,  of  the  Hall  of  Constantine,  and  of  one  of  Dimensions  of 
the  Stenze  of  the  Vatican,  are  here  given  Csee  the  annexed  plans  and  sections)  tirirchap^l  and  i»! 
from  actual  measurement.*  the  Vatican. 

It  was  before  observed  (Second  Report,  p.  62)  that  once  and  half  the  width 
of  a  picture  is  considered  the  smallest  distance  to  which  the  spectator  can  retire  in 
order  to  see  its  whole  surface.  A  circle  cannot  be  embraced  by  the  eye  till  the 
spectator  retire  to  a  distance  equal  to  thrice  its  semidiameter. 

From  the  annexed  measurements  it  appears  that  the  Fresco  of  the  School  of 
Athens,  measuring  26  feet  9  inches  wide,  cannot,  according  to  this  principle,  be 
seen  at  a  sufficient  distance.  The  width  of  the  room  is  even  reduced  by  the  railing 
which  protects  the  paintings. 

The  three  rooms,  called  the  Stanza  of  the  Heliodorus,  the  Stanza  of  the  School 
of  Athens,  and  the  Stanza  of  the  Incendio  del  Borgo,  vary  slightly  in  their  dimen- 
sions, and  are  not  rectangular ;  but  in  none  of  the  three  can  the  largest  paintings 
be  seen  at  the  distance  of  once  and  half  their  width. 

In  the  Hall  of  Constantine  the  smaller  Frescos  can  be  seen  at  the  requisite 
distance;  but  that  of  the  Battle  of  Constantine,  measuring  36  feet  2  inches  long,  is 
nearly  equal  to  the  distance  from  which  it  can  be  seen. 

Thus  the  dimensions  of  the  paintings  in  the  Vatican,  compared  with  the 
distance  from  which  they  can  be  viewed,  rather  exceed  than  fall  short  of  the 
requisite  measure ;  and  the  authority  may  fully  warrant  an  increase  in  the  size  of 
the  compartments  for  painting  in  the  Victoria  Gallery. 

From  actual  measurement  of  the  Sistine  Chapel  it  appears  that  the  fresco  of 
the  Last  Judgment  by  Michael  Angelo  is  47  feet  1  inch  in  height  (to  the  top  of 
the  arched  compartments)  and  43  fSeet  in  width. 

It  may  be  here  necessary  to  correct  a  statement  made  by  Mr.  Wilson  (see  the 
Second  Report,  p.  26)  respecting  the  mode  in  which  the  frescos  of  Michael 
Angelo  in  the  Sistine  Chapel  were  executed.  Mr.  Wilson  had  supposed  that  the 
outlines  were  not  traced  on  the  wall  by  means  of  a  sharp  point,  and  concluded  that 
the  artist  had  adopted  the  method  of  pouncing.  In  the  neighbouring  Pauline 
Chapel,  also  painted  by  Michael  Angelo,  this  last  method  had  unquestionably  been 
employed;  but  in  the  frescos  of  the  Sistine  Chapel  the  indented  outline  round 
the  figures  proves  that  they  were  traced  with  a  pointed  instrument,

METHODS  OF  PAINTING  ADAPTED  TO  MURAL  DECORATION.      Appbndix. 

Four  modes  of  painting  adapted  for  walls  have  been  employed  in  ancient  and  Methods  of  Painting 
modern  times :  Tempera,  Encaustic,  Fresco,  and  Oil-painting,   The  three  first  were  adapted  toJMural 
known  to  the  ancients ;  the  fourth  method,  invented  by  the  moderns  and  origmally  I^^coration. 
applied  to  moveable  works,  has  been  also  employed  in  mural  decoration. 

Tempera  is  so  commonly  practised  that  it  can  hardly  be  necessary  to  enter  into 
a  minute  description  of  its  process.  It  has,  however,  an  interest  from  its  antiquity^ 
and  from  its  having  been  more  generally  in  use  in  Italy  than  any  other  method, 
immediately  before  the  introduction  of  oil-painting.  This  circumstance  and  certain 
difficulties  in  its  practice  appear,  in  some  cases,  to  have  led  to  a  union  of  the  two 
methods.  Tempera  is  applicable  to  the  surface  of  smooth  dry  stucco  or  to  any 
similar  levigated  ground  which  has  either  been  incorporated  or  covered  with  a  due 
proportion  of  size  or  glue.  It  does  not,  like  fresco,  necessarily  require  to  be  exe- 
cuted at  once,  and  admits  of  the  use  of  all  colours  which  are  not  prejudicial  to  each 
other.  White  lead  is  however  excluded,  because,  being  unprotected  in  tempera 
from  the  action  of  certain  gases,  it  soon  loses  its  brightness.  The  white  used  is 
principally  gesso  marcio*  to  which  white  earths  are  sometimes  added.  The 
binding  vehicle  may  be  formed  of  animal  glutens,  such  as  size,  yolk  of  egg,f  &c.,  or 
of  viscous  fluids  and  gums  procured  from  the  vegetable  worlds  such  as  the  milky 
juice  of  certain  trees  and  plants,  solutions  of  gum  arable,  gum  tragacanth,  &c.:{: 

The  practice  of  tempera*painting  may  be  said  to  be  carried  to  perfection  in 
modern  scene*painting,  in  which  imitation  is  chiefly  confined  to  large  effects. 
But  in  this  application  of  the  art  the  difficulty  of  blending  tints  to  the  extent 
required  in  figure-painting,  so  as  to  equal  the  completeness  and  finish  of  oil-paint* 
ing,  is  not  encountered.  The  thinness  of  the  vehicle  and  the  almost  inmiediate 
change  of  the  tints  in  passing  from  the  wet  to  the  dry  state  renders  a  certain  ab- 
ruptness of  execution  unavoidable.  This  peculiarity  is  compatible  with  great  truth 
of  imitation  when  the  work  is  seen  at  a  suffiicient  distance,  and  the  crispness  of 
execution  which  is  the  result,  is,  with  the  modems,  the  characteristic  of  tempera. 

The  early  Italian  masters,  when  they  painted  altar-pieces  in  this  method  on 
doth,  endeavoured  to  attain  the  requisite  finisli  by  continually  damping  the  back 
of  the  painting.  §  This  enabled  them  to  complete  a  given  portion  while  in  the  wet 
state,  and  to  give  it  any  degree  of  softness  that  was  desired.  But  this  was  only 
applicable  to  pictures  executed  oa  a  thin  and  porous  substance ;  tempera  pictures 
on  wood  or  on  walls,  in  which  finish  is  aimed  at,  cannot  be  so  treated,  without  some 
modification  of  the  vehicle  or  by  continually  moistening  the  surface  in  front. 
Some  of  the  early  Florentines  and  painters  of  the  neighbouring  schools  adopted  a 
more  laborious  method,  but  less  satisfactory  in  its  result  1|  They  attained  the  com-' 
pleteness  they  sought  by  minute  hatchings.  A  tempera  picture  in  the  National 
GaUei^,  attributed  to  Perugino,  is  a  specimen  of  this  laboured  process. 

The  varieties  of  practice  in  the  early  examples  of  tempera,  are  also  partly  to 
be  attributed  to  the  varieties  of  the  vehicle.  The  Greek  illuminations  in  MSS. 
immediately  preceding  the  13th  century,  are  generally  painted  in  tempera  with  a- 
very  thick  vehicle,  and  this  system  was  adopted  by  the  Italians,  even  for  paintings 
qf  a  much  larger  size,  up  to  the  time  of  Giotto.  He  appears  to  have  been  the 
first  to  introduce  a  thinner  medium.  In  his  works,  while  the  tints  are  blended, 
the  minute  handling,  which  is  almost  unavoidable  with  the  older  practice,  is  not 
apparent.  The  thinner  vehicle  was  composed  of  yolk  of  egg  diluted  with  water, 
ind  combined  with  the  milky  juice  of  shoots  of  the  fig-tree.l!^    It  may  seem  extra-

dry  so  rapidly  as  in  the  ordinary  practice  of  tempera.     The  fact  that  the  more 

tenacious  vehicle,  with  all  its  inconvenience,  was  revived  or  adhered  to  without 

change  by  other  painters  much  later  than  Giotto,  is  not  an  uncommon  instance 

in  the  history  of  art  of  attachment  to  habits,  however  defective,  which  time  may 

have  recommended.f 

The  Italian  artists  of  the  16th  century  had  generally  abandoned  the  practice 
of  tempera  as  an  independent  art,  J  and  the  examples  of  it  are  rare,  especially  when 
applied  to  the  decoration  of  avails.  An  instance  occurs  at  Trascorre,  n^r  Bergamo, 
in  the  private  chapel  of  the  Suardi  family.     The  artist  was  Lorenzo  Lotto. 

It  appears  from  various  passages  in  the  lives  of  the  Flemish  paintel^,§  that 
tempera-painting  was  commonly  practised  among  them.  On  all  occasions  of 
great  public  festivals,  this  rapid  art  was  put  in  requisition,]!  and  the  tapestries 
which  were  executed  in  such  abundance  in  Artois  and  Brabant,  and  which  were 
wrought  from  cartoons  coloured  in  tempera,  had  also  greatly  the  effect  of  en- 
couraging its  practice.  The  schools  of  tempera-painting  were  to  the  Flemish 
artists  what  the  Feria  or  market  of  Seville  was  to  Murillo  and  his  contemporaries,1[ 
For  (though  the  latter  uniformly  painted  in  oil)  such  demands  had  the  effect  of 
promoting  facility  of  execution  and  a  large  style  of  imitation,  the  influence  of  which 
may  be  traced  in  the  more  complete  works  of  the  respective  schools,  different  as 
their  tendency  was  in  other  respects.  The  rage  for  temporary  decorations  in  the 
cities  of  Flanders,  to  do  honour  to  distinguished  individuals,  hiwl  the  additional 
effect  of  promoting  a  taste  for  allegory.  The  most  extravagant  combinations  and 
allusions  were  excused  in  ephemeral  productions ;  till  by  degrees  the  puWic  were 
accustomed  to  such  inventions ;  and  the  greatest  artists— aware  of  the  value  of  such 
materials  as  conducing  to  picturesque  effect,  ventured  to  introduce  them  iti  niore 
permanent  works,  and  recommended  them  by  their  talents. 

The  vehicles  employed  in  tempera  were  suflScient  to  bind  it  when  the  colours 
were  used  in  moderate  thickness,  but  the  danger  of  cracking  prevented  the  appli* 
cation  in  much  body.  When  therefore  pictures  in  tempera  appear  to  be  executed 
with  unusual  substance,  it  may  be  suspected  that  other  ingredients  were  added  so 
as  to  give  it  sufficient  tenacity,  by  which  means  it  held  a  middle  pla6e  between 
water-colour  and  oil-painting ;  the  rapid  drying  which  precluded  the  possibility  of 
giving '  the  work  the  requisite  softness  and  completeness  was  at  the  same  time 
prevented.  The  colours  prepared  for  painting  in  this  method  may  be  mixed  either 
with  water  or  oil. 

There  is  every  appearance  in  some  unfinished  pictures  of  the  Venetian  and  other 
schools  of  the  north  of  Italy  that  the  tempera  adopted  by  them  was  of  this  descrip- 
tion, and  it  is  also  apparent,  from  such  pictures,  that  the  method  was  sometimes 
employed  as  a  preparation  for  oil-painting.  Various  modes  of  this  kind  may  be  con- 
«dered  and  described  in  an  inquiry  into  the  early  process  of  oil-painting ;  but  lest 
too  much  importance  should  be  attacked  to  such  preparations  in  tempera,  it  may 
be  remembered  that  the  practice  of  Rubens,  Vandyke,  and  Rembrandt,  supposes 
no  such  system. 

The  tempera-painting  of  the  ancients,  (although  from  passages  in  their 
writers  evidently  a  distinct  art  from  encaustic,)  appears  to  have  been  protected 
by  a  coat  of  wax,  and  thus  may  not  be  easily  distinguished,  in  actual  remains, 
from  encaustic  painting.     But  it  is  probable  that  in  every  case  where  a  finished

le  mutual  relation  or  keeping  of  the  tints  would  be  in  danger  of  being  altered.  Methods  of  Painting 
Other  modes  of  protecting  tempera,  so  as  to  i*ender  it  washable,  have  been  discovered  adapted  to  Mural 
by  modern  chemists.    The  description  of  an  important  invention  of  this  kind  is  **"" 

the  subject  of  the  next  paper. 

The  ancient  Egyptian  paintings  were  executed  on  a  stucco  consolidated  with 
an  animal  gluten,  probably  the  serous  portion  of  blood.  On  this  was  a  thin  coat  of 
wax,  and  on  this  again  the  paintings  were  executed  with  the  same  vehicle  of 
serum.*  The  stucco  of  the  Greeks  was  sometimes  consolidated  with  thick  milk,f 
their  tempera  vehicle  appears  to  have  been  gum  tragacanth  (Sarcocolla),;{;  size, 
yolk  and  white  of  egg,  &c. 

In  encaustic  painting,  wax  was  an  ingredient  from  first  to  last.  The  precise 
process  of  this  art  among  the  ancients  has  been  the  subject  of  much  controversy, 
out  the  actual  remains  of  antique  painting  at  Pompeii  and  Herculaneum,§  as  well 
as  numerous  allusions  in  the  writings  of  the  ancients,  prove  that  it  was  common 
among  the  Greeks  and  Romans.  It  was  also  occasionally  employed  during  the 
middle  ages,  and  it  is  even  asserted  that  it  is  still  practised^  however  rudely^  by 
Greek  painters  c^the  present  day.|| 

The  inquiries  and  experiments  hitherto  undertaken,  seem  to  prove  that  two 
methods  ai'e  practicable.  In  one,  the  wax  is  dissolved  by  a  lixivium,  and  is  then 
worked  with  water.  In  the  other,  it  is  mixed  with  a  resin  dissolved  in  spirit 
In  the  first  process  a  final  coat  of  wax  is  essential  to  protect  the  painting.  In  the 
other  method  this  varnish  may  or  may  not  be  used. 

In  the  ancient  encaustic,  whatever  were  the  ingredients,  heat,  (as  the  term 
encaustic  implies,)  was  employed  either  during  or  after  the  process  of  painting. 
In  the  attempted  revival  of  this  art,  in  the  last  century,  the  application  of  heat  was 
also  considered  indispensable.  The  method  practised  was  to  apply  a  cauterium — 
a  portable  furnace,  hot  iron,  or  any  similar  instrument,  so  as  gently  to  melt  the 
coating  of  wax  spread  over  the  finished  painting.  The  heat  was  sufficient  at  the 
same  time  to  affect  the  wax  incorporated  with  the  colours,  and  thus  a  union  was 
produced  throughout  the  mass.  If  afterwards  rubbed  with  a  cloth  the  surface 
acquired  a  slight  polish.  V 

In  the  other  process  which,  in  its  improved  state,  is  more  modem,  heat  is 
considered  unnecessary,  and  the  art  is  therefore  properly  called  wax-painting,  not 
encaustic-painting.  The  application  of  heat  might  still  serve  to  consolidate  and 
give  transparency  to  an  external  coat  of  pure  wax,  but  the  presence  of  resinous 
substances  in  the  vehicle,  and  with  the  colours,  is  supposed  to  render  such  applica- 
tion superfluous  as  regards  tlie  consolidation  of  the  painting  itself. 

The  solution  of  wax  by  means  of  alkaline  lixivia  was  probably  not  unknown 
to  the  ancients.**  This  was  the  method  of  Bachelier,tt  Walter,  J  J  Requeno,§§ 
and  others,  but  the  specimens  executed  according  to  their  system  have  not  been  con- 
sidered successful  as  regards  durability.  }l||  The  following  communication  from 
Mr.  King,  of  Bristol,  may  be  considered  an  improvement  on  the  process  in 
question. 

"  The  conversion  of  wax  into  a  substance  soluble  in  water  is  effected  by  the 
vegetable  alkali  known  by  the  name  of  potash  bemg  combined  with  tartaric  acid. 
This  is  the  Sale  di  Tartaro  of  the  Italians,  and  is  sold  by  all  chemists  and 
druggists  in  this  country,  under  the  proper  name.  Tartrate  of  Potash,  and  more 
commonly  salt  of  tartar  or  soluble  tartar.  When  the  acid  predominates  it  is 
called  supertartrate  of  potash  or  cream  of  tartar.  This  is  the  best  substance  to  be 
employed  in  my  process  and  in  the  following  manner  :  an  indefinite  quantity,  say

Shortly  after  it  is  quenched,  it  is  to  be 

Decoretion.  ascertained  that  the  fluid  is  saturated  with  the  alkali  by  its  taste,  or  better,  by  itt 

effect  upon  the  colour  of  test-paper. 

"  No  quantity  of  water  can  hold  more  alkali  in  solution  than  that  which  is 
sufficient  to  saturate  the  water  at  the  same  temperature.  The  undissolved  portion 
is  separated  by  filtering,  and  the  residue  will  serve  to  saturate  another  quantity  of 
water.  By  filtering,  the  saturated  fluid  is  sufficiently  freed  from  the  dark  colour 
which  was  caused  by  the  burnt  alkali.  This  saturated  fluid  is  called  a  lixivium^ 
and  in  it  the  purified  wax  is  to  be  boiled  until  it  is  converted  into  soluble  soap^ 
and  wholly  dissolved  so  as  not  to  separate  from  the  fluid  when  cooled.  According 
to  the  proportion  of  the  quantity  of  wax  to  that  of  the  water  the  fluid  will  appear 
like  milk  when  the  proportion  of  wax  is  small,  like  cream  or  butter  when  it  is 
greater ;  and  even  of  the  consistence  of  soft  cheese  when  the  wax  is  in  excess. 
The  consistence  of  cream  is  best  suited  for  grinding  the  medium  with  more  orles^ 
finely  pulverised  dry  pigment  body  colours,  such  as  ochres,  raw  or  burnt  terra 
sienna,  raw  and  burnt  umber.  Cobalt,  smalt,  light  red,  red  and  white  and  black 
chalk,  stone  coal  or  anthracite,  &c.,  answer  best  for  dead  colourings  and  become 
brighter  in  the  subsequent  fusion  and  fixing  by  the  use  of  the  cauterium. 

"  Metallic  colours,  which  are  artificial  oxydes  of  metals,  like  vermilion  or  cin- 
nabar, which  is  a  sulphuret  of  mercury,  red  and  white  lead,  chrome  yellow,  and 
others,  are  differently  affected  in  the  burning  in,  and  the  changes  which  they  un* 
dergo  are  to  be  ascertained  by  previous  trials.  The  latter  class  of  pigments  are 
more  adapted  to  the  finishing  of  pictures.  Pigments  of  a  vegetable  nature,  such 
as  lakes,  madders,  &c.,  are  altogether  to  be  avoided  or  very  sparingly  used,  and  not 
at  all  in  masses.  The  connexion  of  the  medium,  (soluble  wax,)  l^  grinding  it  with 
every  pigment,  is  best  performed  in  stone  or  earthenware  (Wedgwood's)  mortars 
and  with  pestles  of  the  same  materials,  and  the  colours  thus  prepared  are  to  be 
kept  for  immediate  use  in  glasses  or  common  gallipots.  Instead  of  a  wooden 
palette,  a  plate- glass  or  stone-slab  is  required  for  large  masses,  and  a  spatula  of 
hard  wood  or  horn. 

"  The  surface  to  be  painted  on  must  be  a  solid  dry  coat  of  stucco  grounded 
with  a  mixture  of  such  colours  as  will  give  a  suitable  tone  of  colour  and  depth. 
The  first  coat  or  ground  is  to  be  fixed  by  the  cauterium  with  a  moderate  derree  of 
fusion.  The  subject  may  be  sketched  on  this  ground  with  chalk  or  charcoal;  and 
precise  outlines,  especially  of  minute  forms,  can  be  traced  or  sketched  in  with  a 
metallic  point  or  etching  needle.  The  cauterium  or  salamander  is  not  to  be  used 
again  until  the  whole  surface  is  covered  and  the  effect  advanced  to  a  certain  degree. 
It  is  clear  that  the  manipulation  of  these  materials,  differing  greatly  from  painting 
in  oil,  will  succeed  more  readily  in  the  hands  of  an  artist  who  has  had  some  prac- 
tice in  fresco  or  in  distemper ;  and  as  the  surface  is  in  most  cases  perpendicular 
some  care  is  required  to  prevent  the  colour  from  running  dovm. 

"  When  theinustion  by  the  cauterium  is  finished,  and  the  whole  surface  of  the 
picture  cooled,  it  may  be  polished  by  friction  with  cloth  or  hard  cushions,  covered 
with  some  more  or  less  rough  texture,  or  with  some  of  the  implements  used  in 
polishing  wood."* 

Those  who  recommend  in  preference  the  solution  of  wax  in  spirit,  and  the  addi- 
tion of  resins,  do  not  profess  to  have  discovered  the  precise  process  of  the  Greeks, 
but  they  have  not  failed  to  remark  that  the  ancient  writers  apeak  of  resins  as 
entering  into  the  ingredients  of  painting.f 

The  credit  of  having  suggested  the  present  systems  of  wax-painting,  which  arc 
adopted  mth  various  modifications  at  Paris  and  Munich,  is  generally  attributed  to 
Montabert,  who,  in  the  eighth  volume  of  his  wmprehensive  '*  Traitfe  complet  de  la 
Peinture,"  J  extols  this  art  above  that  of  oil-painting.  In  consequence  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  reviving  the  study  of  Fresco-painting  in  France,  the  attention  of  many 
artists  and  chemists  has  been  turned  to  the  employment  of  wax-painting,  and  various

In  Munich,  also^  considerable  works  are  in  progress,  executed  in  a  method  analogous  ^^4. 

to  that  of  Montabert.  Methodsof Painting 

The  advantage  of  wax  as  a  vehicle  is  its  durability.     A  wall  painted  white,  adapted  to  Mural  . 
partly  with  wax  and  partly  with  oil,  exhibits  the  same  tint  for  some  days,  but  by      ^>*v>^"^ 
degrees  the  oil  colour  darkens,  and  after  some  months  the  two  portions  are  quite 
distinct ;  that  which  was  painted  in  wax  retaining  all  its  brilliancy. 

To  this  advantage  is  opposed,  besides  the  difficulty  of  manipulation,  the  dull 
effect  of  dark  shadows  in  pictures  executed  in  wax.  This  is  owing  to  the  semi- 
opaque  nature  of  the  material,  and  is  unavoidable  as  long  as  the  absence  of  gloss  on 
the  surface  is  considered  indispensable ;  but  the  colours  become  much  more  vivid 
after  the  surface  is  polished,  and  the  admixture  of  resins  tends  to  give  clearness  to 
the  deeper  shades. 

Some  of  the  French  artists  have  gone  further ;  they  have  added  a  portion  of  oil 
to  the  cero-resinous  medium^  and  by  this  means  attain  any  degree  of  richness  they 
please.*  In  this  last  system  the  mat  quality,  or  absence  of  gloss,  is  in  a  great 
measure  abandoned,  and  the  method  is  only  to  be  considered  a  means  of  lessening 
the  quantity  of  oil,  and  consequently  of  avoiding  the  danger  of  a  horny  and 
darkened  surface. 

Some  German  artists,  again,  have  considered  it  essential  that  the  resinous  ingre- 
dient should  predominate,  and  have  recommended  only  a  thirtieth  part  of  wax,  the 
rest  consisting  entirely  of  liquid  resint  (balsam). 

Wax-painting,  properly  so  called,  from  its  not  admitting  of  much  force  (while 
its  lights  are  assumed  to  be  unchangeably  bright),  would  suggest  a  particular  style 
and  choice  of  subjects ;  and  as  all  colours  (according  to  the  French  chemists)  may 
be  employed  in  it,  it  is  considered  to  be  particularly  fitted  for  poetical  subjects 
adapted  to  the  lighter  kinds  of  decoration.  It  is  for  such  purposes  that  it  has  been 
chiefly  employed  in  Munich.     ^ 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  methods  in  general  use  at  Paris  and  at 
Munich. 

A  wall  which  is  to  be  painted  in  wax  (and  the  same  principle  is  applicable  to 
all  mural  pictures)  should  not  be  quite  perpendicular,  but  should  incline  inwards, 
with  reference  to  the  room,  in  its  upper  part.  By  this  means  the  work  is  better 
seen,  and  dust  is  less  apt  to  collect  on  it.  The  surface  should  be  levigated ;  it  is 
then  to  be  thoroughly  dried  by  heat,  and  lastly  to  be  saturated  with  the  following 
mixture :  10  parts  of  white  wax,  2  parts  of  resin,  and  40  parts  of  spirit  of  turpentine. 
This  liquid  is  made  to  penetrate  the  wall  or  stucco  by  means  of  heat,|  and  the 
application  is  repeated  till  the  surface  ceases  to  absorb.  Holes  or  irregularities  are 
to  be  stopped  with  a  mastic  composed  of  wax,  resin,  and  whiting.  Over  this 
preparation  a  coat  or  two  of  wax  colour  is  to  be  spread  as  a  ground  for  the  painting. 

The  wax  used  in  painting  should  be  bleached  and  perfectly  free  trom  ex- 
traneous matter4  The  resin  recommended  by  Montabert  is  that  called  elemi ;  this 
combined  with  wax  and  an  essential  oil  is  the  vehicle  in  which  the  colours  are 
ground,  and  which  serves  to  work  them.  The  proportions  are,  1  part  of  resin, 
and  4  parts  of  wax,  dissolved  over  a  water-bath  in  16  parts  of  essence  of  spike* 
lavender.||  The  colours  are  ground  in  this  gluten,  diluted  as  may  be  required  during 
the  operation  of  grinding  by  the  addition  of  the  essence.  They  are  then  preserved 
in  glass  or  earthenware  vessels,  and  if  they  get  hard  (which  can  only  happen  after 
a  considerable  time)  they  may  be  dissolved  with  the  essence  or  ground  again  and 
are  always  fit  foV  use.  Ijistead  of  elemi,  copal  may  be  used  by  those  who  prefer  a 
hard  resin.lC 

The  solution  of  wax  alone  is  effected  by  the  same  essence,  and  this  pre- 
paration is  available  when  the  artist  wishes  to  increase  the  proportion  of  wax.  The 
paste  may  be  thinned  with  water  by  grinding  it  thoroughly  with  a  muller,  and

•**P*«^to  Moial      be  employed  when  the  resinous  ingredient  is  required  in  greater  abundance.     To 
^^  these  materials  may  be  added  the  essential  oil  of  wax  (procured  from  wax  by  dis- 

tillation) which  evaporates  more  slowly  than  that  ef  lavender,  and  may  somatbata 
be  of  use  in  the  practice  of  this  art.f 

A  process  introduced  in  Munich  by  Professor  Fernbach  is  not  yet  made 
known,  but  it  is  supposed  to  consist  merely  in  the  addition  of  liquid  restn  (balsam) 
to  the  wax,  instead  of  artificial  solutions  of  hard  resinous  substances.:}: 

The  methods  more  commonly  practised  in  Grermany  differ  hot  little  £rom  the 
system  of  Mohtabert.  The  following  descriptions  have  been  obligingly  famished 
by  the  artists : — 

"  For  large  paintings  it  is  desirable  that  the  ground  should  be  somewhat 
rough.  In  Munich  it  b  prepared  as  follows.  A  mortar  composed  of  three  parte 
of  sand  and  one  of  lime  is  spread  on  the  wall.  When  this  is  done  the  whole  sunaeeu 
while  moist,  is  rubbed  with  a  linen  doth ;  the  residt  is  a  granulated  ground,  like 
rough  paper.  For  small  works,  ornaments,  &c.,  the  ground  requires  to  be  anioodi^ 
and  in  such  cases  finely  pounded  white  marble  should  be  mixed  with  the  lime  instead 
of  sand ;  the  nuMrtar  so  composed  being  then  carefully  spread  and  made  even. 

^'  The  encaustic  vehicle  is  prepared  as  follows : — ^To  one  pound  of  rectified 
spirit  of  turpentine  add  half  a  pound  of  Damara  resin  and  a  quarter  of  a  pound  c^ 
wax.  The  resin  should  be  pounded  to  powder,  and  the  wax  cut  up  in  small  pieces. 
Both  are  then  to  be  put  into  an  earthenware  or  copper  vessel,  and  the  spirit  of 
turpeptine  poured  on  them.  Place  the  vessel  on  a  moderate  charcoal  fire,  so  that 
the  solution  may  take  place  slowly.  When  the  ingredients  are  dissolved  the  vehicle 
is  ready  for  use,  and  should  be  kept  in  a  glass  bottle  well  stopped  to  prevent  the 
volatile  oil  from  escaping.  Should  the  mixture  become  too  thick  in  time,  spirit  of 
turpentine  may  be  added.  The  colours  are  ground  in  such  a  quantity  of  this  vehicle 
as  is  necessary  to  saturate  them.  If  during  the  grinding  the  pigment  tends  to  set 
(dry)  spirit  of  turpentine  should  be  added.  For  extensive  paintings  die  colours  are 
kept  in  glass  vessels.  For  smaller  works  they  may  be  tied  up  in  bladdars  like 
colours  for  oil-painting.  The  same  colours  which  are  employed  in  oil  may  also  be 
used  in  encaustic  painting. 

''  It  is  essential  that  the  ground  on  which  the  painting  is  to  be  executed  shooU 
be  quite  dry.  Then  the  whole  surface  to  be  painted  is  to  be  washed  over  with 
milk.  When  this  is  dry  a  ground  of  encaustic  cokmr  is  to  be  spread  on  the  wall, 
the  artist  selecting  any  tcme  he  pleases.  This  being  done  the  sumoe  is  suffnred  to 
dry  well,  which  will  require  some  days,  as  it  is  important  that  the  colour  shouM  be 
in  no  danger  of  being  dissolved  by  subsequeut  operations.  The  artist  can  the^ 
begin  to  paint. 

^'  In  executing  ornaments  on  a  coloured  ground,  the  ground  nmst  be  composed 
of  two  or  three  coats  (not  too  thick),  each  of  which  should  be  allowed  to  dry  sepa* 
rately.  The  time  requwed  for  drying  varies  according  to  the  state  of  the  weather. 
As  soon  as  the  pigment  used  for  the  ground  is  no  longer  easily  di88oIved,-'*-a  degree 
of  hardness  which  it  often  attains  in  the  course  of  a  day,  the  paints  may  begin  to  work. 

*^  When  the  painting,  whether  consisting  ef  ornaments  or  other  subjects^  u 
finished  mkl  sufficiently  dry,  the  whcAe  is  to  be  thinly  passed  over  with  tlieeacauslie 
vehicle  applied  with  a  lai^  brush,  and  after  a  day  or  two  this  varnish  is  to  be 
heated  with  a  charcoal  fire^  to  such  a  degree,  however,  as  not  to  injitre  the  odours. 
The  result  is  an  equal  but  moderate  shine  over  the  whole  surface." 

Another  process,  practised  at  Munich  in  1843^  may  complete  this  list  of 
recipes  ^— 

To  a  pound  of  turpentine  (reinn),  evaporated  to  dryness  by  heat,  add  half 
;  a  pound  of  powdered  Daokara  resin,  and  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  bleached  wax,  cut 

into  small  pieces.    To  be  h^ed  as  before ;  and,  when  used,  to  be  diluted,  when 
necessary,  with  spirit  of  turpentine. 

A  mode  of  cleaning  wax  paintings  is  described,  together  with  the  materials 
now  used  by  the  French  artists^  in  Durosiez's  pamphlet,  before  quoted.

reeeiyed>  anong:  other  statements  by  him,  their  writteo  saactioDi : —  M^tfaodKofPaiotiiis: 

**  Wax  is,  in  chemical  language,  a  combination  of  cerine  and  myricine.  It  ia  a^»ptcd  ta  MumL 
a  peculiar  organic  substance,  resembling  fet,  but  yet  distinct  from  it.  Wax  is  ^^^  "^"^ 
unaiteiied.  by  exposure  to  air.  It  neither  becomes  harder  or  softer,  and  therefore 
does  not  eontnct  like  the  unctuou»  oils.  Exposed  to  light,  it  becomes  whiter. 
Girund,  in  his  history  of  ancient  paintings  relates  that  he  saw  in  an  Italian  cburcli 
two  large  wax  candles,  which  had  been  presented  in  the  year  1445,  and  which  he 
at  first  took  for  snow-white  marble  piUains.  On  breaking  the  surface,  he  found 
them  equally  white  internally.t 

**  Colours  mixed  with  wax  are  entirely  saturated  by  it.  Wax  and  cidours 
fonn  togetlier  a  more  solid,,  less  fusiUe  substance  than  wax  alone.  The  pigments 
remain  closely  united  with  the  wax.  No  skin,  appears  on  the  surface  of  the  picture, 
e^en  when  it^  wax  has  been  mixed  in  abundance  with  the  colours.  An  under- 
painting,  executed  with  wax  colours,  has  much  more  brightness  than  one  executed 
in  Oil.  A  siecond  painting  on  such  a  preparation  appears  bright  and  clear;  on. 
which  account  a  painting  in  which  wax  has  been  used  asi  the  vehicle  is  always 
faBnlliant.  When  an  oil  painting  at  twilight  begins  to  become  indistinct  to  the  eye, 
a  wax  painting  next  it  is  still  clearly  visible. 

'^  Wax  is  dissolved  in  volatile  oil,  which,  is  also  used  with  the  colours.  This 
volatile  oil  evaporates  ia  a  short  time,  and  assists  the  drying  of  the  colours. 

*'  Paintings  executed  with  wax  colours  cannot  crack,  (?)  for  the  under-painting 
dries  quickly  nam  the  ground.  The  ductility  and  tenacity  of  the  wax  prevent  its. 
cracking.  Thk  method  of  painting  has  also  the  advantage,  that  the  dissolving 
power  of  the  volatile  oil  which  is  used  in  the  after-painting  and  finishing  produces 
a  union  of  the  upper  and  under  layers,  by  which  means  the  whole  coloured  substance 
beeowes  intimately  united." 

The  statement  that  wax  has  no  tendency  to  ccack  is  true  as  regards  the  sub* 
stance  itself;  but  a  painting  thickly  executed  in  wax,  and  varnished  soon  after  its 
completion,  would  very  pro^bly  crack.  The  Germans  evade  this  difficulty,  and 
consider  resinous  varniskes  uimecessary  to  wax-painting*  The  French  artists  do 
not  exclude  a  final  varnish.  If  such  an  addition  bedeskable,  it  is  of  more  than 
ordinary  importance  to  select  a  resinous  solution  that  has  little  tendency  to  crack. 
The  Damara  varuii^  of  liucanus,  and  the  excellent  varnish  of  Soehuile  (which 
seems  to  be  analc^us  to  Field's  lacrvarnisb;^),  have  this  reputation.  The  latter 
has  also  the  agreeable  quality  of  being  pe^ectiy  dry  to  the  touch  within  a  few 
hours  after  its  application,  and  of  remaining  so.  It  never  becomes  discoloured. 
A  coat  of  white  point,  having  half  its  surface  varnished  with  this  liquid,  and  the 
other  half  with  mastic  varnish,  exhibits  a  great  difierence  of  tint  in  a  short  time ; 
the  portion  varnished  with  the  Soehnfee  varnish  retaining  its  first  appearance  un- 
altered. Its  defect  is  its  want  of  sufficient  body ;  there  seems  also  to  be  a  diffi- 
culty in  removing  it  from  the  surface  even  of  an  oil  picture.  The  Damara  varnish 
has  the  same  qualities  of  not  changing  colour,,  and  never  cracking ;  it  has  more 
body  than  Soehnfee's  preparation,  but  is  certainly  not  so  clear.  The  modes  of  pre- 
paring and  removing  it  are  described  by  Lucanus.§ 

Of  the  remaining  modes  of  painting  on  walls,  viz..  Fresco  and  Oil-painting, 
the  papers  already  published  on  the  former  may  be  sufficient  to  give  an  insight  into 
its  practice.  The  problems  yet  to  be  solved  are,  the  speedier  preparation  ot  a  lime 
adapted  for  Fresco-painting,1[  and  the  preparation  of  durable  colours  of  the  more 
florid  kind,  such  as  take  and  crimson. 

Sir  Humphry  Davy,  in  his  analysis  of  some  of  the  colours  of  the  ancients, 
found  some  vitrified  substances,  and  accordingly  expressed  his  conviction  that  glass 
firits  would  be  the  most  durable  of  coloured  materials,  if  they  could  be  so  prepared 
as  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  artist.  Dr.  Roux  is  of  the  same  opinion,  and  suggests 
that  '^  as  a  white  frit  possessed  of  sufficient  opacity  is  not  to  be  obtained,  the  oxide  of

MethodsofPainting  remarks  that  these  colours,  when  ground  to  the  degree  of  mieness  necessary  tj 
iScora^*^  ^""^     render  them  applicable  to  painting,  become  liable  to  all  the  chemical  changes  an 
affinities  of  the  substances  which  compose  them. 

The  adaptation  of  Oil-painting  to  walls  has  generally  found  less  favour  with 
painters  than  any  other  method^  from  the  numerous  examples  of  a  blackened 
surface  which  works  so  executed  present.  The  process  may  be  less  objected  to 
since  it  has  been  so  ably  employed  in  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts  at  Paris. 

A  mode  of  preparing  the  wall  so  as  to  efiectually  exclude  damp  was  described 
in  a  former  paper.;]:  The  preparations  used  by  Sebastian  del  Piombo,  and  recom* 
mended  by  Vasari,§  might  be  preferable,  as  they  contained  little  or  no  oil. 

In  this  mode  of  painting,  as  hitherto  practised,  all  absorption  from  the  ground 
is  cuj;  off  by  the  application  of  the  first  coat  or  hydrofuge  preparation ;  it  is,  there* 
fore,  essential  that  the  quantity  of  oil  should  be  diminished  in  the  under*painting. 
For  this  purpose  the  half  tempera  method,  which,  it  appears,  was  sometimes 
emploved  by  the  northern  Italian  schools  as  a  preparation  for  oil-painting,  would 
be  well  adapted.  But  the  application  of  a  composition  impenetrable  to  damp  is' 
not  incompatible  with  an  absorbent  ground  for  the  painting  itsdf.  Such  a  ground 
could  be  made  to  bind  firmly  to  the  hydrofuge  by  various  means ;  indeed  the  same 
mode  which  the  Italians  adopted  for  panels  woiUd  quite  answer  this  end.  These 
various  methods  are,  however,  so  intimately  connected  with  the  general  question 
respecting  the  early  practice  c^  Oil-painting,  that,  to  avoid  repetition,  they  n^y  be 
reserved  till  that  inquiry  can  receive  due  attention. 

A  method  invented  by  M.  Hussenot,  called  "  Peinture  a  I'Huile  en  Feuilles,'* 
consists  in  the  preparation  of  very  thin  sheets  of  oil  pigment  (for  example  white 
lead),  which  may  be  rolled  like  cloth.  They  may  be  made  of  any  sise,  or  may  be 
fitted  together  so  as  to  exhibit  no  joining.  A  sheet  of  paint,  so  prepared,  is  fastened 
in  a  temporary  manner  on  a  panel,  or  on  cloth  attached  to  a  stretching-frame,  and 
the  artist  completes  hh  picture.  When  dry  it  is  rolled  up,  carried  to  the  place  for 
which  it  is  destined,  and  permanently  fixed  to  the  waU,  being  then  made  to  adhere 
throughout  its  whole  surface,  probably  by  the  application  of  a  coat  of  white  lead, 
to  the  wall.  The  objection  to  this  mode  (to  say  nothing  of  the  oil  ground)  for 
important  paintings,  is  the  extreme  danger  of  accident  in  the  rolling  and  unrolling. 
For  ordinary  purposes  it  offers  great  facilities,  since  the  application  of  decorations 
in  oil  on  the  walls  of  rooms  or  on  shop  fronts  can  be  accomplished  in  a  few  hours, 
the  work  having  been  prepared  without  inconvenience  in  the  study  of  the  artist  V

Tbmpbra  may  be  said  to  possess  (resistance  to  water  excepted)  all  the  advantages  Description  of  the 

of  other  modes  of  painting,  without  many  of  their  disadvantages.   It  is  not  acted  on  Temper^*^*^"**** 

diemieally  by  smoke  as  oil  paint  is ;  its  foimdation-white  is  an  earth  which  is  neither 

blackened  nor  in  any  way  changed  by  any  gas  that  may  occur  in  the  atmosphere, 

like  the  white  lead  that  is  the  basis  of  oil  paint,  whicn  is  liable  to  be  discoloured 

by  the  sulphuretted  hydrogen  constantly  escaping  from  drains  and  coal  fires.   Size 

(the  vehicle  used  in  tempera)  has  no  chemical  action  on  the  metallic  oxides;  it 

reflects  light,  instead  of  absorbing  it  like  oil.     But  it  cannot  be  washed ;  itself  a 

water-colour,  water  will  remove  that  which  it  will  put  on.     Remove  this  difficulty, 

and  the  artist  possesses  eyerything  he  can  desire, — purity  and  permanency  of  colour, 

breadth  and  facility  of  handling,  and  durability. 

,  This,  we  believe,  our  invention  fully  accomplishes.  The  patent  kalsomine 
is,  in  fact,  a  washable  tempera.  It  is,  like  ordinary  tempera,  applied  to  a  surface 
by  the  medium  of  size.  It  differs  only  in  the  care  with  which  the  size  has  been 
prepared)  and  the  greater  quantity  employed.  When  painted,  it  would  wash  off 
again,  like  any  other  tempera,  but  for  an  after-process,  in  which  the  great  novelty 
of  our  invention  consists. 

As  this  after-process  may  be  applied  with  equal  success  to  other  substances 
besides  size,  equally  susceptible  of  being  employed  as  vehicles  for  painting,  we  will 
hneRy  state  the  nature  of  the  invention^  and,  in  the  present  account,  limit  ourselves 
to  giving  those  particulars  most  necessary  to  explain  its  application  to  the  higher 
branches  of  decorative  art,  or  to  the  purposes  of  the  artist.  Its  treatment,  when 
applied  to  plain  house-painting,  is  much  more  simple. 

,  The  invention  consists  in  using,  as  vehicles  for  painting,  certain  substances 
soluble  in  water,  which,  by  the  after  application  of  chemical  agents  or  re-agents, 
can.  be  rendered  insoluble  in  water.  Thus,  the  paintings  so  treated  are  susceptible 
of  being  cleaned  by  waiihmg. 

It  is  well  known  that  many  chemical  agents,  when  brought  into  contact  with 
albumen  or  gelatine  in  solution,  form,  with  them,  insoluble  compounds. 

Moreover,  a  soap  of  wax,  or  of  certain  resinous  substances,  being  an  alkaline 
compound,  would  be  decomposed  by  an  acid  or  earthy  re-agent,  and  the  wax  or 
resin  restored  to  its  originally  insoluble  state. 

As  this  effect  is  produced  by  alum,  or  by  the  acetate  of  alumina,  in  solution,  and 
as  these  also  form  an  insoluble  compound  with  albumen,  and  with  size  of  a  certain 
quality^  all  these  vehicles  may  be  used  together,  in  the  same  picture,  according  to 
Uie  qudity  of  the  surface  or  mode  of  working  which  the  artist  may  require  for  pro- 
ducing a  satisfactory  effect. 

Clear,  lustrous,  and  opaque  lights,  not  liable  to  darken  or  sinJe;  transparent 
shadows  and  dark  colours,  easily  spread  and  glazed  on,  free  from  gloss  and  reflec- 
tion ;  these  are  the  qualities  it  is  most  desirable  to  combine,  if  possible,  in  all  paint- 
ings intended  for  decoration.  These  effects  may  be  obtained  by  the  following 
treatment : — 

Size  being  the  best  vehicle  for  all  body  colouc&  and  lights,  from  not  changing 
colour,  and  from  its  being  naturaUy  tough,  not  liable  to  crack  or  peel,  and  m)m 
its  not  absorbing  light,  we  recommend  that  the  white  paint,  and  all  light  bright 
body  colours,  be  mixed  with  size. 

For  the  shadows  and  dark  colours  a  transparent  vehicle  is  best,  that  they  may 
be  rich  and  deep  in  tone,  and  recede  from  the  eye.  It  is,  therefore,  desirable  to 
grind  up  the  brown,  red,  green,  and  dark  blue  colours  in  the  soap  of  wax,  as  oil 
colours  are  in  linseed-oil. 

Besides  this,  to  thin  the  colours  so  prepared  for  working,  a  vehicle  is  required 
to  be  used,  as  spirits  of  turpentine  are  used  in  oil-painting,  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
fluidity  to  the  size  colour  in  finishing  up,  or  for  laying  on  semi-opaque  washes  of 
body  colour.    The  white  of  egg,  beaten  up  with  an  equal  weight  of  water^  is  the 
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best  thinning  vehicle.  It  forms,  with  the  reagent,  a  particularly  intractable 
coagulum,  which,  being  tery  opaque^  will  be  found  as  good  for  the  light  colours  as 
it  is  useful  in  neutralizing  whatever  gloss  the  soap  of  wax  might  give  the  deep 
colours,  according  to  the  proportions  in  which  these  vehicles  are  combined.  This 
must  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  artist. 

If  the  lights  and  white  are  thus  mixed  with  size,  and  the  darks  and  colours 
with  soap  of  wax,  every  gradation  of  opacity  will  be  obtained  by  the  simple  mixing 
of  the  colours.  The  shadows  will  recede  and  the  lights  will  come  forward  by  the 
optical  properties  of  the  vehicles — an  advantage  of  great  value  in  the- hands  of  an 
intelligent  artist,  which  cannot  be  wholly  and  permanently  obtained  in  oil,  in  fresco, 
or  in  tempera.  For  in  oil  the  lights  sink  from  the  action  of  the  01/  on  the  vfhite, 
and  become  discoloured  fromsthe  action  of  the  atmosphere  tm  the  ot/and  tbriers^ 
while  the  rich  dark  tints  become  dingy.  In  fresco,  the  absence  of  gloss  in  all  tints 
alike  is  accompanied  by  a  dulness  and  meagreness  of  tone  and  texture  which  puts 
fine  colouring  and  effect  out  of  the  question,  besides  the  difficulties  of  mftnipulation 
and  risks  of  the  process.  And  though  in  tempera  a  greater  richness  and  depth  of 
tone  and  efieet  may  be  aimed  at,  with  all  the  rapidity  of  execution  and  breadth  of 
fi'esco,  it  cannot  be  cleaned,  and  in  the  climate  of  England  it  is  socm  defrayed  by 
damp,  which  destroys  and  decomposes  the  size  used  as  a  vehicle. 

But  when  our  process  has  been  applied  to  a  picture  so  painted,  it  is  no  longer 
susceptible  of  this  decomposition.  The  painting,  when  finished,  is  washed  over 
with  a  solution  of  alum,  or  the  acetate  of  alumina.  This  renders  the  sisse  (as  well 
as  the  other  vehicles)  insoluble  in  water.  It  is  converted  into  a  kind  of  horn,  or 
tanned,  much  in  the  same  way  as  sheepskins  are  converted  into  **  whitleather.** 

We  have  said  that  a  certain  care  is  necessary  in  the  selection  of  the  sae.  It 
is  a  fact  known  to  chemists,  and  perhaps  only  to  them,  that  there  are  two  varieties 
of  size  possessing  exactly  the  same  external  qualities,  but  differing  in  this,  that  the 
one  kind  is  not  coagulated  by  alum,  and  the  other  iV.  The  former  has  the  name 
of  gelatine^  the  latter  that  of  chondrine.  Fish-glue,  or  size  made  from  isinglass,  is 
an  example  of  the  gelatine  variety ;  and  tempera  made  with  this  will  not  be 
rendered  washable  by  being  subsequently  treated  with  alum. 

Size  that  will  coagulate  is  procured  from  the  tendons  of  animals,  and,  con- 
sequently, abundantly  from  such  parts  of  their  skins  as  have  many  tendons  inserted 
into  them.  Hie  parts  about  the  head  are  well  fitted  to  make  fiize  proper  for  our 
purpose.  A  simple  method  of  ascertaining  whether  size  is  fit  or  not  is  to  warm  a 
little  of  it,  just  to  the  melting  point,  but  no  more,  as  it  would  injure  the  fixing  pro- 

{)erty,  and  pour  into  it  a  little  strong  alum-water.  If  the  size  immediately  coagu- 
ate,  it  is  fit  for  our  purpose. 

As  chondrine,  by  keeping,  gradually  changes  into  gelatine,  and  becomes  unfit 
for  our  purpose,  because  it  cannot  then  he  fixed,  it  is  quite  necessary,  to  use  it  very 
fresh,  to  mix  up  only  as  nrach  white  paint  as  will  last  three  or  four  days,  and  ia 
summer  to  keep  it  in  a  cool  place. 

Another  important  precaution  is  to  use  only  such  colours,  with  size  or  with 
albumen,  as  do  not  decompose,  effervesce,  or  dissolve,  in  the  "  fixing  solution  or 
re-agent.**  Their  fitness  is  easily  tested,  like  the  size,  by  pouring  a  little  of  the 
solution  on  a  sample  of  the  colour.  All  the  carbonates  of  earths  and  metals  are 
unsuitable ;  all  the  vegetable  lakes  made  with  chalk,  but  as  the  latter  are  exceed* 
ingly  fugitive  their  unfitness  is  no  loss. 

The  white  we  prefer  to  use  as  a  basis  is  Porcelain  clay,  a  compound  of  pure 
alumina  and  silica.  It  possesses  none  of  that  dry  meagre  wlntenessr  common  to 
ehalk  or  baTytes,but  a  certain  silky  lustre  not  easy  to  describe ;  yet  most  agreeable 
to  the  eye.  Besides  this,  clay  retains  water  with  much  tenacity,  and  therefore 
tempera  executed  with  it  does  not  dry  so  inconveniently  fast.  It  is  also  less  absorbent 
in  use  than  other  whites. 

We  beat  it  up  with  water  into  a  paste  to  the  consistency  of  butter,  and  add 
from  half  to  two-thirds  of  the  weight  of  the  paste,  of  strong  double  size.  The  wiiole 
must  be  well  mixed  and  passed  through  a  muslin ;  it  must  then  be  set  aside  to  cool 
till  it  begins  to  set  or  gelatinize,  and  then  beaten  up  with  a  spatula. 

j^s  it  is  desirable  to  use  as  nrach  size  as  possible,  that  the  paint  may  be  solid 
when  fixed,  and  as  size  alone  is  inconvenient  to  use,  from  its  setting,  when  the 
paint  is  made  so  strong,  we  recommend  the  previous  preparation  of  the  size  in  the 
following  manner,  to  make  it  work  more  soft  and  dry  less  rapidly : — If  a  solution  of 
white  tallow  soap  in  16  times  its  weight  of  water  be  prepared  by  long  boiling  and 
kept  for  use,  about  two  oimces  of  this  solution  to  every  pound  of  size,  with  a  table- 
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spoonful  of  drying  oil,  stirred  in  when  the  size  is  just  melted,  will  be  found  a  great        Appiroix. 
improvement.     The  size  will  then  work  easily,  give  more  body  to  the  colour ;  and  n^5. 

further,  the  fixing  solution  will  act  Dn  this  mixture  in  such  a  manner,  that  after  its  Deseriptionofthe 
application  the  surface  will  be  impervious  to  water  or  damp.  Patent  Kaleomine 

Or,  a  little  white  wax  may  be  incorporated  with  the  soap  by  means  of  heat,  Tempera, 
and  then  brought  to  the  consistence  of  .krd,  by  adding  water,  instead  of  the  oil; 

But  as  a  general  rule,  we  would  suggest,  that  as  the  coagulated  size  and 
albumeo  Are  the  m<^  einiple  and  unalterable  vehicles,  we  make  a  point  of  being  as 
sparing  in  the  use  of  any  addition,  as  possible. 

The  best  fixing  solutions  are  alum,  and  the  acetate  of  alumina  or  mordant 
of  the  calico  printers.  For  all  choice  and  delicate  work  we  prefer  the  latter. 
The  strength  of  the  solution  should  be  such,  that  a  pint  of  water  shall  contain 
about  an  ounce  of  alum,  as  a  maximum. 

If  after  dissolving  the  alum  in  -warm  water,  about  one^nth  of  its  wright 
of  chalk  be  added,  and  when  the  eflFervescence  has  ceaaed,  about  three-quarters  of 
itsireight  of  acetate  of  lead,  sulphate  of  lead  will  be  precipitated,  and  the  acetate 
remain  in  solution  fit  for  use. 

This  fixing  solution  is  applied  with  a  large  brush,  taking  care  (if  the  painting 
be  on  a  wall)  that  no  more  be  applied  than  the  paint  will  absorb,  without  letting 
any  run  down  alon^  the  painting. 

If  after  the  pctiire  is  quite  dry,  it  be  washed  a  second  time  with  a  lather  of 
soap,  the  latter  will  combine  with  the  excess  of  alum  left  by  the  first  wash,  and  fill 
up  the  pores  of  the  fixed  distemper  with  a  soap  of  alumina  that  resists  the  farther 
introduction  of  water  or  damp.  This  is  in  case  the  soap  should  not  have  been 
combined  with  the  size  in  mixing,  which,  nevertheless,  we  reconmiend  in  pre- 
ference. 

Lastly,  we  must  caution  those  who  use  size  combined  in  the  manner  we 
recommend,  with  fatty  substances  in  very  minute  proportions — ^to  be  not  the  less 
scrupulous  in  using  their  size  quite  fresh,  and  not  keeping  much  paint  mixed  at  a 
time.  For  although  size  so  combined  would  not  turn  sour,  or  smell,  or  appear  in 
the  least  decomposed,  its  fixing  property  is  not  the  less  destroyed  in  about  the 
same  time  that  it  would  be  without  this  mixture.  And  although  a  little  sulphate 
of  zinc  added  to  the  size  will  preserve  it  fit  for  our  purpose  several  weeks,  size  so 
treated  will  not  work  with  albumeny  because  the  sulphate  of  zinc  coagulates  the 
latter* 

Such  is  the  general  nature  and  best  way  of  applying  the  patent  Kalsomine 
Tempera,  which  I  shall  be  happy  to  substantiate  by  any  trials  which  the  Com* 
missioners  may  be  pleased  to  direct.

By  the  CoMMissioNEas  for  the  British   Fisheries,  of  their 
Proceedings,  Year  ended  5th  April  1843  ; — being 
Fishing  1842.

AS  the  Commissioners  last  year  reported  the  gratifying  fact  that  667,245 J 
Barrels  of  Herrings  had  been  cured  during  tha  Fishing  of  the  year  ended 
5th  April  1842,  thus  producing  an  excess  over  the  highest  Fishing  ever  known 
of  no  less  than  109,983  Barrels,  it  cannot  be  a  matter  of  surprise  that  their 
present  Report  for  the  year  ended  5th  April  1843,  should  fall  somewhat  short  of 
a  quantity  so  very  remarkable ;  but  the  total  number  of  Barrels  of  Herrings 
cured  during  the  year  now  under  consideration  was  still  very  great,  as  it 
amounted  to  623,419f,  showing  a  surplus  of  66,157  J  Barrels  over  any  year 
previous  to  that  last  reported  on :  the  number  of  Barrels  officially  branded  was 
162,713,  which,  though  less  than  the  nmnber  reported  last  year,  is  entirely  to 
be  explained  by  the  diminution  in  the  grand  total  cured,  for  the  Brand  continues 
to  grow  in  estimation  and  importance  with  the  Curers  and  Merchants,  as  affording 
the  only  security  of  the  excellence  of  the  article  of  merchandize,  when  passing 
from  one  hand  to  another  on  the  continent  of  Europe.  One  important  fact 
requires  particularly  to  be  noticed,  that,  notwithstanding  the  decrease  in  the 
Total  Cure,  the  quantity  exported  was  291,800  J  Barrels,  being  an  increase 
of  7,064^  Barrels  over  the  Export  of  the  previous  year,  large  as  was  its  Total 
Cure. 

In  the  Cod  and  Ling  department  there  have  been  77,207  J  cwts.  cured,  making 
an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  358^cwts.,  whilst  the  greater  home 
consumption  has  produced  a  trifling  decrease  both  in  the  quantity  officially 
punched,  and  in  that  exported. 

The  Commissioners  have  been  long  aware,  that,  although  these  returns  are 
strictly  accurate  in  themselves,  they  fiimish  but  an  imperfect  view  of  the 
quantities  of  Herrings,  Cod,  Ling,  Task  and  Hake  which  are  annually  caught, 
seeing  that  no  account  whatsoever  has  been  hitherto  taken  of  the  quantities  of 
these  different  kinds  of  Fish  which  have  been  sold  for  immediate  consumption, 
or  disposed  of  otherwise  than  as  accounted  for  by  the  Officers  in  their  Curing 
Returns ;  as  the  Fish  of  these  different  kinds  thus  promptly  disposed  of  cannot 
possibly  come  under  the  same  strict  supervision  on  the  part  of  the  Board's 
Officers  that  those  which  are  cured  necessarily  do,  any  account  taken  of  them 
must  be  greatly  short  of  the  real  quantity ;  yet  such  an  approximation  might  be 
made  to  a  full  return,  as  might  be  valuable  to  such  an  extent  as  it  may  be 
collected ;  directions  have  accordingly  been  issued  to  the  Board's  Officers  for 
this  purpose,  which  afford  a  reasonable  expectation  that  some  such  return  may 
be  made  in  next  Report,  and  although  the  total  quantity  of  the  fish  so  disposed 
of  may  not  be  discovered,  the  return  of  them  will  yet  at  least  be  free  from  all 
risk  of  giving  an  exaggerated  view. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  present  return,  that  whilst  there  is  a  decrease  of  no 
less  than  71  boats  from  the  total  number  of  the  former  year,  there  is  an  increase 
of  1,299  Fishermen,  which  proves  the  gratifying  circumstance  that  a  very  general 
enlargement  has  taken  place  in  the  size  of  the  boats  employed  in  the  Fisheries, 
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an  improvement  which  has  always  been  an  object  of  great  solicitude  to  the 
Board. 

As  a  very  general  desire  exists  among  the  Fishermen  and  Fish  Curers  that  the 
Board  would  make  some  representation  as  to  the  great  benefit  that  would  arise 
to  the  British  Fisheries  if  Herrings  could  be  admitted  at  moderate  duties  into 
Spain,  France,  Belgium  and  Russia,  the  Commissioners  beg  to  bring  this  most 
important  subject  under  notice. 

In  the  important  branch  of  Police  the  Commissioners  have  to  report,  that, 
from  the  activity  of  the  Board's  Officers  both  by  sea  and  land,  the  most  perfect 
order  has  continued  to  be  preserved  among  the  Fishermen  all  around  the  coasts, 
and  that  aggressions  of  all  kinds  have  been  restrained,  whilst  many  disputes 
have  been  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties,  by  the  arbitration  of  the  Board's 
Officers. 

During  the  summer  of  the  year  now  under  consideration,  the  Secretary,  in 
order  to  complete  his  knowledge  of  the  coasts  under  the  Board's  superintendence, 
made  a  voyage  around  the  whole  of  England  and  its  Islands,  during  which  he 
visited  and  carefully  inspected  all  the  Fishing  Stations  ;  the  result  of  this  has 
been  that  the  Board  has  been  enabled  to  make  a  new  and  more  perfect  arrange- 
ment of  the  English  Fishery  Districts,  so  as  to  ensure  more  complete  returns  of 
the  Fisheries  ;  that  the  Officers  will  thus  also  have  it  in  their  power  to  extend 
the  sphere  of  their  advice  very  beneficially  to  the  Fishermen  and  Curers,  in 
regard  to  the  proper  mode  of  Fishing  and  of  Cure,  and  consequently  to  give 
encouragement  and  perhaps  extension  to  the  Fisheries,  has  been  already 
satisfactorily  proved. 

The  Harbour  Works  to  be  noticed  within  the  period  of  the  year  to  which  this 
Report  refers,  are  miscellaneous ;  the  Commissioners  ordered  Buoys  to  be  laid 
down  to  mark  off  the  fair  way  into  Pitullic  Harbour,  at  an  expense  of  25/.  10^., 
one-fourth  part  of  which  was  borne  by  the  proprietor.  Sir  John  Forbes,  Baronet. 
Certain  necessary  repairs  and  alterations  were  made  at  Skipness  Harbour,  at  an 
expense  of  114/.  Ss.  3rf.,  one-third  part  of  which  sum  was  borne  by  the 
proprietor,  Captain  Campbell,  of  Skipness.  The  additional  works  found  necessary 
to  complete  the  Harbour  of  Sarcht  not  having  been  finished  within  thcyear  now 
under  consideration,  will  be  noticed  in  the  Board's  next  Report.  Ine  most 
important  work  of  all,  however,  is  the  Harbour  of  Dunbar,  which  has  been 
vigorously  carried  on,  notwithstanding  the  occasional  checks  which  it  has  met 
with  from  the  storms  of  a  very  untoward  season,  some  of  which  demolished 
such  parts  of  the  work  as  had  not  reached  its  full  height.  With  the  approbation 
of  the  Treasury,  the  Board  employed  Mr.  Walker,  the  Engineer,  to  give  a  report 
on  this  Harbour,  and  it  was  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioners  to  find  that  he 
fully  approved  of  the  plan  as  laid  down  by  the  Board's  Ikigineer.  As  this 
extensive  work  cannot  be  entirely  finished  for  a  year  to  come,  any  full  statement 
regarding  it,  or  account  as  to  the  outlay  connected  with  it,  must,  for  the  present, 
be  postponed. 

The  Commissioners  have  to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  Robert  Muir,  General 
Inspector  of  the  Wesf  Coast,  to  whose  vacant  situation  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury  appointed  Mr.  Robert  Nicolson,  Officer  at  Bristol.  The  following 
Officers  also  died  during  this  year,  James  M'Alister,  Officer  at  Stornoway,  John 
Wares,  Officer  at  Eyemouth,  James  Munn,  Officer  at  Campbeltown,  and  James 
Robertson,  Officer  at  Dumfries,  and  a  sixth  district  vacancy  was  occasioned  by  the 
superannuation  of  Mr.  Robert  Bannatyne,  Officer  at  Leith.  These  vacancies  in 
the  Board's  List  of  Officers  were  filled  up  by  the  appointment  by  the  Treasury  of 
Messrs.  Archibald  Cameron,  Alexander  Sutherland,  junior,  John  Robertson, 
Alexander  McDonald,  Gordon  NicoU  and  Laurence  Lamb. 

The  Fund  under  the  administration  of  the  Board,  for  giving  aid  for  the  repair 
of  the  Boats  of  poor  Fishermen  in  Scotland,  has  been  carefully  distributed  in  small 
sums  to  those  applicants  who  were  proved  to  be  most  necessitous,  an  account 
of  which  will  be  foimd  in  the  Appendix.  But  although  much  good  has  neces- 
sarily been  done  in  this  way,  the  Commissioners  must  continue  to  repeat  their 
firm  conviction,  already  more  than  once  stated,  that  this,  or  any  other  such  sum 
of  money  would  be  much  more  beneficially  bestowed  "  in  giving  encouragement 
for  the  formation  among  the  Fishermen  of  friendly  societies,  for  the  repair  of  their 
boats  in  the  various  fishing  districts." 
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The  Commissioners  beg  to  present  the  following  Accounts  of  the  Fishing  for 
the  year  ended  5th  April  1843, — being  Fishing  1842  ;  viz.

In  recapitulating  the  substance  of  these  Accounts,  and  comparing  them  with 
those  in  the  Report  of  the  previous  year,  the  following  results  will  be  discovered  : 

The  total  quantity  of  Herrings  cured  within  the  period  of  this  Report  was 
623,419  f  barrels ;  the  total  quantity  found  entitled  to  the  Official  Stamp,  under 
the  Act  1  Will.  4,  c,  54,  was  162,713,  and  the  total  quantity  exported  was 
291, 800^,  being  a  decrease  from  the  preceding  year  of  43,825:|  barrels  in  the 
quantity  cured,  and  of  28,209  ^  in  that  branded,  but  an  increase  of  7,064^  barrels 
in  the  quantity  exported.  It  will  also  be  seen,  that  while  in  the  former  year 
133,539  barrels  were  assorted  after  the  Dutch  mode,  and  branded  accordingly, 
in  the  year  now  under  consideration  114,614  were  so  assorted  and  branded,  being 
a  decrease  of  18,925  barrels. 

In  the  Cod  and  Ling.  Department  it  will  Ukewise  be  seen,  that  there  is  an 
increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  358  J  cwts.  in  the  quantity  cured,  but  a  small 
decrease  both  in  the  quantity  punched  or  branded,  and  also  in  that  exported. 

In  the  Boat  Account  it  will  further  be  seen,  that  in  the  present  year  12,405 
boats^  manned  by  54,282  Fishermen  and  Boys,  were  employed  in  the  Shore-curing 
Department  of  the  Fishery,  and  that  the  total  number  of  persons  engaged  therein 
was  90,435,  being  a  decrease  from  the  preceding  year  of  71  Boats,  but  an  increase 
of  1,299  Fishermen,  and  of  597  in  the  total  number  of  persons  employed. 

In  conclusion,  the  Conmiissioners  have  only  to  add,  that  whilst  the  advantages 
which  the  Fisheries  receive  from  the  superintendence  of  the  Board  and  its  Officers 
are  daily  becoming  more  apparent,  no  endeavours  shall  be  wanting  on  their  part 
to  extend  them  to  the  utmost  hmits^  so  as  to  make  this  great  and  exhaustless 
source  of  national  wealth  as  productive  as  possible.

THE 

THIRTIETH    REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS 

Appointed  for  the  purposes  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  59th  year  of  the  reign 
of  his  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  intituled,  **  An  ACT  to  repeal 
two  Acts,  made  in  the  fifty-fourth  and  fifty-fifth  years  of  his  present 
Majesty,  for  maintaining  and  keeping  in  REPAIR  certain  Roads  and 
Bridges  in  Scotland ;  to  provide  more  effectually  for  that  purpose,  and 
for  Regulation  of  Ferries  in  Scotland/' 

Ordered,  by  The  House  of  Commons,  to  be  Printed,  26  March  1844. 


NO  extraordinary  casualty  occurred  during  the  year  1848  to  the  Works  under 
the  charge  of  the  Commissioners,  which  remained  up  to  the  present  month 
in  their  ordinary  condition  of  good  Repair,  notwithstanding  the  recurrence  of 
very  severe  snow  storms,  occasioning  much  interruption  to  travelling. 

The  various  local  Improvements  in  the  County  of  Inverness  which  have  en- 
gaged the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  since  the  Summer  of  1842,  have  made 
considerable  progress.  On  the  Beauly  Road,  being  th  eprincipal  Line  of  those 
on  which  the  imposition  of  a  Toll  for  the  special  purpose  of  Improvement  was 
recommended  by  the  County,  four  small  Bridges  have  been  widened  at  an 
expense  of  118?. ;  Parapets  and  a  Sea-wall,  at  Clachnarry,  have  been  built  at  a 
cost  of  216/.,  and  the  Footpath  from  Telford-street  to  the  Canal  Bridge  has  been 
extended  and  widened  at  a  cost  of  85 1. ;  together  showing  an  outlay  of  418/.  for 
permanent  Improvements.  It  is  hoped  in  the  course  of  the  coming  season  to 
effect  some  amendment  of  the  difficult  approaches  to  Beauly  Bridge. 

On  the  Invermorriston  Road,  the  least  protected  Line  under  the  care  of  the 
Board,  about  two  and  a  half  miles  of  the  most  dangerous  part  between 
Inverness  and  Urquhart,  has  been  improved  by  extensive  Rock-cutting;  by 
building  Breast^walls  and  Parapets,  at  an  expense  of  715/.;  land  levels  and 
measurements  have  been  taken  for  the  improvement  of  the  whole  Line,  so  soon 
ae  the  means  shall  be  forthcoming.

On  the  Fort  William  Road  the  same  operations  have  been  resorted  to  for 
widening  and  protecting  the  worst  portion  of  the  Line  between  Fort  William  and 
the  Corran  Ferry,  at  a  cost  of  307  /. 

On  the  Boleskine  Road,  an  opposition  which  was  raised  to  the  Toll  at  Scani- 
port,  placed  at  the  request  of  the  County,  and  now  removed  to  the  Junction  of 
the  Drummond  Road,  has  greatly  diminished  the  return ;  its  proceeds  have 
been  applied  to  the  improvement  of  the  Line  near  Dores. 

The  new  Nairn  Branch  of  the  Fort  George  Road  is  now  consolidated  and 
coming  into  general  use ;  the  Tolls  have  not  disappointed  expectation.  A  Toll- 
house has  been  erected  near  Campbell  town,  at  a  cost  of  98/. 

The  General  Assessment  on  the  County  of  Inverness  has  been  increased 
beyond  its  usual  amount  by  several  heavy  extraordinary  Repairs ;  particularly 
the  restoration  of  extensive  Breast- walls  on  the  Loch  Laggan  and  the  Loch  Lochy 
Side  Roads.  On  the  Badenoch  Road  the  timber  planking  of  the  Findhom 
Bridge  has  been  renewed  and  coated  with  asphaltic  composition,  and  the  Bridge 
painted. 

In  the  Isle  of  Skye  contracts  have  now  been  entered  into  for  the  repairs  of 
almost  all  the  Roads ;  having  for  the  last  two  years  been  repaired  by  labourers 
employed  at  daily  wages,  under  the  Sub-inspectors. 

In  the  County  of  Ross  the  approach  to  Dingwall  at  Pitglassie  has  been  im- 
proved by  Rock-cutting,  and  building  Breast-walls  and  Parapets,  at  an  expense 
of  232/.  Similar  Works  on  the  Contin  Road  have  caused  an  outlay  of  142/.; 
and  the  protection  of  733  yards  of  the  Kessock  Branch  Road  by  a  timber  railing, 
and  the  widening  of  two  small  Bridges  at  Munlochy,  has  cost  about  102/. 

In  the  Counties  of  Sutherland  and  Caithness  the  extra  Repairs  have  been 
confined  to  the  building  of  264  yards  of  Parapets  at  Lede  More  Wood  and  Evelix, 
at  an  expense  of  73/. 

In  the  County  of  Argyll  some  permanent  Improvement  has  been  effected  on 
the  Ardnoe  and  Dalmally  Roads.  The  balance  of  the  contract  price  of  the 
alteration  of  Ault-na-feidh  on  the  Glenco  Road  (162/.)  has  been  paid,  and  the 
Commissioners  were  enabled  to  make  an  arrangement  for  the  completion  of  the 
Bridge  of  Baha,  for  the  sum  of  180/.,  postponing  payment  of  the  contract  price 
to  the  present  year.  They  thus  secured  the  establishment  of  a  Coach  between 
Glasgow  and  Fort  William,  which  has  been  running  (they  understand  with 
profit)  during  the  past  Summer. 

The  extremely  neglected  condition  of  the  two  principal  thoroughfares  of  the 
Royal  Burgh  of  Dingwall,  connecting  the  Dingwall  Road  with  the  Strathpeffer 
Road  and  the  Great  North  Road,  have  long  been  the  subject  of  well-founded 
complaint.  The  Municipal  Authorities  have  made  repeated  applications  to  the 
Commissioners  for  assistance,  pleading  the  total  want  of  corporation  funds  for 
the  Repair,  and  urging  that  the  Commissioners  have  for  many  years  levied  Tolls, 
within  the  Royalty  of  the  Burgh,  on  Roads  originally  made  and  still  maintained 
by  them  under  the  provisions  of  the  Highland  Road  Repair  Acts.  The  Com- 
missioners are  fully  alive  to  the  extreme  inconvenience  at  present  sustained  by 
the  public,  and  they  would  willingly  co-operate  with  the  County  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  powers  given  by  the  3  &  4  Will.  4,  c.  33,  s.  7,  to  assume  the  future 
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charge  of  those  portions  of  the  Streets  of  the  Burgh  whioh  connect  the  Lines 
already  under  their  care,  provided  the  previous  conditions  (involving  a  Repair 
to  the  extent  of  about  336/.)  be  fulfilled  ;  but  they  hav6  not  the  power  to  supply 
this  sum  from  their  own  funds,  and  they  see  no  sufficient  reason  for  seeking 
a  legislative  relaxation  of  the  condition  which  imposes  the  burden  upon  the 
Applicants. 

The  whole  of  the  Assessments  upon  the  Counties  have  been  paid  up,  and  the 
usual  allowance  for  the  current  year  received  from  the  Exchequer.  The  general 
expenses  of  management,  &c.,  including  about  98 1,  incurred  in  connexion  with 
the  Caithness  District  Roads^  have  been  2,343/. 

It  will  be  observed  that  on  each  of  the  Invermorriston,  Beauly,  and  Fort 
William  Parapet  (or  permanent  Improvement)  Accounts,  a  balance  was  at  the 
close  of  the  year  due  from  the  Commissioners.  Of  these  balances,  two  have 
been  since  extinguished,  and  the  third  will  shortly  be  so. 

The  Commissioners  annex  a  Tabular  view  of  the  Assessments  payable  by  the 
Counties,  under  the  operation  of  the  Road  Repair  Acts,  during  the  last  four 
years ;  and  also  of  the  Net  Proceeds  of  the  Toll  Dues  collected  in  the  Counties 
of  Caithness,  Ross,  and  Inverness,  during  the  same  period.

REPORT  of  Mr,  Vrovis  on  the  Portion  of  the  Holyhead  Road  between  London  and 

Shrewsbury. 


To  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  &c. 

My  Lord  and  Gentlemen,                                                        London,  7  August  1844.  Appendix,  No.  i. 

In  obedience  to  the  directions  conveyed  to  me  in  your  letter,  I  have  examined  that  portion  jj^^  j^y^  Previa** 

of  the  Holyhead  Road  which  extends  from  Shrewsbury  to  London,  and  beg  leave  to  lay  *  Report, 

before  you  the  following  Report  on  the  present  state  thereof.  _ 

Between  Shrewsbury  and  Haygate,  the  surface  of  the  Road,  though  rather  rough  in  a  few 
places  on  the  first  three  or  four  miles,  is  in  good  order.  Some  trees  at  the  entrance  to  Lord 
JBerwick's  park  should  be  lopped,  as  the  branches  extend  considerably  over  the  Road. 

The  whole  of  the  surface  from  Haygate  to  Shiffnal  is  in  good  order,  particularly  that  part 
which  is  south  of  Priors  Lee.  An  improvement  has  been  eJSfected  by  rasing  the  steep  ascent 
near  Watling-street  toll-house.  Part  of  the  fences  between  Ketley  and  Snedshill  are  in  a 
bad  state,  and  ought  to  be  repaired. 

The  surface  between  Shiffnal  and  Cosford  Brook  is  in  fair  travelling  order,  but  appears  to 
be  rather  weak  in  places.  Hence  to  Tattenhal  it  is  in  better  condition,  though  occasionally 
too  flat,  and  the  sides  require  trimming.  Proceeding  to  Wolverhampton  the  Road  is  in 
good  order. 

From  Wolverhampton  to  Bilston  the  surface  is  good,  but  in  several  places  the  fences 
are  too  low.  If  the  footpaths  were  raised  and  bordered  with  stone,  they  would  assist  in 
giving  security  to  the  travelling.  Continuing  on  to  Birmingham,  the  Uoad  is  in  every 
respeQt  in  good  condition. 

Between  Birmingham  and  Stonebridge  the  surface  is  very  good,  the  sides  clean,  and  the 
borders  neatly  defined.  Hence  to  Allesby  tollgate,  the  suriace  is  in  fair  order,  but  its  cross 
section  is  not  so  perfect,  nor  are  the  sides  so  neatly  kept  as  on  the  last  length.  The  whole 
of  the  Road  between  Allesby  tollgate  and  Coventry,  is  in  good  condition.  Some  fencing 
is  wanted  where  there  is  a  low  place  close  to  the  side  of  the  Road,  at  the  entrance  to  the 
last-mentioned  town. 

The  first  half  of  the  stage  between  Coventry  and  Dunchurch,  is  far  from  being  in  good 
order,  the  surface  is  rough,  and  so  flat  transversely  that  the  water  lies  in  many  parts  of  it 
The  other  half  of  the  stage  is  better,  though  rough  and  flat  in  places,  and  the  borders  are 
neater. 

Proceeding  from  Dunchurch  to  Daventry:  With  the  exception  of  the  last  half  mile, 
which  is  in  mir  order,  this  piece  of  Road  is  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  state ;  the  surface  is 
worn  down  so,  that  the  water  lies  in  small  pools  on  several  parts  of  it,  and  the  side  channels 
are  covered  with  weeds. 


Between  Daventry  and  Towcester  the  surface  of  the  Road  is  in  very  bad  order.  In  many 
places  the  water  is  Iving  in  holes  upon  it.  On  the  ascents  and  descents  a  channel  has  been 
worn  down  the  middle  of  the  Road,  and  the  sides  and  channels  are  full  of  weeds. 


From  Towcester  to  Old  Stratford  the  Road  is  in  much  the  same  state  as  on  the  preceding 
stage,  but  has  a  rather  more  convex  cross  section.  Hence,  to  Stony  Stratford,  the  R(md  is 
in  rair  order,  but  rough  in  places. 

For  about  half  the  distance  between  Stony  Stratford  and  Brickhill,  the  state  of  the  Road 
is  very  similar  to  that  between  Towcester  and  Old  Stratford.  For  the  remaiader  of  the 
distance  the  surface  is  in  good  order,  and  the  side  channels  clear  of  weeds. 
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Appendix,  No.  i.  The  Road  between  BriGkhill  and  Hockliffe  is  in  very  fair  order,  though  occasionally  too 
-- -  ,  *■; — 1  .  ,  flat,  and  the  sides  want  weeding.  From  Hockliffe  to  Dunstable  the  surface  is  clear  of 
Mr.  John  Provw  s    ^eeds  and  in  good  order. 

With  the  exception  of  the  piece  of  new  Road  to  fivoid  Flamstead  Hill,  which  is  not  yet 

worn  smooth  by  the  travelling  over  it,  the  whole  of  the  surface  between  Dunstable  and  St. 
Alban's,  is  in  very  good  order  in  every  respect 

For  the  whole  of  the  distance  between  St.  Alban's  and  Bamet,  the  Road  is  in  good 
order. 

The  first  four  miles  of  Uoad  out  of  Bamet  is  in  good  order.  Thence  to  the  Road  leading^ 
to  Highgate  Archway  the  surface  is  harder,  but  not  so  smooth.  Continuing  along  the 
Archway  Road  to  its  southern  end,  the  surface  is  rough,  and  is  in  many  places  worn  too 
flat.  From  the  Archway  Road,  through  Holloway  and  Islington,  the  surface  is  in  goojl 
order.

Shrewsbuirand  First  District.— FROM  SHREWSBURY  TO  CHIRK  BRIDGE;  23  Miles. 

Holyhead  uoad. 

From  Shrewsbury        ^^^  stage  between  Shrewsbury  and  Oswestry  continues  in  fair  travelling  conditional 

to  Chirk  Bridire.  though  capable  of  improvement,  if  the  funds  would  admit  of  a  larger  expenditure  for  broken 
stone  to  strengthen  the  surface  and  give  it  greater  convexity.  The  hedges  are  generally 
kept  well  trimmed,  and  those  in  the  improvement  at  Montford  Hill  will  soon  be  strong 
enough  to  render  the  protection  of  posts  and  rails  unnecessary. 

From  Oswestry  to  Qobowea  the  Road  is  improving,  though  very  slowly.    The  extreme 
wetness  of  the  latter  part  of  last  year  and  commencement  of  the  present,  together  with  the  • 
numerous  heavily  laden  coal  carts  that  travelled  along  this  piece  of  Road,  caused  its  surface 
to  be  exceedingly  dirty  at  times,  though  frequently  scraped.     From  Oobowen  to  the  end  of 
the  District  at  Chirk  Bridge,  the  Road  is  in  fair  order,  considering  the  heavy  traffic  that' 
passes  daily  over  it.    The  averafi;e  Quantity  of  stone  per  mile  that  is  annually  spread  upon 
the  Road  between  Oswestry  and  Cnirk  Bridge,  far  exceeds  that  of  any  other  portion  of 
Road   between   Shrewsbury  and   Holyhead.      The  rate  of  toll   allowed  by  the   Act  of 
Parliament,  is,  as  I  have  stated  in  former  Reports,  too  low  to  keep  this  piece  of  Road  in  a . 
creditable  state  of  repair. 

Second  District.— FROM  CHIRK  BRI DGE  TO  CERNIOGE ;  30  Miles. 

From  Chirk  Bridge       Between  Chirk  Bridge  and  the  Fron  lime-works,  the  Road  is  in  as  ^ood  order  as  can  be 
lo  Ceraioge.  expected,  considering  the  heavy  cartage  of  coal  and  lime  it  has  to  sustam,  and  the  low  rate 

of  toll  taken,  thereon.  Hence  to  Llangollen,  the  traffic  bein^  generally  of  a  light  description^ 
the  Road  is  maintained  at  less  expense,  and  is  in  much  better  condition  than  on  the  laat*- 
mentioned  portion.

The  stone  to  be  procured  for  the  repairs  between  Llangollen  and  Corwen  is  too  soft  to 
withstand  for  a  long  time  the  effect  of  the  heavy  wear  to  which  it  is  subjected  by  the 
cartage  from  the  lime-works  and  collieries  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  inspector  is  careful 
in  selecting  the  be^  that  the  quarries  will  produce,  and  by  using  a  large  quantity  thereof, 
ihe  shape  and  strength  of  the  Road  has  improved  during  the  past  year.  Unfortunately  this 
part  of  the  District  Ties  on  the  south  side  of  the  valley,  close  under  a  ranqe  of  mo\mtiins, 
which  for  several  months  in  the  year  complfetelv  shade ,  it  from  the  sun,  and  to  a  great 
extent  prevent  evaporation,  so  much  required  during  the  winter  to  assist  in  drying  the 
surface.  I  again  take  the*  liberty  of  stating  that  one  toll,  which  is  all  the  Act  of  Parliament 
allows  on  this  stage  of  12  miles  in  length,  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  expense  of  its  repair. 

,    Between  Corwen  and  C^mioge^  the  Road  continues   as  when  I  last  reported  thereon,  in 
good  order. 

Third  District.— FROM  CERNIOGE  TO  THE  MENAI  BRIDGE;  32  Miles. 

Thb  travelling  in  this  District,  with  the  exception  of  that  part  of  the  Road  which  lies 
between  Coetmor  Slatp  Quarries  and  Bangor,  is  generally  of  a  light  description,  and  the 
repair  materials  being  of  good  quality,  the  surface  is  in  excellent  order. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  Sunday  the  8th  of  October  last,  after  a  heavy  fall  of  rain,  the 
Road  between  Lake  Ogwen  and  Tin-y-maes  was  stopped  up  by  about  2,500  cube  yards  of 
Ikrge  stones  and  rubbish,  which  shpped  from  the  side  of  the  B^ngleg  Mountain.  The 
next  day  40  men  were  collected,  and  commenced  removing  the  fallen  mass,  and  on  the  suc- 
ceeding day,  with  the  addition  of  50  men,  obligingly  lent  from  the  extensive  slate  quarries 
of  the  Honourable  E.  G.  Douglas  Pennant,  a  space  was  cleared  of  sufficient  breadth  to 
allow  the  nfiail  coach  to  pass  without  hinderance,  on  the  following  morning.  Very  littie 
delay  was  caused  in  transmitting  the  mail  bags  during  the  stoppage  of  the  Road,  as  timely 
notice  had  been  given  of  the  event  by  the  foreman  on  that  part  of  the  District ;  coaches 
were  stationed  at  each  end  of  the  rubbish  heaps,  and  every  requisite  assistance  was  afforded 
in  transferring  the  baga^  &c.  from  one  £oach  to  the  other. 

Fourth  District.— FROM  THE  MENAI  BRIDGE  TO  HOLYHEAD;  21  Miles. 

The  whole  of  this  district  of  Road  is  in  good  order.     A  sinking  of  the  surface  has  taken  From  the  Menai 

[)Iace  near  the  Berw  Collieries,  by  working  out  the  coal  from  below  ;  the  hollow  has  been   Bridge  to  Holy- 
evelled,  and  though  the  sinking  still  continues,  it  is  so  gradual  as  not  to  cause  th^  slightest  b^ad. 
^danger  or  inconvenience  to  the  travelling.  .       .     ; 

The  branch  Roads  to  the  to^s  of  Bodedem  and  Llangefni  are  in  good  order.  A  con- 
Biderable  portion  of  the  dilapidated  stone  fences  on  th^  Hooid  to  the  last*mentiondd  town 
was  repaired  aiid  pointed  with  mortar  during  the  past  year,  and  the  remainder  will  be  com* 
pleted  in  the  ensmng  summer* 

I  may  here  remark,  that  during  the  17  years  in  which  I  have  been  surveyor  of  the  Shrews* 
burjr  and  Holyhead  Road,  1  do  not  recollect  any  former  winter. in  which  so  much  rain  has 
fallen,  accompanied  by  so  little  wind  to  assist  in  drying  it  up ;  and,  in  consequence  thereof, 
the  surface,  though  repeatedly  scraped,  has  been  at  times  in  an  unusually  dirty  state. 

THE  MENAI  BRIDGE. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  whole  of  the  ironwork  of  this  bridge  should  be  painted  in  the  The  Menai  Bridge, 
course  of  the  present  year,  to  prevent  corrosion.    The  masonry,  ironwork,  and  timbet  plat- 
form, together  with  the  tollhouses  and  storehouses,  are  all  in  satisfactory  order. 


CONWAY  BRIDGE. 

This  bridge  js  also  in  a  satisfactory  state,  but  will  require  to  be  painted  at  the  sam6  time   Conway  Bridge, 
as  the  Menai  bridge.    The  Road  at  each  end,  and  the  embankment  at  its  east  end,  are  in 
good  order. 

HOLYHEAD  HARBOUR. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  Report,  the  lowering  of  the  Stag  Rock  by  means  of  the  diving-  Holyhead  Harbour, 
bdl  has  been  completed,  and  the  highest  part  is  now  three  feet  loWer  than  whcta  this  work 
was  commenced. 

The  dredging  of  the  packet  berths  has  been  carried  on  with  very  littte  intermission  durmg 
the  past  year,  and  in  a  few  mohths  I. expect  to  have  the  whole  spajCe  cleared  to  the  required

A  row  of  large  stones  has  been  set  at  the  back  of  the  quay  wall  at  Parry's  Island,  to  pre- 
vent the  displacement  of  the  coping-stones  by  vessels  striking  against  them. 

The  sea  having  washed  away  some  of  the  earth  at  the  back  of  the  quay  wall,  near  the 
old  Custom-house,  the  space  between  that  wall  and  the  mooring-posts  has  been  paved  for 
its  future  protection. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  year  a  new  flat  has  been  built  for  the  use  of  the  works.  The 
diving-bell  boat,  the  boiler  of  the  steam-en^ne,  and  the  capstan  on  the  north  pier  have  been 
repaired,  and  new  tables  and  benches  provided  for  the  cooKing-house. 

The  piers,  lighthouse,  gas-works,  dock,  steam-engine,  road,  and  buildings,  are  all  in  good 
order. 

The  number  of  vessels  that  entered  this  harbour  in  the  year  1843,  exclusive  of  Queen's 
ships,  mail-packets,  and  pleasure  yachts,  was  1,219,  the  registered  burden  of  which  was 
68,142  tons.

THE  EIGHTEENTH  REPORT  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Metropolis 
Turnpike  Roads  North  of  the  Thames,  appointed  under  the  Act 
7  Geo.  rV.  c.  142,  prepared  in  obedience  to  the  138th  Section  of  that 
Act. 


IN  conformity  with  the  Act  of  Parliament  constituting  the   Commission, 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Metropolis  Turnpike  Roads  North   of  the 
Hiames,  beg  to  submit  their  Eighteenth  Annual  Report. 

The  Commissioners  in  their  last  Report  stated,  that  the  aggregate  amount 
arising  from  their  Tolls  had  fiEillen  short  of  their  expectations  in  the  sum  of 
2,000/.,  which  deficiency  they  attributed  to  the  still  increasing  transfer  of  the 
traffic  from  the  Roads  to  the  Railways. 

The  Commissioners  have  now  to  report,  that  when  the  period  again  arrived 
for  letting  the  Tolls,  they  resolved  to  put  them  into  collection  again  by  their 
own  o£Gicers,  in  case  they  should  not  fetch  the  prices  obtained  for  them  at  the 
previous  letting ;  accordingly,  before  the  auction  commenced,  the  Commissioners 
announced  this  intention  to  the  bidders,  and  that  their  usual  practice  of  putting 
up  a  second  time  such  Tolls  as  might  remain  unlet  at  the  first  sale,  would  not 
be  resorted  to.  The  effect  of  this  announcement  was,  that  advanced  prices 
were  obtained  for  the  Tolls  on  all  the  districts,  except  those  on  the  10th, 
comprising  the  City  Road,  which  Tolls  having  been  sold  at  the  auction  of  the 
previous  year  for  150  /.  beyond  the  sum  at  which  they  were  then  pat  up,  found 
no  bidder  at  the  last  sale,  and  were  put  into  collection  :  and  on  making  up  their 
Toll  account  for  the  past  year,  the  Commissioners  have  to  obsei:ye,  that  the  total 
amount  received  from  that  source  rather  exceeds  that  obtained  during  the  year 
preceding. 

The  Commissioners  in  their  Sixteenth  Report  referred  to  an  arrangement  they 
had  made  in  conjunction  with  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Woods, 
Forests,  &c.,  with  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster,  for  the  purchase  of 
their  interest  in  the  Half-way  Public  House  in  the  Kensington  Road,  and 
stated,  that  the  Commissioners  of  Woods,  &c.,  not  being  authorized  to  accept 
the  transfer  of  the  deed,  the  purchase-money  appeared  as  an  item  of  expen- 
diture in  the  general  account.  Upon  this  subject  the  Commissioners  report, 
that  the  Commissioners  of  Woods,  &c.,  having  since  accepted  the  transfer  of 
the  said  deed,  they  have  paid  to  this  Commission  the  amount  of  the  purchase-^ 
money,  and  which  will  be  found  duly  credited  in  the  Account  annexed. 

The  West  London  Railway  Company,  having  obtained  an  Act  of  Parliament 

authorizing  them  to  raise  the  Hammersmith  and  Uxbridge  Roads,  so  as  to  enable 

them  to  form  tunnels  under  such  roads  of  sufficient  height  to  admit  the  pass^ 
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of  their  engines  and  trains,  arrangements  were  entered  into  with  the  Compan j 
for  this  purpose  ;  and  the  Commissioners  having  taken  every  prudent  precaution 
to  prevent  obstruction  to  the  traffic,  as  well  as  accidents  to  the  traveller,  during 
the  operations,  and  having  also  received  from  the  Company  an  adequate  guarantee 
for  the  due  performance  of  the  work  within  a  reasonable  period,  these  objects 
have  been  undertaken,  and  nearly  completed,  with  the  least  possible  incon- 
venience to  the  public. 

The  Commissioners  have  the  satisfaction  to  state  that,  in  consequence  of  the 
reductions  which  they  felt  it  incumbent  upon  them  to  make  in  some  items  of 
expenditure,  as  detailed  in  their  former  Reports,  they  have  been  enabled,  with 
the  funds  under  their  management,  to  keep  up  and  maintain  all  the  Roads  in 
their  customary  good  condition ;  and,  by  pursuing  their  usual  system  of  economy^ 
the  CoDunissioners  have  also  been  enabled  to  meet  all  their  engagements,  and  to 
pay  c^  at  the  regular  periods,  the  Interest  and  the  eleventh  Instalment  on 
their  Mortgage  Debt,  which  is  now  reduced  to  45,000/. 

The  Receipt  from  Tolls  during  the  past  year  has  amounted  to  66,310/.  2  *.  7rf. ; 
and  the  Total  Receipt  from  all  sources  of  Income  amounts  to  60,035/.  10s.  8  d. 

The  Expenditure  during  the  same  period  amounts  to  64,555/.  10«.  5d., 
including  the  sum  of  5,000/.  paid  in  diminution  of  the  Debt. 

The  Commissioners  beg  to  refer  to  the  General  Account  in  the  Appendix,  in 
which  the  particulars  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure  of  the  Conunissioners, 
from  the  25th  of  March  1843  to  the  25th  of  March  1844,  will  be  found 
detailed. 

They  also  beg  to  refer  to  their  General  Surveyor's  Report  in  the  Appendix, 
for  detailed  information  as  to  the  present  state  of  the  several  Roods,  and  for  an 
account  of  such  improvements  as  have  been  undertaken  and  cimipleted  during 
the  last  twelve  months.

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REPORT  firom  the  Obnbral  Surybyor  to  the  Commissioners,  on  the  present 
State  and  Condition  of  the  Metropolis  District  of  Roads. 


Metropolis  Roads  Office, 
My  Lords  and  Gentlemen,  26  March  1844. 

I  HAYE  the  honour  to  lay  before  the  Board  the  Eighteenth  Report  of  the  state  aud  con- 
dition of  the  Metropolis  Roads  north  of  the  Thames. 

The  weather  during  the  spring  and  summer  was  generally  faYOurable  for  Roads ;  but  there 
having  been  much  wet  during  the  autumn,  and  frequent  slight  frosts  and  thaws  in  the 
^nter,  a  considerable  expenditure  of  materials  and  expense  m  labour  were  necessary,  in 
order  to  maintain  the  Roads  in  their  usual  good  condition. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  new  Sewer  formed  in  the  Road  through  Kensington 
to  improve  the  Drainage,  for  which  purpose  a  great  portion  of  the  Water  Channels  have 
been  re-set,  with  proper  falls  to  the  gratings ;  and  the  Koad  near  Homton-street  has  been 
raised  to  a  proper  level,  by  which  the  Drainage  in  this  narrow  and  confined  street  is  much 
improved. 

The.  line  of  the  West  London  Railway  crosses  below  this  Road  at  Counter's  Creek  :  a 
Bridge  over  such  railway  has  been  constructed,  and  the  inclination  of  the  approach  Roads 
to  such  Bridge  are  being  carried  out  agreeably  to  the  Act  for  making  the  said  Kailway. 

The  improvement  mentioned  in  last  Report,  proposed  to  be  effected  in  Earl's  Court  Lane, 
has  been  completed,  by  which  the  line  of  that  Road  is  much  improved. 

The  discontinuance  of  granite  and  hard  stone  from  Hammersmith  to  Hounslow,  excepting 
through  the  narrow  street  of  the  town  of  Brentford,  will  occasion  a  considerable  addition  to 
the  quantity  of  flints  required  for  the  repair  of  that  portion  of  the  Road. 

The  paved  Water  Channels  from  the  Broadway,  Hammersmith,  to  the  Hampshire  Hog 
Public-nouse,  bein^  in  a  very  bad  state,  and  the  stones  much  worn  and  badly  shaped,  the 
whole  have  been  taken  up  and  re-paved  with  good  stone,  and  the  levels  put  to  rights. 

The  removal  of  the  wall  of  the  Royal  Kitchen  Garden  of  Kensington  Palace  has  been 
nearly  completed,  by  which  that  portion  of  Road  in  these  Districts  islmuch  improved ;  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  improvement  may  be  further  extended,  so  as  to  enable  the 
public  to  avail  themselves  of  the  portion  of  ground  intended  to  be  given  to  the  Road. 

The  line  of  the  West  liondon  Railway  also  crosses  below  this  Road,  near  the  foot  of 
Notting  Hill,  where  a  Bridge  is  likewise  built  to  carry  the  Turnpike  Road  over  the  railway, 
with  proper  and  sufficient  wing  and  screen-walls  to  exclude  from  view  the  trains  passing 
along  the  railway. 

A  new  iron  and  brick  Bridge  has  been  substituted  for  the  wooden  Bridge  over  the 
Brent,  on  the  Harrow  Road ;  and  the  stream  of  the  river  beine  now  entirely  directed  under 
that  bridge,  affords  an  opportunity  of  straightening  the  line  of  lload  near  that  part,  by  sub- 
stituting three  flood  arches  for  the  old  stone  bridge,  which  is  in  a  very  decayed  and  dilapi- 
dated state,  and  by  the  diversion  of  the  river  no  longer  required. 

The  offensive  Drainage  fi*om  the  Lock  Hospital,  mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  has  been 
remedied  by  the  formation  of  a  new  Sewer. 

The  application  of  the  increased  quantity  of  materials  estimated  for  the  repair  of  the 
Kilbum  Road  during  the  past  year,  has  enabled  that  line,  exposed  to  heavy  agricultural 
carriage,  to  be  much  strengthened  and  improved. 

The  large  Sewer  Drain  on  Highgate  Hill,  leading  to  Holloway,  which  was  much  injured 
by  thunder  storms  in  the  autumn,  has  been  cleaned  out  and  repaired. 

The  large  Sewer  Drain  on  Hampstead  Hill  has  also  been  opened,  cleaned  out,  and  put 
into  good  repair. 

A  further  portion  of  the  Footpaths  on  the  City  Road  has  been  improved,  and  the  whole 
of  the  lines  forming  these  Districts,  exposed  to  great  and  severe  Omnibus  wear,  have  been 
kept  in  good  repair  by  the  judicious  and  continued  application  of  hard  materials.

6         APPENDIX  TO  EIGHTEENTH  REPORT  OP  COMMISSIONERS 

These  lines  have  been  much  strengthened,  raised  and  improved^  during  the  last  year,  by 
the  application  of  a  large  and  increased  quantity  of  Hertfordshire  flints  and  gravely  brought 
by  the  Lea  navigation,  and  are  in  good  travelling  order. 

The  removal  of  the  Turnpike  Gate  on  the  Sevan  Sislers  Road  has  restored  the  thorough- 
fare on  the  lov?er  portions  of  this  line,  v?hichj  with  the  Ghreen  Lanes,  have  been  kept  in  t^ir 
usual  good  state  of  repair. 

The  prompt  and  liberal  assistanee  afforded  by  the  CommissiooerB  of  the  Holbom  and 
Finsbury  Sewers  has  enabled  the  Draina^  of  the  Cambridge  Heath  Road  to  be  much 
improved,  and  I  am  able  to  report  the  continued  good  condition  of  this  and  the  Lea  Bridge 
Districts. 

Increased  Omnibus  traffic  continues  to  take  place  on  new  lines  of  the  upper  portions  of 
the  Metropolis  Roads,  as  competition  arises,  and  which  has  been  much  encouraged  by  the 
removal  of  the  Turnpike  Gates  so  far  from  Town. 

E^hty-one  thousand  four  hundred  and  two  cubic  yards  of  materials  have  been  laid  upon 
tiie  Roads  since  the  last  Report. 

A  Return  of  materials  and  implements  now  on  hand  is  annexed.

N  pursuance  of  your  letter  of  the  13th  May  last,  authorizing  me  to  make

_  inquiry  respecting  an  alleged  misuse  and  misapplication  of  the  corporate 
funds  of  the  borough  of  Queenborough,  and  alleged  general  misconduct  on  the 
part  of  the  corporate  body  in  tlie  management  of  the  property  under  their  control, 
as  well  with  reference  to  the  interests  of  the  burgesses  and  fishermen  as  of  the 
creditors  and  bondholders  of  the  Corporation,  and  particularly  authorizing  me  to 
inquire  into,  and  report  upon,  the  following  points : — 

1.  The  property  vested  in  the  corporate  body,  its  nature,  amount,  and  present 
state ; 

2.  The  management,  receipts  and  expenditure,  since  the  year  1815; 

3.  The  alleged  abuses  in  the  management  during  the  same  period ; 

4.  The  debts  owing  by  the  Corporation  and  the  funds  applicable  to  payment  of 
them; 

5*  Any  other  points  arising  out  of,  or  connected  with,  these  matters  which 
might  appear  to  me  deserving  of  notice ; 

I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  as  soon  as  I  had  received  your  instructions, 
I  placed  myself  in  communication  with  the  town  clerk  of  Queenborough,  and  also 
with  Dr.  Tapley,  the  largest  creditor  of  the  Corporation,  and  who  had,  in  various 
communications  made  to  Her  Majesty's  late  and  present  Government,  as  well  as  in 
numerous  statements  published  in  the  newspapers,  complained  of  the  conduct  of 
the  Corporation  :— and  having  obtained  preliminary  information  with  reference 
to  the  points  of  inquiry,  I  visited  Queenborough  on  the  21st  ultimo^  and  held  a 
public  inquiry  in  the  guildhall  of  the  borough. 

The  inquiry  was  attended  by  the  mayor  and  town  clerk,  and  some  other  members 
of  the  (Corporation,  by  Dr.  Tapley  (assisted  by  Mr.  Radiger,  a  legal  gentleman 
from  whom  I  derived  considerable  assistance),  and  several  other  creditors,  and  by  a 
great  number  of  the  burgesses  and  fishermen. 

The  mayor  and  town  clerk  produced  the  books  of  the  Corporation,  and  permitted 
them  to  be  publicly  investigated  ;  and  they  afforded  freely  the  information  and 
explanations  which  I  required.  The  chamberlain  (Mr.  Knewstubb)  did  not 
attend  the  inquiry  on  the  first  day  \  and  although  present  on  the  second  day,  he 
afforded  no  assistance  to  the  inquiry. 

There  were  three  parties  having  distinct  interests  before  me,  viz.,  the  select 
body  of  the  Corporation,  the  creditors,  and  the  burgesses  and  fishermen  ;  and  in 
conducting  the  inquiry,  I  invited  information  from  each,  and  whenever  the  creditors 
or  burgesses  suggested  a  topic  of  inquiry  which  I  thought  material,  I  required 
explanation  on  that  point  from  the  CorporatioD.

It  should  be  premised  that  full  information  respecting^  the  constitution  and 
powers  of  the  Corporation,  as  well  as  respecting  the  corporate  property,  and  the 
management  of  it  up  to  the  year  1 833,  will  be  found  in  the  very  careful  Report  of 
Mr.  Maude,  one  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  inquire  and  report  on  Muni- 
cipal Corporations  previously  tp  the  passing  of  the  Municipal  Reform  Act,  and  it 
will  be  unnecessary  to  travel  over  the  same  ground  in  the  present  Report. 

The  entire  control  of  the  property  and  expenditure  of  the  Corporation  has  for 
a  long  period  been  exercised  by  seven  persons,  viz. : — the  Mayor,  4  Jurats,  and 
2  Bailiffs.  These  per80ns5  under  the  governing  charter  of  King  Charles  ist^  are 
self  elected.  This  charter  of  King  Charles  1st  empowers  the  mayor,  jurats,  and 
bailiffs  **  to  frame,  constitute,  ordain,  make,  and  establish  from  time  to  time  such 
reasonable  laws,  statutes,  and  ordinances  whatsoever,  as,  according  to  their  discre- 
tion, shall  seem  to  them  to  be  good,  wholesome,  useful,  honest,  and  necessary  for  the 
good  rule  and  government  of  the  burgesses,  artificers,  and  inhabitants  of  the  borough 
aforesaid,  and  within  the  circuits  and  precincts  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  and 
of  the  fishern>en  in  the  water  aforesaid,  and  for  the  declaring  in  what  manner  and 
order  the  said  mayor,  jurats,  bailiffs  and  burgesses,  and  the  artificers,  inhabitants, 
and  resiants  of  the  same  borough  shall  have,  behave,  and  conduct  themselves  in 
their  offices,  ministries,  and  affiurs  within  the  borough  aforesaid  and  the  limits 
thereof,  and  otherwise  for  the  further  good  and  the  public  advantage  and  rule  of 
the  same  borough  and  the  victualling  thereof  \  and  also  for  the  better  preservation, 
government,  disposition^  leasing,  and  demising  of  the  land,  tenements,  possessions, 
revenues,  fishings,  and  hereditaments  to  the  aforesaid  mayor,  jurats,  bailiffs,  and 
burgesses  and  their  successors,  by  these  presents  or  otherwise  given,  granted^ 
assigned  or  confirmed,  or  hereafter  to  be  given,  granted  or  assigned,  and  other  the 
matters  and  causes  whatsoever  touching  or  in  anywise  concerning  the  borough 
aforesaid,  or  the  estate,  right,  or  interest  thereof." 

The  present  members  of  the  select  body  are : — 

Scott  James  Breeze,   mayor  and  jurat,  first  elected  into  the  Corporation 

in  March  1833. 
James  Batchelor,  jurat,  elected  in  October  1832. 
John  Knewstubb,  jurat  and  chamberlain^  elected  in  September  1833. 
Stephen  Greystock,  jurat,  elected  in  June  1815. 
James  Tilley,.  jurat,  elected  in  October  1832. 
William  Bills,  bailiff,  elected  in  March  1833. 
William  Gooding,  bailiff,  elected  in  October  1 840. 

The  first  head  of  inquiry  relates  to  "  the  property  vested  in  the  corporate  body, 
its  nature,  amount,  and  present  state." 

The  principal  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  that  which  gives  importance  to 
the  inquiry,  is  an  oyster  fishery  and  oyster  grounds.  These  oyster  grounds  lie  in  the 
River  Swale,  between  the  King's  Ferry  and  the  Swale's  Pit,  and  adjoin  the  oyster 
grounds  of  Milton  and  Faversham.  Oysters  do  not  breed  on  these  grounds,  but 
the  oyster  spat  or  brood  is  annually  brought  to  the  ground  and  matured  there* 
Considerable  capital  is  required  to  carry  on  the  fishery,  and  the  brood  is  purchased 
and  brought  at  great  expense  from  distant  places :  the  profits  of  the  fishery  depend 
much  on  seasons  and  on  proper  management,  and  the  business  is  from  its  nature 
of  a  speculative  and  precarious  character.  It  appears,  however,  that  the  Queen- 
borough  oyster  grounds  possess  great  advantages  in  their  locality,  and  in  the  ex- 
cellency of  the  oysters  matured  upon  them  ;  and  the  opinion  of  all  parties  is  that 
they  are  a  valuable  property,  and  with  proper  management  would  yield  a  con- 
siderable annual  return.  These  oyster  grounds  have  not  been  stocked  since  the  year 
1838;  and  from  the  year  1839  ^^  ^^^  present  time  have  yielded  nothing,  except 
in  1840,  when  the  last  oysters  in  the  grounds  were  dredged  up  by  the  Corporation, 
and  produced  a  gross  sum  of  about  2,200  /.  In  the  five  years  from  1833  to  1838,  the 
gross  returns  of  the  fishery  were  upwards  of  58,000/.  The  present  returns  are 
Nil. 

The  property  of  the  Corporation  next  in  importance  to  the  fishery  are  some 
conventionary  and  fee-farm  rents.  The  conventionary  rents  arise  from  houses 
and  other  buildings  of  the  Corporation  leased  for  long  terms  of  years.     These

leases  are  described  in  Mr.  Maude's  Report,  p.  837.     The  last  lease  was  grant€4 
in  1839.     The  present  amount  of  the  rental  is  65/.  8^.  6d.  per  annum. 

The  fee-farm  rents  amount  to  4/.  per  annum. 

The  Corporation  are  the  owners  of  the  fee  of  240  acres  of  pasture  land, 
called  the  Green,  adjoining  the  town;  but  this  land  is  subject  to  31  i  leezes, 
which  belong  to  different  proprietors.  The  owner  of  each  leeze  is  entitled  to 
stock  the  common  with  24  sheep,  or  three  cows,  or  two  horses,  throughout  the 
year.  The  Corporation  are  entitled  to  the  surplus  pasturage,  but  this  right  they 
have  rarely  made  profitable.  Part  of  the  fee-farm  rent  of  4/.  per  annum  |s 
derived  from  these  leezes.  At  the  time  of  Mr.  Maude's  Report  the  Corporatioa 
were  themselves  the  owners  of  3  J  leezes ;  but  they  have  since  parted  with  tbem^ 
in  the  manner  which  will  be  hereafter,  under  another  head,  described. 

The  Corporation  are  the  owners  of  a  guildhall,  court-house,  and  school-house, 
used  for  public  purposes.  The  serjeant  at  mace  resides  in  the  court-house,  and 
the  schoolmaster  in  the  school-house.  No  revenue  is  derived  from  this  pro- 
perty. 

They  are  also  the  owners  of  a  boathouse  and  storehouse,  formerly  used  for  the 
purposes  of  the  fishery. 

The  Corporation  collect  tolls  on  goods  brought  into  the  town  for  the  purpose  of 
sale,  and  take  harbour  dues  for  vessels  not  the  property  of  a  burgess.  These  tolls 
amounted  last  year  to  30/.  The  first  serjeant  at  mace  collects  them,  and  takes 
half  the  amount  for  his  trouble. 

The  above  is  the  only  property  of  the  Corporation  from  which  revenue  can  be 
derived:  the  whole  of  this  property  has  been  from  the  year  1840,  and  still  is,  in 
the  hands  of  the  sheriff  of  Kent,  under  writs  of  elegit,  to  be  presently  adverted  to ; 
and  the  Corporation  at  this  time  receive  no  income  whatever  from  it. 

Besides  this  property  the  Corporation  are  the  patrons  of  the  living  of  Queen- 
borough,  which  is  a  perpetual  curacy.  The  income  of  the  incumbent  consists 
of  a  yearly  payment  of  52/.  10^.,  from  Queen  Anne's  Bounty,  and  the  profits 
of  one  leeze  on  the  green,  the  net  annual  value  of  which  is  about  7/.  10^. 
A  yearly  stipend  of  40/.,  formerly  paid  by  the  Corporation,  has  been  discon- 
tinued. 

The  Corporation  are  also  the  trustees  of  some  monies  held  for  charitable  purposes, 
which  will  be  hereafter  adverted  to. 

The  Corporation  used  to  derive  some  income  by  granting  licences  to  trade, 
and  from  a  quay  rate ;  but  they  have  discontinued  to  grant  licences,  and  the  quay 
rate,  which  was  originally  levied  to  pay  an  annuity,  was  given  up  on  the  death  of 
the  annuitant. 

A  watch-boat,  some  tubs,  and  all  the  moveable  property  of  the  Corporation, 
including  the  mace,  was  taken  by  the  sheriff  in  execution,  in  the  year  1840. 

The  second  head  of  inquiry  relates  to  "  the  management,  receipts  an^ 
expenditure,  since  the  year  1815/' 

The  management  during  the  whole  of  this  period  has  been  by  the  select  bot}^, 
without  the  interference  or  control  of  the  burgesses  at  large.  ao^ 

The  chamberlain  for  the  time  being  has  been  the  treasurer  of  the  corporii^n, 
and  all  the  income  and  expenditure  have  passed  through  his  hands.  His  accQji)^ 
are  audited  from  time  to  time ;  but  since  the  year  1819  they  have  been  subqi>jjt|t^ 
to  the  select  body  alone,  and  the  burgesses  at  large  have  had  no  opportHj^^y^af 
investigating  them.  r^  ^^ 

One  of  the  bailiffs,  usually  called  the  land  bailiff,  has  managed  the  land  fbvbnue. 
To  the  other,  usually  called  the  water  bailiff,  the  management  of  the  oyster  fiifie'^ir 
is  confided. 

This  last  is  the  most  important  duty  performed  by  any  office 
The  officer  requires  great  skill  and  experience,  and  almost  consta 
out  the  year;  indeed  the  well-doing  of  the  fishery  in  a  great  i 
this  officer.     He  superintends  the  purchase  and  laying  of  brc 
the  fish,  and  the  sale  of  the  oysters  at  Billingsgate.     The 
office  from   1815  to  1840,  when  he  resigned   (Mr.  Bowtei  ,      _ 
managed  the  business  with  care  and  fidelity,  and  his  services  se^ii  highly  djj5fj>i<&- 
ciated  by  the  burgesses  at  large,  who  place  great  confidence  in  him.*'t'^  v^hVA\  ^sm 

The  manner  of  conducting  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  fishf^y.^ppwrs  to;fi)ive 
been  very  improvident.     Capital  is  every 'year  required  for.rtoicking/tfeeiijojf^lKr 
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grounds  with  brood,  and  it  may  be  stated  generally,  that  the  sum  annually^ 
expended  for  this  purpose  since  the  3'ear  1815,  has  ranged  from  5,000/.  ta 
10,000/.  The  money  so  required  has  been  borrowed  from  time  to  time  on  the 
security  of  the  bonds  of  the  Corporation  ;  and  of  late  years,  and  particularly  since 
1 830,  the  practice  has  been  to  borrow  monies  every  year  at  the  time  of  laying  the 
brood,  and  to  pay  off  a  great  part  of  the  bonds  at  a  subsequent  period  of  the  year 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  oysters,  renewing  the  loan  again  in  the  suc- 
ceeding season  for  the  purchase  of  the  broods  It  appears  from  the  accounts,  that 
money  has  not  been  set  apart  in  prosperous  years  to  provide  a  fund  for  the  pur- 
chase of  brood  or  to  make  up  for  bad  seasons;  but  the  system  has  been  to  keep 
up  a  series  of  borrowings  and  payings  off.  The  consequence  has  been,  that,  with 
the  legal  expenses  of  preparing  the  bonds,  the  Corporation  have  paid  at  the  rate 
of  8  /.  or  10/.  per  cent,  for  the  capital  employed.  The  present  state  of  the  fishery 
is  mainly  attributable  to  an  accumulation  of  debt  to  an  amount  which  pre- 
vented further  advances. 

This  practice  of  borrowing  money  is  stated  to  have  prevailed  for  a  long  period 
before  1815,  and  it  has  been  continued  since  that  year.  In  prosperous  years,  the 
burgesses  who  worked  as  dredger-men  received  higher  wages,  and  thus  absorbed 
the  profits;  and  it  was  represented  that  in  former  years,  before  1815,  large  sums 
of  money  were  spent  among  the  burgesses  in  festivities. 

It  may  be  here  stated,  that  in  the  year  1829-^0,  the  debt  had  been  paid  off; 
but  there  was  then  no  money  left  to  stock  the  fistiery,  and  the  grounds  remained 
for  some  time  unstocked  and  idle.  In  the  year  1830,  when  the  grounds  were 
again  stocked,  the  money  borrowed  amounted  to  upwards  of  9,000/.,  which  debt 
(fluctuating  in  the  intermediate  period,  but  never  reduced,)  was  swelled  in  the 
year  1839,  when  the  fishery  finally  stopped,  to  12,744/. 

There  is  the  important  difference  between  the  year  1829  and  1839,  that  in  the 
former  period,  when  the  fishery  stopped,  the  debt  was  paid  off,  whereas  in  the 
latter  year,  the  large  debt  of  12,744/.  remained. 

The  oyster  grounds  have  remained  for  the  last  five  years  entirely  unstocked, 
with  this  heavy  debt  upon  them;  which  debt,  with  arrears  of  interest,  now 
amounts  to  about  1 6,000 /• 

An  account  of  the  debt  due  from  the  Corporation  in  the  several  years  from 
1815  to  the  present  year  is  appended,  marked  A. 

Accounts  of  the  general  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  oyster  fishery,  from 
1815  to  1828,  in  the  form  in  which  they  appear  in  the  books  of  the  Corporation, 
arc  also  appended,  marked  B.  But  it  is  necessary  to  explain  that,  under  the 
item  '*  Contingent  Expenses,"  there  occur  charges  Yor  various  salaries  and  other 
expenses  of  the  Corporation,  which  ought  not,  in  a  mercantile  point  of  view,  to 
be  deducted  from  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sales  of  the  oysters. 

In  the  Report  of  Mr.  Maude  (p.  836)  there  appears  a  detailed  statement  in  a 
tabular  form,  of  the  income  and  expenditure  of  the  Corporation  for  the  three  years 
from  1830-31  to  1832-33. 

There  is  appended  to  this  Report  a  similar  statement  from  1833  to  the  present 
time,  marked  C.  This  statement  exhibits  the  income  and  expenditure  classified 
under  heads.  It  was  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  this  Report  by  the  mayor  (Mr. 
Breeze). 

From  the  year  1 833,  the  chamberiain  has  been  accustomed  to  bring  together 
in  one  book,  prior  to  the  general  audit  of  his  accounts,  the  total  amounts  of  all 
the  income  (inclusive  of  the  money  borrowed)  and  all  the  expenditure  (inclusive 
of  the  money  paid  off)  for  the  period  to  which  the  audit  was  to  extend.  A  copy 
of  these  statements  follows,  which  shows  at  one  view  the  large  sums  of  money 
which  have  passed  through  the  hands  of  the  Corporation  within  the  last  few  years> 
and  the  present  insolvent  condition  of  the  Corporation. 

The  balance  is  affected  by  the  period  of  the  year  when  it  is  made  up,  viz.,  whe- 
ther before  or  after  the  season  for  purchasing  and  laying  brood.  It  will  appear  that 
on  several  occasions  the  accounts  vvere  not  audited  at  the  time  when  the  balance 
was  made  up« 

Two  accounts  have  been  frequently  audited  at  the  same  time.  When  an  audit 
took  place,  it  is  noticed  in  the  statement.

It  itrill  be  seen  that  the  last  audit  exhibits  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  cham- 
berlain of  4  ^.  4  2  £?.  only. 

The  third  head  of  inquiry  relates  to  ^^  the  alleged  abuses  in  the  management 
during  the  same  period,  viz.,  from  181 5." 

For  a  long  period  there  have  been  violent  feuds  and  contentions  between  the 
burgesses  at  large  and  the  select  and  governing  body.  Within  the  last  five  years, 
since  the  fishery  stopped,  the  present  creditors  of  the  Corporation  have  also 
impeached,  on  i^arious  grounds,  the  conduct  of  the  select  body.  The  charges  made 
against  the  Corporation,  not  only  embrace  a  great  variety  of  points,  but,  taking  the 
period  from  1815  to  the  present  time,  affect  many  different  persons. 

It  will  be  convenient  to  divide  the  period  into  two  parts:  the  first  com- 
prising the  period  from  1815  to  1830,  during  which  a  gentleman  of  the  name 
of  Greet  was  the  leading  and  directing  member  of  the  Corporation ;  and  the  last, 
comprising  the  period  from  1830  to  the  present  time,  during  a  great  part  of  which 
the  Corporation  has  been  composed  of  its  present  members.  It  is  the  more  neces- 
sary to  do  this  as  the  present  members  of  the  Corporation,  before  their  election, 
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assailed  the  Gonduct  of  their  predecessors  in  office,  much  in  the  same  manner  as 
they  are  now  in  their  turn  attacked  by  the  burgesses  at  large* 

Mr.  Greet  became  a  member  of  the  select  body  before  the  year  l8i5*  It 
appears  that  on  his  accession  to  power,  he  conferred  great  benefits  on  the  borough^ 
and  was  regarded  by  the  burgesses  as  a  patron  and  benefactor.  The  fishery,  which 
had  laid  idle  for  want  of  funds,  was  stocked  by  money  advanced  by  Mr.  Greet,  and 
profitable  employment  was  afi'orded  to  the  burgesses  by  means  of  the  fishery,  and 
also  in  other  ways  by  Mr.  Greet,  who  was  a  government  contractor  to  a  con- 
siderable extent.  About  the  year  1819,  however,  unhappy  dissensions  arose 
between  the  select  body  and  the  burgesses  at  large ;  and  from  that  year  to  Mr. 
Greet's  death  in  1 830,  there  existed  a  state  of  almost  incessant  warfare  between 
the  parties. 

It  is  difficult  to  discover  the  precise  manner  in  which  these  feuds  arose,  and  who 
were  the  parties  on  whom  the  blame  of  the  first  aggression  should  rest.  On  the 
part  of  the  burgesses  and  fishermen,  there  was  no  doubt  a  kind  of  rebellion  (as  the 
select  body  termed  it)  against  the  bye-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Corporation,  and 
much  riotous  and  violent  conduct ;  whilst,  on  the  other  hand,  many  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  select  body  were  ill-advised  and  oppressive^  and  there  was  certainly 
an  improvident  and  undue  expenditure  of  the  corporate  funds,  in  order  to  carry 
out  the  objects  of  the  select  body  against  the  burgesses. 

A  main  ground  of  complaint  by  the  burgesses  against  the  select  body  was  the 
refusal  of  the  latter  to  allow  the  burgesses  to  inspect  the  accounts  and  to  be 
present  at  the  audits-  For  some  time  previous  to  the  year  1815,  it  seems  the 
burgesses  had  been  present  on  the  occasion  of  auditing  the  accounts,  and  had 
taken  part  in  the  busitiess  by  examining  and  checking  the  books  and  vouchers  ;  but 
the  formal  allowance  of  the  accounts  had  always  been  signed  by  the  members  of 
the  select  body  alone.  From  1815  to  1819,  there  seems  to  have  been  no  regular 
audit.  The  last  time  the  burgesses  were  permitted  to  take  part  in  the  audit  was 
in  the  year  1820  or  1821 ;  and  from  that  period  to  the  present,  the  burgesses  have 
always  been  excluded  from  the  audit.  (There  is  a  full  statement  as  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  burgesses  from  the  audits  in  Mr.  Maude's  Report,  p.  829.)  Assuming 
the  exclusion  to  have  been  justified  in  point  of  law,  it  seems  to  have  been. an 
impolitic  proceeding ;  for  it  has  been  a  great  and  continuing  cause  of  dissatisfac- 
tion, and  has  given  occasion  to  suspicions  of  misapplication  of  the  corporate 
funds. 

A  still  more  serious  cause  of  discord  was  found  in  some  bye-laws  made  in  the 
years  1820  and  1822.  Those  bye-laws  were  most  obnoxious  to  the  burgesses, 
apd  met  with  great  resistance.  The  bye-law  of  1820  required  the  burgesses 
intending  to  dredge  to  enrol  their  names,  and  to  conform  to  the  directions  of  the 
select  body,  and  especially  required  them  to  fish  every  day  when  oysters  were 
required  for  market ;  and  in  the  event  of  non-conformity  by  the  burgesses,  it  was 
provided  by  the  bye-law  that  the  select  body  might  employ  foreign  labourers.  The 
bye-laws  of  1822  prohibited  the  burgesses  from  dredging  for  oysters,  unless 
**  expressly  hired  and  employed  by  the  mayor  or  water  bailiffi"  and  from  using 
any  trawl,  or  other  similar  instrument,  within  the  oyster  grounds,  unless  ^'  expressly 
authorized  by  the  mayor  or  water  bailifll"  On  the  part  of  the  select  body  it  was 
said  that  those  bye-laws  were  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  the  fishery  ; 
and  no  doubt  some  regulations  as  to  the  manner  of  dredging  are  essential  to  the 
prosperity  of  it.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  said  that  the  object  of  these  bye- 
laws  was  to  give  the  select  body  entire  dominion  and  control  over  the  burgesses^ 
and  to  enable  them  to  give  or  withhold  employment  at  their  pleasure.  There  is 
no  doubt  the  bye-laws  gave  the  select  body  this  power,  and  a  strong  feeling 
exists  that  on  some  occasions  it  was  oppressively  exercised. 

The  resistance  to  these  bye-laws  gave  occasion  to  lawsuits ;  and  ultimately,  after 
along  trial  at  Maidstone  in  the  year  1827,  ^he  bye-laws  of  1822  were  found  by 
the  jury  to  be  unreasonable  ;  but  on  the  same  trial  the  title  of  the  Corporation  to 
the  fishery  was  affirmed. 

In  the  course  of  these  legal  contests  the  select  body  were  generally  successful. 
In  1820  some  of  the  burgesses,  about  40  in  number,  filed  a  bill  in  Chancery 
iigainst  the  Corporation,  to  restrain  them  from  letting  or  selling  the  fishery,  which 
it  was  alleged  they  intended  to  do.  An  action  was  thereupon  directed  by  the 
Court  of  Chancery  to  try  a  claim  set  up  by  the  burgesses  to  fish  in  the  oyster 
grounds  as  of  right,  and  without  the  authority  of  the  select  body.  The  action 
was  tried  in  1821^  and  decided  in  favour  of  the  select  body.     The  Corporation  in 
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their  turn  filed  their  bill  in  Chancery  against  44  of  the  burgesses,  to  mtnua  tkem^ 
from  fishing  and  taking  away  the  oysters;  an  injunction  was  granted  in  Ihisstiit, 
as  prayed  by  the  Corporation

addition  to  these  proceedings,  actions  on  bye-laws  were  brought  by  the  Cor* 
poration  between  the  years  1820  and  1828 ;  and  rarious  applications  for  writs  of 
uo  warranto  were  made  by  the  burgesses  against  different  members  of  the  select 
K>(ly.    The  costs  of  these  proceedings  were  paid  by  the  Corporation. 

Besides  these  suits  to  try  the  rights  of  the  parties,  applications  were  made  to 
the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  for  criminal  informations  against  burgesses,  on  three 
several  occasions,  at  the  instance  of  members  of  the  Corporation  ;  one  for  rioting, 
another  for  locking  up  the  select  body  in  their  court-hall,  and  a  third  against  a 
burgess  (a  common  dredgerman)  for  challenging  Mr.  Greet  to  fight  a  duel. 
These  proceedings  were  oppressive,  and  unnecessarily  expensive ;  the  adoption  of 
them,  instead  of  the  common  remedy  by  indictment,  was  probably  caused  by  a- 
desire  to  coerce  the  burgesses  into  peace.  The  costs  of  a  frivolous  action  brought 
by  the  water  bailiff  against  a  burgess  for  slander,  were  also  defrayed  out  of  the 
corporate  funds. 

it  is  stated  in  Mr.  Maude's  Report  (p.  837),  that  he  was  informed  money 
amounting  to  between  io,ooo/.  and  ii,oooZ.,  had  been  expended  out  of  the  cor- 
porate funds  in  these  proceedings.  It  appears,  however,  from  an  account  furnished 
to  me  by  the  present  town  clerk  (Mr.  Hinde),  the  son  of  the  gentleman  who  held 
the  office  during  the  time  of  the  lawsuits,  that  the  actual  amount  of  costs  paid  by 
the  Corporation  in  respect  of  these  proceedings  is  5,453  L  6s.  \id*  This  sum 
includes  the  costs  of  opposing  a  Bill  to  regulate  the  fishery,  brought  into  Parlia- 
ment by  Mr.  Capel,  one  of  the  Members  for  the  borough,  but  is  exclusive  of  the 
ordinary  law  charges  of  the  town  clerk. 

A  balance  on  accountof  these  costs,  amounting  to  2,185/.  10^.  11  </.,  remained 
due  to  the  town  clerk  when  the  fishery  was  stopped  in  1828,  which  was  paid 
when  money  was  borrowed  to  stock  the  grounds  in  1830.  The  legal  proceedings 
and  the  heavy  costs  consequent  upon  them,  have  certainly  contributed  to  bring 
about  the  present  state  of  affairs. 

Another  evil  consequence  of  these  legal  contests  was,  that  the  select  body  from 
time  to  time  disfranchised  members  of  the  Corporation,  in  order  to  make  them 
competent  witnesses,  and  upon  those  occasions  granted  to  the  persons  disfran- 
chised pensions  or  annuities,  payable  out  of  the  corporate  funds.  In  1821,  several 
burgesses  were  disfranchised,  and  in  1823  the  mayor  and  a  jurat;  and  pensions 
of  1  s.  per  day  were  granted  to  each  of  these  persons  so  disfranchised,  and  their- 
wives,  with  benefit  of  survivorship.  The  mischief  of  these  grants  is  twofold  : 
first,  as  tending  to  corrupt  the  witnesses  ;  and  secondly,  as  an  undue  application 
of  the  corporate  funds* 

Some  of  the  annuitants  are  dead.  Six  remain,  the  sum  of  whose  pensions  is 
109/.  10^.  per  annum,  which  sum  was  actually  paid  to  the  annuitants  up  to  the 
year  1837. 

Another  abuse  complained  of  during  Mr.  Greet's  reign  was  this  :  Mr.  Greet 
held  some  property  under  four  leases  of  the  Corporation,  each  granted  for  the 
term  of  60  years.  In  1824,  Mr.  Greet  being  then  mayor,  the  reversion  of  this 
property  was  conveyed  to  him  in  fee  by  the  Corporation,  in  consideration  of  160/. 
jt  was  asserted  that  this  sum,  assuming  it  to  have  been  paid,  was  an  inadequate 
price.  It  was  not,  however,  in  fact  paid,  but  Mr.  Greet  gave  up  to  the  Corpora* 
tion  an  annuity  of  1  s.  per  diem,  of  the  kind  just  before  adverted  to,  which  had  in 
the  previous  year  been  granted  to  him  and  his  wife,  upon  his  being  disfranchised 
to  enable  him  to  give  evidence,  although  he  was  instantly,  as  soon  as  the  purpose 
was  served,  re-elected  into  the  select  body. 

This  transaction  seems  a  rank  abuse  of  his  position  by  Mr.  Greet. 

It  will  now  be  in  order  to  examine  the  abuses  complained  of  subsequent  to 
1830. 

It  has  been  a  constant  subject  of  complaint  by  the  burgesses,  and  of  late  years 
by  the  creditors,  that  the  Corporation  have  privately  audited  the  chamberlain's 
accounts,  and  have  refused  an  inspection  of  them.  The  fact  is  admitted  by  the 
Corporation,  but  they  say  they  were  justified  in  doing  so  by  law,  and  by  the 
practice  existing  before  their  time. 

It  has  already  been  observed  that  such  a  course  was  at  least  impolitic,  and  it 
has  led  of  late  years  to  charges,  publicly  made,  of  an  appropriation  by  the  present 
body  of  the  corporate  funds  to  private  purposes.    The  large  amount  of  moneys 
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^hich  has  confessedly  passed  through  the  hands  of  the  Corporation,  and  their 
present  insolvent  condition  has  been  put  forward  to  support  the  charge.  As  far, 
however,  as  this  inquiry  has  extended,  that  charge  (except  so  far  as  will  be  here- 
after noticed)  has  not  been  supported.  Upon  the  present  inquiry  the  books  of 
the  Corporation  and  their  vouchers  were  produced,  and  were  laid  open  to  the  ex- 
amination of  the  creditors  and  burgesses  attending  the  inquiry.  The  accounts  of 
the  sales  of  oysters  for  the  years  1831-3,  and  1835-6,  (two  years  selected  at 
random)  were  carefully  gone  through  and  checked,  both  with  the  sale  notes  from 
Billingsgate,  and  with  the  account  of  oysters  caught  in  those  years,  which  account 
•was  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Bowten,  the  then  water  bailiff,  but  who  is  now  out 
of  office  and  in  opposition.  The  result  showed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  creditors 
and  burgesses  present  that  the  accounts  of  the  Corporation  were  correct ;  if  any 
fraud  occurs  in  the  manner  of  keeping  the  books,  it  would  require  long  sifting  by 
an  accountant  to  discover  it.  But  it  is  right  to  state  there  is  nothing  in  the 
appearance  of  the  books,  nor  in  the  testimony  of  the  persons  examined,  which 
gives  any  support  to  a  charge  of  this  kind. 

One  ground  of  charge  against  the  present  Corporation  has  been  the  non«re- 
moval  of  Mr,  Greystock,  one  of  the  jurats.  Mr.  Greystock  had  been  for  many 
years  one  of  the  London  salesman  of  the  Corporation,  and  in  October  1 838  he 
became  insolvent,  and  was  then  indebted  to  the  Corporation  in  the  sum  of  525  /., 
which  still  remains  unpaid ;  the  Corporation  thereupon  ceased  to  send  oysters  to 
him  for  sale,  but  did  not  remove  him  from  his  office. 

Another  ground  of  charge  has  been  the  alleged  removal  of  Mr.  Bowten  from  the 
office  of  water  bailiff  in  1 840 :  it  was  admitted  on  all  sides  that  Mr.  Bowten  was 
an  experienced,  skilful,  and  trustworthy  officer,  and  the  person  best  acquainted 
with  the  fishery  and  the  manner  of  treating  it.  It,  however,  appears  that  Mr. 
Bowten  was  not  removed,  but  voluntarily  resigned  his  office  in  consequence  of  his 
dissatisfaction  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Corporation  at  the  period  of  his  retire- 
ment. 

Some  years  ago  the  Corporation  and  the  adjoining  proprietors  filled  up  and 
turned  to  pasture  some  large  fleets  and  ditches  which  bounded  the  common 
called  "  The  Green.*'  By  Uiis  operation  about  10  acres  of  pasture  were  gained 
to  the  common,  and  the  same  quantity  was  gained  by  the  adjoining  proprietors; 
The  burgesses  have  always  made  a  great  grievance  of  the  loss  of  the  fleets, 
because  they  used  to  obtain  eels  and  other  fish  in  considerable  quantities  from 
the  fleets  in  severe  weather,  when  they  could  not  fish  in  the  sea,  and  because, 
as  they  say,  the  owners  of  the  leezes  are  alone  benefited  by  the  additional 
pasturage.  The  draining,  however,  of  these  fleets  was  clearly  a  great  public 
improvement;  and  in  consequence  of  an  extensive  drainage  of  similar  fleets,  the 
Isle  of  Sheppy  has  been  rendered  more  salubrious. 

Complaint  has  frequently  been  made  of  the  amount  of  salaries  paid.  It  does 
not  appear  on  the  whole  that  the  salaries  of  recent  years  have  been  excessive ; 
but  it  is  at  the  same  time  observable,  that  the  costly  and  cumbrous  machinery  of 
a  Municipal  Corporation  is  not  suited  to  conduct  profitably  the  fishery,  when 
opposed  to  active  competition  from  individuals  and  companies. 

The  principal  salaries  are  those  of  the  water  bailiff,  the  mayor,  and  chamberlain. 
The  water  bailiff  has  been,  paid  of  late  years  a  fixed  yearly  salary  of  108/.  4^.^ 
and  he  is  in  addition  entitled  to  2S.6d.  for  every  vessel  laden  within  the  borough, 
which  produces  annually  about  30/.,  and  to  a  stint  of  oysters  which  averages  about 
28/.  per  annum.  Considering  that  tlie  whole  management  of  the  fishel*y  devolves 
on  the  water  bailiff,  this  salary  does  not  seem  to  be  unreasonable.  The  chamber- 
lain's yearly  salary  was  80/.,  which  in  1835  was  raised  to  100/.  The  former 
sum  was  probably  sufficient,  but  the  larger  salary  cannot  be  called  excessive. 
The  mayor's  salary  was  fixed  at  80/.  per  annum.  This  sum  is,  perhaps,  too  large 
for  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  was  probably  fixed  with  reference  to  its  dignity. 
None  of  these  salaries  have  been  paid  since  1838,  but  in  each  of  the  years 
1839  ^"^  ^^4^  ^^^  chamberlain  received  60/.,  and  in  1841  the  mayor  re^ 
ceived  40/. 

But  the  main  charge  against  the  present  Corporation  is,  that  with  immense 
receipts  from  the  fishery,  they  have  become,  as  a  Corporation,  insolvent,  leaving 
the  fishery  unstocked,  the  creditors  unpaid,  and  the  burgesses  without  employment; 
and  it  is  further  charged  against  the  members  of  the  Corporation,  that  when  their 
embarrassments  came  upon  them  and  insolvency  was  inevitable,  they  acted  impro- 
perly and  unjustly  towards  their  creditors  and  the  burgesses  by  paying  the  claims 
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of  their  immediate  relatives  and  friends,  to  the  prejudice  even  of  the  charities  of 
which  they  were  the  trustees,  by  making  grants  of  the  corporate  property,  and  by 
improperly  dredging  up  and  selling  in  an  immature  state  the  last  oysters  in  the 
grounds. 

The  state  of  embarrassment  to  which  the  affairs  of  the  fishery  were  reduced  in 
1838  has  not  been  denied  by  the  Corporation ;  but,  whatever  may  be  the  pre- 
sumption of  mismanagement,  the  evidence  presented  during  the  inquiry  does  not 
]Nrove  that  the  present  disastrous  state  of  affairs  is  owing  to  the  personal  miscon- 
duct or  neglect  of  the  existing  members  of  the  Corporation.  It  rather  seems 
attributable  to  the  system  of  management,  the  high  rate  of  wages  paid  to  the 
burgesses,  and  other  concurrent  causes,  such  as  new  and  enterprizing  competition, 
losses  from  unfavourable  seasons,  and  low  prices  for  the  fish.  The  machinery  of 
a  municipal  corporation  seems  little  adapted  to  carry  on  a  purely  trading  concern. 
Their  practice  of  raising  capital  by  annual  borrowing,  and  of  reserving  no  fund 
for  contingencies,  was  most  unsuited  to  the  successful  conduct  of  a  precarious  and 
speculative  adventure.  The  wages  paid  to  the  burgesses  were  about  one-third 
higher  than  those  at  which  foreign  labourers  could  have  been  obtained.  About  10^ 
or  12  years  ago  competition  greatly  increased,  and  the  Corporation  found  them- 
selves opposed  to  the  enterprize  and  activity  of  private  persons  and  joint-stock 
companies  in  adjoining  oyster  grounds ;  and,  as  a  consequence,  prices  fell.  In 
addition  to  these  disadvantages,  the  Queenborough  fishery  suffered  severe  losses  in 
two  or  three  seasons  by  frosts  and  stormy  weather. 

Higher  wages  have  been  paid  to  the  burgesses,  partly  because  there  seems  to 
have  prevail^  a  practice  to  pay  them  as  much  as  the  fishery  would  afford,  giving 
them,  as  it  were,  a  participation  in  the  profits,  in  the  shape  of  wages,  and  partly 
because  of  the  desire  to  employ  as  many  burgesses  as  possible.  More  men  have 
consequently  been  employed  than  the  mere  purposes  of  the  fishery  required.  It 
was  represented  that  50  men  would  be  sufficient  to  do  the  work ;  whereas  80,  and 
sometimes  upwards  of  100  have  been  employed.  Each  man,  therefore,  is  by  the 
regulations  of  the  fishery  stinted  in  the  quantity  of  oysters  he  may  dredge.  The 
consequence  of  this  ''  stint "  is,  that  none  of  the  burgesses  employed  perform  a 
full  day's  work ;  but  as  there  has  been  a  desire  that  the  burgesses  should  obtain  a 
living  from  the  fishery  when  employed  upon  it,  each  dredgerman  has  been  paid  as 
much  for  his  ^'  stint "  as  a  foreign  labourer  would  require  for  a  full  day's  labour. 

The  immediate  cause  of  the  grounds  being  unstocked  with  brood  in  1839^ 
appears  to  have  been  produced  from  the  following  circumstances :  in  addition  to 
the  money  taken  up  by  the  Corporation  on  .their  bonds,  they  were  in  the  habit  of 
being  supplied  with  money  at  the  commencement  of  each  season  for  laying 
brood,  hy  Messrs.  Vallence,  their  bankers,  and  Messrs.  Hinde  &  Sons,  their 
solicitors  j  which  money  was  annually  repaid,  either  by  the  money  taken  up  on 
bonds,  or  by  the  sales  of  oysters.  These  parties  not  having  been  paid  off  in  1 839, 
as  usual,  pressed  the  Corporation  for  the  amount  due  to  them,  and  refused  to 
make  further  advances ;  the  Corporation,  deprived  of  their  usual  succour,  were 
unable  to  purchase  brood,  and  from  that  time  insolvency  became  apparent  and 
inevitable. 

It  should  he  stated  that  the  Corporation  appear  to  have  made  great  efforts  in 
1 838  and  1 839  to  raise  more  money,  and,  indeed,  pledged  their  personal  security 
to  the  bankers  and  Messrs.  Hinde  for  the  purpose ;  but  from  the  time  when  all 
hope  of  obtaining  money  was  gone,  and  their  impending  insolvency  became  appa^ 
rent,  grave  complaints  have  been  made  against  their  conduct,  and  many  of  them 
are  supported  by  the  evidence. 

One  ground  of  complaint  has  been  that  they  preferred  their  relatives  and  friends 
to  their  other  creditors,  and  allowed  eight  judgments  to  be  obtained  against  them 
by  default,  while  they  defended  and  contested  an  action  brought  by  Dr.  Tapley, 
their  principal  creditor,  in  order  that  he  might  be  postponed  to  the  favoured 
creditors.  This  charge  is  true.  The  creditors  who  firstly  and  secondly  obtained 
judgments  by  the  consent  of  the  Corporation,  and  issued  elegits,  were  Mr.  Richmond 
and  Mr.  Thomas  Gooding,  both  brothers  in  law  of  Mr.  Knewstubb,  the  chamber- 
lain. There  have  been  issued,  altogether,  nine  elegits,  and  of  these  Dr.  Tapley's 
is  the  last  in  order.  So  lately  as  in  April  last^  Richmond  was  paid  141  /.  10^., 
and  Gooding  650/.,  the  sums  so  paid  to  them  being  the  last  monies  in  the  hands 
of  the  Corporation. 

Messrs.  Vallence  &  Son  were  paid  off  nearly  the  whole  of  their  debt  (about 
2,500/.)  in  July  1839;  and  Messrs.  Hinde  received  their  debt  (about  1,500/.)  in  the 
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preceding  month  of  January.  These  loans,  however,  having  been  made  tem- 
porarily, no  objection  can  be  fairly  urged  to  the  manner  of  their  repayment. 

Another  charge  is,  that  at  the  period  of  impending  insolvency,  the  Corporation 
made  beneficial  grants  of  some  of  their  property  to  themselves  and  their  immediate 
relatives.     This  charge  is  made  out  by  the  evidence. 

It  has  been  already  stated  that  the  Corporation  were  the  owners  of  three  and  a 
half  leezes  on  the  common.  On  th^  ist  October,  the  Corporation  conveyed  one 
of  these  leezes  to  James  Knewstubb,  a  relative  of  the  chamberlain's,  for  lOO/. 
On  the  29th  of  the  same  month,  another  leeze  was  conveyed  to  Wm.  Bills,  jun.  a 
son  of  the  land  bailiff,  for  100/.  j  and  on  the  same  day,  the  remaining  one  leeze 
and  a  half  (or  rather  one  leeze  and  a  fraction  less  than  a  half  leeze)  was  con- 
veyed to  James  Knewstubb  for  141/.  13^.  4^/.  These  sales  were  privately  con- 
ducted, and  no  notice  was  given  of  them.  It  was  asserted  that  each  leeze  was 
worth  more  than  lOo/. ;  and  as  the  net  annual  value  of  a  leeze  was  7/.  lO^.,  it 
would  seem  that  the  prices  were  inadequate. 

William  Bills,  the  land  bailiff,  was  possessed  under  various  assignments  of  six 
different  leases,  granted  by  the  Corporation,  for  terms  of  years  of  which  part  had 
expired.  On  the  2d  December  1839,  the  Corporation  granted  him  a  new  lease 
of  all  the  premises  contained  in  the  six  leases  for  a  fresh  term,  without  taking  any 
fine,  and  reserving  a  less  rent  than  he  before  paid. 

On  the  same  2d  of  December  1839,  Jaraes  Batchelor  (the  jurat),  who  was 
possessed  of  a  lease  from  the  Corporation,  granted  in  the  year  1819  for  a  term  of 
99  years,  determinable  on  the  dropping  of  lives,  obtained  the  grant  of  a  new  lease 
of  the  same  premises  for  the  term  of  99  years  absolute,  at  the  same  rent,  and 
without  paying  any  fine. 

On  the  3d  of  the  same  month  of  December,  James  Tilley  (the  jurat)  obtained 
3  conveyance  of  the  fee  simple  of  a  house  which  he  held  under  the  Corporation 
for  a  term  of  60  years,  granted  in  the  year  1801.  The  conveyance  is  staled  to 
]\ave  been  made  in  consideration  of  36/.,  but  the  money  was  not  in  fact  paid.  Mr. 
Tilley  was  one  of  the  annuitants  at  1  s.  per  diem,  and  the  arrangement  was  that  the 
36/.  was  to  be  set  off  against  two  years'  payment  of  the  annuity.  At  the  time, 
however,  when  this  arrangement  was  made,  payment  of  these  annuities  had  been 
actually  stopped,  and  notice  given  to  the  annuitants  that  they  would  be  no  longer 
paid. 

Another  charge  has  been  made  against  the  Corporation,  with  respect  to  the 
monies  vested  in  them  for  charitable  purposes. 

These  charities  consist  of  1,000/.  three  per  cent,  consols,  which  is  now 
standing  in  the  names  of  three  trustees,  all  of  whom  were  formerly  members  of  the 
st  lect  body.  The  trusts  of  this  charity  are  for  the  relief  of  poor  widows  and 
children,  the  encouragement  of  children  by  rewards,  and  other  purposes.  The 
Corporation  have  always  received  the  dividends  and  distributed  them.  The 
complaint,  as  re^rds  this  charity,  is,  that  in  the  year  1 842  a  small  part  only  of  the 
dividends  was  distributed  for  the  objects  of  the  charity,  the  residue  being  absorbed 
in  the  general  expenditure  of  the  Corporation. 

Three  sums  of  50/.,  50/.,  and  40  Z.,  given  to  the  Corporation  for  charitable  pur- 
poses by  various  individuals  in  the  years  1690,  1804,  ^^d  1815,  have  been  absorbed 
in  the  general  expenditure.  When  their  difficulties  approached,  it  would  seem 
that  the  Corporation  ought  to  have  set  apart  and  invested  monies  to  answer  these 
charities,  instead  of  dividing  their  last  funds  among  their  favoured  creditors,  leaving, 
as  the  final  balance  in  their  hands,  the  sum  of  45.  j\id.  only. 

Another  charge  against  the  Corporation  is,  that,  when  there  was  no  hope  of  extri** 
cation  from  their  difficulties,  they  improperly  dredged  up  the  reniaining  oysters  in  the 
beds,  and  left  the  grounds  altogether  bare.  This  took  place  in  1 840,  and  the  oysters 
raised  were  of  tlie  gross  value  of  upwards  of  2,250/.  It  was  proved  that  a  consi- 
derable quantity  of  these  oysters  were  immature  when  thus  dredged  up,  and  it 
appears  they  would  have  considerably  increased  in  value  if  they  had  been  suffered 
to  remain  on  the  grounds.     Some  favoured  creditors  were  paid  with  the  proceeds. 

Another  charge  against  the  present  mayor  was,  that  in  the  year  1839  he  laid 
befoce  Dr.  Tapley  an  untrue  statement  in  writing  of  the  property  and  liabilities 
of  the  Corporation ;  and  by  such  misrepresentation  obtained  from  Dr.  Tapley, 
abready  a  creditor  of  the  Corporation  to  the  extent  of  5,000/.,  a  further  advance 
of  150/.  The  mayor  admitted  the  truth  of  this  charge,  and  excused  it  by  his 
desire  to  obtain  funds  to  prosecute  tlie  fishery.     The  charge  is  one  rather  of  a

Corporation. 

.    The  fourth  head  of  inquiry  relates  to  **  the  debts  owing  by  the  Corporation, 
and  the  funds  applicable  to  the  payment  of  them/' 

The  t)rincipal  of  the  debts  now  due  from  the  Corporation  to  the  bondholders  is 
about  12,724/.  There  is  an  arrear  of  interest  (which  is  payable  at  five  per  cent.) 
of  about  five  years,  so  that  the  total  amount  of  debt  may  be  stated  at  about  1 6,000/. 
1  he  creditors  are  upwards  of  30  in  number,  and  some  of  them  are  the  trustees  of 
benefit  and  other  Societies,  which' have  been  greatly  impoverished  by  the  loss  of 
the  n)oney  thus  lent.  In  addition  lo  these  honh  fide  creditors,  there  are  the  claims 
of  the  annuitants  which  have  already  been  adverted  to. 

It  has  been  aheady  stated  that  there  are  nine  writs  of  elegit  in  the  hands  of 
the  sheriflf  of  Kent,  and  that  the  whole  of  the  available  property  of  the  Corporation 
is  now  in  the  custody  of  the  law.  The  present  income  of  the  property,  consisting 
of  the  conventionary  and  fee-farm  rents,  is  of  trifling  amount  compared  with  tJie 
mass  of  debt;  and  there  can  be  no  hope  of  redeeming  that  debt,  except  by 
stocking  the  oyster  grounds  and  reviving  the  fishery. 

A  list  of  the  creditors,  as  made  out  by  the  Corporation  in  1829,  is  appended, 
marked  D.  This  document  contains  also  an  estimate  made  by  the  Corporation 
of  the  supposed  value  of  their  property  at  that  period. 

With  respect  to  the  instructions  to  report  "on  any  other  points  which  might 
appear  deserving  of  notice,"  I  beg  to  report  that  it  seems  to  me  the  most  important 
point  to  be  practically  considered,  is  the  future  management  of  the  property  of  the 
Corporation,  and  in  what  way  it  can  best  be  restored  to  a  state  to  make  profitable 
returns. 

The  Corporation  is  virtually  defunct.  It  has  no  duties  of  importance  to  perform, 
and  all  its  property  is  ^ready  by  course  of  law  taken  from  its  control.  The 
present  members  acknowledged  the  helpless  condition  in  which  the  Corporation  is 
placed,  and  expressed  willingness  to  acquiesce  in  any  arrangement  which  toay  be 
devised  for  restoring  the  property  to  a  prosperous  state. 

The  town  of  Queenborough  has  been  long  in  a  state  of  decline,  and  it  is  not 
very  probable  that  it  will  again  become  a  place  of  importance.  Adventitious 
circumstances,  no  longer  existing,  formerly  gave  importance  and  prosperity  to  the 
borough,  which  its  locality  would  not  have  commanded.  The  two  members  o{ 
the  borough  (which  was  placed  in  the  Schedule  A.  of  thfe  Reform  Act)  gave  great 
assistance  to  the  town ;  and  considerable  employment  was  afforded  to  the  inha- 
bitants in  time  of  war  by  government  contracts,  by  the  pilotage  of  ships  in  the 
Medway,  by  works  in  the  dockyard,  and  other  similar  advantages.  In  the  actual 
situation  of  the  town,  a  Municipal  Corporation  has  no  usefulness,  and,  on  the  con- 
trary, is  an  encumbrance.  The  present  members  of  the  Corporation  are  persons 
in  whom  the  inhabitants  have  no  confidence,  and  there  are  few  persons  of  con- 
sideration and  property  in  the  town  to  succeed  them. 

The  property  of  the  Corporation  however  is  important,  and,  under  good 
management,  would  yield  considerable  revenue,  as  well  as  employment  lo  the 
people.  There  seems  no  doubt  that  the  oyster  grounds  are  available  property, 
and  according  to  all  the  representations  made  to  me,  a  profitable  fishery  might  be 
carried  on  upon  them,  and  the  present  was  represented  as  a  favourable  period  for 
reviving  it  with  effect.  The  fishery  would  not,  it  seems,  be  sufiicient  to  afford 
employment  to  all  the  burgesses,  but  it  was  represented  that  about  50  men  might 
derive  a  good  livelihood  from  it.  The  stoppage  of  this  channel  of  employment 
for  the  last  five  years,  has  necessarily  caused  considerable  distress  in  Queenborough, 
and  driven  the  burgesses  and  fisherrAen  to  the  adjoining  fisheries  and  other  places 
for  work.  These  persons  are  most  anxious  that  their  own  fishery  should  be  restored 
to  active  working. 

There  appeared  to  exist  no  desire  or  feeling  in  any  parties  that  the  Corporation 
should  be  preserved,  but  there  was  considerable  difference  of  opinion  and  feeling 
With  respect  to  the  manner  in  which  the  property  should  in  future  be  managed. 
The  burgesses  were  desirous  of  having  the  control  of  the  property,  or  at  all  events 
of  the  fishery,  and  suggested  that  the  fishery  should  be  managed  by  a  jury  to  be 
annually  chosen  from  among  themselves.  They  referred  to  the  Faversham  Fishery, 
where  this  mode  of  management  was  sanctioned  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  palssed 
in  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled'  "  An  Act  for 
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granting  certain  powers  to  the  Faversbam  Fishery  Company."     The  creditors  were 
opposed  to  this  mode  of  management. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  mode  of  management  by  a  jury  is  inapplicable  to  the 
existing  condition  of  affairs  in  Queenborough.  The  right  to  the  property  is  vir- 
tually m  the  creditors  (some  of  whom  are  actually  in  possession  under  writs  of 
elegit),  and  it  seems  right  that  their  interests  should  be  fully  and  carefully  re- 
garded. 

From  the  best  information  I  could  obtain,  the  most  effectual  way  of  restoring 
the  fishery  would  be  by  demising  it  on  lease.  It  would  require  a  capital  of 
10,000  /.  or  15,000  /.  to  stock  the  grounds  and  revive  the  fishery  with  effect,  and 
neither  the  creditors  nor  the  inhabitants  are  tliemselves  competent  to  the  under- 
taking. 

It  was  represented  that  some  months  ago  a  proposition  was  made  by  certain 
persons  to  take  a  lease  of  the  fishery  for  21  years,  at  a  rent  of  600  /.  per  annum  ; 
the  lessees  to  pay  in  addition  a  considerable  sum  of  money  by  way  of  fine  for  the 
lease,  which  would  at  once  be  applicable  to  discharge  a  portion  of  the  debt.  The 
treaty  was  represented  to  have  gone  off  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
the  concurrence  of  all  parties,  bo  as  to  give  security  to  the  lessees.  There  seemed 
to  exist  no  doubt  that  a  lease  (if  one  could  be  granted  with  a  secure  title)  would  be 
taken,  either  by  these  individuals  or  others,  on  terms  advantageous  to  the  creditors 
and  burgesses.  The  present  members  of  the  Corporation  and  the  creditors  who 
attended  the  inquiry,  expressed  their  readiness  to  concur  in  granting  a  lease,  but 
the  burgesses  at  large  did  not  seem  convinced  of  the  expediency  of  it ;  and  it  would 
obviously  be  impossible  to  obtain  the  concurrence  of  all  parties  to  any  given  plan 
"of  future  management. 

It  seems  to  me  the  interposition  of  the  Legislature  is  essential  to  provide  satis- 
factorily for  the  future  management  of  the  properly,  and  the  scheme  which  appears 
to  hold  out  the  best  prospect  of  relief  to  the  creditors,  employment  to  the  bur- 
gesses, and  ultimate  benefit  to  the  town,  is  the  transfer  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  of 
the  property  of  the  Corporation  to  trustees.  The  trustees  should  be  empowered 
to  demise  the  fishery,  and  to  appoint  a  manager  and  receiver  to  manage  the  pro* 
perty  retained  in  hand,  and  to  collect  the  rents  of  the  property  demised.  The 
proceeds  of  the  property  to  be  appropriated  in  the  first  instance  to  liquidate  the 
existing  debts,  according  to  their  legal  priority,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  may 
be  considered  equitable.  No  surplus  applicable  to  the  general  purposes  of  the 
town  can  obviously,  for  many  years,  be  expected  ;  but  it  is  w<»rthy  of  considera- 
tion whether  some  small  annual  sum  should  not  be  set  apart  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  school  and  other  similar  purposes.  As  soon  as  the  debt  shall  be  paid  off, 
the  whole  income  to  be  appropriated  to  public  purposes  for  the  general  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants. 

The  charities  might  be  transferred  to  the  same  trustees.  It  has  already  been 
stated  that  1,000/.  stock,  the  principal  charity,  remains  untouched.  It  seems  to 
me  the  present  members  of  the  select  body  should  be  held  responsible  for  the  three 
sums  of  50  /.,  50  /.,  and  40  /.,  which  they  held  in  their  hands  for  charitable  pur- 
poses, under  the  circumstances  already  adverted  to. 

The  first  trustees  might  be  named  in  the  Act,  and  provision  made  for  filling  up 
future  vacancies  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

The  power  to  demise  the  oyster  grounds  and  fishery  seems  to  me  an  essential 
part  of  the  arrangement.  Trustees  can  seldom  conduct  a  trade  effectively.  It 
requires  the  stimulus  of  direct  pecuniary  interest  to  carry  on  profitably  and  suc« 
cessfully  a  fishery  of  this  kind,  when  exposed  to  active  competition. 

If  the  fishery  were  demised,  all  the  duties  of  manager  and  receiver  under  the 
trustees  might  well  be  performed  by  one  person  ;  and  thus  a  single  salary  would 
be  paid  instead  of  the  numerous  salaries  and  stipends  which  the  property  has 
hitherto  borne.  It  appears  probable  also  that  an  active  manager  of  the  estate 
might  render  the  *'  Green  *'  and  the  house  property  of  tlie  Corporation  much 
more  profitable  than  they  have  hitherto  been. 

If  it  should  be  considered  right  that  a  Bill  should  be  brought  into  Parliament 
to  sanction  the  scheme  which  has  just  been  recommended,  or  any  other  plan  of 
a  similar  kind,  it  would  seem  desirable  that  some  intimation  should  be  given  to 
the  parties  interested  at  an  eariy  period.  Such  an  intimation  would  no  doubt 
induce  persons  desirous  of  taking  the  lease  to  come  forward,  and  arrangements 
for  the  lease  might  be  matured  during  the  recess,  to  be  carried  into  effect  at  an 
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early  period  of  the  next  session,  so  that  the  oyster  grounds  might  be  stocked  in 
the  spring. 

The  persons  to  whom  communication  might  be  made,  and  who  would  probably 
be  found  ready  to  aflibrd  information  and  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  proposed 
arrangements,  are  Mr.  Breeze,  the  present  mayor,  who  might  be  considered  the 
representative  of  the  present  Corporation,  Dr.  Tapley  of  Gravesend,  and  Dr. 
Robertson  of  Chatham,  on  behalf  of  the  creditors  ;  and  Mr.  Bowten  (the  former 
water  bailiflf),  who  may  be  considered  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  burgesses 
at  large.  Mr.  Hinde,  the  present  town  clerk,  is  extremely  well  informed  with 
respect  to  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  Corporation,  and  would  no  doubt  render 
assistance  if  called  upon  to  do  so.

COMMISSIONERS  OF  REVENUE  INQUIRY. 


TO   THE  RIGHT  HONOURABLE   THE    LORDS   COMMISSIONERS  OF  HER 

MAJBSrrS  TREASURY. 

My  Lords, 

In  our  Report  of  the  22d  of  May  last,  we  exprcssed  our  wish  to  inqmite 
iurdier  into  the  manner  of  conducting  that  part  of  the  business  of  the  Customs 
more  immediately  in  connexion  with  the  two  first  heads  of  fraud,  which  are 
therein  describedL,  and  which  is  conducted  by  what  is  technically  called  the 
Searchers'  Department.  We  also  adverted  to  various  other  important  matters 
which  we  had  but  partially  investigated,  and  declared  our  intention  to  apply 
imrselves  to  their  examination  and  consideration.  The  precautions  adopted 
to  prevent  fraud  and  smuggling  before  goods  are  landed,  or  their  improper 
vebading  when  embarked  tor  expcMrtation ;  the  system  by  which  the  draw- 
hdA  on  goods  exported  is  ascertained ;  the  regulations  bearing  on  the 
placing  in  or  taking  out  of  bonded  warehouses  goods,  whether  intended  for 
baofme  consumption  or  for  exportation ;  the  mode  by  which  articles  are  conveyed 
in  bond  fnmi  one  portion  oi  tlie  kingdom  to  another,  by  coasting  vessels  or  by 
inland  conveyances ;  the  Gauging  Department ;  and  the  manner  in  which  tlie 
business  of  the  Long  Room,  but  more  c^ecially  the  receipt  of  the  duties,  is  con- 
ducted, seemiod  severally  to  require  our  attention ;  and  we  felt  that,  until  we 
became  acquainted  with  them,  we  had  not  complied  with  the  special  directions 
ieoBtained  in  your  Lordi^ps'  letter  of  the  16th  November  1842.  The  extent 
^  inquiry  which  these  several  subjects  must  of  necessity  require  was  obvious ; 
fer  although  we  weie  anxious  to  benefit  by  the  practical  experience  and 
knowledge  ^  the  officers  of  the  department,  we  felt  we  should  ill  discharge  our 
duty  if  we  did  not  go  so  much  into  detail,  and  attempt  to  obtain  such  inldrma- 
tion  from  all  quarters  (willing  to  afibrd  it)  as  would  enable  us  to  form  our  own 
jodgment  on  the  existing  system,  and  to  suggest  alterations,  with  some  hope 
that  they  might  be  useful,  where  the  prevailing  practice  might  seem  to  ^ 
feulty  or  inelfficient.  Each  of  these  heads  of  inquiry  could  with  truth  be  said 
to  hai^  connexicm  with  the  frauds,  the  existence  of  which  had  been  already 
clearly  established,  or  with  those  in  respect  to  which  the  most  confident  allega^ 
tions  were  constantly  made. 

In  our  hat  Report,  we  dwelt  almost  entirely  on  the  fraudulent  importations 
€^  silk,  lace,  gloves  and  fancy  goods,  in  respect  of  the  great  revenue  articles 
of  tobacco,  of  spirits  and  of  wine,  as  well  as  of  mamy  other  i^mportant  imports 

Xn  which  hi^  duties  are  leviable,  and  on  which  drawbacks  are  paid,  we 
red  no  observations.  Sufficient  disclosures  had  then  been  made  to  show 
^at  the  fraudulent  trader  had  not  failed  to  avail  himself  of  any  means  of 
increasii^  his  profit,  to  the  detriment  of  the  Revenue,  which  presented  itself, 
and  that  officers  were  easily  induced  to  facilitate  such  attempts  by  every 
mode  of  deceit  and  every  description  of  leilsehood ;  indeed^  we  were  forced  very 
early  in  our  inquiries  to  feel  a  distrust  of  the  integrity  of  the  officers,  and  of  the 
effici^^cy  of  the  system.  The  previous  high  character  and  estimation  of  an 
officer  appeared  to  be  no  guarantee  ior  his  honour  and  integrity  ;  and  regula- 
*ttons  and  instructions,  which  apparently  provided  the  most  ample  security  for 
ihe  Revenue,  for  the  information  of  the  honest,  and  for  the  detection  of  the  dis« 
honest  servants  of  the  public,  were  shown  to  be  unavailing  by  the  habitual 
^yaobedience  to  the  one,  and  a  most  imperfect  observance  of  the  other.  We  were 
.thustompelled  to  li^:en  to  allegations  which,  from  their  vagueness  or  their  im- 
probability, we  should  otherwise  have  dismissed  without  notice ;  and  to  require 
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that  assertions  of  innocence  should  be  established  by  the  accumulation  of 
evidence,  instead  of  permitting  the  previous  character  of  an  individual  to  pro- 
duce on  our  minds  immediate  conviction  of  the  correctness  of  his  conduct. 

Various  reasons,  however,  induced  us,  after  the  conclusion  of  our  last  Report, 
to  turn  our  immediate  attention  to  the  Gauging  Department,  and  the  system 

Eursued  at  the  dock  warehouses.  The  evidence  of  Messrs.  Homersham  and 
iurnby,  confirmed  in  many  ways  and  from  several  quarters,  rendered  the 
continued  practice  of  serious  frauds  in  regard  to  spirits  and  wines  highly 
probable ;  and  the  admission  of  segars  as  marble,  by  Mr.  Homersham,  in  the 
St.  Katherine's  Docks,  in  1839,  as  stated  by  us  in  our  last  Report,  demonstrated 
lliat  the  Revenue  was  liable  to  fraud  in  the  docks  as  elsewhere. 

We  proceeded,  therefore,  to  take  evidence  on  those  points,  and  had  pursued 
our  inquiries  somewhat  extensively,  when  the  declaration  of  an  inferior  officer, 
a  weigher,  by  name  J.  Wycherley  (to  whose  case  we  shall  presently  advert 
more  particularly),  caused  us  to  direct  our  attention  to  the  special  matters  which 
he  brought  before  us,  illustrating  as  they  did  the  spirit  witn  which  all^ations 
by  officers  of  his  class,  when  criminatory  of  their  superior  officers,  were  received 
and  investigated.  Ilie  necessity  for  discouraging  vexatious  complaints  and 
accusations  against  the  superior  officers  by  those  under  their  orders  we  are 
ready  to  admit  Nothing  can  be  more  probable  than  that  the  proper  discharge 
of  his  own  duty  by  the  landing-waiter,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  performance 
of  his  duty  by  the  weigher,  may  make  the  latter  disposed  to  prefer  frivolous  and 
unfounded  charges  against  the  former.  Whenever,  after  proper  investigation, 
the  result  shall  tend  to  establish  malicious  intention  on  the  part  of  the  accuser, 
whilst  the  innocence  of  the  accused  is  apparent,  adequate  punishment  should  be 
inflicted,  nor  should  an  accusation  on  such  authority  be  readily  entertained, 
unless  it  be  such  as  to  bear  upon  it  the  air  of  truth,  or  unless  the  party  making 
it  shall  have  had  within  his  reach  the  means  of  acquiring  the  requisite  infor- 
mation, and  shall  disclose  such  facts  as  may  show  a  possible  case  against  the 
accused.  But  to  enter  on  such  inquiries,  and  to  conduct  them  in  such  a  manner 
as  neither  to  give  the  individual  preferring  the  charge  a  fiair  chance  of  establish- 
ing his  accusation,  nor  to  let  the  officers  in  general  feel,  that  when  they  believe 
their  superiors  to  be  doing  what  is  wrong,  they  will  receive  fair  support  if 
they  give  information  of  it,  is  to  destroy  one  of  the  most  important  checks  to 
the  commission  of  fraud,  and  to  annihilate  in  the  breasts  of  tue  officers  of  an 
inferior  class  a  proper  view  of  their  duty  to  the  public,  whilst  it  must  act  as  a 
direct  encouragement  to  fraud,  in  regard  to  those  superior  officers  who  may 
thus  anticipate  impunity  for  their  offences,  dven  though  they  may  be  detected 
by  those  placed  under  their  direction  to  assist  them  in  the  protection  of  the 
Kevenue.  It  has  been  stated  to  us,  by  more  than  one  individual,  that  there 
was  a  feeling  among  the  lower  classes  of  the  Customs'  Department,  that  they 
incurred  serious  risk  when  they  attempted  to  charge  their  superiors  with  im- 
proper conduct. 

The  fects  of  the  case  of  the  weigher  Wycherley  appear  to  justify  this 
feeling ;  and  we  shall  shortly  lay  it  before  your  lordships,  for  the  purpose 
of  expressing  oiu:  disapprobation  of  such  a  system,  and  our  anxiety 
that  it  should  not  continue.  Our  hope,  however,,  and  belief  is,  that  if  (ac* 
cording  to  our  suggestions)  a  member  of  the  Board  shall  conduct  inquiries 
into  all  charges  of  a  serious  nature  which  shall  be  brought  against  officers  of 
a  high  class,  undue  discouragement  will  not  hereafter  be  shown  by  the  Commis- 
sioners conducting  such  inquiries  towards  any  one  who,  with  honest  intentions, 
gives  information  (let  the  person  affected  be  who  he  may);  and  that  the  opinion 
will  cease  to  prevail  amongst  the  lower  officers,  that  they  are  placed  in  a  dis- 
advantageous position  when  they  attempt  to  substantiate  the'  charges  which 
they  prefer,  and  incur  a  very  serious  risk,  should  they  fail  to  establish  them  ; 
and  that  thus  a  great  additional  security  will  be  created  against  the  perpetra- 
tion of  fraud. 

The  system  of  promotion  from  the  lower  to  the  higher  situations  (however 
beneficial  and  desirable  it  may  be  on  other  grounds)  has  the  disadvantage, 
that  it  gives  rise  to  the  belief  of  partiality  to  particular  individuals  or  particular 
classes ;  and  thus  the  conduct  of  a  Surveyor-general,  when  he  is  to  adjudicate 
between  a  landing-waiter  and  a  weigher,  is  not  uncommonly  regarded  with 
more  distrust,  and  his  decision  is  received  with  more  suspicion  of  undue  bias,  than 
would  be  felt  by  the  lower  class  of  officers,  were  a  case  to  be  investigated  and 
decided  under  the  personal  and  immediate  direction  of  a  member  of  the  Board. 

We 
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We  are  aware  that,  formally,  the  decision  in  all  cases  is  by  the  Board;  but 
it  is  obvious  that  the  mode  of  xjonducting  an  inquiry,  and  of  examining  wit- 
nesses, has  a  very  important  effect  on  the  general  result ;  and  the  manner  in 
which  evidence  is  received  may  seriously  influence  a  witness  in  giving  it,  and 
cause  an  essential  difference  in  its  practical  effect. 

We  shall  now  proceed  to  state  the  case,  which  has  induced  us  to  make 
these  observations,  as  shortly  as  we  can,  consistently  with  rendering  it 
intelligible. 

A  man. of  the  name  of  John  Wycherley,  a  weigher,  was  on  duty  on  the 
Custom-house  Quay  in  the  latter  end  of  May  1840,  and  was  employed,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Lang,  a  landing-waiter  (since  dismissed,  and  on  whose  case 
we  stated  our  opinion  to  your  Lordships  in  May  last),  in  opening  for  examina- 
tion the  outward  case  of  what  was  apparently  an  article  of  furniture.  Whilst 
this  was  doing,  Mr.  M* Vicar  (a  landing-surveyor)  came  up,  to  whom  Mr.  Lang 
asserted  that  there  was  nothing  in  this  seeming  book-case.  After  tlie  landing- 
surveyor  was  gone,  the  case  was  opened  in  Mr.  Lang's  presence,  and  by  his 
desire  ;  and  Wycherley  believed  he  saw  therein  15  packages,  16  or  18 
inches  in  length,  and  of  proportionate  depth  and  breadth ;  and  they  were  sub- 
sequently placed  in  five  or  six  baskets  with  locks.  Wycherley  watched  them 
until  after  office  hours ;  but  he  was  afraid  to  seize  them  without  orders  from 
Mr.  Lang,  although  he  suspected  that  there  was  something  wrong.  They 
had  disappeared  on  the  following  morning,  and  were  never  brought  to  charge. 
After  some  little  delay,  Wycherley  communicated  this  to  Mr.  Pai^ons,  a  land- 
ing-surveyor, who  had  had  some  previous  knowledge  of  him  ;  and  Mr.  Parsons 
;  laying  the  statement  before  the  Board,  they  directed  Mr.  Ross,  the  Surveyor- 
general,  to  investigate  the  case.  He  did  so,  and  recommended  the  acquittal 
of  Mr.  Lang,  and  reported  unfavourably  of  Wycherley.  The  Board  coincided 
in  his  view  of  the  case,  and  continued  to  place  confidence  in  Mr.  Lang,  but 
removed  Wycherley  from  where  he  was  a  check  upon  Mr.  Lang,  and  sent  him 
to  the  docks;  a  removal  which  was  in  fact  tantamount  to  a  punishment,  as  the 
labour  is  greater,  and  the  business  much  disliked  by  the  weighers,  from  its  dirt 
and  other  discomforts. 

As  Mr.  Parsons,  the  landing-surveyor,  who  was  the  chief  cause  of  the  matter 
being  investigated  (for  Wycherley  expressed  to  Mr.  Parsons  his  apprehension 
that  he  should  be  the  sufterer  if  this  charge  were  brought  forward  by  himself), 
told  us,  "  that  the  case  was  examined,  he  thought,  exceedingly  unfairly 
towards  the  man,  and  also  towards  himself;"  and  "  that  the  Board's  order  was 
not  right  even  upon  the  evidence  that  was  given ;"  we  thought  it  to  be  our 
duty  to  see  the  evidence  which  had  been  taken  by  Mr.  Ross,  and  upon  which 
the  Commissioners  had  decided.  The  backwardness  evinced  by  Wycherley  in 
bringing  forward  his  accusation  was  then  explained,  for  we  there  found  from 
the  admission  of  Mr.  Knox,  the  landing-surveyor,  that  when  before  the  inquiry 
the  story  was  mentioned  to  him,  *'  Wycherley  was  sent  for  and  cautioned  as  to 
his  proceedings,  and  told  that  such  a  course  would  cause  his  dismissal  from  the 
service,  by  making  charges  which  he  could  not  prove." 

We  also  perceived  that  no  effort  was  made  by  Mr.  Ross  to  elucidate  the 
charge,  so  far  as  it  bore  upon  Mr.  Lang,  either  by  calling  for  his  books  or  any 
other  official  documents,  nor  by  requiring  any  explanation  of  the  landing-sur- 
veyor, Mr.  M*Vicar ;  nor  by  calling  upon  Mr.  Lang  to  state  in  what  way  he 
had  examined  the  package,  or  discharged  his  duty  relative  to  that  importation. 
There  was  evidently  a  predetermined  impression  that  Wycherley  was  sure  to 
be  wrong  ;*  indeed  the  whole  of  the  proceedings  bear  more  the  character  of  the 
trial  of  Wycherley  for  misconduct  and  drunkenness,  than  an  investigation  into  the 
4iccusation  that  Mr.  Lang  was  concerned  in  defrauding  the  Revenue. 

It  has  however  been  since  admitted,  we  believe,  by  Mr.  Lang  himself,  that 
-goods  were  clandestinely  introduced  with  his  aid  on  that  occasion,  and .  Mr. 
Sidney  Harris,  his  near  connexion,  and  then  a  landing-waiter,   though   now 

suspended, 

*  This  impression  is  said  to  have  been  formed  upon  a  sort  of  monomaniac  disposition  manifested 
by  Wycherley  whilst  in  the  port  of  Bristol,  to  fancy,  contrary  to  the  fact,  that  frauds  were  being 
committed.  We  have  taken  some  pains  to  ascertain  the  correctness  of  this  imputation  In  one 
instance  he  was  certainly  mistaken ;  that  he  was  so  in  others  does  not  appear  clear,  although  be  was  in 
«ach  instance  disbeliered.  At  all  events,  be  received  a  good  character  from  his  superior  officers  on 
his  transfef  irom  the  Bristol  to  the  London  establishment,  and,  after  IS  monthh  employment  in  the 
dock  business,  he  was  at  last  promoted  to  a  higher  class  of  weighers.

suspended^  told  us/  amongst  otlier  confessions,  that  he  has  no  donbt  &at 
Wycherley  was  perfectly  correct  in  his  assertion,  and  right  in  the  main,  and  the 
acquittal  of  Lang  gave  rise  to  the  first  luncheon  to  celebrate  it ;  and  Mr.  Harris, 
on  being  asked,  "  Whether  the  general  result  of  this  was,  that  a  feeKng  pre- 
vailed in  the  department  that  the  landing-waiters  might  do  very  much  as  dicy 
pleased,  and  that  there  would  be  very  little  credence  given  to  accusations  against 
them  V  replied,  "  Yes,  that  was  the  general  impression." 

It  may  appear  to  your  Lordships  that  we  have  dwelt  more  on  this  case  thm 
it  deserves ;  and  it  may  be  alleged,  although  the  confessions  of  Mr.  Lang  and 
the  revelations  of  Mr.  Harris  have  now  confirmed  Wycherley's  suspicions,  that 
at  the  time  and  with  the  information  then  possessed  by  Mr.  Ross,  and  by  Hie 
Ck>mmissioners,  Ihe  inquiry  was  conducted  correctly,  the  decision  was  a  rig^ht 
one,  and  the  punishment  of  Wycherley  was  necessary  to  maintain  subordination 
and  to  prevent  frivolous  charges.  We  should  be  prepared  to  controvert  this 
view  of  the  case ;  but  it  was  not  with  the  object  of  revising  or  criticising  this 
particular  proceeding,  that  we  have  called  your  Lordships'  attenticm  to  it.  Onr 
motive  in  this  narrative  is  to  record  our  opinion  that,  if  th^e  had  been  less 
inclination  to  deem  all  accusations  on  such  authority  vexatious,  and  if 
more  encouragement  had  been  given  to  inferior  officers  to  communicate  to  the 
highest  authorities  any  matters  which  th^  deemed  suspicious  in  the  conduct  of 
their  superior  officers,  or  in  the  merchants  or  their  agents,  and  if  inquiries,  irtien 
instituted,  had  been  conducted  in  a  manner  not  calculated  to  deter  the  infor- 
mant and  to  favour  the  escape  of  the  accused,  information  would  have  reached 
the  Board  long  before  fraud  had  reached  the  he^ht  at  which  it  is  proved  to  have 
arrived,  and  the  Revenue  would  have  been  spared  some  of  the  loss  which  it  has 
suffered  by  an  uninterrupted  continuance  of  malpractices.  Unless  indeed  the 
feeling  which  we  believe  to  have  prevailed  on  this  point  amongst  the  upper 
classes  of  officers  had  existed,  it  would  be  incredible  that  from  no  one  of  the 
weighers,  or  lockers,  or  other  assistants  of  the  landing-waiters,  was  any  intima* 
tion  given  which  might  have  led  to  the  detection  of  what  was  going  on,  that 
was  irregular,  even  if  it  were  not  connected  with  fraud.  We  theref(H%  attach 
more  importance  to  this  case  than  at  first  sight  it  might  seem  to  merit;  for  we 
think  it  exhibits  in  a  ccMivincing  way  the  disadvantages  of  the  Commissioiiers 
not  conducting  such  inquiries,  and  of  their  superior  officers  discountenancing 
information  when  offered  by  the  inferior,  who  neverthdess  ought  to  be  an 
important  check  on  the  conduct  of  the  officers  to  whom  is  entrosl^  the  raising 
the  charge  upon  goods. 

If  further  evidence  were  wanted  to  c(MToborale  these  views,  it  would  be  fovnd 
in  the  declarations  of  Mr.  Grayson,  a  suspended  landing- waiter,  and  one  of 
several  persons  implicated  in  fraudulent  proceedings  of  long  duration,  who  in 
the  course  of  the  last  spring  and  summer  have  avowed  their  guilt,  and  diadosed 
a  systematic  eourse  of  fraud  and  impropriety,  even  exceeding  in  their  univer- 
sality the  previous  statements  of  Messrs.  Uomersham  and  Bumby.  They 
indeed  appeared  to  us  to  be  so  important,  that  we  postponed  our  other  inqnirica, 
and  examined  some  of  the  parties ;  but  we  were  unable,  as  weU  from  the 
refusal  of  the  individuals  as  from  other  caases,to  obtain  the  information  which 
we  sought  from  all  those  who  have  appeared  before  the  Surveyors-general  of  the 
Customs. 

To  their  statements  we  shall  now  call  your  Lordships'  attention,  proposing  to 
lay  before  you  a  succinct  account  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  frauds,  the 
means  by  which  they  were  committed,  and  escaped  detection,  and  the  manner 
in  which  they  at  last  became  known  to  the  Boaixl  of  Customs. 

In  the  end  of  April  kst,  two  men  in  the  employ  of  Messrs,  Hall,  wcre^ 
housemen  on  Custom^^house  Quay,  gave  information,  on  oath,  before  the  Sor- 
veyors-general,  of  numerous  transactions  in  which,  with  the  aid  of  the 
officers,  the  Revenue  had  been  defrauded  for  several  years  preceding.  In  con- 
sequence of  this,  several  officers  were  suspended  early  in  May,  including 
Messrs.  Sidney  Harris  and  Grayson,  landing-waiters,  the  former  in  the 
receipt  of  a  salary  of  360/.,  the  latter  of  250  Z.  per  anrnrm.  After  being 
suspended  five  or  six  weeks,  without  admitting  their  guilt,  these  last-men- 
tioned officers,*  on  the  13th  of  June,  and  subsequently,  fully  confessed  it,  and 

detailed, 

*  Mr.  Grayson,  during  his  suspension,  had  beep  giving  under  a  feigned  name  to  Mr,  {>ean,  tire 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  vague  information  of  various  malpraotiees. 
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detailed,  on  oath,  a  long  series  of  fraudulent  proceedings,  in  which  they  and 
other  officers  had  been  concerned. 

There  is  nothing  in  their  testimony,  or  in  their  manner  of  giving  it^  to  cause 
in  our  minds  anv  doubt  that,  in  the  main,  it  is  true*  They  do  not  pretend 
to  hiave  thus  acted  widiout  a  direct  personal  object ;  and  although  Mr.  Grayson 
kys  on  Mr.  Cater,  a  landing-waiter,  who  was  discharged,  the  imputation  of 
having,  in  the  first  instance,  tempted  him  to  pass  goods  improperly,  he  fully 
admits  his  own  culpability ;  only  claiming  for  himself  the  credit  of  not  having 
carried  to  a  greater  extent  his  roguery,  when,  from  his  peculiar  situation, 
and  fpom  the  confidence  reposed  in  him  by  his  superior  (^Bcers,  there  was  little 
limit  to  the  frauds  which  he  might  have  committed.  Nor  are  we  disposed 
to  deny  this ;  indeed,  we  anticipate  that  your  Lordships  will  be  of  the  same 
opinion,  when,  in  the  course  of  our  narrative,  we  shall  state  the  circum- 
stance  to  which  we  here  allude.  It  would,  however,  seem,  from  the  declarations 
of  one  of  Messrs.  Hall's  men,  that,  in  many  hundred  instances,  packages 
4^  goods  were  taken  away  without  payment  of  duty,  and  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  officers. 

In  addition  to  dummies  *  he  thus  describes  another  mode  of  effecting  frauds.: 
'^ There  were  three  cases,  perhaps  there  might  be  three  or  four;  they 
ffptte  inade  exactly  to  fit,  of  the  same  size ;  tfe  one  a  yery  narrow  one,  the 
other  a  very  large  one,  under  the  wrapper,  and  fitting  tight;  the  large  one 
WQvlA  he  got  out,  and  the  small  thin  one  would  remam,  to  be  examined,  for 
4oty  paid  on  its  ccmtents,  and  the  odier  taken  away/'  Thus  two  packages 
were  brought  in,  and  only  one  brought  to  account.  The  packages  were,  from 
their  magnitude,  called  **  cottages,"  and  were  as  large  as  a  waggon  could  hold. 
If  the  statement  be  true,  that  this  was  done  without  concurrence  on  the  part 
<tf  the  officers,  it  is  a  startling  proof  of  their  gross  inefficiency  and  neglect.  We 
«re,  bowever,  sceptical  of  its  having  been  often  effected,  without  some  one 
or  other  of  the  servants  of  the  Crown  having  been  privy  to  the  transaction. 
Indeed,  our  informant  immediately  (after  stating  his  own  remuneration,  varied 
Irom  fifty  shillings  to  fir^  pounds  on  each  of  the  packages  so  despatched)  pr6- 
oeeded  to  give  the  names  of  many  landing-waiters  who  assisted  in  these  pro- 
"oee^Kngs ;  and  he  described  the  bickerings  which  occasionally  occurred,  as  to 
*wfaat  ^ould  be  the  remuneration  to  the  landing-waiters  for  ^'  working "  the 
«oods ;  and  that  this  was  done  at  the  warehouse  or  on  the  quay,  ^^  according  as  the 
hnding-wdrter  was  working  on."  Lace,  gloves  and  silk  were  most  frequently 
tiie  x^entents  of  the  packages  thus  fraudulently  introduced.  Brandy,  however, 
was  ^^  done ;'  mid  a  joint  stock  company  was  formed  by  subscription,  fw  the 
pmrpose  of  fraudulentiy  importing  tobacco  from  Rotterdam ;  and  three  iMgs- 
heads,  in  the  early  part  of  1841  (about  3,400  lbs.  weight),  were  passed  a^ 
cbeese,  though  they  were  examined  by  a  landing-surveyor,  one  or  two  rows  of 
cheese  being  placed  at  the  top  of  the  cask.  The  subscribers  to  this  pro^ct 
cleared  about  50  /.  each ;  but  tiie  undertaking  was  stopped,  from  the  jea- 
lousy of  other  traders,  who  fomid  it  might  interfere  with  their  own  illegal 
importations.  But,  he  adds,  alfter  this  case,  they  deemed  their  operations  '^  quite 
«  certainty."  He  also  states  the  confidawe  which  the  non-discoveny  ^f  the 
**  luncheons  ''ffave. 

We  have  Mready  adverted  to  a  "lundieon"  being  given  by  Lang  on 
his. triumph  over  Wycherley.  These  luncheons,  as  described  hv  Cox,  Gray- 
son imd  Harris,  were  frequently  two  or  three  times  in  each  week  (alnaiSBt  indeed 
xkkUy,  aceordmg  to  some  of  the  statementsX  throughout  the .  summer  of 
1640,  partaken  of  by  lending-'waiters,  and  persons  employed  in  the  waro- 
liouses,  or  on  the  quires  by  the  wharfingers.  In  some  instances  the  warehoii3e- 
man  defri^ed  the  expenses  of  the  eating,  which  consisted  of  fish,  boef^ 
steaks,  imd  other  substantial  fare,  with  wine,  porter  and  liquors;  in  others 
the  expenses  were  shared.  But  it  may  be  easily  believed,  that  the  warehouse- 
man, who  provided  these  luncheons,  expected  repayment  from  the  officers,  in 
^aome  way  inconsistent  with  their  duty  to  the  public ;  and  it  seems  clearly  ^sta* 
blished  that  the  wine  was  generally  had  (more  especially  the  Claret  and  Cham- 
pagne, which  were  t^  frequentiy  drunk  on  these  occasions)  from  the  stock  of 

wines 

"*  "We  explained,  in  our  former  Report,  p.  6.  that  dnmmies  ftve  packligee  pi^parad  as.  iabitittitat  &r 
the  real  paeka§»et,  and  .contain  low-duty:  instead  of.  hightduty  goods. 
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wines  in  the  different  warehouses,  and  it  was  improperly  abstracted  by  the  joint 
roguery  of  the  Customs*  oflScers  and  of  the  servants  of  the  wharfingers. 

These  carousals  were  held  in  some  of  the  upper  warehouses  on  the  quays, 
but  no  one  of  the  inferior  officers  was  admitted  to  them;  and  although  it  is 
alleged  that  they  commonly  lasted  from  one  to  two  hours,  they  were  never 
detected  by  the  landing-surveyors,  or  by  any  superior  officers ;  and  the  fact  of 
their  existence  was  unkaown  to  them  until,  amongst  other  matters,  these  most 
disgraceful  proceedings  were  revealed  in  the  course  of  this  last  summer ;  at 
least,  all  the  superior  officers,  whose  duty  it  was  to  have  watched  and  to  have 
controlled  the  conduct  of  the  landing-waiters,  profess  their  entire  ignorance  of 
these  transactions.  After  a  lapse  of  three  years,  it  is  not  easy  to  determine  the 
precise  amount  of  negligence  or  of  criminality  attachable  to  the  Surveyors-gene- 
ral, the  landing-surveyors,  or  others  in  this  case ;  but  if  landing-waiters  could 
absent  themselves  two  or  three  times  a  week  from  their  duty,  for  two  hours  in 
the  middle  of  the  day,  and  if  such  orgies  could  be  carried  on  without  the  cogni- 
zance of  the  superintending  officers,  their  inattention  must  have  been  so  great, 
that  no  surprise  need  be  felt  that  the  Revenue  was  systematically  plundered,  and 
that  frauds  should  have  been  perpetrated  on  the  importation  of  almost  every 
description  of  goods.  Mr.  Graysim  indeed  declared  to  us,  that  the  landing-sur- 
veyors must  have  been  aware  of  the  luncheons,  whilst  he  at  the  same  time 
admits  that  he  (besides  attending  the  more  sumptuous  repasts  which  we  have 
described)  was  in  the  habit  of  having  moderate  luncheons  at  the  expense  of  the 
merchants  without  any  dishonest  object,  but  as  a  reward  to  him  for  examining 
their  goods  before  the  goods  of  other  parties ;  for  which  preference,  however,  he 
was  liable  to  dismissal. 

It  was  in  the  year  1837  that  this  officer  acknowledges  to  have  commenced 
his  fraudulent  practices,  at  the  instigation,  as  we  have  already  said,  of  another 
landing- waiter,  Mr.  Cater,  who  was  in  the  course  of  last  year  dismissed  the 
service  on  account  oY  bill  transactions. 

The  articles  in  regard  to  which  Mr.  Grayson  first  practised  fraud  were 
clock-faces,  by  entering  them  at  half  their  numbers ;  and  although  the  duty  of 
20  per  cent,  ad  valorem  on  these  articles  (which  were  worth  not  more  than 
sixpence  a  piece)  was  individually  very  trifling,  the  practice  was  carried  on  so 
very  extensively  and  so  regularly,  that  two  or  three  times  a  week  '*  luncheons 
equal  to  dinners  "  were  given  by  the  inaporters  to  Grayson  and  Cater,  in  return 
for  their  short  entering  these  goods.  This  went  on  for  about  four  months  with 
great  success,  and  during  that  period  he  and  Mr.  Cater  constantly  passed  cases 
of  clocks  short ;  for  instance,  putting  down  in  their  book  200,  instead  of  800  or 
1^000,  the  real  contents  of  the  case ;  the  agent  for  the  importers,  Mr.  Cater,  and 
he,  dividing  the  amount  of  duty  which  was  thus  evaded. 

Mr.  Grayson,  we  should  not  omit  to  say,  entirely  exonerates  the  importers 
from  any  knowledge  of  these  iniquitous  proceedings  of  their  servants. 

He  was  stationed  the  following  year  in  the  St.  Katherine's  Docks,  and  denies 
having  defrauded  the  Revenue  while  he  was  there,  although  he  confirms  many 
of  the  fraudulent  practices  of  which  Mr.  Hastings  has  been  accused,  and  alleges 
that  Mr.  Foote  (a  landing-waiter,  now  dismissed,  in  the  segar  floor)  purloined 
thousands  of  segars,  distributing  them  amongst  his  friends  and  amongst  the 
Customs'  officers  with  great  liberality,  in  which  distribution  Grayson  was  himself 
a  frequent  participator. 

The  officers  of  the  Dock  Company  suspected  Mr.  Foote  of  these  practices, 
and  he  was  in  consequence  removed  from  the  segar  floors  by  the  landing- 
surveyor  then  at  the  docks,  Mr.  Gray;  although  he,  after  some  inquiry,  was 
induced  to  believe  Mr.  Foote  innocent  of  the  improprieties  of  which  he  had 
been  suspected.  Mr.  Grayson  was  in  January  1840  placed  on  duty  at  the 
wharfs  on  the  south  side  of  the  Thames,  where  he  continued  until  January 
1842 ;  and  the  greatest  confidence  was  placed  in  his  intelligence  and  in 
his  integrity.  The  evil,  however,  of  leaving  a  large  district  without  adequate 
superintendence,  and  of  permitting  the  same  landing-waiter  to  continue  for  a* 
long  period  on  the  same  station,  and  of  not  rendering,  in  some  degree,  the  inferior 
officers  a  check,  upon  the  proceedings  of  their  superiors,  is  fully  shown  by  the 
concoction  and  successful  execution  of  a  large  fraudulent  importation  of  coculus 
indicus.  A  bacon-dealer  lent  Mr.  Grayson  70/,,  and  having  thus  got  him  in 
his  power,  determined  to  make  arrangements  for  fraudulent  importations 
through  the  connivance  of  Mr,  Grayson.     A  person,  therefore,  was  despatched  to 

-  Hamburgh, 
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Hamburgh,  who  sent,  as  if  it  had  been  a  cargo  of  flax,  a  large  amount  of 
coculus  indicus.  Of  49  packages,  seven  only  were  flax,  the  remaining  42 
were  the  former  high-dutied  article.*  They  were  all  successfully  entered 
and  passed  as  flax  on  the  18th  of  December  1840.  Some  of  the  packages 
were  tared  by  Mr.  How,  now  Inspector-general,  who  was  the  landing-surveyor 
on  that  station ;  and  although  his  general  vigilance  and  integrity  cannot  be 
doubted,  he  made  no  discovery  of  the  fraud.  The  great  extent  of  the  district 
then  entrusted  to  him  will  sufficiently  account  for  this,  as  it  must  have  pre- 
vented his  exercising  more  than  the  most  superficial  supervision  over  the  conduct 
of  the  officers  in  any  part  of  it.  In  this  transaction  the  loss  to  the  Revenue  by 
the  difierence  of  duty  is  estimated  at  about  520  L 

Mr.  Grayson  received  as  his  reward  the  cancelling  of  the  above-mentioned 
debt  of  70/.  In  March  1841,  however,  this  coculus  indicus  was  seized  from  its 
beiog  offered  for  sale  at  a  very  low  price,  and  was  condemned  at  the  suit  of  the 
Crown.  The  wharf  on  which  it  had  been  examined  and  passed  as  flax,  together 
with  the  precise  date  of  its  entry,  were  discovered,  but  no  inquiry  was  made  of 
the  landing-surveyor,  Mr.  How ;  nor  was  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Grayson  (in  whose 
blue  book  was  the  entry  of  the  coculus  indicus  as  flax),  nor  that  of  the  weigher 
(whose  duty  it  was  to  spitf  a  large  number  of  packages),  ever  made  the  subject 
of  investigation.  Mr.  Grayson  was  continued  on  the  same  station  and  duty 
until  1842. 

Mr.  Grayson  acknowledges  another  transaction  in  the  autumn  of  1841  (viz. 
passing  barrels  of  snuff*  as  barrels  of  pork)  committed  by  him,  whilst  on  this 
station,  for  which  he  and  Mr.  Foote  received  125/.  An  investigation  into  this 
case  was  instituted,  at  Mr.  How's  suggestion,  by  the  Board's  order,  which  the 
Surveyor-general,  Mr.  Ross,  conducted.  Nothing  definite,  however,  was  proved, 
although  shortly  after  Mr.  Grayson  was  removed  fipom  the  south  side  of  the 
river  to  St.  Katherine's  Docks,  where  his  conduct  was  fhder  more  regular 
supervision. 

.  He  also  accuses  Mr.  Foote  and  Mr.  BuUey,  another  landing-waiter,  of 
similar  practices,  when  they  were  stationed  on  the  north  side  of  the  river,  and 
estimates  that  they  made  between  600/.  and  1,000/.  thereby.  He  states,  as 
one  cause  of  his  great  success  on  the  south  side  of  the  river,  his  having  been 
permitted  to  remain  there  for  such  a  length  of  time,  as  thus  his  aid  could  be 
calculated  upon  with  certainty,  and  premeditated  frauds  concocted  with  every 
probability  of  a  successful  result.  Mr.  Grayson,  in  1842,  passed  (for  10/.)  a 
case  of  silks  as  calf>skins,  when  on  duty  at  Custom-house  Quay,  and  asserts 
that,  in  this  instance,  the  goods  were  never  seen  by  him,  and  believes  the 

? packages    were   in   the  importer's  possession   24  hours   before   the   warrant 
or  their  delivery  was  given  in  the  Long  Room.     Nevertheless  the  landing- 
surveyor  signed  IVIr.  Grayson's  book,  and  thereby  attested  the  correctness  of 
^  the  entry. 

Mr.  Grayson  further  admits  that,  for  the  sake  of  getting  luncheons,  he 
occasionally  returned  a  short  account  of  eggs ;  and  gave  eggs,  walnuts  and 
other  small  matters,  which  he  took  from  the  goods  which  he  was  passing  in 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  to  his  brother  officers,  whom  he  was  desirous 
to  oblige. 

We  have  thus  enumerated  the  instances  of  fraud  to  which  Mr.  Grayson  has 
particularly  adverted  in  his  examination  before  us,  but  it  is  highly  improbable 
that  they  nearly  comprise  the  whole  of  his  improper  proceedings. 

Mr.  Harris  (the  other  landing-waiter  to  whose  disclosures  we  have  already 
alluded)  is  an  instance  of  the  little  knowledge  of  the  proceedings,  or  of  the  real 
character  of  the  officers,  which  was  possessed  by  those  whose  especial  duty  it 
was  to  advise  the  Commissioners  on  the  promotion  of  individuals,  and  of  how 
little  informed  the  Board  was  on  this  important  point.  For,  about  two  months 
before  Mr.  Harris's  suspension  from  duty,  in  May  last,  he  had  been  advanced 
from  the  3d  to  the  2d  class  of  landing-waiters,  and  thus  his  salary  was  increased 
from  300/.  to -350/.  per  annum.  It  is  to  be  observed,  certainly,  that  he  was  pro- 
moted in  regular  course  of  seniority ;  nevertheless,  it  is  on  account  of  good 
character,  united  to  seniority,  that  promotion  is  intended  to  be  given.

10  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS 

Mr.  Harris  dates  his  first  fraudulent  proceedings  from  March  1840.  They 
chiefly  consisted  in  passing  wines  and  hquors  improperly,  either  by  entering 
them  short,  or  by  mis-stating  the  qualities;  in  passing  tobacco  as  marble, 
or  silks  as  specimens  of  natural  history.  The  frauds  of  which  he  makes  par- 
ticular mention  during  the  last  nine  or  ten  months  of  1840  caused,  according 
to  his  estimate,  a  loss  to  the  Revenue  of  about  500  /. ;  and  he  acknowledges  to 
have  received  about  80  /.  as  his  portion  of  the  spoil.  The  possibility  of  his 
committing  the  frauds  in  regard  to  the  wines  and  Uquors,  he  attributes  to  the 
landing-surveyors,  for  he  supposes  that  for  the  three  months  in  which  he  was  in 
the  wine  floors,  he  was  not  visited  by  a  landing-surveyor  more  than  three 
times ;  and  in  one  case  "  the  wine  was  two  days  under  examination  by  him, 
but  he  did  not  book  a  single  case  until  the  whole  was  gone."  It  is  satisfactory 
to  know  that  this  article  of  import  on  the  quays  is  now  confided  to  a  more 
regular  and  more  systematic  examination,  and  controlled  by  officers  specially 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

In  1841,  and  the  beginning  of  1842,  Mr.  Harris  passed  improperly,  to  a 
large  amount  and  for  ample  remuneration,  stained  paper,  damask  curtains, 
silks  and  wines,  either  by  the  aid  of  the  rough-book  system,  or  by  the  omission 
of  entry  of  small  boxes  within  large  ones,  or  by  short  entries,  or  by  omitting 
any  examination  whatever  of  the  packages  (in  some  cases  he  never  saw  them), 
or  by  putting  down  in  the  place  ot  high-duty  goods,  which  were  the  real  impor- 
tation, lamb-skins,  or  sucn  other  articles  as  were  subject  to  a  low  duty.  The 
importers,  the  wharfingers'  servants,  and  Harris,  were  combined  to  eftect  these 
illegal  practices ;  and  (without  imputing  to  these  officers  intentional  conniv- 
ance) the  lax  and  inefficient  performance  of  their  duty  by  the  landing-surveyors 
afibrded  the  means  of  their  being  carried  on  without  detection,  and  perhaps, 
indeed,  without  suspicion  by  any  persons  in  authority.  The  statement  of  Mr. 
Harris,  relative  to4iis  frauds  in  passing  eggs  at  Nicholson's  Wharf,  in  the  month 
of  January  or  February  1841,  must  not  be,  however,  unnoticed.  His  confession 
is,  that  for  one  transaction  alone  he  received  13/.,  and  in  the  month  from  25 A 
to  35/. ;  and  he  estimates  the  loss  to  the  Revenue,  on  this  single  article,  for  that 
short  period,  through  his  instrumentality,  at  about  70/.  This  was  effected  by 
a  short  enumeration  of  the  number  of  the  boxes  in  which  the  eggs  were  packea, 
and  by  incorrectly  stating  their  sizes. 

Our  detail  of  these  frauds,  thus  acknowledged  by  Messrs.  Gmyson  and 
Harris  to  have  been  .committed  by  themselves,  may  possibly  appear  uselessly 
minute,  and  it  may  be  said  to  be  little  more  than  a  repetition  of  the  same  dis- 
gusting system  of  dishonesty  which  we  described  in  our  last  Report  We  have, 
however,  been  induced  to  submit  it  to  your  Lordships,  to  show  that  fraud  has 
existed  with  regard  to  all  sorts  of  goods,  and  that  the  smallness  of  the  duty  did 
not  prevent  it.  We  have  also  stated  the  modes  of  carrying  on  these  dishonest 
practices,  because  it  is  thus  shown,  that  if  the  instructions  of  the  superintending 
officers  had  been  duly  obeyed,  by  far  the  greater  portion  of  these  iniquitous 
proceedings  would  have  been  prevented.  We  have  reason  to  believe,  that  some 
of  the  suggestions  of  our  former  Report  have  been  adopted,  and  are  working 
with  advantage ;  other  regulations  also  have  been  made  by  the  Commissioners 
with  apparently  good  eftect.  We  fear,  however,  that  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river,  the  Revenue  is  still  inadequately  protected.  It  remains  very  nearly  in  the 
situation  in  which  it  was  when  Mr.  Grayson  effected  his  great  frauds  in  December 
1840.  The  district,  indeed,  over  which  the  landing-surveyor  is  to  exercise  his 
supervision  is  much  contracted ;  still  it  is  of  an  extent  to  render  his  visiting  the 
several  stations  more  than  twice  a  day  impracticable. 

We  understand  that  the  Inspector-general  has  introduced  the  practice  of 
changing,  very  frequently  and  suddenly,  the  landing-waiters  and  other  officers 
on  their  stations  on  the  south  side  of  the  Thames.  This  appears  to  us  a 
valuable  alteration  in  the  former  system.  To  effect  much  fraud  by  the  sub- 
stitution of  one  description  of  goods  for  another  requires  pre-arrangement 
with  the  landing- officer.  This,  of  course,  cannot  easily  be  made  when  there 
is  no  previous  knowledge  of  the  individual  who,  at  any  particular  time,  is  to 
be  on  duty.  As  one  means  of  precaution  we  highly  approve  of  it ;  but  the 
insufficiency  of  the  Customs*  establishment  on  the  south  side  of  the  Thames 
was,  unquestionably,  a  main  cause  of  the  frauds  which  were  effected  by  Mr. 
Grayson  whilst  he  was  stationed  there.  The  supervision  was  nearly  nominal, 
and  little  blame  could  attach  to  the  landing-surveyor,  who  was  charged  with  the 
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oontrol  of  all  the  officers  who  were  scattered  over  a  large  number  of  quays» 
extending  for  many  miles  along  the  south  banks  of  the  river,  whom  he  could 
with  difficulty  visit  once  in  each  day.  But  when  it  is  alleged  that  barrels  of 
snuff  were  introduced  as  barrels  of  pork,  although  Mr.  Parsons,  the  landing- 
surveyor,  had  tared  one  of  the  lots  (and  we  are  told  by  Mr.  Grayson,  that  he 
never  saw  any  other  landing-surveyor  attempt  to  tare  provisions) ;  and  when 
we  know  that  Mr.  How  did  not  discover  the  substitution  of  coculus  indicus  for 
flax,  we  think  we  perceive  the  evident  indication  of  undue,  though  perhaps 
tinavoidable,  haste. 

An  erroneous  impression  appears  to  us  to  have  prevailed,  that  firaud  is  little 
to  be  apprehended  on  the  importation  of  low-dutied  articles.  Experience  has 
shown  that  the  most  serious  injuries  have  been  inflicted  on  the  Revenue  by 
the  substitution  for  them  of  goods  liable  to  the  highest  duties.  This  fallacy,  how- 
ever, seems  to  have  been,  in  some  degree,  the  reason  for  a  disregard  of  those 
checks  and  that  efficient  control  in  this  quarter  which  are  deemed  essential  where 
high-dutied  articles  are  habitually  entered.  True  it  is,  that  in  taking  account 
of  these,  it  is  more  easy,  either  wilfully,  or  from  neglect,  or  from  inability,  for 
the  landing-waiters  to  err ;  but  it  has  been  shown  that  the  Revenue  has  been 
seriously  injured  in  the  way  to  which  we  have  alluded.  We  conceive,  therefore, 
that  it  would  be  wise  economy  still  further  to  augment  (at  all  events  temporarily) 
the  number  of  landing-surveyors  on  that  side  of  the  Thames. 

By  their  more  frequent  and  habitual  visits,  and  by  their  having  more  leisure 
to  pay  a  minute  attention  to  this  district,  they  would  be  able  to  form  an  accurate 
judgment  of  the  mode  in  which  the  importation  of  those  cargoes,  apparently 
of  such  small  importance  to  the  Revenue,  is  conducted,  and  how  far  the  ordinary 
regulations  are  adequate  for  the  prevention  of  fraud  From  all  we  have  been 
enabled  to  learn,  the  examination  of  such  articles  as  those  to  which  we  have 
alluded  is  very  incomplete;  and  the  excuse  is,  that  it  is  not  jiecessary  to  make 
it  more  effective,  and  that  from  the  nature  of  the  goods,  needless  delay  and 
great  expense  would  inevitably  accompany  a  more  strict  ascertainment  of  the 
contents  of  the  bulky  packages. 

It  is  difficult  for  us  to  estimate,  with  any  certainty,  the  probabilities  of  fraud 
taking  place  in  any  one  district  more  than  in  another ;  it  is  manifest,  however, 
that  it  has  prevailed  in  most,  if  not  in  all  quarters ;  but  in  no  quarter  do  pre- 
concerted illegal  importations  appear  to  have  been  more  easily  effected,  and 
less  restrained  by  the  regulations  of  the  Customs*  department,  than  in  the  one 
to  which  we  have  been  calling  the  attention  of  your  Lordships,  and,  unless  the 
former  system  has  been  latterly  materially  improved  (and  with  the  exception  of 
those  changes  which  we  have  mentioned,  we  are  not  aware  of  any  important 
alteration  in  it),  upon  the  integrity  and  ability  of  the  individual  officers,  and 
not  on  the  perfection  of  the  regulations,  should  any  reliance  be  placed,  that  the 
Revenue  will  be  protected  from  continued,  unrestricted  and  unascertained,  but 
most  serious  loss. 

Entertaining  strongly  this  opinion,  our  wish  was  to  have  devised  some 
new  method  of  control,  and  to  have  created,  if  possible,  out  of  the  existing 
establishment,  some  check,  which,  without  much,  if  any,  additional  expense, 
might  still  be  productive  of  further  security  to  the  Revenue.  We  have  given, 
therefore,  considerable  attention  to  the  possibility  of  rendering  the  weighers 
more  useful  in  this  respect,  by  making  them  (in  regard  to  many  descriptions 
of  goods)  responsible,  to  a  certain  extent,  for  the  correctness  of  the  entries  in  the 
landing-waiters'  books.  To  effect  this  it  would  be  necessary  that  the  landingr 
waiter  should  be  directed  to  submit  his  entries  to  the  perusal  of  the  weigher, 
at  such  period  of  making  them  as  would  be  most  convenient  to  the  despatch  of 
business,  and  most  likely,  also,  to  afford  to  the  weigher  the  means  of  forming  an 
opinion  on  their  accuracy.  It  would,  of  course,  be  improper  to  allow  the 
weigher  to  correct  the  landing-waiter  s  book,  although,  in  cases  where  he  and 
the  landing-waiter  differed,  he  might  note  the  difference ;  and  It  would  then 
become  the  duty  of  the  landing-surveyor  to  make  inquiry,  and,  either  by  re« 
examination  or  otherwise,  to  ascertain  the  facts  in  dispute. 

The  weigher  should  be  instructed  to  sign  the  landing-waiter's  book,  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  that  it  had  been  made  known  to  him,  and  that  he  had 
no  objections  to  ofter  to  it,  and  he  would  thus  become  responsible  for  its  con- 
tents so  far  as  his  instructions  required  him  to  be  cognizant  of  them.  These 
might  limit  his  declaration  to  matters  of  fact,  such  as  the  weight  or  tale  of  the 
articles  (and  these  are  such  as  would  naturally  come  under  his  view  in  the  ordi- 
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nary  discharge  of  his  duty),  or  they  might  extend  it  to  every  detail  which  the 
landing-waiter  has  now  to  enter,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  charge  on  the 
importer. 

The  weigher,  hy  his  present  instructions,  is  directed  to  "  call  *'  the  weights 
or  contents  of  the  packages  to  the  landing- waiter ;  so  far,  therefore,  the  only 
additional  task  of  the  weigher  would  he  to  bear  in  mind  the  detailed  amounts 
of  the  work  on  which  he  had  been  employed,  and  to  see,  so  far  as  his  recollec- 
tion would  serve  him,  that  the  Ian  ding- waiter  had  correctly  entered  that  which 
he,  the  weigher,  had  *'  called."  TheT  difficulty  to  the  weigher  would  be  much 
increased,  if  he  were  ordered  to  express  an  opinion  on,  or  held  to  be  responsible 
for,  the  accuracy  of  the  entries  generally ;  although,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
check  would  be  more  efficient  and  the  control  more  complete. 

Such  a  scheme  would  entail  little  or  no  increase  of  charge ;  the  landing- waiter 
would  be  making  his  entries  with  the  knowledge  that  it  woidd  be  difficult  for 
him  (unless  he  admitted  his  weigher  into  his  secrets)  to  pass  any  one  article  for 
another,  or  to  mis-state  the  contents  of  a  package,  without  a  strong  probability 
of  detection.  The  uncertainty  of  the  same  landing- waiter  and  the  same  weigher 
being  together  on  the  same  station  at  any  particular  time  would  render 
arrangements  to  facilitate  a  fraudulent  importation  more  difficult,  and  pre- 
concert between  a  landing-waiter  and  a  weigher  for  an  improper  object  would, 
in  all  probability,  fail,  or  become  comparatively  useless. 

The  weigher  would  likewise,  by  such  a  system,  be  compelled  to  give  attention 
to  the  contents  of  the  packages  in  the  importation  of  which  he  would  be  con- 
cerned, and  he  would  be  more  disposed  than  at  present  to  "  spit"  a  proper 
number  of  packages ;  no  one  acquainted  with  the  circumstances  under  which 
the  substitution  of  coculus  indicus  for  flax,  through  the  connivance  of  Mr. 
Grayson  (to  which  we  have  referred),  was  effected,  could  doubt  that  if  his 
weigher  had  propeily  " spitted'"  the  accustomed  portion  of  the  packages,  the 
fraud  would  have  become  known  to  him  ;  and  to  ensure  its  success,  his  co-ope- 
ration would  have  been  necessary.  From  the  absence  of  any  inquiry  into  the 
conduct  of  the  weigher  on  that  occasion,  we  can  form  no  opinion  how  far  he  was 
to  blame;  but  Mr.  Grayson  does  not  inculpate  him,  and  it  is  natural  to  suppose 
that  a  weigher,  when  no  responsibility  attaches  to  him,  to  see  that  the  goods  are 
in  reality  what  they  pretend  to  be,  will  be  well  content  to  escape  the  trouble  of 
"  spitting,"  or  otherwise  ascertaining  the  contents  of  more  packages  than  the 
landing- waiter  directs. 

The  recurrence  also  of  a  practice,  which  at  one  time  existed,  of  sending  away 
weighers  on  frivolous  pretexts  of  public  duty,  or  even  on  private  messages, 
would  be  effectually  prevented. 

The  real,  as  well  as  the  probable,  benefits  from  the  establishment  of  such 
a  system  have  induced  us  to  refer  frequently  to  it  in  the  course  of  our  exami- 
nation ;  but  we  cannot  be  insensible  to  the  weight  of  many  of  the  objections 
which  are  urged  against  it  by  all  the  superior  officers  in  the  Customs'  depart- 
ment with  whose  opim*ons  we  are  acquainted.  The  difficulty  of  carrying  it  into 
execution  has  been  very  strongly  urged  by  them.  The  business  of  the  weigher 
(more  especially  when  such  articles  as  oils  are  being  landed)  renders  him  httle 
fit  to  take  accounts ;  and  it  is  said,  that  the  interruption  of  his  manual  duty,  by 
his  obligation  frequently  to  inspect  the  entries,  would  seriously  impede  the  land- 
ing of  goods,  and  occasion  great  inconvenience  to  the  merchant.  The  want  of 
a  sufficiently  retentive  recollection  by  the  weigher  of  the  articles  imported,  and 
the  consequent  inefficiency  of  the  proposed  arrangement,  as  a  check,  are  also 
insisted  upon  ;  whereas  the  concurrent,  but  somewhat  anomalous,  and  incom- 
plete responsibility  of  the  weigher  with  the  landing- waiter  might  engender  con- 
iusion  and  contention  between  the  officers,  and  encourage  insubordination  in  the 
inferior. 

Mr.  How,  the  Inspector-general,  expresses  himself  in  the  strongest  manner 
against  the  practicability  of  the  scheme,  and  his  belief  is,  that  the  check 
could  not  be  of  much  avail,  and  that  the  weigher  could  not  weigh  and  keep 
an  account  too.  In  an  attempt  to  introduce  a  novel  system  of  which  the 
successful  result  must  mainly  depend  on  the  way  in  which  the  details 
would  work,  and  in  which  it  might  be  difficult  to  render  the  co-operation 
of  the  superior  and  inferior  officers  cordial ;  and  by  which,  moreover,  excuses 
for  vexatious  delay  might  be  created;  we  feel  that  the  sentiments  of  an 
officer  of  so  much  talent  and  experience  as  Mr.  How,  confirming  the  opinions 
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of  many  others,  are  too  important  to  be  diregarded.  We  are  not,  therefore, 
prepared  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  experiment,  although  we  have 
deemed  it  to  be  our  duty  to  show  its  probable  advantages.  But  whilst  we 
yield  to  such  authority  on  the  probable  working  of  such  a  system,  we  must 
record  our  dissent  to  one  of  the  reasons  advanced  against  the  proposition  by 
Mr.  How,  as  well  as  by  others,  viz.,  that  the  imposition  of  such  a  duty  on  the 
weighers  would  be  rather  degrading  to  the  landing-waiters.  We  see  no 
degradation  in  such  a  course.  All  checks  and  all  supervision  of  the  conduct  of 
an  officer  pre-suppose  the  possibility  either  of  his  negligence,  or  of  his  inca- 
pacity, or  of  his  dishonesty;  and  we  discover  no  real  distinction  (in  regard 
to  the  distrust  thereby  evinced)  between  the  check  of  a  re-examination  of  goods 
by  a  superior  officer  and  the  proposed  concurrence  of  the  inferior. 

It  is  a  remarkable  circumstance,  that,  in  all  the  disclosures  which  have 
come  to  our  knowledge,  a  combination  between  a  landing- waiter  and  his 
subordinate  officer,  to  effect  an  illegal  importation,  has  never  appeared.  We 
do  not  mean  to  absolve  the  whole  class  of  weighers  or  other  inferior 
officers  from  systematic  and  successfal  attempts  to  defraud  the  Revenue. 
There  are  numerous  instances  of  such  disgraceful  conduct  by  them,  but 
there  is  no  proof  of  confederation  between  the  landing-waiter  and  his 
weigher.  Without,  therefore,  denying  that  in  some  instances  they  may  have 
joined  in  illicit  practices,  we  feel  ourselves  warranted  in  stating  that  the 
greater  proportion  of  the  frauds  committed  by  the  landing-waiters  were  not 
participated  in  by  their  subordinate  officers,  and,  nevertheless,  they  were  such 
as  those  individuals  (if  they  had  been  by  their  duty  called  upon  to  give 
attention  to  the  nature  of  the  importations  on  which  they  were  employed) 
must  in  many  instances  have  detected. 

We  have  no  desire  to  degrade  the  landing-waiters.  It  is  essential  to  the 
public  service  that,  amongst  them,  as  amongst  every  other  class  of  officers,  self- 
respect  should  be  encouraged ;  and  no  regulation  should  be  adopted  which 
could  really  be  derogatory  to  their  position ;  but,  in  our  opinion,  the  object 
should  be  to  apply  this  principle  to  all  persons  in  the  employment  of  the 
Customs'  department. 

We  certainly  think  that  the  position  of  the  lower  classes  of  officers  has  not 
been  always  viewed  in  a  proper  light,  and  we  should  anticipate  most  useful 
results  to  the  public  service  if  they  were  led  to  feel  that  to  the  manual  duties, 
for  which  they  are  specially  appointed,  they  were  bound  to  add  a  Constant 
vigilance,  and  were  encouraged  to  control  the  attempts  of  others,  whatever 
might  be  their  position,  in  the  commission  of  fraud. 

From  the  highest  to  the  lowest  class,  the  integrity  of  the  officer  is  the 
first  object  to  be  attained,  and  the  more  each  officer  can  be  made  to  feel 
his  own  reputation  interested  in  the  protection  of  the  Revenue,  and  in  the 
prevention  of  frauds,  the  more  probable  is  it  that  he  will  resist  the  innumer- 
able temptations  to  swerve  from  his  duty,  which  are  constantly  presenting 
themselves  to  him.  It  is  also  worthy  of  consideration,  whether  the  proportion 
of  the  proceeds  of  seizures  now  accruing  to  a  weigher  might  not  be  increased 
with  advantage. 

We  have  already  intimated  our  opinion  of  the  benefit  likely  to  arise  to 
the  public  if  less  discountenance  (than,  as  it  appears  to  us,  it  has  hitherto  been 
the  practice  to  manifest,)  were  shown  to  the  representations  of  the  subordinate 
officers,  when  they  tend  to  inculpate  the  conduct  of  their  immediate  superiors. 

We  think  that  in  no  other  way  can  we  account  for  the  silence  of  the  inferior 
officers  relative  to  the  entertainments  on  which  we  have  had  occasion  to  remark, 
and  of  which  it  is  impossible  to  suppose  they  were  ignorant. 

In  the  twelfth  instruction  of  the  weighers,  these  officers  are  enjoined  not 
to  receive  beer  or  refreshment,  by  way  of  reward,  on  any  pretence  whatever, 
from  any  person  with  whom  they  may  have  official  intercourse ;  and  they  are 
further  directed  to  represent  such  misconduct  of  any  other  officer  to  the 
landing-surveyor.  On  no  occasion,  nevertheless,  was  information  given 
of  such  practices,  neither  does  it  appear  that  the  neglect  of  their  instruc- 
tions was  obtained  by  making  them  partakers  of  the  good  cheer  which  their 
superior  officers  were  enjoying.  To  the  apprehension,  therefore,  of  conse- 
quences detrimental  to  themselves  resulting  from  their  giving  information, 
we  must  attribute  the  universal  silence  of  the  inferior  officers  in  r^ard  to  these 
proceedings. 
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The  directions  of  the  Board  on  this  species  of  impropriety  are  sufBcientlj 
explicit ;  but  we  certainly  think  it  is  desirable  that  the  instructions  of  the  lower 
classes  of  officers  should  contain  more  direct  intimation  than  they  do  at 
present,  that  it  is  a  part  of  their  duty  to  protect  the  Revenue  in  every  way,  and 
to  disclose  to  their  landing-surveyor  or  the  Inspector-general,  without  dcby^ 
whatever  they  shall,  on  sufficient  grounds,  believe  to  be  wrong  in  the  condnet 
of  their  fellow  officers,  whether  in  an  inferior  or  a  superior  class ;  and  that  the 
neglect  to  give  such  information  would  be  deemed  a  culpable  connivance  at  the 
misconduct  of  the  individual  whose  faults  they  did  not  properly  disclose.  We 
believe  we  have  already  sufficiently  guarded  ourselves  against  the  supposition 
that  we  desire  to  encourage  vexatious  complaints  or  frivolous  accudatioDs ; 
but  we  are  anxious  that  the  inferior  officer  should  no  longer  consider  implicit 
obedience  to  his  superior  to  be  the  limit  of  his  duty»  but  that  he  should  feel 
that  he  performs  it  most  imperfectly^  if  he  does  not  use  his  utmost  endeavour 
to  repress  fraud  and  irregularity,  by  whomsoever  they  may  be  attempted; 
and  that  whilst  he  pays  proper  respect  to  those  who  are  placed  in  authority  over 
him,  he  is  sure  of  protection  and  encouragement  if  he  honestly  disclose  such 
irregular  practices,  or  fraudulent  proceedings,  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

We  had  intended  to  proceed  with  our  investigations  into  the  several  im- 
portant subjects  to   which  we  have  alluded  at  the  commencement   of  this 
Report,  and  in  regard  to  some  of  which,  the  disclosures,  of  which  we  have 
laid  an  outline  before  your  Lordships,  affi^rded  us  valuable  assistance,  when,  io 
Vide  Appendix  A.   the   month   of  September   last,  a  written   communication  was  made  to  Mr. 
Vide  Appeudix  B.   Courtenay,  our  Secretary,  by  Mr.  Beckwith   (a  respectable   silk  and  velvet 
No.  1.  manufacturer,  of  62,  Bread-street,  Cheapside),  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Roper, 

a  gentleman  connected  with  *^  The  Times  "  newspaper,  was  in  possession  of 
information  which,  founded  upon  statements  made  to  him  by  various  parties, 
and  corroborated  by  letters  and  other  documents,  seriously  implicated  several 
members  of  the  Board  of  Customs,  and  many  of  their  superior  officers,  in  roost 
improper  conduct  relative  to  their  official  position,  and  in  disgraceful  bill  and 
money  transactions.  The  difficulty  and  delicacy  of  inquiring  into  such  impu- 
tations, with  our  very  inadequate  means  of  either  compelling  the  attendance 
of  witnesses,  or  of  checking  their  testimony  by  the  solemn  sanction  of  an  oath, 
or  of  restraining  intentional  falsehood  by  the  fear  of  punishment,  were  suffi- 
ciently obvious ;  and  we  foresaw  that  the  obstacles  to  a  thoroughly  satisfactory 
investigation  into  money  transactions  would  be  great,  perhaps  insurmountable. 
Neither  did  we  feel  ourselves  justified  in  requiring  explanations  of  pecuniary 
matters,  unless  they  were  such  as  might  exercise  an  improper  influence  oa 
the  performance,  by  the  parties  concerned  in  them,  of  their  official  duties. 
But,  on  the  other  hand,  we  could  not  conceal  from  ourselves  that  the  evidence, 
given  in  courts  of  justice,  of  frauds  perpetrated  by  persons  heretofore  of  cha- 
racter as  unimpeached  as  was  that  of  any  of  those  regarding  whom  these 
allegations  were  made,  and  the  notoriety  that  disclosures  of  fresh  frauds  were 
taking  place  daily,  had  prepared  the  public  mind  to  receive  impressions,  and 
to  adopt  conclusions,  which,  a  few  years  back,  they  would  have  at  once 
rejected.  Those  who  are  not  acquainted  with  the  practical  working  of  the 
fystem  heretofore  pursued  at  the  Custom-house,  would  not  easily  believe  that 
such  frauds  and  irregularities  could  have  so  long  prevailed,  without  the  guilty 
connivance  of  some  one  or  other  of  the  highest  authorities.  The  corruption 
of  Commissioners  and  Surveyors-general  seemed  an  easy  and  probable  soluti(Hi 
of  what  appeared  to  be  involved  in  mystery,  and  to  be  a  ready  mode  of 
accounting  tor  an  ignorance,  which,  in  any  other  way,  it  was  difficult  to 
understand.  It  was  also  obvious,  that  the  exertions  which  the  Custom-house 
authorities  had  latterly  been  making  to  free  the  establishment  from  dishonest 
officers,  and  to  prosecute  with  unrelenting  vigour  the  importers,  and  othew 
who  had  been  promoters  of,  and  participators  in,  the  frauds,  would  invite  no 
inconsiderable  number  of  active,  vindictive,  and  not  very  scrupulous  indivi- 
duals to  put  forth  plausible,  but  injurious,  allegations  and  surmises,  in  dis- 
pitragement  of  the  character  and  conduct  of  any  of  those  whom  they  considered 
to  be  their  prosecutors. 

Under  these  peculiar  circumstances,  it  seemed  to  us  to  be  of  paramount 
importance  to  the  public  service  that  we  should,  at  least,  endeavour  to  know, 
with  some  precision,  what  the  charges  were,  and  to  ascertain  (so  far  as  was 
within  our  reach)  the  foundation,  if  apy,  on  which  they  rested.     We  resolved, 
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therefore,  to  institute  immediate  inquiry,  and,  for  that  purpose,  Mr.  Courtenay, 
on  the  20th  of  September,  wrote  to  Mr.  Roper,  telling  him  that  Mr.  Beckwith 
had,  on  his  authority,  stated  circumstances  implicating  the  characters  of  some 
Commissioners  and  other  high  officers  of  the  Customs ;  and  Mr.  Courtenay 
requested  Mr.  Roper  to  come  to  Whitehall,  if  he  had  no  objection,  and  make 
us  acquainted  with  any  facts  connected  with  the  subject  of  which  he  was 
cognizant.  Mr.  Roper  professed  his  willingness  to  come,  and  we  wish  to 
acknowledge  the  readiness  and  courtesy  with  which  the  Editor  of  "  The  Times  '* 
and  Mr.  Roper  acquiesced  in  our  proposal.  But  having  received  from  Mr.  Beck-  r^fe  Appendix  B. 
with,  on  the  20th  w  September,  a  second  memorandum  similar  in  its  main  alle-  No.  2. 
gations,  and  conveying  to  us  the  impression,  that  the  belief  in  them  was  becoming 
more  general  in  the  mercantile  world,  we  determined  on  commencing  our 
inquiry  by  a  full  examination  of  that  gentleman,  as  to  the  rumours  which  he 
believed  to  be  in  circulation,  and  by  endeavouring  to  trace  them  to  their  origin. 
The  position,  indeed,  of  Mr.  Beckwith,  who  had  been  for  so  many  years  in  the 
habit  of  communicating  with  the  Customs'  department  on  matters  affecting  the 
silk  trade,  and  who  had  recently,  by  his  manufacturing  knowledge  and  expe- 
rience, been  usefully  aiding  the  Solicitor  of  the  Customs  in  many  of  the  late 
Erosecutions,  induced  us  to  give  more  attention  to  vague  reports,  when  repeated 
y  him,  than  if  our  informant  had  been  an  unknown  person,  or  one  likely  to 
be  actuated  by  malicious  motives*  In  pursuance  of  our  determination,  we 
proceeded,  on  the  21st  of  September  last,  to  examine  Mr.  Beckwith.  He  then 
told  us  that  his  information  came  chiefly  from  Mr.  Roper,  at  various  times,  and 
more  particularly  on  the  5th  and  20th  of  September  last,  but  that  it  was  not 
considered  confidential,  being  known  to  the  principals  of  four  or  five  difterent 
commercial  firms.  On  the  5th  September,  a  letter  from  a  Commissioner  (since 
dead)  to  a  landing- officer  (Bumby,  he  thought)  was  read  by  Mr.  Roper  to  Mr. 
Beckwith.  According  to  his  recollection,  the  following  were  the  contents: — 
"  Dear  Bill,— I  thank  you  for  the  wine  you  sent,  and  am  open  to  any  more  on 
the  same  terms  (or  open  to  as  much  as  you  can  get  on  the  same  terms).  .  Can 
you  procure  me  velvet  and  silk  for  my  wife  and  daughters  for  the  autumn  ?  I 
think  you  will  do  the  best  with  the  Candys."  And  Mr.  Roper  said  he  had  similar 
letters  from  two  of  the  Commissioners  who  were  living. 

Your  Lordships  will  not  foil  to  observe,  that  the  inferences  which  must 
necessarily  be  drawn  from  such  a  letter  as  that  recited,  criminate,  in  no 
ordinary  degree,  a  Commissioner  who  could  write  it.  We  shall  have  occasion 
hereafter  to  remark  on  letters  which  we  have  seen,  and  which  we  lament  were 
written ;  but  we  wish  at  once  to  state,  that  no  letters  have  been  produced  to 
us,  nor  have  we  any  reason  to  believe  that  any  letters  have  been  written  by  a 
Commissioner  of  the  Customs,  which  would  justify  the  grave  suspicions  to 
which  the  recital  of  the  supposed  contents  of  this  letter  would  naturally 
give  rise. 

Mr.  Roper  had  further  stated  to  Mr.  Beckwith,  that  he  had  in  his  possession 
3,000/.  of  overdue  bills  of  Commissioners  (which  had  been  renewed,  but  not 
destroyed) ;  and,  to  his  apprehension,  there  were  four  Commissioners  who  were 
mixed  up  in  bill  transactions,  although  only  two  were  named.  But  Mr.  Roper 
expected  shortly  to  have  more ;  and  some  of  these  bills  were  alleged  to  be 
drawn  by  inferior  officers  of  the  Customs.  Mr.  Roper  had  also  implicated 
Mr.  Dowding,  a  Surveyor-general,  in  bill  transactions,  and  added,  "  1  have 
got  the  bills  in  my  pocket.  I  shall  show  them  when  I  have  got  as  many 
more." 

On  the  20th  of  September,  Mr*  Roper  renewed  his  conversation  with  Mr. 
Beckwith  on  these  several  topics,  saying,  **  He  had  got  some  additional  bills, 
and  such  and  such  information  from  abroad,  as,  when  published,  must  speedily 
lead  to  the  dismissal  of  three  or  four  of  the  Commissioners.  Mr.  Dowding  will 
also  cut  a  shocking  figure,  as  Bumby  has  quarrelled  with  him,  and  some  of  the 
Commissioners,  within  the  last  few  days.'' 

Mr.  Roper  likewise  adverted  to  a  bill  for  96/.  of  a  Commissioner  whom  he 
named,  which  had  been  sent  into  the  market  to  be  discounted,  and  was  ofiered 
to  him  within  a  day  or  two,  but  he  declined  to  do  it;  and  also  alluded  to  meeting 
one  of  the  Commissioners  whose  bill  he  had  in  his  pocket,  and  conversing  with 
him.  Mr.  Beckwith  collected  from  what  passed,  that  Mr.  Roper  was  in  cor- 
respondence with  many  persons  abroad,  as  well  as  in  this  country,  capable  of 
giving  him  information  on  all  matters  of  this  nature,  and  who  could  easily 
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make  him  acquainted  with  improper  conduct  (if  there  had  been  any)  of 
the  Commissioners,  or  of  their  ofl&cers;  and  Mr.  Roper  informed  him,  that 
"  The  Times'*  would  publish  a  long  article,  in  a  few  days,  with  the  copies  of 
the  bills. 

From  this  examination,  it  became  manifest  that  Mr.  Beckwith,  though  he 
mentioned  some  other  persons  who  put  forth  rumours,  to  some  extent  similar,  relied 
mainly  on  Mr.  Roper's  authority,  and  that  it  was  almost  entirely  from  his 
declarations  that  he  considered  himself  justified  in  communicating  these 
rumours  to  us  ;  and,  it  was  evident,  even  without  his  making  the  statement 
to  that  eflfect,  that  Mr.  Roper  had  been  obtaining  information  upon  these  points 
with  a  view  to  its  publication.  We  were,  therefore,  by  no  means  surprised  at 
seeing  in  "  The  Times  "  of  the  22d  and  26th  of  September,  long  articles*  con- 
taining these  and  other  specific  accusations,  evidently  written  with  a  confidence 
Appendix  C.  ui  their  accuracy,  and  as  the  result  of  laborious  inquiry  and  competent 
"Times" articles,    information. 

Supposing  the  statements  to  have  been  true,  neither  the  observations  which 
were  made  upon  the  conduct  of  the  parties  implicated,  nor  the  severe 
tone  which  pervaded  these  articles,  could  either  be  wondered  at  or  repre- 
hended. But  the  mention  of  these  serious  accusations  in  a  publication,  which 
was  sure  to  diffuse  them  far  and  wide,  confirmed  us  in  the  propriety  o(  the 
course  which  we  had  previously  resolved  to  adopt,  and  it  was  satisfactory  to 
us,  therefore,  on  the  27th  of  September,  to  hear  from  Mr.  Roper  himself  the 
grounds  on  which  he,  in  his  editorial  capacity,  had  advanced  these  grave 
charges. 

Mr.  Roper,  at  the  commencement  of  his  examination,  wished  us  to  under- 
stand that  Mr.  Beckwith  had  somewhat  misinformed  us,  and  he  adverted  to 
the  difficulties  which  he  had  experienced  in  obtaining  evidence  of  criminality 
"  from  parties  who  have  not  been  in  the  mess  themselves,"  saying  also,  that 
"  his  informants  relied  on  his  honour  to  be  very  cautious  as  to  what  he  stated, 
and  not  mix  them  up  with  it.''     Subject  to  these  not  unnatural  restrictions,  his 
replies  to  our  questions  were  full  and  without  reserve,  although  he  begged  us 
to  bear  in  mind,  that  for  the  most  part,  he  was  giving  information  on  the 
testimony  of  others,  and  could  not,  therefore,  be  held  responsible  for  allega- 
tions in  regard  to  such  matters,  beyond  having  done  his  best  to  come  at  the 
truth  from  conflicting  and  perhaps  polluted  sources.     Mr.  Roper  indeed  has, 
throughout  his  examination,  appeared  fully  sensible  of  the  danger  of  relying 
on  the  correctness  of  much  that  was  being  daily  asserted  to  him,  and  whilst 
he  was  convinced  that  he  advanced  nothing  but  what  was  true,  his  confidence 
in  the  veracity  of  his  informants  on  many  points  appeared  to  be  weak,  and 
his  estimation  of  their    motives  to    be  such  as    they   deserved.     Although 
Mr.   Roper  wished  to   repudiate  preferring    charges   of  smuggling  against 
the  Commissioners,   and   drew  a  just  distinction  between    what   might   be 
hardly   a   crime    in    another,    but    which,    as   against   the    Commissioners, 
might  be  a  very   serious    charge,  he   produced  letters  (to   which    we  shall 
advert    hereafter,    when   speaking   of  Mr.    Poole's  evidence),   addressed  by 
Commissioners  or  their  wives  to  a  landing-waiter,  and  then  explained  the 
object  of  them  according  to  his  apprehension.     "  The  goods  were  procured 
upon  that  letter ;  the  way  in  which  the  goods  are  done  is  this.     I  do  not 
speak  from    my   own    knowledge,  but   I  speak    from    general    information. 
When  goods  are  brought  into  the  King's  Warehouse,  or  to  Galley  Quay,  or 
wherever  it  may  be,  if  a  piece  of  goods  is  wanted  at  the  invoice  price,  they 
ask  the  clerk  who  is  there  what  is  the  invoice  price ;  they  pay  tne  invoice 
price  of  the  goods,  and   the  piece  cut  off"  is  folded  up,  and  sent  by  a  mes- 
senger and  delivered  at  the  Custom-house.      When   an   officer  has  a  thing 
of  this  sort  to  do,  he  makes  an  arrangement  with  the  merchant ;  he  takes 
a  pair  of  scissors,  and  he  takes  off  six  or  seven  yards,  and  pays  the  met- 
chant  exactly  what  he  pays  for  the  goods  on  the  other  side.     They  are  never 
entered."      Thus  the  goods  are  obtained   from  a  merchant  at  a  wholesale 
price,  and  the  public  is  defrauded  of  whatever  might  be  the  amount  of  the 
duty  on  them.     Other  goods,  such  as  gloves,  tea  and  handkerchiefs,  were  also 
alleged   in   a  letter  from  Mr.  Bemers  (a  landing-waiter  under  prosecution, 
and  who  is  supposed  to  be  at  Calais)  to  Mr.  Roper,  to  have  been  procured 
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in  a  similar  manner  ;  and  other  articles  also  were  said  to  have  been  obtained 
for  Commissioners,  tJirough  the  agency  of  some  of  the  officers.  We  shall  in 
a  subsequent  part  of  our  Report  explain  the  reasons  upon  which  our  opinion  is 
founded  ;  but  we  must  even  here  declare  our  belief  to  be,  that  facts  have  been 
grossly  misrepresented  to  Mr.  Roper,  and  that  no  Commissioner  has  done  any 
Uiing  to  justity  the  injurious  inferences  which  are  attempted  to  be  drawn  from 
acts  of  indiscretion,  on  which  it  will  hereafter  be  our  duty  to  animadvert. 

On  the  important  charge  of  bill  transactions  by  Commissioners  and  superior 
officers,  which  was  advanced  in  the  newspaper  articles  to  which  we  have  referred, 
and  on  which  we  questioned  Mr.  Roper,  he  was  desirous  of  time  for  considera-* 
tion  before  he  gave  replies  which  went  further  than  mere  hearsay.  He  stated 
however  that  he  had  seen  several  bills  of  Commissioners,  but  which  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  Custom-house ;  nor  could  he  trace  in  any  instance,  that  the 
consideration  of  a  bill  so  offered  to  him  was  a  iacility  to  fraud ;  although  the 
people  at  Galley  Quay,  Jackson  and  Knill,  and  Hayter,  Howell  &  Co.,  and  two 
nouses  in  Mincing-lane  and  others  were  suspected  of  having  Commissioners' 
bills,  he  had  not  seen  them. 

Mr.  Roper  then  told  us  a  story  to  the  same  effect  as  the  one  mentioned  in 
^*  The  Times,"  viz.,  that  in  1840  or  1841,  after  great  doubt  and  uncertainty  as 
to  whether  a  certain  article  of  silk  manufacture  called  **  Foulards,"  should  be 
admitted  as  **  figured  ribbon,*"  the  question  was  decided  by  the  two  landing-sur- 
veyors, to  whom  the  landing-waiter  referred  the  question,  by  tossing  up  a  half- 
penny. The  result  of  the  tossing  up  was  that  the  foulards  were  admitted  at 
the  low  rate  of  duty,  and  have  continued  to  be  so  admitted  to  the  present  time. 
We  shall  remark  on  this  case  when  we  lay  before  your  Lordships  hereafter  what 
Mr.  Poole,  the  landing- waiter,  who  is  supposed  to  have  made  tne  reference,  says 
upon  it. 

There  were  other  matters  affecting  the  conduct  of  the  Customs  department, 
to  which  Mr.  Roper  adverted,  into  the  detail  of  which,  however,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  enter.  But  he  undertook  to  produce  Mr.  Poole  for  the  purpose  of 
being  examined,  expecting  that  he  would  substantiate  many  of  these  statements, 
and  Mr.  Roper  also  led  us  to  anticipate  that  he  would,  on  a  subsequent  day, 
himself  give  us  definite  information  on  the  subject  of  the  bill  transactions,  or 
clear  up  that  point. 

Various  unavoidable  circumstances  caused  us  not  to  see  Mr.  Roper  again 
until  the  13th  of  October,  on  which  day  he  came  here  with  Mr.  Poole  ;  but  in 
the  meantime  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  had  taken  official  notice  of  these 
criminating  articles  t;o  the  Editor  of   "  The  Times,"  and  requested    "  to  be 
furnished  with  the  names  of  the  parties  belonging  to  their  department,  whether 
Commissioners  or  others,  alluded  to  in  the  articles  headed  *  Customs'  Frauds/  Appendix  D. 
and  published  in  ^  The  Times '  papers  of  the  22d  and  26th  of  September,  and  No.  i. 
also  with  the  names  of  their  informants,  in  order   that  the  Board  may  be 
-enabled  to  institute  due  inquiry  into  the  several  allegations  contained  therein,^' 
The  Editor  replied,  *•  That  the  name  of  the  reporter  from  whom  the  informa-   .      ^^.^  j^ 
tion,  required  by  the  Board  of  Customs  was  derived,  was  known  to  the  Com-  no^!  '* 
missioners  of  Btievenue  Inquiry,  and  that  by  their  own  request  he  had  been 
examined  by  them  on  the  subject'' 

In  consequence  of  this  reply,  the  Board  of  Customs  applied  to  us,  '^  for  the 
infonnation  which  they  had  fitiled  to  obtain  from  the  Editor  of  ^  The  Times,'  as  Appeodii^  D. 
the  matter  contained  in  the  articles  of  that  journal,  of  the  22d  and  26th  of  No.  a. 
September,  reflected  upon  the  private  character  of  the  Commissioners  and  other 
officers  of  the  department." 

'  Until  we  had  apprized  Mr.  Roper  of  our  intention  to  do  so,  we  did  not  deem 
it  right  to  communicate  his  name  to  the  Board  of  Customs;  he,  howev^r» 
readily  acquiesced  in  our  wish  to  make  that  disclosure,  and  on  the  16th  of 
October,  they  were  informed  that  he  was  the  writer  of  those  articles,  and  on  the 
29th  of  November,  a  copy  of  the  statements  of  Messrs.  Roper  and  Poole  was 
transmitted  to  them.  The  date  of  Mr.  Poole's  last  examination  was  the  27th  of 
November  1843.* 

When  Mr.  Roper  attended,  on  the  13th  of  October,  he  declined  going  into 

*  The  examination  of  Mr.  Beckwith  was  subsequently  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Customs  «t 
their  requeat. 
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any  itatement  vefi^rding  bill  transactions,  in  which  the  Cammiisionefft  <tf 
Customs  might  be  implicated,  stating  that  the  parties  of  whom  he  had  the 
information  put  it  to  his  honour  not  to  communicate  it  (unless  in  a  court  of 
justice),  as  it  might  injuriously  compromise  them.  The  application  of  the 
Board  of  Customs  already  alluded  to,  and  their  anxiety  to  obtain  the  name  (tf 
the  writer  of  those  articles,  and  our  declaration  to  him  that  we  could  do-no 
otherwise  than  give  his  name  to  them,  naturally  gave  rise  to  the  opinion  diat 
hemi^t  have  an  action  brought  against  him.  It  became  improper,  therefore, 
to  urge  Mr.  Roper  to  go  into  detaus  which  might  eventually  be  turned  to  his 
disadvantage ;  nor  do  we  feel  that  we  have  any  right  to  complain  that  he  wm 
not  disposed  to  particularize  individuals  further  than  he  had  done  in  his  pre* 
vious  examination,  nor  to  substantiate  what  he  had  then  advanced  aa  merely 
hearsay  and  rumour,  by  proofs,  if  such  there  were.  -  We  must,  at  the  saoie 
time,  express  our  regret  at  this  failure  in  what  was  an  important  branch  of 
our  investigation.  As.  we  have  already  shown,  it  was  not  unexpected  by 
us ;  the  suspicions,,  however,  mentioned  by  Mr.  Roper,  of  who  the  parties  were 
who  drew  the  bills,  and  of  those  who  are  supposed  to  have  discounted  them, 
have  b<^n  contradicted  by  the  individuals  reterred  to,  and  whilst  we  aoauit 
that  gentleman  of  the  slightest  wish  to  deceive,  we  can  form  no  otner 
conolusicm  than  that  his  informants  had  not  been  correct  in  many  of  their 
sunnises;  still  it  would  have  been  much  more  satisfactory  to  have  traced 
these  accusations  to  their  sources ;  to  have  heard  from  the  parties  themselves 
the  grounds  of  their  allegations ;  to  have  tested  their  accuracy  by  proper 
inquiry;  and  to  have  afforded  every  individual,  who  could  be  included  in 
them,. the  fullest  opportunity  of  refuting  them  if  they  were  not  founded  in 
truth. 

We  shall  now  proceed  to  lay  before  your  Lordships  the  most  important  parts 
of  Mr.  Poole's  evidence.  As  a  whole,  it  is  specious  and  plausible,  but  it  con- 
tains diBcrepancies  in  itself,  and  on  some  points  (as  we  shall  hereafter  show)  it 
is  contradicted,  not  merely  by  the  solemn  declarations  of  the  accused  parties^ 
but  by  documents  beyond  suspicion ;  and  still  more  are  the  inferences  sogr 
gested  by  many  of  his  statements  inconsistent  with  fact.  No  one,  howevoTt 
can  peruse  this  evidence  without,  in  some  degree,  understanding  the  cauaes 
which  induced  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  to  place  the  greatest  reliance  upoa 
him,  and  to  allow  him  no  ordinanr  share  of  their  confidence.  His  replies  to 
our  questions  were  ample  and  readfy,  and  apparently  candid  and  satisfactory; 
be  professed  a  readiness  to  afford  us  every  information  in  his  power,  and 
throughout  his  examination  he  evinced  an  anxiety  to  suggest  an^  improvements 
in  the  system  of  the  Customs'  department  of  which  he  deemcKl  it  capable.  No 
trace  will  appear  in  his  statements  of  a  vindictive  feeling  against  any  one ;  and 
if  he  were  induced  to  make  them  through  malice,  it  was  from  the  effect  which 
they  were  calculated  to  produce,  rather  than  the  maimer  in  which  he  made 
them,  that  it  might  be  inferred.  It  is  difficult,  indeed,  to  imagine  that  an  indif> 
vidual,  who  professed  so  strong  a  repugnance  to  fraud,  or  impropriety  iji  any 
shape,  could  have  been  guilty  of  the  systematic  and  corrupt  neglect  of  im  duty» 
for  which  Mr.  Poole  has  been  dismissed  the  service ;  and  for  which,  we  undei^ 
stand,  several  prosecutions  have  been  lately  instituted  against  him  by  the  oirdQiy 
of  the  Board  of  Customs.  Believing  the  Commissioners,  of  Cufitoms  to  be 
correct  in  their  determination  to  dismisa  him  from  the  public  service^  an4 
being  aware  diat  on  his  prosecution,  indictments  against  Mr.Bumby,  for 
perjury,  arising  out  of  these  transactions^  had  been  found,  we  declined  examiur 
Appendix  E.  |jjg  Mj.,  Poole,  when,  in  January,  last  year,  he  applied  to  us  for  inquiry  into 

No.  1, «,  3.  jjjg  Qy^  ^ggg  .  aiijj  gv^i  in  conducting  his  examination,  to  which  we  shall  now 

call  your  Lordships'  attention,  we  abstained,  as  much  as  possible,  from  entering 
on  any  topics  which  involved  Mr.  Poole's  innocence  or  guilt,  of  the  offences  for 
which  he  had  been  dismissed. 

The  statements  of  Mr.  Poole,  which  directly  or  indirwtlv  Qharge  many  of 
the  Commissioners,  and  several  of  the  superior  officers  o(  the  Customs,  with 
acts  of  impropriety,  may  be  classed  under  the  foUowings  heads,  yi^.  :  — 
t.  1st.  The  employment  of  Mr.  Poole  by  Commiwioners  and  Qther  ojficew  of 
the  Customs  in  purchasing  goods  of  all  sorts,  and  in  small  quantities  at  whole- 
sale prices,  averaging  80  to  85  per  cent  less  than  the  retail  prices. 

2d-  The  obtaining  for  a  Commissioner  silk  goods,  from  12  to  17  yards, 
according  to  the  quality,  by  inducing  the  importer  to  cut  them  off  the  whole 
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pieces;  whilst' fliey  were  under  examination  kt  the  Gostom-bonsei  and  ta  charge 
the  invoice  price  for  them. 

8d.  The  improper  release  by  Commissioners,  of  passengers'  baggage,  when 
Beixed  for  ibttempts  at  evasion  of  duly  by  concealment  of  goods,  and  for  other 
irregularities,  particularly  in  the  case  of  Madame  Persiani,  Mrs*  Brennanne, 
and  Madame  Devy« 

4th.  The  determination,  by  tossing  up,  on  the  part  of  Messrs.  Fennings  and 
Gray,. then  landing  surve}rors,  whether  a^duty  of  20 «.  or  27s.  6d.  per  pound* 
should  be  charged  on  certmn  silk  goods ;  tliat  is^  whether  they  should  be  deemed  ^ 
gauzas  or  foulards. 

6th.  The  knowledge  by  a  then  Surveyor^geUeral,  Mn  Manninff,  of  thef  loss 
of  a  blue  book,  in  which  goods  had  been  entered,  and  of  the  fabricatfon  6f 
another,  by  means  of  taking  the  tjuantities  of  the  goods  from  the  merchants' 
books,  about  1887  or  1838,  and  the  participation  of  Mr*  Fennings,  now^  a 
Surveyor^general,  but  then  a  lailding  surveyor,  in  this  transaction^ 

eth.  The  corrupt  intimacy  of  Mr.  Dowding  (a  Surveyor-general) ,  with  Mr. 
Bumby,  and  Mr.  Dowding's  communication  to  Mr.  Burnby  of  confidential  in* 
formation  given  by  Mr.  Poole  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  relative  to  attempts 
at  smuggling  by  Mr.  Bumby  in  the  early  part  of  1840. 

7th.  The  habitual  practice  of  most  of  the  Commissioners,  and  of  officers  of 
every  grade  in  the  Customs'  department,  of  making  purchases  at  the  Custom- 
house sales,  and  of  Mr.  Poole's  frequent  employment  by  some  of  the  Com* 
missioners,  the  Secretary,  the  Solicitor,  the  Surveyor-general  and  others  to 
buy  goods  for  them  at  these  sales  in  a  fictitious  name,  when  to  him  chiefly  had 
been  entrusted  the  lotting  and  priceing  of  the  goods,  previous  to  their  being 
ofiered  for  sale,  and  when,  as  auctioneer  he  was  engaged  in  selling  them  on 
the  part  of  the  Crown. 

Mr.  Poole  professed  personal  ignorance  of  any  bill  transactions,  although  he 
read  a  letter  trom  some  one,  whose  name  he  did  not  mention,  referring  to  siK:h 
jnatters  as  having  occurred  ten  or  eleven  years  back. 

In  support  of  the  first  charge,  Mr.  Poole  produced  three  autograph  letters  to 
himself  from  the  late  Sir  Henry  Freeling  (who  was  then  a  Commissioner  of 
Customs),  dated  the  15th,  16th  and  22d  March  1841,  in  whicL  that  gentle^ 
man  in  very  familiar  terms  requested  Mr.  Poole  to  procure  for  him  various 
articles  of  female  dress,  including  Tassore  silk,  which,  according  to  Mr.  Poole, 
comes  from  the  East  Indies,  from  Calcutta  and  Madras.  In  tfa^t  of  the  15th 
of  March  1841,  it  will  be  seen  that  Sir  Henry  Freeling  mentions  ^'  Shankey's 
and  Bond's,  as  wliere  it  occurred  to  him  that  perhaps  Mr.  Poole  might  be  able 
to  put  his  hands  upon  it  (the  Tassore  silk),  as  it  could  not  be  got  in  the  London 


Mr.  Poole  said  that  Shankey  was  a  wholesale  and  not  a  retail  dealer  in  silks, 
and  that  ^^  Bond  was  at  that  time,  or  had  previously  been,  in  the  bi^gage 
warehouse  in  the  West  India  Docks,  where  a  quantity  of  this  Tassore  silk 
used  to  be  landed."  Mr.  Poole  proceeded  to  state  that  he  acted  iii  accord'*' 
fmce  with  these  directions,  but  forgets  where  he  procured  the  patterns;  and 
that  Sir  Henry  Freeling  had  simply  the  advantage  of  getting  the  genuine 
goods,  and  at  a  lower  price  than  Sir  H.  or  Lady  IVeeling  couldget  them  for. 
But  ^*  Sir  Henry,  in  his  life,  never  asked  him  to  get  any  goods  without  paymient 
of  duty;"  admitting,  nevertheless,  that  unquestionably  any  one  of  the  omoem 
in  the  Customs  who  was  known  to  the  importer  of  goods  would  get  them  con*' 
^iderably  (Cheaper  than  any  one  else,  though  it  mi^t  not  be  so  with  a  Comn 
missioner. 

A  letter  from  the  Assistant  Secretary,  Mr,  Maclean,  was  also  shown  to  us  by>. 
Mr.  Poole,  in  which  he  was  asked  to  procure  for  Lady  Freeling  some  Dutck 
drops,  (which  are  a  quack  medicine,)  arid  his  tuxount  was  that  he  got  tbem^from 
Rotterdam,  by  means  of  the  captain  of  a  vessel  plying  between  that  pk^ce  and 
London.  The  value  of  them,  however,  was  not  above  half*a*crown,  and  the  duty^ 
perhaps,  would  not  have  been  above  tiiiree  farthings. 

But  Mr.  Poole  also  professed  to  have  purchased  wines  and  many  other  articles^ 
lor  the  use  of  Sir  H.  Freeling,  at  his  desire,  ai^d  said  that  he  had  bought  arrows 
root  for  Mr.  Maclean  himself,  at  a  low  price.  >      .      1    1 

A  letter  from  Mrs.  Legge,  of  the  date  of  the  7th  Aprils  1842,  was  likewise^ 
adduced  in  corroboration  of  this  charge,  and  Mr.  Poole  stated  that,  in  pur* 
suance  of  the  request  which- it^contained^  he  procured  about-thirty-two  yards  of - 
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silk  of  a  wholesale  dealer,  delivered  it  to  a  man  of  the  name  of  Hodges  *  to  be- 
given  to  Mr.  Legge,  and  was  paid  for  it  by  that  gentleman,  who  saved  from  30 
to  36  per  cent*  on  its  cost. 

Mr.  Poole  further  asserted  generally,  that  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
purchasing  things  for  the  Commissioners  for  some  time,  but,  never  thinking  to 
be  treated  in  the  way  he  has  been,  he  had  destroyed  nearly  all  the  letters ; 
affirming,  nevertheless,  in  a  subsequent  part  of  his  evidence,  that  in  no  instance, 
is  he  aware,  that  either  for  a  Commissioner,  or  for  any  other  person  in  the 
Custom-house,  did  he  get  goods  widiout  payment  of  duty. 

Such,  then,  are  the  main  allegations  and  the  proofs  which  were  brought  for^ 
ward  by  Mr,  Poole,  to  substantiate  his  first  chaise  against  the  Commissioners. 
The  decease  of  Sir  Henry  Freeling,  in  December  1841,  renders  it  difficult  to 
obtain  satisfactory  explanations  in  respect  to  the  very  sweeping  and  general 
declarations  of  Mr.  Poole  in  regard  to  him ;  and  it  also  renders  it  especially 
painful  to  us  to  say,  that  we  think  it  is  established  that  Sir  Henry  Freeling 
did  very  frequently  employ  Mr.  Poole  in  purchasing  goods  for  him ;  and  that 
Sir  Henry  Freeling  evinced  a  most  improper  want  of  due  consideration,  as  to 
the  parties  from  whom  the  purchases  might  be  made. 

The  views  which  we  entertain  of  the  evils  of  inferior  officers  buying  small 
quantities  of  goods  of  wholesale  houses  were  stated   in  our   Report  to  your 
Lordships  of  the    22d  of  May  last  (p.  14,  15),     The  same  reasoning  may  not 
be  entirely  applicable  to   the  Commissioners;  but  as  we   intimated   in  that 
Report,  we  deem  such  a  proceeding  objectionable,  if  the  Commissioner  be  the 
actual  party  who  makes  the  purchase  ;  and  if  it  be  made  for  him  by  an  officer, 
and  more  especially  by  a  landing-waiter,  it  is,  in  many  respects,  as  likely  to 
produce  mischievous  results,    as   if  the  transaction  were  for  the  immediate 
Vide  Appendix  F.    b^i^efit  of  the  inferior  officer   himself.    The  Commissioners  of  Customs,   by 
their  minute  of  the  18th  of  November  1843,  have  fully  adopted  our  sentiments 
on  this  point ;  we  need  not,  therefore,  expatiate  more  upon  it ;  but  we  have 
no  hesitation  in  expressing  our  belief,   that  the  habitual  employment  by  a 
Commissioner  of  an  officer  of  the  Customs,  as  his  agent,  in  his  private  affairs, 
or  the  frequently  calling  upon  him  to  aid  him  in  his  domestic  and  economical 
arrangements,  is  a  practice  fraught  with  evil,  and  necessarily  tending  to  sub- 
vert all  proper  discipline  and  subordination.     It  seems  to  us  that  a  Comrais^ 
sioner  thus  places  himself  in  a  position  incompatible  with  the  thorough  dis** 
charge  of  his  official  duties ;  for  he  contracts  obligations,  by  which  his  cod^ 
trol  of  the  officer  can  scarcely  fail  to  be  influenced ;  nor  can  he  be  inclined, 
if  occasion   should  require  it,  to  reprehend  him  for  want  of  zeal   and  dili- 
gence in  his  official  capacity,  when   he  has  been  requiring  of  him  serviced 
which  require  exertion  and  trouble,    such    as  that  which  (setting  aside  Mr. 
Poole's  general  assertions)  the  requests  of  Sir  Henry  Freeling,  contained  in 
the  letters   to  which  we  have   referred,  must  necessarily    have  occasioned^ 
Favouritism    is  the   natural  result   of  such   proceedings,   and  a    belief  will 
necessarily  prevail  throughout  the  department,  that  the  surest  means  of  the 
advancement  of  an  officer,  are  to  be  found  rather  in  cheapening  goods  for  a 
member  of  the  Board,  than  in  the  fedthful  discharge  of  his  dutv  to  the  public* 
Officers,  whatever  might  be  their  dislike  to  such  requests,  would  hardly  venture 
to  refuse  compliance  with  them,    ^^'^e  apprehend,  however,  that  there  would 
generally  be  an  e^emess  on  their  part  to  proffer  their  services,  as  a  certain' 
way  of  ensuring  efficient  protection.    Nor  would  the  evil  stop  with  the  Gmm* 
missioner.    In  the  various  gradations  of  the  department,  the  superior  officers 
would  be  requiring  similar  services  from  those  immediately  under  their  control, 
and  a  relaxation  of  discipline  throughout  all  classes  must  inevitably  follow  from 
such  proceedings. 

We  have  no  intention  to  preclude,  by  these  observations,  those  occasional 
kind  and  obliging  offices,  which  the  highest,  as  well  as  the  lowest,  member  of 
a  department  may  very  properly,  and  very  usefully,  render  to  each  other;  un- 
less indeed  these  letters,  (written,  it  is  true,  by  a  gentleman  now  deceased,) 
had.  called  our  attention  to  it,  we  should  not  have  thought  of  discussing  what 
is  apparently  so  clear,  and  so  little  likely  to  have  been  carried  to  an  injurioas 
extent.  Our  remarks  are  made  against  the  habitual  employment  of  the 
officers  by  their  supiBriors,  in  matters  unconnected  with  their  official  duties, 

and 
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and  more  especially  when  that  employment  may  probahly  throw  them  into 
^dangerous  communications  with  pities  with  whom  it  ought  to  be  the  object  of 
the  Board  of  Customs  to  prevent,  to  the  utmost,  their  having  any  private  con- 
nexion. We  know  not  whether  Mr.  Poole's  description  of  the  person  named 
Shankey,  and  mentioned  in  Sir  Henry  Freelings  letter,  of  March  16th,  1841, 
be  correct.  But,  in  regard  to  the  landing-waiter.  Bond,  who  was  dismissed  in 
July  last  for  improper  practices,  we  have  ascertained  that  Mr.  Poole's  surmise, 
that  he  was  on  duty  in  the  baggage-warehouse  in  the  West  India  Docks,  at  the 
date  of  Sir  Henry  Freeling's  letter,  is  not  correct ;  for  it  appears  by  official 
documents,  that  from  October  1840  to  September  1841,  he  was  employed  on 
some  of  the  quays  immediately  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Custom-house*  He  had  Appendix  G. 
been,  however,  stationed  in  the  bs^gage-warehouse  of  the  West  India  Docks, 
from  1827  to  February  1840. 

The  statement  of  Mr.  Poole  himself  relative  to  the  Dutch  drops  sought  to 
be  obtained  for  Lady  Freeling  through  his  means  (which  is  the  request  made  to 
him  in  Mr,  Maclean's  letter),  shows  how  insignificant  the  object  was,  and  how 
unimportant  to  the  Revenue  (except  in  principle),  their  introduction  into  this 
country,  in  the  way  described,  must  be  considered.  Mr.  Maclean's  account  of  Appendix  H. 
the  transaction  corroborates  this  view  of  it;  and  having  been  on  intimate  terms  ^^  *^* 
with  Sir  Henry  Freeling,  he  professes  his  conviction  that  Sir  H.  Freeling,  no 
more  than  he  himself,  had  the  remotest  idea  that  the  Dutch  drops,  although 
seldom  imported,  and,  consequently,  difficult  to  obtain  genuine,  would  have  been 
procured  otherwise  than  in  the  fairest  and  most  regular  manner.  Mr.  Maclean 
adds,  that  he  had  the  means  of  knowing  that  Mr.  Poole  was  continually  offering 
to  execute  commissions  for  Sir  Henry ;  and  Mr.  Maclean  is  satisfied  that  Sir 
Henry  (in  availing  himself  of  Mr.  Poole's  services)  never  contemplated  the 
least  irregularity,  much  less  that  of  being  a  party  to  induce  an  officer  to  betray 
his  duly. 

We  have  felt  it  to  be  a  painful  task  to  animadvert  upon  the  actions  of  a  Com* 
znissioner,  now  deceased ;  but  as  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  his  letters  are 
genuine,  and  as  no  explanations  by  Sir  Henry  Freeling,  were  he  alive,  could, 
in  our  opinion,  alter  the  objectionable  character  of  the  letters,  it  appeared  to  us 
neither  unjust  nor  unnecessary  to  make  these  comments. 

Before,  however,  we  conclude  this  branch  of  the  case,  we  consider  ourselves 
bound  to  express  our  disbelief  of  Sir  Henry  Freeling  having  had  any  intention 
whatever  to  do  any  thing  inconsistent  with  his  duty  to  the  public. 

We  have  dwelt  so  much  at  length  on  our  objections  to  the  letters  of  Sir 
Henry  Freeling,  and  have  so  fully  laid  down  the  principles  which  we  think 
ought  to  govern  the  conduct  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  other  officers, 
in  their  relations  with  those  who  are  subordinate  to  them,  that  it  is  not  needful 
for  us  to  do  more  than  express  our  regret  that  Mrs.  Legge,  the  wife  of  aCom-^^ 
missioner,  should  have  written  the  letter  to  which  we  have  alluded.  The  differ- 
ence, nevertheless,  between  this  single  letter  from  Mrs.  Legge,  and  those  of 
Sir  Henry  Freeling,  is  obvious ;  neither  do  these  transactions,  on  Mr.  Poole's 
own  showing,  present  the  same  appearance.  In  justice,  however,  to  Mr, 
Legge,  we  must  direct  your  Lordships'  attention  to  his  explanation  of  the  Appendix  H. 
transaction,  which  reduces  it  to  a  casual  and  not  important  inadvertence.  Mr.  No.  6« 
Legge  says,  that  Mr.  Poole  informed  Mrs.  Legge,  as  she,  with  some  other  ladies, 
was  inspecting  articles  in  the  Queen's  warehouse,  preparatory  to  a  sale,  that 
the  best  silks  were  sold  at  the  east  end  of  the  town,  at  moderate  prices ; 
and  offered  to  procure  samples  for  her  inspection.  This  offer  was  accepted 
in  the  note  referred  to,  and  a  few  ^mall  samples  sent  in  a  letter  as  patterns, 
which,  upon  examination^  were  found  to  be  of  inferior  quality,  and  at  higher 
prices  than  similar  articles  were  to  be  bought  for  at  the  west  end  of  the 
town ;  no  further  notice  was  taken  of  them ;  and  no  further  communicatioa 
of  any  kind  was  had  with  Mr.  Poole  upon  the  subject.  Mr.  Legge  further 
asserts,  that  on  no  occasion  whatever  has  Mr.  Poole  been  employ^  by  him 
to  procure  articles  of  any  description  whatever  from  any  importer  or  trader, 
as  represented  by  him.  Your  Lordships  will  perceive  how  completely  this 
contradicts  Mr.  Poole's  assertion,  that  he  sent  the  silk ;  that  it  was  two  dresses, 
or  thirty-two  yards ;  and  that  Mr.  Legge  paid  for  it.  But  to  test  (so  far 
as  was  practicable)  the  credit  due  to  any  of  Mr,  Poole's  details  of  this 
matter,  we  examined  J.  Hodges,  the  acting  house-porter,  who  is  mentioned  by 
Mr.  Poole  as  the  individual  to  whom,  as  he  thought,  he  gave  the  silk  to  be.

ourned  to  Mr-  Leg]^ ;  and  Hodges  dedated,  positively,'  that,  in  the  coiarse  of 
I842y  be  took  one  parcel  only  from  Mr.  Poole  to  Mr.  Legge,  which  was  a 
musicaUbox,  that  was  bought  for  Mr.  Legge,  as  he  understomi,  at  one  of  the 
Custom-house  sales.  Hodges  entered  into  various  particulars,  which  convey  to 
onr  minds  an  entire  conviction  of  his  correotnesi,  although  his  attenticm  bad 
never  been  called  to  this  point  before  he  gave  this  evidence.  Mr.  Poole  conld 
not  say  frbm  whom  he  had  the  silk,  and,  consequently,  we  could  not  pursue  the 
inquiry  any  further.  We  have  no  difficulty,  however,  after  foil  consideration  of 
all  the  statements  connected  with  this  case,  in  recording  our  belief  in  fbe 
correctness  of  Mr.  Legge*s  account  of  it,  which  we  think  renders  it  one  of  snial( 
moment,  although,  in  principle,  not  entirely  free  from  some  of  the  objectioiMr 
which  we  pointed  out  when  we  were  speaking  of  the  possible  results  of  the 
employment  of  their  officers  by  members  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Poole  attached  no  importance  to  his  buying  arrow-root  for  Mr.  Maclean, 
nor,  except  on  general  principles,  do  we ;  but  Mr.  Poole  gave  ns  to  undet-^ 
stand,  ttmt  one  shilling  per  pound,  the  price  he  gave  for  tne  arrow^root,  was 
very  low;  and  that,  though  it  varies  in  price,  it  was  generally  from  1$.  9rf. 
to  2s.  6(/.  per  pound.  By  a  reference,  however,  to  the  price-current  and  t(y 
Appendix  I.  the  trade  list  of  the  date  of  the  transaction  (March  1840),  it  will  be  seen  that 

arrow-root  varied  from  10<i.  to  1^.  6rf.  per  pound ;  whilst  the  duty  was  nearly 
nominal,  viz.,  1  s.  the  cwt.  The  allegation,  therefore,  as  to  the  price  of  arrow.- 
root,  from  which  an  inference  of  a  most  injurious  description  to  Mr.  Macleair 
might  be  drawn,  is  thus  proved  to  be  incorrect,  and  Mr«  Poole's  inaccuracy  is 
apmrent. 

The  second  chai^  advanced  by  Mr.  Poole,  viz.,  the  cutting  off  a  few  yards 
of  silk,  and  paying  only  an  invoice  price  for  it,  to  oblige  a  CommissicHier, 
has  reference  to  Sir  Henry  Freeling.  That  gentleman's  decease  precludes 
our  obtaining  a  satisfactory  explanation  of  this,  as  of  the  preceding  charge 
against  him  ;  but  as  Mr.  Pook  specified  no  importer  or  agent  who  acted 
in  this  manner,  and  as  there  is  no  prudential  motive  apparent  for  sucb 
omission,  inasmuch  as  it  is  asserted  by  Mr.  Poole,  diat  the  duty  was  always 
paid ;  and  as  his  stab^ents  relative  to  this  proceeding  are  extremely  tagae 
and  perplexed,  if  not  positively  contradictory,  we  are  disinclined  to  attach 
any  credit  to  them.  If  such  a  transaction  did  take  place,  we  should  rather 
believe  it  was  one  in  which  the  officer  managing  it  had  a  direct  personal 
interest,  than  that  it  was  one  either  directed  or  known  by  a  member  of  the 
Board. 

We  now  propose  to  enter  upon  Mr*  Poole*s  third  charge,  viz.,  the  improper 
release  by  the  Commissioners  of  passengers'  baggage  when  seized,  particulariy 
in  the  cases  of  Madame  Persiani,  Mrs.  Brennanne,  and  Madame  Devy,  and  we ' 
shall  tdce  them  in  the  above  order. 

Fortunately,  there  is  little  left  for  conjecture  in  these  cases,  as  the  original 
papers  (to  the  existence  of  which  Mr.  Poole  adverted)  fully  show  that  hk 
statements  of  them  would  lead  to  the  most  erroneous,  as  well  as  to  the  most 
unjust  conclusions.  Mr.  Poole  says,  that  on  Madame  Persiani's  arrival  in  Eng- 
land, for  the  purpose  of  performing  at  the  Opera-house  in  1840  (it  was  in 
March  1841),  he  examined  her  baggaee;  that  she  was  not  there  herself,  but 
there  was  some  servant  representing  her,  and  that  he  found  in  the  folds  of  a 
gown  some  dozen  pair  of  gloves,*  how  many  dozen  he  could  not  say,  which 
were  concealed,  and  which  were  liable  to  forfeiture,  as  also  the  goods  in 
which  they  were  packed ;  he  seized  the  goods,  as  th^^  were  in  the  haWt  of 
doing  when  goods  were  concealed,  and,  con^equenly,  Madame  Persiani  conM 
not  appear  in  public.  She  made  immediate  application,  however,  to  the  Board' 
of  Customs,  which,  as  usual,  was  referred  to  the  seizing  officer  (Mr.  Poole) 
far  his  report.  He  thus  describes  his  report :  '*  I  reported  the  fects  to  the 
Board ;  I  stated  that  the  goods  were  concealed,  and  I  referred  to  several  other 
cas^  in  which  the  Board  had  ordered  similar  goods  to  be  sold.''  He  adds, 
that  he  was  called  into  the  Board-room,  and  was  severely  spoken  to  by 
Mr.  Cust,  for  having  stopped  the  goods  of  Madame  Persiani ;  that  other 
Commissioners  were  present;  and  that  the  Chairman  and  Deputy-Chairman

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obieoted  to  Mt.  Cu8t*s  line  of  policy ;  but  that,  nevertheless,  he  (Mr^  Poole)  re- 
ceived an  order  to  deliver '?  all  the  good^,  without  payment  of  a  shilling  duty-" 

On  lookiiig  at  the  papers  relative  to  this  ease,  we  find  nothing  in  them  to 
render  it  remarkable,  or  to  remove  it  out  of  the  ordinary  proceedings  of  snch  Appendix  if, 
matters.     We  must  premise  that  it  has  long  been  the  cnstom,  under  the  direo-  No.  i. 
tions  of  the  Board  of  Treasury,  to  admit  without  payment  of  duty,  in  mode- 
rate quantities,  the  clothes  and  other  articles  requisite  for  their  professional 
engagements,  of  actors  and  actresses,  on  their  coming  to  fulfil  tbmr  engage-  jjj^^"**^* 
ments  in  this  country. ,  Madame  Persiani's  clothes  were  released  in  consequence    ^*  * 
of  her  being  in  that  position.    But  we  would  wish  to  call  your  J^ordship^' 
especial  attention  to  the  repOTt  of  Mr,  Poole,  conveying  so  very  different  a. 
representation  of  the  transaction,  to  that  which  we  have  already  quc^  as^ 
given  by  him  to  us  on  the  Idth  of  October  last;  for,  on  the  20th  of  Marcbs  Appendix  K, 
1841«  he  gives  the  amount  of  gloves  detected  aa  one  dozen  and  a  ludf  of  hid>it  No.  i. 
gloves  (which  can  scarcely  be  deemed  **  some  dozen  paira'Ot  and  winds  iq)  hitf 
report  thus; — "  The  value  of  the  goods  being  vjery  trifling,  and  it  appearing 
that  the  articles  were  packed  without  the  knowledge  of  the  proprietor,  the 
request  for  them  to  be  admitted  to  entry  is  for  the  Board's  consideration/'    The 
order  of  the  Board  of  the  same  date  is,  '*  under  the  circumstances,  to  be  delivered 
as  part  of  the  parties'  apparel/'    The  initials  of  Mr.  Dean  and  Mr,  Cust  am 
affixed  to  this  wder.    It  will  be  at  once  seen  that  the  coniunction  of  their  si((^ 
natures  goes  far  to  negative  the  disagreement  in  opinion  alleged  by  Mn  Poole  to 
have  existed  on  this  matter  between  the  chairman  and  Mr.  Cust;  but  still  more 
is  it  clear,  that  at  the  time  when  his  opinion  might  have  been  efficacioue  (if 
adverse  to  the  relief  fought  by  Madame  Persiani),  the  tone  and  character  of  hia 
report  was  favourable  to  granting  it,  and  completely  at  variance  with  the  deserip^ 
tion  of  it  which  we  have  quoted. 

It  seems  to  us  also,  that  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Poole  that  these  gloves 
should  be  admitted  to  entry,  that  is,  to  be  passed  on  the  payment  of  the  duty . 
to  which  they  were  liable,  can  hardly  be  said  to  reconcile  this  report  with  W? 
allegations;  nor  do  we  think  that  Mr.  Poole  can  excuse  himself  for  his  mis^ 
statements  in  this  matter,  by  the  plea  of  the  absence  of  documents  to  refer  to, 
nor  by  the  lapse  of  time.  Those  circumstances  may  account  for  his  having  no 
yery  accurate  recollection  in  October  1843,  of  all  the  minute  details  of  a  case 
which  occurred  in  March  184},  but  they  ought  not  to  be  admitted  as  a  justificar 
tion,  for  hi^  putting  forth  detaiU,  which  rendered  an  ordinary  and  an  innoceiat 
transaction  one  of  grave  suspicion,  if  not  of  gross  impropriety.  We  see  uq 
reason  for  such  a  view  of  it,  and,  although  we  should  have  decided  in  a  nMinner 
less  favourable  than  the  Board  of  Customs  did,  it  is  clear,  that  the  decision  w$^ 
made  after  sufficient  inquiry,  and  upon  recognized  and  customary  grounds. 

The  case  of  the  seizure  of  Mrs.  Brennanne's  apparel,  and  df  the  relief 
afforded  her  by  the  Board  of  Customs,  is  thus  described  by  Mr.  Poole : — **  The 
name  of  the  lady  who  made  application  to  Mr.  Lushington,  was  Lucy  Breun 
nanne,  a  milliner  in  Jermjm-street,  who  had  a  quantity  of  things;  she  had 
private  interest  with  a  Commissioner,  and  got  her  goods  which  were  seized  by  Appendix  L. 
me  in  1840."  Nothing  could  be  more  grave  than  the  inference  to  be  drawn 
from  this  description.  It  implicated  Mr.  Lushington  in  permittiiB^  this  womw 
to  induce  him  to  act  in  direct  contravention  to  his  duty  to  the  pubUc,  and,  from 
corrupt  motives,  and  private  solicitations,  to  relieve  her  from  the  penalty  to 
whick  she  was  legally  liable.  It  is  quite  clear,  that  had  thi^  accusation  been 
substantiated,  Mr.  Lushington  could  not  have  been  permitted  to  remain  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Customs.  No  part,  however,  of  his  proceedings  ii| 
the  case  gives  a  colour  even  of  support  to  Mr.  Poole's  statements,  or  justifies  the 
inferences  suggested  by  him,  as  the  following  summary  of  the  papers  connjected 
with  the  subject  will,  we  think,  satisfactorily  demcmstrate. 

On  the  aoth  of  April  1840,  Mr.  Poole,  as  the  seizing  officer,  reported  that  in  vide  AppeadU  U 
eiLamining  the  baggage  of  Mr^.  Brennanne,  a  passenger  in  a  vesse]  from  Bour  .^^*  5* 
logne,  which  had  arrived  eight  days  before,  a  quantity  of  lace  was  found  con- 
cealed in  the  sleeves  and  skirts  of  dresses,  and  a  (]^uantity  of  embroidery  in 
dirty  linen,  which,  together  with  the  articles  contained  in  the  same  package, 
had  been  seized*    The  value  of  the  goods  seized  was  about  60/.,  and  t^e  duty  1 8/.* 

^  The 

^  THere  was  an  application  for  restitution  of  some  small  portion  of  this  seizure  from  Mil.  Brennanne's 
agent,  on  the  24th  of  April  1841.  •        . 
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The  order  indorsed  on  the  Report  in  Mr.  Lushington's  writing,  and  signed 
with  his  initials,  and  of  the  same  date,  is,  "  The  goods  to  be  dealt  with  accord- 
ing to  law."  On  the  *6th  May,  the  Solicitor  of  the  Customs  reports,  that  the 
goods  are  liable  to  seizure,  and  the  officers  were  entitled  to  the  whole  of  the  silk 
goods,  less  the  duty,  and  to  one-fourth  of  the  remainder. 

Contrary  to  the  opinion  expressed  by  Mr.  Poole  in  his  first  report,  Mrs. 
Brennanne,  on  the  13th  of  May,  applied  for  the  release  of  the  baggage,  and 
to  have  permission  to  receive  the  other  articles  on  her  paying  the  duty.  Mr. 
Poole,  on  the  1 5th  of  May,  reported  on  this  memorial,  stating,  '^  That  Mrs. 
Brennanne  had  offered  the  weigher,  whose  duty  it  was  to  examine  the  pack^ 
ages,  a  bribe,  which  he  declined,  and  communicated  the  circumstance  inime- 
diately  to  him ;''  and  Mr.  Poole  submitted,  that  she  was  not  entitled  to  any 
relief. 

On  the  leth  of  May,  Mr.  Cust  reiterates  the  order  to  <*  prosecute  the  goods.** 
Mrs.  Brennanne  again  applied,  and,  after  inquiring  as  to  the  value,  &c.,  the 
chairman,  on  the  21st  of  May,  directs  that  **  the  old  apparel  may  be  delivered^ 
and  the  other  articles  should  be  prosecuted."  Simultaneously,  however,  with 
the  application  to  the  Board  of  Customs,  Mrs.  Brennanne  had  memorialized  the 
Board  of  Treasury.  On  this  memorial,  Mr.  Poole  reported  on  the  28th  of  May, 
and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Customs,  that  they  should  "  allow  the  whole  of 
the  old  wearing  apparel  to  be  delivered,  with  the  exception  of  those  articles  which 
have  been  used  as  the  means  of  concealing  the  silk-lace  and  the  needlework.'* 
The  Commissioners  of  Customs,  in  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Treasury  of  the  2d 
of  June,  adopted  this  view,  and  stated,  that  they  had  given  directions  to  that 
effect,  and  that  such  also  of  the  articles  as  were  not  concealed  should  be  delivered, 
upon  payment  of  the  duty  thereon.  But  having  set  forth  that  the  lace  and 
embroidery  work  were  studiously  packed,  so  as  to  escape  observation,  and  thai 
Mrs.  Brennanne  had  offered  a  bribe  of  1  /.  to  one  of  the  officers,  which  he  com- 
municated  to  the  superintending  officers,  they  recommended  no  further  relief. 
This  report  was  signed  by  the  chairman,  the  deputy-chairman,  Mr.  Richmcmd^ 
and  Mr.  Lushington.    The  Treasury  acted  in  accordance  with  the  report. 

Your  Lordships  will  thus  perceive  that  no  grounds  whatever  exist  to  support 
Mr.  Poole's  insinuations  against  Mr.  Lushington ;  for  the  only  orders  which  be 
gave  individually  were,  that  the  goods  should  be  dealt  with  according  to  law; 
nor  can  we  trace,  throughout  the  proceedings,  any  symptoms  of  Mrs.  Bren^ 
nanne  **  having  private  interest  with  a  Commissioner."  We  wish,  therefore, 
completely  to  exonerate  Mr.  Lushington,  as  well  as  eveyy  other  member  of 
the  Board  of  Customs,  from  any  obloquy  to  which  this  case  may  have  subjected 
'  them. 

But  we  cannot  help  expressing  our  surprise,  that  they  did  not  show  more 
rigour  towards  the  party  of  whose  guilty  intentions  they  seem  to  have  enter- 
tamed  no  doubt,  and,  still  further,  that  no  special  inquiry  was  instituted  into 
the  offer  of  a  bribe,  which  the  Commissioners  must  have  Believed,  for  they  put 
it  forward  as  one  of  their  reasons  for  not  entirely  complying  with  Mrs.  Bren-* 
nanne's  requests.  We  should  have  thought  that  no  instance,  which  could  be 
brought  home  to  a  party  of  such  an  offence,  would  have  been  passed  over  with- 
out serious  notice,  and  without  a  prosecution,  or  the  infliction  of  a  penalty  suffi* 
cient  to  mark  a  determination  that  the  laws  on  this  point  should  be  enforced. 
One  pound  is  far  beyond  an  ordinary  gratuity,  and  could  only  have  been  offered 
to  the  officer  to  corrupt  his  honesty.  It  was  a  case  which,  we  should  have 
thought,  ought  to  have  been  made  use  of  as  an  example ;  and  although  the  full 
legal  penalty  of  200/.  might  have  exceeded  the  requisite  amount  of  punishm^it, 
we  think  the  omission  to  take  serious  notice  of  it  was  not  the  way  to  prevent 
attacks  upon  the  integrity  of  the  officers,  or  to  deter  passengers  from  attempting 
to  induce  them  to  swerve  from  their  duty. 

It  is  butjust,  however^  to  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  to  observe,  that  the 
Board  of  Treasury  do  not  appear  to  have  entertained  the  opinion  we  are  ex- 
pressing ;  for,  although  they  specially  advert  to  this  circumstance  in  their  letter, 
in  reply  to  Mrs.  Brennanne's  memorial,  they  implicitly  adopt  the  views  of  the 
Board  of  Customs,  and  make  no  remark  on  the  subject. 

We^  nevertheless,  attach  great  importance  to  a  regular  investigation,  and 
to   the  adequate  punishment  of  all  attempts  to  bribe  officers.     Every  effort 

"^  should 
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should  be  made  to  detect  them,  and  the  publicity  of  a  prosecution  could 
hardly  fail  to  be  useful  in  checking  such  proceedings.  We  think,  indeed, 
that  it  is  a  duty  which  the  Commissioners  owe  to  their  officers  to  protect  them 
from  such  temptations,  and  whilst  we  would  apportion  the  penalty  according  to 
the  peculiarities  of  each  case,  we  would  never  overlook  it,  where  a  guilty 
intention,  as  in  the  case  of  Mrs.  Brennanne,  might  properly  be  inferred. 

Mr.  Poolers  statements  of  the  seizure  (described  as  one  of  immense  magni- 
tude) and  release  of  certain  goods  of  Madame  Devy,  a  milliner,  are  very  little 
borne  but  by  the  written  documents.  He  says,  "  These  goods  were  seized  for 
two  reasons,  first,  for  the  concealment  of  the  goods  in  them,  and,  secondly,  for 
Madame  Devy  having  offered  to  the  weighers  a  bribe ;"  and  he  proceeds  to 
declare  that  this  matter  having  been  communicated  to  him,  led  to  a  very 
minute  examination,  and  that  the  Board  gave  orders  that  the  whole  of  the  goods 
should  be  prosecuted.  Several  applications  were  made  by  Madame  Devy,  and 
some  private  friends  of  hers,  to  the  Board.  The  result  was,  after  an  immense 
ihass  of  papers,  nearly  the  whole  of  the  goods  were  delivered. 

On  reference  to  the  original  documents,  they  present  a  very  different  case.  Appendix  M* 
On  the  26th  of  March  1840,  Madame  Devy  applied  for  the  restoration  of 
goods  which  had  been  seized  amongst  the  baggage  of  two  passengers  on  the 
24th  of  that  month.  Mr.  Poole  reported  upon  it  on  the  27th,  and  fully  detailed  Appendix  M. 
the  circumstances  of  the  seizure,  and  the  reasons  for  the  detention  of  the  goods^ 
and  declared  the  value  of  the  goods  to  be  about  24  /.,  and  the  duty  at  7  /.  10^, 
He  made  no  allusion,  however,  to  the  offer  of  a  bribe.  The  orders,  by  Mr. 
Stewart  and  Mr.  Legge,  were,  that  the  goods  should  be  permitted  to  be  entered, 
and  pay  the  duty,  on  payment  of  a  fine  of  1  /.  There  is  undoubtedly  one  letter  Appendix  M. 
to  Mr.  Stewart  from  Madame  Devy,  which  is  almost  a  transcript  of  the  public 
memorial,  and  such  appears  to  be  the  only  foundation  for  tne  allegation  of 
some  applications  of  Madame  Devy,  and  of  some  of  her  private  friends,  having 
been  made  to  the  Board.  Neither  will  your  Lordships  fail  to  observe  that 
goods  to  the  value  of  24  /.  can  hardly  deserve  the  appellation  of  a  seizure  of 
immense  magnitude ;  nor  is  it  probable  that  very  minute  examination  into  the 
offer  of  a  bribe  could  have  taken  place,  without  the  least  trace  of  its  being  in 
existence.  We  conclude  that  Mr.  Poole  was  confounding  Mrs.  Brennanne 
with  Madame  Devy,  so  far  as  the  bribe  was  concerned ;  but  even  with  this 
supposition,  his  inaccuracy  is  not  removed,  for,  as  we  have  already  shown  by  our 
regret  at  its  absence,  our  belief  is,  that  no  examination  as  to  the  offer  of  a  bribe 
did  take  place,  in  Mrs.  Brennanne's  case,  where  Mr.  Poole,  in  his  evidence 
before  us,  entirely  omits  all  reference  to  it,  although  he  brought  it  before  the 
notice  of  the  Board  in  May  1840. 

Having  thus,  as  we  believe,  fully  established  that  Mr.  Poole  has  misstated 
the  circumstances  of  these  tiiree  cases,  and  having  shown,  by  documentary 
evidence,  liable  to  no  mistake,  that  they  were  decided  in  the  ordinary  course, 
and  ought  not  to  create  the  least  suspicion  of  favouritism  or  undue  influence, 
we  do  not  think  we  exceed  a  just  interence  from  such  inaccuracies,  when  we 
express  our  feeling  that  the  general  and  vague  charges  of  improper  motives,  not 
unfrequently  regulating  the  conduct  of  the  Board  of  Customs,  in  releasiqg  the 
^^SS^^  of  passengers  after  it  had  been  seized  for  irregularities  or  attempts  at 
smuggling,  are  not  entitled  to  any  weight. 

Whilst,  however,  we  are  anxious  completely  to  absolve  the  Commissioners 
from  any  intentional  dereliction  of  their  duty,  we  deem  it  incumbent  upon  us 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  remarking  upon  what  seems  to  us  the  systematic 
inadequacy  of  punishment  in  such  cases.  Unintentional  error  should  assuredly 
be  visited  with  a  small  amount  of  fine,  nor  should  the  improper  and  un- 
authorized acts  of  servants  entail  very  serious  consequences  on  their  employers  ; 
but,  in  either  case,  such  notice  should  be  taken  of  the  matter  as  shall  be  ai 
warning  and  a  check  to  the  public.  And  in  any  instance  in  which  a  precon- 
certed intention,  by  a  passenger,  to  escape  the  payment  of  the  proper  duties  is 
manifested,  it  appears  to  us  that  there  is  no  reason  for  releasing  the  goods 
seized  in  consequence  of  such  improper  conduct;  nor  do  we  perceive  any 
valid  grounds  for  distinguishing  such  an  attempt  from,  perhaps,  the  more  im- 
portant, though  not  the  more  criminal,  endeavour  of  a  fraudulent  importer 
to  defraud  the  revenue,  or  for  treating  the  one  with  less  rigour  than  the  other. 
In  either  case  the  law  should  be  enforced  with  a  due  considei-ation  of  the  extent 
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of  guilt ;  but  in  neither  should  a  mere  nominal  fine  be  the  punishment  of  inte  n 
tional  fraud. 

On  the  fourth  charge,  which  accuses  Messrs.  Fennings  and  Gray,  then 
landing-surveyors,  (the  former  is  now  a  Surveyor-general,  and  the  latter  is  the 
inspector  of  the  out-door  department  at  Liverpool),  of  deciding,  by  "tossing 
up  "  a  halfoenny,  the  amount  of  duty  to  be  charged  on  a  particular  descriptioa 
of  silk;  Mr.  Poole  asserts,  and  these  two  officers  deny  the  fact,  and  all  its 
details,  with  equal  solemnity  and  confidence.  This  places  us  in  the  necessity 
of  being  somewhat  prolix  and  minute  in  laying  the  case  before  your  Lord- 
ships, for  it  involves,  in  no  ordinary  degree,  the  character  for  veracity  of 
the  several  parties,  as  well  as  the  official  conduct  of  Messrs.  Fennings  and 
Gray. 

On  the  13th  of   October  1843,  Mr.  Poole  stated  to  us,  that  in  1835   or 
1836,  it  being  the  interest  of  the  revenue,  that  certain  silks  belonging  to  Mr. 
Candy,  and  of  which  Mr.  Poole  was  taking  an  account,  should  be  deemed 
gauzes,  but  for  that  of  the  merchant  that  they  should  be  considered  foulards, 
Appendix  O.  as  the  duty  in  the  one  case  would  have  been  27  s.  6d.  and  in  the  other  20*,  only 

per  pound,  he  intended  to  enter  them  as  the  former,  to  which  Mr.  Candy  would 
not  agree,  and  came  and  told  him  "  to  take  his  books  to  the  landing-surveyor's 
office."  He  did  so.  Mr.  Poole  then  proceeded  thus  to  describe  the  transaction : 
"  When  I  got  there,  Mr.  Gray,  who  had  perhaps  been  up  two  or  three  months 
from  the  docks,  was  sitting  at  the  end  of  his  table,  and  Mr.  Fennings  sitting 
on  his  left  hand.  When  I  went  in  he  said,  *  Mr.  Poole,  there  is  a  devil  of  a 
row  about  these  foulards.'  I  said,  *  They  are  not  foulards,  they  are  gauze/ 
He  said,  *  By  G —  we  must  not  be  too  tight,  we  shall  all  be  transported  about 
these  things.'  I  said,  *  Then  we  must  all  be  transported  together.*  I  said, 
*  What  do  you  think  to  do  V  He  said,  *  Mr.  Candy  has  been  bothering  me 
about  it.'  I  said,  *  Make  no  alteration,  for  if  you  begin  you  will  not  know 
where  to  stop  ;  stick  to  what  they  are,  they  are  foulards.'*  *He  said,  *  We  must 
do  something;  there  is  a  disposition  up-stairs  to  affi)rd  the  merchants  accommo- 
dation, and  we  must  do  it.  But,'  he  said,  *  Mr.  Fennings,  we  will  settle  this — 
heads  for  gauze  and  tails  for  foulards ;  and  Mr.  Gray  himself  altered  my 
book.'"  Mr.  Poole  further  told  us  that,  "he  did  not  know  that  Mr.  Fennings 
made  any  reply  beyond,  *  My  love  to  you.'  That  was  a  favourite  expression  of 
his."  He  thought,  moreover,  that  a  landing- waiter,  of  the  name  of  Thomas, 
now  deceased,  was  present  at  these  proceedings. 

These  statements  of  Mr.  Poole  were  communicated  to  Mr.  Fennings,  and 
on  the  7th  of  December  1 843,  he  "  declares,  most  positively  and  most  solemnly, 
that  he  never  was  concerned  in  the  *  tossing  up '  a  halfpenny,  or  consented  to 
settle  a  disputed  point,  relating  to  the  duty  payable  upon  any  description  of 
silk,  or  any  other  goods,  either  with  Mr.  Gray,  or  with  any  individual." 

Mr.  Gray  was  examined  by  us  at  length,  in  explanation  of  this  charge,  which 
he  denied  in  totOj  and  entered  into  various  explanations  connected  with  affixing 
Appendix  H.  ^^^  levying  the  duty  on  the  silk  articles  denominated  foulard ;  and,  on  the  4th 

No.  15.  of  December  1843,  he  thus  meets  the  charge,  **The  duty  upon  foulards  and 

other  gauzes  had  been  the  subject  of  particular  attention  of  myself  and 
colleagues ;  and  we  were  most  anxious  to  carry  into  full  extent  the  Treasury 
orders  of  1st  November  1884,  and  25th  of  May  1885." 

**  The  conversation  said  to  have  taken  plieu^e  on  the  occasion  is  a  base  fabri- 
cation ;  those  who  know  me  will  at  once  perceive  that  it  is  not,  nor  ever  was,  my 
style  of  languc^e ;  and  as  to  the  settlement  of  the  question  by  the  tossing^up  of 
a  liftlfpenny,  I  again  give  it  the  most  indignant  and  unqualified  denial." 

Mr.  Gray  afWwards  proceeds  to  say,  that  Thomas,  the  landing- waiter,  sup- 
posed to  have  been  present,  became  a  landing* waiter  in  1821^,  and  was  super- 
annuated from  the  1st  of  April  1835,  and,  to  the  best  of  his  recollection,  had 
npt  been  on  duty  for  a  long  time  previously ;  and  consequently  he  could  not 
have  been  present,  if  the  transaction  had  taken  place  in  1835  and  1830. 

Af  r.  Gray,  in  hb  evidence,  had  already  told  us  that  Mr.  Thomas  was  dead,  as 
^as  also  Mr.  Bezer,  who  must  have  been  the  person  acting  on  the  quay  at  the 
time  mentioned. 

.  We  can  arrive,   then,  at  no    other    conclusion   from   these  contradictory 

declarations, 

*  This  would  seem  to  have  been  a  casual  error,  and  that;  ^'  gauzes,"  and  not  '*  foulards,''  was 
intended.

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declarations,  than  that  there  was  intentional  misstatement  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Poole,  or  direct  falsehood  on  the  part  of  Messrs.  Fennings  and  Gray.  On  behalf 
of  the  former,  it  may  be  thought  that  a  story  so  circumstantial,  and  so  impro- 
bable in  many  parts  of  it,  would  scarcely  have  been  invented,  more  especially 
when  no  advantage  could  result  to  Mr.  Poole  from  its  fabrication.  We  could 
detect  no  reason  for  his  entertaining  hatred  or  malice  against  either  of  these 
two  persons.  Mr.  Gray  says  he  was  not  on  terms  of  intimacy  with  him;  but 
they  were  always  on  good  terms,  and  he  thought  him  an  excellent  officer.  Nei- 
ther are  we  aware  of  any  difierences  between  Mr.  Poole  and  Mr.  Fennings;  but 
without  -referring  to  other  misstatements  by  Mr.  Poole,  which  we  have  already 
pointed  out,  as  an  argument  in  support  of  the  view  which  we  take  of  this  case, 
we  certainly  think  that  credit  may  be  given  to  the  denials  of  Messrs.  Fennings 
and  Gray,  m  respect  of  their  having  done  suiy  thing  to  justify  this  accusation  ^ 

against  their  official  conduct. 

The  knowledge  by  a  then  Surveyor-general,  Mr.  Manning,  o(  the  loss  of  a 
blue-book  in  which  goods  had  been  entered,  and  of  the  fabrication  of  another,  by 
means  of  taking  the  quantities  of  the  goods  from  the  merchants'  books,  about 
1837  or  1838  ;  and  the  participation  of  Mr.  Fennings,  now  a  Surveyor-general, 
but  then  a  landing-surveyor,  in  this  transaction: 

TTie  account  of  the  transaction  is,  that  a  landing-waiter  missed  his  blue-book, 
in  which  he  had  made  certain  entries  of  an  extensive  importation  of  silk  goods ; 
the  book  is  said  to  have  been  stolen  by  a  weigher  (since  dead),  although  the 
landing  officer  does  not  appear  to  have  been  aware  of  it  at  the  time.  He,  how- 
ever, went,  with  some  other  officers,  to  Mr.  Manning,  then  a  Survey or-general^ 
j^nd  applied  for  a  fresh  book ;  because  the  Board's  order  was  peremptory,  that 
no  second  book  should  be  granted  without  the  sanction  of  the  JBoard.  Mr* 
Manning,  nevertheless,  did  not  communicate  on  the  subject  with  the  Board, 
but  referred  the  parties  to  the  landing-surveyors,  Messrs.  Chafy  and  Fenni^gs. 
Through  the  connivance  of  the  latter  officers,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  clerk 
in  the  register's-office,  a  fresh  book  was  prepared;  the  entries  in  the  merchants' 
accounts  were  adopted,  and  inserted  in  it ;  and  the  landing-surveyors  wrote  off 
the  tares,  and  signed  the  book :  on  the  charge  thus  raised,  the  entry  was  per- 
fected, and  the  duty  paid. 

It  is  obvious,  if  these  statements  are  well-founded,  that  Mr.  Manning  was 
highly  culpable,  for  permitting  the  concealment  of  the  fact  of  the  loss  of  this 
book  from  the  knowledge  of  the  Board,  and  for  encouraging  the  adoption  of  an 
irregular  mode  of  meeting  the  difficulty.  It  was  his  duty  to  have  made  an  imme- 
diate and  a  searching  inquiry  into  all  the  circumstances  attending  the  loss  of 
this  book,  and  to  have  discouraged  any  attempt  by  the  party,  who  either  from 
negligence  or  unavoidable  accident  had  lost  it,  to  prevent  the  Commissioners 
becoming  acquainted  with  the  fact.  But  even  more  repi^ehensible  was  the  con- 
duct of  Messrs.  Chafy  and  Fennings,  if  it  be  rightly  reported  ;  for  they  abetted 
the  landing-waiter  in  making  a  fictitious  entry ;  and  they  lent  themselves  to 
the  fabrication  of  a  false  document,  and  attested  by  their  signature  the  accuracy 
of  an  account  which  they  knew  was  not  a  real  one.  If  such  a  transaction  did 
take  place,  it  appears  to  us  that  neither  Mr.  Manning  nor  Mr.  Fennings  ought 
to  be  retained  in  the  public  service. 

The  difficulty,  however,  of  obtaining  any  collateral  evidence  to  the  truth  or 
falsehood  of  these  allegations  is  great;  Mr.  Poole  declined  to  give  the  name  of 
the  mercantile  house  concerned  in  these  proceedings ;  nor  is  the  landing  waiter, 
whose  book  was  abstracted,  mentioned ;  and  the  weigher  who  stole  it  is  dead,  as 
is  also  Mr.  Chafy ;  and  thus  the  only  parties  still  in  the  service  to  whom  this 
charge  is  applicable,  and  of  whom  inquiry  could  be  made,  are  Mr.  Manning, 
ifow  Comptroller,  and  Mr.  Fennings,  now  a  Surveyor-general.  Each  of  these 
received  a  copy  of  Mr.  Poole's  statement. 

Mr.  Manning  meets  the  charge  by  denying  all  recollection  of  the  transac-  Appendix  H. 
tion,  and  asserting,  "  that  he  had  never,  on  any  occasion  whatever,  authorized  ^®'  *7* 
any  landing-surveyor  to  issue  a  second  book,  much  less  for  any  such  pur- 
pose as  that  mentioned  in  Mr.  Poole's  evidence."  The  high  character  of  Mr. 
Manning,  and  his  long  and  honourable  career  in  the  public  service,  may  fairly 
justify  us  in  placing  no  ordinary  reliance  on  his  positive  contradiction  of  a 
charge  so  injurious  to'  his  reputation,  even  if  it  were  more  probable  in  itself,  or 
stated  to  us  as  a  matter  within  Mr.  Poole's  own  knowledge.  After  a  lapse  of 
several  years,  the  difficulty  must  ever  be  considerable  in  recalling  all  the  minute 
details  of  a  common  transaction;  but  we  can  hardly  imagine  that  so  peculiar  a 
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case  as  this  could  have  entirely  escaped  the  recollection  of  any  officer  who  had 
beeti  an  actor  iti  it.  We  cannot,  therefore,  believe  that  Mr.  Manning  could 
have  been  in  any  way  implicated  in  such  a  transaction,  unless  we  are  also 
prepared  to  believe  that  his  solemn  declaration,  that  he  has  no  remembrance 
of  it,  is  wilfully  and  designedly  false.  That  a  communication  might,  in  more 
than  one  instance,  have  been  made  to  Mr.  Manning,  that  a  blue-book  had  been 
lost,  is  possible ;  but  that  he  was  cognizant  of  such  proceedings  as  those  alleged, 
much  less  that  he  sanctioned  them,  we  do  not  credit.  The  good-nature  of 
Mr.  Manning,  which  is  put  forward  as  the  cause  of  his  supposed  improper  conduct, 
seems  to  us  insufficient  to  account  for  so  obvious  a  dereliction  of  his  official  duty. 
.  We  express  our  conviction,  therefore,  of  his  innocence ;  and  we  trust  your 
Lordships  will  concur  with  us  in  entirely  relieving  him  from  this  accusation. 
Appendix  H.  Mr.  rennings  also  '^  denies,  in  the  strongest  terras,  having  had  any  participa* 

No.  14.  tion,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  transaction  detailed  by  Mr.  Poole,  or  in  any 

transaction  of  a  similiar  nature."  He,  moreover,  directs  attention  to  Mr.  Poole 
having  represented  the  circumstance  to  have  occurred  about  five  or  six  years 
ago,  whereas  both  he  and  Mr.  Chafy  had  left  the  Quay  station  long  pnor  to 
that  time,  Mr.  Chafy  in  January  1834,  and  himself  in  January  1836.  This  we 
regard  as  conclusive  against  tne  accuracy  of  Mr.  Poole's  statement,  and  ao 
undoubted  proof  that  he  was  not  speaking  in  respect  to  these  matters  from  a  per- 
sonal acquaintance  with  them. 

We  inust  here  remark,  however,  that  in  a  statement  made  to  your  Lordships 
(and  which  your  Lordships  have  transmitted  to  us)  by  a  dismissed  landing- 
waiter,  Mr.  Blake,  a  story  very  similar  in  its  details  is  told  ;  and  although  no 
names  are  mentioned,  it  appears  to  us  that  Mr.  Blake  is  the  authority  on  which 
Mr.  Poole  has  founded  his  allegations.  In  his  statement,  Mr.  Blake  makes 
November  1833  the  date  of  the  transaction,  and,  consequently,  Mr.  Chafy's  leav- 
ing the  Quay  station  in  January  1834,  is  not  incompatible  with  his  having  been 
a  party  to  it. 

We  should  have  been  glad  to  have  ascertained  whether  we  were  right  in  our 
inference,  that  Mr.  Blake  was  Mr.  Poole's  informant,  and  to  have  heard  from 
Mr.  Blake  himself  what  he  might  have  to  say  on  the  subject,  and  whether  he 
could  substantiate  his  statement  by  any  collateral  evidence ;  but  as  he  was  then 
under  prosecution  at  the  suit  of  the  Crown*  for  defrauding  the  Revenue,  we 
considered  that  we  might  seriously  interfere  with  the  course  of  justice  if  we 
called  upon  him  to  enter  upon  the  full  explanation,  which  could  alone  have 
been  of  use  in  enabling  us  to  form  a  just  conclusion  ;  nor  indeed  could  the  evi- 
dence of  an  individual  so  circumstanced  be  deemed  entirely  trustworthy. 
Deprived  thus  of  all  means  of  learning  from  other  sources,  whether  there  was 
any  foundation  for  this  charge,  we  can  only  form  our  opinion  on  the  contradic- 
tory statements  of  Mr.  Poole  and  Mr.  Fennings.  We  have  already  expressed 
our  belief,  that  Mr.  Poole  was  not  speaking  of  matters  within  his  own  know- 
ledge ;  his  evidence  sustains  this  view,  for  he  told  us,  **  I  never  heard  of  the 
transaction  fill  the  last  two  or  three  days.**  This,  however,  might  refer  to  one 
point  only  in  the  story,  and  when  asked  previously,  "  If  he  had  been  co^izant 
of  it  at  the  time ;"  he  replied,  "  No,  not  till  the  book  had  been  made  out.*  This 
latter  answer  negatives  his  own  knowledge  of  the  details  of  the  transaction,  and 
only  shows  that  he  heard  of  the  proceedings  at  the  time  at  which  it  occurred, 
and  admits  that,  when  accusing  Mr.  Manning  and  Mr.  Fennings,  he  does  so  on 
the  authority  of  others.  Mr.  Fenning's  denial  is  direct  and  positive;  Mr. 
Pooles  statements  are  hearsay,  and  the  inaccuracy  of  his  dates  is  proved 
beyond  a  doubt.  Under  such  circumstances  we  feel  ourselves  justified  in  disbe- 
lieving the  charge,  and  in  acquitting  Mr.  Fennings  as  well  as  Mr.  Manning  of  a 
guilty  participation  in  such  improper  proceedings. 

We  now  proceed  to  call  your  Lordships'  attention  to  the  charges  under  the 
sixth  head,  viz.,  the  corrupt  intimacy  of  Mr.  Dowding  (a  Surveyor-general), 
with  Mr.  Bumby;  and  Mr.  Dowding  s  communication  to  Mr.  Bumby  of  con- 
fidential information  given  by  Mr.  Poole  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  relative 
to  attempts  at  smuggling  by  Mr.  Burnby  in  the  early  part  of  1840. 

We  are  not  disposed  to  attach  much  credit  to  the  long  and  somewhat 
intricate  narration  in  which  the  last  of  these  charges  was  brought  forward  by 

Mr.  Poole ; 

♦  He  has  subsequently  been  convicted,  and  is  suffering  imprisonment  in  pursuance  of  hi* 
sentence. 
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Mr.  Poole  ;  for  not  only  does  Mr.  Dowding  deny  its  truth,  but  the  statement  of 
Mr.  Poole  is  so  confused,  if  not  so  contradictory,  that  it  is  impossible  to  place 
reliance  on  it.  But  we  have  felt  it  to  be  our  duty  to  weigh  its  probability,  and 
test  its  accuracy,  by  all  the  available  means  within  our  reach ;  and  we  regret 
to  be  obliged  to  add,  that  on  some  points,  not  indeed  the  most  material,  but  by 
no  means  unimportant^  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Poole  was  borne  out  by  the  admis- 
sions of  Mr,  Dowding- 

The  main  charges  against  Mr.  Dowding  are :  that  he  had  a  corrupt  intimacy 
with  Mr.  Bumby ;  that  he  investigated  several  charges  against  Mr.  Bumby ; 
that  he  always  reported  Mr.  Bumby's  innocence,  whenever  any  thing  was 
alleged  against  him ;  and  that  on  one  occasion,  when  Mr.  Dowding  had  heard 
from  Mr.  Scovell,  that  some  cases  of  silk  goods  were  to  be  passed  at  an  unfair 
rate,  he  immediatel v  conveyed  this  information  to  Mr.  Bumby.  It  was  further 
alleged  by  Mr.  Poole,  that  Mr.  Dowding  was  completely  in  Mr.  Bumby's  power, 
and  that  he  remained  in  constant  communication,  and  on  terms  of  intimacy  with 
him,  after  the  latter  had  made  his  revelations  to  the  Government. 

Your  Lordships  will  recollect  that  the  disclosures  of  Mr.  Bumby  were  first 
made  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  on  the  9th  of  November  1841 ;  it 
appears  that  Mr.  Bumby  called  upon  Mr.  Dovrding  the  next  morning,  when  the 
latter  pointed  out  to  him  "  the  egregious  folly*'  of  accusing  so  many  officers,  at 
that  time  above  suspicion,  with  nothing  but  his  own  assertions  to  convict  them. 
The  Chairman,  after  this,  sent  for  Mr.  Dowding,  and  tpld  him  all  Mr.  Bumby 
had  said,  adding, "  that  he  (Mr.  Bumby)  had  exacted  a  promise  that  no  one  was 
to  know  what  he  had  stated,  except  Mr.  Dowding.**  From  that  time  to  the 
establishment  of  Mr.  Bumby's  own  guilt,  Mr.  Dowding  was  the  confidential 
channel  of  communication  between  the  Chairman  and  Mr.  Bumby. 

Mr.  Dowding  denies  that  he  **  ever  investigated  a  charge  against  Mr.  Bumby,** 
and,  consequently,  that  he  could  ever  have  reported  in  his  favour.  He  avers,  Appendix  H. 
too,  that  he  has  not  been  on  terms  of  intimacy  with  him  since  the  discovery  of  No.  13. 
his  guilt,  although  he  admits  that,  at  one  period  since  that  discovery,  he  had 
daily  letters  to  write  to  him  on  official  msytters,  and  that  these  letters  were 
headed  "  confidential.*'  This  circumstance,  however,  although  it  might  natu- 
rally excite  suspicion  in  the  minds  of  persons  unaware  of  the  fact,  are  fully 
accounted  for  by  Mr.  Dowding  having  received  the  orders  of  the  Chairman  to 
hold  constant  and  confidential  communications  with  Mr.  Bumby  from  that  period. 

With  reference  to  the  disclosures  which  he  is  alleged  to  have  made  to  Mr. 
Bumby,  Mr.  Dowding  states  that  he  never  received  any  communication  on  the  ^p,j^„jj^  j| 
subject  of  smuggling  either  from  Mr.  Scovell,  or  any  otner  party ;  that  he  could  ^o.  13. 
have  nothing  therefore  to  communicate  to  Mr.  Bumby,  and  that  he  cannot 
admit  his  having  ever  revealed  to  him  any  thine  that  passed  in  the  course  of  the 
inquiry.  Now,  although  Mr.  Dowding's  denial  that  he  ever  investigated  charges 
against  Mr.  Bumby  is  entitled,  we  think,  to  credit ;  and  although  we  see  no 
reason  to  suspect  him  of  any  participation  in  his  guilt,  we  are  bound  to  say  that 
the  explanations  contained  in  Mr.  Dowding's  own  statement  respecting  his  rela- 
tions, with  Mr.  Bumby,  are  far  from  being  satisfactory.  Mr.  Dowding  admits 
that  atone  period  he  was  upon  terms  of*social  intimacy  with  Mr.  Bumby,  and  it 
appears  that  the  good  opinion  he  was  led  to  form  of  him  during  his  residence 
in  Ireland,  not  only  induced  him  to  cultivate  his  acquaintance  in  that  country, 
but  that  it  had  also  no  immaterial  and  no  imperceptible  eflect  on  the  discharge 
of  his  public  duties,  where  circumstances  connected  with  Mr.  Bumby*s  conduct 
were  brought  under  his  consideration. 

He  admits,  too,  that  upon  one  occasion,  when  Mr.  Scovell  had  sent  for  him 
in  the  morning,  and  acquainted  him  ^^  that  he  had  received  information  that 
Mr.  Bumby  had  of  late  been  frequently  crossing  over  to  the  continent,  inquiring 
at  the  same  time  whether  he  knew  that  such  was  the  fact,*'  he  (Mr.  Dowding) 
asked  Mr.  Bumby  if  the  intelligence  was  correct ;  and  being  satisfied  with  Mr. 
Bumby*s  own  disclaimer  on  that  point,  made  no  investigation  into  the  charge. 
The  reason  which  he  assigns  for  this  omission  is,  ^^  that  he  then  believed  him 
far  above  doing  what  it  had  since  been  proved  he  was  guilty  of."  This  took 
place  in  1840  or  1841,  at  which  time,  he  says,  Mr.  Burnby  s  character  had  not 
been  impeached. 

But  this  statement  seems  hardly  borne  out  by  the  feet,  for  it  appears  that, 
four  or  five  years  previously,  Mr.  Dowding's  attention  had  been  called  to  certain 
alleged  malpractices  of  Mr.  Bumby ;  and  that  he  had  received  the  instructions 
of  Mr.  Dean,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Customs,  to  search  his  lodgings  for. 
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smuggled  goods.  Mr,  Dowding's  narrative  of  this  transaction  is  as  folIowB  ; 
"  In  1836  the  Chairman  sent  for  me,  and  put  into  my  hands  an  anonymous 
letter,  which  stated,  that  Bumby  and  Hasting,  at  that  time  living  toge&er  in 
Soho-square,  were  in  the  constant  practice  of  bringing  out  of  the  docks  sample 
bottles  of  wine  and  spirits,  and  taking  them  home ;  the  Chairman  asked  me  if 
I  believed  it ;  I  said,  decidedly  not ;  that  I  had  met  them  both  in  highly 
respectable  society ;  that  I  admitted  Mr.  Burnby  as  a  visitor  to  my  house,  and 
I  did  not  believe  either  of  the  parties  capable  of  such  conduct  The  Chairman 
replied  that  he  did  not  wish  to  put  the  letter  into  the  hands  of  an  inferior  officer 
with  directions  to  search  the  house ;  for,  if  it  turned  out  to  be  false,  it  inter- 
fered with  subordination,  and  lessened  a  superior  in  the  eyes  of  an  inferior,  but 
he  must  take  some  notice  of  it. 

^*  I  then  said,  if  the  Chairman  would  give  die  letter  to  me,  though  a  most 
unpleasant  errand,  I  would  go  and  search  the  lodgings  myself.  On  the  same 
day  I  went  to  the  London  Docks  just  before  foar  o'clock,  and  at  the  gate  I 
saw  Mr.  Bumby's  cab ;  Mr.  Bumby  shortly  appeared,  and  I  asked  if  he 
would  give  me  a  cast  to  the  west  end  of  the  town ;  to  this  he  readily  assented. 
Ill  the  course  of  the  drive  he  asked  where  I  would  be  set  down,  and  I  told  him 
I  was  going  into  his  neighbourhood,  and  would  go  home  with  him,  which  I 
did. 

**  On  my  entering  his  lodgings,  I  then,  and  not  till  then,  told  him  the  object 
of  my  visit,  and  that  I  had  an  order  to  search  his  lodgings.  The  first  floor  was 
occupied  by  some  gentlemen,  Bumby  and  Hastings  occupjring  the  second  floor. 
Mr.  Bumby  instantly,  and  without  the  least  hesitation,  opened  all  the  cupboards 
and  presses  and  drawers  in  the  joint  sitting-room,  and  took  me  into  the  respec- 
tive oed-rooms  of  himself  and  Mr.  Hastings,  where  he  made  a  similar  exposure 
df. every  thing  in  the  rooms,  and  there  was  not  any  thing  therein  which  in  the 
least  degree  confirmed  the  information  contained  in  the  anonymous  letter.  Mr. 
Bumby  then  took  me  down  to  the  basement,  where  he  unlocked  the  cellar, 
and  there  again  every  thing  appeared  as  cellars  usually  do,  and  I  found 
nothing  which  would  justify  the  suspicion  that  smuggled  goods  were  in  the 
house.'* 

Now,  here  we  must  observe,  that  this  explanation  upon  Mr.  Dowding*s  own 
showing  is  any  thing  but  satisfactory ;  we  think  it  was  a  most  unfortunate  cir- 
cumstance that  a  public  officer,  charged  with  an  inquiry  into  the  conduct  of  an 
alleged  delinquent,  should  have  invited  the  accused  party  to  accompany  him 
when  he  had  received  directions  to  search  his  house  for  smuggled  goods,  and 
that,  owing  to  his  pre-conceived  impressions  in  favour  of  Mr.  Bumby,  he  should 
have  been  satisfied  with  an  investigation  conducted  in  so  irregular  a  manner. 
We  forbear  to  comment  at  greater  length  upon  these  and  former  transactions ; 
but  we  cannot  help  expressing  some  surprise  that  an  officer,  possessed  of  the 
ackQOwledged  ability,  and  placed  in  the  responsible  position  of  Mr.  Dowding, 
should  have  had  so  little  knowledge  of  the  real  character  of  Mr.  Bumby,  and 
should  h^ve  been  on  terms  of  familiarity,  if  not  of  friendship,  with  such  a  person. 
It  seems  to  us  to  argue  but  little  insight  into  character,  that  upon  the  simple  affir- 
mation of  Mr,  Bumby,  Mr.  Dowding  should  have  been  prepared  to  answer  fiwr 
his  honesty  to  the  Chairman. 

.  Your  Lordships  will  perceive,  both  from  the  extracts  we  have  quoted, 
and  from  the  observations  which  we  have  felt  it  our  duty  to  make  on  them,  that 
we  have  laid  no  stress  upon  any  statement  or  assertion  of  Mr.  Poole,  which  has 
not  been  corroborated  by  the  admission  of  Mr.  Dowding.  Mr.  Dowding  s  asser* 
tion  that  Mr.  Poole  was  known  amongst  his  own  class  of  officers  to  have  been 
proverbially  "  a  notorious  liar,"  may  be  a  true  one ;  but  it  certainly  seems  a 
little  extraordinary  that  a  man  bearing  such  a  character  as  that  described, 
should,  for  so  long  a  period,  have  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Customs,  and  of  many  of  their  superior  officers. 

After  a  careful  review  of  these  charges,  and  of  Mr.  Dowding's  replies  to  them, 
we  are  quite  prepared  to  acquit  that  officer  of  any  wilful  connivance  at  Mr. 
Buraby's  frauds,  and  of  all  participation  in  his  guilt ;  for  no  all^ation  has  been 
substantiated  from  which  such  connivance  or  participation  could  with  lair, 
ness  be  inferred.  But  we  cannot  exonerate  Mr.  Dowding  from  the  charge  of 
negligence  and  remissness,  in  not  investigating  the  truth  of  the  reports  that 
reached  him  from  time  to  time  affecting  the  character  of  Mr.  Burnby,  and  of  a 
want  of  prudence  and  discernment  altogether  inexcusable  in  a  public  officer 
charged  with  most  important  and,  not  unfrequently,  with  judicial  functions.

To  enable  your  Lordships  to  comprehend  the  value  and  importance 
of  Mr.  Poole's  statements  relative  to  his  making  purchases  at  the  Custom- 
house sales  for  the  Commissioners,  the  Secretaries,  the  Solicitor,  and, 
indeed,  for  officers  of  almost  every  class  in  the  Customs  Department,  we  pro- 
pose to  lay  before  your  Lordships  the  course  pursued  in  conducting  the  Custom- 
house sales. 

.  The  goods,  according  to  the  circumstances  which  cause  their  detention  and 
subsequent  sale,  are  classed  in  the  following  manner  : 

Goods  seized  and  condemned,  for  being  attempted  to  be  introduced  without 
payment  of  duty. 

Goods  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  Crown,  such  as  old  stores,  &c. 

Goods  regularly  entered,  but  sold  in  discharge  of  the  duties  which  have  not 
been  paid. 

Goods  for  which,  when  detained  for  under-valuation,  payment  has  been 
(according  to  the  value  at  which  they  have  been  entered,  together  with  the  10 
per  cent,  in  addition)  made  to  the  merchant. 

The  goods*  are  placed  in  the  Queen's  Warehouse,  where  they  are  "  lotted/' 
and  a  reserved  price  is  affixed  to  them.     The  periodical  sales  are  made  by 
public  auction,  at  the  Commercial  Rooms  in  Mincing-lane  ;  but  the  occasional ,  Appendix  P. 
and  special  sales  are  held  at  the  Queen's  Warehouse.  No.  1. 

In  October  1835  the  Board  gave  directions  that  the  regular  sales  should  be 
held  quarterly,  and  be  conducted  by  a  competent  landing-waiter,  to  be  selected 
by  the  Board,  to  act  as  auctioneer.     The  sales  had  not  latterly  been  held  so 
frequently  its  this  minute  of  the  Board  directed,  when  in  our  report  of  May 
last  (p.  43),  we  called  your  Lordships'  attention  to  the  advantages  likely  to  result  Appendix  P. 
from  many  descriptions  of  goods  being  ofiered  for  sale  more  immediately  after. No. «. 
their  detenticm  than  had  been  usual.     In  consequence  of  our  suggestions,  on  the 
1st  February  1844  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  directed  that  the  saled  should  Fii/tf  Appendix  Q. 
thereafter  be  held  every  three  months,  except  in  special  circumstances,  when  it  No.  1. 
may  be  expedient  to  sell  the  goods  more  immediately.     In  the  last  year  it  should 
be  remarked,  that  five  regular  sales  were  held,  and  the  proceeds  were  28,516/. 

The  landing-waiter  (who  is  appointed  auctioneer,  and  who  is  assisted 
by  the  locker  and  a  sufficient  number  of  weighers),  previously  to  each  sale, 
selects  the  goods,  lots  them,  and  proposes  a  reserved  value  for  them,  below 
which  he  is  not  to  sell  them.  The  warehouse-keeper  considers  himself  re-' 
sponsible  for  the  landing-waiter  performing  these  several  functions  correctly. 
But,  practically,  to  the  discretion,  integrity  and  knowledge  of  that  officer,  with 
little  or  no  official  control,  the  execution  of  these  preliminary  arrangements  is 
entrusted.  The  interests  of  the  seizing  officers  naturally  cause  some  of  them  to 
interfere,  and  to  make  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  lotting  and  to  fixing  the 
reserved  prices  of  goods ;  but  such  interference  must  necessarily  be  confined  to 
those  who  are  so  circumstanced  as  to  be  able  to  give  personal  attendance  at  the 
warehouse,  and  to  obtain  due  attention  to  their  representations. 

The  public  catalogues  are  prepared  by  the  landing-waiter,  and  imtil  the 
year  1839  the  reserved  or  upset  prices  were  inserted  in  them;  but  this  was  F^i^  Appendix  P. 
supposed  to  affi)rd  facility  to  combinations  (amongst  those  who  habitually  No.  3* 
attended  the  sales)  calculated  to  reduce  the  biddings  for  the  goods ;  since  that 
period,  therefore,  the  public  is  not  made  acquainted  with  the  reserved  prices, 
which  are  considered  strictly  private,  and  are  only  inserted  in  the  catalogues  Appendix  P. 

Srepared  fqr  the  use  of  the  Receiver  of  Fmes,  and  the  Accountant  of  Petty  No.  3. 
Receipts,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  perform  their  respective  duties.   The  landing-  Appendix  \\ 
waiter,  in  selling  the  goods,  pursues  the  usual  course  of  auctioneers;  and  the  No.  1. 
amount  of  biddings  is  regulated  by  a  scale  laid  down  by  the  Board  in  October 
1835.    The  Receiver  of  Fines  and  the  Accountant  oi*  Petty  Receipts  attend 
the  sales,  sitting  close  to  each  other  under  the  auctioneer.     It  is  the  duty  of 
the  former  of  these  officers  to  enter  the  prices  at  which  the  several  lots  are  sold,f  Appendix  R. 
with  the  names  of  the  purchases  and  the  amount  of  deposit  paid  ;  and  also  to  ^o*  i* 
take  care  and  receive  the  proper  deposit  at  the  time  of  the  sale  ;  and,  subse- 
quently, 

*  The  preparations  for  the  sale  of  seized  spirits  differ  in  some  respects  from  those  which  we 
describe  as  pursued  in  respect  to  goods  in  general. 

t  Mr.  Walsh,  the  Receiver  of  Fines,  &c.,  by  his  proceedings  in  a  case  which  occurred  in 
December  1842,  shows  that  he  has  latterly  paid  some  attention  to  prevent  goods  being  disposed  of 
at  less  than  the  reserved  prices  marked  in  the  catalogue. 
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Appendix  R.  quentlj,  to  see  that  the  remainder  of  the  purchase-money  is  paid  in  dae  time. 

No.  2.  and  immediately  to  enter  the  same  in  his  book  of  receipts,  particularizing  the 

names  and  residences  of  the  purchasers,  together  with  the  number  and  amount 

of  each  lot. 

The  Accountant  of  Petty  Receipts  checks  the  Receiver  of  Fines  in  the 
execution  of  this  duty ;  but  it  does  not  appear  that  he  has  any  instmccions 
how  to  act,  in  the  event  of  the  goods  being  sold  for  a  less  amount  than  the 
reserved  price.  The  principle  on  which  the  value  is  affixed  to  the  several 
classes  of  detained  goods  is,  that  the  Crown  shall  have  its  presumed  costs  and 
the  charges  of  each  seizure  defrayed  out  of  the  proceeds  of  its  own  sale; 
but  it  is  worked  out  in  a  somewhat  different  mode«  and,  consequently,  some 
difference  in  the  estimation  of  what  is  to  be  the  upset  or  reservea  price 
results.  With  respect  to  the  three  first  classes  of  goods,  the  prices  are  esti- 
mated according  to  the  best  opinion  which  the  landing-waiter  can  form,  but 
it  is  the  habit  to  put  them  up  at  the  amount  of  duty  payable  upon  them  to  the 
Crown.  Of  course,  when  the  duty  is  rateable,  no  difficulty  exists  in  stating 
the  exact  price  to  be  required ;  but  as  to  goods  which  are  to  pay  an  ad  valoran 
duty,  the  landing-waiter  exercises  his  own  discretion,  which  appears  (what- 
ever might  be  his  negligence,  dishonesty  or  ignorance)  not  to  be  controlled 
in  any  regular  manner.  The  present  auctioneer  says,  that  he  has  recourse 
to  the  seizing  officers  if  he  has  any  difficulty ;  before  the  sale,  however,  no  one 
necessarily  knows  whether  he  puts  on  more  or  less  than  the  right  value ; 
and,  provided  he  realizes  in  respect  to  any  of  these  goods  what  is  (or  what 
is  supposed  to  be)  the  proper  duty  upon  liiem,  no  questions  are  asked  him ; 
and  die  only  check  upon  his  not  obtaining  the  full  value  for  the  goods  con- 
sists in  the  partial  exertions  of  the  seizing  officers  (restricted,  as  we  have  already 
said,  they  must  be),  and  in  the  competition  of  tne  purchasers  at  the  time  of 
the  sale. 

The  reserved  prices  of  the  fourth  class  of  goods  intended  to  be  sold, 
viz.,  those  detained,  under  the  circumstances  we  have  described,  for  under- 
valuation, are  arrived  at  by  ascertaining  the  amount  in  each  seizure  of  the  fol- 
lowing items: — The  value  at  which  the  goods  have  been  entered  by  the 
importer;  the  10  per  cent  additional;  the  amount  of  duty  on  these  two  items 
combined,  and  a  small  charge  for  the  expenses. 

There  we  no  orders  on  the  subject ;  and  it  is  deemed  sufficient,  if  the 
whole  of  any  one  seizure  shall  have  obtained,  when  sold,  the  cost-  incurred 
by  the  Crown,  according  to  the  principles  of  computing  it,  which  we 
have  described;  nor  has  any  reeular  attention  been  given  to  what  the 
individual  lots  severally  shall  have  produced.  There  are  not  either 
any  instructions  to  set  any  value  on  the  article  itself,  and  the  auctioneer 
feels  that  he  has  fulfilled  his  duty,  if  he  obtain  the  amount  of  the  duty 
and  of  the  charges,  without  procuring  any  thing  on  account  of  the  intrinsic 
value  of  the  goods;  and,  according  to  Mr,  Arnaud's  expression,  "The 
Revenue  is  generally  satisfied  if  it  gets  its  duties."  If  the  goods  be  not 
disposed  of  at  the  nrst  sale,  the  reserved  price  is  commonly  reduced  by  one- 
third,  and  the  Board  have  ordered  that  these  refused  lots  shall  be  reserved  for  a 
subsequent  sale. 

From  the  description  which  we  have  given  of  the  proceedings  connected 
with  the  lotting,  the  valuing,  and  the  actiud  selling  of  the  ffoods,  your  Lord- 
ships will  perceive  that  neither  the  Receiver  of  Fines,  nor  the  Accountant  of 
Petty  Receipts,  nor  indeed  any  other  officer,  exercises  an  efficient  check  on  the 
auctioneer.  Both  Mr.  Walsh  the  Receiver  of  Fines,  Mr.  Davis  the  Accountant  of 
Petty  Receipts,  and  Mr.  Amaud  the  aucticmeer,  frankly  acknowledge  that  ^uch 
is  the  fact.  It  is  only  when  the  deposits  are  to  be  paid  on  the  purchases,  that 
the  two  former  officers  really  commence  their  control.  The  instructions  ta 
the  Receiver  of  Fines  are,  as  we  have  already  shown,  very  precise  as  to  the 
entries  which  he  is  to  make,  and  the  course  which  he  is  to  pursue.  He  pron 
duced  to  us  his  book,  in  which  he  appears  to  have  complied  with  his  instruc- 
Appendi^  r:  tions,  in  some  of  the  former  particulars ;  but  we  were  rather  surprised  to 

No.  2.        '  learn  from  him  that  he  thought  this  book  was  a  private  book  of  his  own,  that 

no  one  had  ever  before  asked  to  look  at  it,  and  that  nobody  knew,  therefore, 
how  far  he  had,  or  had  not,  complied  with  his  instructipus  to  particularize  the 
names  and  residences  of  the  purchasers  of  goods. 

Having 
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Having  thus  explained  the  manner  in  which  the  preparations  are  ttiade  for 
these  sales,  and  the  way  in  which  they  are  conducted,  we  roust  now  revert  to 
Mr.  Poole's  allegation  of  his  having  been  frequently  employed  by  persons  in 
various  situations  in  the  Custom-house,  to  make  purchases  for  them.  The  simple 
facts  of  purchases  having  been  made,  and  of  Mr.  Poole  having  undertaken  to 
effect  them,  are  not  denied  by  the  parties  who  have  been  specially  named  by  him, 
although  their  declarations  represent  these  transactions  as  less  in  number  than 
from  his  evidence  it  might  be  supposed  they  were. 

It  is  readily  admitted  that  it  is,  and  has  been,  the  recognised  habit  for  any  Appendix  H, 
one  connected  with  the  Custom-house  (if  he  shall  so  think  fit),  to  bid  for  and  to  No.  i. 
buy  articles  at  the  Custom-house  sales  in  London  and  elsewhere.  There  seems 
to  be  nothing  wrong  in  the  practice  in  any  point  of  view,  and  it  is  evident  that 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  inclined  to  purchase  is  likely  to  produce 
competition,  and  consequently  to  break  down  combination,  if  it  exist,  and  to 
increase  the  products  of  the  sales.  If,  therefore,  there  had  not  been  the 
peculiarity  of  Mr.  Poole  himself  making  purchases  for  some  of  the  Com- 
hiissioners  and  other  superior  officers,  whilst  he  was  actually  officiating  as  the 
auctioneer,  and  of  his  purchasing  under  fictitious  names,  we  should  not  have 
thought  this  a  subject  worthy  of  attention. 

The  description  given  by  Mr.  Poole  of  the  way  in  which  he  was  accustomed 
lo  buy  the  goods  was  to  the  effect  that  he  settled  with  the  person  wishing  to 
purchase  any  articles,  to  what  price  he  might  go ;  and,  previous  to  the  sale,  that 
he  arranged  some  imaginary  name  with  the  Receiver  of  Fines,  to  indicate  when 
the  lot  was  bought,  that  it  was  purchased  on  account  of  some  one  in  the  Custom- 
house ;  but  that  he  took  care  to  let  all  the  biddings,  by  other  parties,  close 
before  he  made  the  bidding  on  behalf  of  the  individual  for  whom  he  wishedto 
purchase ;  and  he  adds  that  he  is  not  aware  of  any  instance  in  which  he  bought 
for  any  one  at  so  little  as  the  originally  reserved  price. 

The  Receiver  of  Fines  confirms  Mr.  Poole's  statement,  and  expresses  his 
belief  that  on  those  occasions  he  frequently  paused  before  he  made  his  own 
bidding.  Mr.  Walsh,  however,  confesses  that,  in  regard  to  purchases  made  for 
persons  "  in  the  house,"  he  not  uncommonly  omitted  to  receive  the  deposit 
according  to  his  general  instructions,  holding,  however,  Mr.  Poole  personally 
responsible  to  himself  for  the  whole  of  the  purchase-money. 

From  the  production  of  the  books,  as  well  as  from  corroborating  testimony, 
we  can  have  no  hesitation  in  declaring  our  belief  in  the  substantial  correct- 
ness of  Mr.  Poole's  statements  on  this  subject ;  and  we  feel  it  incumbent  upon 
us  to  express  our  regret  that  such  a  course  of  proceeding  should  have  prevailed. 
Mr.  Scovell,  whilst  fully  admitting  that  purchases  were  made  for  him  by  Mr.  Appendix  H. 
Poole,  adds  a  qualification  in  these  words :  "  I  was  not  before  aware  of  Mr.  No.  9. 
Poole's  having  himself  made  such  biddings,  I  being  under  the  impression  that 
they  were  made  by  others  at  his  request;"  and  in  his  examination  before  us, 
Mr.  Scovell  says  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  getting  other  officers  to  bid  openly 
for  him ;  and  tells  us,  he  is  not  aware  that  any  of  the  Commissioners  knew  that 
Mr.  Poole  himself  bought  the  goods ;  nor,  indeed,  is  it  compatible  with  the 
previously-declared  opinions  of  the  Board,  that  this  practice  should  have  been 
sanctioned  by  them ;  for  in  a  case  which  occurred  at  Dover  in  1828,  the  dis- 
pleasure of  the  Board  is  signified  to  the  officer  who,  acting  as  auctioneer,  knocked 
a  lot  down  to  himself,  in  the  following  terms :— "  We  acquaint  you,  that  Appendix  S. 
although  it  does  not  appear  to  us,  that  the  officer  acting  as  auctioneer  had  any 
improper  intention  in  this  transaction,  or  that  the  sale  was  in  any  way  unfairly 
conducted ;  yet  we  cannot  approve  of  an  officer  acting  in  that  capacity  (of 
auctioneer)  becoming  a  purchaser  of  any  lots." 

It  seen) 8  scarcely ,  necessary  to  remark,  that,  in  principle,  it  is  equally 
objectionable  for  the  auctioneer  to  be  the  agent  of  another  party  (more  especially 
if  that  party  be  connected  with  the  department),  in  making  such  purchases. 
An  air  of  unfairness  is  thus  given  to  the  sale,  and  distrust  and  dissatisfaction' 
are  the  sure  results.  We  are,  indeed,  surprised  that,  with  the  recorded  opinion 
of  the  Board,  of  the  objectionable  character  of  such  a  proceeding,  no  attention 
was  paid  to  the  possibility  of  its  existence ;  and  if  we  acquit  the  Commissioners^ 
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and  their  superiot  oflScers  of  a  knowledge  of  it,  it  is  a  proof  that  neither  the 
Appendix  H.  Receiver  of  Fines  nor  the  Accountant  of  Petty  Receipts  had  any  communicatioQ 

No.  1.  with  them,  on  the  way  in  which  the  auctioneer  conducted  the  sales,  nor  in  fact 

ever  exercised  any  useful  control  over  his  conduct. 

We  are  glad,  however,  to  find  from  Mr.  Araaud  (the  landing-waiter,  who  has 
been  officiating  as  auctioneer  for  the  last  twelve  months),  that  he  is  quite  sensible 
of  the  impropriety  of  such  a  mode  of  proceeding. 

Appendix  Q.  In  the  Appendix,  your  Lordships  will  perceive  that  the  average  amount  of 

^o.  1.  Custom-house  sales  for  the  last  ten  years  is  about  21,430/.    This  is  not  so  large 

an  annual  sum  as  to  render  it  a  matter  of  very  serious  importance  to  the  pubUo 
how  far  it  might  have  been  increased  by  more  perfect  arrangements  or  more 
practical  supervision  ;  indeed  the  statements  of  most,  if  not  of  all,  the  persons 
who  have  give  us  their  opinion  on  the  subject,  tend  to  establish  the  fact,  that 
the  full  amount  of  the  value  of  the  goods  sold,  which  could  be  obtained,  has 
Appendix  Q.  been  realized.     We  may  also  observe,  that  upwards  of  30,000/ ,  which  have,  in 

No.  Q.  the  last  ten  years,  been  paid  to  the  seizing  officers,  should  be  deducted  from  the 

gross  sum  which,  in  that  period,  the  public  has  derived  from  these  sales ;  but,  of 
course,  the  seizing  officers  are  entitled  to  have  their  interests  in  the  produce  of 
the  seizures  adequately  protected.  Whilst,  therefore,  we  admit  that  this  is  not 
a  matter  of  serious  importance,  and  although  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  that 
loss  has,  to  any  extent,  resulted  from  the  lax  system  under  which  these  sales  have 
been  effected ;  we,  nevertheless,  deem  it  to  be  our  duty  to  recommend  a  more 
strict  compliance  with  the  spirit  of  the  regulations  already  laid  down,  as  well  as 
some  addition  to  them ;  so  that,  instead  of  the  implicit  reliance  which  has 
hitherto  been  placed  on  the  knowledge  and  correctness  of  the  landing-waiter 
who  acts  as  the  auctioneer,  that  officer  may  have  the  benefit  of  receiving,  in  a 
regular  manner,  suggestions  from  parties  interested  in  the  success  of  sales,  as 
to  the  lotting,  the  valuing,  and  the  other  matters  connected  with  the  disposing 
of  seized  and  detained  goods,  and  may  be  efficiently  controlled  in  every  portion 
of  his  proceedings,  It  is,  indeed,  now  the  practice  that  a  certificate  from  the 
seizing  officer  should  accompany  the  goods  which  are  detained  for  underva- 
luation, which  (in  addition  to  other  particulars  inserted  for  other  objects)  specifies 
the  importer's  valuation,  the  10  per  cent,  additional,  and  the  duties,  on  the 
seizure  in  gross ;  but  it  does  not  state  either  the  value  put  upon  the  gross  seizure 
by  the  seizing  officers  (although  that  account  is  sent  to  the  Board);  nor  does  it 
state  the  estimated  value  of  separate  portions  of  the  goods  which  may  be  very 
various  in  their  values,  and  which,  if  improperly  lotted  together,  would  fiiil  to 
produce  the  proper  price.  We  would  therefore  propose,  that  in  the  certificate 
there  should  be  inserted  (in  addition  to  the  present  particulars)  the  gross  value 
put  upon  the  goods  by  the  seizing  officer,  a  recommendation  of  the  time  at 
which  they  could,  with  the  greatest  advantage,  be  sold,  and  of  the  manner  in 
which  they  should  be  lotted,  and  the  estimated  value  of  the  several  qualities 
of  goods,  if  there  be  a  difference  in  them,  of  which  each  seizure  may  consist 
Like  suggestions  might,  with  advantage  (whenever,  from  the  nature  of  the 
articles,  or  of  the  seizure,  they  are  applicable)  be  added  to  the  seizing  note, 
which  accompanies  all  goods  which  are  seized  and  condemned  for  violation  of 
the  law,  and  would,  we  conceive,  be  useful  in  assisting  the  judgment  of  the 
auctioneer  in  these  respects ;  we,  however,  by  no  means  contemplate  that  he 
should,  of  necessity,  follow  these  suggestions,  nor  would  we  in  any  way 
remove  from  him  the  responsibility  of  forming  his  own  opinion,  and  of  acting 
upon  it. 

By  such  an  arrangement,  every  officer  interested  in  the  sale  of  the  goods 
would  have  the  satisfaction  of  being  enabled  to  express  his  wishes  on 
these  several  particulars;  but  the  auctioneer  would  not  be  fettered  in  the 
exercise  of  his  duties,  further  than  by  being  obliged  to  give  such  attention 
to  these  statements  as  would  be  a  practical  check  on  hasty  and  inconsiderate 
proceedings. 

We  should  not,  however,  be  content,  unless  the  extent  of  the  supervision 
to  be  exercised  by  the  warehouse-keeper  over  the  lotting,  and  the  valuation  of 
the  goods  in  the  Queen's  Warehouse,  be  more  precisely  defined  and  practically 

enforced. 
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enforced.  After  giving  the  evidence  of  the  warehouse-keeper,  and  of  other 
officers  of  his  department,  our  best  consideration,  we  deem  his  superintendence 
theoretical  and  not  practical.  If  there  be  inconvenience  likely  to  arise  from 
calling  upon  him  to  render  it  effectual,  we  should  certainly  prefer  that  he 
should  be  altogether  relieved  from  the  vague  responsibility  on  those  points, 
which  is  at  present  supposed  to  attach  to  his  situation,  to  a  continuance  of  his 
present  nominal,  but  ineffectual,  superintendence. 

The  presumed  supervision  also  of  the  conduct  of  the  auctioneer,  either  by 
the  lanmng-surveyors,  or  by  the  Inspector-general,  or  his  assistant,  is  evidently 
no  check  upon  him ;  and  we  think  we  have  already  shown,  that  at  the  time  of 
sale  he  is  quite  free  from  any  official  control ;  neither  does  it  appear  that  the 
manner  in  which  the  Receiver  of  Fines  has  executed  his  duties  has  ever 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  superior  authorities.  ^  We  infer  this,  as  well  from 
the  book,  in  which,  in  obedience  to  his  instructions,  he  made  his  special  entries, 
never  having  been  seen  by  any  one,  as  from  his  having  been  in  the  habit 
(according  to  his  own  admission)  of  not  exacting  deposits  from  parties  in  the 
Custom-house  making  purchases,  and  also  from  his  consenting  to  Mr.  Poole 
using  fictitious  insteid  of  the  bond  fide  names  of  purchasers ;  for  we  cannot 
believe,  that  if  either  the  Commissioners,  or  the  Secretaries,  or  the  Surveyors- 
general,  had  been  cognizant  of  the  practice  for  many  years  of  these  irregu- 
larities, their  continuance  would  have  been  permitted. 

Before  we  quit  this  subject,  we  would  direct  your  Lordships'  attention  to  the 
letter  of  one  of  the  Commissioners,  Mr.  Lushington,  relative  to  some  seized 
watches,  and  to  Mr.  Lushington's  reply  of  December  last,  in  which  he  explains 
the  transaction,  and  shows  that  any  injurious  impressions  that  might  have  been 
drawn  from  it,  such  as,  that  he  had  employed  Mr.  Poole  to  purchase  cheap  ^pp^ndix  H 
goods,  or  articles  on  which  duty  had  not  been  paid,  are  wholly  unfounded,  no.  7. 
Mr,  Lushington  appears  to  have  partaken  of  the  general  confidence  which  was 

E laced  in  Mr.  Poole  by  all  the  superior  authorities  in  the  Customs'  department, 
ut  not  to  have  availed  himself  of  his  services,  excepting  in  the  matter  of  the 
Custom-house  sales. 

We  now  approach  the  last  and  the  most  serious  matter  of  accusation  against 
several  of  the  Commissioners  and  other  persons  in  high  office  in  the  Customs' 
department,  viz.,  that  they  have  raised  money  by  bill  transactions  with  parties, 
who,  frt>m  their  position  as  wharfingers,  &c.  &c.,  might  be  induced  to  afford 
them  this  pecuniary  accommodation,  and  who  would  thus  obtain  an  improper 
influence  over  the  recipients  of  the  obligations  so  conferred.  Ypur  Lordships 
will  remember  that,  in  the  former  part  of  this  Report,  we  stated  that  Mr.  Roper, 
in  his  first  examination,  was  desirous  of  time  for  consideration  on  this  point, 
and  requested  that  whatever  he  then  said  might  be  deemed  mere  hearsay ;  and 
that  Mr.  Roper,  on  his  second  examination,  declined  going  into  any  statement 
of  bill  transactions  in  which  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  might  be  impli- 
cated, on  account  of  the  letter  which  had  been  addressed  to  the  Editor  of  "  The 
Times^by  Mr.ScovelL 

It  has  been  impossible  for  us,  therefore,  to  enter  into  this  question  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  or  to  ascertain  what  were  the  grounds  on  which  these 
allegations  rested ;  but  it  would  be  unfair  to  the  accused  parties  if  we  did  not 
direct  your  Lordships'  special  attention  to  the  positive  denials  of  Messrs.  Jackson  ^PP^*^^''^  ^^• 
and  Knill,  Mr.  Joseph  Barber,  Mr.  F.  Barber,  Mr.  J.  A.  Barber,  and  Messrs.  ^<>«-^'3,i9.3o.4. 
Hayter  and  Howell  (who  had  been  mentioned  as  suspected  of  discounting  bills 
for  Commissioners  and  others,  officers  of  the  Customs),  of  their  ever  having  been 
concerned  in  any  bill  transactions  in  which  any  such  parties  could  be  supposed 
to  be  interested ;  and  we  certainly  deem  their  statements  decisive  of  the  inac- 
curacy of  those  rumours. 

On  the  whole  charge,  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  also  "  distincftly  state  Appendix  H. 
that  each  member  of  the  Board  is  prepared,  if  required,  to  make  an  affidavit  Nq.  1. 
to  the  effect  that  they  have  never,  on  any  occasion,  been  engaged  in  any  bill 
transactions  with  any  wharfinger,  warehouse-keeper,  or  merchant,  connected 
with  the  Custom-house.'' 

We  should  only  weaken  this  declaration  by  adding  to  it  any  comment  of 
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our  own.  We  have  not  the  least  reason  to  doubt  the  sincerity  of  Mr-  Roper'* 
belief  in  the  accuracy  of  the  information  which  was  given  him  cm  this  subject, 
nor,  under  the  circumstances,  do  we  feel  that  we. have  any  right  to  com  lain 
that  he  has  withheld  from  us  the  details  of  that  [information.-  In  the  absence 
of  them,  however,  we  can  only  express  our  general  opinion  of  the  correctness  of 
the  conduct  of  the  Commissioners  in  this  respect,  and  we  expect  that  your 
Lordships  will  concur  with  ua  in  thinking  that,  whoever  may  have  been  Mr. 
Roper's  informants,  they  must  have  materially  misrepresented  circumstances, 
if  they  Have  not  knowingly  made  false  accusations. 

Whilst  we  were  proceeding  in  our  inquiries  into  the  allegations  in  "  The 
Times**  newspaper,  relative  to  the  conduct  of  the  Commissioners  and  other 
high  officers  of  the  Customs'  department,  to  which  we  have  at  such  length 
adverted,  a  statement  which  accused  some  one  connected  with  the  Board  of 
corrupt  practices,  and  which  was  understood  to  have  reference  to  Mr.  Scovell, 
the  Secretary,  appeared  in  another  paper  ;  in  which,  also,  there  were  allegations 
of  serious  irregularities  in  the  removal  of  goods  in  bond  without  paynlent  of  the 
duties.  We  were  aware,  that  from  the  necessity  of  devoting  our  attention  to 
the  other  charges,  and  from  other  causes,  we  could  not  hope  to  make  a  complete 
inquiry  at  that  time  into  these  statements;  but  we  deemed  it  absolutely  requi- 
site, for  the  sake  of  the  public,  as  well  as  for  his  own,  to  call  Mr.  ScevelFs 
attention  to  the  subject,  and  to  desire  him  to  explain  it. 

The  following  were  the  circumstances  out  of  which  it  was  attempted  to 
find  the  means  of  impugning  the  integrity  of  Mr.  Scovell,  and  of  showing 
that  he  had  lent  himself,  for  a  corrupt  consideration,  to  the  relief  of  a  party 
who  was  amenable  to  the  law,  in  consequence  of  his  irregular  and  fraudulent 
proceedings.  In  the  spring  of  1841,  the  attention  of  Mr.  Saunders,  the  Comp- 
troller of  Accounts,  was  attracted,  by  some  unusual  payments  of  duty  for 
fruit,  to  the  state  of  the  fruit  warehouses ;  and,  on  his  suggestion,  an  inquiry 
was  made,  under  the  orders  of  the  Board,  by  himself  and  Mr.  Beales,  a 
landing-surv6yor.  They,  on  the  10th  of  May  1841,  reported,  that  they  had 
reason  to  suppose  several  parcels  of  fruit  had  been  delivered  from  Fresh 
Wharf  and  Cfox's  Quay  without  the  proper  duty  being  paid ;  and  that  it  was 
necessary  that  stock  should  be  taken.  This  accordingly  was  done,  and  it  then 
appeared  that  the  clerk  intrusted  by  Messrs.  Clark  and  Anstead  (fruiti  m- 
porters)  to  pay  the  duty  had  (in  conjunction  with  Messrs.  Clark  and  Anatead's 
Custom-house  agent)  embezzled  the  money  given  to  him  for  that  purpose,  and 
thus  the  duty  had  not  been  paid*  This  individual  had  recently  committed 
suicide. 

It  is  supposed,  though  the  exact  date  cannot  be  ascertained,  that  the  fruit 
was  removed  from  the  warehouse  in  the  early  part  of  1839  ;  the  discovery 
of  its  removal,  and  of  the  non-receipt  of  the  duty,  not  being  made  until  the 
summer  of  1841.  A  suit  was  instituted  by  the  Crown,  against  Messrs.  Clark 
and  Anstead,  the  importers,  and  the  fact  of  the  liability  of  some  one  to  make 
good  to  the  Crown  the  deficient  amount  of  duty  was  admitted ;  but  a  legal  point 
was  raised,  as  to  whether  they,  or  the  warehouse-keeperis,  Messrs.  Knill,  were  the 
proper  parties,  This  has  been  recently  determined  in  favour  of  the  latter.  We 
must  not,  however,  in  justice  to  Messrs.  Clark  and  Anstead,  omit  to  state  that 
they  seem  to  have  afforded  every  facility  to  the  Crown,  for  the  purpose  of  eluci- 
dating the  circumstances  connected  with  this  transaction. 

These  details,  however,  show  that  Mr.  Scovell  had  not  the  means,  even 
if  he  had  had  the  intention,  of  interfering  in  favour  of  Messrs.  Knill ;  and 
the  foundation,  therefore,  on  which  the  insinuations  against  his  integrity  are 
based  is  at  once  destroyed.  Mr.  Scovell,  nevertheless,  did,  about  twenty- 
three  years  ago,  receive  a  small  present  of  plate  from  Mr.  Knill,  in  consi- 
deration of  assisting  him  in  making  arrangements  for  taking  possession  of 
certain  warehouses  then  recently  let  to  him  by  the  Crown.  Mr.  Scovell 
acted  in  this  matter  under  the  express  authority  of  the  Board  of  Customs,  and 
spent  daily  much  time,  after  his  oflScial  hours  of  duty,  in  preparing  the  proper 
books,  and  in  making  the  other  arrangements  for  Mr., Knill,  which  were  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Crown,  as  well  as  for  the  convenience  of  that  individual; 
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but  declining  to  receive  any  Compensation  in  money  for  thiff  extra  labour, 
Mr,  Scovell  accepted  a  present  of  a  small  portion  of  plate,  which  he  never 
thought  of  keeping  secret.  This  statement  is  confinned  by  some  documents, 
jand  Mr.  Scovell  also  declares,  that  with  respect  to  the  alleged  delivery  of  fruit 
without  payment  of  the  duty,  he  knows  nothmg  excepting  from  the  papers  before 
the  Board. 

On  looking,  therefore,  at  all  the  circumstances,  we  feel  no  difficulty  in 
expressing  our  opinion,  that  Mr.  Scovell  is  completely  exonerated  from  the 
imputations  which  have  been  cast  upon  him.  But  although  some  alterations 
have  been  made,  subsequently  to  1841,  to  prevent  the  improper  delivery  of 
goods  from  warehouses  in  which  they  are  bonded,  we  are  not  prepared  to  say 
that  the  present  system  is  satisfactory,  and  ought  not  to  be  further  investigated. 
It  is;  in  reality,  a  portion  of  inquiry,  from  which  we  have  been  obliged  to 
diverge,  and  to  which  it  is  our  intention  to  revert,  so  soon  as  it  is  in  our  power, 
consistently  with  our  attention  to  other  matters  which  demand  our  more 
immediate  consideration. 

We   have   thus    endeavoured    to   lay  before  your  Lordships  the  most  imr 
portant  points,  on  which  allegations  and  surmises,  injurious  to  the  character 
of  several  members  of  the  Board  of  Customs  and  of  their  superior  officers, 
have  been  made.   '  We  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  advert  to  some  minor 
matters,  which  are  similar  in  principle  to  those  to  which  we  have  specially 
referred.     Your  Lordships,  however,  will  see,  by  reference  to  the  inclosures  in  Appendix  H. 
Mr,  Scovell's  letter  of  the  13th  of  December  1843,  that  several  of  them  have 
been  explained  or  denied  by  the  accused  parties.     We  have  not  considered  it 
requisite  to  notice  particularly  the  statements  of  Mr.  Beckwith,  for  he  did  not 
pretend  to  be  responsible  for  their  correctness ;   and  we  have  also  abstained 
from  discussing  those  portions  of  Mr.  Roper's  evidence  which  he  put  forward 
rather  as  the  result  of  his  exertions  to  extract  the  truth  from  discordant  and 
vague  declarations,  made  by  parties  whose  character  or  whose  motives  were 
not  free  from  suspicion,  than  as  transactions  for  the  truth  of  which  he  pledged 
his  own  veracity.    We  felt  that  these  statements  might  enable  us  to  direct  our 
attention  to  the  investigation  of  matters  which  it  was  necessary,  for  the  inte- 
rests of  the  public  and  for  the  honour  of  individuals,  to  investigate ;  and  we 
do  not  think  that  the  character  of  our  informants  is  compromised  by  our  not 
attributing   to   their  communications,   on  subjects  of  which  they  profess  no 
personal  knowledge,  the  weight  which  is  only  due  to  direct  information. 

We  have  almost  exclusively,  therefore,  directed  our  consideration  to  that 
which  was  the  direct  and  (if  not  contradicted)  the  conclusive  testimony  of  Mr. 
Poole.      It  will  certainly  appear   from   his  evidence,   that  what  Mr.  Poole 
advanced,    fell   short,   in   many  respects,  of  the   rumours  spoken  to  by  Mr. 
Beckwith,  and  of  the  hearsay  allegations  communicated  to  us  by  Mr.  Koper. 
Many  of  these,  without  doubt,  rested  on  other  authority  than  that  of  Mr.  Poole, 
although  it  was  not  compatible  with  Mr.  Roper's  peculiar  position  to  make  us 
fully  acquainted  with  his  sources  of  information ;  and  it  is  not  improbable,  if 
they  had  been  made  known  to  us,  that  it  would  not  have  been  in  our  power  to 
have  availed  ourselves  of  them.     In  the  former  part  of  this  Report  we  gave  our 
opinion  of  Mr.  Poole's  evidence,  and  we  think  your  Lordships,  on  perusing  it, 
will  agree  with  us,  that  it  would  be  unjust  and  dangerous  to  place  unrestricted 
confidence  in  it.     We  have  omitted  no  legitimate  means  within  our  reach  of  test- 
ing its  accuracy,  whilst  we  afforded  him  every  facility  for  proving  and  explaining 
his  statements,  by  the  production  of  the  official  books  which  he  required.     We 
felt  no   surprise   that  Mr.  Poole,  in  regard  to  such  matters  as  he  had  pre- 
viously communicated  to  Mr.  Roper  (probably  by  using  less  measured  terms 
than  when  he  was  examined    by  us),    had  created  an  inaccurate  impression 
on  Mr.  Roper's  mind    of  tlie  transactions  to  which  he  was  deposing,  more 
especially  as  Mr.  i^oole's  criminatory  statements  in  his  examinations  of  the  24th 
and  27th  of  November,  do  not  entirely  agree  with  those  which  he  made  when 
he  was  examined  by  us  for  the  first  time  on  the  13th  of  October  1843. 

It  has  been  our  earnest  wish  not  to  conceal  any  thing ;  indeed  it  is  our  con- 
viction, that,  independently  of  our  paramount  duty  to  the  public,  we  should 
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have  ill  consulted  the  interests  of  the  individuals  accused^  if,  by  any  attempt  at 
suppression  or  rejection  of  evidence,  we  had  evaded  a  full  inquiry.  We  nave 
ever  been  ready  to  receive  all  proper  testimony,  and  we  have  not  overlooked 
(from  a  fear  of  the  consequences)  any  just  and  practicable  mode  of  discover* 
ing  the  truth.  We  have  delayed  the  expression  of  our  opinions  (longer  perhtos 
than  has  been  convenient),  from  an  anxiety  to  weigh  fully  the  several  conflicting 
statements  which  have  been  brought  under  our  notice ;  and  we  have  not  re- 
frained from  expressing  our  disapprobation  of  practices  which  appeared  to  U8  to 
be  objectionable  in  principle,  however  unimportant  may  have  been  their  results. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  have  ever  borne  in  mind,  that  we  were  to  discharge  our 
duty  without  permitting  our  judgment  to  be  biassed  by  prejudices,  or  to  be 
influenced  by  the  apprehension  of  imputations  of  partiality.  Actuated  by  these 
feelings,  we  have  endeavoured  faithfully  to  perform  a  very  irksome  task ;  and, 
whilst  we  wish  to  impute  no  blame  to  those  wno  first  caused  our  attention  to  be 
directed  to  these  accusations,  we  declare  our  disbelief  of  the  various  statements 
which  have  been  under  our  consideration,  and  which  are  derogatorv  to  the 
honour  and  integrity  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Customs,  and  of  the 
other  gentlemen  in  that  Department,  whose  characters  have  been  the  auligect  of 
attack.

Mr.  BeckwUk  to  Mr.  Courtenay. 

Sir,  62,  Bread-street,  Cheapside,  27  December  1843. 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry,  on  behalf  of  Lord  Granville  Somerset,  as  to  my  connexion  with 
the  Customs,  I  b^  to  inform  you,  that  it  commenced  in  1821,  when  I  gave  information  to 
the  then  soUcitor,  Mr.  Tyton,  of  the  extensive  smuggling  operations  of  William  Little,  of 
Lime-street,  City,  in  thrown  silk  and  cambrics,  involving  fi-auds  on  the  Revenue  to  at  least 
40,000/.  per  annum.  He  was  prosecuted  and  convicted  on  my  evidence.  My  share  of  the 
penalties  amounting  to  about  170/.,  I  immediately  distributed  amongst  the  principal 
charities  of  Spitalfields.  The  Weavers'  Company,  on  this  occasion,  voted  me  their  thants, 
and  publishea  them  in  the  newspapers  of  the  day.  This  ciix^umstance  brought  me  then,  and 
subsequently,  in  communication  with  Mr.  Thackray  and  Mr.  Bullock,  also  solicitors  to  the 
Customs,  who  have,  on  various  occasions,  subsequently  availed  themselves  of  any  assistance 
I  could  render  the  Government,  especially  in  the  cases  of  the  recent  prosecutions  conducted 
by  Mr.  Walford,  in  which  I  have  mvself  given  evidence ;  and  also  procured  the  evidence  of 
other  parties  necessary  for  Mr.  Walford's  proceedings,  and  that  gentleman  has  acknowledged, 
in  strong  terms,  the  essential  services  I  nad  rendered  him.  1  have  also,  subsequently  to 
1821,  been  frequently  consulted  by  the  late  James  Deacon  Hume,  Esq.,  Mr.  Brazier,  Mr. 
St.  John  and  other  parties,  respecting  the  alteration  in  duties  on  silk  and  silk  goods,  and 
more  recently  by  the  Surveyor-general  Ross,  and  other  persons  connected  with  the  Customs, 
respecting  the  value  of  silk  goods  about  to  be  passed;  and,  on  all  occcasions,  I  have 
enoeavoured  to  furnish  the  best  information  in  my  power,  and  have  frequently  been  the 
means  of  most  considerably  augmenting  the  amount  of  duty  on  those  goods. 

Lord  Granville  Somerset  is  himself  in  possession  of  the  assistance  I  have  frequently 
rendered  at  Gwydyr  House.

Memorandum  by  Mr.  Becktoith. 


6  September  1843. 

Mr.  Roper  called  on  me,  and  read  a  letter  from  a  Commissioner  of  the  Customs  to  a 
landing  surveyor,  thanking  him  for  the  wine  he  had  sent,  and  would  be  glad  to  receive  more 
on  the  same  terms.  The  Commissioner  also  wanted  some  silks  and  velvets  for  his  wife  and 
femily,  and  requested  the  surveyor  to  procure  patterns  at  Candy's  and  other  houses.  Mr. 
R(^r  said,  this  Commissioner  is  since  dead,  but  he  has  similar  letters  from  two  of  the 
present  Commissioners;  and  he  also  informed  me  that  he  has  now  in  his  possession 
about  3,000/.  of  over-due  bills  on  several  Commissioners  (I  think  he  said  four),  which  were 
renewed,  and  omitted  being  returned.  Some  of  those  bills  are  drawn  by  inferior  officers  of 
the  Customs  on  the  Commissioners ;  and,  in  some  cases,  were  obliged  to  be  indorsed  by  a 
second  Commissioner  before  they  could  be  discounted  by  a  bill-broker.  A  Mr.  Barber  dis- 
counted several.  Mr.  Surveyor-general  Dowding  has  now,  or  very  recently  had,  similar 
bill  transactions.  Mr.  Roper  expects  to  receive  soon  2,000/.  or  3,000/.  more  bills  of  the 
same  description.  Mr.  Roper  says,  he  beUeves  Mr.  Rolls  an  honest  officer,  and  Mr.  Fen- 
nings,  Surveyor-general,  every  thing  the  reverse.  Mr.  Roper  has  half  promised  to  accom- 
pany me  to  Gwydyr  House.

20  September  1848.

CUSTOMS'  FRAUDS. 


In  our  former  articles  upon  this  subject,  we  traced  the  course  which  the  Custom-house 
and  the  Government  had  thought  fit  to  pursue  in  relation  to  the  frauds  upon  the  revenue, 
down  to  the  time  at  which  a  Committee  of  the  House  had  been  appointed  to  investigate  the 
matter ;  and  we  then  expressed  a  hope  that  a  sound  and  searching  inquiry  would  take  place, 
and  that  parties  found  to  have  been  maplicated  would  be  exposed  and  punished. 

The  report  of  such  Committee  is  now  before  the  public,  as  are  also  tne  two  reports  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs ;  the  first  of  which  merely  explains  the  way  in  which  the  fiauds 
had  been  committed,  and  the  names  of  the  parties  who  had  been  discovered  and  dismissed; 
the  last  being  an  answer,  and  the  nature  of  observations  upon  the  report  of  Lord  G. 
Somerset  and  his  associates. 

The  whole  of  these  papers  having  been  published  somewhat  fully  in  the  columns  of  "The 
Times,"  we  shall  not  fatigue  the  attention  of  our  readers  by  expatiating  upon  them  at  any 
great  length,  but  shall  confine  ourselves  to  a  short  history  of  the  events  which  have  occurrea, 
bearing  upon  the  subject,  since  the  publication  of  the  article  before  alluded  to. 

Resuming  our  nahative  at  the  point  whereat  we  left  off  on  the  13th  of  May  last,  we  shall 
proceed  to  explain  the  steps  which  the  Board  of  Customs  adopted  to  bring  the  guilty  parties 
to  justice,  ana  shall  then  carry  the  subject  as  briefly  through  as  the  narrative  vsrill  admit  of 
down  to  the  present  moment. 

It  will  be  m  the  recollection  of  our  readers,  that,  upon  the  seizure  of  Tye  and  Sherer's 
books  by  the  Customs,  they  were,  upon  examination,  found  to  contain  numerous  entries  of 
packages  and  bales  which  had  been  cleared  by  these  agents  for  various  houses;  the  contents 
of  ihese,  as  stated  in  their  books,  differed  widely  from  the  official  entries  at  the  Custom- 
house. A  close  examination  and  comparison  of  these  two  sources  of  information  gave  the 
names  of  numerous  impoilers  who  had,  in  various  ways,  either  by  under-statements  of 
contents  or  otherwise,  defi*auded  the  Government  of  large  sums  of  money.  Proceedings 
were  accordingly  taken  against  all  parties  thus  found  out,  and  as  the  steps  taken  by 
Government  were  somewhat  unusual,  and,  to  a  casual  observer,  sufficiently  startling,  from 
their  extremely  arbitrary,  not  to  say  dangerous,  nature,  when  viewed  in  a  constitutional 
point  of  view ;  we  shall,  as  shortly  as  possible,  advert  to  them,  taking  for  our  text  the  pro- 
ceedings adopted  against  Messrs.  Vidil  and  Hurel,  and  Messrs.  Candy  and  Co.  At  the 
same  time  that  proceedings  were  being  taken  against  these  parties  for  the  recovery  of  the 
penalties  for  the  fmuds  on  the  Revenue,  affidavits  were  sworn  by  officers  to  the  purport  that 
the  penalties  would  be  in  danger,  unless  the  property  of  the  offending  parties  was  placed 
under  the  control  of  the  Crown ;  and  on  these  affidavits  extents  were  issued,  under  which 
all  the  property,  whether  estates,  lands,  houses,  goods,  chattels,  and  stock,  &c.,  were  seized 
upon  by. the  officers  of.  the  Crown,  to  be  retained  by  them  until  such  time  as  a  jury  could 
decide  whether  the  revenue  laws  had  been  infringed  or  not;  and,  in  the  former  event,  what 
mnount  of  penalty  should  be  imposed  upon  the  transgressors.  Under  these  proceedings, 
juries  were  impannelled  by  the  sneriff,  to  inquire  what  property  the  parties  had  in  his  baili- 
wick, and  the  value. of  that  which  had  been  so  seized;  and  this  inquisition  having  been 
returned,  and  the  party  having  already,  as  a  preliminary  step,  suffered  the  loss  of  his  pro- 
perty, before  he  had  been  tried  at  all,  a  trial  was  had,  when  all  the  circumstances  came 
before  a  jury  in  a  court  of  jijstice,  an.d  a  verdict  was  obtained  for  penalties  to  thrice  the 
amount  of  the  sum*  of  which  it  was  proved  the  Government  had  been  defrauded. 

.Such,  theuj  were  the  proceedings  taken  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Customs  to  vindicate 
the  laws,  nor  do  we  object  to  their  having  taken  such  means  to  punish  the  transgressors;  and 
as  the  law  allows  of  such  preliminary  procedings  as  those  above  set  forth>  we  shall  make  no 
observation  won  the  steps  so  taken.  It  was  clearly  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  pro- 
secute the  ofienders  to  the  utmost  of  their  power,  and  they  have  done  so,  but  we  object  to 
the  manner  in  which  it  was  done — ^we  object  to  the  bad,  the  persecuting  and  unjust  spirit  in 
which  the  proceeding  has  gone,  on— we  object  to  it  as  offensive  to  justice,  as  fraudulent  land 
oppressive  upon  individuals  unconnected  with  these  frauds,  arid  as  derogatoiy  to  the  dignity 
of  the  Crown,  by  carrying  into  the  working  of  a  public  department  the  miserable  and 
pettifogging  spirit  of  private  vindictiveness.  To  show  how  this  has  been  done,  it  will  be 
only  necessary  to  quote  the  statement  of  Candy's  advocate  upon  the  occasion  of  an  inquisi- 
tion, lately  held,  and  we  do  this  the  more  readily,  as  there  was  no'  pretence,  nor  even 
attempt,  to  deny  the  accuracy  of  his  observations.  We  quote  from  our  own  report  of  the 
inquisition  held  in  the  berinning  of  the  past  month,  where  Mr.  Ashurst  remarked,  in  refe- 
rence .to  the  condujct  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs :-t-" They  first  proceed  against 
Mr.  Candy,  and  they  got  a  verdict  against  him  for  penalties  amounting  to  6,000/.    An 
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application  was  then  made  t6  pay  that  money  into  Court;  but  what  did  the  Customs?  Tbey^ 
w^  on  with  another  trial  agamst  Dean  fpr  the  same  offence  on  the  same  testimony,  so  that 
they  were  actually  proceeding  against  two  parties  for  the  same  offence,  having,  at  the  SMne 
time,  the  penalties  m  their  own  possession.  They  got  money  fi*om  Candy,  they  got  bail 
from  Dean,  and  they  proceeded  to  use  the  right  to  aiTCst  a  gentleman  for  a  ^transaction  for 
which  he  had  not  been  tried.  A  criminal  in  wis  coimtry  was  entitled  to  trial  before  he  was 
punished,  but  this  was  not  the  case  with  the  Conmaissioners  of  the  Customs.  He  would 
shortly  show  the  juiy  the  course  that  had  been  adopted  towards  his  clients.  Immediately 
after  me  verdict  pad  been  obtained  against  Dean  in  June  last,  his  clients  were  waited  upon 
by  two  Custom-house  officers,  who  were  made  special  bailiffs  for  the  occasion,  and  tney 
were  arrested  for  703/.  each,  and  procured  bail  for  that  amount.  A  few  days  afterwards, 
on  the  27th  of  June,  the  same  two  officers  went  to  the  counting-house  in  Watlinff-street, 
and,  having  stated  their  business,  they  were  sent  to  Mr.  Ashurst's  office,  where  Messrs. 
Candy  and  Dean  were,  and,  on  bemg  shown  to  those  gentlemen,  they  stated  that  they  held 
warrants  against  them  for  something  more  than  1,000/.  Candy  sent  for  bail  for  this  sun), 
but  when  uie  warrants  were  produced,  they  turned  out  to  be  for  2,918/.  18*.  each.  Well, 
bail  i%as  given  for  this  sum;  they  were  then  immediately  afterwards  arrested  again  for  2,016  /., 
for  which  bail  was  also  procured.  Immediately  after  this,  three  more  warrants  against  each 
were  produced  for  2,559/.  A^n  bail  was  given,  and  when  that  was  done,  other  warrants 
were  produced  for  2,755/.  agamst  each,  for  which  bail  had  to  be  found ;  so  that,  in  the 
apace  of  one  short  hour,  these  gentlemen  were  held  to  bail  in  the  enormous  sum  of 
21,498/.  12*.,  and  which  involved  the  necessity,  in  consequence  of  the  division  of  arrests, 
of  sending  all  over  London  for  their  friends  to  bail  them."  That  this  statement  is  true  there 
is  no  denying;  the  facts  are  notorious.  We  may  then  ask,  is  this  a  proper  course  for  a 
peat  public  department  to  pursue  ?  .  Would  it  be  permitted  for  one  moment  between  private 
individuals  ?  .  Was  it  not  manifestly  oppressive  to  Candy,  and  an  injustice  to  his  bail  ?  And 
we  further  ask,  is  there  one  professional  man  in  London  who  would  dare  to  have  committed 
such  an  act  in  a  matter  between  private  individuals,  without  being  scouted  by  the  profession 
he  had  dishonoured,  and  mulctea  in  the  costs  of  the  latter  actions,  as  ^/rell  as  soundly  cen* 
sured,  if  not  struck  off  the  roll  of  attorneys,  by  the  judges  of  the  land,  for  an  oppressive 
abuse  of  the  process  of  the  court  ?  We  need  hardly  ask  the  question :  the  answer  is  obvi- 
ous ;  and  yet  the  Solicitor  of  the  Customs,  a  man  of  honour  and  a  gentleman,  has  been 
compelled  to  do  that  for  Government,  the  bare  proposition  of  which  he  would  consider  an 
insult  if  required  to  be  done  by  a  client  in  private  hfe.  Leaving  the  question  of  oppression 
upon  the  parties  themselves  out  of  the  case,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say  it  was  a  fraud  upon 
t^e  bail.  It  cannot  have  been  supposed  by  those  gentlemen,  when  they  were  called  upon 
to  become  bail  for  2,000/.  in  the  nrst  instance,  that  there  were  other  writs  for  22,000/.  at 
that  very  moment  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  against  the  parties.  Nothing  can  be  more 
clear,  than  that  parties  might  be  led  to  become  security  for  2,000/.  who  would  object  to 
extend  their  liability  for  a  man  aeainst  whom  proceedings  were  pending  for  ten  times  that 
^ount,  and  it  must,  llierefbre,  be  conceded,  that  to  induce  parties  to  become  bail  under 
such  circumstances,  and  in  such  an  artfu)  manner,  was  a  fraud  upon  them ;  a  pettifogging 
and  miserable  ruse  to  entrap  innocent  men,  by  a  great  public  department  of  the  service, 
who  should  have  been  above  such  unworthy  conduct  Nor  is  this  the  only  point  in  which 
we  consider  the  conduct  of  the  Crown  and  the  Commissioners  as  disreputable ;  the  mode  in 
which  the  evidence  in  these  actions  has  been  got  up  does  them  no  honour.  We  leave  out 
the  employment  of  Bumby  altogether;  it  was,  pernaps,  necessary  for  the  ends  of  justice, 
that  such  a  man  should  be  employed ;  but,  we  will  asK,  was  it  necessary  that  he  should  be 
screened  from  the  legal  consequences  of  his  villany  by  the  immediate  interference  of  the 
Crovm  ?  and  yet  this  wa&  the  case,  as  vrill  be  proved  by  the  following  facts.  "  Previous  ta 
the  trial  of  Candy,  Bumby  had  been  indicted  oy  Poole,  and,  we  believe,  by  another  (there 
ivere  two  bills  found),  for  perjury  committed  by  nim  in  his  evidence  given  before  the  Com-, 
missioners  in  a  matter  imphcating  Poole,  and  on  which  that  individual  had  been  dismissed 
the  service ;  these  indictments  stood  for  trial,  and  would  have  come  on  before  Candy's  cause 
was  decided.  The  Crown  found  the  means  for  Bumby  to  traverse  these  indictments;  they 
procured  bail  for  him,  and  the  direct  interference  of  the  Crown  officers  was  used  to  dehy  the 
matter  coming  before  the  Court ;  indeed,  counsel  were  feed  by  the  Ci-own,  and  the  influence 
and  money  of  a  public  department  were  made  use  of  to  impede  the  course  of  justice  oa 
behalf  of  one  vi^hose  every  act  in  public  life  commenced  or  ended  in  fraud,  and  whose 
evidence  could  only  be  safely  credited  when  he,  with  brazen  front,  avowed  his  crimes  a^d 
acknowledged  his  numerous  villanies,  as  he  coolly  did  when  examin^  in  the  witness«box  upou 
that  subject  in  a  court  of  justice.  We  again  repeat,  the  employment  of  such  a  man  might 
have  been  necessary,  but  the  interference  of  Government  to  prevent  his  cha^cter  bein^  proved 
before  he  was  used  bs  a  Government  witness  was  unrighteous,  improper,  and  unfair. 

To  resume  our  subject,  however,  we  should  state  that  ai%er  the  issue  of  proceedings  against 
Candy  and  others,  every  effort  was  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Customs  to  procure 
evidence  of  the  various  frauds  that  had  taken  place,  and  Candy's  books  having  b^n  seized, 
they  were  placed  under  the  examination  of  a  professional  accountant,  not  merely  for  the  pur? 
pose  of  ascertaining  the  amounts  in  which  that  bouse  had  defrauded  the  Revenue,  but  in 
order  to  see  with  whom  they  had  been  doing  business,  from  whom  they  had  bpyght  goods, 
and  the  dates  of  the  various  transactions,  so  that  by  comparing  them  with  their  own  official 
papers,  they  might  know  not  only  the  extent  to  which  they  had  been  defrauded,  but  also 
the  names  of  the  officers  and  other  parties  whose  duty  it  was  to  have  taken  an  account  of 
such  afiairs,  and  whose  complicity  had  afforded  the  required  facilities  to  ithe  fraudulent 
transactions  in  question.  The  result  of  sucb  inquiries  has  lea  to  numerous  dismissals  apiongst 
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the  landing-waiters  of  the  Cudtom-houBe,  and  some  names  that  had  theretofore  been  oon^ 
sidered  above  reproach  were  found  to  be  implicated,  and  those  who  bore  them  were  accord**' 
ingly  most  unceremoniously  dismissed.  In  their  new-bom  zeal  for  the  purity  of  the  depart^ 
menty  the  Commissioners  did  not  stop  at  the  examination  into  frauds  upon  the  Revenue,  they 
considered  it  consistent  with  their  auty  to  institute  a  rigorous  inquiry  into  the  monetary 
afiairs  of  many  of  their  subordinate  officers,  and  three  or  four  of  them  are  understood  to 
have  received  their  congi  for  accepting  bills,  a  practice  which,  it  is  understood,  is  by  no 
means  unknown  to  many  of  the  higher  class  of  tne  officers  of  the  Customs,  who,  however, 
still  retain  their  appointments,  nor  do  we  see  why  they  should  not  do  so,  the  naore  espe- 
cially as  it  is  perfectly  notorious  that  the  paper  of  some  of  the  Commissioners  themselves 
has  been  hawked  about  in  the  market  under  circumstances  not  particulariy  creditable  to 
those  parties. 

If  these  facts  be  true,  and  we  understand  they  are  tolerably  notorious  in  particular 
Quarters,  we  ask,  why  is  not  even-handed  justice  extended  to  these  exalted  acceptors  and 
drawers?  Surely  there  is  as  much  temptation  for  a  needy  Commissioner  or  board  officer  ta 
do  wrong  as  a  poor  landing-waiter.  If  poverty  be  a  crime  at  the  Custom-^ouse — if  being 
penniless  and  involved  in  debt  be  considered  firim&  /act6  evidence  of  crime,  cmt  of  a  readiness 
to  commit  it — and  if  "  kite  flying"  is  to  incapacitate  a  party  fipom  sitting  at  or  acting  as  a 
superior  officer  or  even  a  Commissioner  of  tne  Customs — ^we  suspect  that  in  time  it  may 
become  necessary  to  rescind  those  orders  which  require  the  signature  of  two  Commissionttv 
to  psuticular  documents,  as  it  is  not  impossible  that  it  may  in  some  cases  be  found  difficult 
to  obtain  a  quorum  of  parties  who  are  not  incapacitated. 

The  fact  is,  the  Commissionei-s  of  Customs  have  commenced  at  the  wrong  end ;  th^  are 
anxious  that  their  clerks  and  employes  should  not  be  poor  lest  they  should  be  temptedf,  but. 
they  have  hitherto  done  nothing  to  put  temptation  out  of  their  readi,  and  to  raider  the  pre-' 
vention  of  fraud  more  difficult ;  they  have  aone  nothing  to  remedy  or  improve  a  bad  system, 
hitherto  carelessly,  improperly,  and  injudiciously  managed  by  themselves,  but  they  have 
sought,  by  extreme  severity  towards  their  underhngs,  to  earn  for  themselves  immunity  for 
their  past  conduct  and  credit  for  their  future  doings. 

We  have  said  that  the  Commissioners  have  made  a  bad  commencement — ^we  repeat  it;  nor 
do  we  think  the  method  they  are  now  pursuing  will  go  fietr  to  retrieve  their  character  as  able 
men  of  business.  The  method  they  have  adopted  to  procure  evidence  Ax>m  some  of  their 
officers  against  others,  is  far  from  creditable  to  a  public  board,  and  has  siven  rise  to  much 
suspicion  in  the  public  mind.  Underhand  proceedings  are  always  to  be  deprecated,  and  the 
practice  of  secretly  pumping  a  dismissed  servant,  who  has,  in  the  hope  of  reinstatement,  a 
direct  interest  in  implicating  others,  is  un-English,  unofficial,  and  imprc^^er.  What,  then, 
can  we  sajr  of  a  Surveyor-general,  who  takes  down  to  his  private  residence  a  parcel  of  dis- 
missed officers,  and  who,  over  his  own  private  bread  and  cneese  and  ale,  and  in  the  jollity  of 
food  fellowship,  seeks  to  worm  out  of  them  their  secrets,  and  also,  in  the  confidenoe  inspired 
y  his  own  hospitality,  discusses  with  them  the  various  frauds  which  they  have  committed, 
in  hopes  of  ascertaining  the  parts  which  others  have  acted  in  the  same  transaction  ?  What^ 
we  ask,  can  be  expected  from  such  an  underhand  method  of  doing  public  business  ?  and 
what  can  be  the  worth  of  evidence  obtained  in  such  a  manner  from  a  set  of  vagabonds,  one 
of  whom  has  not  hesitated  to  express  in  a  jesting  and  ribald  manner,  and  in  a  public  room, 
his  doubts  and  fears  that  the  Surveyor-general's  good  cheese  and  ale  would  not  last  as  long^ 
as  he  should  take  in  giving  his  evidence  ?  Agam  we  would  ask,  what  can  be  gained  by 
employing  Bumby  to  pump  a  fellow  now  in  a  spunsing-house  for  frauds  on  the  Revalue, 
and  which  he  has  done  by  working  upon  his  victim  s  hopes  and  fears  in  the  day-time,  so 
that  he  may  be  primed  at  night  to  make  the  necessary  disclosures  implicating  others,  when 
the  Surveyor-general  should  come  there,  which  he  did  in  the  evening,  to  examine  him  ?  We 
maintain,  such  steps  are  unworthy  of  a  public  department,  yet  such  would  appear  to  be  the 
sum  total  of  the  efforts  which  the  Commissioners  have  made  towards  the  eUcitation  of  truth, 
and  the  prevention  of  fraud  in  future. 

We  would  ask  whether  it  be  decent  in  a  public  board  to  keep  a  man  so  notoriously 
infamous  as  Bumby  in  their  pay,  and  that  too  m  a  way  and  at  an  expense  fiau'  beyond  what 
is  paid  to  scores  of  honest  and  industrious  men,  and  to  the  great  scandal  and  disgust  of  their 
more  honest  and  respectable  servants  ?  We  ask,  whether  this  is  the  way  the  Commissioners 
conceive  they  are  required  by  the  public  to  act  in  the  present  emergency?  What  have  they 
done  to  repair  the  injury  the  public  semce  has  sustained  ?  What  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of 
it?  Have  they  ameliorated  tneir  system,  or  altered  their  method  of  carrying  on  that  branch 
of  the  public  service  committed  to  their  care?  Nothing  of  the  sort;  frauds  are  still  as  possi-* 
ble,  are  as  easily  committed,  as  formerly  in  all  branches  except  the  silk  trade,  which  is  at 
the  present  moment  more  protected  by  the  fears  of  the  parties  engaged  in  the  contraband 
trade  than  by  the  difficulties  attending  the  trade  itself.  Has  any  thing,  we  ask,  been  done 
effectually  in  the  corn  trade,  where  the  frauds  committed  in  the  single  article  of  drawbacks 
upon  damaged  grain  is  as  notorious  as  the  sun  at  noon-day  ?  What  has  been  effected  in  the 
tobacco  trade,  where,  in  the  single  article  of  cheroots,  more  have  been  smoked  in  one  night 
than  have  paid  duty  during  the  whole  year  ?  Have  the  frauds  in  the  export  department  of 
the  Custom-house,  in  cloths  and  other  foreign  manufactures,  been  probed  to  the  bottom? 
Has  any  inquiry  been  made  into  the  conduct  of  the  Surveyors-general'  department  during 
these  last  tfoee  or  four  years  ?  We  ai^  ait  a  loss  to  point  out  any  one  of  these  inquiries 
which  can  be  satisfactorily  answered.  The  fact  is,  the  Board  is  incompetent  to  unravel  half 
the  frauds  that  have  taken  place  under  their  very  nose.  The  majority  of  them  are  dependent 
for  information  on  the  commonest  subjects  on  their  Surveyors-general.  It  is  to  these  gentle-* 
men  they  must  go  for  eveiy  thing.  TTie  Surveyors-general  hear  every  thing,  decide  every  thing, 
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suggest  etery  things  they  are  the  conduit  pipes  through  which  every  description  of  intelli- 
gence reaches  the  Commissioners;  they  are  the  strings  by  which  the  whole  machine  is  set 
in  motion ;  and  in  point  of  fact,  with  the  exception  of  the  chairman  and  the  vice-chair,  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  may  be  aptl]^  characterized  as  a  set  of  gentlemen  who  know  as 
much  of  theafiairs  passing  through  their  departments  as  their  own  washerwomen,  and  who, 
in  reality,  are  merely  the  means  of  carrying  into  effect  the  behests  and  suggestions  of  their 
own  superior  servants.  That  such  is  the  opinion  of  the  pubUc  we  have  long  been  aware. 
The  uselessness  of  a  Board  thus  constituted  has  long  been  felt,  and  has  been  warmly  com-r 
mented  on.  The  public  have  a  right  to  demand  that  the  Commissioners  themselves  should, 
at  least,  control  and  inquire  into  me  conduct  of  their  own  officers.  The  officers  themselves 
¥rould  ask  thin  as  a  matter  of  justice.  Yet  how  stands  the  fact  ?  At  the  first  public  rumours  of 
these  frauds  the  investigation  was  committed  to  the  Surveyors^neral ;  these  gentlemen,  and 
not  the  Commissioners,  examined  evidence  and  reported  upon  cases,  in  some  o?  which,  by  the 
bye,  they  were  themselves  concerned  in  keeping  some  of  the  facts  dark ;  they  made  the 
reports — how  fitirly  it  is  not  for  us  to  say.  But  we  may  be  permitted  to  ask,  how  it  occurs, 
that  in  every  reference  they  have  given  dissatisfaction  ?    We  can  confidently  state  that  the 

feneral  opmiofi  of  the  majority  of  the  Customs'  officers  is  against  the  impartiaUty  of  the 
urveyors-general.  We  have  heard  loud  and  open  complaints  from  many  on  this  head.  It 
has  been  said,  that  one  of  them  &voured  Bumby  to  the  prejudice  of  better  men ;  nay,  even 
that  very  exemplary  character  himself  has  owned  to  the  fact,  that  he  Imd  a  friend  in  that 
dqMurtment  who  would,  to  use  his  own  language,  '^  Pull  him  through  any  thing;"  and  it  is 
somewhat  singular  also  to  remark,  that  in  me  two  or  three  references  which  have  been  made 
to  this  person  on  complaiots  against  Bumby,  and  the  justice  of  which  that  individual  has 
himself  subsequently  acknowledged,  the  report  of  the  gentleman  in  question  has  been 
•entirely  and  universally  in  frtvour  of  Bumby,  whom  upon  one  occasion  he  characterized 
as  one  otthe  most  hon^  and. praiseworthy  servants  in  the  department,  a  frtvour  which,  how-r 
ever,  Mr.  Bumby  may  be  said  to  have  properly  returned,  when  he  said  that  they  (meaning, 
of  course,  his  friends)  ^'  were  all  a  set  of  precious  rascals  together,  and  that  there,  waa  not  one 
of  them  between  London  Bridge  and  the  Tower  whom  he  could  not  dismiss  if  he  fleased.'' 
Reports  have  also  breathed  ui^vourably  upon  the  conduct  of  other  gentlemen  of  t^  class, 
ana  we  may  take  it  as  a  proof  that  the  metnod  in  which  they  were  conducting  the  investi^- 
tion  committed  to  their  care  by  the  Commissioners  was  not  satis&ctory,  from  the  &ct  l£at 
the  Government  thought  fit  to  take  the  matter  out  of  their  hands,  and  to  intmst  it  to  another 
gentleman  (a  Mr.  Lemon,  we  believe),  who  is  now  conducting  it  in  a  more  systematie  and 
regular  manner,  and  one  which,  if  it  has  no  other  reconunendation,  ar^es  rather  mora 
frivourably  for  the  &imess  and  impartiality  of  the  inquiry,  than  that  which  was  conducted 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  parties  first  intrusted  with  it. 

Our  readers  will  not  fail  to  recollect  that  whilst  these  investigations  were  proceeding  at  the 
Custom4iouse,  a  Committee  of  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons  was  simultaneously 
employed  in  investigating  into  the  fiuuds  which  had  been  committed,  and  tracing  them  to 
theu*  origin.  Numerous  individuals  were  examined  before  this  Conunittee,  and  it  is  imder-p 
stood  that  an  immense  mass  of  evidence  was  laid  before  them,  which  went  to  carry  the 
matter  much  further  than  was  agreeable  to  the  Custom-house  people,  as  in  the  report  which 
that  Committee  put  forth,  some  very  unpleasant  faaaajrks  were  made  upon  the  manner  in 
which  the  public  service  had  been  theretofore  conducted,  and  though,  as  in  all « similar 
cases,  these  remarks  were  quietly  and  mildly  made,  they  cut  deep  into  the  self-com- 
placency of  the  Thames-street  authorities,  and  the  result  has  been  the  report  which 
appeared  but  a  few  days  back,  and  upon  wluch  we  propose  now  to  ofier  a  few  remarks.

Before,  however,  we  go  at  any  length  into  this  subject,  it  may  be  as  well  to  examine  into 
the  composition  of  the  department  of  the  Surveyor-general  of  the  Custom-house,  in  order  to 
see  how  that  department  is  and  has  lately  been  constituted,  and  to  examine  into  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  exceedingly  unpleasant  mmours  which  have  tended  so  much  to  shake 
public  confidence  in  the  efficiency,  the  honesty,  and  impartiality  ofthegentlemen  composing  it 

In  these  remarks  we  freely  admit  we  do  not  mean  to  include  Mr.  Weston,  the  Surveyor- 
general,  further  than  what  we  have  j^ready  laid  to  his  charge,  which  amounts^  in  fact,  to 
little  more  than  the  possession  of  bad  taste,  and  of  infinitely  more  zeal  than  discretion ;  but 
there  are  others  in  his  depaitment  of  whom  the  public  are  by  no  means  disposed  to  judge  sq 
leniently.  They  ask,  and  with  reason,  who  was  the  party  to  whom  the  various  complaints 
against  the  character  and  conduct  of  Burnby  on  numerous  occasions  were  confided  for  the 
purpose  of  investigation  ?  To  whom  was  the  complaint  referred  which  was  made  against 
that  individual  by  an  officer  in  the  navy  in  Ireland,  and  which  complaint  was  supported  by 
testimony  ec^ually  respectable,  for  an  offence  against  decency  ?  Who  investigated  the  charge 
brought  against  Bumby  in  1840?  Who  inquired  into  the  discoveries  made  by  Mr.  Shaw 
implicating  Bumby  and  Homersham  ?  To  whom  was  intmsted  the  investigation  respecting 
the  leather  gloves?  Who,  we  ask,  has  been  so  often  in  trouble  as  Bumby  ?  And  who  was  it, 
after  an  investigation  we  shall  not  stop  to  inquire  into,  reported  to  the  Board  "  that  if  there 
was  one  honest  man  in  the  service,  Burnby  was  that  man  ?"  Whose  name  is  affixed  to  a 
note,  now  in  existence,  beginning  "  Dear  Billy,"  and  saying,  "  that  he  might  send  as  much 
more  wine  to  him  as  he  could  get  at  the  same  price  V    Who  warned  Burnby  by  note,  wheij 

at  a  public  dock,  to^et  certain  cases  out  of  the  way,  as  there  was  a  screw  loose,  and  F , 

meaning  another  officer,  was  coming  to  examine  into  the  matter  ?  Whose  name  has  been 
constantly  in  Bumby *s  mouth  as  his  friend,  who  would  pull  him  through  any  thing?  Is  it 
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tioty  we  aaky  the  same  perBon  who  has  been  invegtigatiiig  into  caseg  dependent  entfaieW  upon 
Bumby'g  evidence  ?  is  it  not  the  same  person  who  reported  to  the  Board  that  Bnmby  was 
innocent  of  charees  of  which  Bumby  himself,  in  a  court  of  iustice,  has  had  the  e£Rrontery 
to  acknowledge  himself  guiky  ?  Is  it  not  the  same  party  who  was  referred  to  by  Bnmby 
for  character  on  the  occasion  of  his  marris^  with  his  present  wife  ?  Is  it  not  the  same  person 
referred  to  by  Bumby  as  the  party  implicated  with  nim  in  sending  off  the  coast-guard  in 
Ireland,  or  some  such  piece  of  rascality,  in  order  that  a  smu^led  cargo  might  be  ran  ?  We 
do  not  make  these  chaises.  We  know  of  them  only  through  Bumby^s  own  statements  to 
individuals  at  dififerent  periods ;  and  had  they  been  ddivered  on  oath  by  that  man  we  mi^t 
have  disbelieved  them,  but  being  talked  of  by  him  without  that  sacred  pledge,  in  the  jomty 
of  bottle  society,  and  boasted  of  as  a  proof  of  his  clevemess,  and  the  bold  he  had  upon  tM 
good  offices  of  one  in  power  who  darea  not  forsake  him,  they  may  chance  to  be  true.  We 
maintain,  then,  there  is  good  ground  for  distrasting  the  faimess,  the  impartiality,  we  vrill 
not  say  the  honesty,  of  the  individual  alluded  to,  and  we  think  the  Commksioners  would 
have  clone  vrell  to  have  looked  at  these  fitcts  before  they  had  trusted  investigations  against 
other  individuals  to  the  examination  of  one  who  was  bound  by  the  ties  of  fn^Mlship  to  the 
fuxuser,  and  who,  they  must  have  felt,  exhibited  more  than  common  interest  in  the  snceessfol 
issue  of  his  charges  and  denunciations. 

And  here  we  may  stop  to  inquire  why  investigations  of  this  sort  should  not  have  been  con* 
ducted  hv  the  CSommissioners  themselves?  Why  were  the  charges  aflfecting  an  officer's  charactel* 
made  pnvately ;  and  an  investigation  upon  which  his  bread  depended  carried  on  in  secret? 
Why  should  the  report  of  the  inquirer  be  secret?  The  soldier  who  nas  done  wrong  is  tried  by  a 
court-martial  publicly — the  evidence  a^nst  him  is  taken  openly  in  his  presence  on  oath— is 
reduced  in  his  presencc'to  writing — he  is  permitted  to  defend  hunself,  or  to  get  others  to  do 
so  for  him.  The  thief  is  tried  in  public,  and  confronted  with  his  accuser,  before  a  judge  whose 
•station  and  character  combined  are  a  guarantee  for  feir  play.  But  in  the  Custom-house  the 
case  is  reversed.  The  defendant  does  not  hear  the  evidence,  he  only  hears  the  charge— he 
is  presumed  guilty  until  he  proves  his  innocence-^he  is  tried  by.  the  personal  fnena  of  his 
accusij^who  is<  himself  perhaps^  a  guilty  man,  certainly  not  an  impiurtial  one^  who  takes 
what  evidence  he  pleases,  and  keeps  no  written  record  of  even  what  he  takes;  vdko  in  the 
end  makes  a  secret  report  to<  the  Commissioners,  for  which  he  cannot  be  made  req>onnble 
in  any  way ;  and  the  result  is,  that  the  accused  is  dismissed,  and  left  to  indict  his  accuser, 
x>r  thefalse  vritness,df  he  knows  vdio  he  is,  at  his  leisure,  lliis  is  no  supposititious  case ;  it 
has  actually  occurred  y  a  surveyor  has  made  such  a  report ;  a  landing-waiter  has  been  di»^ 
missed  upon  an  inquiry  so  conducted ;  and  two  true  bills  have  been  returned  to  indictments 
found  acainst  the  principal  vritness,  who  is  no  other  than  Bumby,  for  perjuiv. 

And  nas  any  inquiry  been .  made  by  the  Commissioners  into  the  tratn  of  the  cbarses 
alleged  against  theur.  surveyor  ?  Have  they  ever  troubled  themselves  to  inquire  how  mis 
officer  coi3d  have  been  deceive  in  the  character  of  Bumby  ?  Have  they  ever  inquired  intd 
the  relations  existing  between  the  parties  ?  Has  the  evidence  w^ich  he  took  on  tne  various 
inquiries  at  which  he  presided  over  been  inquired  into  ?  We  betieve  we  may  answer  fearlessly 
in  the  negative ;  and  though  the  pubUc  {mnts  have  rang  vritii  the  facts  above  set  fortli-^ 
though  the  focts  theonselves  are  a  matter  of  notoriety  to  hundreds,  both  within  and  without 
the  walls  of  the  Cijlstom-house-^no  inquiry,  as  far  as  we  can  leam,  has  been  instituted;  the 
individ\ial'Officer  still  takes  a  leading  part  in  the  Custom-house  ;  the  Owydyr  House  Com- 
mittee know  little  about  him,  and  the  same  &ots  may  occur  next  week,  for  any  thing  we  can 
see.  to  the  contrary.  But  is  it  only  to  one  officer  in  this  department  that  we  have  cause  of 
objection?  Certainly  not.  Two  other  sentlemen  hold  high  situations  in  this  department^ 
and,  in  fact,  have  acted  as  judges  upon  me  conduct  of  others,  of  whom  the  following  tale  is 
told,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe,  with  trath : — **  Some  time  back,  six  or  seven  cases  of 
French  goods  were  imported  into  this  country,  by  a  house  which  recent  events  have  ren- 
dered somewhat  notorious.  The  contents  of  these  cases  were  figured  ribands,  &c.,  charge- 
able with  a  duty  of  27 «.  6d.  per  lb.  The  importers  being  liberal,  a  doubt  arose  in  Uie 
minds  of  the  omcers  as  to  what  was  the  duty  chai^eable  upon  them;  the  two  gentle- 
men, who  are  now  Surveyors-general,  accordingly  proceeded  to  solve  this  doubt  in  their 
own  manner.  Accompanied  by  the  landing^waiter,  they  proceeded  to  a  tavem  (we  believe 
the  Ship,  Water-lane),  where  the  amount  of  duty  was  determined  upon  as  follows : — ^A  half- 
penny vras  thrown  up — ^heads  for  the  Crown,  tails  for  the  importer :  the  Qrown  lost,  and 
ribands  were  forthvnth  made  silks,  and  chained  accordingly  at  20  s.  6  d.  On  another  article, 
of  precisely  the  same  description,  the  same  criterion  viras  appealed  to ;  but  here  Her  Majesty 
was  still  more  unfortunate — she  lost  the  toss,  and  the  soods  this  time  were  rated  at  a  duty  of 
ISs.  6d.  Several  other  tosses-up  took  place,  in  which  Her  Majesty's  ill-luck  never  forsook  her, 
inasmuch  as  no  one  article  of  the  seven  bales  was  rated  at  27$.  6  a.;  indeed  it  could  not  have 
easily  occurred,  seeing  that  the  only  question  to  be  decided  by  the  halfpenny  was,  whether 
the  ribands  shofild  be  taxed  as  figured  or  plain  silk,  or  in  other  words  at  205.  6  d,  or  IB  $,  6d. 
At  last  the  whole  question  being  arraif^ed,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  party,  which  consisted 
of  two  gentlemen,  now  Surveyors-general,  and  one  landing-waiter,  since  dismissed,  the 
sederunt  closed  amid  much  hilanty,  and  Her  Majesty's  Revenue  was  slightly  injured,  which, 
of  course,  did  not  greatly  interfere  with  the  harmony  of  the  trio,  seeing  fliat  Her  Majestv 
did  not  know,  nor  was  likely  to  trouble  herself  with  an  arrangement  so  comfortable  to  aU 
the  other  parties  concerned. '  A  proper  pendant  to  the  above  case  (which  by  the  way  can  be 
easily  proved,  the  samples  of  the  nbands,  &c.,  having  been  in  our  possession)  may  be  found 
in  the  following  occurrence,  which  is  also  susceptible  of  proof: — "  An  extensive  shipment  of 
forei|pi  silks  was  made  to  a  house  in  the  city,  and,  in  the  usual  course,  examined  by  the 
landmg-waiter,  and  one  of  the  parties  above-mentioned.     By  some  means,  the  blue-book 
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vAkiA  contained  the  amount  of  the  importation  waa  lost,  or  rather  not  found  at  the  time  (it 
was  never  out  of  the  possession  of  the  parties) ;  the  surveyor  and  his  subordinate  actii^ 
under  the  advice,  as  we  understand,  of  a  superior  officer  of  the  Custom-house,  proceeded  to 
Watling-street,  and  humbly  requested  the  importer  to  let  them  have  items  wherewith  to  make 
out  a  fresh  blue-book.  The  items  were  given  bv  the  house,  difiering  certainly  from  the  real 
facts.  The  new  blue-book  was  made  out,  signed  by  the  officers,  and  returned  to  the  Customs. 
The  original  blue-book  was  then  immediately  found,  and  still  renuiins  in  the  possession  of 
one  of  the  parties ;  the  Customs  were  satisfied,  and,  if  rumour  speaks  correctly,  so  were  the 
officers,  one  of  whom  has  since  had  reasons  to  be  so,  for  he  is  now  a  Surveyor;  the  unfortu- 
nate landing-waiter  lately  got  his  deserts,  and  hais  been  dismissed."  So  much  for  the 
composition  of  the  Surveyors-general*  department  Yet  to  a  Board  thus  composed  are 
entrusted  the  most  onerous  duties  of  the  whole  department  of  the  Customs.  Hie  five  gentlemen 
composing  it  are  bound  personally  to  inspect  the  various  Legal  Quays,  docks,  and  wharfs 
where  foreign  goods  are  landed,  weigned,  or  examined,  and  where  landing-waiters  are 
employed. .  They  areto  see  that  the  landing-surveyors  are  on  the  alert,  and  that  the  landing* 
waitei's  are  doing  their  duty,  and  in  short,  Siey  are  bound  to  make  themselves  practical^ 
acquainted  with  all  the  routine  and  details  of  the  water-side  duty ;  but  perhaps  their  most 
important  duty  is  the  examination  into,  and  reporting  upon,  the  various  charges  brought 
asainst  other  officers  of  the  Customs  for  corruption  or  neglect  of  duty.  How  the  former 
of  .these  duties  has  been  discharged  may  be  vouched  from  late  events ;  the  few  fiurts  we  have 
just  given  will  speak  for  the  way  in  which  the  latter  are  likely  to  be  fulfilled,  when  the 
partv  accused  is  or  has  been  either  a  friend  or  an  accomplice. 

'  These  men,  too,  are  the  advisers  and  the  reporters — ^tne  eyes  and  ears— of  the  Commis- 
sioners whom  they  advise,  instruct,  and,  if  we  may  use  the  word,  indoctrinate.  It  may  then 
be  asked,  what  is  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  themselves  ?  It  is  easy  to  say,  to  supers 
intend  the  whole,  to  examine  into  and  to  check  the  conduct  of  their  subordinates;  to  devise 
plans  to  fiicilitate  the  transaction  of  public  business;  to  lay  down  rules  by  which  firaud 
may  be  repressed,  and  the  fair  trader  protected.  But  how  has  this  been  done  ?  A  more 
unsellable  apology  for  idleness,  ignorance,  and  general  incapacity  to  grapple  with  the  details 
and  re(|uirements  of  their  own  office  has  never  been  exhibited  by  any  puhUc  body  than  that 
which  is  contained  in  the  report  which  the  Commissioners  have  put  forth  in  answer  to  the 
one  which  emanated  firom  the  Grwydyi*  House  Committee ;  nor  do  we  find  upon  inquiry  that 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Customs  themselves  are  one  whit  more  trustworthy,  viewed  as 
public  servants,  than  their  own  subordinate  officers.  If  we  look  at  them  as  men  of  business, 
we  find  them,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  infinitely  below  mediocrity,  acting  merely  as  the 
engines  to  give  effect  to  the  dicta  of  their  Surveyors-general,  or  interfering.only  where  their 
interference  would  be  mischievous :  some  of  them  at  one  moment  dismissing  a  poor  clerk  for 
giving  accommodation  bills ;  the  next  moment  engaged  in  drawing  bills  themselves  upon 
each  other,  in  order  to  their  being  discounted  by  keen-witted  wharfingers  or  keener  oill 
agents :  one  hour  prosecuting  a  miserable  wietch  for  the  illegal  importation  ofbOs.  contraband 
goods ;  the  next  ordering,  without  inquirv,  the  release  of  an  opera  singer's  or  a  smuggling 
milliner's  ba^age,  which  has  been  seized  at  the  same  time,  and  by  the  same  office^,  con- 
taining contraband  articles  to  the  value  of  hundreds:  at  one  moment  signing  whining  reports, 
in  which  they  say  '^  they  concur  in  the  disapproval  pronounced  by  Sie  Conunissioners  of 
Inquiry  of  the  practice  of  officers  of  the  Customs  making  retail  purchases,  for  the  sdte  of 
cheapness,  of  wholesale  houses,  more  especially  with  those  engaged  in  the  French  trade,  and 
ttutt  they  are  prepared  to  put  an  end  to  so  objectionable  a  practice;"  the  next  aetualfy 
writing  to  a  landing-waiter  to  do  for  them  the  very  thing  they  so  warmly  deprecate ;  andyet, 
that  aU  these  things  and  many  more  have  been  done  by  some  of  the  Conunissioners  of  the 
Customs,  within  me  last  two  years,  is  well  known,  ana  indeed  we  have  now  before  us  letters 
vmtten  from  Commissioners  of  the  Customs  to  their  own  officers  (landing-waiters),  requesting 
them  to  procure  French  ^oods  for  them.  One  of  these,  which  bears  date  the  15th  of  March 
1841,  contains  the  following  passage : — 

*^  Will  you  be  good-natured  enough  to  heln  me  in  getting  some  Tussar  cloth  or  silk  for 
my  young  folks ;  it  is  for  bonnets,  &c.    We  cannot  get  it  at  the  London  shopSy  but  it. 

occurred  to  me  that  you  might  perhaps  be  able  to  put  your  hand  upon  it,  either  at ,  or 

from ." 

.Another,  written  by  the  wife  of  a  Commissioner  on  the  7th  of  April  1842,  runs  as 
follows : — 

"  Mi-s. presents  her  gompliments  to  Mr. and  as  he  so  kindly  offered  to  procure 

her  patterns  of  satins,  silks,  &c.,  she  will  feel  obliged  if  he  will  send  by  Mr. (the  Com- 
missioner) to-morrow,  three  or  four  pieces  for  her  to  see,  as  also  the  price." 

The  result  of  these  letters  was,  that  the  goods  were  procured  b^  the  officer,  and  in  the 
latter  case  were  sent  to  the  Commissioner  himself,  and  the  transaction  was  completed ;  and 
yet  this  gentleman  sits  at  the  Board  of  Customs  this  day,  and,  what  is  mo¥e,  has  signed 
the  Report  condemning  the  practice.  These  we  undAistand  are  not  isolated  cases,  but  they 
mark  the  character  of  the  ruUng  powers.  The  fact  is  unquestionable,  that  infinite  blame 
attaches  to  the  Commissioners  themselves  in  these  matters,  nor  can  we  wonder  at  the 
meagreness  of  the  information  they  have  given  to  the  Commission  of  Inquiry,  nor  the 
exce^ing  jealousy  they  have  shown  lest  that  Commission  should  take  a  wider  rang^e  in  their 
investigations,  by  which  certain  facts  might  come  out  personally  disagreeable,  and  pregnant 
with  serious  consequences  to  themselves,  when  there  are  such  documents  in  existence  as 
tliose  above  set  forth. 

The  fact  is,  the  whole  system  of  Custom-house  management  is  vicious  in  the  extreme,  and 
we  are  convinced  that  he  who  would  detect  the  &ulty  parts  must  look  higher  to  find  them 
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than  among  the  landing^waiters  or  minor  emphyis  of  the  establishment:  We  hare  n6  dooibi 
thei«  has  t^n  infinite  corruption  amongst  that  class ;  but  the  cause  for  that  corruption,  the 
means  by  which  such  corruption  is  rendered  practicable  and  difficult  of  detection,  will  be 
found  in  the  larger  wheels  of  the  machine — in  the  defects  of  a  bad  system  badly  superin* 
tended,  and  corruptly  carried  out — in  the  incapacity,  or  something  worse,  of  the  Commis- 
sioners themselves,  and  their  superior  officers,  to  regulate  or  detect  frauds.  What  is  wanted 
at  the  Custom-house  is  publicity  in  all  the  various  transactions  and  ramifications  of  that 
branch  of  the  Revenue — an  open  court,  accessible  to  the  public  at  all  times — a  tribunal  for 
Ae  trial  of  oflences,  conducted  with  honour,  spirit,  and  intelligence — a  sound  code  of 
mercantile  and  fiscal  regulations,  administered  by  honest,  impartial,  and  experienced  men  of 
business,  in  open  day — a  system  of  rated  duties  for  silk  goods,  such  as  was  in  force  some 
years  back,  and  before  the  ad  valorem  system  opened  a  door  to  fi^ud — a  more  easy  access  ta 
tile  Commissioners  by  individuals  having  business  to  transact  with  them  would  in  itself  be 
a  boon,  provided  the  Commissioners  were  men  acquainted  with  their  business.  Yet  what  is 
the  case  now  ?  An  error  is  committed  in  the  description  of  a  packi^  imported,  and  it  is 
stopped.  The  importer  never  sees  a  principal,  but  must  petition  the  Board ;  they,  knowing 
notnmg  about  the  matter,  refer  it  to  tne  Surveyor-general,  who  refers  it  to  the  seizing-officer, 
who  reports  it  to  his  superior,  who  in  his  turn  reports  to  his  superior,  till,  after  a  lapse  of 
five  or  six  days,  an  answer  is  obtained  to  a  matter  which  could  have  been  settled  m  five 
minutes,  if  the  afiair  had  been  discussed,  and  proper  evidence  adduced,  vivd  voce^  before  a 
competent  tribunal.  If  there  were  a  judge,  and  ,an  open  court,  always  sitting,  nine-tenths 
of  the  reports  now  passing  through  the  hands  of  Surveyors-general  might  be  avoided,  and 
those  gentlemen  might  be  spared  to  their  more  legitimate  occupations  of  superintending  and 
looking  after  their  inferiors — the  officer  who  neglected  his  duty  would  be  judged  publicly,  hia 
accusers  would  be  heard,  their  evidence  sifted,  and  judgment  given ;  at  once  the  fraudulent 
trader  could  have  his  case  investigated,  and  if  found  guilty  he  might  be  punished,  and  the 
goods  sold  without  loss  of  time ;  the  merchant  who  was  in  doubt  could  get  immediate 
advice,  and  could  act  in  safety  upon  it ;  and  the  public  might  then  be  certain  that  tfaen^ 
affiurs  were  properly  conducted,  and  that  justice  would  be  done,  both  to  the  servants  of  thf^ 
Crown,  and  the  public. 

The  Board  of  Customs,  as  now  constituted,  is  a  miserable  fSulure.  The  members  do  not 
possess  the  pubUc  confidence,  neither  do  they  deserve  it ;  for  they  have  neither  the  tal^t  or 
wisdom  of  statesmen,  nor  the  aptitude  for  mercantile  afi&irs  which  can  only  be  found  in  men 
of  business.  The  system  is  rotten  at  the  core;  something  must  be  done  to  amend  it,  and  to 
infuse  new  life  and  vigour  into  the  estabUshment ;  and  if  it  be  meant  to  protect  the  Revenue, 
or  to  satisfy  the  exigencies  of  commerce,  the  department  must  have  at  the  helm  something 
more  than  mere  men  of  family  and  fashion,  who  are  no  better  than  the  puf^ts  of  their  own 
subordinates.  We  want  men  of  character  and  talent,  who  know  what  is  proper  to  be  done, 
and  who,  knowing  their  duty,  have  nerve  to  act  up  to  it.  Unless  this  be  done,  and  that 
speedily,  the  foreign  trade  of  this  country  must  perish. 

A  close  Board  will  always  hereafter  be  suspected.  Publicity  only  can  remedy  the  evils 
complained  of.  If  the  proceedings  of  the  Customs  were  as  open  as  those  of  a  police  court, 
we  snould  then  hear  no  more  of  the  favouritism  shown  to  the  proprietors  of  particular  quays 
and  wharfs — ^a  favouritism  which,  it  is  shrewdly  suspected,  has  been  earned  by  the  proprie- 
tors by  their  sterling  kindness  and  accommodation  to  Commissioners  and  other  high  officials. 
We  should  no  longer  hear  it  remarked,  that  every  petition  from  Messrs.  A.  or  B.  or  C,  is 
sure  to  be  granted  as  a  matter  of  course,  no  matter  however  preposterous,  whilst  E.,  F.  and 
H.  have  to  combat  with  every  official  difficulty  and  obstacle.  We  should  no  longer  require 
to  know  the  reason  why  facihties  should  be  granted  to  shippers  through  particular  wharfs, 
which  are  not  extended  to  other  establishments.  We  should  not  hear,  as  we  now  do,  that 
such  reasons  are  to  be  found  in  the  strong  box  of  the  wharfmger,  in  the  shape  of  bills  bear- 
ing official  names,  or  in  the  liberality  of  the  accommodation  which  he  shows  to  Her  Miyesty's 
servants ;  but,  in  lieu  of  this,  we  should  find  an  increased  revenue  in  the  Customs,  increased 
facility  for  the  pubUc,  in  the  matter  of  personal  communication  with  superiors,  increased 
difficulty  to  the  smuggler,  increased  security  to  the  officer  who  does  his  outy  with  honour 
and  intelligence,  increased  simplicity  in  the  working  of  our  fiscal  regulations,  and  greater 
honesty  in  all  classes  employed ;  as,  in  the  event  of  dirty  or  dishonourable  conduct,  nothing 
could  save  either  officer,  commissioner  or  merchant  from  dishonour,  punishment  and  ruin. 

In  the  inauiries  of  the  Grwydyr  House  Committee  there  has  been  one  most  important 
omission.  The  chairman  and  members  have  refused  to  take  the  evidence  of  dismissed  offi- 
cers upon  the  cases  of  frauds  committed  on  the  Revenue.  We  know  no  one  else  who  can 
five  such  good  information ;  let  them  then  be  examined,  and  the  Committee  will  have  no 
ifficulty  in  reaching  the  heart  of  the  evil ;  they  will  strike  the  head  of  the  hydra.  An  eagle 
should  not  feed  on  ffies.  A  public  Commission  should  not  waste  its  energies  on  the  petty 
vices  of  minor  men ;  let  them  attack  the  system  and  fly  at  higher  game,  so  shall  they  do 
the  business  required  of  them  with  greater  satisfaction  to  the  country,  and  with  greater 
honour  to  themselves. 

The  Commissionere  of  the  Customs  are  only  employed  in  tracing  out  past  frauds,  for  the 
purpose  of  wreaking  their  vengeance  on  the  wrong-doers ;  but  they  have  done — ^they  will  do 
— nothing  to  better  the  system,  nor  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  same  frauds :  their  views 
are  entirely  retrospective.

S reserve  a  record  of  past  rascality,  and  thus,  by  showing  how  Grovemment  has  been  once 
efrauded,  ofier  a  premium  and  an  example  to  encourage  the  ingenuity  of  future  Burnbvs 
«md  Homershams. 
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The  path  is  now  open  before  Lord  G.  Somerset  and  his  coU^tgues ;  let  them  act  boldly, 
independently  and  sensibly,  and  they  will  confer  on  the  mercantile  and  manu£Etcturing  coco^ 
mumty  of  England  the  greatest  boon  that  has  ever  been  offered  to  it,  and  will  entitle  them-* 
selves  to  the  gratitude  of  the  country  generally.

I  TRUST  your  Lordship  will  pardon  the  liberty  I  take  in  intruding  myseli  on  youi  notice^ 
when  matters  of  such  vast  importance  necessarily  engage  your  Lordship's  attention.  I  beg 
to  state  that  I,  "  with  several  other  landing-waiters,*'  have  been  dismissed  the  Customs,  after 
a  Tservice  of  18  years,  during  which  time  I  have  fiuthfuUy  discharged  my^,duty,  not  only 
in  my  particular  office,  but  also  in  others  of  great  importance,  which  I  had  been  selected 
to  perform.  The  mode  in  which  official  inquiry  has  been  conducted  before  the  Surveyor- 
general  has  been  of  that  secret  nature,  that  dismissals  have  taken  place,  in  the  &ce  of  the 
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most  direct  and  contradictory  evidence,  on  oath,  that  could  possibly  be  adduced,  to  rebut 
the  charges  brought  by  W.  Sumb^,  nearly  the  whole  of  which  are  (Use ;  and  such  is  the 
kmentable  eictent  of  his  vindictive  feeling,  to  carry  out  his  own  purpose  to  the  ruin  of 
others,  that  he  has  resorted  to  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  which  forms  the  subject  of  inquiry 
before  another  tribunal.

It  having  transpired  that  officers  in  the  service  have  been  in  the  practice  of  nutfcing  retail 
purchases  v>r  the  pake  of  cheapness  at  wholesale  houses,  more  especially  of  those  engc^ed 
m  the  French  trade ;  the  Board,  with  referenqje  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Revenue  Inquiry  that  such  purchase^  should  be  discouraged,  direct  thi^  the  several  officers 
be  apprized  that  the  Board  nighly  disapprove  thereof;  and  the  principal  officers  are  to  use 
every  means  in  their  power  to  put  an  end  to  so  objectionable  a  practice ;  and  copies  of  this 
minute  are  to  be  delivered  to  tne  heads  of  departaients  in  London,  and  transmitted  to  the 
collectors  and  comptrollers  at  the  several  out^rts,  with  directions  to  communicate  the  same 
to  the  various  officers  under  their  survey.

I  AM  commanded  by  the  Board  of  Customs  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  (d  your  letter, 
dated  the  29th  ultimo,  transmitting  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Roper  and  of  Mr.  Poole ;  ajid  to 
express  the  Board's  satisfaction  at  having  been  aflbrded  an  opportunity  of  meeting  some  of 
the  many  calumnious  charge3  which  have  been  so  industriously  circulated  against  ^m. 

Before  entering  into  any  explanation  of  the  several  charges  which  have  been  brought  for- 
ward, I  am  directed  by  the  Board  to  observe,  that  as  the  evidence,  if  it  may  be  so  called,  of 
Mr.  F.  Roper,  is  mere  hearsay,  little  reliance  can  be  placed  upon  it. 

The  only  evidence,  then,  which  it  would  appear  the  Board  have  to  deal  with  is  that  of  Mr. 
Poole,  and  which  may  be  comprised  under  tne  following  heads,  viz..— 

1st.  The  purchasing  of  condemned  goods  by  the  Officers  of  the  Customs,  x>n  behalf 
of  Commissioners  and  others,  when  put  up  to  sale  by  public  auction. 

2d.  Commissioners  purchasing  and  procuring  goods,  articles  of  silk,  &c.,  at  wbokr 
sale  or  other  houses. 

3d.  Obtaining  silk,  or  other  articles,  at  the  invoice  price,  or  at  a  cheaper  rate;  and 
having  pieces  of  silk  sufficient  for  a  dress  or  dresses,  cut  off  from  a  whole  piece. 

4th,  The  improper  delivery  of  some  baggage  belonging  to  Madame  Persiani,  which 

*  had  been  seized  on  account  of  some  gloves  found  therein ;  and  the  interference 

of  Mr.  Cust  in  that  case,  and  of  the  members  of  the  Board  generally,  with 

respect  to  the  chaipng  of  the  duty  on  ^icles  belonging  to  passengers  for  whom 

they  might  be  interested. 

dth.  Various  allegations  affecting  the  conduct  of  Messrs.  W.  Maclean,  Weston, 
Dowding,  Fennings,  Manning,  Ghray,  and  How. 

Previously,  however,  to  noticing  these  several  charges,  the  Board,  have  directed  me  to 
advert  to  the  confident  assertion  oi  Mr.  Roper,  in  his  narrative  as  to  the  bill  transactions  of 
the  Commissioners,  and  which  he  particularly  mentions  as  having  taken  place  wiUi — 

Messrs.  Jackson  and  Knill,  wharfingers; 

Mr.  Barber,  wharfinger ;  and 

Messrs.  Hayter  and  Howejl,  merchants,  Mark-lane. 

These  several  parties  have  been  communicated  with;  and  it  may  be  unnecessary  to  do 
more  than  to  refer  the  Commissioners  of  Revenue  Inquiry  to  their  respective  answers,  copies 
of  which  are  annexed;  and  which,  without  further  comment,  will  show  the  reliance  whicn  is 
to  be  placed  upon  Mr.  Roper  and  his  prompters.  But,  to  remove  all  doubt  on  the  subject, 
I  am  directed  distinctly  to  state,  that  each  member  of  the  Board  is  prepared  (if  required)  to 
make  an  affidavit,  to  the  effect  fliat  they  have  never,  on  any  occasion,  fceen  engaged  in  any 
bill  transactions  with  any  wharfinger,  warehouse-keeper,  or  merchant,  connect^  with  the 
Custom-house. 

With  respect  to  the  changes  brougkt  forward  by  Mr.  Poole,  the  Board  have  thought  it 
more  consistent  with  their  own  character,  and .  th^t  of  their  officers,  to  have  each  specific 
charge  replied  to  by  each  individual  Commissioner,  or  officer,  to  whom  it  more  especially 
relates.  Unhappily,  Sir  Henry  Freeling  is  dead ;  and  the  Board  are,  therefore,  unable  to  give 
from  the  highest  authority,  that  explanation  which  would  be  most  conclusive,  with  respect  to 
the  cutting  off  a  piece  of  silk,  and  the  other  allegations  affecting  him.  The  reply  of  Mr. 
.William  Maclean  will,  however,  answer  certain  of  these  allegations ;  and  the  Board  can  only 
fiirther  express  their  conviction,  in  the  strongest  terms,  that  Sir  Henry  was  wholly  incapable 
of  being  concerned  in  any  matter  derogatory  to  his  own  high  character,  or  prmdicial  to  the 
interests  of  the  service;  and  that,  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Poole,  he  was  solely  influenced 
by  the  confidence  which  the  Board,  at  the  time,  had  in  that  individual. 

To  the  rephes  and  explanations  of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  H.  Legge,  Mr.  Lushingtpn,  Mr. 
Spring  Rice,  Mr.  S^ovell,  Mr.  William  Maclean,  Mr.  Walford,  Mr.  Weston,  Mr.  Dowding, 
Mr.  Fennings,  Mr.  Gj:ay,  Mr.  How,  and  Mr.  Manning,  I  am  directed  to  refer;  the  Board 
having  little  obi^ervatioh  to  offer,  except  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of  articles  on  behalf  of 
Commissioners,  or  officers,  at  the  Custom-house  sales.  These  sales  have  been  held  quarterly, 
but  are  intended  to  take  place  more  frequently ;  and  the  articles  are  classed  and  arranged  m 
such  lots  as  are  found  best  calculated  for  purchasers,  and  for  realising  the  largest  proceeds 
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for  the  Crown,  in  terms  of  the  Board's  minute  upon  the  subject.  Thus,  under-valued  goods, 
consisting  of  aiticles  of  porcelain,  glass,  furniture,  silk,  woollen  manufactures,  skins,  furs,  &c., 
adapted  for  the  trade  exclusively,  are  put  up  at  from  10/.  to  50/.  each  lot,  whilst  clocks, 
watches,  musical  boxes,  &c.,  suited  either  to  the  trade  or  private  purchasers,  are  generally 

Sut  up  in  lots  at  a  lower  amount,  ranging  from  about  3/.  to  10/.  each ;  and  such  lots,  from  the 
ouble  competition  of  the  trade  and  private  individuals,  generally  realize  the  largest  proceeds. 
Upon  a  lot  being  sold,  it  is  the  practice  for  the  auctioneer  (in  which  capacity  Mr.  roole  offi- 
ciated since  October  1836)  to  announce  the  name  of  the  purchaser,  and  the  price  at  which 
the  goods  have  been  sold ;  and  thereupon  the  Receiver  of  Fmes,  and  the  Accountant  of  Petty 
Receipts,  record  the  same  in  the  official  catalogues,  and  proceed  to  collect  the  deposits  as 
security  for  the  full  payment  of  the  goods.  It  appears,  however,  that  it  was  the  practice  of 
Mr.  Poole,  in  purchasing  for  parties  belonging  to  tne  service,  and  in  order  to  avoid  calling 
out  their  names  separately,  to  give  only  one  name,  and  become  r^ponsible  for  the  payment; 
and  it  is  singular  tnat  it  had  teen  remarked  by  the  Receiver  of  Fines,  that,  when  lots  were 
purchased  in  a  fictitious  name,  Mr.  Poole  dwelt  rather  more  than  usual,  in  order  to  give  per- 
sons in  the  room  an  opportunity  of  bidding  higher  before  the  hammer  went  down.  It  is, 
moreover,  admitted  by  Mr.  Poole,  that  every  article  that  was  purchased  was  above  the  reserved 
price ;  that  neither  the  Revenue  nor  the  public  could  be  injured ;  and  that,  in  manyinstances, 
the  articles  were  not  obtained  at  the  price  limited  by  the  parties. 

This  practice  of  officers  of  the  establishment  purchasing  at  the  sales  has  existed  for  many 
years,  was  no  secret,  was  never  objected  to,  and  the  same  has  always  appeared  to  have  been 
conducted  with  perfect  fairness;  and,  with  the  checks  exercised  by  the  Receiver  of  Fines  and 
the  Accountant  of  Petty  Reoeipta,it  is  difficult  to  conceive  how  the  officers  purchasing  could 
derive  any  unfair  advantage. 

With  regard  to  the  4th  head  of  charge,  relating  to  the  case  of  Madame  Persiani,  and  the 
interference  of  Mr.  Gust  and  other  members  of  me  Board,  I  am  commanded  to  state,  that 
the  Board  have  not  referred  to  Mr.  Oust  for  any  explanation,  as  he  is  at  present  in  a  very  ill 
state  of  health,  and  absent  from  London,  and  the  papers  in  that  case  having  been  in  the 
possession  of  the  Commissioners  by  their  desire,  and  wno  are  consequently  aware  of  tJhe  fiwts. 

I  am  further  directed  to. observe,  that  it  cannot  have  escaped  the  recollection  of  the  CJom- 
missioners  of  Inquiry  that  two  articles,  headed  "  Customs'  Frauds,"  appeared  in  "  The  Tim^  " 
of  the  22d  and  26th  September,  and  that  in  those  articles  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
were  accused,  in  language  not  to  be  misunderstood,of  nothing  short  of  smuggling,  swindling, 
and  bribery.  The  writer  of  these  articles  is  Mr.  W.  F.  Roper;  and  the  evidence  which  he 
has  .produced  in  support  of  these  veiy  serious  charges  is  now  before  the  Commissioners  of 
Inquiry,  with  the  answers  thereto,  and  upon  which  tne  Board  are  at  the  present  moment  dis- 
posed to  pronounce  no  opinion.  Mr.  Roper,  however,  not  content  with  publishing  these 
charges  at  a  time  when  inquiry  was  pending  before  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry,  has  the 
assurance  to  state,  that  what  ne  has  set  forth  in  the  paper  he  can  prove,  and  threatens  the 
dismissal  of  one-half  of  the  Commissioners,  and  three-fourths  of  the  Surveyors-general;  and 
the  Board  apprehend  that  this  threat  cannot  be  wholly  passed  over. 

I  am  also  directed  to  state,  that  subsequently  to  the  receipt  of  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Roper 
and  Mr.  Poole,  the  Board  have  had  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Beckwith,  who  states  that  all  he 
had  to  say  he  had  heard  from  Mr.  Roper,  who  had  heard  it  firom  others.  In  order,  however, 
to  leave  no  charge  or  allegation  whicn  could  remotely  affisct  the  diaracter  of  the  Board,' or 
of  the  department,  unexplained,  the  Board  have  requested  Mr.  Culling  Smith  and  Mr.  Spring 
Rice  to  refer  to  Uiat  part  of  the  assertion  of  Mr.  Roper,  or  Mr.  B^kwith,  -in  which  their 
names  are  mentioned  as  having  been  engaged  in  bill  transactions ;  and  annexed  are  the  repUes 
of  Mr.  Culling  Smith  and  Mr.  Spring  Rice.  Not  content  with  this  clear  and  candid  explana- 
tion, the  Board  thought  it  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  hear  what  Mr.  Bfirber,  whose  name 
had  been  mentioned  as  the  bill  broker,  might  have  to  state  on  the  subject ;  and  having 
addressed  a  letter  to  him  on  the  occasion,  ne  has  transmitted  an  answer,  copies  of  which 
letter  and  answer  are  annexed,  with  copy  of  a  letter  fit)m  Mr.  J.  Barber,  of  Southwark,  who 
is  stated  by  Mr.  Beckwith,  to  have  asserted  that  his  &ther  (the  wharfinger)  had  always  in 
his  possession  fix)m  1,200/.  to  1,400/.  of  Commissioners'  bills. 

I  am  directed  to  add,  that  the  Board  having,  as  they  trust,  thus  replied  to  every  mos^ 
minute  circumstance  alluded  to  in  the  evidence  of  the  three  parties,  viz.,  Mr.  Roper, 
Mr.  Poole  and  Mr.  Beckwith,  a  very  material  question  arises,  whether,  with  reference  to  the) 
uticles  in  "  The  Times,"  of  the  22d  and  26th  September  last  (acknowledged  to  be  got  up  by 
Mr.  Roper),  connected  as  those  articles  are  with  the  evidence  of  that  person,  and  that  of 
Mr.  Poole  and  Mr.  Beckwith,  a  deep-laid  conspiracy  has  not  been  contrived  with  a  view  of 
spreading  far  and  wide  the  most  scandalous  reports  against  the  Board  and  the  department^ 
and  thereby  of  inducing  a  belief  of  the  Board's  misconduct,  and  in  the  hope  of  reheving  the 
notorious  smugglers  and  disgraced  and  dismissed  officers  from  the  penalties  and  punidlmient 
which  have  overtaken  them.

We  have  read  with  great  surprise  and  disgust  the  evidence  given  bv  a  person  of  the  name 
of  Roper,  before  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry,  respecting  some  bill  transactions  connected 
with  the  Customs,  in  which  our  name  is  mentioned  as  having  possession  of  some  of  the  bills 
in  question. 

We  beg  leave  distinctly  to  state  that,  as  far  as  r^ards  ourselves,  the  charge  is  false ;  we  hold 
no  such  bills,  and  further  we  can  truly  say,  we  never  had  any  bills  connected  with  either  tihe 
CoQHnissioners  of  Customs  or  any  of  the  officers  of  Customs,  or  ever  heard  of  any  until 
we  read  it  in  "The  Times'*  some  time  since. 

Our  books  are  open  for  the  inspection  of  any  person  you  may  appoint  to  prove  what  we 
have  stated  is  correct.  Our  Mr.  Knill  (Mr.  Jackson  is  rather  an  invalid)  will  have  no 
objection  to  be  examined  by  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry  on  the  subject,  if  you  think  it 
necessary.

My  attention  having  been  directed  by  you,  only  yesterday,  to  the  evidence  of  an  individual 
named  Roper,  examined  by  the  Commissioners  of  Revenue  Inquiry  on  the  27th  September 
last,  in  the  course  of  wtuch  he  expressed  his  belief  that  I  had  in  my  possession  bills  of 
exchange,  bearing  the  names  of  Commissioners  of  Customs,  and  insinuated  that  the  cireuin-. 
stances  under  wnich  I  became  possessed  of  such  bills  would  not  bear  examination ;  and 
having  been  requested  by  you  to  state  in  writing  such  facts  relative  to  this  chiu^e  as  may  be 
within  my  knowledge ;  I  beg  to  observe  that  I  have  never  held,  and  that,  until  a  late  pub- 
lication in  "  The  Times  "  newspaper,  I  never  even  heard  of  a  bill  of  exchange,  promissory 
note,  or  other  security,  to  which  the  name  of  any  gentleman,  now  or  heretofore  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Customs,  was  in  any  way  attached ;  and  I  may  add,  that  I  have  never  had, 
directly  or  indirectly,  a  transaction  of  a  private  nature,  monetary  or  otherwise,  with  a  Com- 
missioner of  the  Board  of  Customs ;  and  that  such  of  Mr.  R(^)er's  statements  as  lead  to  a 
contrary  inference  are  utterly  groundless  and  fidse. 

But,  sir,  I  do  not  feel  satisfied  with  a  mere  general  refutation  of  the  gross  and  sljeinderous 
insinuations  contained  in  Mr.  Roper's  evidence ;  and  I  now  request  the  favour  of  your  pro^ 
caring  for  me  an  early  interview  with  the  Commissioners  of  Revenue  Inquiry,  with  a  view  to 
my  being  examined  fully  and  circumstantially  by  them  on  the  subject ;  so  that  uiy  impression* 
prejudicial  to  my  character,  which  this  evidence  may  have  made  on  their  minds,  may  oe  com^ 
pletely  removed,  and  that  the  calumny,  if  published,  may  not  go  forth  to  the  world  unaccom- 
panied by  a  complete  and  satis&ctory  denial.  To  refiise  this  request  would  be  great 
mjustice. 

I  trust  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  observe  or  comment  on  those  portions  of  the  evidence  of 
Mr.  Roper  which  relate  to  myself  exclusively ;  but  I  cannot  help  expressing  my  astonishment 
that  the  very  important  inquiry  for  which  the  special  commission  was  appointed  should  be 
allowed  to  afibrd  an  opportunity  for  personal  abuse.

We  have  this  day  been  informed  by  Mr,  Scovell,  the  Secretary  to  your  Board,  that  a 
Mr.  Roper,  one  of  the  witnesses  examined  before  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry  on  Uie  27th 
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of  September  last,  had  stated,  that  he  was  told  we  had  at  that  time  bills  in  o|ir  possession 
which  certain  Commissioners  of  Customs  were  mixed  up  with,  or  in  which  they  were  mterested; 
and  that  we  were  suspected  of  having  discounted  suea  lulls  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  an 
improper  influence  at  the  Custom-house. 

In  reply  to  this,  we  beg  most  unequivocally  and  distinctly  to  state  that  there  is  not  one  word 
of  truth  in  the  report;  neither  has  any  thing  ever  occurred  which  could  give  rise  to  or  warrant 
such  an  impression.  We  have  not  only  never  discounted  any  such  bins,  but  we  have  never 
seen,  or  even  heard  of,  any  bills,  in  which  any  Commissioner  was  in  the  slightest  degree 
interested ;  nay,  ftuiher  than  that,  we  have  never  discounted,  seen  or  circulated,  at  any  tmie, 
any  bill  or  bills  which  had  the  names  of  any  person  or  persons  whatever,  who  have  been 
employed  in  the  service  of  Her  Majesty's  Customs. 

We  cannot  but  feel  extremely  mdignant  and  annoyed  at  this  most  unwarrantable  state- 
ment, and  only  regret,  that  when  our  names  were  mentioned,  that  the  Commissioners  did  not' 
at  once  call  us  before  them,  when  we  might  have  corrected  the  false  and  unfounded  assertions 
which  have  been  made,  and  which  we,  at  least,  should  not  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
denying,  except  through  your  communication  of  this  morning.

♦Statement  of  Mr.  Legge. 

Board  of  Customs,  6  December  1843. 

With  respect  to  the  note  of  April  1842,  written  by  Mrs.  Legge  to,  and  ^mduced  by, 
Mr.  J.  Poole,  and  the  allegation  which  has  been  founded  upon  it,  the  foliowiiig  are  the 
facts  of  the  case :  Mrs.  L^ge,  in  ccnnpany  with  other  ladies,  was  inspecting  tte  articles 
exhibited  in  the  Queen's  warehouse,  previously  to  a  forthcoming  sale,  when  Mr.  J.  Poole 
informed  her  that  the  best  silks  were  sold  at  that  (the  east)  end  of  the  town,  at  modwate 
prices,  and  offered  to  procure  samples  for  her  inspection.  This  ofier  was  accepted  in  the 
note  referred  to ;  and  patterns  were  sent,  consisting  of  a  few  small  scraps,  in  the  form  of  a 
letter,  with  the  prices  attached.  Upon  examination,  they  were  judged  to  be  of  inferior 
quality,  and  at  higher  prices  than  similar  articles  were  to  be  bought  for  at  the  shops  at  the 
west  end  of  the  town,  and  consequently^  no  Airther  notice  was  taken  of  them,  and  no  further  • 
communication  of  any  kind  was  nad  with  Mr.  Poole  up<m  the  subject. 

I  also  confidently  assert,  that,  upon  no  occasion  whatever,  has  Mr.  J.  Poole  been  employed 
by  me  to  procure  articles  of  any  description  whatever  from  any  importer  or  trader,  as  repre- 
^lented  bjr  him. 

The  evidence  of  Mr.  Roper,  in  connexion  with  the  note  of  Mrs.  Le|[ge  above  refiwred  to, 
i^  to  the  same  purport  as  tnot  of  Mr.  J.  Poole,  with  an  addition  or  vanatioa  relative  to  the 
person  alleged  to  nave  been  employed  to  convey  the  parcel  of  silks  to  me.  The  evid^ice, 
therefore,  of  Mr.  Roper,  in  corroooration  of  that  of  Mr.  Poole,  is  equally  and  utterly  false. 

With  respect  to  the  Custom-house  sales,  I  have,  on  several  occasions,  given  commissions 
to  Mr.  Poole  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  although  seldom  a  purchaser;  knowing  that  Mr. 
Poole,  being  himself  the  detaining  officer,  or  m  immediate  connexion  vrith  the  detaining 
officer,  had  a  cleai*  interest  in  obtaining  the  highest  possible  prices  at  the  sales.  Such  bid-: 
dings  being  gjcmietiines  beneficial,  and  in  nowise  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  Crown  or 
the  due  conduct  of  the  sale. 

The  late  Mr.  Cuffley's  name  having  been  introduced  by  Mr.  Roper,  I  have  to  state  that  I 
have  formerly  procured,  through  him,  small  parcels  of  tea,  and  Indian  handkerchiefs,  for 
which  I  paid  tne  usual  retail  price,  and  \diich  1  have  every  reason  to  believe  were  procured 
by  him  in  the  re^lar  wav  from  persons  selling  by  retail.  He  was  so  employed  by  me  in 
consequence  of  ms  knowledge  of  the  genuine  as  distinguished  from  the  spurious  article. 

As  respects  accommodation  bills,  kites,  and  discreditable  money  transactions,  charged 
against  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  by  Mr.  Roper,  I  disclaim  all  participation  in,  or 
kjQowledge  of,  any  such  proceedings.

Mt  answer  to  Mr.  Poole's  all^ation  is  yery  short  I  admit  having  commissicmed  him  to 
^nploy  some  one  to  bid  for  one  of  the  watches  in  question,  to  the  extent  of  5/.  beyond  the 
reserved  price;  but  it  so  happened  that,  vnthin  three  days  from  this  time,  I  was  conndentially 
made  acquainted  with  the  nst  of  suspected  officers,  on  which  Ust  was  the  name  of  Mr. 
Poole;  in  consequence  of  this,  I  inunediately  sent  down  to  the  Queen's  warehouse  to 
countermand  the  order  I  had  given,  and  decUned  having  any  thing  to  do  with  the  watches. 

This  part  of  the  transaction  Mr.  Poole  has  contrived  to  forget.  In  corroboration  of  the 
truth  of  Ae  above,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  Mr.  William  Maclesm,  who  was  present  when  this 
order  was  given. 

To  the  l^st  of  my  recollection,  I  never  have  purchased  any  thing  at  any  Custom-house 
sale.

Statement  of  Mr.  Spring  Rice. 

Board  of  Customs,  6  December  1843. 

In  Mr.  Beckwith*s  evidence  before  the  Commissioners  of  Revenue  Inquiry,  it  is  stated, 
on  the  authority  of  Mr.  Roper,  that  I  have  endorsed  a  bill  or  bills  drawn  by  certain  parties 
on  one  of  my  colleagues,  and  discounted  by  a  Mr.  Barber.  It  is  also  stated,  that  a  bill  for 
96/.,  accepted  by  me,  is,  or  was,  lately  in  the  market  These  assertions  are  altogether  fidse. 
I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  such  bills  as  the  first  ever  existed ;  and  I  know  that  the 
latter  never  did.  I  never  endorsed  any  bill  whatever  for  another  party ;  and  never  but  once 
accepted  a  bill,  which  was  one  drawn  on  me  by  a  tradesman  several  years  before  my  appoint- 
ment to  the  Board  of  Customs. 

I  have  purchased  tea  in  the  following  manner:  I  have,  I  think,  on  two  occasions,  requested 
Mr.  Wybrow,  of  the  Long  Room,  to  select  for  me  some  samples,  trusting  to  his  experience  as 
Inspector  of  Teas  for  the  period  during  which  the  discriminating  duties  lasted.  From  vdiom 
he  procured  those  samples  I  do  not  know.  On  another  occasion  I  bought  some  tea  from 
Messrs  Nicholson,  who,  I  was  then  informed,  were  in  the  habit  of  selling  it  retail.  On  both 
of  these  occasions  I  paid  the  retail  price. 

About  five  years  ago  I  bought  a  musical  box  at  the  Custom-house  sale.  About  one  year 
ago  I  bought  a  clock. 

The  above  are  the  only  facts  that  throw  the  slightest  colouring  of  truth  on  the  tissue  of 
fidsehoods,  whether  general  or  specific,  concerning  me  as  Commissioner  of  Customs,  Con* 
tained  in  the  evidence  of  Messrs.  Beckwith,  Roper  and  Poole.

Statsmrnt  of  Mr.  ScoveU,  Secnetary  of  the  Customs. 

Customs,  4  December  1843. 

As  respects  the  statements  of  Mr.  Poole,  of  my  having  authorized  biddings  for  articles 
put  up  at  various  times  for  public  sale,  I  fully  admit  the  fietct,  with  this  qualification,  that.  I 
was  not  before  aware  of  Mr.  Poole's  having  himself  made  such  biddings,  I  being  under  the 
impression  that  they  were  made  by  others  at  his  request. 

1  never  purchased  at  those  sales  more  than  two  or  three  articles  upon  my  own  account.  I 
have,  however,  frequently  authorized  the  bidding  to  a  limited  extent  (always  above  th^ 
Crown's  reserved  price),  on  account  of  friends  who  had  seen  articles  when  on  show ;  and 
this  I  never  hesitated  to  do,  through  the  late  Mr.  Bezer,  landing-surveyor,  Mr.  Cox,  landing- 
waiter,  and  in  some  few  instances,  through  Mr.  Poole,  as  stated  by  nim,  who  was  always 
most  forward  in  his  tender  of  services,  and  whom  I  considered  an  upright  man,  incapable  of 
any  act  of  dishonesty  for  himself,  much  less  for  me. 

1  have  known  the  practice  for  officers  to  bid  at  these  public  sales  to  exist  for  up^vards  of 
30  years  (and,  I  think,  with  advantage  to  the  Crown),  without  its  propriety  being  questioned 
by  the  pubUc  or  the  Board. 

With  re^)ect  to  Poole's  allegation,  that  he  has  procured  for  me,  in  an  irregular  manner, 
in  common  with  the  gentlemen  he  also  names,  articles  from  wholesale  importing  dealers,  I 
distinctly  declare  that  I  have  no  recollection  of  his  having  done  so  in  any  instance,  nor  that 
I  ever  made  such  a  request  to  him,  or  ever  had  any  conversation  with  him  upon  such  a 
subject.

Statement  of  Mr.  McLean,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Customs. 

Customs,  9  December  1843» 

I  ACKNOWLEDGE  to  havc  obtained,  through  Mr.  Poole,  a  quantity  of  anx)WHX)ot,  as  stat^  in 
his  evidence  before  the  Commissioners  of  Revenue  Inquiry,  and  my  sole  object  in  applying  to 
that  individual  was,  with  the  view  of  purchasing  the  genuine  article,  understanding  that  lie 
had  the  means  of  procuring  it 

Mr.  Poole  asserts  that  the  price  at  which  he  bought  the  article,  at  my  desire,  was  cheap, 
viz.,  1«.  per  lb.,  the  usual  price  then  varying  fh)m  1«.  9d.  to  25.  6c^.  From  various  inquirie9 
which  I  nave  made,  in  consequence  of  this  statenient,  I  have  ascertained  that  arrow-root  could 
have  been  purchased  retail  at  many  shops  for  1 5.  {>er  lb. ;  and  upon  reference  to  the  prices 
current  for  the  period  named,  viz.,  March  1840,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  article,  duty  paia,  was 
from  lOrf.  to  l5.  6d.  per  lb.  (the  duty  being  1*.  per  cwt.  only).  Mr.  Poole,  however,  has  not 
stated,  and  as  I  have  nothing  to  conceal  in  the  matter,  I  wiU  supply  the  omission,  viz.,  that 
I  have  as  yet  not  settled  ibr  Sie  arrow-root  in  question ;  but  this  is  probably  the  transaction 
alluded  to  in  Mr.  Roper's  evidence,  although  ne  there  speaks  of  some  anx)WHPoot,  divided 
between  two  Commissioners,  not  having  been  paid  for. 

When  the  article  was  received  it  was  unaccompanied  by  any  bill  of  parcels,  or  other  memo- 
randum; and  in  reply  to  my  repeated  applications  to  Mr.  Poole,  I  received  various  answers^ 
such  as,  ^^  the  parties  had  not  sent  in  their  account;''  ''  that  he  was  so  engaged  in  lotting 
good?  for  the  sales  that  he  had  not  had  time  to  attend  to  it ;"  '^  that  he  would  be  more  at 
leisure  in  a  week  or  two,  when  he  would  positivelv  let  me  know  the  cost,"  &c.  &c.  And  tbns 
the  matter  continued  until  the  period  when  Mr.  roole  was  suspended,  and  afterwards  dis-^ 
missed.  As  Mr.  Poole  has  now  stated  in  his  evidence  the  cost  of  the  arrow-root,  I  shall 
immediately  employ  some  person  to  endeavour  to  find  him  out  and  discharge  my  debt. 

These  are  the  true  facts  of  the  case,  and  I  have  only  to  add,  that  I  .voluntarily  stated  the 
same  to  the  Secretary,  at  a  period  when  I  little  expected  any  communication  would  have  beea 
made  to  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry  on  the  sucgect. 

The  statement  of  Mr.  Poole,  that  he  has  been  employed  to  purchase  articles  for  me  at  the 
Custom-house  sales,  is  correct ;  upon  two  occasions  did  I  so  commission  him.  Once  he  pur- 
chased two  common  clocks  for  me ;  but  upon  the  other  occasion  he  was  not  successful,  the 
article  having  produced  a  sum  beyond  what  I  had  authorized  him  to  bid.  It  is  to  be  remarked^ 
that  those  sales  are  conducted  in  the  most  open  manner,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number 
of  persons  of  various  descriptions ;  and  although  I  believe  it  to  nave  been  the  practice  from 
time  immemorial  for  persons  belonging  to  the  department  to  become  purchasers  by  them- 
selves or  agents,  I  have  never  heard  a  complaint  upon  that  account  on  the  part  of  the  public ; 
whilst  it  is  manifestly  to  the  interest  of  the  Crown  that  there  should  be  as  many  bidders  as 
possible.  A  reference  to  the  catalogues  will,  I  am  satisfied,  show  that  articles  purchased  for 
persons  in  this  department  have  not  been  sold  at  a  less  price  than  when  similar  articles  were 
purchased  by  other  parties ;  and  Mr.  Poole  has  himself  acknowledged  that  *^  he  did  not 
Knock  down  the  lots  without  giving  others  an  opportunity  to  bid." 

With  respect  to  my  letter  to  Mr.  Poole,  alluded  to  in  his  evidence,  relative  to  the  purchase 
of  some  Dutch  drops  for  Lady  Freeling,  I  perfectly  well  recollect  receiving  from  that  lady, 
when  Sir  Henry  was  in  Cornwall,  a  request  to  apply  to  Mr.  Poole  for  the  article  in  quest  on, 
but  I  had  not  the  remotest  idea,  neither,  I  am  convinced,  had  Sir  H.  Freeling,  that  the  Dutch 
drops,  although  seldom  imported,  and  consequently  difficult  to  obtain  genuine,  would  have 
been  procured  other  than  m  the  &irest  and  most  regular  manner.  Mr.  Poole  admits  that 
the  value  of  the  Dutch  drops  altogether  ^' would  not  have  been  half-a-crown,"  and  the  duty 
perhaps  not  three  farthings  !  And  this  is  the  very  difficult  matter  so  mysteriously  hinted  at 
m  Mr.  Roper's  evidence, 

I  can  give  no  account  of  what  is  alleged  relative  to  the  purchase  of  silk  or  other  articles 
for  Sir  Henry  Freeling,  not  being  aware  of  the  circumstances  of  those  cases.  Had  he  been 
alive,  I  am  convinced  that  the  most  satisfactory  and  straightforwai*d  explanations  would  have 
been  given  with  respect  to  all  that  has  been  insinuated  or  chained  against  him.  Being  upon 
the  most  friendly  and  confidential  tenns  of  intercourse  with  Sir  Henry  Freeling,  I  had  the 
means  of  knowing  that  Mr.  Poole  was  continually  offering  to  execute  commissions  for 
him;  and  in  avaihng  himself  of  Mr.  Poole's  services,  I  am  satisfied  that  Sir  Heniy  never 
contemplated  the  least  irregularity,  much  less  that  of  being  a  party  to  induce  an  officer  to 
betray  his  duty.  But  it  is  unnecessary  to  say  more  upon  this  point,  inasmuch  as,  although 
Mr.  Poole  greatly  prevaricates  as  to  the  purchase  of  the  goods  at  the  invoice  price,  again 
and  again  is  he  compelled  to  admit  that  Sir  Henry  FreeSng  never  asked  him  to  get  any 
goods  without  payment  of  duty. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  express  my  readiness  to  undergo  any  examination  before  the 
Commissioners  of  Inquiry,  or  other  tribunal,  relating  to  any  or  all  of  the  transactions  ii^ 
jvhich  my  name  has  been  brought  forward.

Having  seen  some  evidence  given  by  Mr.  Poole  before  the  Commissioners  of  Revenue  In- 
quiry, in  which  he  speaks  of  my  having  purchased  articles  at  Custom-house  sales,  I  beg  to 
state,  that  I  have  no  recollection  of  having  ever  purchased  any  article  at  any  Custoin-house 
sale,  and  I  believe  that  I  never  did. 

In  the  course  qi  the  summer  of  1840  or  1841,  a  friend  of  mine,  Mr.  Jarvis,  a  member  of 
the  Toxophilite  Society,  to  whom  I  had  mentioned  that  some  French  clocks  were  for  sale 
at  the  next  Custom-house  sale,  came  to  see  them.  I  went  with  him  into  the  Queen's  ware- 
house, and,  according  to  my  memory,  the  clocks  were  shown  to  us  by  Mr.  Poole,  and  Mr. 
Jarvis  afterwards  purchased  one. 

I  have  occasionally,  mentioned  to  my  friends  when  any  particular  articles,  such  as  old 
china,  old  carved  work  French  clocks,  and  so  forth,  were  aoout  to  be  sold ;  but  the  above 
is  the  only  instance  which  I  can  recollect  of  any  of  my  friends  having  become  a  purchaser.

,    Honourable  Sirs,  4  December  1843. 

Although  the  Board  have  not  refused  to  me  the  evidence  given  before  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Revenue  Inquiry  by  Mr.  Roper  and  Mr.  Poole,  ai^  that,  perhaps,  because 
rthey  have  a  full  reliance  in  my  honesty,  and  are  convinced  I  could  not  have  conducted 
myself  in  respect  to  Lang,  as  has  been  represented,  yet  I  trust  I  shall  stand  excused  for 
stating,  that  I  am  utterly  at  a  loss  to  discover  what  part  of  my  conduct  could  have  in- 
duced my  Lord  Granville  Somerset  to  a»k  an  employ^  of  "The  Times"  newspaper — a  man 
wholly  unknown  to  me,  and  to  every  one  who  has  an  intimate  knowledge  or  my  character 
and  conduct — whether  I  am  an  "  honest  man  ?" 

If  my  Lord  Granville  Somerset  has  been  informed  that  I  am  living  at  an  expense  much 
beyond  my  official  income,  and  concludes  from  that  circumstance  my  honesty  must  be 
questionable,  I  should  like  his  Lordship  to  be  informed,  that  I  am  quite  ready  to  explain  to 
him  the  sources  which  enable  me  so  to  live ;  and  also  to  show  that  my  means  have  been 
legitimately  and  honestly  obtained,  and  through  a  channel  quite  unconnected  with  the  ser- 
vice ;  and  that  (but  this  I  state  humbly  and  gratefiilly,  not  boastinely)  my  private  property 
affords  me  the  means  of  living  quite  as  well  as  I  have  ever  yet  done,  without  my  official 
income,  as  well  as  with  it. 

With  regard  to  what  Mr.  Poole  has  represented  of  my  conduct  in  connexion  with  Mr. 
Lang,  I  would  remark,  that  in  no  instance  did  I  ever  see  Lang  Uke  spirits ;  that  I  never 
knew  him  to  do  so  whilst  I  was  engaged  in  taking  statements  from  him ;  and  that  I  never 
saw  him,  to  my  knowledge,  excited  with  strong  drink  of  any  kind ;  and  I  beg,  therefore,  to 
deny  the  whole  of  such  representation  in  the  strongest  expressions  of  language  it  is  in  my 
power  to  convey.

Mr.  Dcwdingy  Surveyor-general  to  the  Commissioners  of  Customs. 

Honourable  Sirs,  7  December  1843. 

I  HAVE  carefully  read  and  considered  the  evidence  given  by  Mr.  Poole,  late  landing- 
waiter,  and  Messrs.  Beckwith  and  Roper,  of  whom  I  know  nothing.  I  have  made  extracts 
from  such  evidence  as  are  alleged  to  apply  to  me ;  and  I  submit  my  observations  thereon 
for  the  Board's  consideration,  or  transmisMon  to  the  Commissioners  of  Parliamentary  In- 

auiry,  should  they  see  fit.  In  doing  this,  I  cannot  avoid  expressing  my  mortification  and 
isgust  at  being  called  upon,  after  a  service  of  36  years,  many  of  which  I  have  had  the 
gratification  to  enjoy  the  confidence  of  the  Board,  to  reply  to  a  series  of  calumnies  and  a 
tissue  of  falsehooas.  When,  however,  I  reflect  and  see  that  the  members  of  the  Board  are 
attacked  with  the  same  degree  of  malice  and  scurrility,  I  cannot  complain,  but  hope  that 
the  Board  will  be  satisfied  with  the  explanations  I  have  hastily  given  to  the  extent  of  my 
recollection.

dat^  7  Dec^^ber  1843. 


EviDB!*cB  of  Mr.  Roper ^  27  September  1843. 

'^  Mr.  Hastings,  senior,  is  stated  to  have  said  that  his  son  said  Mr.  So-and-so  frequently 
had  alluded  in  the  most  pointed  manner  to  letters  being  in  existence  with  *  Dear  Billy,* 
and  he,  Mr.  Dowding,  wishes  to  be  furnished  with  more  wine  at  the  same  price,  and  his  son 
made  no  secret  of  what  he  declares  to  be  the  fact." 

In  reply  I  observe,  who  Mr.  So-and-so  is  I  know  not,  but  if  Mr.  Bumby  is  intended,  I 
have  only  to  say,  it  is  not  true ;  no  such  letter  was  ever  written  by  me,  and  1  never  had  any 
transaction  wim  Mr.  Bumby,  to  which  such  a  letter  could  be  made  to  apply. 

**  Mr.  Scovell  mentioned  it,  and  it  was  referred  immediotely  to  Mr.  Dowding.  Mr.  Dowd-< 
ing  immediately  communicated  with  Mr.  Bumby,  and  the  next  day  he  went  to  search 
Bumby's  house,  and  he  went  to  search  Buraby's  house  in  Bumby's  cab,  and  Bumby 
driving  him ;  he  searched  the  house,  but  what  was  there  I  cannot  say.  Dowding  reported 
n^Xt  &y  that  there  was  nothing  amiss;  this  was  in  1839." 

Here  are  two  events  alluded  to,  said  to  have  occurred  at  the  same  time,  but  if  my  memory 
serves  me,  some  time  elapsed  between  them.  Mr.  Scovell  sent  for  me  one  morning,  ana 
told  me  he  had  received  information  that  Mr.  Bumby  had  of  late  been  frequently  crossing 
over  to  the  continent,  and  he  asked  me  if  I  knew  whether  such  was  the  fact ;  this  was  in 
1840  or  1841 ;  at  this  time  Mr.  Bumby^s  character  had  not  been  impeached,  and,  as  I  have 
no  hesitation  in  saving,  that  I  then  believed  him  far  above  doin^  what  has  since  been  proved 
he  was  guilty  of,  I  asked  him  if  the  intelligence  was  correct ;  he  declared  solemnly  that  it 
wafe'ndt,  that  be  had  been  but  twice  on  the  continent  in  his  life, — once  with  Captain  Bumaby 
of  the  Artillery,  to  bring  over  to  England  a  Mr.  Oliver,  Captain  Bumal^'s  &ther-in-law ; 
'  and  once  after  he  was  married  he  took  his  wife  to  Calais,  made  a  short  tour,  and  brought  her 
home  again  byway  of  Boulogne:  on  the  latter  occasion  it  was,  I  believe,  that  he  brought 
the  wardrobe  which  Mr.  Bumby  alleges  Mr.  Poole  passed  for  him  at  a  nominal  value.  In 
respoct  to  searching  Mr.  Bumby 's  house,  it  occurred  as  follows:  in  1836,  the  Chaimian  sent 
for  me,  and  put  into  my  hands  an  anonymous  letter,  which  stated,  that  Bamby  and  Hast- 
ings, at  that  time  living  together  in  Soho-square,  were  both  in  the  constant  practice  of 
bnndng  out  of  the  docks  sample  bottles  of  wine  and  spirits,  and  taking  them  nome ;  the 
'Chamnan  asked  me  if  I  believed  it;  I  said,  decidedly  not;  that  I  had  met  them  both  in 
-  highly  respectable  society,  that  I  admitted  Mr.  Bumby  as  a  visitor  to  my  house,  and  I  did 
I  not  believe  either  of  the  parties  capable  of  such  conduct:  the  Chairman  replied,  that  he  did 
not.  wish  to  put  the  letter  into  the  hands  of  an  inferior  officer,  with  directions  to  search  the 
house,  for  if  it  turned  out  to  be  false,  it  interfered  with  subordination,  and  lessened  a  sup^ 
rior  in  the  ^es  of  an  inferior,  but  he  must  take  some  notice  of  it. 

I  then  said,  if  the  Chauman  would  give  the  letter  to  me,  though  a  most  unpleasant 
errand,  I  would  go  and  search  the  lodgings  myself.  On  the  same  day  I  went  to  the  XondoQ 
.Docks,  just  before  four  o'olodc,  and  at  the  gate  I  saw  Mr.  Bumby'a  cab ;  Mr.  Bumby 
shortly  appeared,  and  I  asked  him  ifhe  would  give  mea  cast  to  the  west  end  of  the  town;  to 
this  he  readily  assented :  in  the  course  of  the  drive  he  asked  where  I  would  be  set  down,  and 
*  I  told  him  I  was  going  into  his  neighbourhood,  and  would  go  home  with  him,  which  I  did. 

On  my  entering  his  lodgings,  I  then,  and  not  until  then,  told  him  the  object  of  my  visit, 
and  that  I  had  an  order  to  search  his  lodgings.  The  first  floor  was  occupied  by  some  gentle- 
man, Bumby  and  Hastings  occupying  the  second  floor.  Mr.  Bumby  instantly,  and  without 
the  least  hesitation,  opened  all  tne  cupboards  and  presses  and  drawers  in  the  joint  sitting- 
I'oom,  and  took  me  mto  the  respective  bed-rooms  of  himself  and  Mr.  H9stings,  where  he 
made  a  similar  exposure  of  every  tiring  in  the  rooms,  and  there  was  not  any  thing  therein 
which  in  the  least  degree  confirmed  the  information  contained  in  the  anonymous  letter ; 
Mr.  Burnby  then  took  me  down  to  the  basement,  where  he  unlocked  their  cellar,  and  there 
again  every  thing  appeared  as  cellars  usuafly  do^  and  I  found  nothing  which  would  justify 
the  suspicion  that  smuggled  goods  were  in  the  house.  Mr.  D.  J.  Blake  has  saidf,  that 
Mr.  Bumby  has  brageed  mat  I  gave  him  timely  notice  of  my  intention  to  search  his  premises, 
arid  he  had  removed  every  thing  away  he  did  not  wish  me  to  see;  but  I  solemnly  deny  this 
allegation^  and  am  rather  inclined  to  think  Bumby,  himself,  never  made  the  assertion,  at 
least  I  have  his  written  denial.  I  reported  to  the  Chairman  the  result,  ahd  he  was  satisfied ; 
and  I  apprehend  he  is  better  able  to  form  an  estimate  of  my  honesty  and  my  integrity  than  the 
individual  who  has  detailed  the  circumstances  connected  (as  he  says)  with  theoccurrence. 

Q.  Mr.  Poole  was  aware  of  all  that  was  gbing  on,  and  ne  kept  it  to  himself?— 
A,  Mr.  Poole  was  examined  by  Mr.  Dowding,  and  he  objected,  in  the  first  instance,  to 
give  up  the  nsune  of  his  informant,  but  after  a  ^eat  deal  of  pressing  he  gave  it  up  in  confi- 
dence, and  then  it  tumed  out  that  it  was  "  ChfT  Jones,"  a  most  notorious  smuggler ;  arid, 
since  then,  Mr.  Burnby  has  not  forgotten  Mr.  Poole. 

This  does  not  appear  to  call  for  any  reply,  for  it  implies  no  charge  against  any  pern  ombat 
Clff  Jones^    :  .    ^ 

Q.  You  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  Mr.  Dowding  has  continued  his  intimacy  with 
Mr.  Burnby  since  these  raitttersi — A.  I  have  reason  to  know  it  .up  to  this  moment. 

Q.  Intimacy  beyond  that  sort  of  communication  which  his  official  inquiry  might  lead  tot 
— A.  He  has  been  visiting  him. 

Q.  Socially? 
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*  Q,  Socially  f — A.  Socially ;  Dowding  was  the  referee  at  Burnby's  marriage  settlement ; 
Dowding  has  within  the  last  six  months  compromised  a  felony  for  Burnby. 

Q.  How  coald  he  do  that? — A.  It  was  for  forgery  in  his  marriage  settlement  Dowding 
is  as  completely  at  Burnby's  mercy  as  one  man  can  be  to  another ;  there  are  some  very 
carious  documents  existing.  It  is  not  three  months  ago  that  Burnby  said,  •'  Charley  Dowd- 
ing dare  not  do  it."     I  am  speaking  of  what  happened  within  a  month. 

Q.  Burnby  thinks  he  has  got  him  so  completely  in  his  power? — A.  Yes;  I  would  not 
repeat  it  after  Burnby ;  but  it  is  a  very  singular  thing  that  Burnby  has  been  reported  six  or 
seven  times ;  every  case  of  Burnby's  has  been  investigated  by  Mr.  Dowding,  and  in  every 
case  Mr.  Dowding  has  reported,  in  the  face  of  evidence  as  clear  as  the  sun  at  noonday,  tfiat 
Mr.  Burnby  had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  He  is  on  the  roost  intimate  terms  with  liim ;  there 
are  notes  passing  at  all  hours ;  he  was'mixed  up  with  him  in  some  concerns  in  Ireland,  which 
are  not  over  and  above  creditable.  He  was  his  referee  when  he  was  married ;  his  name  is 
mentioned  some  time  a^o  with  respect  to  some  transaction,  and  an  attorney  in  Hatton-garden 
said  to  him,  "  Be  cautious  what  you  are  about."  **  Oh,"  he  said,  "  never  fear  it,  (Parley 
Dowding  will  pull  me  through ;  he  cannot  help  himself." 

In  the  same  decree  and  proportion  in  which  my  guilt  and  criminality  would  appear  self- 
evident,  if  what  IS  here  detailed  was  true,  so  should  the  evidence  obtaiped  from  tne  source 
admitted  to  be  the  case  in  this  instance  be  received  with  caution,  and  inteqpreted  with 
liberality ;  and  though  I  feel  mortified  at  being  called  upon  to  reply  to  such  detail  of 
calumny  collected  from  dismissed  officers,  I  approach  the  duty  with  perfect  confidence  in 
the  justice  I  shall  receive  at  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs,  who  will  not  with- 
draw the  trust  they  have  invariably  reposed  in  me  during  a  service  of  dd  years,  when 
assailed  by  malice,  slander  and  falsehood. 

In  the  first  place,  then,  as  to  the  intimacy  with  Mr.  Burnby,  up  to  this  moment  (27th 
September  1843).  I  left  London  on  the  1st  April  last,  and  did  not  return  ontil  the  22d 
August  following,  being  specially  employed  at  Greenock,  on  an  investigation,  inspecting  the 
ports  on  the  west  coast  or  Scotland,  and  subsequently  on  an  investigation  at  Dumfries ;  and 
since  my  return  to  London  I  have  never  seen  or  spoken  to  Mr.  Burnby,  except  when  he 
has  been  in  attendance  on  Mr.  Weston  at  the  Custom-house.  This  reply  will,  I  appr^ 
bend,  negative  the  assertion  ^'  that  I  have  socially  communicated  with  him,  or  that  I  have 
visited  him."  Of  Mr.  Burnby's  marriage  settlement  I  know  nothinjg  but  from  hearsay; 
when  Mr.  Burnby  had  been  accepted,  as  1  suppose,  by  his  present  wife,  Mr.  White,  a  soli- 
citor, with  whom  I  had  once  crossed  fix)m  Dublin  to  Holyhead,  and  who  was  married  to 
the  sister  of  Mr.  Burnby's  wife,  called  at  my  office  with  Burnby^  and  represented  himself 
as  the  guardian  or  trustee  to  the  lady  (Miss  Falkner),  stating. uiat  Mr.  Burnby  had  made 
an  offer  to  his  ward,  and  it  was  his  duty  to  inquire  into  the  character  and  respectability  of 
him.  I  told  him  in  a  very  few  words,  that  I  knew  nothing  of  Mr.  Burnby's  family  con- 
nexions, or  his  private  means ;  that  I  had  heard  him  allude  to  some  property  he  possessed 
at  or  near  Canterbury,  but  I  was  ignorant  of  its  extent ;  that  I  had  never  heard  any  thing 
to  the  prejudice  of  bis  character  as  a  gentleman,  and  that  I  admitted  him  as  a  visitor  in  my 
family ;  with  this  opinion  which  I  entertained  of  Mr.  Burnby,  Mr.  White  appeared  satis- 
fied, and  withdrew,  taking  Mr.  Burnby  with  him,  who  had  remained  in  the  room  a  listener 
to  what  had  passed.  It  certainly  was  then  my  impression,  as  it  still  is,  that  Mr.  White  had 
made  up  his  mind  to  bestow  his  ward  and  her  fortune  on  Mr.  Burnby,  and  his  application 
to  me  was  more  a  matter  of  business,  than  with  an  expectation  he  would  discover  any 
thing  to  alter  his  determination,  for  in  reality  he  did  not  ask  half  the  questions  he  would 
had  he  been  hiring  a  groom. 

In  respect  to  the  settlement  and  the  bond  of  a  Mr.  Dennin,  which  I  have  heard  was  to 
form  part  of  that  settlement,  I  can  only  say  I  know  nothing  of  it ;  I  never  heard  of  it,  until 
a  rupture  took  place  between  Mr.  Burnby  and  Mr.  White;  and  of  any  felonious  act  connected 
with  that  deed,  I  know  nothing. 

In  reference  to  the  complaints  made  against  Mr.  Burnby,  six  or  seven,  all  of  which  were 
investigated  by  me,  I  answer,  that  I  never  investigated  a  charge  against  Mr.  Burnby -in  my 
life,  nor  am  1  aware  that  six  or  seven  have  been  preferred  against  him  during  his  efervice 
in  the  Customs,  and  if  1  had  reported  contrary  to  the  evidence,  which  is  stated  to  have 
been  as  clear  as  the  sun  at  noonday,  the  evidence  itself  being  always  before  the  Board 
when  my  report  on  a  charge  is  read  and  considered,  I  should  very  soon  have  been 
detected  in  my  partiality,  and  whatever  I  might  have  represented,  if  opposed  to  the  evi- 
dence, would  have  had  little  weight  with  the  Board  in  coming  to  their  decision  on  the  case 
before  tliem. 

In  respect  to  notes  passing  at  all  times  between  Mr.  Burnby  and  myself,  I  give  the 
assertion  a  most  unconditional  contradiction ;  and  having  a  reference  to  transactions  with 
Burnby  when  in  Ireland,  I  could  not  possibly  apprehend  what  was  here  meant,  had  not  a 
paragraph  appeared  in  ^^  The  Times,"  stating  that  Burnby,  when  a  clerk  in  the  coast- 
guard in  Dublin,  and  myself,  when  on  duty  in  that  city,  contrived,  by  our  joint  official 
influence,  to  get  an  entire  coast-guard  station  removed  and  withdrawn,  in  order  that  we 
might  effect  a  landing  of  a  cargo  of  wine  or  tobacco.  1  have  not  **  The  Times  "  to  refer 
to,  but  such  was  the  purport  of  the  paragraph.  The  absurdity  of  such  a  statement  carries 
with  it  the  conviction  of  its  entire  falsehood  ;  but  although  I  have  some  recollectfon  when 
before  the  Commissioners  of  Revetme  Inquiry,  of  being  asked  some  questions  relative  to  my 
lEtcquaintance  with  Mr.  Burnby,  when  on  duty  in  Ireland,  I  will  now  state  the  extent  of  our 
acquaintance  when  in  that  city,  which  was  confined  to  three  or  four  meetings  at  mutual 
friends*  houses. 

508.  H  I  had 
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I  had  no  official  acquaintance,  no  individual  intimacy  with  him,  and,  except  on  the  occa* 
Bions  referred  to,  i  never  by  any  accident  met  with  him,  or  saw  him. 

I  left  Ireland  in  July  1828,  and  was  at  Liverpool  till  April  1882,  during  which  period  I 
never  saw  or  heard  of  Mr.  Bumby.  When  I  was  promoted  to  my  present  office,  m  April 
1832,  some  months  after,  I  accidentally  met  Mr.  Bumby  in  the  Custom-house,  and  then  for 
the  first  time  I  heard  that  his  services  had  been  transferred  from  the  coast-guard  office  in 
Dublin,  to  the  same  branch  in  London.  Never  having  seen  Mr.  Bumby  in  Dublin  but  in 
highly  respectable  society,  I  invited  him  to  my  house,  and  he  occasionally  visited  there,  and, 
from  his  conduct  and  behaviour  on  those  occasions,  I  formed  the  opinion  of  him  which 
induced  me  to  speak  of  him  to  Mr.  White  in  the  manner  I  did. 

Dowding  was  told  of  these  things  going  on  by  Cordingley;  he  went  and  saw  Dowding 
— Dowding  said, '  Give  mean  instance;   he  said,  *  the  facts  are  so  and  so:  do  your  woric. 

I  have  not  the  most  distant  recollection  of  ever  having  had  any  conversation  vrith  Mr. 
Cordmgley  on  any  subject  but  on  the  subject  of  distinction  and  discnmination  between  men's 
and  women's  gloves,  which  was  in  the  year  1835,  in  the  month  of  June ;  certainly  not  on 
the  subject  oi  smuggling;  and  as  it  is  stated  in  the  answer  to  a  following  question  in  Mr. 
Roper's  evidence,  tSat  Cordingley  is  a  smuggler  himself,  and  will  be  committed,  it  is  evi- 
dently an  after-thought  of  Coraingley  to  say  he  had  given  information  against  proceeding^ 
in  which  he  himself  was  engaged. 

Q«  What  was  it  that  induced  Bamby  to  attack  Poole? — A.  I  will  tell  you  how  it 
occurred:  Cliff  Jones  and  Bumby  fell  out;  be  made  a  communication  to  Poole,  Poole 
to  Rolls,  Rolls  told  it  to  Cox;  KoUs,  Cox  and  Pople  then  called  upon  old  Shaw,  and 
told  him.  Shaw  could  not  keep  the  secret ;  he  said  it  was  dangerous  to  all  of  them ; 
he  communicated  it  to  Mr.  Dowding,  and  Mr.  Dowding  the  very  day  it  is  communi- 
cated, instead  of  examining  into  it,  goes  and  tells  Bumby,  who  was  his  communicant,  that 
Poole  was  the  man  who  let  the  *'  cat  out  of  the  bag ;"  and  he  comes  down,  and  has  a  devil 
of  a  row  with  Poole;  they  ask  him  who  is  the  informant,  and  for  a  long  while  he  declined 
telling  it,  and  he  wrote  a  letter  declining  to  give  the  name.  The  Surveyor-general  insisted 
upon  having  it.  Poole  then  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Surveyor-general,  which  I  have  some- 
where, statmg  that  it  was  confidential,  and  he  tmsted  that  they  would  not  insist  on  his  giving 
it ;  this  took  place  two  or  three  years  ago ;  I  cannot  find  the  letter,  but  Dowding  communi- 
cated Poole's  evidence  to  Bumby,  and  Dowding  immediately  communicated  what  Shaw 
had  stated  to  the  Surveyor-general  to  Bumby,  with  the  fact  that  Poole  was  the  man  who 
had  communicated  it  to  Shaw ;  then^  of  course,  Burnby  did  not  forget  to  give  all  the  Ijenefits 
of  it  at  a  subsequent  period. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  clue  to  the  reason  why  Bumby  was  the  first  to  come  forward,  and 
give  evidence  ? — A.  Yes,  he  knew  that  evidence  would  be  given  against  him  by  somebody 
ehe,  therefore  he  chose  to  be  the  first  in  the  market.  It  was  becoming  so  well  known  that 
there  was  another  man  in  the  market  who  was  bidding  for  it  before ;  and  Dowding  said  to 
him^  ''  the  thing  is  becoming  knovm,  and  you  had  better  be  first."  I  am  satisfied  that 
Dowding  prompted  him,  because  he  told  his  own  attorney  so^  something  was  discovered  ia 
1839,  and  Bumby  communicated  it  to  Dowding  privately. 

Q.  Bumby  never  said  any  thing  till  September  1841 1 — A.  No,  but  he  mentioned  that 
to  Dowding. 

Q.  His  first  direct  revelations  to  any  body  but  Dowding  were  in  September  1841 ;  do  you 
know  what  induced  him,  at  that  particular  moment,  to  come  forward? — A,  The  quarrelbe- 
tween  him  and  Hastings,  the  serious  split  between  Hastings  and.  Bumby,  upon  money 
matters,  did  not  take  place  till  after  that.  I  happened  to  know  what  the  cause  was,  for  I 
have  got  a  parcel  of  letters  from  the  one  to  the  other.  The  real  cause  was,  that  there  were 
too  many  people  in  it  to  make  it  a  safe  secret ;  and  he  was  afraid  that  h,  communication  had 
been  made  by  other  people,  and  he  was  determined  to  be  first.  Bonford,  the  silk  broker, 
made  a  communication  m  the  year  1839;  and  he  saw  Mr.  Dowdins;,  who  treated  it  very 
coolly,  and  told  him  to  go  about  his  business.  Cordingley  told  Mr.  Dowding  the  same 
thing;  he  said,  **  If  you  do  not  put  a  stop  to  it,  I  will  smuggle."  Dowding  denied  the 
existence  of  the  fact,  after  be  got  chapter  and  verse  from  Shaw's  communication.  I  think  it 
a  crael  thing  to  listen  to  such  a  man  as  Dowding,  with  reference  to  Shaw.  Dowding  is  iu 
constant  communication  with  Bumby.  Burnby's  cab  was  in  Thames-street  yesterday,  at 
half-past  11.  I  apprehend  he  was  at  the  Custom-house.  I  know  that  he  is  there  con- 
stantly ;  and  I  should  say  he  was  in  communication  with  Mr^  Dowding,  not  Mr.  Weston,  or 
rather  than  Mr.  Weston. 

"  The  parties  mentioned  to  me  are,  Dowding,  Fennings  and  Gray.  Then  besides  this, 
you  hear  strange  things  of  all  parties.  A  story  never  loses  any  thing  by  telling,  as  Mr,  Beck* 
with  has  shown  to  you  ;  and  I  feel  very  much  annoyed  at  it." 

In  reply  to  all  this,  I  observe,  that  I  am  ignorant  to  what  the  first  part  of  it  refers.  What 
cat  was  let  out  of  the  bag — what  quarrel  took  place  between  Cliff  Jones  and  Bumby — what 
was  told  Poole,  what  Poole  told  Rolls,  what  Kolls  told  Cox,  what  Cox  and  Rolls  told  old 
Shaw,  and  what  Shaw  told  Dowding,  1  know  not.  I  can  only  say,  1  never  received,  directly 
or  indirectly,  any  communication  from  Mr.  Shaw,  on  the  subject  of  smuggling,  in  my  life; 
and,  therefore,  I  had  nothing  to  communicate  to  Bumby.  There  was  an  occasion  on  which 
I  required  Mr.  Poole  to  give  the  name  of  some  informant^  which  I  believe  was  when  1  was 
investigating  the  charge  against  Mr.  Poole  himself,  but  he  declined  divulging  it»  The  charge 
against  Poole  was  commenced  by  me ;  but,  in  consequence  of  his  telling  me  I  was  conduct- 
ing it  to  his  prejudice,  it  was  given  over  to  Mr.  Weston,  who  finished  it,  and  Poole  was  dis- 
missed* 
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nissed.  The  fact  was^  any  question  which  I  put  to  a  witness  which  produced  an  answer 
against  him,  Mr.  Poole  considered  unfair  and  unjust^  as  if  an  investigation  had  not  for  its 
object  the  discoyery  of  truth,  but  rather  the  acquittal  of  the  accused. 

In  respect  to  the  revelations  of  Mr.  Bumby,  [  beg  to  say  they  were  first  made  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  in  the  presence  of  the  Chairman,  on  the  9th  of  November 
1841,  when  he  then  and  mere  denounced  as  unfaithful  and  dishonest  servants  nineteen  of 
his  brother  officers. 

The  following  morning  Mr,  Bumby  called  on  me  and  told  me  what  he  had  done ;  I  did 
not  hesitate  to  point  out  to  him  his  egregious  folly,  in  having  accused  so  many  officers  whose 
conduct  and  character  at  that  time  was  above  suspicion,  some  of  them  the  best  in  the  ser- 
vice, when  he  had  only  his  own  assertion  to  convict  them,  or  even  to  justify  a  belief  of  their 
guilt  While  I  was  being  astonished  at  his  recital,  I  was  sent  for  by  the  Chairman,  who 
told  me  all  that  had  taken  place  the  day  previous ;  that  Mr.  Burnby  had  hazarded  to  denounce 
many  of  bis  most  valuable  officers  without  being  able  to  bring  forward  any  proof  of  their 
guilt ;  that  he  proposed  traps  should  be  laid  to  catch  the  individuals  whose  names  appeared 
on  his  list,  by  his  (Bumby)  being  allowed  an  advance  of  money,  and  to  import  French  goods, 
which  he  would  land  and  cause  to  be  examined  by  successional  importations  by  each  of 
those  officers ;  and  that  he  would  stake  his  life  on  the  fact  that  every  package  should  be 
delivered  on  payment  of  one-third  of  the  duty  actually  due.  To  this  proposal  the  Chan- 
Cjellor  and  the  Chairman  had  a  most  decided  objection,  but  as  Mr.  Burnby  had  thought  fit 
to  accuse  his  officers,  the  Chaiitnan  insisted  on  Burnby's  proving  his  charge  ;  that  things 
should  not,  could  not,  remain  as  they  were,  and  he  must  insist  on  his  proving  what  he  ha4 
advanced,  or  be  prepared  to  take  the  consequences  upon  himself. 

The  Chairman  also  told  roe,  that  Burnby  had  enforced  a  promise  firom  him,  that  be  would 
Dot  communicate  what  he  had  stated  to  any  body  but  myself. 

From  that  time  until  Bumby 's  own  guilt  was  established,  I  was  the  go-between  the.  Chair- 
man and  Bumby,  the  former  insisting  on  Bumby  proving  bis  charges,  and  the  latter  urging 
the  expediency  of  importing  goods,  and  entrapping  the  officers. 

How  far  this  looks  like  my  urging  or  prompting  Mr.  Bumby  to  reveal  what  he  knew,  I 
leave  for  the  Board  to  determine. 

The  Commissioners  of  Inquiry  are  already  in  possession  of  all  proceedings  since ;  but  if  I 
bad  ui^ed  Bumby,  as  Mr.  Uoper  states  I  did,  1  apprehend  it  would  have  been  no  departure 
from  the  strict  line  of  my  duty;  but  Mr.  Roper,  while  he  attaches  blame  to  me  for  not  be- 
lieving that  smuggling  was  being  carried  on,  as  alleged  by  Mr.  Banford,  who,  he  declares, 
called  on  me,  and  gave  me  that  information,  he  would  also  imply  that  1  was  to  be  condemned 
for  urging  Bumby  to  reveal  the  names  of  the  parties  implicated  in  such  transactbns ;  that  [ 
did  not  urge  him  is  evident;  and  as  regards  Mr„  Banford,  it  is  the  first  time  I  recollect 
bearing  bis  name  mentioned,  and  I  have  no  recollection  of  having  ever  seen  him ;  and  with 
reference  to  the  chapter  and  verse  which  I  received  from  Mr.  Shaw,  the  landing-surveyor,  I 
most  distinctly  deny  having  ever  received  any  such  intimation  from  that  officer.  ' 

On  the  2Bth  or  29th  July  1842  Mr,  Burnby  put  into  my  hands  certain  letters  from  a 
Mr.  Queddling,  addressed  to  Bumby,  in  which  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  Mr.  Hastings 
was  impeached ;  those  letters  I  laid  before  the  Board,  and  on  their  being  read,  Mr.  Hastings 
was  suspended,  and  I  was  directed  to  charge  him  with  the  offences  therein  alluded  to. 

Almost  at  the  same  moment  Hastings  made  an  overture  to  divulge  certain  misdeeds  of 
Bumby,  and  the  Secretary  called  on  Mr.  Hastings  at  his  house  in  the  Clapham  Road,  and 
did  receive  some  communication  from  Hastings ;  but  as  Hastings  was  suspended,  on  the 
information  of  Bumby,  all  further  communication  with  Hastings,  whose  evidence  then  would 
only  have  been  in  the  li^ht  of  recrimination,  was  at  an  end. 

The  charge  against  Hastings  was  investigated  by  me ;  Bumby  did  not  appear,  and  conse- 
quently gave  DO  evidence ;  but  sufficient  evidence  was  produced,  the  charge  was  proved,  and 
Mr.  Hastings  dismissed, 

Mr.  Bumby  comes  to  the  Custom-house  whenever  his  attendance  is  required  by  Mr. 
Weston,  who  is  specially  engaged  taking  evidence,  to  elucidate  the  frauds  which  have  been, 
and  which  may  nave  been  practised ;  and  the  cab  in  which  Mr.  Bumby  can^e  may  have 
been  seen  in  Thames-street; but  I  can  assure  the  Board  I  have  long  ceased  to  have  any 
communication  with  Mr.  Burnby,  except  strictly  official,  and  then  in  the  presence  of  Mr. 
Weston  or  Mr.  Lemon,  the  chief  clerk. 

So  long  as  there  was  no  proof  of  Mr.  Bumby's  being  an  accomplice  in  the  frauds,  I  did 
not  allow  the  recriminating  observations  to  weigh  with  me  in  my  estimation  of  him.  It  was 
suspected,  long  before  it  was  known,  that  he  had  given  information  against  some  officers; 
ana  all  those  whose  guilty  consciences  were  afraid  naturally  were  loud  in  the  condemnation 
of  the  man  who  would  be  their  accuser ;  to  throw  doubt  upon  his  integrity  and  veracity,  was 
nothing  but  what  was  to  be  expected ;  and  I  have  more  than  once  told  the  Chairman,  who 
was  sceptical  as  to  Bumby's  integrity,  that  until  I  discovered  something  against  him  I  could 
not  beliieve  but  that  he  was  honest,  and  therefore  I  could  not  join  the  hunt  to  run  bin)  down, 
Bumby,  up  to  the  twelfth  hour,  gave  me  the  most  positive  and  the  most  awful  assurance 
that  he  was  mnocent,  and  that  he  had  never  received  one  farthing  of  money  from  any  indi- 
vidual for  lending  himself  to  a  transaction  of  fraud ;  and  the  day  before  I  last  was  de- 
spatched to  Dublin,  I  sent  for  him,  and  told  him,  the  Chairman  still  suspected  him,  and  I 
urged  him,  if  he  had  ever  been  decoyed  or  induced  to  do  what  he  had  accused  others  of,  to 
acknowledge  it  at  once;  that  I  had  taken  his  part,  and  if  he  was  deceiving  me,  he  was  not 
a  scoundrel  of  a  common  caste,  but  the  most  infernal  villain  that  the  world  could  produce. 
His  reply  was,  "  You  may  well  say  so ;  if  I  am  not  what  I  profess  to  you  to  be,  I  am  all 
you  say." 

508.  H   2  Within 
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Within  a  very  few  days  notes  were  traced  to  Baroby's  hands,  received  from  Tye,  tha 
agenty  and  then,  when  all  denial  was  U8eless7  he  acknowledged  hts  offence.  Since  that 
period,  I  hardly  need  assure  the  Board  my  acquaintance  has  ceased,  whatever  Mr.  Roper 
may  assert  to  the  contrary. 

Mr.  John  Poolers  Evidence,  taken  13  October  1843. 

Mr.  Poole  states,  that  he  had  received  information  that  Burnby,  when  absent,  wa^ 
in  France ;  that  he  had  been  introduced  to  a  house  of  Counroisier  k  Pigot ;  that  he 
represented  that  he  had  the  means  of  passing  silks  at  any  price,  and  at  any  rate,  and 
under  any  circumstances,  and  requested  them  to  send  some ;  that  he  (Poole)  bad  also* 
information  that  Williams  and  Mottram  had  given  orders  that  some  cases  oi  silk  goods 
should  be  sent  over,  the  marks  and  numbers  of  wUch  he  (Poole)  also  possessed ;  that  be 
communicated  this  to  Mr.  Cox  and  to  Mr.  Alexander  Shaw ;  that  those  two  gentlemen,  tbe 
following  morning,  communicated  it  to  Mr.  Scovell,  the  secretary  ;  by  him  it  was  communi- 
cated to  Mr.  Dowding,  and  Mr.  Dowding  communicated  it  to  Mr.  Burnby;  but  the  com- 
munication made  to  Mr.  Burnby  by  Mr.  Dowding  was  subsequent  to  that ;  it  was  not  at 
the  time  of  that  communication  the  object  was  defeated  and  checked. 

My  name  having  been  introduced  here,  I  can  only  refer  to  my  reply  to  the  evidence  given 
by  Mr.  Roper,  and  that  this  is  the  first  time,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection,  that  I  ever 
heard  the  information  vms  so  distinct  as  to  embrace  marks  and  numbers  of  the  cases  of 
silk  goods ;  1  only  remark,  I  never  had  such  information  communicated  either  by  the 
secretary,  or  any  one  else. 

Mr,  roole  states,  that  he  made  no  communication  of  the  before-mentioned  affair,  until 
he  was  charged,  by  me,  with  having  withheld  information  which,  under  the  article  of 
his  instructions,  he  was  bound  to  divulge.  Such  was  the  charge,  and  on  a  reference  to* 
it  will  be  seen  all  that  transpked  on  that  .occasion ;  but  I  cannot  admit  that  I  revealed 
to  Mr.  Burnby  any  thing  that  passed  in  the  course  of  the  inquiry. 

Mr.  Poole  asserts,  that  Mr.  Dowding  and  Mr.  Burnby  were  on  the  strictest  terms  of 
intimacy,  and  that  he  became  aware  of  it  from  letters  which  he  had  seen  repeatedly 
from  Mr.  Dowding  to  Mr.  Burnby,  in  Mr.  Dowding's  handwriting,  and  in  Mr.  Burnby^ 
possession.  The  last  letter  Mr.  Poole  thinks  he  saw  or  heard  Biimby  say  any  tiling  of 
from  Mr.  Dowding,  was  after  he  had  been  in  communication  with  the  Government  upon  the 
subject  of  the  frauds :  Burnby  was  then  placed  with  Poole  on  a  silk  floor ;  Poole  at  that 
time  had  no  idea  that  Burnby  had  been  making  communications,  or  had  been  acting  in  any 
way  derogatory  to  his  character  as  an  officer. 

Mr.  Pool6  states,  that  he  is  convinced  of  the  strict  intimacy  existing  between  myself  and 
Mr.  Burnby,  by  my  letters,  which  he  saw  frequently  in  Burnby's  possession.  I  am  quite 
ready  to  admit  the  correctness  of  bis  inference.  The  letters  which  I  had  occasion  to  write 
to  Mr.  Burnby,  after  he  had  been  in  communication  with  the  (government,  were  of  daily 
occurrence,  and  sometimes  two  letters  of  a  day  have  I  had  to  write  to  him ;  and  as  they 
were  on  a  subject  which  was  strictly  secret,  they  were  usually  marked  outside,  "  Confiden- 
tial," lest  they  should  fall  into  the  hands  of  an  officer  who  might  be  acting  for  Mr.  Burnby, 
and  he  might  open  the  letter,  thinking  it  official.  I  have  before  said,  in  my  observations  on 
Mr.  Ropers  evidence,  that  for  many  months  I  was  the  channel  and  medium  of  communica- 
tion between  the  Chairman  and  Mr.  Burnby,  and  the  Chairman,  1  am  sure,  will  bear  me  out 
in  what  I  say  on  this  subject.  Poole  was  at  this  time  on  a  silk  floor  with  Burnby,  and  Poole 
admits  that  at  that  time  he  had  no  idea  that  he  had  been  acting  in  any  way  derogatory  to 
his  character  as  an  officer. 

As  it  would  seem  that,  by  implications  and  inference,  I  have  been  guilty  of  all  sorts  of 
misdeeds  and  mal-practices,  this  piece  of  information  is  valuable  to  me ;  for  if  Mr.  Poole,  a 
brother  officer,  was  not  aware,  had  not  an  idea,  that  Burnby  had  been  acting  in  any  way 
derogatory  to  his  character  as  an  officer,  how  was  1  to  entertain  such  an  idea ;  if,  when  under 
no  restraint,  in  company  with  his  equal  in  official  rank,  nothing  escaped  to  create  suspicion 
in  the  breast  of  Mr.  Poole,  it  was  not  likely,  when  he  was  in  my  company  that  he  snould 
betray  himself,  and  make  such  an  impression  on  my  mind  as  to  induce  it.  When  Mr. 
Poole  and  Mr.  Burnby  were  together  on  a  silk  floor  at  Custom-house  quay,  Poole  thinks  he 
was  placed  there- to  entmp  him,  though  he  did  not  at  that  time  suspect  it.  It  is  quite  true 
Burnby  was,  at  my  suggestion,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Chairman,  when  on  the  East 
coast,  placed  on  a  silk  floor,  for  the  express  purpose  of  looking  about  him,  and  seeing  who 
of  the  number  he  had  denounced  were  working,  as  the  term  is,  **  with  the  importers  ;  and, 
as  the  occasion  of  their  being  together  was  subsequent  to  the  affair  which  Poole  states  I 
communicated  to  Burnby,  in  respect  to  information  he  received  fVom  Cliff  Jones,  to  the  eflect 
that  Burnby  had  been  to  France,  and  had  agreed  with  Courvoisier  Sc  Pigot  to  pass  silk 
goods  for  them,  how  does  Mr.  Poole  reconcile  this  fact  with  the  assertion  that,  "  at  this 
time  I  did  not  know,  I  had  not  an  idea,  that  Burnby  had  acted  in  any  way  derogatory  to 
his  character  as  an  officer?" 

I  regret  I  find  myself  compelled  to  have  I'ecourse  to  such' special  pleading,  when  a  simple 
monosyllable  should  suffice ;  but  when  I  discover  that  every  thing,  which  the  circumstances 
of  the  moment  have  rendered  necessary  to  be  said  and  done,  is  misconstrued  and  tortured 
to  meet  the  views  of  some  designer  or  inventor,  or  some  polisher  and  finiisher  of  malicious 
scurrility,  it  becomes  necessary,  in  my  own  defence,  when  assailed  on  all  sides,  to  grapple 
with  every  thing  which  can  tend  to  remove  the  impression  so  Evidently  sought  to  be  made 
on  the  minds  of  the  Government  and  the  Board,  because  I  have  been  deceived,  and  have 
thought  a  man  honest  who  is  ultimately  proved  fo  be  the  reverse. 

As- 
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As  to  the  statement  of  Mr.  Poole^  of  what  Burnby  has  said  of  me  to  the  effect^  as  I  read 
it,  that  he  (Burnby)  had  me  in  his  power*  it  is  to  oe  recollected,  that  this  is  a  statement 
inade  by  oneman*,  which  will  and  has  already  been  denied  by  another;  and  bad  as  Mr. 
Burnby  has  proved  himself  to  have  been,  his  veracity  is  quite  equal  to  that  of  Mr.  Poole, 
who,  amongst  his  own  class  of  officers,  was  known  to  have  been  proverbially  a  notorious 
liar;  but  whichever  of  these  two  individuals  may,  in  this  instance,  sneak  the  truth,  that  is, 
whedier  Mr,  Burnby  did,  or  did  not,  say  what  Mr.  Poole  asserts  ne  did  say,  I  can  only 
reply,  that  I  have  yet  to  learn  how,  and  m  what  manner,  Mr.  Burnby  has  me  in  his  power. 

Before  I  had  seen  the  evidence  given  by  Mr.  Poole,  he  (Mr,  Poole)  had  told  me  that  I 
was  not  aware  of  what  sort  of  a  man  Burnby  was ;  that  he  had  heiird  him  speak  of  me,  be 
could  not  repeat ;  and  not  only  of  me  had  he  indulged  in  the  license  of  his  tongue,  but  of 
others  higher,  much  higher  than  ine  in  the  Customs. 

I  told  Mr.  Burnby,  some  months  back,  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Weston,  without  mention«- 
iDg  Mn  Poole's  name,what  1  had  heard ;  and  if  strength  of  expression  can  give  strength  to 
belief,  I  shall  give  credence  to  his  denial  of  the  accusation. 


Mr.  Poofo's  Evidence,  24  November  1843. 

**  Tou  made  some  statements  with  regard  to  Mr.  Dowdin^  upon  the  former  occasion ; 
haveyott  any  tliins:  to  add  to  any  of  them  ? — One  point  was  the  mtimacy  which  prevailed 
between  him  and  Mr.  Burnby." 

In  reply  to  this  question,  Mr.  Poole  proceeds  to  say,  that  it  was  notorious,  and  required 
no  remarks  of  his ;  that  he  knew  this  /act  from  Burnby  himself,  and  that  every  body 
knew  it ;  that  in  respect  to  my  intervention  or  interference  in  Burnby's  behalf,  he  had 
that  from  Burnby  also,  who  told  Poole,  when  he  was  about  getting  married,  that  there  was 
some  obstacle  thrown  in  the  way  abo«t  his  respectability  or  responsibility ;  but  he  had 
referred  it  to  Charley  Dowding,  and  he  had  made  it  all  right  for  him. 

My  observations  on  this  part  of  Mr.  Poole's  evidence  are  short.  1  have  already  explained 
the  nature  and  extent  of  my  intimacy  with  Mr.  Burnby  ;  and  also,  I  have  related  in  detail 
all  which  occurred  when  Mr.  White,  Mrs.  Bumby's  trustee,  applied  to  me  in  regard  to  Mr. 
Bumby's  character. 

Mr.  Poole  states,  that  I  communicated  his  evidence  to  Burnby ;  but  what  evidence  he 
alludes  to  is  not  quite  clear,  which  I  regret,  as  it  could  be  more  readily  replied  to. 

He  says  that  Burnby  admitted,  when  Poole  was  under  examination  upon  the  charge  for 
bavins  passed  a  wardrobe  under  its  real  value,  Burnby  said  be  should  not  have  prensned 
his  charge  against  him  (Poole)  if  he  (Poole)  had  not  told  Charley  Dowding  of  certain 
goods  that  had  come  over ;"  and  in  reply  to  the  questipn  put  by  Poole,  as  how  he  (Burnby) 
knew  what  he  had  told  Dowding,  Burnby  said  he  (meaning  Dowding)  had  told  him ;  and 
then  Mr.  Poole  talks  of  a  letter  I  wrote  to  him  requiring  the  name  of  his  informant, 
ice.  &c. 

On  all  this  T  remark,  that  I  charged  Poole  early  in  September  1842 ;  that  in  the  course 
of  the  investigation,  he  produced  some  evidence  to  prove  he  had  made  a  communication 
about  certain  goods  having  been  brought  over,  and  more  were  to  follow ;  but  in  consequence 
of  the  first  parcel  having  been  reexamined,  the  parties  abroad  were  alarmed  (for  the  fact 
of  the  re-examination  was  known  at  Boulogne  in  a  very  short  tkne),  and  did  not  send  the 
remainder. 

I  requested  Mr.  Poole  to  give  me  the  name  of  his  informant,  for  it  was  not  impossible 
but  this  was  a  ruse  to  lead  suspicion  from  one  party  and  fix  it  on  another.  Mr.  Poole,  in  a  note, 
dated  the  16th  September,  in  reply  to  mine  dated  the  14th,  declined  divulging  the  same ;  but 
on  the  20th  September,  when  sent  for  by  Mr.  Ker,  the  late  Assistant-secretary,  who  was 
directed  by  the  Board  to  make  the  inquiry,  Mr.  Poole  declared  it  to  be  Cliff  Jones;  so  that 
he  did  not  communicate  to  Mr.  Dowdine  the  name  of  his  informant,  as  has  been  already 
stated  by  Mr.  Roper,  or  by  Mr.  Poole  in  his  former  testimony. 

Mr.  roole  says  that  two  days  after  this  he  was  confronted  by  Mr.  Burnby  before  Mr. 
Weston.  Now  this  confronting  did  not  occur  until  the  17th  October  following.  Mr.  Poole 
then  goes  on  to  say,  **  the  information  I  mentioned  was  about  old  Blucher,  and  the  cases  of 
marble  that  came  over  from  France,  which  was  communicated  to  me,  by  me  to  Rolls,  and 
Cox  and  Shaw,  and  it  was  communicated  to  the  Board." 

There  are  so  many  things  mixed  up,  and  so  many  periods  thrown  together,  as  to  preclude 
the  possibility  of  giving  u  specific  reply,  for  there  is  no  specific  or  tangible  feature ;  all 
which  I  feel  bound  to  say  in  reply  is,  that  whatever  Mr.  Burnby  majr  be  alleged  to  have 
said,  does  not,  if  said,  prove  the  met  of  the  assertion,and  that  I  deny  positively  any  communi 
cation  on  my  part  of  the  evidence  given  by  Poole  to  Burnby.    It  must  not,  however,  be  lost' 
sight  of,  that,  at  the  period  I  charged  Poole,  in  September  1842,  Mr.  Burnby  was  not  con- 
victed of  havingimplicated  himself  in  the  fraudulent  proceedings  of  which  hehad  charged  others 
of  being  guilty ;  tnat  at  that  time  the  Board  were  looking  towards  him  for  the  means  and 
the  proofs  by  which  the  denounced  officers  would  be  convicted  ;  and  therefore,  while  he 
(Burnby)  was  so  entertained,  had  any  thing  transpired  in  any  one  investigation  which  would 
have  aided  or  assisted  him  in  furthering  his  views  in  the  conviction  pr  accusation  of  others, 
I  am  not  prepared  to  admit  that  it  would  have  been  a  departure  firora  my  own  duty»  had  1 
made  him  acquainted  witli  it.     Mr.  Burnby,  at  the  period  at  which  I  preferred  the  charge  ' 
against  Poole,  was  not  in  England ;  he  had  been  frigntened  out  of  tiie  kingdom  by  Dennis  ; 
508.  H  3  Blake, 
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Blake^  who  told  him  a  writ  or  warrant  was  out  against  him ;  and  it  was  not  until  Bumby 
received  from  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  a  letter,  in  which  he  pledged  himself  that 
the  Crown  would  take  no  criminal  proceedings  against  him,  that  he  returned.  When  he 
returned,  he  came  to  me  as  a  matter  of  course,  for  1  had  been,  throughout  the  whole  affair, 
the  channel  of  communication  between  himself  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Customs-; 
and  if  any  charge  had  been  brought  against  him,  by  way  of  recrimination,  by  one  of  those 
be  had  denounced,  I  should  not  have  considered  it  a  betrayal  of  trust,  had  I  made  him 
acquainted  with  it ;  but  my  firm  belief  and  impression  is,  I  did  not  tell  him  any  thing  that 
had  occurred  in  respect  to  Poole ;  the  story  of  old  Blucher,  a  marble  bust,  having  been  past 
so  often  as  a  dummy,  that  his  face  was  known,  and  it  had  better  be  laid  next  time  upon  its 
face,  had  been  talked  of  openly,  and,  no  doubt,  as  a  matter  of  conversation ;  Bumby  had 
heand  it,  even  if  what  was  said  of  his  hand  in  the  affair  had  not  been  true;  and  1  have 
nothing  more  to  say  on  this  part  of  Mr.  Poole's  testimony. 

Mr.  Poole's  Evidence,  27  November  1843. 

Mr.  Poole  states  he  has  purchased  articles  for  me  at  the  Custom-house  sales,  and  he 
describes  the  way  he  did.it, 

I  have  no  difficulty  in  admitting  that  Mr.  Poole  has  purchased  for  me  at  different  periods 
three  lots,  consisting  of  two  clows  at  different  sales,  and  lastly  a  small  fancy  lacquered 
work-table.  The  goods  bein^  on  show,  I,  with  many  others,  inspected  them.  I  have  fixed 
on  a  clock,  either  one  in  particular,  or  one;  any  one  in  the  sale  of  a  certain  description, 
Mr.  Poole  has  told  me  formerly  the  sum  .at  which  they  were  put  up,  or  latteriy,  since  the 
mode  has  been  altered,  the  reserved  price,  and  I  have  said  1  would  give  so  much  more ; 
sometimes,  as  I  have  specified,  he  has  bought  the  goods  I  wished,  sometimes  he  has  not,  as 
he  has  told  me  they  have  fetched  more  than  I  had  fixed  the  sum  to  give. 

I  have  never  attended  a  sale,  and  it  was  always  a  matter  of  indifference  to  me  whether 
I  had  the  lots  or  not. 

Mr.  Poole  states,  he  has  received  a  letter  from  somebody  in  France,  dated  14th  Oc-» 
tober  1843,  in  whjch  is  the  following  paragraph ; — 

**  As  to  Dowdin^,  the  mystery  to  me  is,  that  he  has  not  been  here,  because  it  is  as  clear 
as  the  sun  in  noon-day,  that  he  has  been  bought  by  Bumby." 

In  reply  to  this  opinion  so  explicitly  expressed  by  this  unknown  correspondent  of  Mr. 
Poole's,  I  can  only  say  I  am  quite  at  a  loss  to  know  what  it  refers  to,  or  can  I  form  even  a 
•ormise  at  what  the  correspondent  directs  his  anticipation  of  seeing  me  in  France ;  and> 
therefore,  I  can  only  say,  as  I  have  before  asserted,  I  have  yet  to  learn  how  Mr.  Burnby  hai% 
me  in  his  power, 

Mr.  Bechpith's  Evidence,  21  September  1843. 

Mr.  Beckwith  states,  that  ^*  a  Mr,  Barber,  a  well-known  bill-broker  in  Cornhill,  ha^ 
now,  or  vpry  recently  had,  bill  tr^sactions  with  Mr,  Surveyor-general  Dowding." 

I  beg  to  state,  1  never  had  any  bill  transactions  with  Mr.  Barber,  a  bill-broker  in  Corn-i 
hill,  in  my  life,  and  that  I  never  before  heard  of  the  existence  of  such  an  individual. 

Mr.  Beckwith  states,  that  Mr.  Roper  told  him  that  Mr,  Dowding  had  been  threatening^ 
'^The  Times"  with  a  prosecution  for  a  libel,  if  they  did  pubhsh. 
There  is  not  one  particle  of  truth  in  this  assertion.

Honourable  Sirs,  7  December  1843. 

It  having  been  intimated  to  me  that  the  Board  are  desirous  of  receiving  any  observations 
I  might  have  to  offer  upon  certain  evidence  taken  before  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry, 
wherein  my  name  has  been  mentioned  by  a  Mr.  Roper  and  Mr.  Poole,  latei  a  searcher,  8cc. 
at  this  port,  I  have  to  submit  the  following  remarks : 

Firstly.  In  respect  to  Mr.  Roper's  evidence  of  the  27th  of  September : 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  whole  of  the  circumstances  relating  to  Mr.  Rolls' 
memorandum,  alluded  to  in  Mr.  Roper's  evidence,  have  been  thoroughly  investigated  by 
the  Board  and  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry;  and,  moreover,  I  have  been  repeatedly 
examined  and  cfoss-examined  upon  the  subject.  Mr.  Roper  is  a  perfect  stranger  to  me; 
and,  until  I  saw  his  evidence  a  few  days  since,  I  never  heard  of  him.  It  does,  however, 
appear  from  his  evidence  before  t^e  Commissioners  of  Inquiry,  that  he  is  well  acquainted 
with  Mr.  Rolls,  and  also  with  Mr.  Rolls'  family;  but,  as  he  can  have  no  personal  know- 
ledge of  any  of  the  circumstances  connected  w|tb  Mr.  Rolls'  case,  or  memorandum,  I  sub- 
mit whether  his  hearsay  evidence  should  have  the  slightest  weight  or  influence  to  my  preju- 
dice, particularly  as  he  must  have  obtained  all  his  information  from  Mr.  KoUs,  or  from 
partie^who  have  been  examined  on  his  (Mr.  Rolls')  behalf. 

Secondly. 
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Secondly.  In  Mr.  Poole's  evidence  of  the  13th  of  October,  relating  to  a  blue  book 
being  lost,  in  which  entries  of  an  extensive  shipment  of  silk  goods  had  been  made : 

It  appears  ihat  Mr.  Poole  never  heard  of  the  transaction  until  within  two  or  three 
days  of  his  giving  this  evidence.  He  states  that  the  occurrence  took  place  five  or  six 
years  ago;  that  Mr.  Manning  was  the  Surveyor-general^  and  that  Mr.  Fennings  and 
Mr.  Chafy  were  the  landing-surveyors  on  the  quays. 

I  beg  to  report  that  I  left  the  quay  station  on  the  5th  of  January  1836,  nearly  eight  years 
since;  and  that  Mr.  Chafy  left  on  tllie  5th  of  January  1834,  nearly  10  years  since.  Neither 
of  us  has  been  subseauently  employed  on  the  Legal  Quay  station. 

Notwithstanding,  i  do  deny,  in  the  strongest  terms,  having  had  any  participation^ 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  transaction  detailed  by  Mr.  Poole,  or  in  any  transaction  of  a 
similar  nature. 

Malicious  and  corrupt  motives  could  alone  have  influenced  him,  or  his  informant,  in 
using  my  name  upon  the  occasion. 

Thirdly.  In  respect  to  further  evidence  of  Mr.  Roper  of  the  27th  of  September,  and 
that  of  Mr.  Poole  of  the  13th  of  October : 

I  am  accused  of  having  assented  to  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Gray  (in  Mr.  Poole's 
evidence)  to  settle,  by  tossing  up  of  a  halfpenny,  whether  certain  gauze  ribbons  should  pay 
the  ad  valorem  duty  of  20^.  6  d.  or  18«.  6d.y  as  figured  silks,  instead  of  27  s.  ^d*  the  pounds 
to  which  duty,  it  is  alleged  by  Mr.  Poole,  they  were  liable. 

I  hereby  declare,  most  positively  and  most  solemnly,  that  I  never  was  concerned  in  the 
tossing  up  a  halfpenny,  or  consented  to  settle  in  that  manner  a  disputed  point  relating  to  the 
duty  payable  upon  any  description  of  silk,  or  any  other  goods,  either  with  Mr.  Gray  or 
with  any  individual;  and  I  do  further  declare,  in  the  most  unqualified  manner,  and  which 
I  am  ready,  at  any  time,  to  verify  on  oath,  that  I  never  sanctioned,  or  consented  to  the 
delivery  of  any  silk  goods,  or  any  other  goods,  except  upon  payment  of  the  duties  pre- 
scribed by  law,  or  such  other  duties  as  may  have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Customs, 
under  the  authority  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury. 

Before  I  close  my  remarks,  I  beg  of  the  Board  to  note  the  several  discrepancies  in  the 
evidence  of  Mr.  Roper  and  Mr.  Poole  upon  this  subject,  in  respect  to  the  number  of  toss- 
ings  up,  the  place  of  meeting,  and  the  year  of  the  occurrence.

Remarks  by  Mr.  Gray,  Inspector-general,  Liverpool. 

Custom-house,  Liverpool,  4  December  1843. 

In  Mr.  Roper's  evidence  of  27th  September  1843,  the  tossing  up  of  a  halfpenny  to  settle 
the  question  of  the  description  of  silk,  is  stated  to  have  taken  place  in  the  year  1840,  at  the 
whan  (the  Legal  Quays  I  presume  is  intended).  I  beg  to  observe,  that  from  the  5th  of 
January  to  July  in  that  year,  I  was  at  the  East  India  warehouses,  from  whence  I  removed 
direct  to  the  office  I  now  hold  at  Liverpool. 

Respecting  the  production  at  the  present  time  of  a  sample,  said  to  be  taken  from  one  of 
the  packages  of  silk  passed  as  "  foulards,"  instead  of  "  figured  ribbons,"  I  do  not  see  there 
could  be  any  proof  that  it  was  a  bond  fide  sample,  without  its  having  been  kept  in  the  cus* 
tody  of  the  Crown. 

In  Mr.  Poole's  evidence  of  the  13th  of  October  1843,  it  is  stated  the  "  tossing  up"  took 
place  in  the  landing-surveyor's  office  in  the  year  1835  or  1836. 

I  would  advert  to  the  discrepancy  with  the  evidence  of  the  last  witness,  who  states  it 
took  place  at  the  wharf  in  1840.  It  may  also  be  necessary  to  observe,  that  my  respected 
colleague  left  the  Legal  Quays  early  in  1836. 

This  witness  has  contradicted  himself:  in  one  place  he  has  stated  the  article  to  be  gauze, 
in  another  foulards,  under  which  I  have  scored  in  red  ink. 

If  there  was  any  doubt  at  the  time  as  to  the  proper  designation  of  the  article,  I  should 
have  consulted  with  my  colleague  and  the  landmg-waiter,  and  after  examining  the  goods, 
and  we  each  of  us  had  been  satisfied  it  was  wrongly  described  in  the  landing-book,  I 
should,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  regulations  of  the  service,  either  have  corrected 
the  return,  or  at  least  have  signed  to  the  alteration  or  correction.  I  therefore  state^  that  if 
any  book  should  be  produced,  with  an  alteration  of  the  description  of  the  article  by  me,  it 
would  only  show  that  I  had  performed  my  duty  in  the  manner  I  have  just  described. 

Foulard  was  aa  article  newly  invented  after  the  passing  of  the  Silk  Act,  and  being  com- 
posed of  one-half  part  hard  silk,  and  the  other  half  soft  silk,  increased  the  weight  of  the  article 
very  considerably^  and  made  the  rated  duty  more  than  30  per  cent.  The  duty  upon  it  and 
other  gauzes  had  been  the  subject  of  particular  attention  of  myself  and  colleague,  and  we 
were  most  anxious  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  Treasury  Orders  of  the  1st  of  November 
1834,  and  25th  of  May  1835. 

The  conversation  said  to  have  taken  place  on  the  occasion  is  a  base  fabrication ;  thos^ 
who  know  me  will  at  once  perceive  that  it  is  not,  nor  ever  vras,  my  style  of  language ;  -and 
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as  to  the  settlement  of  the  question  hy  the  "  toBsing  up  of  a  halfpenny/'  I  again  give  it  the 
most  indignant  and  unqualified  deniaU 

The  witness  says  he  thinks  Mr.  Thomas,  a  landing-waiter,  acting  as  a  landing-surveyor, 
was  also  pre^nt.  It  is  necessary  to  remark  hereon  that  Mr.  Thomas  was  appointed  a  land- 
ing-surveyor in  Pecember  1829,  and  was  superannuated  from  the  1st  of  April  1835,  not  having 
been  on  duty,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection,  for  a  long  time  previously. 

The  Board  will  be  pleased  to  bear  in  mind,  this  transaction  is  said  to  have  taken  place  in 
1835  or  1836,  when  Mr.  Thomas  could  not  have  been  present 

I  am  not  aware  that  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Poole,  dated  the  24th  ultimo,  calls  for  any  other 
femark  fW)m  me,  than  re(}uesting  a  reference  to  the  observations  I  have  before  made,  lespect- 
ing  an  alleged  alteration  m  the  landing-waiter's  book.

Mr.  Haw,  Inspector-general  to  the  Commissioners  of  Customs. 

Honourable  Sirs,  Inspector-general's  Office,  5  December  1843. 

It  having  been  communicated  to  me  that  Mr.  Poole,  foi-merly  a  searcher,  kc.y  in  the 
service  of  the  Customs,  but  dismissed  therefrom  for  mal-practices,  has  recently  stated  in  his 
evidence  before  the  Commissioners  of  Revenue  Inquiry,  that  he  had  been  m  the  habit  of 
purehasing  brandy  at  the  Custom-house  sales,  which  was  afterwards  divided  amongst  the 
officers,  and  that  1  had  upon  some  occasions  received  four  gallons  thereof,  I  beg  to  say,  that 
I  have,  two  or  three  times,  taken  part  of  a  lot  so  divided,  without  supposing  I  was  doing 
ftny  thing  that  was  improper,  but  oy  whom  it  was  purchased  I  knew  not.  Mr.  Poole  does 
not,  and  cannot  truly  8ay»  that  I  ever  reouested  him  to  purchase  any  for  me.  Whatever  I 
have  had,  conjointly  with  other  officers,  i  believed  to  have  been  honestly  obtained,  and  I 
know  was  honestly  paid  for,  so  far  as  I  was  concerned.  The  case  with  regard  to  Mr.  Thorpe, 
searcher,  &c.,  to  which  Mr.  Poole  alludes,  viras  stated  in  evidence  before  Mr.  Weston,  Sur- 
veyor-general, in  September  last,  when  Mr.  Thorpe  was  charged  with  the  offe]:ice  for.  which 
he  has  since  been  dismissed  the  service,  and  from  a  letter  then  produced,  appeared  to  have 
occurred  in  September  1841.  I  can  only  now  say,  what  I  at  that  time  stated,  that  I  have 
endeavoured  to  protect  the  officers  in  the  execution  of  their  duty,  and  I  have  no  doubt  I  did 
so  upon  that  occasion  by  inquiring  into  the  circumstances  of  which  Mr.  Thorpe  complained, 
in  fact,  Mr.  Thorpe  submitted  to  the  Surveyor-general  that  I  had  done  so,  and  therefore  it 
was  probably  not  deemed  necessary  to  foi-ward  the  letter  Mr.  Thorpe  had  prepared  for  the 
Board,  or  the  landing-surveyor  for  the  station,  Mr.  Shaw  (who  is  now  dead),  whose  duty 
it  was,  would  have  done  so.

In  reference  to  the  evidence  given  by  Mr.  Poole  before  the  Commissioners  of  Revenue 
Inquiry,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  I  authorized  the  issuing  of  a  second  blue  book  for  one 
that  had  been  lost  or  mislaid,  I  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  after  so  long  a  period  as  five  or 
six  years  has  elapsed,  my  memory  does  not  serve  me  sufficiently  to  enable  me  to  state  posi- 
tively, whether  I  was,  or  was  not,  spoken  to  (about  that  time)  respecting  a  blue  book,  said 
to  have  been  lost  or  mislaid.  But  I  can  unhesitatingly,  and  most  positively  assert,  that  I 
never,  on  any  occasion  whatever,  authorized  any  landing-surveyor  (no  other  officer  is 
allowed  to  issue  blue  or  red  books)  to  issue  a  second  book,  much  less  would  I  have  done 
so  for  any  such  purpose  as  that  alleged  in  Mr.  Poole's  evidence ;  and, further,  that  I  had  no 
knowledge  whatever  of  the  transaction  therein  alluded  to  ;  and  that  I  never  heard  mention 
of  any  such  transaction  until  I  perused  a  copy  of  the  said  evidence  in  the  secretary's  office 
on  the  6jth  instant.

TTiat  the  petitioner  arrived  by  the  "  Magnet"  steam-boat  from  France  on  the  21st  ultimo, 
with  three  packages,  including  a  carpet-bag  5  and,  on  examiping  the  same,  the  officers  found 
concealed  in  the  sleeves  and  skirts  of  dresses  a  Quantity  of  silk  lace,  and  also,  in  dirty  linen, 
a  quantity  of  embroidery  work  ;  the  whole  of  which,  together  with  the  other  articles  con- 
tained in  the  packages,  the  officers  seized ;  and,  the  same  being  liable  to  forfeiture  under 
the  28th  section  of  the  Act  of  the  3d  &  4th  Will.  4,  c.  52,  we  ordered  them  for  prose- 
cutions. 

With  respect  to  th^e  petitioner's  allegation  in  this  application,  viz.  "  That,  in  her  confusion

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concealed  intentionally^  but  that  this  was  not  the  case,"  we  have  to  observe,  that  this  state-' 
ment  is  not  correct,  inasmuch  as  the  lace  and  embroidery  work  were  studiously  packed^  so 
as  to  esc&pe  observation ;  and  the  petitioner  also  offered  a  bribe  of  1  /.  to  one  of  tne  officers, 
which  he  declined,  and  communicated  the  circumstance  to  the  superintending  officer  on 
duty.

The  Memorial  of  Lucy  M.  Brennanne,  of  No.  103,  Jermyn-street,  St  James's. 
Honourable  Sirs, 
I  BBSPBCTFULLY  bcff  Icavc  to  acquaiut  your  Honours,  that  under  your  minute  of  the 
29th  May  last,  I  waited  on  the  proper  officers  of  your  revenue,  and  claimed  the  apparel  and 
the  other  articles  subject  to  duty,  which  were  not  used  for  the  apparent  concealment  of  the 
lace  and  embroidery. 

The  officers  allowed  me  to  take  away  a  box  of  bonnets  and  some  dresses,  but  kept  back 
the  whole  of  the  embroidery  and  lace,  although  only  a  portion  of  it  was  concealed. 

I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  a  letter  which  I  have  received  from  the  Treasury,  and 

respectfully  submit  whether  the  following  extract  from  it  does  not  authorize  me  to  claim, 

on  pa3rment  of  duty,  that  portion  of  the  lace  and  embroidery  which  was  not  actuaUy 

concealed : — 

"  I  am  commanded  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  wearing  apparel,  except  such  articles  as 
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were  used  to  conceal  the  silk,  lace  and  embroidery,  will  be  returned  to  you,  and  that  you  will 
be  permitted  to  pay  duty  on  articles  that  were  not  concealed," 

I  humbly  acquaint  your  honourable  Board,  that  a  large  quantity  of  embroidery  wait 
packed  with  some  gloves  and  other  things ;  the  latter  were  restored  to  me  on  payment  of 
duty,  but  the  embroidery  was  detained.

I  BEG  to  acknowledge  the  recdpt  of  your  letter  of  the  27th  instant;  and,  in  reply  to  your 
inquiries  respecting  ''  foulard,"  I  believe  the  term  was  originally  applied  to  an  India  silk 
pocket  handkerchief,  or  to  the  light  Pongee  silk  dresses,  and  has  since  been  adopted  by  the 
French  to  ribbons  of  gauze  texture ;  and  it  was  first  introduced  into  this  country  from  France 
about  ten  or  twelve  years  ago. 

''  Foulard  "  is  composed  of  hard  and  soft  silk  warp  and  shot  with  soft  shute,  or  all  soft 
warp,  shot  with  hard  shute ;  then  dressed  or  stiffened.  It  was  made  to  a  great  extent  at 
Coventry,  about  four  or  five  years  ago ;  but  now  is  out  of  fashion,  and  has  recently,  been 
sold  in  job  lots,  at  great  sacrifices.  For  your  further  information  and  guidance,  I  beg  to 
enclose  patterns  for  sample  of  Coventry-made  foulards,  and  also  one  of  French  manufacture.

The  Board  have  again  had  under  consideration  that  part  of  the  Report  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Revenue  Inquiry  in  which  allusion  is  made  to  the  proprie^  of  a  more  speedy  sale 
of  goods  detained  for  havine  been  undervalued ;  and  have  also  considered  the  reports  of  the 
several  offices  in  return  to  their  order  of  reference  on  the  subject;  the  Board  are  of  opinion, 
adverting  to  the  length  of  time  which  experience  has  proved  to  be  requisite  for  the  prepa- 
ration arid  adjustment  of  a  sale,  that  it  would  not  be  expedient  to  direct  that  such  goods 
should  be  offered  for  sale  more  frequently  than  every  three  months,  except  in  those  cases  in 
which  particular  circumstances  may  render  an  earher  sale  desirable  ;  the  Board  therefore 
direct,  that  the  sale  of  all  such  goods  as  may  have  become  forfeited  to  the  Crown  under  the

of  the  purchasers  and  the  amount  of  deposit  paid,  in  your  catalogue  or  book  of  sale;  taking 
care  to  receive  proper  deposits  for  the  same  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  to  furnish  each  pur- 
chaser with  a  ticket,  signed  with  the  initials  of  yourself  and  comptroller,  expressing  the 
number  of  the  lot  purchased,  and  amount  of  deposit  paid ;  and  that  the  remainder  of  the 
purchase-money  be  paid  in  due  time,  or  in  default  thereof,  to  close  the  account  and  deal  with 
the  deposits  as  forfeited,  agreeably  to  the  conditions  of  sale  ;  observing  in  each  case  of  pay- 
ment of  the  proceeds,  to  issue  an  order  to  the  warehouee*keeper  or  odier  proper  officer, 
signed  by  yourself  and  comptroller,  specifying  the  lots  paid  for,  as  an  authority  lor  his  deli- 
vering the  goods,  &c.,  to  the  purchaser.

TO  THE  LORDS  COMMISSIONERS  OF  HER  MAJESTY'S  TREASURY. 
MAT  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  LORDSHIPS, 

WE,  the  undersigned  Commissioners,  appointed  under  the  Act  2  &  3  Vict, 
cap.  61,  beg  leave  to  submit  to  your  Lordships  this  our  Fifth  Annual 
Report. 

The  progress  made  in  the  several  works  in  hand  or  commenced  during  the  pasi 
year  has  been  satisfactory,  but  not  equal  to  what  we  anticipated,  or  what  would 
have  been  eflfected  had  not  the  contractors*  operations  been  impeded  by  the  unex- 
pected and  unusual  floods  at  the  season  of  the  year  when  they  would  occasion  the 
greatest  inconvenience,  which  either  broke  through  or  overtopped  the  dams,  and 
stopped  the  work  during  the  entire  month  of  June,  and  partof  July  j  and  further 
by  the  autumnal  floods,  which  came  down  sooner  than  was  expected. 

Besides  retarding  the  works,  the  contractors  incurred  considerable  expense  in 
unwatering  the  large  spaces  inclosed  by  their  dams.  In  the  early  part  of  our 
operations  chain-pumps  were  generally  used,  but  experience  soon  proved  that 
steam  power  would  be  more  economical  than  manual  labour.  Hence  steam- 
engines  have  been  erected  at  almost  every  work,  and  where  there  was  a  sufficient 
fall,  water-wheels  have  been  established,  and  hand-pumps  are  now  rarely  used. 
In  the  course  of  the  last  year  the  undermentioned  works  were  completed  : — 
The  pier  at  Cappagh,  near  Kilrush ; 

The  great  regulating  weir  and  the  works  connected  with  it  at  Killaloe  ; 
The  lock  at  Meelick ; 
The  bridge  at  Banagher ; 
The  navigable  cut  and  harbour  at  Lecarrow,  on  the  Roscommon  side  of 

Lough  Ree ; 
The  new  channel  for  the  Arigna  River,  which  now  runs  into  Lough  Allen. 
At  the  request  of  individuals  interested  in  the  trade  and  town  of  Kilrush,  the 
original  design  for  the  pier  at  Cappagh  was  altered,  and  carried  out  in  a  straight 
line.  The  parties  who  made  the  application  were  under  the  impression  that  the 
trade  would  soon  increase  so  much  as  to  render  an  addition  to  the  length  of  the 
pier  desirable;  and  as  the  work,  if  executed  as  designed,  would  debar  them  from 
the  advantages  to  be  gained  by  an  extension  of  same,  and  coinciding  in  opinion 
with  the  applicants,  we  directed  the  alteration  to  be  made,  which  we  trust  will 
meet  with  your  Lordships'  approbation. 
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During  the  past  year  we  made  contracts  for  the  following  works ;  viz. — 

1 .  For  building  a  quay,  204  feet  frontage,  at  Ballylongford,  in  the  county  of 
Kerry. 

2.  Clearing  the  river  course,  and  building  a  quay  at  Clare,  on  the  river  Fergus, 
county  Clare. 

3.  Clearing  the  course  of  the  river  Scarriff,  falling  into  Lough  Derg,  and  building 
a  quay  at  Tomgrency,  and  dso  one  oekr  the  town  of  Scarriff,  county  Clare. 

4.  Regulating  weir  and  lock  at  Rooskey,  counties  Roscommon  and  Longford. 

5.  The  building  of  a  quay  at  Lecarrow,  county  Roscommon. 

6.  A  new  masonry  bridge  at  Lanesborough  and  at  Tarmonbarry,  counties  Ros- 
common and  Longford. 

During  the  progress  of  the  works,  when  the  foundations  of  the  piers  and  abut- 
ments were  laid  dry,  it  was  found  to  be  impossible  to  underpin  them,  and  repair 
these  bridges  as  originally  contemplated ;  hence,  under  the  circumstances  reported 
by  us,  we  received  your  Lordships*  approval  for  the  erection  of  a  new  bridge  at 
each  of  the  abovementioned  places. 

In  our  last  Annual  Report  we  stated  that  the  Contractors  for  two  small  works 
near  Limerick  had  failed  in  their  engagements;  we  were  in  consequence  obliged 
to  have  the  works  completed  under  me  superintendence  of  our  engineer,  ind  we 
are  now  about  to  close  the  accounts  with  the  parties  who  made  the  original 
contracts. 

The  contractor  for  the  Parteen  works  having  been  unable  to  proceed  with  his 
contract,  we  considered  it  our  duty  to  take  the  work  out  of  his  hands,  and  to 
proceed  with  the  same  under  the  direction  of  our  resident  engineer  at  Killaloe. 

We  did  not  do  so  until  we  tvere  assured  of  the  inability  of  the  contractor  to 
proceed,  and  that  the  securities  had  declined  to  take  any  steps  in  the  nrnlter. 

It  is  probable  that,  upon  the  completion  of  the  work,  the  expense  will  be  found 
to  exceed  the  sum  agreed  upon  with  the  contractor;  and  in  that  case,  we  shall 
take  the  necessary  measures  to  recover  the  excess,  which  we  are  authorized  to  do 
by  the  terms  of  the  contract  deed. 

It  having  come  to  our  knowledge,  during  last  summer,  that  some  of  the  con- 
tractors hsid  adopted  the  truck  system  with  regard  to  their  workmen,  we  imme- 
diately intimated  to  the  parties  our  extreme  displeasure  that  such  a  system  had 
been  pursued,  and  our  earnest  desire  that  the  men  employed  under  them  should 
be  paid  their  wages  regularly,  and  in  the  current  coin  01  the  realm.  This  ex- 
pression of  our  feelings  had  the  desired  effect,  and  our  wishes  were  immediately 
attended  to.  We  believe  that  the  parties  alluded  to  acted  from  mistaken  ideas, 
under  the  supposition  that  it  would  be  an  accommodation  to  their  men,  in  the 
intervals  between  the  periodical  payments;  and  as  we  have  not  received  any 
complaints  subsequently,  we  trust  that  the  system  has  been  abolished,  and  will 
not  be  resumed. 

The  workmen  have  generally  been  well  conducted.  Several  threatening  anony- 
mous notices  have  been  served  upon  some  of  our  contractors ;  not,  however,  as  far 
as  we  have  reason  to  believe,  from  any  prevalent  or  general  feeUng  of  discontent 
on  the  part  of  the  workmen,  but  the  malicious  acts  of  individuals,  who  had  been 
dismissed  for  misconduct. 

It  being  necessary  that  the  extent  of  our  jurisdiction  for  the  works,  which 
have  been  erected  by  us  on  the  Lower  Shannon,  should  be  determined  in  con- 
formity with  the  39th  and  40th  sections  of  the  Act  2  &  3  Vict.  cap.  61,  we 
caused  Plans  to  be  prepared  and  lodged  at  the  several  stations,  as  required  by  the 
Act,  on  which  we  marked  the  boundaries  of  jurisdiction,  as  fixed  by  us.  Having 
held  a  court,  we  received  and  considered  the  objections  offered,  and  then  finally 
determined  the  limits.  The  Plans  are  described  in  the  table  in  the  Appendix, 
Schedule  (K).  These  Plans,  with  those  detailed  in  our  Third  Report,  are  lodged 
with  our  secretary. 

The  bye-laws  for  the  works  on  the  Lower  Shannon  having  been  approved  by 
two  of  the  judges  of  Her  Majesty's  Superior  Courts  in  Dublin,  the  same  have 
been  posted  up  at  the  several  stations. 

We  would  beg  leave  to  draw  your  Lordships'  particular  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject of  those  works,  for  which  money  has  been  granted,  to  be  expended  in  con- 
junction with  the  contributions  from  proprietors,  and  the  adjacent  districts,  for 
quays  or  piers  on  the  Lower  Shannon.  Application  has  been  made  by  us  to  the 
parties,  as  to  their  intentions  or  wishes. 
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The  proprietors,  in  the  following  cases,  have  taken  advantage  of  the  provision 
of  the  Act  3  &  3  Vict.,  cap.  61 ;  and  the  works  executed  or  in  progress  are : — 

Kilrush  Pier 
Querrin  Quay 
Kildysart  „ 
Kilteery     ^ 

With  regard  to  the  following,  no  intention  has  been  notified  by  the  proprietors  of 
proceeding;  viz. — 

Carrigaholt,  Tarbert,  Glynn,  Foynes,  and  Askeaton. 

We  would  therefore  beg  to  so^est^  that  a  linoited  period,  say  12  months  from 
the  present  time,  should  be  allowed  to  the  parties  interested  in  the  abovenamed 
works,  towards  the  erection  of  which  money  was  originally  allocated  by  Parlia- 
ment, to  decide  whether  or  not  they  would  contribute  their  quota ;  and  unless 
they  signified  their  assent,  that  the  Shannon  Commissioners  should  be  authorized 
to  recommend  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  the  expen- 
diture of  the  money  in  the  extension  or  improvement  of  some  of  those  already 
executed,  or  other  similar  works,  where  proprietors  interested  may  be  willing  to 
contribute,  as  circumstances  might  render  it  expedient  to  do  so. 

From  the  2d  day  of  January  to  30th  December  1843,  ^^e  daily  average  number 
of  persons  employed  was  2,152,  giving  an  equivalent  of  671,378  days'  work. 
During  the  above  period,  421,681  cubic  yards  of  material  have  been  removed, 
by  excavation  and  dredging,  including  972  tons  of  boulder  stones,  by  means  of 
the  pentagraph  shears;  and  6,389  lineal  yards  of  earthen  dams  which  were 
constructed,  being  equal  to  3)  statute  miles.  To  assist  in  the  execution  of  the 
above,  59  pumps  were  employed,  worked  by  14  steam-engines,  three  water-wheels, 
and  by  manual  labour. 


Division  No.  1.— LOWER  SHANNON.— KILRUSH  PIER,  COUNTY 

CLARE. 

As  stated  in  our  last  Annual  Report,  the  foundations  had  been  laid  by  the 
diving-bell ;  during  the  past  summer  the  superstructure  was  carried  up  to  the 
proposed  height,  and  the  work  completed  in  the  month  of  December  last,  in  a 
substantial  and  satisfactory  manner. 

The  regular  trading  steam-vessels  have  now  a  good  berth  allotted  for  their 
use,  and  square-rigged  vessels  of  large  tonnage  are  enabled  to  discharge  or  take 
in  cargoes  without  interfering  with  the  smaller  or  river  craft  which  frequent  this 
pier.  Kilrush  Pier  is  the  first  place  within  the  mouth  of  the  Shannon  where 
vessels  in  distress  can  find  shelter,  or  from  where  they  can  receive  succour,  and 
its  contemplated  extension  is  deserving  of  every  consideration  and  support. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Kilrush  Pier  from  2d 
January  to  2d  December  was  40,  being  equivalent  to  11,462  days*  work. 


Ballylongford,  County  Kerry. — (Quay  204  feet  frontage.) 

The  first  stone  of  this  quay  was  laid  on  the  29th  of  October  1843,  and  the 
foundations  have  been  gradually  laid  as  the  tides  permitted.  The  contractor  has 
been  preparing  stone  at  the  quarry,  and  making  every  preparation  for  carrying 
on  the  work  with  vigour  when  the  favourable  season  arrives,  and  we  expect  this 
work  will  be  completed  during  the  suuimer. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Ballylongford  from  4th 
September  to  30th  December  was  17,  being  equivalent  to  1,714  days'  work. 


Clare  Quay,  County  Clare. — River  Fergus. 

In  May  1843^  ^  contract  was  made  for  building  a  quay  wall  390  feet  in  length, 
and  clearing  the  river  course  in  front  of  it,  which  was  very  foul  from  numerous 
rocks,  which  greatly  confined  the  navigable  channel^  and  rendered  it  dangeroua 
for  vessels  when  they  grounded  at  low  water. 
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The  channel  of  the  river  in  front,  for  the  distance  of  830  feet  in  length,  by 
200  feet  in  breadth,  which  is  chiefly  composed  of  rock  and  gravel,  is  to  be 
excavated  to  a  uniform  and  level  surface,  so  as  to  allow  vessels  to  swing  round, 
and  at  low  water  to  ground  without  being  strained,  or  suffering  any  injury. 

These  works  were  commenced  in  July  1 843,  since  which  time  a  considerable 
quantity  of  the  excavation  in  the  bed  of  the  river  has  been  executed.  Quarries 
have  been  opened,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  ashlar  has  been  prepared,  and 
brought  to  the  site  of  the  works.  Cranes  and  other  machinery  are  also  being 
erected  for  building  the  masonry. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Clare,  from  the  17th  July  to 
30th  December,  was  59,  being  equivalent  to  8,320  days'  work. 

The  quantity  of  clay,  gravel,  and  rock  excavated,  amounts  to  5,969  cubic  yards. 


Division  No.  2.—  LIMERICK  TO  KILLALOE. 

Athlunkard. 

We  stated  in  our  last  Report  upon  this  contract,  that  we  had  been  obliged  to 
take  measures  for  completing  the  work,  in  consequence  of  the  contractor  failing  ia 
his  engagements.  We  directed  our  resident  engineer  to  take  the  necessary  mea- 
sures for  commencing  operations  as  soon  as  the  weather  was  favourable. 

In  the  middle  of  March  the  masonry  of  the  regulating  weir  at  Corbally  was 
commenced,  and  this  work  closed  by  the  end  of  May. 

The  dams  above  and  below  the  Athlunkard  Bridge,  which  bad  not  been  removed 
by  the  contractor,  were  cleared  away  by  the  spoon  and  bag,  the  spoil  banks  levelled, 
and  the  works  comprised  in  the  contract  completed. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Athlunkard,  from  the  13th 
March  to  the  2d  October,  was  22,  being  equivalent  to  4i34i  days'  work. 


Castle  Troy. 

The  contractors  having  failed  to  complete  the  work  within  the  period  agreed 
upon,  and  being  unable  to  proceed  with  the  same,  we  were  in  this  case,  as  at  Ath- 
lunkard, obliged  to  take  the  work  into  our  own  hands,  which  consisted  principally 
of  the  removal  of  733  lineal  yards  of  the  dams,  and  the  excavation  of  10,212  yards 
of  boulder  stones  and  ^avel. 

The  works  of  the  original  contract  have  been  completed,  the  spoil  banks  pro- 
perly levelled,  and  compensation  paid  for  the  temporary  damage  to  the  occupiers 
of  the  adjacent  land. 

The  average  number  of  men  employed  daily  at  Castle  Troy,  from  the  17th 
April  to  11th  November,  was  44,  being  equivalent  to  7,293  days'  work. 


World's  End. 

As  soon  as  the  water  in  the  river  had  fallen  sufficiendy  low  to  permit  of  opera- 
tions being  resumed,  the  building  of  the  quay  wall  was  recommenced,  and  the  work 
completed  by  the  end  of  October  1843. 

A  regulating  weir  was  formed  across  the  river  to  keep  up  the  water  in  summer 
to  a  proper  level  for  the  navigation,  and  the  dams  removed.  An  excellent 
approach  has  been  formed  to  the  quay  from  Castle  Connell.  The  inhabitants  of 
this  interesting  village  can  now  benefit  by  the  navigation  of  the  river,  which  pre- 
viously could  only  be  obtained  after  a  considerable  distance  of  land-carriage  to 
O'Brien's  Bridge. 

The  average  number  of  men  employed  daily  at  World's  End,  from  the  27th 
March  to  8th  October,  was  23,  being  equivalent  to  4,223  days'  work. 
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Parte  EN. 

Early  in  the  spring  we  were  made  acquainted  with  the  difficulties  into  which  the 
t:ontractor  had  fallen,  and  his  inability  to  perform  his  engagements  within  the  pre- 
scribed period,  or  even  to  proceed  with  the  works ;  all  his  plant  and  stores  having 
been  seized  and  sold,  and  his  securities  having  declined  to  proceed  with  the  work, 
it  became  necessary  for  us  to  take  measures  for  completing  the  contract.  We 
directed  our  resident  engineer  to  make  the  necessary  preparations  by  the 
purchase  of  materials,  tools,  boats,  &c.,  and  on  the  2  2d  of  May  the  works 
were  resumed  ;  but,  owing  to  the  extraordinary  floods  in  June,  which  suspended 
the  operations,  very  little  was  done  before  the  15th  of  July,  when  the  steam- 
engine  was  again  worked,  and  the  excavation  carried  on.  A  large  portion  of 
the  excavation  was  composed  of  red  sandstone  rock,  the  removal  of  which  was 
both  difl[icult  and  expensive;  it  was  used  in  the  erection  of  a  retaining  and 
quay  wall  at  O'Brien's  Bridge,  and  also  in  paving  and  protecting  the  slopes 
of  the  banks  of  the  river.  As  it  was  desirable  to  have  these  works  finished 
before  the  winter  floods  came  down,  in  order  to  have  the  navigation  interrupted  as 
little  as  possible,  they  were  carried  on  with  great  vigour  both  by  day  and  night. 
On  the  27th  October  the  piles  in  the  cross  dams  at  each  end  were  drawn  for 
about  60  feet  in  length,  and  the  navigation  was  opened  on  the  3d  November ;  the 
clearing  away  of  the  temporary  dams  is  the  only  work  remaining  to  be  done. 
Connected  with  this  work  is  the  improvement  of  the  line  of  trackway  immediately 
below  O'Brien's  Bridge,  which  has  been  filled  in  with  the  spoil  excavated  from  the 
shoal  at  Parteen,  and  the  slopes  have  been  paved  with  the  stone,  and  a  quay  wall 
has  been  built  for  the  accommodation  of  trade-boats. 

An  eight  horse  steam-engine,  with  two  14-inch  pumps,  was  employed.  Sub- 
sequently it  was  found  that  these  two  pumps,  assisted  by  two  chain-pumps,  were 
not  equal  to  keep  the  water  down  ;  two  additional  10-inch  pumps  were  added  to 
the  engine. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Parteen,  from  the  2d  January 
to  30th  December,  was  84,  being  equivalent  to  26,427  days'  work. 

The  total  quantity  of  excavation  executed  at  Parteen  was  ii»2i9  cubic  yards, 
composed  of  gravel  and  rock. 


Limerick  Navigation. — From  Limerick  to  Killaloe. 

The  works  executed  upon  this  portion  of  the  navigation  have  been  the  necessary 
repairs  to  the  canal  banks,  trackways,  lock  gates,  bridges,  lock-keepers'  houses, 
and  in  many  parts  the  back  drains  have  been  cleaned. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  from  the  23d  January  to 
18th  November  was  four,  being  equivalent  to  918  days'  work. 


Division  No.  3.— KILLALOE  TO  TARMONBARRY. 

Killaloe. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1 842  there  remained  550  running  feet  of  the  weir  to 
be  completed ;  this  work  was  commenced  in  April,  and  carried  on  with  spirit 
until  the  June  floods  broke  over  the  dams,  which  caused  the  operations  to  be 
suspended  until  the  middle  of  July,  when  the  dams  were  repaired,  and  the  work 
resumed.  The  weir  was  completed  at  the  end  of  August,  the  excavation  below  it 
having  been  cleared ;  the  river  water  was  allowed  to  flow  over  the  entire  length  of 
the  weir,  viz.,  1,100  feet. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  body  of  water  which  fell  in  the  early  part  of  the  winter, 
the  water  in  Lough  Derg,  which  contains  29,570  acres,  rose  6i  inches  in  24  hours; 
the  height  of  the  water  above  the  top  of  the  weir  never  exceeded  two  feet  eight 
inches,  and  that  only  for  a  very  few  days ;  whereas  in  former  years,  floods  of  a 
similar  character  would  have  raised  the  water  in  Lough  Derg  to  a  height  of  about 
nine  feet  nine  inches. 

The  other  works  executed  at  Killaloe  consisted  of  the  building  of  a  retaining 
wall,  650  feet  in  length,  between  the  bridge  and  pier  head,  thus  gaining  space  where 
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it  was  much  wanted,  as  well  as  improving  the  river  course  :  25,626  cubic  yards 
were  removed  from  the  bed  of  the  river,  and  there  still  remains  about  51,000  cubic 
yards  to  be  removed  by  dredging.  In  connexion  with  this  contract  is  the  foun- 
dation of  an  embankment  at  Cussane^  two  miles  below  Killaloe^  which  is  now 
completed ;  about  25,000  cubic  yards  of  gravel  and  stones  were  conveyed  by 
barges  from  Killaloe  ;  an  opening  for  the  discharge  of  Ballyhague  Mountain 
stream  has  been  left  24  feet  wide  ;  the  trackway  is  carried  across  the  opening  by 
a  bridge  formed  by  iron  girders,  and  roadway  plates  supported  upon  piles. 

This  embankment  must  be  considered  as  a  very  great  improvement.  The 
trackway  now  crosses  a  deep  bay  by  a  direct  line,  instead  of  the  former  difficult 
and  circuitous  course  round  the  verge  of  a  deep  inlet. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Kiilaloe,  from  the  2d  January 
to  30th  December,  was  117,  being  equivalent  to  36,588  days'  work. 

The  quantity  of  material  excavated  was  25,626  cubic  yards. 


SCARRIFF. 

The  works  at  this  station  consist  of  excavating  and  dredging  a  portion  of  the 
bed  and  banks  of  the  Scarriff  river,  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  navigable  for 
steamers  and  trade  boats,  from  Lough  Derg  to  the  town  of  Scarriff,  being  about 
two  miles  in  length  ;  also,  of  building  a  quay  wall  and  wharf,  120  feet  in  length, 
at  Tomgreney,  and  another,  240  feet  in  length,  at  the  termination  of  the  works, 
at  Scarriff. 

In  March  the  contractor  conimenced  by  making  a  cut  for  the  purpose  of 
diverting  the  river  course,  to  enable  him  to  form  his  dams,  and  pump  out  the 
water  with  greater  advantage  whilst  carrying  on  the  works. 

For  the  purpose  of  laying  the  bed  of  the  river  dry,  a  six-horse  power  steam- 
engine,  with  two  metal  pumps  eeven  inches  diameter,  was  employed,  discharging 
12,600  gallons  per  hour;  but  these  not  .proving  sufficient,  a  chain-pump,  woreed 
by  six  men,  was  added  to  the  above,  which  discharged  nearly  an  equal  quantity 
as  those  worked  by  the  engine.  A  large  portion  of  the  river  having  been  laid 
dry,  about  300  men  were  employed  daily  in  blasting  and  removing  the  rock,  and 
in  excavating  the  gravel. 

On  the  ptb  of  August  the  works  were  suspended,  in  consequence  of  the  floods 
in  the  river;  and  on  the  31st  the  foundations  of  the  quay  wall  ^vere  laid  at 
Reddans  Quay,  and  the  building  of  the  wall  was  carried  on  until  the  loth  Sep- 
temberj  when  this  work  was  stopped  for  a  second  time  by  the  floods  in  the  river ; 
but  on  the  16th  the  water  bad  fallen  sufficiently  to  allow  of  the  dams  being  re- 
formed, to  enclose  the  site  of  the  proposed  harbour  at  Scarriff,  as  well  as  of  the 
quay  wall,  the  building  of  which  was  carried  on  until  November,  when  it  was 
completed,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  portion  of  the  coping,  which  still  remains 
to  be  set. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Scariff,  from  the  13th  March 
to  the  2d  of  December,  was  132,  being  equivalent  to  29,825  days'  work. 

The  number  of  cubic  yards  excavated  was  24,437,  and  the  quantity  removed 
by  the  dredging-vessel  amounted  to  11,905  cubic  yards;  making  a  total  of 
36,342  cubic  yards. 


Dehry  Shoal. — (At  the  North  Entrance  into  Lough  Derg.) 

The  channel  which  bad  been  cleared  through  this  shoal  in  1842,  by  means  of 
Siebe's  diving-dress  and  helmet,  was,  during  the  past  year,  by  a  similar  opera- 
tion, enlarged;  making  the  width  lOQ  feet.  The  guide-piles  were  raised  and  put 
down  again,  so  as  to  mark  the  limits  of  the  present  navigable  channeL 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Derry  Island  Shoal,  from  the- 
21st  August  to  16th  September,  was  22,  being  equivalent  to  311  days'  work. 

The  weight  of  stones  raised  amounted  to  211  tons. 
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Meelick* 

The  masonry  of  the  lock  has  been  completed,  and  the  gates  fixed.  The  whole 
is  now  ready  tp  be  used,  as  soon  a3  the  excavations  of  the  channel  at  Keelogue 
Ford  shall  have  been  completed. 

The  lock  has  been  built  on  the  southern  extremity  of  the  channel,  upon  a  solid 
foundation  of  rock ;  is  i  ;^5  feet  long  between  the  gates,  and  40  feet  wide  at  the 
hollow  quoins ;  the  rise  being  eight  feet,  and  affording  seven  feet  of  water  on  the 
sills  in  the  summer  season ;  its  wing  walls  are  built  of  solid  masonry,  terminating 
at  each  end  with  slopes,  which  are  paved  with  massive  stone  pitching. 

The  lock  is  filled  by  two  sluices  four  feet  six  inches  by  three  feet  each,  which  are 
formed  of  cast-iron,  faced  with  brass,  and  are  worked  by  powerful  machinery, 
consisting  of  rack-work  and  spur-gear.  These  sluices  are  attached  to  the  land 
tunnels,  which  pass  through  and  under  the  side  walls  of  the  lock. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  procuring  English  oak  of  the  required  scantling,  the 
gates  have  been  made  of  French  oak,  of  excellent  quality,  which  has  been  mor- 
tised and  tenoned,  and  secured  by  wrought-iron  straps,  and  planked  with  Memel 
timber.  The  lower  gates  have  been  fitted  up  with  four  cast-iron  sluices,  three  feet 
five  inches  by  one  foot  seven  inches  each,  faced  with  brass,  and  made  perfectly 
water-tight,  and  are  also  worked  by  rack-pinion  and  spur-gear. 

The  gates  are  opened  and  shut  by  means  of  powerful  crab  winches  and  chains, 
which  pass  through  the  masonry  and  between  cast-iron  rollers,  which  are  secured 
in  the  side  walls.  The  entire  of  the  machinery  is  encased  in  cast-iron  boxes,  to 
preserve  it  from  the  action  of  the  weather ;  each  pair  of  gates  can  be  opened  and 
shut  in  one  minute  and  a  half,  and  the  lock  can  be  filled  or  emptied  in  three  minutes ; 
so  that,  by  using  any  moderate  exertion,  a  vessel  may  be  passed  through  the  lock 
in  the  space  of  five  minutes. 

The  lock-house  was  commenced  in  last  September,  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
inner  and  outer  walls  have  been  raised  ready  to  receive  the  roof. 


The  Weir. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-two  Hneal  feet  have  been  built  during  the  past  year, 
making  a  total  of  500  feet  completed,  being  nearly  one-half  of  the  proposed  length 
of  the  weir. 


Keelogue  Shoal. 


This  shoal,  which  is  upwards  of  a,ooo  feet  in  length  by  250  feet  in  breadth,  has 
been  excavated  nearly  to  the  required  depth,  and  would  have  been  completed  before 
the  close  of  the  past  year,  and  the  improved  navigation  to  Shannon  Harbour 
available  for  public  use,  bad  not  the  contractor's  operations  been  interrupted  by  the 
repeated  floods  from  April  until  August ;  every  exertion  was  made  on  his  part 
to  forward  the  work ;  workmen  were  employed  double  shifts,  each  gang  of  exca- 
vators working  10  hours,  viz.  from  2  a.  m.  until  10  p.m.  j  from  the  interruptions 
caused  by  the  floods  the  work  was  not  completed. 

The  material  excavated  waa  conveyed  by  waggons  on  a  railway,  partly  to 
form  the  embankment  between  Innisherkeigh  and  the  New  Canal  Bank,  on  the 
King's  County  side  of  the  river,  and  also  to  form  the  river  bank  from  the  head 
of  the  ford,  above  the  village  of  Keelogue,  down  to  the  retaining  wall  of  the  weir, 
on  the  County  Galway  side  of  the  river. 

The  material  of  which  this  ford  is  composed  consists  of  hard  indurated 
clay  and  gravel,  mixed  with  large  boulder  stones,  of  so  compact  a  nature  as  to 
require  the  use  of  gunpowder  to  throw  it  down  in  sufficiently  small  masses  for 
loading  the  waggons,  thereby  considerably  retarding  the  operations. 

A  quay  wall  or  wharf,  60  feet  in  length,  has  been  built  at  the  village  of 
Keelogue.  The  accommodation  thus  afforded,  and  the  facility  with  which  trade 
boats  can  take  on  board  agricultural  produce,  will  undoubtedly  prove  of  great 
benefit  to  its  inhabitants,  as  well  as  to  the  farmers  of  the  surrounding  district. 

The  undermentioned  shoals,  composed  of  gravel  and  large  boulder  stones, 
between  Keelogue  Ford  and  Banagher,  have  been  removed  by  the  dredger 
Victoria ;   viz.  Innisherkeigh,  Illanadrahorla,   Shannon  Grove,  Esker^  Lusmagh, 
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Cogran,  and  Garry  Castle,  amounting  to  20,756  cubic  yards,  being  at  the  rate  of 
93  cubic  yards  per  diem,  which  is  considerably  under  the  daily  average  quantity 
dredged  last  year,  arising  from  the  compact  hard  nature  of  the  material  of  which 
these  shoals  were  composed,  and  the  number  of  large  stones  which  required  to  be 
raised  by  the  pentagraph  shears. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Meelick  (Lock  and  Weir,) 
and  Keelogue  shoal,  from  2d  January  to  30th  December,  was  271,  being 
equivalent  to  84,529  days*  work. 

The  quantity  of  material  excavated  and  dredged  amounted  to  61,173  cubic 
yards. 


Banagher. 

The  bridge  at  this  place  consists  of  six  elliptical  arches,  60  feet  span,  with  a 
versed  sine  of  16  feet,  and  a  navigable  opening  of  40  feet;  with  an  iron  swivel- 
bridge,  45  feet  span^  8  feet  9  inches  versed  sine,  the  first  stone  of  which  was  laid 
on  the  21st  of  August  1841  ;  was  completed  and  opened  to  the  public  on  the 
1 2th  of  August  1 843. 

The  piers  are  eight  feet  thick  ;  the  foundations  of  the  western  abutment,  and  all 
the  piers  except  the  swivel*bridge  abutment  pier,  were  built  upon  a  timber 
grating  composed  of  two  tier  of  whole  balks ;  the  intervening  spaces  were  filled 
with  rubble  stone  and  good  hydraulic  mortar.  The  eastern  abutment  of  the 
swivel  bridge  was  founded  upon  piles  four  feet  apart,  upon  which  sleepers  were 
laid  and  covered  with  a  platform  of  three-inch  plank.

The  bridge  is  built 
of  limestone,  and 
consists  of  six 
elliptical  arches, 
with  an  iron 
swirel-bridge  at- 
tached. 


For  the  accommodation  of  trade  boats,  a  quay  of  400  feet  frontage  has  been 
built.  By  the  accommodation  thus  afforded,  the  inhabitants  will  have  the  full 
benefit  of  the  navigation,  by  the  trade  being  brought  up  to  the  town. 

Upon  the  opening  of  the  new  bridge  an  experimental  charge  of  5olbs.  of 
powder  was  placed  in  one  of  the  piers  of  the  old  bridge,  which,  when  exploded, 
succeeded  perfectly  as  to  the  effect  desired ;  it  was  then  decided  to  destroy  the 
remaining  portions  by  simultaneous  explosions;  every  alternate  pier  was  then 
charged  as  above,  and  fired ;  the  effect  was  admirable :  the  entire  length  (550 
feet)  of  the  old  bridge  was  gently  thrown  up,  and  fell  a  mass  of  rubbish. 

As  soon  as  the  state  of  the  river  permitted,  the  longitudinal  dam  which  had 
been  used  in  1842  was  re-formed,  and  cross  dams  at  top  and  bottom,  joining  it 
with  the  river  bank,  constructed  to  complete  the  inclosure.  A  12-horse  power 
high  pressure  steam-engine,  with  eight  pumps,  was  erected  for  unwatering  the 
dam,  also  for  drawing  the  loaded  waggons  from  the  bed  of  the  river  to  the  spoil 
bank. 

On  the  2d  June  the  upper  stanks,  being  unable  to  resist  the  increased  pressure 
of  the  floods,  gave  way,  and  the  inclosed  space  was  immediately  filled;  the 
operations  were  consequently  stopped  until  the  8th  of  July,  when  the  work  was 
resumed  by  the  formation  of  dams,  to  inclose  another  portion  of  the  shoal ;  and 
by  the  19th  of  July  the  unwatering  was  perfected,  and  the  excavation  resumed. 

The  appearance  of  this  shoal  when  laid  dry  was  unusual  and  extraordinary ; 
the  entire  surface  of  the  bed  of  the  river  being  covered  with  immense  rounded 
blocks  of  limestone,  many  of  them  measuring  from  11  to  20  tons ;  the  enormous 
size  of  these  blocks  rendered  their  removal  unbroken  out  of  the  question;  they  were 
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consequently  reduced  in  size  by  blasting,  and  the  broken  masses  were  then  lifted 
into  the  wagons  by  cranes  erected  for  that  purpose. 

The  work  was  proceeding  satisfactorily,  when^  on  the  9th  of  August,  the  cross 
dam  at  the  lower  end  of  the  inclosure  burst,  and  the  included  space  was  again 
filled  with  watier.  Additional  pumps  were  fixed,  and  the  unwatering  effected  a 
third  time.  The  excavation  continued  until  the  14th  October,  when  the  floods 
again  came  down  and  overtopped  the  dams.  Fortunately,  the  upper  part  of  the 
shoal  had  been  cleared  of  the  blocks  of  stone  which  were  scattered  over  the 
surface ;  and  as  soon  as  a  passage  was  cut  through  the  longitudinal  dam,  the 
dredger  Victoria  was  brought  up,  and  commenced  removing  the  natural  bed  of 
the  river. 

The  only  work  remaining  to  complete  this  contract  is  the  removal  of  the  dams ; 
and  with  two  months'  work  upon  them  and  the  ford  at  Keelogue,  the  improved 
navigation  will  be  open  from  Killaloe  to  the  entrance  of  the  Grand  Canal  at 
Shannon  Harbour,  a  distance  of  38  miles. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Banagher,  from  2d  January 
to  30th  December,  was  280,  being  equivalent  to  87,516  days'  work. 

The  quantity  of  material  removed  was  33,070  cubic  yards. 


Inniscagh* 
(A  small  Island  a  short  distance  from  Shannon  Harbour  Bridge.) 

There  being  a  point  of  the  island  which  was  in  the  direct  line  for  the  improved 
navigation,  it  became  necessary  to  remove  the  same. 

Early  in  March  the  dams  were  formed  to  inclose  the  part  to  be  removed,  and 
the  included  space  unwatered.  The  excavation  was  then  commenced,  and  1,42a 
cubic  yards  were  removed,  which  lowered  the  surface  to  that  level  which  will 
enable  the  remaining  quantity  to  be  removed  by  dredging,  as  soon  as  the  state  of 
the  water  will  permit  of  a  dredger  being  used  there. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Inniscagh  from  the  6th  of 
March  10  the  11th  of  March,  was  155,  being  equivalent  to  930  days'  work. 

The  quantity  dredged  amounted  to  1,420  cubic  yards. 


Dekryholmes. 

The  repairs  of  the  dams  commenced  early  in  March,  and  the  steam-engine, 
with  the  pumps,  put  into  working  order.  Tn  seven  days  the  water  was  lowered 
sufficiently  to  permit  the  excavators  being  set  to  work. 

The  excavation  was  carried  on  successfully,  notwithstanding  the  great  body  of 
water  which  percolated  and  boiled  up  through  the  fissures  in  the  rock.  A  second 
steam-engine,  to  work  two  additional  pumps,  was  fixed  and  set  to  work,  and  every- 
thing proceeded  vigorously  until  the  1st  June,  when  the  floods  came  down,  over- 
topped the  dams,  and  filled  the  inclosure.  Everything  was  stopped  until  the  30th 
June,  when,  the  river  having  fallen  sufliciently,  the  dams  were  repaired,  and  the 
pumps  were  again  set  in  motion. 

The  contractor  having  been  so  much  impeded  in  th,e  progress  of  his  work  by 
the  great  leakage  through  the  fissures  in  the  rock,  determined  to  make  a  substantial 
cross-dam,  with  the  view  to  secure  the  lower  part  of  the  shoal.  It  was  made  36 
feet  broad  at  bottom,  4  feet  thick  at  the  top,  and  13  feet  in  height. 

The  labour  and  expense  bestowed  upon  this  work  was  fully  repaid  by  the 
advantage  gained,  in  reference  to  the  subsequent  operations  ;  during  the  entire 
season  it  was  a  struggle  between  the  pumps  and  the  leaks ;  if  the  former  stopped 
for  a  few  hours,  the  water  rose  rapidly  to  sue})  a  height  as  to  prevent  the  men 
from  working.  # 

One  of  the  dredging-vessels  was  employed  at  the  head  of  the  shoal,  and  was 
only  able  to  work  166  days  out  of  246,  the  number  of  working  days. 

The  material  which  has  been  dredged  is  of  a  particularly  unfavourable  nature, 
which  may  be  judged  of  from  the  low  rate  of  work  of  the  dredger,  par- 
ticularly during  the  last  two  months,  when  the  average  quantity  dredged  each  day 
was  only  35  cubic  yards ;  much  time  was  occupied  in  raising  large  stones  with 
a  pentagraph  shears  and  derrick..  The  number  of  stones  raised  in  this  manner 
at  Derryholmes  during  the  year  was  708,  varying  iu  size  from  two  to  30  cubic  feet, 
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and  amounting  ^together  to  about  292  tons.     The  undermentioDed  quantities 

have  been  removed  in  the  course  of  the  past  year.

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Derryholmes,  from  27th 
Februai^  to  iith  November,  was  92,  being  equivalent  to  20,937  days'  work. 


Garrymore. 

The  dredger  was  moved  up  from  Derryholmes  to  this  shoal,  and  commenced 
working  there  on  the  16th  October.  This  shoal  was  partly  dredged  in  the  year 
1841,  and  the  shoal  lowered  to  the  required  de(>th. 

The  part  removed  was  found  very  difficult  to  dredge,  in  consequence  of  the 
number  of  large  boulder  stones  embedded  in  the  clay  and  gravel,  which  had  to  be 
raised  by  means  of  the  pentagraph  shears ;  some  of  these  stones  contained  60  cubic 
feet,  and  on  account  of  their  weight  could  not  be  raised  completely  out  of  the 
water  by  the  machinery  in  use,  but  had  to  be  raised  near  to  the  surface  of  the 
water,  and  the  barge  in  which  the  derrick  was  fitted  up  was  then  moved  with 
the  stone  suspended,  until  it  could  be  deposited  near  the  bank  of  the  river,  out 
of  the  line  of  the  channel.  The  vessel  was  employed  at  this  part  of  the  shoal 
from  the  17th  of  October  to  the  4th  November,  during  which  time  the  number 
of  stones  raised  was  103,  varying  in  size  from  two  to  60  cubic  feet,  (the  average 
being  12),  the  whole  weighing  about  93  tons. 

The  flood  being  high  in  the  river  at  this  time,  and  the  current  strong,  it  was 
found  difficult  to  use  the  pentagraph  shears  with  advantage,  and  it  was  considered 
better  to  leave  this  part  of  the  shoal  to  be  completed  when  the  water  shall  be 
lower.  It  was  also  very  desirable  to  take  advantage  of  the  high  flood  to  enable 
the  dredger  to  float  over  and  remove  some  parts  of  the  shoal  which  had  not  been 
topped,  and  which  it  was  contemplated  to  remove  by  means  of  excavation  within 
dams.     The  dredging-vessel  was  accordingly  set  to  work. 

The  material  dredged  at  Garry  more  (with  the  exception  of  the  part  described) 
was  of  a  favourable  nature.  The  average  quantity  dredged  each  day,  was  131 
cubic  yards,  being  just  the  same  as  the  average  work  done  at  this  shoal  when  the 
dredging-vessels  were  working  there  in  the  year  1841. 

The  total  quantity  excavated  by  the  B  dredger,  during  the  year,  was  only  20,578 
cubic  yards.  This  is  far  short  even  of  the  quantity  removed  in  the  previous 
year,  which  was  considered  to  be  much  below  the  average  work  of  the  dredger. 
The  deficiency  was  caused  chiefly  by  the  extraordinary  nature  of  the  material  to 
be  excavated,  and  partly  from  being  unoccupied  during  the  months  of  July, 
August,  and  September. 

The  number  of  working  days  in  the  year  was  312 ;  and  the  number  of  days  on 
which  dredging  was  done,  was  only  215,  being  little  more  than  two-thirds  of  tlie 
whole  number,  instead  of  three-fourths,  which  was  found  to  be  the  proportion  in 
former  years.  The  average  work  of  this  dredger,  during  the  year  1843,  has  been 
95  cubic  yards  per  day,  when  actually  at  work;  or  66  cubic  yards  for  every 
working  day  in  the  year. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Garrymore,  from  15th 
October  to  30th  December,  was  21,  being  equivalent  to  1,050  days'  work. 


Shannon  Bridge. 

The  works  consist  of  underpinning  nine  piers  of  the  old  bridge;  of  taking 
down  the  present  lock,  together  with  the  arches,  parapets,  and  retaining-walls 
over  same ;  of  removing  the  embankment  both  above  and  below  the  bridge,  with 
its  retaining-walls ;  of  constructing  a  cast-iron  swivel  bridge,  with  its  pier,  abut- 
ments, pilasters,  and  approach  walls ;  and  of  deepening  the  bed  of  the  river. 
The  works  were  commenced  on  the  13th  of  February  1843,  by  removing  the 
embankment^  and  making  dams  to  enclose  eight  arches  of  the  bridge.     For  the 
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purpose  of  un watering  the  dams,  a  steam-engine  of  i2*hor8e  power  was  erected^ 
ivith  the  requisite  pumping  machinery,  which  commenced  work  on  the  19th 
April.  The  excavation  was  then  carried  on  until  the  2d  June,  when  the  tJoods 
obliged  the  works  to  be  suspended  until  the  5th  July.  In  the  meantime,  a  tem- 
porary bridge  was  erected  over  the  canal  lock,  and  opened  for  use  on  the  9th  of 
June;  after  which,  the  canal  arches  and  retainii^*walls  were  taken  dowii,  and 
dams  formed  at  each  end  of  the  canal. 

The  underpinning  of  the  six  piers  was  conducted  with  great  skill ;  and  the 
work  having  been  pushed  on  with  great  vigour,  was  speedUy  and  satisfactorily 
executed,  notwithstanding  the  delicate  nature  of  the  operation ;  the  piers  being 
onty  seven  feet  thick,  and  the  underpinning  seven  feet. 

The  chief  difficulty  experienced  in  the  underpinning  operations  arose  from  the 
quantity  of  water  which  sprung  up  through  the  gravel ;  and  the  steam-engine  not 
being  able  to  keep  the  water  below  the  level  of  the  foundations  of  the  under- 
pinniDg,  small  stanks  were  formed  round  each  portion  of  the  foundation,  and  the 
water  baled  out  by  men.  with  scoops;  the  level  of  the  water  within  the  principal 
dams  being  generally  from  one  to  two  feet  above  the  foundation  level.  There 
were  19,014  cubic  yards  of  material  removed  from  the  bed  of  the  river  during  the 
past  year. 

In  order  to  afford  every  accommodation  to  the  trade  during  the  winter  season, 
we  directed  that  a  passage  should  be  made  through  the  upper  and  lower  cross 
dams ;  for  which  purpose  the  dredger  "  Prince "  was  moved  up  from  Banagher ; 
and  in  a  few  days  a  clear  passage,  of  60  feet  opening,  was  made  through  them* 

Swivel  Bridge  Works. — The  contractor  also  commenced  the  formation  of  an 
inner  longitudinal  dam,  with  the  intention  of  separating  the  part  of  the  bridge 
which  has  been  underpinned  from  the  other  portion  of  the  excavation,  so  that  the 
swivel  bridge  works  might  be  proceeded  with,  while  the  arches  which  were  deep- 
ened might  be  thrown  open  to  discharge  the  flood  water. 

A  large  setting-frame  was  also  set  up,  and  stones  prepared  for  building  the  abut- 
ment. About  this  time  the  flood  began  to  rise  rapidly  in  the  river  ^  and  on  the 
11th  October  it  was  so  high  that  the  contractor  was  obliged  to  put  a  stop  to  the 
pumping,  and  let  the  dams  fill  with  water;  and  it  was  not  practicable  to  unwater 
the  works  again  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Shannon  Bridge,  from  the 
13th  February  to  30th  December  was  73,  being  equivalent  to  20,140  days'  work. 


Atulone  Bridge. 


The  works  of  this  contract  are  now  in  a  forward  state  j  the  great  difficiilties 
experienced  from  the  water  boiling  up  in  great  force  within  the  dams  were  mastered 
in  a  very  skilful  manner  by  the  contractor,  and  the  dams,  which  were  constructed 
according  to  his  own  designs,  and  approved  of  by  us,  were  perfectly  water-tight, 
and  sufficiently  strong  to  resist  the  great  pressure  of  the  water  outside,  during  the 
winter  floods. 

All  these  difficulties  being  overcome,  tlie  masonry  of  the  piers  and  abutments 
was  carried  on  steadily.  The  three  arches  are  in  a  very  forward  state,  and  in  the 
course  of  a  month  or  six  weeks  will  be  keyed  in.  We  may  confidently  state  that 
this  bridge  will  be  completed  and  opened  to  the  pubUc  within  the  period  stipu- 
lated by  the  contract. 

Seventy  tons  of  metal  castings  for  the  swivel  bridge  have  been  delivered,  and 
partly  fitted  into  the  masonry.  The  retaining-walls  for  the  approach  to  the  bridge 
on  the  Westmeatb  side  are  carried  up  to  the  height  of  the  level  of  the  roadway. 

The  quay  wall,  extending  from  the  new  to  the  old  bridge,  has  been  built  to  the 
required  height. 

The  work  executed  at  the  close  of  this  year  comprised  the  whole  of  the  piers 
and  abutments. 

One  of  the  two  retaining-walls  to  the  approach  on  the  Connaught  side  of  the 
river  completed  to  the  height  of  the  cornice ;  one  of  the  retaining-walls  to  the 
approach  on  the  Leinster  side  of  tlie  river  completed  to  the  same  l^ight,  and  the 
other  wall  partly  built ;  nearly  half  the  number  of  courses  in  the  three  main  arches 
of  the  bridge  set ;  the  small  land  arch  completed  j  the  lower  traverse  plate,  the 
abutment  plate,  and  the  pivot  fixed  down  upon  the  western  pier  of  the  swivel

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bridge,  and  also  the  roller-frame  set  in  its  place ;  the  whole  of  the  quay  walls  in 
the  contract  completed,  with  the  exception  of  erecting  the  mooring  posts,  and  the 
steps  in  Hatter's-lane. 


Athlone  Lock  and  Weir. 


The  contractors  having  prepared  their  workshops,  and  collected  the  materials 
necessary,  commenced  the  construction  of  the  coffer-dam,  and  the  bed  of  the 
river  on  the  line  of  the  dam  was  cleared  by  the  spoon  and  bag ;  this  having  been 
done,  piling  commenced  on  the  17th  April,  and  was  completed  in  the  early  part 
of  the  month  of  October*.  Eight  pile-driving  engines  were  employed,  and  about 
35,000  cubic  feet  of  timber  consumed  in  the  formation  of  the  dam. 

At  the  latter  end  of  the  year,  two  water-wheels,  16  feet  in  diameter,  were 
erected  a  short  distance  above  the  dam,  and  two  wooden  pumps,  12  inches  square, 
fixed  within  it,  for  the  purpose  of  unwatering  the  same.  The  quay  extending 
from  the  dam  upwards  to  the  old  bridge,  225  feet  in  length,  has  been  built, 
ready  to  receive  the  coping ;  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  forma- 
tion of  the  embankment  on  the  Leinster  side  of  the  river,  and  about  200  feel  in 
length  has  been  faced  with  rubble  pitching. 

A  small  portion  of  the  piling  of  the  weir,  on  this  side,  has  also  been  executed. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Athlone  Bridge  and  Lock» 
from  2d  January  to  30th  December,  was  412,  being  equivalent  to  128,655  days* 
work.  ' 

The  total  quantity  of  material  removed,  21,508  cubic  yards. 


Lecarrow. 

The  clearing  of  the  canal  from  Lough  Ree  to  the  mill  at  this  place  has  been 
completed,  a  small  harbour  formed,  and  a  quay  wall  built,  150  feet  frontage^ 
which  will  permit  the  largest  trade  boats  on  the  river  to  discharge  or  take  on 
board  a  cargo.  A  good  road  had  been  made,  communicating  with  the  hig^h 
road  between  the  towns  of  Athlone  and  Roscommon ;  the  ground  on  which  the 
accommodation  road  is  formed  has  been  made  over  to  us  for  a  nominal  sum,  by 
R.  W.  Bond,  Esq.  of  Lecarrow. 

Great  advantages  will  be  gained  by  the  quay,  from  the  facilities  afforded  to  the 
contractors  for  the  shipment  of  stone,  required  for  the  bridge  and  lock  works  at 
Athlone,  independent  of  the  benefits  which  the  adjacent  district  will  derive  from 
it  hereafter. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Lecarrow,  from  2d  January 
to  30th  December,  was  18,  being  equivalent  to  5,589  days*  work. 


Lanesborough. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  last  year  we  made  a  contract  for  the  removal  of 
the  shoal,  and  the  underpinning  the  piers  of  the  bridge,  and  the  erection  of  a 
swivel  bridge  for  the  navigation.  The  work  was  commenced  by  the  formation  of 
a  longitudinal  dam,  in  the  centre  of  the  river,  extending  the  entire  length  of  the 
shoal ;  this  was  connected  with  the  shore  on  the  Longford  side,  by  cross  dams, 
and  the  excavation  within  the  part  thus  enclosed,  was  commenced  and  carried  on 
with  great  energy  until  the  middle  of  April,  when  heavy  rain  set  in,  which  con- 
tinued for  six  days,  causing  the  ri^er  to  rise  and  overtop  the  dams;  the  work 
was  consequently  stopped  until  the  middle  of  May,  when  the  excavators  were 
again  enabled  to  re-commence,  and  continued  at  work  until  the  end  of  the  month, 
when  the  river  having  risen  three  feet  above  the  ordinaiy  summer  level,  every- 
thing was  againinundated  ;  a  most  unfortunate  occurrence,  as  there  only  remained 

about 

*  The  piling  was  entrusted  to  Mr.  John  Davis,  who  had  just  reiumed  from  Peslh,  in  Hungary^ 
where  he  had  been  engaged  in  forming  the  coffer-dams  for  the  piers  of  the  suspension  bridge* 
across  the  Danube  at  that  place ;  and  it  is  but  justice  to  him  to  state,  that  he  has  executed  this  part 
of  the  work  at  Athlone  in  a  most  creditable  manner.

about  400  cubic  yards  to  be  removed  to  complete  this  part  of  the  work.  The 
contractor  having  suffered  so  much  loss  by  pumping  with  manual  labour,  commenced 
putting  up  a  high  pressure  steam-engine  of  six-horse  power,  to  work  two  pumps, 
14  inches  diameter.  On  the  3d  01  July  everything  was  ready  for  unwatering, 
the  third  time  this  season. 

The  excavations  and  formatidn  of  cross  dams  continued  with  more  or  less 
interruption  until  the  middle  of  November,  when  the  rise  in  the  river  again  broke 
through  the  dams,  and  put  a  stop  to  these  operations  until  a  more  favourable 
season. 

It  might  be  supposed  that  blame  attaches  to  the  contractor  for  not  having 
made  his  dams  of  sufficient  strength;  we  acquit  him  of  any  such  neglect;  the 
season  was  so  extraordinary,  that  the  precautions  taken,  which  would  have  been 
most  effectual  and  secure  in  ordinary  seasons,  proved  of  little  avail  against  the 
unexpected  and  sudden  rises  in  the  river.  These  interruptions  will  entail  con- 
siderable expense  upon  the  contractors ;  and  it  is  only  justice  to  them  to  state, 
that  they  have  met  all  their  difficulties  in  a  most  praiseworthy  manner,  never 
allowing  themselves  to  be  disheartened,  and  invariably  endeavouring,  by  personal 
zeal  and  attention,  to  counteract  the  damages  and  delays  occasioned  by  the 
floods.  As  soon  as  the  foundations  of  the  bridge  were  laid  dry,  and  an  oppor- 
tunity afforded  of  examining  them,  they  were  found  to  be  of  such  a  bad  descrip- 
tion as  to  render  the  underpinning  of  the  piers  a  work  which,  if  attempted, 
threatened  to  bring  down  the  whole  superstructure ;  we  therefore  recommended 
that  a  new  bridge  should  be  erected.  This  recommendation  your  Lordships  were 
pleased  to  sanction ;  and  we  have  the  satisfaction  of  stating,  that  at  the  close  of 
the  year  tliis  work  was  in  a  very  advanced  state. 

The  first  stone  of  the  new  bridge  was  laid  on  the  1 7th  of  July ;  and  at  the  end 
of  December,  five  out  of  six  arches  forming  the  new  bridge  were  keyed  in ;  and 
had  it  not  been  from  the  delays  in  getting  in  the  foundations,  arising  from  the 
overflowing  of  the  dams,  the  bridge  would  have  been  completed  by  the  end  of 
theyear. 

xhe  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Lanesborough,  from  20th 
JFebruary  to  30th  December,  was  252,  being  equivalent  to  67,175  days*  work. 

The  quantity  of  material  excavated  was  61,200  cubic  yards. 


KiLNACAKROW   ShOAL. 


The  formation  of  the  dams  for  enclosing  this  shoal  were  commenced  early  in 
April,  and  by  the  end  of  the  month  the  water  had  been  pumped  out  sufficiently 
to  allow  the  excavators  to  commence.  On  the  26th  the  water  in  the  river  had. 
risen  considerably,  and  forced  in  the  dams.  Operations  were  suspended  until  the 
19th  of  May,  when  the  excavation  was  resumed,  and  continued  until  the  3d  June, 
when  the  great  flood  in  the  river  overpowered  everything,  filled  the  dam,  and  all 
further  progress  was  stopped,  until  the  30th.  of  the  month,  when  the  repairs  to  the 
dams  were  again  put  in  hand. 

The  dam  at  the  head  of  the  shoal  having  unfortunately  been  formed  upon  soft 
ground,  and  the  water  within  having  been  withdrawn  too  quickly,  the  pressure 
from  without,  added  to  the  weight  of  material  in  the  dam,  caused  it  to  settle 
down,  and  then  to  slip  inwards.  Every  exertion  was  made  to  strengthen  the  dam, 
and  stop  the  movement,  but  without  success ;  it  was  forced  inwards,  and  every 
part  of  the  work  was  again  inundated.  Steps  were  immediately  taken  to  repair 
the  dam,  and  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  a  similar  disaster,  which  was  accom- 
plished by  forming  a  second  dam  within  the  outward  one,  the  space  between 
the  two  being  filled  with  water,  to  afford  an  equal  pressure  on  both  sides  of 
the  outward  dam.  When  the  outer  dam  had  firmly  settled,  the  water  between 
the  two  dams  was  drawn  off  by  degrees.  The  excavations  continued,  and  there 
was  every  prospect  of  completing  the  excavations  before  the  winter,  when,  on  the 
11th  of  October,  the  water  in  the  river  rose  to  such  a  height  as  to  baffle  all  the 
efforts  to  support  the  upper  dam,  when  it  was  again  forced  in,  and  everything 
stopped  for  the  season. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Kilnacarrow,  from  the  29th 
May  to  30th  December,  was  132,  being  equivalent  to  24,016  days'  work. 

The  quantity  of  material  excavated  was  18,237  cubic  yards. 
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Lodge  Cut. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  month  of  April  the  contractor  commenced  formmg  the 
dams  for  inclosing  the  upper  part  of  the  shoal,  and  by  the  24th  the  excavations 
were  commenced,  when  the  flood  came  down,  burst  the  dams,  and  filled  the  in- 
closure  with  water.  On  the  1  ith  of  May  operations  were  again  resumed,  and 
continued  until  the  1st  of  June,  when  the  dams  burst  and  stopped  the  work  until 
the  11th  of  July,  when,  the  flood  having  subsided,  the  excavators  re-commenced, 
and  continued  working  night  and  day  until  the  1 7th  of  October ;  the  operations 
were  then  again  impeded  by  the  bursting  of  the  dams.  Nothing  further  can  be 
done  until  the  water  m  the  river  shall  have  fallen  to  a  sufficiently  low  state  in  the 
ensuing  spring  of  the  year. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Lodge  Cut,  from  29th  May 
to  28th  October  was  251,  being  equivalent  to  32,864  days'  work. 

The  quantity  of  material  excavated  was  24,722  cubic  yards. 


Tarmonbarrt. 

A  contract  was  made  for  the  construction  of  a  swivel  bridge,  lock,  and  weir, 
together  with  the  removal  of  120,000  cubic  yards  of  excavation  in  the  bed  of  the 
river.  Operations  were  commenced  by  forming  860  lineal  yards  of  dams,  and 
excavations  carried  on  until  the  beginning  of  June;  by  this  time  9,400  cubic 
yards  had  been  removed,  when  the  floods  came  down,  overtopped  the  dams,  and 
inundated  all  the  works.  Nothing  was  done  in  the  bed  of  the  river  during  the 
month  of  June. 

Considerable  exertion  has  been  made  by  the  contractor  to  get  on  rapidly  with 
the  excavation  in  the  river  bed,  but  the  season  turned  out  most  unfavourable  ;  aod 
the  floods  (even  in  the  months  of  August  and  September)  in  many  instances,  not 
only  put  a  stop  to  their  operations,  but  did  much  damage  to  the  dams,  causing 
thereby  great  delay  in  resuming  work,  which  was  not  anticipated  at  that  season 
of  the  year. 

A  length  of  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  site  of  the  lock,  up  stream,  has, 
with  small  exception,  been  excavated  to  its  required  depth  and  width. 

The  heaviest  portion  of  this  is  situated  at  the  group  of  islands  half  a  mile  above 
Tarmon  Bridge ;  here  the  contractors  erected  a  six-horse  high  pressure  steam- 
engine,  which  proved  most  valuable.  On  the  iith  September  all  excavating 
operations  were  put  a  stop  to  by  the  flood,  which  overpowered  the  best  effinis  of 
the  engine :  and  the  water  has  not  since  subsided  to  an  extent  to  make  it  advisable 
to  resume. 

Wh^n  the  bed  of  the  river  had  been  laid  dry,  the  foundations  of  the  bri(%e 
were  ascertained  to  be  so  bad  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  underpinning  the 
piers,  without  the  risk  of  bringing  down  the  entire  superstructure  j  it  was  therefore 
proposed  by  us  to  build  a  new  bridge,  and  your  Lordships  were  pleased  to  approve 
of  our  doing  so.  A  contract  was  entered  into  for  building  a  bridge  of  four  arches, 
3^  feet  space,  with  a  navigation  arch,  instead  of  the  seven  arches  then  existing  in 
the  old  bridge.  This  work  has  been  carried  on  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  a(t 
the  close  of  the  year  the  piers  were  raised  to  the  level  of  the  springing  courses, 
and  the  approach  wall  on  the  Roscommon  side  carried  up  to  the  level  of  the  road* 
way. 


The  Lock. 

The  only  work  executed  has  been  the  formation  of  the  dam,  within  which  the 
lock  is  to  be  built,  and  the  erection  of  a  horse-pump.  The  embankment  between 
the  bridge  and  the  lock  has  been  raised  to  its  height,  and  half  the  retaining- wall, 
with  its  coping,  has  been  built  on  the  land  side. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Tarmonbarry,  from  20th 
February  to  30th  December,  was  206,  being  equivalent  to  54,791  days*  work. 

The  quantity  of  material  excavated  was  29,106  cubic  yards. 
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Arigna  River  (Mount  Allen). 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1 842,  we  reported  certain  progress  as  having  been 
made  in  the  excavation  of  the  new  cut;  immediately  the  state  of  the  weather 
permitted,  operations  were  resumed,  a,nd  the  cut  completed  by  the  end  of 
October,  when  the  river  was  turned  into  the  new  channel,  discharging  itself  into 
Lough  Allen,  thus  preventing  the  great  damage  which  formerly  was  occasioned 
by  the  great  body  of  water  which  heretofore  suddenly  rushed  down  from  the 
mountains,  inundating  and  injuring  considerable  tracts  of  land. 

The  average  number  of  persons  employed  daily  at  Mount  Allen,  from  7th 
August  to  28th  October,  was  37,  being  equivalent  to  2,707  days'  work. 


Rents  AND  Tolls. 

The  rates  of  tolls  and  wharfage  between  Limerick  and  Lough  Allen  remain 
the  same  as  detailed  by  ns  in  onr  Second  Report.  On  reference  to  the  returns 
appended,  there  appears  a  decrease  in  the  total  amount  of  tolls  and  wharfage 
received  during  the  year  1843,  ^  compared  with  1842,  of  90 1.  1  ^.  2  6^.,  which 
has  principally  taken  place  on  the  Limerick  navigation,  where  an  unusual  amount 
of  tolls  and  wharfage  was  collected  in  1842,  on  stone,  gravel,  &c.  for  the  works. 
There  is  also  a  decrease  tn  the  gross  tonnage  of  articles  loaded  or  landed,  which 
appears  to  occur  principally  on  articles  used  for  the  works,  particularly  stone  and 
gravel  loaded  at  stations  on  the  Limerick  navigation,  which  is  the  portion  of  the 
river  whqre  the  decrease  occurs  in  the  receipts,  and  where  works  have  been 
completed. 

The  collection  of  the  new  rates  of  quayage  and  wharfage  at  the  piers  on  the 
Lower  Shannon,  as  sanctioned  by  your  Lordships,  commenced  at  Querrin  and 
Kildysart  piers  in  January  1843. 


Accounts. 

We  forward  herewith,  in  compliance  with  the  18th  Section  of  the  Act,  accounts 
showing  the  amount  of  all  sums  received  and  expended  by  us  during  the  year 
ending  31st  December  1 843,  and  in  doing  so  we  beg  10  draw  attention  to  Account 
No.  4,  from  which  it  will  appear  that  out  of  the  large  sums  that  have  been  ad- 
vanced by  us  from  time  to  time,  as  loans  to  counties,  and  which  are  repayable 
with  interest,  by  half-yearly  instalments,  the  only  item  in  arrear  at  the  end  of  the 
year  1 843  was  a  sum  of  633  /.  2  ^.  1 1  i  rf.,  due  by  the  grand  jury  of  the  county  of 
the  city  of  Limerick. 

This  arrear  has  accrued  in  consequence  of  certain  alterations  made  by  the 
Municipal  Act,  in  regard  to  the  county,  and  the  county  of  the  city  of  Limerick, 
whereby  a  portioh  of  the  latter  has  been  joined  to  the  county  ;  but  without  any 
profision  having  been  made  for  securing  from  the  county  the  repayment  of  that 
proportion  of  Ae  advances  made  by  us  under  the  Act  2  &  3  Vict.  c.  61,  with 
which  the  portion  of  the  city  so  transferred  to  the  county  is  chargeable.  *  We  beg 
to  refer  your  Lordships  to  u  letter  on  this  subject  which  we  received  from  Mn 
Barrington,  the  Crown  solicitor,  and  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  p.  31. 

In  certifying  to  the  respective  grand  juries  the  amount  of  our  expenditure,  and 
the  sums  repayable  by  them,  there  was  no  power  given  to  us  under  the  Shannon 
Act,  a&  3  Vict  c.  61,  to  apportion  our  expenditure  or  vary  our  certificates  in 
such  a  manner  as  would  meet  the  altered  circumstances  eflfected  by  the  Municipal 
Act ;  and  the  grand  jury  of  the  city  of  limerick  refuse,  in  consequence,  to  present 
the  full  amount  of  our  certificate,  which  contains  the  whole  sum  payable  by  the 
city  previous  to  the  change  referred  to ;  and  on  the  other  hand  the  county  grand 
jury  decline  to  present  for  any  additional  sum  beyond  that  certified  by  us.

Shannon  Presentment. 

Sir,  Limerick,  5  March  1843. 

I  BEG  to  inform  you  that,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  (under  the  authority  of  which 
the  liberties  were  severed  from  the  Borough  of  Limerick)  an  inquiry  was  held  to  arrange 
in  what  proportion  the  debts  due  by  the  county  of  the  city  of  Limerick  should  be  borne 
by  the  borough  and  the  parts  of  the  liberties  now  attached  to  the  county ;  and  it  was 
decided  that  one-fifth  should  be  borne  by  the  borough,  and  the  remaining  four-fifths 
should  be  paid  by  the  county. 

The  grand  jury  of  this  city  will  not  present  any  further  sum  than  one-fifth  of  the  sum 
required  at  this  assizes,  and  the  judge  will  not  call  on  them  to  do  more. 

I  have,  therefore,  to  request  you  will  inform  me  whether  I  shall  accept  a  presentment 
for  the  one-fifth,  or  whether  the  entire  sum  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  over  until  next 
assizes,  when  new  certificates  can  be  issued  in  the  proportions  in  which  the  county  and 
city  are  liable.

It  is  our  duty  to  Teport  to  you  tbe  progresBiof  the  Comnutotion  of  Tithes  in 
England  and  Wales  to  the  close  of  the  year  1848. 

We  have  received  notiees'tbat  voluntary  proeeedtngs  have  conmenoed  in  9555 
tithe  districts :  of  these  iiotioes  45  were  reeeived  during  the  year  1843. 

We  have  received  6877  ^menients,  and  confirmed  6492  :  of  these,  168  have 
been  reoeived,  and  281  oonfiroaied,  during  the  year  1643. 

3871  notices  for  making  awards  have  been  issued,  of  which  636ivere  issued 
during  the  year  1843. 

We  have  received  2681  drafts  of  compulsory  awards,  and  confirmed  2172 :  of 
these  675  have  been  received,  and  559  confirmed,  during  the  year  1843. 

We  hhve  areoeived  7525  apportionments,  and  confirmed  6881 ;  and  of  these 
1074  have  been  neceived^  and  1186  confirmed,  during  the  year  1843. 

In  8664  tithe  districts,  .as  will  be  seen  >from  the  above  stoteiBent,  the  rent- 
charges  to  be  hereafibsr  paid  have  been  finally  established  by  confirmed  agre^nents 
or  confirmed  awards. 

Wc  have  in  our  possession  voluntary  agreements  and  drafts  of  awards,  as  yet 
uncon&rmed,  wfaieh  will  include  694  additioBial  tithe  districts ;  and  make  a  total, 
when  completed,  of  9558  districts  in  whirfi  the  tithes  are  oommuted. 

We  have  to  repeat  the  assur^aave  rwhieh  we  liave  happily  been  able  to  give  in 
every  report,  that  the  whole  process  of  commutation  is  proceeding  tranquiuy  and 
harmoniously.     The  district  of  South  Wales  may  appear  to  form  an  exception. 

As  fiw,  however,  as  we  can  judge  from  -our  own  correspondence,  and  our  other 
means  of  information,  very  little  discontent  has  existed  between *tbe  real  parties  to 
the  commutation,  that  is,  the /landowners  and  titheowners. 

The  occupying  tenantry,  however,  faave^found  grounds  of  eomplMnt,  in  many 
cases  not  unreasonable;  they  are  called  on  ^to  pay  reUt-charges,  the  mfyorityof 
which  have  been  a^^reed  to  by  their  landlords,  though  a  smaller  portion  have  been 
awarded  by  us«  Those  mnt^cbarses  ane  wry  pieculia^ly  low,  «Bd  on  the  a^nerage 
do  not  greatly  exceed  (Mie-tenth  of  the  rent,  or  of  the  net  value,  instead  of  amount*- 
ing  to  one-tenth  of  the  gross  valueK)f  the  produce. 

Still  lorn  as  tihey  ate  these  TCirt*oharges  cpomewfaat  oxmed  ^the  composi^ns 
which  the  tenants  calculated  on  paying  when  they  hired  their  farms  and  fixed  their 
t&rwm  with  the  landlord. 

The  task  of  apportianing  «till  goes  son  more  slo^y  than  it  v^as  calcuhited  it 
would  do  when  tiie  Commutation  Act  ^ptceed ;  ^ut  it  contiBues  to  be  effected,  as  it 
has  all  along  been,  with  much  less  diffiedhy  and  irritation  than  it  was  supposed 
would  jbocompanyit. 

Much  of  the  work  vAikii  remains  for  «s  toi0  begins  ^•assume  a^diaracter 
which  makes  it  addaable  to  draw  your  atteatmi  to  aome  of  its  peculiarities  and 
difficulties. 

In  many  parishes  in  which  ifo  greett  bulk  of  liie  tithes'hav^  been  commuted 
on  enclosure  or  otherwise,  farm  or  district  moduses  have  been  left,  ^hich  in  the 
present  state  of  the  law  it  will  become  our  duty  to  oouTert  into  rent-charges,  and 
we  must  partially  at  least  map  and  apportion  on  the  lands  subject  to  them. 

The  expenses  ^of  such  apportionment  to  the  landowners  will  'first  be  extrava- 
gant when  conqiared  with  the  amount  of  the  sum  apportioned,  and  then  the  expense 
of  collecting  wUl  make  the  rent-charge  valueless  to  the  titheowner. 

It  seems  to  us  that  in  these  cases  la  permission  to  redeem  these  payments  for 
money,  and  thus  to  avoid  the  expenses  both  .of  apportionment  and  collection  would 
be  advantageous,  and,  indeed^  is  requisite  to  protect  both  parties. 

The  managers  of  Queen  Annes  Bounty  are  willing,  we  believe,  to  receive  the 
redempinn  money,  and  if  they  are  directed  to  apply  it,  as  they  do  augmentation 
monies,  it  may  .partially  and  gradually  be  invested  in  land  if  diat  seems  desfarable 
for  the  titheowner.  The  operation  of  such  a  measure  might  perhaps  usefully  be 
somewhat  extended. 

In  many  cases  of  vicarial  tithe,  the  individual  payments  are  so  minute  as  to 
convert  the  collection  of  them  into  a  loss.  We  have  even  been  requested  to  strike 
a  mass  of  them  out  of  rent  charges,  because,  «as  the  titheowner  will  be  taxed  upon

the  gross  amount  of  them,  and  be  certain  not  to  receive  them>  the  nominally  giving 
them  to  him,  is  substantially  mulcting  him. 

The  redemption  of  such  small  payments  would  clearly  be  a  boon  to  the  tithe- 
owner,  and  as  the  liability  to  them  is  often  felt  to  be  a  disagreeable  incumbrance 
by  the  owners  of  property,  the  power  of  redeeming  them  would  be  in  very  many 
cases  also  considered  a  boon. 

The  state  of  the  law,  as  modified  by  2  and  3  Will.  IV.,  c.  100,  commonly 
called  Lord  Tenterden*s  Act,  impedes  our  progress,  and,  unless  cleared  up, 
threatens  to  protract  the  close  of  our  labours.  In  some  hundreds  of  cases,  and, 
indeed,  in  an  indefinite  number,  we  cannot  give  decisions  as  to  the  contested  rights 
of  parties,  with  any  confidence  that  those  decisions  are  correct. 

Our  own  legal  assistants  are  divided  in  opinion,  and  we  are  told  that  this 
division  of  opinion  extends  even  to  the  superior  Courts;  at  any  rate,  no  decision  of 
those  Courts  on  the  cases  now  before  them  has  been  obtained. 

We  are  led  to  hope  that  some  distinct  decision  may  be  given  before  the  close 
of  this  year ;  if  this  is  not  the  case,  we  may  be  driven  to  request  the  assistance  of 
the  Legislature. 

Whatever  the  law  may  turn  out  to  be,  those  cases  will  many  of  them  be 
obstinately  litigated,  and  if  our  dealing  with  them  is  much  longer  postponed,  the 
delays  of  issues  and  new  trials,  and  of  the  apportionments  which  must  follow  them, 
may  postpone  what  would  otherwise  be  the  term  of  our  labours* 

In  the  case  of  parishes  containing  open  fields,  where  the  tithes  have  been  com- 
muted and  the  rent-charges  apportioned  before  enclosure,  the  re-apportionment  of 
those  rent-charges  on  the  enclosed  lands  newly  appropriated  to  individuals,  is  always 
desirable,  and,  indeed,  almost  indispensable. 

We  have  no  power  to  sanction  this  at  present. 

We  think  such  a  power  might  conveniently  be  given  us. 

The  exercise  of  a  similar  power,  after  the  close  of  our  commission,  may  be  pro- 
vided for  by  an  Act,  which,  for  that  and  other  purposes,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass 
before  the  Tithe  Commission  ceases  to  exist. 

In  a  number  of  parishes,  heretofore  enclosed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  provisions  for  extinguishing  tithe  have  been  in  some  cases 
wrongly,  in  others  imperfectly,  carried  out. 

If  tithe  litigation  and  tithe  are  to  cease  with  the  Commission,  some  provision 
must  be  made  U>t  correcting  the  errors,  or  completing  the  deficiencies,  of  these 
enclosure  transactions. 

Some  of  the  railroads,  one  of  the  most  extensive  in  particular,  that  is  the 
Great  Western,  refuse  to  pay  the  rent-charges  apportioned  on  the  lands  over  which 
they  pass. 

It  is  illegal  to  seize  and  carry  away  the  rail,  so  that  the  titheowner's  remedy 
by  distress  is  nugatory,  unless  there  is  a  station  in  his  district. 

His  remaining  remedy  is  to  take  possession  of  the  ground  over  which  the  road 
passes;  but  as  it  is  illegal  for  him  to  stop  up  a  public  way,  his  possession  is  useless 
to  him,  unless  he  resorts  to  the  doubtful  benefit  of  a  suit,  in  Exjuity,  to  compel  an 
account  of  the  profits  made  on  the  portion  of  railroad  in  his  legal  possession. 

We  think  that  the  owner  of  the  rent-charge  should  not  be  driven  to  this 
experiment,  but  that  whenever  a  rent-charge  is  clearly  due  from  the  railroad 
Company  it  should  be  recoverable  by  distress  on  the  property  of  the  Company,  on 
whatever  part  of  the  line  found. 

This  would  not  increase  the  legal  liability  of  the  Company. 

They  might  still,  by  replevin  or  otherwise,  dispute  the  legality  of  the  rent- 
charge  ;  only,  when  they  did  not  so  dispute  it,  they  would  be  compelled  to  pay  the 
owners  of  rent-charges  in  districts  where  there  is  no  station,  and  where  those  owners 
have  no  other  remedy  than  a  suit  in  Exjuity.

TN  the  Year  ended  the  5th  of  January  1844,  the  several  Leases  of  Crown 
^  Property,  in  England  and  Wales,  have  been  granted,  under  the  authority 
of  the  Acts,  10  Geo.  4,  c.  60,  and  2  Will.  4,  c.  1,  of  which  the  Particulars 
are  detailed  in  the  annexed  Schedule,  No.  1.  Of  the  Property  comprised 
in  the  Leases,  the  Annual  Value,  according  to  the  Surveys  and  Valuations  made 
thereof,  amounted  to  £.  7,058.  7.  11. ;  and  the  clear  yearly  Rents  reserved,  to 
£.6,965.  3.  6.,  exclusive  of  the  Royalties,  or  Duty  Rents,  reserved  in  the 
Leases  of  Mines  and  Quarries,  of  which  part  of  the  Property  consisted.

Tithes  belonging  to  the  Crown  in  the  Isle  of  Ely,  and  other  places  within  the 
Bedford  Level;  the  particulars  in  regard  to  the  whole  of  which,  are  given  in 
our  Report;s  to  the  Lords  of  Her  M^esty's  Treasury,  dated  6th  of  August  1839 
and  30th  November  1841 ;  Copies  of  which  were  amiexed  to  our  last  Report 
to  Parliament  (Appendix,  No.  2.  (C.))

THE  Appendix,  No.  8.  (A.)  contains  a  Schedule  of  Property  pur- 
chased on  behalf  of  the  Crown  for  the  advantage  and  improvement  of  the 
Estates  of  the  Crown,  to  which  supfa  Property  is  contiguous,  as  mentioned  in 
the  Schedule;  the  Total  Purchase-money  for  which  Property  amounted  to 
£.18,628.  16.  10. 

IN  our  Fourteenth  Report  (1834),  the  Particulars  of  a  Purchase  from  the 
Executors  of  Lord  Huntingtower  of  about  69  acres  of  Land,  formerly  part  of 
Richmond  Park,  and  the  restoration  thereof  to  that  Park,  are  fully  detailed. 

We  have  now  to  report  the  completion  of  arrangements  which  had  been  long 
depending  for  the  purchase  of  an  ac^oining  Estate,  of  which  also  a  considerable 
part  had  been  severed  from  Richmond  Park,  and  with  that  purchased  from  the 
Executors  of  Lord  Huntingtower,  comprised  a  large  and  very  beautiful  portion 
of  this  Royal  Domain  on  its  Western  Boundary. 

The  Estate  in  question  contained  in  the  whole  131a.  2r.  13p./  of  which 
96a.  8r.  89p.  are  Copyhold  of  adjoining  Manors,  and  34a.  2r.  18p.  Freehold, 
and  included  a  large  and  handsome  Mansion,  with  Pleasure  Grounds  and  Gardens, 
and  sundry  Cottages.  It  was  offered  for  sale  to  this  Board  by  the  Trustees  of 
Sir  Robert  Wilmot  Horton,  in  the  year  1837,  but  the  price  demanded  having 
been  considered  to  exceed  the  value,  no  treaty  was  then  entered  upon  ;  and  it 
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was  not  until  after  1841,  when,  after  the  death  of  Sir  Bobc^rt  Wihnot  Horkon, 
and  measures  were  in  actual  progress  for  erecting  numerous  Villa  Residences  on 
the  whole  of  that  portion  of  this  Estate  which  immediately  adjoined  to,  and 
had  formerly  been  taken  from,  Richmond  Park,  that  the  negotiations  were 
rraewed,  when,  after  much  discussion  and  correspondence,  the  Purdiase  was 
agreed  for  at  the  sum  of  £.26,000,  exclusive  of  the  timber,  taken  at  a  valuation. 
The  portion  of  the  Property  formerly  taken  from  Richmond  Park  has  been 
re-annexed  to  that  domain,  which  is  now  restored  to  its  original  and  proper 
boundary,  and  we  have  agreed  to  let  on  lease  the  Mansion,  with  the  Garden 
and  Grounds  adjoining ;  and  as  the  Purchase-monies  are  chargeable  upon  funds 
arising  from  sales  of  Crown  Estates,  this  property  now  becmnes  part  of  the 
possesaons  and  Land  Revenues  of  the  Crown. 


THE  Appendix,  No.  8.  (B*)  contains  a  Sdiedule  of  Property  purchased, 
under  the  Authority  of  the  Act,  5  Vict,  Sess.  2,  c.  19,  "  to  empower  the 
Conmiissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  &c.,  to  form  a  new  Opening,  from  the 
fcoightsbridge  Road,  into  Hyde  Park  ;  wid  a  new  Opening,  from  EBgh-street, 
Kensington,  into  an  intended  new  Road  across  the  Palace  Green,''  &c. ;  the 
total  Purchase-money,  for  which  Property,  amounts  to  £.5,435.  6. 

As  part  of  the  arrangements,  for  the  new  opening  from  Knightsbridge,  Mr. 
Thomas  Cubitt,  to  whom  it  had  been  agreed  to  let  the  ground,  on  each  side  of 
that  new  entrance,  as  mentioned  in  our  last  Report,  has  erected,  at  his  own 
expense  (as  agreed  upon),  a  Gatekeeper^s  Lodge,  and  one  large  Mansion  on  the 
east  side  of  that  opening,  and  he  is  proceeding  to  build  other  Houses,  of  a  similar 
character,  on  the  ground,  purchased,  on  the  opposite,  or  west  side  of  the  same 
opening. 

IN  our  last  Report,  we  stated,  that,  under  the  powers  given  by  the  Act  of 
5  Vict.,  Sess.  2,  c.  Id,  we  had  agreed  for  the  purchase  of  the  three  Houses  in 
the  High-street,  at  Kensington,  required  for  opening  the  intended  new  com- 
munication between  Kensington  and  Bayswater,  across  the  Palace  Green,  and 
the  site  of  the  late  Royal  Kitchen  Garden ;  and  that  a  new  Sewer,  for  the  drain- 
age of  the  Houses  intended  to  be  built  on  that  site,  had  been  nearly  completed, 
but  that  we  had  agreed  to  let  only  one,  out  of  the  33  Plots  of  Ground,  designed 
for  new  Buildings. 

WE  have  now  to  report,  that  the  purchase  of  the  three  Houses,  above  men- 
tioned, has  been  completed,  as  aj^)ears  by  the  Appendix,  No.  7,  (B.),  and  the 
Houses  taken  down,  to  form  the  new  opening ;  that  the  Sewer  is  finished;  and 
that  we  have  agreed  to  let,  on  building  Leases,  at  Rents,  amounting,  together,  to 
2,050  Z.  per  annum,  23  plots,  in  the  whole,  upon  one  of  which,  two  Houses,  with 
Office,  have  be^n  erected  and  finished ;  and  upon  some  other  Plots,  the  erection 
of  the  Buildings  are  being  proceeded  with. 

As  the  value  of  these  rents,  and  of  further  rents,  expected  to  be  obtained, 
upon  letting  the  remainder  of  the  Ground  (after  providing  the  Purchase- 
monies  for  the  Houses  before  mentioned,  and  the  costs  of  the  new  Sewer,  and 
main  Road)  is,  under  the  said  Act,  applicable  to  the  formation  of  a  new  Royal 
Kitchen  Garden  at  Windsor,  and  as  such  value  will,  when  realized,  be  sufilcient 
for  those  purposes,  the  new  Kitchen  Garden,  mentioned  in  our  last  Report,  as 
then  in  progress,  has  been  completed  in  a  manner,  which,  we  believe,  to  be  very 
satisfactory. 
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THE  Appendix,  No.  8.  (C.)  contains  a  Schedule  of  Property  pnrchased, 
under  the  authority  of  the  Act,  5  Vict.,  Sess.  2,  c.  20,  "  to  extend  an  Act, 
passed  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  years  of  Her  present  Majesty,  for  enabling  Her 
Majesty's  Commissioners  of  Woods  to  purchase  certain  Lands  for  Victoria 
Park  f  the  total  Purchase-money  for  which  Property,  amounts  to  £.

By  that  Act  we  were  empowered  within  10  years  from  the  passing  thereof 
to  grant  conveyances  of  certain  Lands  therein  described  to  the  parties  in  posses- 
sion of  such  Lands,  provided  Leases  or  Conveyances  should  be  applied  for, 
accepted  and  completed  within  five  years  from  the  passing  of  the  Act.  Previous 
to  that  period  (27th  July  1843)  numerous  Sales  had  been  effected ;  but  there 
still  remaining  undisposed  of  many  very  small  parcels  of  Land  held  by  poor 
persons  who  had  been  anxious,  but  unable,  to  purchase  the  same  within  the 
time  limited  by  the  said  Act,  we  recommended  to  the  Treasury,  that  a  Bill  should 
be  submitted  to  Parliament,  in  the  present  Session,  both  for  confirming  certain

In  our  last  Report  we  stated  that  arrangements  were  then  in  progress  for 
carrying  out  the  objects  of  the  Acts  4  Vict.  c.  16,  and  5  &  6  Vict.  c.  62, 
by  which  we  had  been  authorized  to  purchase  Ground  and  Premises  in  the 
vicinity  of  Dublin,  on  the  north  bank  of  the  River  Liffey,  and  to  effect 
improvements  on  the  Ground  so  to  be  purchased,  and  in  connexion  therewith ; 
the  cost  of  which  purchases  and  improvements  were  by  the  said  Acts  directed 
to  be  provided  out  of  the  sum  of  £.43,000,  which  was  to  be  placed  at  our 
disposal,  arising  from  the  Sale  of  a  competent  part  of  certain  Stock  standing  in 
theThree-and-a-Half  per  Cent.  Bank  Annuities  in  Ireland,  in  the  names  of  the 
Lords  of  Her  Migesty's  Treasury ;  and  we  further  stated,  that  a  portion  of 
that  Fund,  to  the  extent  of  £.20,000,  had  been  then  placed  to  our  account  at 
the  Bank  of  Ireland,  to  meet  the  amount  awarded  as  the  value  of  the  Ground 
to  be  purchased  from  the  Commissioners  of  Wide  Streets  in  Dublin.

The  amoimt  paid  by  us  for  the  purchase  of  the  several  terms  of  years  out- 
standing in  these  House?,  and  for  compensation  to  the  occupiers,  to  the  5th 
January  last,  has  been  £.5,442. 18.  2. 

By  the  Act  5  &  6  Vict.  c.  62,  we  were  authorized  to  expend  the  surplus 
of  the  said  sum  of  £.43,000,  after  providing  thereout  for  the  purchase,  from  the 
Commissioners  of  Wide  ^Streets,  and  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Leasehold  and 
other  Interests  existing  in  the  said  11  Houses,  in  straightening  and  completing 
the  opening  of  the  Quay,  and  constructing  a  Quay  Wall  along  the  north  bank 
of  the  River  Liffey,  between  West  Liffey-street  and  King  George  the  Fourth's 
Bridge,  in  front  of  the  Royal  Barracks,  in  forming  a  convenient  Roadway  on 
the  south  side  of  the  said  Plot  of  Ground  and  Premises,  and  in  levelling^ 
inclosing,  laying  out  and  planting  and  improving  the  same,  and  in  improvements 
immediately  connected  therewith. 

And  having  had  under  consideration  plans  for  carrying  out  the  above  objects, 
suggested  by  Richard  Griffith,  Esquire,  Civil  Engineer,  we  submitted  the  same, 
together  with  the  estimates  of  the  probable  cost  of  their  execution,  to  his 
Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  for  Ireland,  whose  approval  and  consent  it  was 
provided  by  the  said  Act  6  &  6  Vict.  c.  62,  should  be  obtained  before  the 
several  Works  specified  therein  should  be  undertaken  by  us.

IN  our  last  Report  were  contained  the  Particulars  of  two  Purdiases  made 
by  us  of  Premises  situate  in  St.  Ann's  Yards,  near  Her  Majesty's  Palace  of 
Holyrood,  at  Edinburgh,  mth  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  that  locality ;  and 
we  stated  that  arrangements  had  been  made  with  the  proprietors  of  other 
Prc^rties  a^oining,  which  would  ultimately  place  the  whole  of  this  Prc^rty 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Crown,  on  very  fSsivourable  terms. 

THE  Appendix,  No.  18,  contdns  the  Particulars  of  two  Purdiases<^  Houses 
and  Tenements  made  by  us  in  St.  Ann's  Yards,  in  furtherance  of  those  arrange- 
ments prior  to  the  5th  January  last,  from  Mr.  William  Wilson  Duffin»  and  from 
Mr,  Dickie,  as  the  Trustee  of  Mr.  John  Miller,  deceased.  The  Purchase-monies 
paid  for  these  Premises  have  amounted  to  £.3,114. 10. 

Negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the  owners  of  the  r^oainder  of  the  House 
Property  in  St.  Ann's  Yards,  the  particulars  of  which^  when  concluded,  will  be 
included  in  a  future  Report. 

The  circumstances  connected  with  Her  Mijjesty's  Park  of  Holyrood  have  of 
late  years  occupied  our  attention,  with  the  view  of  arrangements  being  made 
vnth  the  Earl  of  Haddington  for  the  surrender  of  the  office  of  Hereditary 
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Keeper  thereof,  and  which  office,  originally  created  by  charters  from  the  Crown, 
had  become  vested  in  his  Lordship  and  his  heirs  of  entail ;  negotiations  were 
accordingly  opened  by  us,  under  the  sanction  of  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  for  the  purchase  from  his  Lordship  of  all  the  rights,  interests  and 
properties  connected  with  that  office,  and  affecting  the  Park,  and  for  the 
absolute  surrender  of  the  office  itself,  by  which  this  portion  of  the  Crown's 
hereditary  property  might  be  freed  and  exonerated  fit>m  the  said  office,  and  all 
claims  of  right  or  property  in  or  over  the  Park,  as  derived  therefix>m. 

A  contract  and  submission  was  accordingly  entered  intq  by  us,  on  the  18th 
April  1843,  with  the  Earl  of  Haddington,  for  arbitration  as  to  the  value  to  be 
fixed  for  the  purchase  and  extinction  of  the  rights  vested  in  the  hereditary 
Keeper  of  Holyrood  Park,  and  for  the  surrender  of  that  office,  by  which  it  was 
provided  that  such  price  should  be  determined  and  awarded  by  David  Low, 
Esquire,  Professor  of  Agriculture  at  Edinburgh,  and  Thomas  Oliver,  Esquire,  of 
Lochend,  arbiters  mutually  chosen  by  ourselves  and  the  Earl  of  Haddington, 
or  by  a  referee  to  be  nominated  by  them  in  the  event  of  their  disagreeing,  such 
award  to  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  an  Act  of  Parliament. 

Founded  on  this  contract  and  submission,  an  award  or  decreet  arbitral  was 
pronounced  on  the  29th  day  of  June  1843,  by  Richard  Trotter,  Esquire,  the 
referee  or  umpire  nominated  and  appointed  in  terms  of  the  contract,  by  Mr. 
Low  and  Mr.  Oliver,  whereby  the  price  to  be  paid  by  us  on  behalf  of  Her 
Majesty  to  the  Earl  of  Haddington  for  the  said  office,  and  the  whole  profits, 
claim  of  property,  and  other  rights  thereimto  annexed,  or  appertaining  thereto, 
and  all  other  estate,  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  said  Earl,  connected 
therewith,  and  for  the  surrender  of  the  said  office,  was  fixed  at  the  sum  of 
£.30,674.  1.  8.,  and  the  term  of  Candlemas  then  following  (2d  February 
1844)  was  thereby  fixed  as  the  term  of  entry  from  which  the  office,  rights, 
interest  and  properties  should  be  vested  in  Her  Majesty. 

In  confirmation  of  this  contract  and  submission,  and  of  the  award  following 
thereon,  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  last  Session  of  Parliament,  6  &  7  Vict.  c.  64, 
whereby  it  was  provided,  as  the  said  office,  interest  and  properties  were  held  by 
the  Earl  of  Haddington,  under  the  fetters  of  a  strict  entail,  that  the  Purchase- 
monies  so  awarded  should  be  paid  by  us  into  the  Bank  of  Scotland  to  an  account 
to  be  opened  there  in  the  name  of  Trustees  specified  in  the  Act,  in  order  to  the 
same  being  re-invested  in  the  purchase  of  Lands,  to  be  settled  in  the  same  line 
of  entail  and  under  the  same  limitations  as  the  said  office,  rights,  interests  and 
property  then  stood  settled  by  a  disposition  and  deed  of  entail,  dated  14th,  16th 
and  27th  August  1725. 

Hie  several  purposes  of  this  Act,  so  far  as  we  are  concerned,  have  been  carried 
into  effect ;  but  as  in  terms  thereof,  they  could  not  be  completed  before  the 
2d  of  February,  the  conclusion  of  these  transactions  will  be  included  in  a  future 
Report.  •

87, 
and  4  Vict.  c.  12,  we  have,  since  the  dates  of  those  Acts,  respectively,  com- 
pleted Purchases  to  the  amount,  in  the  whole,  of  £.457,884.  15*  10.,  and 
have  contracted  for  further  Purchases,  to  the  amount,  in  the  whole,  of 
£.  lfll,617.  15.  10. ;  and  besides  these,  the  Purchasfes,  now  remaining  to  be 
made,  in  order  to  clear  the  whole  of  the  Ground  required  for  completing  the 
several  Lines  of  Improvement,  it  is  estimated,  will  cost  the  further  sum  of 
£.54,256.  5.  or  thereabout ;  viz. 

I.  In  the  Line  from  Oxford-street  to  Holbom,  we  have  completed  Pur- 
chases to  the  amount  of  £.211,684.  14.  10.,  and  have  contracted  for 
further  Purchases,  to  the  amount  of  £.  66,969.  3.  4.,  and  besides  these, 
there  remain  to  be  made,  Purchases,  estimated  to  cost  the  sum  of 
£.  14,571.  15.  or  thereabout.

500,000,  mentioned,  in  our  10th 
Report,  to  have  been  borrowed,  of  the  Equitable  Assurance  Company,  for  the 
purposes  of  these  Improvements,  upon  the  security  of  certain  portions  of  the 
Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  and  of  Monies, 
arisen  from  Interest  on  Exchequer  Bills,  and  Profit,  on  the  purchase  and  sale  of 
those  Bills,  in  which  part  of  that  Loan  was,  temporarily,  invested ;  from  the  Sales 
of  old  Materials,  and  from  Rents  of  Property  purchased,  for  the  purpose  of 
these  Improvements,  there  remained,  a  Balance  of  £.  1,420.  6.  6|-. 

These  Funds  being,  as  will  be  seen,  by  the  Statement  above  mentioned,  newly, 
expended,  we  are  taking  measures  for  obtaining  a  further  loan  of  £.  250,000., 
which,  we  find,  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the 
several  remaining  Purchases,  requisite  for  the  completion  of  these  Impr9ve- 
ments.

THE  FORESTS. 


IN  furtherance  of  the  measures  adverted  to  in  each  of  our  three  last  Reports, 
for  laying  open  and  restoring  to  the  Commons  of  Dean  and  New  Forests 
Iiands  which  had  been  inclosed  for  the  growth  of  Navy  Timber  in  those 
Forests  respectively,  and  upon  which  the  young  Trees  had  arrived  at  such 
size  and  age  as  to  be  past  damage  from  the  browsing  of  the  Forest  Cattle  and 
Deer,  and  for  inclosing  for  the  like  purpose  other  Lands  of  equal  extent  with 
those  laid  open,  we  have,  under  the  authority  of  Conmiissions  issued  from 
the  Exchequer,  inclosed  in  the  Forest  of  Dean,  during  the  last  two  years, 
671  A.  8r.  14 p.,  and  there  have  been  set  out  and  are  now  in  progress  of  being 
inclosed  in  the  New  Forest  about  300  acres  in  both  cases  in  lieu  of  Woodlands 
of  equal  extent  laid  open,  and  there  being  in  Dean  Forest  two  other  tracts  of 
Land  containing  together  467  a.  2r.  31  p.,  on  which  also  the  young  Trees  are 
past  risk  of  injury  from  Deer  or  Cattle,  we  are  about  to  adopt  the  necessary 
legal  preceedings  for  opening  these  Lands,  and  inclosing  others  of  the  like 
extent,  and,  by  pursuing  the  same  plan  for  a  very  few  more  years,  the  whole  of 
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that  Forest  (so  admirably  suited  for  the  prodaction  of  the  finest  Oak  Timber), 
which  can  be  spared  from  the  use  of  the  CToal  Mines,  Stone  Quarries  and 
Highways  will  be  reclaimed  from  its  past  unproductive  state,  and  be  in  progress 
of  becoming  of  great  value  and  national  importance. 

A  plan  for  the  division  of  Dean  Forest  into  Ecclesiastical  Districts,  under 
the  authority  of  the  Act  5  &  6  Vict.  c.  66,  adverted  to  in  our  1 9th  Report, 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  for  building  New  Churches,  for 
confirmation  by  them ;  within  one  of  those  districts  (Cinderford),  a  new 
Church  is  now  in  progress  under  the  direction  of  this  Board,  the  estimated  cost 
of  which  is  about  £.2,000,  and  in  aid  of  which,  and  for  providing  a  Parsonage- 
house,  most  liberal  contributions  have  been  received  frt>m  some  private 
individuals  anxious  to  promote  the  means  for  increased  religious  instruction 
in  this  Forest,  and  especially  from  Charles  Bathurst,  Esq.,  of  Lydney  Park, 
Dr.  Wameford,  of  Bourton-on-the-Hill,  Gloucestershire,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Graham,  of  l^itre-court  Buildings,  Solicitor. 

Another  Act  passed  in  the  same  Session  (cap«  48),  and  also  noticed  in  our 
said  Report,  ^*  to  provide  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  vrithin  the  Forest,"  has 
been  put  into  operation,  and  although  the  Plantations  and  other  Crown  Pro- 
perty in  the  Forest  are  not  liable  to  assessment  under  that  Act,  we  thought  it 
right,  in  consideration  of  the  great  extent  and  value  of  that  property,  and  the 
number  of  Workmen  and  Labourers  employed  exclusively  in  the  management 
thereof,  to  recommend  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  that  we  should  be  authorized 
to  contribute  as  of  the  bounty  of  the  Crown  in  aid  of  the  objects  of  the  Act; 
and  their  Lordships  having  concurred  in  the  recommendation,  we  have  contri- 
buted a  sum  equal  to  about  one-seventh  of  the  assessment  made  upon  private 
Property,  which  appeared  to  us  to  be  a  fair  proportion  according  to  the  extent 
and  value  of  the  Crown  Property  in  the  Forest,  and  the  Population  employed 
thereon. 

THE  Appendix,  No.  22,  contains  a  Statement,  made  up  to  the  5tli  of  January 
1844,  of  the  Receipt  and  Expenditure  of  Monies,  forming  the  **  Metropolis 
Improvement  Fund,"  at  the  Bank  of  England. 


THE  GENERAL  STATEMENT  of  Income  and  Expenditure  of  the  Monies 
under  our  Management,  and  forming  "  The  New  Street  Fund,**  will  be  found 
in  Appendix,  No.  23.

THE  NEW  HOUSES  OF  PARLIAMENT. 
Architect's  Report  as  to  the  present  State  of  the  Works,  January  1844. 

THE  centre  and  curtain  portions  of  the  River  Front  are  up  to  the  level  of  the  Roofs,  which  are  now  m  courae 
of  being  fixed.  The  Wings  of  the  River  Front  are,  upon  an  averse,  within  JO  feet  of  their  Roofs,  which  will  be 
fixed  in  the  course  of  the  present  year.  G>nsiderable  portions  of  the  North  and  South  Flanks  of  the  Building  are 
up  to  the  level  of  the  Roots,  which  will  be  fixed  forthwith. 

The  whole  of  the  Exterior  of  the  above-mentioned  portions  of  the  Edifice  are  proposed  to  be  completed  in  the 
course  of  the  present  year. 

The  Victoria  and  (Jlock  Towers  are  in  hand ;  the  former  is,  upon  an  average,  22  feet  above  the  ground,  and  the 
latter  about  12  feet 

The  House  of  Lords  is  about  40  feet  above  the  ground,  and  will,  it  is  expected,  be  ready  for  the  Roof  in  about 
four  months  from  the  present  time.  The  remaining  portions  of  the  Building  now  in  progress  are  about  18  feet 
above  the  ground. 

The  Stone  from  Anston,  which  is  employed  for  the  exterior  generally,  continues  to  be  supplied  in  great 
abundance,  and  of  excellent  quality. 

Some  delays  have  been  experienced  in  the  supply  of  Caen  Stone,  for  the  internal  Masonry,  owing  to  the  quanbtv 
required  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  supply  of  the  London  Market ;  but  arrangements  have  now  l^en  made  which 
will,  it  is  expected,  avoid  any  further  delays  in  future. 

TTiere  are  614  Men  employed  upon  the  Building  at  present,  which  number  it  is  proposed  to  increase  to  756, 
as  soon  as  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  purpose.  There  are  also  160  Men  employed  at  the 
Quarry,  which  number  it  is  proposed  to  increase  during  the  Summer  months  to  300.  With  this  increased  force 
it  is  expected  that  a  very  considerable  progress,  much  beyond  that  of  any  former  year,  will  be  made  towards  the 
completion  of  the  whole  of  the  Exterior  of  those  portions  of  the  Edifice  tJiat  are  now  in  progress. 

The  arrangements  of  the  CJontractors  for  carrying  on  the  Works,  and  the  mode  in  which  they  are  being  executed, 
still  continue  to  be  very  satisfactory.
